Gane TO GOD conscientiously and lib- 


erslly is sure to be followed by His bless- 

ing. God answers faithful giving as truly 
as earnest praying. To sow bountifully is 
the way to reap bountifully. Under the Old 
Dispensation the children of God gave, not 
from sudden impulse, but regularly and ac- 
cording to a well understood principle. At 
least one-tenth, probably a much larger por- 
tion, of their substance, was consecrated to 
the Lord. God was acknowledged as the 
universal Proprietor and His right was recog- 
nized. A definite proportion was given. The 
more bountiful the return from field and fold 
the larger the tithe. The law of the tithe 
existed from the beginning, and was acted 
upon by the Patriarchs. It was made part of 
tne Mosaic law just as were other primitive 
laws. In all ages then it was acknowledged 
that a certain proportion of our earnings 
should be regularly and systematically de- 
voted to the service of God. The law of 
tithing, in so far as it embodied the principle 
of man’s stewardship, has never been re- 
pealed. The obligation rests on Christians 
not Jess heavily than upon the Jews,—“ As 
the Lord hath prospered them.” The law 
of love will not yield a meaner proportion 
than the rule of ceremonies. 

If one-tenth of the yearly income of Chris- 
tians were devoted to the Lord’s service 
there would be a most beneficent revolution 
in the financial and the spiritual condition of 
our Churches. Robbery, breach of trust, 
greed, covetousness, in our relation to God 
prevent spiritual growth, and incur the curse 
of Him whose blessing alone makes rich. Is 
it not as bad to evade our duty to Him as to 
violate the duty we owe to one another? To 
ask such questions is to answer them. The 
crafty, greedy and selfish among the Jews 
neglected their duty towards God’s service, 
imagining that it was more profitable to keep 
the tenth sheep, or the tenth sheaf, or the 
tenth ox, or the tenth bunch of grapes, than 
to place it beyond their own control. They 
failed to see that in robbing God they were 
ruining theirown character, endangering the 
permanency of their country’s institutions, 
and: risking even its material prosperity. 
The Temple and its services were the throb- 
bing heart of the Jewish nation—entitled to 
all sympathy and support. Weakness, cor- 
ruption, paralysis there, meant death to 
Church and State. Is it not so in Christian 
Jands? Is not our Bible-religion the nerve- 
force of our civilization? Our creeds would 
not control our moral practices. And our 
spiritual life is maintained, our creeds are 
kept alive, our souls are brought into rela- 
tion with God by means of the stated ordin- 
ances of religion. Let the devotional fires of 


Christianity be extinguished, and you stop 
the mighty machinery rof modern progress. If 
men will not pay for missionaries and sup- 
port ministers, they must pay for policemen 
and detectives. If they will not pay for 
churches, they must pay for jails, peniten- 
tiaries, and all the dread enginery of pun- 
ishment. If you will not give tribute to 
God, you must pay taxes to Satan. 


Those who in the olden times robbed God 
could still no doubt keep up a cloak of reli- 
gion. They would commit their crime un- 
der the guise of necessary retrenchment, or 
under cover of “hard times.” What they 
did give was really a little whitewash to keep 
up their respectability in the Church, ora 
bait flung to the watch-dog of conscience to 
secure its silence while they robbed their 
Master’s property. Is there nothing like 
this in these modern days, and in the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada? Has not Ana- 
nias his imitators who keep back a part of 
what they have promised to the Lord? Are 
there not men who pretend to be liberal 
while they are selfishly mean,—“Christians,” 
who spend pounds on themselves while they 
give but the paltriest of coins to prove their 
loyalty to Christ,—who sign subscriptions 
which they never pay, who make promises 
which they never fulfil, and profess to be 
giving all they can afford, whereas in fact 
they scarcely part with even a crumb from 
the table of their abundance? We fear the 
race is not altogether extinct that would pay 
tithe in sick cattle, mildewed sheaves, lame 
sheep, mouldy grapes, and bad oil,—that 
would deck themselves in their finest cloth- 
ing to go tothe House of God, and then seek 
out the smallest piece of money in the realm 
to offer to God in the collection plate,—that 
would decorate themselves with ornaments 
of gold and silver and precious stones; and 
then cast copper into the Lord’s treasury! 
To-day, as in Malachi’s time, there are losses 
of all kinds, and these are sure to be heard 
of when God’s claims are pleaded. The 
times were always hard when the tithe had 
to be g:aid. _They could not, therefore, give 
to the Lord what was His own. The prophet 
called the grumblers of his day ‘ robbers.” 
What term less severe could we apply to the 
grumblers and the greedy ones of these 
days? TorobGod is to pave the way for de- 
frauding man. All integrity perishes out of 
the man’s heart who grasps and holds all he 
can without any sense of the claims of Him 
who loves the cheerful giver, and who owns 
ourselves and all that He has lent us. Let 
every Christian adopt and act upon the rule 
of “ giving as the Lord hath prospered him;” 
and then our Church freed from the anxiety 
and worry of financial problems will be able 
to give her whole attention to the work of 
evangelizing the world.

Golden Text, Isaiah 9: 2. 


ee: Matt. 4: 12-25 and Luke 4 : 31-37. 
V. 14. After Fohn was put in prison—We 
are not tosuppose that Jesus delayed entering 
upon his public ministry until John the Baptist was 
imprisoned. John, the only one of the evangelists 
who fills the gap in this part of the history of our 
Lord, describes in the 2nd and 3rd chapters of his 
gospel how he preached in Judea before this. For 
the cause of the Baptist’s imprisonment and the 
manner of his death, see Matt. 14: 3-10. Came 
into. Galile—making Capernaum his headquarters, 
Matt.4:13. Preaching the gospel of the kingdom 
of God—‘‘the gospel of God,” N.V.—in other 
words, the doctrine of salvation by faith in Him- 
self, John 11 : 26, and of repentance, Luke 13: 3. 
V.15. The times fulfilled—the time foretold by 
prophets, Gen. 49; 10. Isa.g: 123; Gal. 4: 4, 
At hand—in a sense it had already come, Matt. 
12; 28, but it was coming more fully by the shed- 
ding of His blood and the effusion of the Holy 
‘Spirit at Pentecost. V. 16. Simon and Andrew 
—sons of Jonas, natives of Bethsaida. Comparing 
Matt. 4: 18, Luke 5: 1-11 and John 1 ; 35-42, it 
is difficult to ascertain the order and time of the 
calling of the disciples. Most probably they were 
called on three distinct occasions, this being the 
last. The main fact to be taught is that Christ 
calls for personal service, and that His true disci- 
ples willrespond to His call. They were fishers— 
God often uses humble instruments in carrying out 
Fiisiplans: B Corey $2700 (Vig 18st ) )Faskers'of 
men, Those who preach and teach the gospel 
must not feardanger, and must exercise the skill 
and patience of fishermen, Acts 15 ; 26. Straight- 
‘way—without hesitation, Matt. 8: 22. V. 19. 
Fames and Fohn.—Their mother’s name, Salome, 
probably a sister of the Virgin Mary, John 19: 
26, Matt. 27: 56, Mark 15:40. James was be- 
headed, Acts 12 2. John, the youngest of the 
twelve, outlived them all. He was the only one 
‘of them present at the crucifixion. V. 20. Zhe 
hired servants—showing that the family were in 
good circumstances. Vs. 21, 22. The synagogue 
—originally applied to ‘‘an assemblage,” came to 
mean the A/ace of meeting ; of ancient origin, Acts 
15:2. The object of the synagogu2 was for 
instruction, rather than worship. Its officers— 
rulers ani elders —exercised discipline by scourging, 
Matt. 10, 17, and excommunication, John 9; 22. 
The early Christian Church derives its constitution 
from the synagogue, not from the temple. Vs. 23, 
26. An unclean spirit. Inthe language of that 
time an unclean demon was an evil spirit that 
drove its victim to haunt the tombs and other 
places esteemed most unclean in the eyes of the 
Jews. This startling incident gave convincing 
proof of Christ’s power over the evil one and of His 
true mission, I John 3;8. V.27. Amazed. The 
teaching of Christ, addressed to the heart and con- 
science, was so different from the lifeless repeti- 
tions of the Rabbis, it impressed the audience in 
His favour. We are all by natute under the power 
of satan, and Christ only can save us from it. 


MARK I: 14-28, | JANUARY I5.

MARK I: 29-45. 
Golden Text, Exodus 15: 20. 


; OMPARE Matt. 8; 14-17, Luke 4: 38-44. 
These things were done on the Sabbath, by 
‘*the Lord of the Sabbath,” Luke 6; 5, to 
shew that it is lawful to do good on that day, Luke 
13; 14-16. V.29. Thisis the first collective men- 
tion of the three disciples ever afterwards on terms 
of closest intimacy with their Lord, Ch. 5 ; 373 
9:2 and 14: 33. V. 30. As Peter was married, the 
dogma of priestly celibacy is unscriptural.  S%ck 
of a fever—‘a great fever,” Luke says—a violent 
attack of the malignant fever prevalent in the 
marshy environs of Capernaum. A2on—forthwith. 
V.31. Zook her by the hand. This act of conde- 
scension is recorded only by Mark. The cure was 
so immediateas to be evidently miraculous, She 
ministered unto them—prepared the midday meal 
for her household, in token of the completeness of 
her cureand of her gratitude to the Great Physi- 
cian. Vs. 32, 33. When the sun did se¢—at which 
time the legal observance of the Sabbath ceased. 
From Luke 13: 14, we see how unlawful they 
would have thought it even to bring their sick to 
Jesus for a cure during strictly Sabbath hours. But, 
waiting until these were over, they then came in 
crowds, bringing the diseased, and demoniacs as 
well, tohim. V. 34, He healed many—not as 
opposed to all who were brought, for Matthew 
says He healed them a//, Ch. 8: 16, 17, ‘‘ that he 
might fulfil prophecy.” Suffered not the devils to 
speak—which they would have done, proclaiming 
his Messiahship, asin v. 24. V.35. Thrice in 
rapid succession, vs. 12, 35, 45, it is stated that 
Jesus sought retirement for prayer. What an ex- 
ample of the need of secret prayer when the pres- 
sure of work and business are uponus! V. 40. A 
leper. This being the only case of leprosy men- 
tioned by the three first evangelists, it was proba- 
bly the first case of the kind, and being considered, 
in its worst forms, an incurable malady, its imme- 
diate cure must have convinced the most sceptical 
of Christ’s supernatural power to heal, J 
thou wilt, thou canst—a strong exercise of faith, 
which must have been formed by what the leper 
had heard of Christ’s othercures. V. 41. Zouched 
him. To touch or even to approach a leper was to 
contract legal defilement, Lev. 5; 3, and 13; 46, 
but 777s touch convinced the sufferer that Jesus was 
both able and willing to save, and preclaimed to 
the Jews that the ceremonial dispensation was at 
anend. Vs. 44, 45. Say nothing. Jesusdid not 
wish to hasten the impending crisis. He had much 
yettodo and to teach before His work was fin- 
ished, andto dlaze the matter abroad would cer- 
tainly exasperate the rulers, who had already im- 
prisoned the Baptist, v.14, for preachizg the gos- 
pel. Every such miracle wrought by Christ was 
subordinated to his great mission—to announce and 
spread ‘‘the kingdom of God.” His enjoining 
silence on such occasions teaches us to avoid os- 
tentatious display in religious duties, and to shut 
our ears to human applause, Matt. 6: 1-8, Lef- 
rosy isa fitting emblem of szz. It is hereditary, 
Roma t2:19} 1 Cor1 5 22.

JANUARY 22. MARK 2; I-17. 


Golden Text, [satah 43: 25. 


OMPARE Matt. 9: 1-13, Luke 5 ; 17-32. Vs. 
i I, 2. CAPERNAUM. His own city, Matt. 

9:1, Zhe house—no doubt that of Simon 
Peter, Ch. 1: 29. Many gathered—including 
Pharisees and doctors, Luke says, who represented 
the learningand culture of the day. A high testi- 
mony this to the growing influence of our Lord’s 
teaching. Preached the word—of God, as contained 
in the Scriptures. Jesus himself is called ‘‘ the 
word,” John 1: 1, in the sense that he is the ‘‘ in- 
terpretation ’ of God to mankind.

The Searcher 
of hearts, making due allowance for their incredul- 
ity, deals with them as men entitled to evidence, 
which he immediately supplies, of a convincing 
kind, for if he prove himself able to work a visible 
miracle, why should they longer doubt his power 
in that which wasinvisible. Vs. 11,12. Zake up 
thy bea ana go.. Asinanothercase, John 5 : 9, the 
result was conclusive, V. 14. Levi, elsewhere 
Matthew, Matt.9: 9. A tax-gatherer, employed 
by the Roman government, szétimg, as these 
officials usually did. The veceiptofcustom. ‘Though 
his vocation was obnoxious to the Jews, it does not 
follow that he wasa bad man. That hehad many 
friends, appears from the numbers who attended 
his farewell feast, Luke 5; 29. That he was well- 
disposed is seen in his readiness to follow Jesus. 
Little is known of the author of the first gospel ; 
but he was one of those who met the brethren in 
Jerusalem after the ascension, Acts 1: 13. The 
feast in his house was some time after his call, and 
was largely attended by his own class, pudlicans.

Andofthe Pharisees ; they, 
too, had their disciples, who were schooled in the 
sophistry, bigotry, and formalism of their leaders. 
Used to fast—‘* were then fasting,” V. V. The 
Pharisees prided themselves on the frequency of 
their fasting, Luke 18: 12, though the Mosaic 
law required only one fast in the year—on the day 
of atonement, Lev. 16: 29, Isa. 58:3. But they 
came to be observed on special occasions at an 
early date,* Judges 20:26, 1 Sam. 7: 6, Ezra8 ¢ 
21. The custom was commonin our Lord’s time, 
but it does not appear that Jesus observed any stated 
fasts or that he enjoined them on his disciples. 
The imprisonment of John possibly suggested fast- 
ing at this particular time to his disciples as a suit- 
able act of humiliationin the circumstances. Why 
thy disciples not? It is phartsaic to be ever criti- 
cising the lifeand conduct of others; it is higher 
wisdom to scrutinize well our own actions and mo- 
tives, Matt. 7: 5. Vs. 19, 20. Jesus is himself 
the Bridegroom of his Church. When he is pre- 
sent it is no time for fasting, but for rejoicing. True 
fasting, in the sight of God, is not abstinence from 
food, but abstinence from sin, and self-denying be- 
nevolence, Isa. 58: 3-8, James 1:27. Vs. 21,22. 
New cloth and new wine. The antitheses clearly 
refer to the distinctions of religious life under the 
Old and under the New dispensations. No censure 
is implied on John’s disciples for fasting ; rather, it 
is conceded to be natural in their case that they 
should think ‘‘the old better,” Luke5: 39. But 
Jesus willteach thema more excellent way.

ery. She wasa true helpmeet to her husband 
during six years of devoted toil on Efate, 
and since his death, in 1869, she has earned 
a living for herself and her children by 
teaching, aided by her annuity from the 
Widows’ Fund. The Foreign Mission Com- 
mittee (Hast), immediately on hearing of 
her illness, remitted to her £50 stg., with 
expressions of sympathy and continued 
interest in herself.

NELSONVILLE congregation is making grati- 
fying progress under the care of the Rey.

The Superintendent is to mo- 
derate in a call to a minister for it in a few 
days, and a handsome church which is soon 
to be opened has, chiefly through Mr. Came- 
ron’s efforts, just been erected. Nelsonville 
is on the route of the South-western rail- 
way, and is likely to be an important centre. 
Mr. Pitblado, the newly called minister of 
St. Andrew’s Church, Winnipeg, has arrived 
in the city, and was inducted on the 14th 
December, at the regular meeting of the 
Presbytery. Mr. Pitblado comes to us with 
a noble record, and will prove a great acqui- 
sition to our cause in the North-West. The 
congregation is showing its confidence in the 
future by advertising for plans for a church, 
with a seating capacity of 1,000, and to cost 
about $25,L00. Knox Church, Winnipeg, 
hes not yet made a choice of a pastor. An 
early settlement in this important charge is 
a consummation devcutly to be wished. The 
Rev. D. McCannell, B. A., has just arrived in 
the province, and is temporarily in charge 
of Springfield end Sunnyside. This is an 
important charge, and it is anxiously look- 
ing round for a minister, At least six addi- 
tional missionaries are greatly needed in 
this province. Six or seven stations within 
reach of Winnipeg are supplied by the stu- 
dents of Manitoba College. Dr. Black’s nu- 
merous friends will be grieved to hear that 
his health was not re-established by his fur- 
lough last summer. He is still far from be- 
ing well. The Rev. A. Y. Thomson, of Man- 
itoba College, received lately an appreciative- 
address and a sum of money from the con- 
gregation of St. Andrew’s, to which for some 
time he has been ministering. The congre- 
gation of the Rev. A. Bell, Portage la Prairie 
is growing rapidly.

COLLEGE FUND. 


By appointment of the General Assembly, 
the annual collection for the College Fund 
was fixed for Sabbath, llth Sepqgember. 
Though three months have since passed by,. 
the contributions reveived amount to less 
than $4,000 over the whole western section 
of the Church. The amount estimated as. 
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required this year from the congregations 
for the support of Knox, Queen’s and Mon- 
treal Colleges is $19,000. Though this isa 
small sum when compared with the wealth 
of the 30,006 communicants in Ontario and 
Quebec, yetitis fully fifty per cent. more 
than was got last year; so that largely in- 
creased liberality is needed to secure the 
required amount. If any scheme of the 
Church should have a warm place in the 
affections of our people, and receive a liberal 
support at their hands, surely it is that one 
whose object it is efficiently to train the 
future ministers of the Church. The Theo. 
logical Colleges, humanly speaking, are the 
foundation of all our mission work. Upon 
them we are dependent, under God, for the 
building up of nearly all our Home and 
French-Canadian mission stations during the 
summer months, and to them we look for 
the future ministers and missionaries of the 
Church. While last year $7,500 were re- 
ceived from the Sabbath-schools of the 
- western section of the Church for Home 
French and Foreign Missions, not quite $100 
were received for the ordinary. fund of the 
Colleges. I trust that this year the Colleges 
will be remembered by all our Sabbath- 
schools and Bible-classes in the form of con 
tributioas towards their support When 
merchants and others balance their books 
for the year, and come to consider through 
what channels they will consecrate the first- 
fruits of revived business prosperity, let them 
remember the College Fund. When one 
recalls the unanimity of the General Assem- 
bly in instituting this fund, and the feeling 
of gratitude which found vent in the prayer 
offered when the decision was so amicably 
reached, he can scarcely repress a feeling of 
disappointment that so few thank-offerings 
have thus far been received from individuals, 
and so few largely increased contributions 
from congregations and stations. It is 
hoped, however, that within the next few 
months many such will be forthcoming. 
Subscription sheets for parties willing to 
solicit contributions for the fund can be ob- 
tained on application to the undersigned. 
The names of contributors will appear in the 
financial statement to be submitted to next 
Assembly. Will brethren addressing mis- 
sionary meetings during the winter kindly 
present the claims of the College Fund as 
well as the other schemes of the Church ?

FRENCH EVANGELIZATION.—As this 
is the season of the year when Congregations 
and Sabbath-schools distribute their Mis- 
sionary monies, attention is called to the 
wants of the Board of French Evangeliza- 
tion.

Rey. J. G. Ross, D.D.—The sad intelligence 
of Dr. Robb’s death has come upon us unex- 
pectedly. He left us a few years ago, ‘‘ the 
picture of health.” But the battle is not 
always to the strong, and so this gifted and 
popular minister has passed away in the 
prime of life. Dr. Robb was born in Belfast 
in 1833. He received his education for the 


ministry in that city, and by the Presbytery 
of Belfast was licensed in 1857. The follow- 
ing year he was ordained and inducted min- 
ister of Clogher, where he remained until 
1874, when he accepted a call from Cooke’s 
Church, Toronto. His ministerial career in 
Canada was a brilliant one. He was an elo- 
quent preacher, and in the Church Courts he 
had few equals. He returned to his native 
land in the beginning of 1879, when he was 
inducted to the charge of Galway, and was 
also appointed Presbyterian Dean of Resi- 
dence in the Queen’s College there. Dr. 
Robb has left a widow and eight children to 
mourn his early death. 


Mr. Witiiam Lusiin, a much respected 
and highly efficient elder in the congregation 
of Hornby, Ont., died on 17th November, in 
the 78th year of hisage. He was a native of 
Aberdeenshire, Scotland. 


Grclesinstical Bews. 


EV. WILLIAM MILLIGAN, D.D., Pro- 
fessor of Biblical Criticism in the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen, has been named 

as next Moderator of the General Assembly 

of the Church of Scotland. Dr. Milligan 
will be the youngest moderator for a consid- 
erable number of years past, but he has 
long been known to the public as a man of 
high attainments. He is the deputy-clerk 
of the Assembly, and a member of the New 

Testament Revision Committee. The Rev. 

Dr. Robert McDonald, of North Leith, has 

been nominated to the moderatorship of the 

Free Church. Dr. McDonald is one of the 

“ pre-disruption” ministers, having been or- 

dained in 1837. The Rev. T. Y. Killen, of 

Belfast, having been nominated by a large 

number of Presbyteries, will doubtless be 

elected to preside in the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland. The 

Free Church has lost one of its most useful 

and respected ministers by the death of Rev. 

John Thomson, of Leith. Dr. John Black, 

Professor of Humanity in the University of 

Aberdeen, died recently in the 47th year of 

his age. Dr. Alexander Bain has been elected 

Lord Rector for the University of Aberdeen, 

—the first instance of an ex-Professor being 

elected to that office since the time of Adam 

Smith, the celebrated author of “The Wealth 

of Nations.” Sir Theodore Martin, the bio- 

grapher of Prince Albert, has been installed 

Rector of St. Andrew’s University. The 

whole city of Glasgow has been moved by 

the ceremony of unveiling a statue of the 
late Dr. Norman McLeod, which has been 
erected in the neighbourhood of the old 

Barony Church. Mr. Mossman, the sculptor, 

is said to have executed an excellent like- 
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ness of this eminent and popular Scottish 
divine. The Rev. Andrew Paton, of Pen- 
pont, formerly of Montreal, seems to have 
been the poet Laureate for the occasion. At 
all events, he has given to the public a beau- 
tiful poem in connection with the interesting 
event, from which we take a few jines,— 


‘* We see him in the van 

Of every noble cause, alike at home 

And in far distant lands, with mighty heart 

O’erleaping all the bounds of race and clime, 

And finding ever-living brotherhood 

Where’er beat human hearts. The humblest found 

In him a friend who shared with them their woes. 

The highest—She who wears the Crown, and reigns 

Tn all our hearts, but whose own heart has known 

All deepest grief—could also find in him 

A gentle healer, sent from Him who knows 

All human wants and binds up all our wounds. 
His noble life 

Is honoured in this speaking monument, 

That stand in midst of all the work he loved, 

And tells how men will reverence give to all 

Who do, like him, God’s work.’’ 


Professor Robertson Smith is cropping up 
again. A few weeks ago his admirers pre- 
sented him with a thousand pounds worth 
of books, suited to his critical and literary 
taste; at the same time it was announced 
that an endowment fund had been created 
for his especial benefit, which ensures him 
as good ‘a living” at least as the Chair of 
Hebrew and Old Testament Exegesis, from 
which he was deposed by the General Assem- 
bly of the Free Church. Then he has been 
elected an elder in the Free High Church of 
Edinburgh, of which his sympathizing friend 
Dr. Walter C. Smith is the minister. And 
he is to continue courses of lectures in Edin- 
burgh and Glasgow to probably far larger 
audiences than he would have had in Aber- 
deen. History often repeats itself after this 
fashion. And Rev. Dr. Bruce, professor of 
Apologetics and New Testament Exegesis in 
the Free Church College, Glazgow, and ex- 
delegate to the General. Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada, has been se- 
verely criticized for publishing a book on 
“The Chief End of Revelation,’ which, to 
put it in a mild form, is alleged to be econ- 
omical of orthodoxy. Asa sort of set-off to 
the expressions of sympathy by the support- 
ers of Mr. Robertson ‘mith, it is in contem- 
plation to arraign Professor Bruce before the 
next General Assembly of the Free Church. 
In the meantime, the Free Church Commis- 
sion of Assembly has met in Edinburgh and 
made a strong demonstration in favour of 
“disestablishment.” The chief speakers 
were Principal Rainy, Dr. Adam of Glasgow, 
Dr. Begg, Rev. John McTavish of Inverness, 
and Sir Henry Moncrieff. The resolutions 
moved by Principal Rainy were to the effect, 
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—(1) That the evils arising from the exist- 
ing ecclesiastical arrangement continue and 
increase; (2) That the time has come when 
the question should be pressed on the com- 
munity and in Parliament, with a view to its 
early and decisive settlement ; (3) That im- 
mediate steps be taken to bring it under 
the notice of Her Majesty’s Government. 
Dr. Begg, of course, agreed that “the Estab- 
lished Church was in a very unsatisfactory 
condition.” He spoke of deliberate attempts 
to connive at unsound doctrine, referring to 
the manner in which “that precious book of 
Scotch sermons was dealt with ;” and to the 
fact that “one-third of the ministers of the 


| Established Church were members of the 


Church Service Society, which had for its ob- 
ject the observance of prelatic forms of wor- 
ship.” But he did not believe the remedy 
was to come from the halls of the Legisla- 
ture ; certainly not from disestablishment, 
Mr. McTavish, while prepared on the other 
hand, to go in for disestablishment could not 
accept any of the motions, as they went on 
“Voluntary” lines. “Give them,” the Free 
Church, “their own, or do not bring it to 
bear against them. If he could not get his 
own, he would rather see the whole pitched 
into the German Ocean!” Sir Henry de- 
clined to commit himself to the question in 
its present shape. The resolutions were car- 
ried by a large majority. Messrs. Moody and 
Sankey, after spending some weeks at New- 
castle-upon-Tyne, removed their headquar- 
ters to Edinburgh, where they met with a 
hearty reception from many of the ministers 
and others whose acquaintance they had 
made at the time of their former visit. They 
intend to visit Glasgow, Dundee, and a num- 
ber of other Scotch towns, with a special 
view to holding evangelistic services for the 
benefit of the working classes. The veteran 
and enthusiastic Scotch evangelist, the Rev. 
Dr. A. N. Sommerville, is expected to spend 
the most of the winter in Germany. Tardy 
justice bas been done to Ireland by the issu- 
ing of a Royal Charter, incorporating the 
professors of the Assembly’s College, Belfast, 
and the theological professors of McGee 
College, Derry, into a united faculty, em-’ 
powered to grant degrees in Theology, under 
the title of “Tue PRESBYTERIAN THEOLOGICAL 
Faou.ty, IRELAND ;”’ to consist of six profes- 
sors of the Belfast College, and three from 
McGee College. The venerable Dr. Killen 
of Belfast, is appointed the first Principal, a 
position to which he is eminently entitled 
by the valuable services he has rendered to 
sacred literature and to the Church of his 
fathers. At a Valedictory missionary meet- 
ing of the United Presbyterian Church, re- 
cently held in Glasgow, six missionaries and 
four Zenana teachers were designated to 
foreign fields of labour. Mr. Morton, Green- 
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ock, chairman of the U. P. Board of Mis- 
sions, said it was highly to the honour of 
their Church that she had for many years 
been a liberal supporter of foreign missions. 
Ale spoke of the claimsof several mission 
fields, and in commending the Zenana Mis- 
sion he remarked that the women of the 
East had been oppressed by the idolatries 
and cruelties of false religions, and it was 
time that the beneficent influences of Chris- 
tianity should be brought to bear in their fa- 
vour. Rev. J. Buchanan, Foreign Mission 
Secretary, mentioned that the income of the 
U. P. Church from all sources last year for 
missions amounted to about £42,000, and he 
asked whether it would be too sanguine on 
their part to expect that they might be able 
to crown this their jubilee year, so far as 
missionary work was concerned, by reaching 
up to £50,000. The Rev. James Mackie, for 
some time assistant minister of St. Paul’s 
Church, Montreal, and more recently of Car- 
lisle, England, has been installed minister of 
the National Scotch Church, Manchester, 
under circumstances that augur well for his 
success and usefulness. The total popula- 
lation of British India and the native states, 
is ascertained by the recent census, to be 
252,541,210, only 63 millions less than the 
whole of Europe, which is estimated at 315,- 
929,000. ‘The increase of population in the 
last ten years, is 12,788,565. This is at the 
rate of about 60 per cent. In Madras and 
Mysore there is a decrease. In the latter, 
it actually amounts to 17 per cent,—a terri- 
ble proof of the severity of the famine of 
1867-1868. But for this famine the increase 
of population throughout India would have 
been nearer twenty than twelve millions. 
The work of taking such a census must have 
been enormous. That it has been done tho- 
roughly and successfully, is of itself a con- 
vincing proof of the supremacy of British 
influence in that country. It is a sad reflec- 
tion that the great mass ot the people are 
still steeped in ignorance and superstition. 
On the other the means of intercommunica- 
tion are now so rapidly approaching comple- 
tion as to warrant the hope that a brighter 
day is about to dawn on India. Oahu Col 
lege, in the Sandwich Islands, has just cele- 
brated the fortieth anniversary of its founda- 
tion. This College, which is a direct fruit of 
Christian Missions, now numbers among its 
graduates many persons prominent in Hawaii 
and in other parts of the world. By the 
death of Bishop Barclay, of Jerusalem, the 
appointment of his successor belongs to the 
Emperor of Germany. The income of the 
See, £1,200 per annum, being derived one- 
half from England, and the other half from 
Germany. The patronage devolves alter- 
nately on the authorities in these countries, 
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FRANCE.—A CONFERENCE Of atheists was 
recently held at Paris, with delegates from 
France and Belgium. Gross misrepresenta- 
tion of Christianity, theories the most child- 
ish and crude of the origin of Religion, con- 
fusion and violence, were the chief charac- 
teristics of their three meetings. Pastor 
Hirsch, a talented young Jew, recently con- 
verted to Christianity, attended, but free 
discussion was impossible on account of the 
noisy demonstrations of the audience. Such 
conferences do more to weaken their cause 
than any amount of discussion. Indeed 
they help, far more than they hinder, 
toward the triumph of Christianity. Rev.G. 
T. Dodds, of Paris, assistant-director of the 
Macall Mission, has been on a tour of evan- 
gelization in the South of France. He found 
much opposition from the priests, but his 
success was very cheering. For three con- 
secutive evenings, at Clermont-Ferrand, the 
hall was crowded, many who came being un- 
able to get in. He also visited the Macall 
meetings at St. Etienne, composed chiefly 
of miners and their families. A good work 
is going on there, under the care of Dr. 
Hastings Burroughs, a young Irish physician 
and evangelist. At an after-meeting, recent- 
ly, some fifty people remained for prayer 
and counsel. Pastor Lorriaux, of Paris, has 
had encouraging success, during an evange- 
listic tour in the centre of France, in the 
Department of Nieure. Among other places, 
he visited the village of Villapourgon. This 
village was greatly stirred by one of its peo- 
ple, who had walked to Lamanton, twenty 
miles, through the rain, to hear the Gospel. 
Returning, like the disciples at the first, he 
bore witness to what he had seen and heard. 
The villagers were so glad when, at last, a 
pastor was on his way to preach the Gospel, 
that some 200 people with a flag and music 
met him some three miles from the village 
to escort him thither. Arrived, he found a 
hall festooned with flowers, but too small to 
hold a quarter of the people. He therefore 
took the carriage which conveyed him thi- 
ther for his pulpit, and for two full hours 
preached to some 500 to 600 people. After- 
ward a man offered land on which to erect 
a church. C, H.

ANNUAL STATEMENT BY THE OCONVENER OF THRE 
WESTERN SEOTION. 


Pan THIS season of the year, when con- 
gregations make their apportionments of 
moneys to the different schemes of the 
Church, I desire briefly to present the press- 
ing claims of Home Missions to the contin- 
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ued sympathy and support of our members 
and adherents. The mission field under the 
care of the Committee includes British 
Columbia, The North-West Territories, Mani- 
toba, Quebec, and Ontario,—the latter em- 
bracing the Lake Superior and Muskoka 
Districts. These fields represent 533 preach- 
ing stations and supplemented congrega- 
tions ; 11,862 communicants; 9,039 families, 
and an average Sabbath attendance on 
ordinances of 23.912. The very gratifying 
success Of our work in the great North- 
West, of which the members of our Church 
are fully informed, and the pressing claims 
of the Manitoba Presbytery for additional 
missionaries, leads the Committee to hope 
that the contributions of congregations and 
gifts of individuals during the present year 
will ba largely increased. The Committee 
require for the North-West alone—for mis- 
sion stations, supplemented congregations, 
salary of Superintendent of Missions, arrears 
of salaries due missionaries (which have 
been satisfactorily settled) and for Manitoba 
College—the sum of $14,000. To this must 
be added the travelling expenses of mis- 
sionaries to their distant fields of labour. 
Five additional missionaries were appointed 
to Manitoba in October; another has been 
appointed since, while others are expected 
to follow during the present winter. At the 
last meeting of the Committee, it was found 
that on the lowest calculation the sum of 
$40,000 would be required to meet the claims 
for the present year. This sum can easily 
be raised and exceeded if every member 
gives on an average the small sum of fifty 
cents! In order, however, to reach this 
amount, it is necessary that the pressing 
claims of the fund be set clearly before our 
congregations and mission stations by every 
minister, probationer, and catechist in the 
Church. I have only to add that the Com- 
mittee have reduced grants to the lowest 
possible point, and are exceedingly desirous 
to implement the instructions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly by bringing their annual ex- 
penditure within their receipts. There 
never was a period in the history of our 
Church when the results of Home Mission 
work were so encouraging as at the present 
moment,and when immediate effort was more 
called for. Capitalists are pouring their 
millions of dollars into great railways that 
are stretching across our prairies, and open- 
ing up their wealth and material power. 
These railways do not wait for populations ; 
they bring them. They do not seek towns ; 
they create them. The Home Mission work 
which they thus create as fast as steam can 
drive the locomotive forward, is most imper- 
ative. “We cannot delay an hour without 
_loss; we cannot postpone a year without 
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sin.” In name of the Committee, 
WM.

IN NEW BRUNSWICK. 


The following contains the substance of a 
statement addressed to the Home Mission 
Board of the Maritime Provinces, by the Rev. 
Dr. Macrae, on behalf of the Presbytery of 
St. John, from which we learn some interest- 
ing facts respecting the Home Missionary 
work in the Province of New Brunswick :— 

I, Glassville and Florenceville.—These two 
stations occupy an area of thirty miles by 
ten,—have sixty, and eighteen families con- 
nected with them respectively,—an average 
Sabbath attendance of one hundred and 
twenty, and sixty ; communicants, seventy, 
and twelve; sabbath-school, children, one 
hundred and sixty, and forty,—and many 
Presbyterians who could be brought in with 
little care and labour. Our Catechist reports 
the procuring of a farm as a glebe, and the\ 
raising of nearly three hundred dollars to 
repair the church, and erect a manse. His 
belief is that, with a little aid and encour- 
agement, this field would soon be self-sus- 
taining. In support of this belief, he speaks 
of having visited two hundred families in 
the Glassville section. II. Londonderry and 
adjacent Stations contain fifty-four families ; 
and all express their willingness to “ make 
great sacrifices,” to quote from our Cate- 
chist’s return, in order to secure the services 
of an ordained minister. III. Bailie and 
Tower-hill__Of this field, our very intelligent 
Catechist speaks of “ pressing need of a set- 
tled pastor to take it in charge. Many, not 
oelonging to any church, could be brought 
into ours, if properly cared for.” Oaly for- 
ty-three families are connected with these 
two stations; but one hundred in all were 
visited; and there are others not yet over- 
taken. IV. Quaco and Black River.—Of the3e 
stations I can speak from personal observa- 
tion,—having ordained elders and dispensed 
the communion, etc. at both, some six weeks 
ago. They form a field of very great inter- 
est. Could we secure one man to labour 
even on alternate months at Quaco, etc. and 
at our fifth Group of Stations, St. George, ete., 
we might cherish the hope of building up 
fairly flourishing charges in both. But both 
are in great need, as regards services; and 
of course, a labourer in each would be vastly 
preferable. Both are earnestly desirous to 
obtain a settled pastorate ; and each would, 
we believe, raise at least, the minimum, en- 
titling to supplement. At Quaco, there are 
in all, fifty families, some of whom are 
wealthy. From St. George, full returns are 
not in my possession; but our conviction 
is, that these places need only suitable men, 
to become, in a short time, self-sustaining 
charges. Our cause, in this vast, unwieldy 
missionary Presbytery, has reached a critical 
period of its history. Never were the people 
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more alive to their duty ; never, as attested 
alike by the reports of our Catechists,—by 
the financial returns,—and by the observa- 
tion of members of Presbytery, was there a 
keener desire to secure regular services. 
What chills, if it does not absolutely kill our 
efforts is, that, during the winter months, 
when the people are, on the whole, most ac- 
_ cessible, the other denominations are busy, 
and often gather the harvest from the la- 
bours of our Catechists, who, the while, are 
at college. Thus, our work is a perpetual 
labour of Sisyphus. It is, no doubt, gratify- 
ing that additions are made to any branch of 
the Christian Church: but assuredly, our 
present sporadic system does not bear much 
fruit among us, as regards the extension and 
consolidation of Presbyterianism. Our gen- 
eral position is, that, unless we succeed in 
securing the services of a few ordained men 
to assist us in working our, territorially, vast 
field, we are forced, with whatever reluct- 
ance, to submit that we simply cannot hope, 
humanly speaking. to make satisfactory pro- 
gress. ach of our settled ministers has a 
certain portion of our unsettled field as- 
signed to his care, and such time and atten- 
tion as can be spared are devoted to the in- 
terests of the whole. But all this is, at 
least, only a make-shift arrangement, and 
does but stave off the evil day when one 
portion after another of our field must, un- 
less labourers be secured, be abandoned 
simply because our better class:of adherents 
shal! have lapsed into these other denomin- 
ations, while many are already tending to- 
ward utter indifference. The mere fact of 
being subjected to a heterogeneous teaching 
has of itself an evil, because an unsettling 
influence. A religion composed of alternate 
layers of controversy and of a spurious re- 
vivalism, cannot be expected to prove avery 
substantial basis for a healthy morality. 

During the past summer, the Catechists’ 
returns attest that where the people’s inter- 
est has been aroused, no difficulty is expe- 
rienced in procuring money.. We have, we 
think, ample reason to conclude that men of 
the right stamp would not be left unsup- 
ported, pecuniarily, in any of the groups re- 
ferred to. 


Anniversary Hleetings. 


HE Monrtreat ANNIVERSARY MIssIoNaRY 
Mertines were held in Erskine Church 
on the evenings of the 22nd, 23rd and 

24th November. The subjects discussed on 
the several evenings were, as usual,_ Home 
Missions, French Evangelization, and Foreign 
Missions, respectively. Strenuous efforts 
had been made by the committee of arrange- 
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ments to secure the presence of speakers 
from a distance, presumably on the princi- 
ple that the announcement of their names 
would “draw” crowded houses. But although 
they failed to induce any of the magnets to 
cross the line of forty-five, nevertheless there 
was & good array of native talent on the plat- 
form; the speaking was very good, indeed, 
and although the attendance was not quite so 
large as last year there were fair audiences 
each evening, and much interest was mani- 
fested by those present in the statements 
that were made. “ Fair audiences” did we 
say? Yes, but to be strictly honest we must 
add, for Montreal. The people of this great 
and flourishing city, with its seventeen or 
eighteen Presbyterian churches have not yet 
reached the point of enthusiasm in regard 
to missionary meetings. And Montreal, in 
this respect, is like a good many other cities 
and towns “where,” as is sometimes said, 
‘there are so many other attractions.” One 
of our American exchanges says that “when 
the millenium comes, the masses of society 
will probably take as much interest in the 
evangelization of a nation or tribe, as it now 
takes in a horse-race: and the British par- 
hament will adjourn for something nobler 
than a ‘Derby.’” Our hope is that, even 
before that time, intelligence and culture 
will discover that once in a while, at least, it 
may find as pleasant and profitable enter- 
ment. at the missionary meeting as at the 
theatre and other fashionable places of re 
sort. We have some four, thousand commu- 
nicants in Montreal, and yet we have to cha- 
racterize a gathering of four or five hundred 
people as ‘a fair audience” at a missionary 
meeting ! 


HOME MISSIONS. 


Mr. J. Murray Smiru, in the absence of 
Mr. David Morrice, through indisposition, 
occupied the chair at the first meeting and 
led off with a few well-chosen remarks. The 
work of Home Missions took precedence, 
he said, in this series of meetings, and rightly 
so. It lies at the foundation of all Christian 
effort, and just in proportion as the Church 
does its duty faithfully at home has it reason 
to expect that the other departments of its 
work shall prosper. The work given the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada to do within 
its own borders was a great work, demand. 
ing its best efforts and our united and sus- 
tained liberality. Much of that work lies 
very near our own doors. In every congre- 
gation, and in all the Presbyteries there is a 
need of Christian effort. In those nearer 
portions of the field every one may find 
something to do. In regard to the more dis- 
tant and the more destitute parts of the 
country, they would learn from others of the 
vast field opening up in the North-West Terri- 
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tories and those other new districts that have 
strong claims upon our consideration. It is 
no empty agnosticism which our ministers 
and missionaries are proclaiming to the scat- 
tered settlers in these new and isolated re- 
gions, but the imperishable truth which alone 
is fitted to make them good citizens and 
good Christians. 

Rev. Ropert CAMPBELL, of Renfrew, con- 
vener of his own Presbytery’s Home Mission 
Committee, said he was glad of the oppor- 
tunity of addressing a Montreal audience on 
a subject with which he was familiar and 
that lay very near to his heart. He gave 
Montreal all the credit it deserved for enter- 
prise and industry, as well as for the intelli- 
gence and hospitality of its citizens, It was 
“no mean city.” On the contrary, it. was 
eonspicuous for many excellent things, but 
he had grave doubts whether the Presbyte- 
rians of Montreal fully realized their respon- 
sibility, especiaily he doubted if they had 
adequate enthusiasm in this matter of Home 
Mission work, although much of it was car- 
ried on and much more was needed in this 
large Province of Quebec. And to whom 
should they look for assistance in that work 
if not to the people of Montreal? Passing 
from local considerations, Mr. Campbell went 
on to explain the principles on which the 
General Home Mission Committee of the 
western section of the Church administered 
the funds put into their hands by the con- 
gregations. A considerable portion of the 
money was divided among the supplemented 
congregations, of which there were upwards 
of eighty, with one hundred and fifty preach- 
ing stations. In every part of the country 
there are weak congregations. It may be 
their own fault, or perhaps it is only their 
misfortune that they are weak; but in either 
ease they ought to be objects of Christian 
sympathy and care. It will not do for us to 
regard such with stoical indifference. It will 
not do to say to such, “be ye warmed and 
fed,” only. Neither will it do to hand them 
over to other denominations. No other 
Church can do for these weak congregations 
what they require so well as their own Church. 
It is no uncommon case, especially in this 
Province of Quebec, that a congregation, at 
one time strong, had been decimated by the 
emigration of its best young blood to 
other parts of the country which seemed to 
hold out greater pecuniary inducements. 
Others again, are rising in the gradation and 
with the help they now receive will soon be- 
come self-sustaining. Such congregations are 
the hope of the Church. But a large amount 
of the money goes to the support of the 
purely Mission Stations. In nearly all the 
Presbyteries, especially in Manitoba, we find 
little groups of families here and there who 
have no minister to care for them. A stu- 


dent from one of our colleges goes out among 
them in the summer time. He preaches the. 
gospel for them as well as he can. He estab- 
lishes a sabbath-school, and in many other 
ways ministers to their spiritual wants. 
They appreciate these services, and when 
the student returns to college you find these 
people apply to the Presbytery for a resident 
missionary. We have in the western section 
upwards of one hundred of such mission 
fields, with three hundred preaching sta- 
tions ; in all, one hundred and ninety assisted 
charges, with four hundred and fifty preach- 
ing stations, including 8,000 families, 11,000 
communicants, with an average attendance 
on sabbaths of 27,500, and at least 50,000 
people visited in their homes. Is it not desi- 
rable to preach the Gospel to these 50,000? 
As to the cost, it appears that these people 
have helped themselves to the extent of 
$60,000, and it seems a favourable result that 
we have drawn out that liberality at no 
greater cost to the Church at large than 
$20,000 per annum. Concerning progress: 
during the last four years forty supplemented 
congregations have become self-sustaining, 
and nearly as many mission stations hive 
become supplemented congregations. Last 
year, eleven congregations became self-sup- 
porting, fourteen had their grants reduced, 
and twelve mission stations were erected. 
There has thus been going on a continuous 
procession for the past forty years, during 
which time four hundred congregations have 
been added to our Church. These are the 
results of Home Mission effort. They would 
have been far greater but for the laxity and 
indifference which have been shewn in many 
quarters. But does this system not tend to 
weaken or destroy the self-reliance of those 
who are thus aided? The answer is, that 
while the average annual contribution per 
family throughout the Church is $7.64, the 
average in the supplemented congregations 
is $9.00. The average contribution per com- 
municant in the city of Montreal is $6.25. 
In the supplemented congregations, it is $5.80 
per communicant. Speaking of Manitoba 
and the North-West, more had been done 
there in five years than was accomplished in 
fifty years in the early history of the older 
provinces. We have now four self-sustaining 
charges, thirty-four groups of mission sta- 
tions—contributing an average of $10 per 
family—and between forty and fifty minis- 
ters and missionaries. In this connection 
attention was called to what is certainly a 
new thing—the fact that the railway in the 
North-West is preceding civilization, that it is 
actually being built in the wilderness. We 
rejoice in the fact and also that our Church 
is determined as far as possible to have its 
missionaries in the field in advance of the 
tide of emigration. While we speak of the

work, let us not forget the men by whom it 
is carried on. They are men of education; 
men who have been used to the comforts 
which we enjoy, but who have left home and 
comfort to do the work of evangelists. Men 
like Baird, of Edmonton, and Sieveright, of 
Prince Albert, and many others that might 
be named, are worthy of our highest respect 
and confidence. They deserve our sympathy, 
our generous support, and our prayers. The 
committee ask only $40,000 this year for car- 
rying on the work of Home Missions in the 
western section of the Church—about ninety 
cents per family. They should have asked 
for $80,000 at least, so that our missionaries 
might be better paid and more of them sent 
out. What should Montrealdo? The First 
Church in New York gives $10,000 annually 
to Home Missions. Surely the sixteen con- 
gregations of Montreal might give that and 
more. Are there not a hundred men here 
who could easily give their cheque for $100 
each. The influence of such an act would 
be felt everywhere, and it would do much 

to set the Home Mission Fund on a proper 
basis. 


Tae Rev. Davip Mircuett, of Belleville, 
followed up the subject in an eloquent and 
telling address, of which we can only give an 
imperfect outline. Though necessarily divi- 
ded in administration, the Home and For- 
eign Mission work is one. The grand object 
of each is the same—to elevate and bless 
mankind. Itis only the nearness of the one 
that gives it the appearance of greater im- 
portance. The world is the circumference, 
and Home Missions the centre of the circle. 
It is natural to begin with those nearest at 
hand. Andrew instinctively did so when he 
sought first his own brother Simon and 
brought him to Jesus, and we do well to fol- 
low his example. There are many grounds 
on which an appeal might be based for the 
support of Home Missions. For one thing, 
it is emphatically a patriotic work. We pity 
the man in whose heart there is no room for 
patriotism —who does not love his country. 
Those of us who have come from the “ land 
of the mountain and the flood” know well 
how dear to our hearts are the very hills and 
dales, the rivers and lakes, the mountains 
and glens of our native land, and how often 
we associate them in memory with occur- 
ences of bygone days that can never be for- 
gotten. The people of Canada have a greatand 
a good heritage—unbounded resources, une- 
qualled facilities for trade and commerce, first 
rate natural means of communication, and 
a field certainly large enough for the fullest 

exercise of the highest kind of patriotism— 
_ Christian philanthropy. It is not a small 
thing to give anation a Sabbath. It is a great 
thing to lay the foundation of a Christian 
Church in a new land, so full of promise, 


materially. It is still a greater thing to im- 

plant the fear of the Lord in the hearts.of 
the people. This is what the Presbyterian 

Church in Canada is endeavouring to do by 

sending forth ministers and missionaries to 

the remotest parts of the Dominion. It is 

her purpose to do for our countrymen what 

has been done for us—to supply the needed 

ordinances of religion to every one to whom 

our influence shall extend, from Newfound- 

land to British Columbia. Every church that 
we build is in itself a civilizer. If you plant 

it in the desert it has a power of attraction 

even there. It becomes the nucleus of a 

village that may grow into a town or a city. 

Every sabbath-school that we organize be- 
comes in like manner the nucleus of a con- 
gregation. KHvery minister that we settle is 

somuch more gain to civilization, and where 

you find the church, the school, and the 

faithful minister, you have a leaven that in 
time will leaven the whole lump. By vigor- 

ously prosecuting our Home Mission work 

we utilize our Colleges. And here let it be 
said how much the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada owes to its “schools of the pro- 
phets.” While spending his summer months 

in some of the remote missionary districts, 

Mr. Mitchell said he had had the best possi- 

ble opportunities of observing what kind of 
wors was done by the young men connected 

with our Theological Halls. He was able to 

bear unequivocal testimony to the faithful- 

ness and diligence of these young men. 

Some of them he knew to walk seventeen 

miles after holding a morning service, to 

preach to a handful of people at an out-sta- 

tion. Whatever estimate we may be dis- 

posed to put upon their services, the speaker 

knew that, when the students returned for 

the winter to attend their classes, in many a 

backwood’s settlement, the people among 

whom they had laboured in the summer 

months, did not forsake the assembling of 
themselves together, and that from many a 

family altar fervent prayers went up to God 

for their welfare, mingled with devout thanks 

for the fruits of their labours. We should be 

proud of our colleges and of such students : 

and we should make them to know and to 

feel that while nobly doing the work of the 

Church they have the sympathy of the 

Church. As yet we but occupy the position 

of pioneers. The development of this great 

work will come in time in this land, and, by 

and bye, and all the sooner because of what 

we do here, the whole earth shall be filled | 
with the knowledge of the Lord. “The king- 

doms of this world shall become the King- 

doms of our Lord and of His Christ.” 

Rev. Jonn C. Catrrnacu, of Dundee, pre- 
faced a very earnest and stirring address by 
remarking that the night was far spent and 
that the lucid and exhaustive addresses that 
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had already been delivered, made it unneces- 
sary that he should detain the meeting 
much longer. There was one point, how- 
ever, that had been touched upon, which 
from his own experience in the mission field, 
he felt to be a most important one, and which 
he would like to emphasize, and that was the 
sympathy that should be extended to those 
who have been carrying on our Home Mis- 
sion work. Many of these labourers are 
young men who are preparing themselves 
for the ministry, and who on that account, 
necessarily, have to-encounter many difficul- 
ties peculiar to themselves. What supports 
these student missionaries and catechists in 
their arduous labours is the feeling that they 
have the prayers of the Church on their be- 
half. Take away from them this feeling and 
they would have little heart to go out to 
those remote and destitute places. We 
should not forget, too, that while thus ex- 
tending the blessings of Christianity to those 
of our countrymen who are less highly 
favoured than we are with Gospel ordin- 
ances, we are taking the best means to ben- 
efit ourselves. “He that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing precious seed, shall doubt- 
less come again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.’ The precious word of 
God goes not forth in vain: it will prosper 
in the thing whereto itis sent. It comes 
back to us again with manifold increase. 
Money makes money. Love reciprocates 
love; and so itis ever with Christian effort. 
The more we look into the matter the better 
do we understand the meaning of our Sa- 
viour’s words,—“ it is more. blessed to give 
than to receive.”’ We have many encourage- 
ments. The success that has attended past 
efforts should inspire us with faith and hope. 
The Church needs money to carry on its 
work, because it is a living, aggressive 
Church. Freely we have received, freely let 
us give, and, aiding with our gifts, let our 
prayers go up to the Throne of Grace that 
the Lord of the harvest would send forth 
labourers into his harvest. So may we ex- 
pect that God, even our own God, will 
bless us.

LETTER FROM REV. J. ANNAND. 


ANEITYUM, 4th July, 1881. 


IX months have now elapsed since our 
last mail left this island. During that 
time we have been, for the most part, 

enjoying good health ; the exceptions being 
light attacks of fever and ague for a few 
weeks about midsummer. There was rather 
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more sickness among the natives during the 
hot season than usual. Influenza, accompa- 
nied with fever, passed over the island as an 
epidemic in February and March; however, 
there were not many deaths from it, and 
those who died had been previously suffering 
from other diseases. Though the summer 
months, owing tothe greater prevalence of 
fever, are the most trying to Europeans. 
living in these isles, yet the winter is the 
more fatal time to the natives. It may seem 
strange to you to hear that it is thecold that 
kills in a tropical country, where the ther- 
mometer very seldom falls below 65°, and 
where our average winter weather is about 
73 ° . However,such appears to be the fact. The 
ten or twelve degrees of cold, the difference 
between our summer and winter, are felt 
keenly by those who wear but little clothing. 
Our work among the people has been prose- 
cuted as usual, with much about the same 
results. Themorality of the people has been 
fair, and the outward duties required by 
their profession have been tolerably well at- 
tended to. Our afternoon schools were in 
operation about three months, with a very 
good attendance. The progress made by the 
children was commendable.- We have had 
no classes since the arrival of the “ Day- 
spring,” in April, owing to pressure of other 
work and the repairing of the school-house. 
The Sabbath services and the Wednesday 
afternoon prayer-meetings continue to be 
well attended, and the behaviour and atten- 
tion are no less encouraging than formerly. 
During the past few months the most im- 
portant social question, with us, has been that 
of kava drinking. Where, I may ask, does 
the intoxicating liquor question not come to 
the front more or less prominently? How is 
it vith you in Canada? Arethere not thou- 
sands annually destroyed by strong drink? 
In January last a sudden death occurred 
here, from the excessive drinking of kava. 
This led us to make a thorough investigation 
as to the extent to which the root is used on 
this island. I found that it was more exten- 
sively used than I had anticipated. In fact, 
many of our Church members were in the 
habit of taking their bowl pretty frequently. 
Others, who would not drink it themselves, 
were using it asan article of barter, and were 
also keeping it on hand, so that they could 
treat their friendly visitors to a trough of 
toddy. Now,ifitwere only the mere fact. 
of a little kava being consumed in the social 
circle to soothe the irritated nerves, and so 
pave the way for agreeable, friendly inter- 
course, it would not be so demoralizing as to 
necessitate our interfering in the matter. 
However, if total abstinence is a duty de- 
volving upon Christians in civilized countries, 
certainly it isa more imperative duty here. 
Our people are too near to heathenism, and 


_too weak in moral courage, to allow them to 
tamper with the snare in which many are 
Birancled. They, too, know of the one mode 
f preparing it, and that mode is said by de- 
graded Europeans in the South Seas to be 
the only proper one, namely, chewing the 
root and mixing the salivated juice with 
water. This also being done by a number 
‘into one trough, makes it truly a social cup! 
The old heathen customs attending the pre- 
paration of the drink are resorted to by 
some of the wilder fellows, and assented to 
by others, and thus we have heathenism 
coming to the surface again. You may ask 
what etfect has the drinking of this beverage 
‘upon the people. The results are bad, and 
‘only bad, in the opinion of all our best men 
who know its effects from their own past ex- 
perience. The evening is the time for drink- 
ingit,and where that is done, worship is 
neglected, and not only that, but all the as- 
sociations connected with it are degrading. 
However, kava is certainly less dangerous to 
these natives than the foreign grog; their 
drink acts asan opiate with them ; and when 
taken to any great extent it induces sleep, 
from which the sleeper wakes the next morn- 
ing with a sore head and red eyes. The 
European liquors, on the other haud, when 
drunk by these people, invariably occasion 
disturbance and fighting, In the golden 
days of the worship on this island, some 
twenty years ago, all the kava was said to 
have been rooted out and burnt. After 
years, however, revealed the fact that some 
had remained, concealed from the public 
“eye. Some men there were, too, who never 
ceased to drink it. They were compelled, 
however, to grow it in concealment, and 
drink it privately. As time passed, and lit- 
tle was said about kava, those who had been 
carried away with the full tide of public 
opinion and persuaded to destroy their cov- 
_eted beverage, soon began to wish it back 
again. The consequence was that the 
_ planting as well as the drinking of it on the 
sly became more common. Then others be- 
gan to use a little as a medicine; this some 
ofthe missionaries did not disapprove of, 
and hence it was soon known that kava 
might be planted and used as a medicine. 
The issue was that a great many thought, or, 
at least said, that they needed a little kava 
‘for their stomach’s sake.’’ Church members 
pleaded indisposition, while many others 
decided that it was good even for those in 
health ; thus the evil grew until it could no 
longer be concealed from the missionary. 
One man, as above stated, poisoned himself 
with it, and two or three others died from 
excessive drinking. This very excess into 
which some of the people went has, perhaps, 
proved a blessing in disguise, for with these 
facts we are enabled to convince the more 
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reasonable ones of the necessity of abstain- 
ing entirely from the disgusting beverage. 
We have been using all our influence to in- 
duce the people to completely destroy the 
plant once more, and thus take away temp- 
tation from the weaker ones. Our efforts 
have not been altogether in vain. About 
six weeks ago a procession of men came 
marching along the path leading to the 
church, singing and shouting vigorously. We 
went to see what was the occasion of the 
noise, when we met Karahi, our old inland 
chief, at the head of his men, each carrying 
a load of kavaon his shoulder. A large fire 
was kindled in front of the church, and the 
whole consumed amidst rejoicing; and you 
may be sure that none rejoiced more heartily 
than your missionary and his wife. These 
men had carried their load some six or eight 
miles, over the mountains. Thus the district 
of Anumej is said to be once more cleared of 
kava. Some others have privately destroyed 
theirs, and we are hopeful that we shall ulti- 
mately succeed in compelling it at least to 
hide itself in the secret corners of the land. 

July 18th.—_The people are now bringing 
in their contributions of arrowroot. We 
had the promise of a much larger crop than 
last year’s, but the weather has been unfa- 
vorable for drying it. We have about a 
thousand pounds ofit. As the “ Dayspring ”’ 
is going to Melbourne now, we cannot ship 
the arrowroot until the end of the year. Our 
most hearty thanks are due to all the kind 
friends who contributed to the mission boxes, 
which arrived safely in April last. We are 
all well.

OF EFATE, NEW HEBRIDES. 


Gin response to an invitation addressed to 
him by the Committee of Arrangements 
for the Anniversary Missionary meetings, 

Mr. Mackenzie visited Montreal in the end 

of November, and delivered an interesting 

address on the evening when the Foreign 

Missions of our Church were under conside- 

ration. Itis always interesting to read ac- 

counts of missionary labour in foreign lands, 
but the interest in the men and in their 
work is intensified when you see the mission- 
ary before your eyes, and hear from his own 
lips the story he has to tell. This was par- 
ticularly the case in the present instance. 

There was no flourish of trumpets to an- 

nounce his coming. Except by name, Mr. 

Mackenzie was known to none of us. It was 

therefore not to be expected that he would 

“ draw’ a crowded audience. He is not an 

orator ; indeed, so modest and unassuming 

is his manner, 1t might be supposed that such 
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an one might come and go, and be forgotten. 
So far, however, from this being the case, Mr. 
Mackenzie, in his own way, has really done 
us a great deal of good, and has left behind 
him such a favorable impression respecting 
himself and the New Hebrides mission as 
will not soon be effaced. For one thing, he 
has created in the minds of not a few a desire 
to co-operate in the work in which he is en- 
gaged, and, growing out of that, there have 
not been wanting expressions ofa desire also 
that all the foreign mission work of the 
Church might be consolidated, and and its 
claims presented to the Church as belonging 
to one interest, in which the sympathies 
of the whole Church might be centred, with- 
out any reference to East or West, or any 
other sectional boundaries. It is due to Mr. 
Mackenzie to say that he isin no way respon- 
sible for this idea, which, though enunciated 
by Mayor McMurrich, of Toronto, for the 
first time, perhaps, in public at these meet- 
ings, has been growing ever since the Union. 

Mr. Mackenzie is thirty-six years of age. 
He is not tall; slightly built; of dark com- 
- plexion. You can see that fever has left its 
mark upon him. At first sight there is a want 
of animation in his otherwise pleasant coun- 
tenance; but the moment you engage in 
conversation, his dark eyes begin to sparkle, 
and presently his face beams with benevo- 
lence, and before you take leaye ef him, you 
find that you have been speaking to an en- 
thusiast—a missionary of the first water. He 
is a native of Pictou county, where his father 
and mother still reside. He was brought up 
under the ministry of the Rev. Dr. Patterson, 
of Green Hill, went through his Arts course 
at Dalhousie College, and received his theo- 
logical training in the Hall of the Presbyte- 
rian Church of the Lower Provinces. Before 
his curriculum was finished there, he had 
offered his services to the Foreign Mission 
Committee, and his offer had been accepted. 
He was licensed by the Presbytery of Hali- 
fax in 1871, and was ordained in the same 
year by the Presbytery of Pictou, with a view 
to his joining the New Hebrides mission. 
Having studied medicine during that sum- 
mer, he sailed from Halifax in October, for 
Liverpool, and thence to Melbourne. The 
Rev: J. D. Murray, now of Paramatta, and 
the Rev. Hugh Robertson, of Erromanga, and 
their wives, had accompanied Mr. and Mrs. 
Mackenzie all the way from Nova Scotia, and 
it was a great joy to them all to flnd that not 
only was the ‘‘ Dayspring ’’ waiting to receive 
them on board at Melbourne, but that both 
Dr. Geddie and Mr. Inglis were to be their 
fellow passengers in the voyage to the New 
Hebrides. In about three weeks after leaving 
Melbourne they landed upon Aneityum, in 
May, 1872. The first news they heard was 
the sad intelligence of the murder of the 
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Rev. James D. Gordon upon Erromanga, 
which speedily dispelled whatever of pleas- 
ing romance had been associated in their 
minds with missions to the heathen. The 
situation, and the dangers connected with it, 
thenceforth became a solemn reality. They 
found that although the good work had been 
interrupted, and even retarded, by the ab- — 
sence of the missionaries, yet there was — 
abundant cause for gratitude to God for the 
results oftheir labours, which were at once 
epee in the quiet, orderly, and comfort- 
able appearance of the natives. After spend- 
ing a few days upon the island, they all re- 
embarked and made a tour of the group. 
They then returned to Aneityum, where the 
annual meeting of the Synod was held. At 
that meeting Dr. Geddie was seized witha 
stroke of paralysis from which he never re- 
covered. He was shortly afterwards taken 
to Geelong, where he died, 14 Dec.,1872. Mr. 
Mackenzie and Mr. McDonald were sent by 
the Synod to the Island of Efate, near the 
centre of the group, about 60 milles north of 
Erromanga ; population, about 2,000. They 
have continued to labour there ever since— 
the former on the southern part of the 
island, his headquarters being at Erakor;the — 
latter at Havannah Harbour, in the north. 
They are separated by an almost impassable 
wilderness, so that they never meet more 
than once a year, if so often, the only means 
of communication being by means of an open 
sail boat. Mr. Mackenzie has six stations 
where he preaches and visits regularly. Mr- 
McDonald has three or four. Both are 
making inroads on the heathenism that lies 
between them. By and by they hope to 


{meet in what is now forbidden ground. What 


a joyful meeting it will be when the whole 
island shall have been conquered for Christ! 

But, how did the people of Montreal shew 
their appreciation of Mr. Mackenzie and his 
work? Well, they were not very demon- 
strative, butin a quiet way they made the 
missionary feel that they sympathized with 
him. He did not ask them for a dollar, but 
simply told them what he had been doing 
in the New Hebrides during the past nine 
years, and what he proposed doing when he 
should return. Inter-alia—it was mentioned 
one Sabbath morning to the Erskine Church - 
congregation (Rev. J. S. Black’s) that Mr. 
Mackenzie intended to take some native 
lads into his own house for the purpose of 
training them as teachers and evangelists. 
It was stated that the course of study would 
extend over four or five years, and that the 
cost of boarding each student would be 
about $25 a year. Seven members of that 
congregation immediately volunteered each 
to support a young man in this embryo col- 
lege for flve years. The Sabbath-school 
children of the same church became good 
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for another. So here was $200 a year pledged 
for five years for the work on Efate. A gen- 
tleman belonging to St. Paul’s Church handed 
the missionary a check for $50, and autho- 
rized him to draw upon him for a like sum 
annually as long as he (the donor) lived. 
The students of the Presbyterian College, 
Montreal, had him to talk to them and gave 
him $45 as a souvenir. A young man belong- 
ing to St. Matthew’s Church sent him $25.— 
These sums to be used by Mr. Mackenzie in 
any way he deems best; and they are not to 
interfere with stated contributions of any 
of the parties to the schemes of the Church. 
A few friends in Stanley Street Church gave 
$20 to help in printing a primer for the 
Efatese children. Besides these, a purse of 
upwards of $200 was collected by a couple 
of “ honourable women,’’ and presented as a 
personal gift to Mr. Mackenzie and his 
family.

LETTER FROM REV. JOHN WILKIE. 
(To the Convener. ) 


InvoRrE, 17th Sept., 1881. 


INCE last I wrote you we have had some 
very encouraging items, which I must 
send to you. In the first place after a 

somewhat disagreeable fight I think we have 
put an end to the miserable interference 
with our work, on the part of the Indore 
officials, at least. On our return from the 
hills we at once sought to get a house in the 
city, in which we could carry on, as before, 
our work, but found almost everywhere the 
people on the watch to oppose. One day, 
when Lachman, a young converted Brahmin, 
who is assisting me, went to confer with the 
owner of an empty house, and then was led 
to talk about Christianity to this Banya and 
his companions, a policeman came up, and 
on Lachman’s refusing to stop, took him to 
the nearest court-room,—from which he was 
taken into the presence of the Maharajah 
Holkar and his ministers. H. H. Holkar at 
once asked L. if he knew who he wags, and 
what he could do to him,—to which Lach- 
man replied, “ Yes, I know I am in your 
power now, and that you can punish me if 
you wish to.” The Maharajah then said, “ If 
Ilet you go will you promise not to do so 
again.”’ To which L. replied, “I wish to obey 
your laws and pay every respect due you, 
but this request I cannot obey. I am but 
carrying out the commands of the King of 
Heaven, in whose hands we all are, who 
however wants to save us through Jesus 
Christ, and who has ordered all those who 
believe in Him to tell the news to others.” 


missed ; but at once the Durbur sent over a 
complaint to Sir Lepel Griffin. On my ex- 
plaining what had actually been done, and 
the grounds on which we sought to carry on 
the work, an answer was sent to the Durbur 
mildly advising “toleration.’”’ A house hay- 
ing been secured, we began work as before ; 
but one evening shortly after the above, 
when we began our usual hymn (to draw the 
crowd), three policemen in a most excited 
way, ordered us to stop. Not having any 
written orders that they could show, we just 
went on as if they were not there. Where- 
upon they went to the nearest court-house,. 
and having returned with about twenty addi- 
tional policemen, at once ordered us to stop. 
and go with them to jail. We however went 
on just as before, especially as we now had 
an immense crowd around us. Seeing that 
all their efforts were in vain they then began 
by threats and otherwise to drive the people 
from us, and soon had the road pretty well 
cleared. Knowing that if they were only 
successful once by such a course, it would 
be an easy matter to detail half-a-dozen po- 
licemen to simply watch us and keep away 
the people at any time, I went to the magis- 
trate of the district to complain, but only to 
be insulted. I then felt I must appeal to the 
A.G.G. Sir Lepel Griffin, which accordingly 
was done. A second time we had a repeti- 
tion of the above, but since then all has been 
perfectly quiet. I believe the matter was 
brought again under the notice of the Dur- 
bur, and in such a way that they were forced 
to put an end to all such acts. I must tell 
you that on the first night of the row in the 
ci y, when the first three policemen went. 
away to get reinforcements, I said to Lach- 
man that as he was a native, they might try 
to give him trouble, and so he had better 
leave me alone before their return. But at 
once in a somewhat offended manner, he 
said, “Why should I fear or leave you ; since 
God is with us I care not.’”’ You can hardly 
understand the value of the victory we have 
won. Before, the policemen and natives 
knew that the more they hindered and in- 
sulted us, the. more would they please the 
Maharajah, especially as he had given an or- 
der prohibiting all Christian work in the 
city ; and they on the strength of it had 
done some rather arbitrary things. When, 
however, his policemen and magistrates are 
openly though quietly defied, and when the 
orders are rescinded, they feel that we as 
Britain’s subjects have rights which even old 
Maharajah must recognize, and so will be 
slow to interfere with us unless highly 
worked up by religious fanaticism. Since 
then the Maharajah has rescinded the order 
regarding our work, I felt it would be better 
not to press our case any further before the 


After a few more words, Lachman was dis-! A.G.G., and so withdrew my complaint. 
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I must also tell you that last Sabbath I 
baptized my first convert, along with Lach- 
man, referred to above. Lachman was con- 
verted by his brother, a labourer in the 
Friend’s Missionary Society, at Hoshangabad, 
and has been reading and working with me 
now for about eight months. I felt at last 
that I could not longer refuse him the ordin- 
ance. The other is a young man who, from 
the time we began services in the Bazaar, 
over a year ago, has been a more or less con- 
stant listener, and at last I believe a true 
convert. I should probably have kept him 
even longer on probation, but his friends 
were persecuting him so that I felt I could 
not keep him any longer in his undefined 
position, especially as he seemed so earnest 
and true. Just the night before he was bap- 
tized, his mother, together with his caste fel- 
lows, came to his house to drive the devil out 
of him. A number of other most interest- 
ing cases have presented themselves, but as 
yet I do not see my way clear to receive 
them. I should also tell you that Mr. Camp- 
bell, in Mhow, also baptized two last Sab- 
bath, and that there, too, there are a num- 
ber of very interesting cases. I am sure 
your hearts will rejoice with ours, and that 
you will unite with us in praying that they 
may be kept faithful, and that these first 
droppings may be soon followed by an abun- 
dant rain. Only think of over 9,000,000 
souls (the number according to last census), 
committed to our care as a Church. Will 
not some earnest workers come out to 
help us? and will not the Church do its part 
towards sending them out? What are we 
amongst these perishing millions! Oh, may 
God grant that, as a Church, we may soon in 
some faint measure at least, understand and 
meet the grave responsibility He has laid 
on us.

SEV. KENNETH J. GRANT, of San Fer- 
NANDO, writes as follows: Since my 
return | have opened one school more, 
and within a week asecond will be added 
to the number. These will add above fifty to 
our list of pupils, who last year numbered 
500 in my district. It is difficult to get the 
girls to school. Two days ago I was pressing 
a mother urgently to send her little girls to 
school. She refused, saying, “It is well for 
boys to go to school, but it is not the custom 
of my country to send girls. I can cook food 
and keep my house in order, and wait on 
my husband without reading books, and I 
wish my daughter to do the same.” This 
morning at daylight a shopkeeper called me 
to see his sick boy. The father was in great 
distress, and, amid many tears, continued

exclaiming: ‘“ Heis my only child—my only 
child !” Pointing to a bright little girl, stand- 
ing beside a youthful mother, who, in do- 
mestic convenience, stood as wife No. 2, I 
asked if this child were not his. He said 
yes, but that it is only a girl. The tendency 
to depreciate the female commences at the 
cradle, and runs on to the grave. The 
walled-in homestead, the veil, the iron frame- 
work of society, in India may restrain and. 
regulate ; but here, where the woman is as 
free as her husband, the restraints which 
education and religion impose are indispen- 
sable if domestic order and happiness would 
be in any measure secured. To-day, | had a 
long conversation with a quiet, hard-— 
working, sober, retiring and trustworthy 
Indian labourer, well reported of by those in 
authority on the estate. A few nights ago, 
when lying alone in his room awake, he heard 
(as he asserts) a sound like a strong gust of 
wind; a calm followed, and before him 
stood an object having the appearanceof a 
man, with extended arms, and he said, “I 
am Jesus; arise at once, and warn your 
friends and neighbours of their sins, and of 
the punishment which i will send on them, 
unless they repent and believe on me.” 
Believing that he had seen the Lord, and 
heard his voice calling him to duty, he im- 
mediately got up, and at the midnight hour 
went from house to house and delivered his 
message. The people rose from their beds, 
but thought that their neighbour had become 
mad; but he assured them that he was not 
mad, butsimply told what he had seen and 
heard. The manager, a God fearing man, ~ 
told me that he went to him at early 
morning, and narrated substantially what he 
told me; and, having confidence in the cha- 
racter of the man, he added, “I am per- 
suaded he is sincere in what he utters.” He 
has heard the gospel for several years, but to 
us he has only been a hearer; we knew not 
that he was thinking and pondering the 
truth. Heis nowa candidate for baptism. 
Last Sabbath, for the first time in three 
years, he attended church and boldly de- 
livered his message. Weare told that God 
chooses the foolish, and the weak, and the 
base of the world for His own purposes ; 
and it is our prayer that this man may be a 
vessel chosen, charged and infused by God 
Himself in advancing His cause in this place. 
The Rev. Mr. Hendrie, minister of the 
Scotch Church here, tells me of a similar 
case in the Rajpootana Mission, with which 
he was connected for seven years. Ten 
years ago the head ofa village had a vision, in 
which he was summoned to go to Ajmeer, to 
be instructed in the Christian faith. He 
obeyed the directions which he received, 
went to Ajmeer, was taught, subsequently 
baptized, and became and continued to be a 
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valuable helper in Christian work. We will 
not limit the Holy One in His instruments, 
nor in His way of choosing them. Cease not 
to pray that our hearts may be made glad 
through evidences given of God’s converting 
power. 

Miss McGregor: Indore: Writing to 
Mrs. Harvie, says: ‘“ Although I am writing 
you so soon after the other letter, J may 
tell you that our wish regarding a school in 
the city for girls has been gratified, and on the 
first of this month was opened with very fair 
prospects of success. Yesterday was the 
second day. There were twelve girls pres- 
ent, and I have, I think, a very competent 
teacher. We were in the first place, fortunate 
enough to secure the Mahanaree, who ex- 
pressed her pleasure at having a school 
opened ; and native friends have helped us 
in various ways. We have, besides, the option 
of teaching the boys in the Holkar’s Found- 
ling’s Home, and my only difficulty is to get 
a suitable teacher for this department,—one 
who is not aheathen. There are nine boys 
and two girls; the latter attend the day- 


‘school, but the boys I have not yet taken in 


hand. The woman who goes for the girls is 
one whom I relieved from suffering, and she 
is a most willing helper. God has answered 
my prayer more abundantly than I deserve. 
Praise His holy name! Mr. Douglas and his 
family are in Indore. He has been quite ill 
for several days. I amin my usual health, 
and feeling very well. You will be glad to 
learn that Sir Lepel Griffin has sent word to 
the Durbur, or native court, that the mis- 
sionaries are not to be molested while 
preaching in the city, so that now there is 
liberty. There hasbeen no attempt since 
to hinder the work. Thank God that His 
word may now be heard by the people in 
any part of Indore. The Sepoys were be- 
coming very troublesome, till at length Mr. 
Wilkie appealed to the agent, who is a just 
man, and now we have peace. The weather 
is very oppressive—a moist heat, which is 
exceedingly trying. 

Rev. Dr. Sree, Sydney, N.S. W., in a let- 
ter to Dr. McGregor, says,—Mr. Robertson 
will be also glad to get the remaining half of 
the allowance for his house. It is very grati- 
fying that he is getting on so well and ex- 
tending the influence of the Gospel all over 
the island of Erromanga. Mr. and Mrs. Pa- 
ton have returned to Victoria. Mr. Paton 
has gone to visit Tasmania, for which Church 
a missionary is coming soon. He will then 
visit the Victoria Church. The Holts do not 
return, and thus all the labour and expense 
of their outfit and settlement are lost as it 
appears to us. It is always hard to keep up 
the staff on the New Hebrides. The tried 
ones are the best in the long run. I bap- 
tized four Chinese a fortnight ago.

hope their ambitious inhabitants will 

not be offended at my calling them towns, 
since insome cases they are already digni- 
fied by the name of cities. Agriculture, of 
course, is and must be the backbone of the 
new provinces. At the same time the farm- 
ing interests demand local markets for the 
consumption of the bulky and perishable 
products of the land, and convenient centres 
from which to obtain domestic supplies in 
exchange. It appears to me that there is a 
risk, however, of too many towns and _ vil- 
lages being started in Manitoba. The owners 
of farms naturally desire to parcel them out 
in town lots, if they think that they can in- 
duce the public to believe that the situation 
is eligible for a village or city. A good many 
schemes of this kind have probably been 
killed off by the C. P. R. Syndicate. In not 
a few cases lands were bought with a view 
to having them surveyed into village lots, 
along the line which it was surmised the 
Pacific Railway would take—especially at 
points where rivers had to be crossed. It 
was scarcely to be wondered at that the 
members of this great corporation did not 
feel bound to fulfil the expectations of the 
speculators who had the start of them. The 
Syndicate naturally wish to keep the laying 
out of towns in their own hands. ‘This is, 
indeed, one of the ways in which they expect 
to make their enterprise pay. Consequently, 
a good many sore heads may be found among 
those who had gone into the business of lo- 
cating the future cities of the great West, in 
advance of the construction of the railway. 
Their neighbours, however, only laugh at 
them. Itis diamond cut diamond. But it 
should be added that the Syndicate sell the 
lots of the towns which they lay out at mode- 
rate prices. It is speculators that raise the 
prices of these properties as soon as they 
pass out of the hands of the railway authori- 
ties. While mentioning the Syndicate, I 
may give the impression, once for all, which 
I gained from the people I met in Manitoba 
regarding this powerful combination. On 
the whole, the liberality they have displayed 
and the manner in which they have carried 
out their undertaking so far seem to have 
given general satisfaction. On all sides their 
land scheme was commended—that is, by all 
who have the interests of the country at 
heart. Speculators cannot touch Syndicate 
lands; the terms preclude. No man will 
care to buy or occupy a section to hold it for 
an advance, seeing that before he can get a 
title to it, he must, in the short space of four

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years, have turned overat least one-half of 
it with the plough. On the other hand, the 
terms are most favourable to bona fide set- 
tlers, as they get a rebate of $1.50 from the 
Syndicate for every acre that has been bro- 
ken up. ue a 

The universal subject of conversation, in 
town and country alike, is “lots.” No mat- 
ter what a man’s calling or business is, his 
mind seems to be running on “lots.” In 
this speculative temper lies the chief danger 
to morals and religion. I had heard a good 
deal of the drunkenness that prevailed, es- 
pecially in Winnipeg ; but I gladly bear tes. 
timony to the apparent sobriety of the city. I 
saw no evidence of any unusual dissipation. 
At the same time, it would not be surprising 
if there was too good a foundation for the ill 
rumour. A large proportion of the citizens 
are young men, who are obliged to livein 
hotels and boarding-houses, and are deprived 
of both the comforts and the ameliorating 
influences of home. I was greatly impressed 
with the appearance of the evening congre- 
gation which I addressed in Knox Church— 
the male element so largely predominated. 
It was a solemn thing to speak tothe souls of 
some 900 persons, with upturned faces, on 
which the lines of eagerness, hopefulness 
and enthusiasm could be traced. If they 
could be got to enter upon spiritual enter- 
prises with the ardour and determination 
that characterize their daily business life, 
what a great power for good that congrega- 
tion would be in the North-West! That was 
the feeling that overcame me as I faced the 
sanguine-looking multitude. Speaking of 
Knox Church, I cannot forbear remarking on 
the thoroughness with which the late pastor, 
Mr. Robertson, now the Superintendent of 
Missions, seems to have done his work. It 
is a live congregation in every sense of the 
term. With one or two exceptions, I do not 
know of a Sunday-school or Bible-class in the 
Kastern Provinces in better working order. 
In short, everything about the congregation 
reflects credit upon the judgment and ear- 
nestness of the late minister; and I can now 
understand why his brethren in the North- 
West were so hearty and unanimous in de- 
siring to have him assume his present office, 
in which his enthusiasm, insight and organ. 
izing power will have full play. I shouldadd 
that | know no town in Ontario in which the 
Lord’s Day is better observed than itis in 
Winnipeg, or in which the people more gen- 
erally attend the services of God's house. 

It was my good fortune to get at least a 
glimpse of a large number of the points at 
which we have churches or mission stations. 
I was not so lucky, however, in seeing the 
missionaries. Several of them were from 
home at the time of my visit. Emerson, 
West Lynne, Nelsonville, Portage Laprairie, 


Morris and Mountain City will all have in a 
short time strong congregations, as they are 
already places of considerable size. There is 
also a prospect that a town will spring up at 
the point where the Southwestern Railway 
crosses “the Boyne.” It is, indeed, already 
named ‘ Carman City,’’ but it is proposed to 
change its designation to “ Glenoak.” Head- 
ingly, Stonewall, Brandon, and the group of 
stations belonging to Rockwood and Gras- 
mere are yet in a less developed and solidi- 
fied condition. Everything is to depend 
upon having churches in towns. Mission sta- 
tions in purely rural parts are likely to re- 
main long nothing but mission stations. The 
land regulations of the country make this 
result inevitable. The average size of farms 
is not 100 acres, as in the Eastern Provinces, 
but 320 arces—so that the population for 
many a day must be comparatively sparse; 
and in. my judgment it would be unwise to 
erect churches of any considerable cost else- 
where than in growing towns: unless, in- 
deed, colonies of Presbyterians are formed. 
If the people of a rural district were all of 
one faith, there might be a prospect of form- 
ing a self-sustaining congregation among 
them. lf the larger farms will not guarantee 
a population, they ought, at least in time, to 
secure for their owners wealth with which to 
maintain ordinances. And now is the time 
for the Church to put forth its utmost ef- 
forts in girdling the land with mission sta- 
tions. The temptations to worldliness are 
very great in the North-West. Let us supply 
the antidote of the gospel. We may do much 
to direct the energy, the hopefulness and the 
eagerness of the settlers into wholesome 
channels. . 

A word about the Manitoba College, and I 
have done. One can see at a glance the ut- 
most importance of this institution to the 
welfare and progress of our Church in these 
parts. An adequate supply of ministers and 
missionaries will be looked for in vain from 
the older sections of the Dominion, or from 
Scotland. We must train men on the spot. 
Anda capital start has been made in this 
direction. Already the college numbers 
some forty youths at various stages of pro- 
gress. And stalwart youths they are There 
being no grammar schools in the Province, 
the Manitoba College has to do the work 
propertosuch. But there is at least one 
ac vantage in this state of things. The pupils 
are caught young, and their preliminary 
training has a better chance to be uniformly 
thorough than that which many of the stu- 
dents in our eastern theological colleges have 
enjoyed. Ifthe Church of Scotland would 
only come to the help of the Manitoba Col- 


lege now, as it fostered Queen’s University 


in its early days, it would be aftording help 
in the most efficient way to our great Home 
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_ Mission field. Could the Syndicate not do 
something for the College? Ifthey could not 
in their corporate capacity make a grant of 
lands to this institution, which is so essential 
to the development of the Prairie Province, 
individuals among them might, perhaps, 
give a few sections for a future endowment. 


BRIDLING THE TONGUE, 


Perhaps we can not practice a better 
discipline than by bridling or gaining control 
over our tongues. If any one has a doubtas 
to the importance of this discipline, let him 
read what St. James says about it in the 
third chapter of his Epistle. It is a terrible 
description of a most deadly evil, and yet 
every word of it is true. Nor is this all. 
The evil thing set forth is widespread, all 
but universal. Some are more thoughtful 
- than others, but none among us are suffi- 
ciently careful as to what we say or when we 
say it. The apostle tell us, “If any man 
offend not in word, the same is a perfect 
man, and able also to bridle the whole body.” 
This is strong language, but it is true. Self- 
control is one of the highest attainments we 
- can ever reach. The man who can so control 
his passions, his feelings, his emotions, as 
that they shall never find untimely or 
improper expression in word, is as Christ-like 
or perfect as he can ever be in this world. 
Sometimes the excuse is made for evil speak- 
ing, that the person is thoughtless, that he 
does not mean what he says. But is thought- 
lessness really any excuse? Does it not add 
to the offense? But however this may be, 
Christians ought not so to offend. They are 
as lights and witnesses in the world. They 
are the Saviour’s representatives, and as such 
they should seek to be as much like Him as 
possible. Never should they forget that by 
their inconsistencies they inflict upon the 
cause of Christ the deepest wound it ever 
receives. How awful the thought that by our 
words and acts we may become the stumbling- 
blocks on which others may fall and be lost 
forever—God forbid it! To guard against this 
we shall do well to improve by trying to gain 
control over ourselves, and particularly over 
our tongues.

THE ABOVE was the number on our 
despatch list for December, an advance of 
about seven hundred on the previous year. 
We hope to retain most of our old subscribers, 
and to add many new ones during the year 
1882. The cost to any congregation for so 
much information on the work of the 
Church is so small that not a single family 
should be left out of the count. Otherwise, 
how can it be expected that they shall take 
an intelligent interest in what is going on ? 
We appeal, as we have often done before,— 
and not unsuccessfully,—to the ministers of 
the Church, that they should present the 
claims of the Recorp to their people as prom- 
inently as those of any of the schemes of the 
Church—not on the Recorp’s account, for it 
has passed the stage when “bolstering up” 
is required ; and, when it cannot pay its own 
way, it had better go into other hands. But 
it might be made much more useful if atten- 
tion was Occasionally called to its contents 
from the pulpit, and if it were more fre- 
quently made use of in the missionary 
prayer-meeting, and in the Sabbath-school 
also. In some instances, the difficulty of 
collecting “the quarters” has had a dis- 
couraging effect upon our agents. That 
would be entirely removed were each Kirk- 
session, as is done, indeed, in many cases, to 
make the cost of the Rrcorp a charge upon 
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its funds, and see to its distribution. There 
is another remedy, which is perhaps better, 
—thatis,to have the Missionary Committee 
deliver a copy of the Recorp regularly at the 
house of each family connected with a con- 
gregation, and to collect the cost of it. If 
there is no such committee, there ought to 
be one, in every church. It cannot be 
doubted that periodical house-to-house visits 
on an errandof this kind would be accept- 
able, and be the means of doing good. We 
trust that none of our friends will delay 
forwarding their orders unnecessarily. We 
shall be sorry if any lose their opportunity 
of getting the January numbers. Of course 
we shall try to have enough for all, but the 
distribution must proceed on the principle 
of “ first come, first served.”

WiiT will be admitted, I think, upon all 
hands, that the subject of the present 
paper is one of great practical import- 

ance. The great object for which the Chris- 

tian religion has been established in the 
world is the development of Christian life 
and work amongst its members. It may be 
said, perhaps, as a correction of my state- 
ment, that the Christian religion is designed 
to bring about human salvation—the salva- 
tion of the immortal soul. Very true. But 

what is the salvation of the soul but the im- 

parting to it of true Christian life? And 

how is Christian life exhibited except in 

Christian work done here, in this world, to 

which we are to look primarily, as the evi- 

dence of the possession of Christian life. 

Unquestionably we look properly to a future 

eternity as the great and ultimate sphere in 

which the energies of the regenerated souls 
of men will find scope. But it is surely un- 
wise to look so exclusively to the future 
eternity as to forget or neglect the claims 
which the present life has upon us. To us 
who are living in the midst of the busy world, 
the present life, with all its cares, duties, 
pleasures and sorrows, affords the immediate 
sphere in which we have to show what man- 
ner of persons we are. And it is in the 
present life, primarily, that the fruits of the 

Christian religion have to be exhibited. 

Now, the Christian Church, as a great whole, 

is divided into congregations: that is, into 

small communities of Christian families, who 
can conveniently meet together for the pur- 
poses of Christian worship and work. The

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great Christian Church, therefore, receives 
its support and energy from Christian con- 
gregations ; they form the basis upon which 
the Church rests, and from which it proceeds 
to the conquest of the world for Christ. It 
is manifest, then, that the prosperity and 
progress of the Church as a whole willdepend 
upon the character and degree of the Chris- 
tian life and work found in its constituent 
congregations. The whole depends upon its 
parts and partakes of the character and life 
of its parts; and if the individual congrega- 
tions of the Church are not living and vigor- 
ous and efficient, we cannot expect the 
Church to be so. Hence the success of the 
great Christian Church in the world must de- 
pend ultimately upon the efficiency with 
which congregational efforts are developed 
and guided. And these considerations are a 
sufficient vindication of my statement that 
the subject of the present paper is one of 
great practical importance. 

It may further be assumed, at the outset, 
that an organization of some kind is almost 
a necessity for the development of system- 
atic Christian work amongst the members of 
a congregation. Very few individuals have 
originality or force of character sufficient to 
discover and open up a path of Christian 
labour for themselves. And it is of special 
importance to young Christians that they 
should find an organization ready made for 
them, into which they can enter, and where 
they can train themselves to independent 
efforts.’ After Paul, the great Apostle of the 
Gentiles, had been enlightened, when on his 
way to Damascus, his first question was, 
“Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” 
This should be the first question, also, of 
every young Christian who joins the commu- 
nion of our Christian Church. And I believe 
that many a fervent Christian life becomes 
dead and useless simply because of the want 
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of some suitable sphere in which its new- 
born energy may be exerted. If we would 
take advantage of the latent energy which 
the Christian life creates, and if we would 
develope that life to the production of its 
proper fruits, we must establish some organ- 
ization in our congregations which will give a 
sphere and supply an incentive to Christian 
energy. The consideration of the nature ot 
an organization such as will accomplish these 
objects, I shall now attempt. I assume that 
we have nct in our Presbyterian congrega- 
tions any generally recognized and estab- 
lished organization such as I refer to. The 
Kirk-Session is the recognized court having 
the superintendence of spiritual worship and 
work in the congregation. But it is gener- 
ally composed of a small number of Christian 
men of mature age and experience, and it 
does not necessarily imply any organization 
involving agents outside of its own members. 
The Kirk Session might properly form a part 
of an organization such as should be estab- 
lished; but in itself it is not sufficient to 
meet all the requirements of the case. Pro- 
vision should be made for employing the 
efforts and calling forth the Christian ener- 
gies of every member of the congregation, so 
that, if any one wishes to find anything to 
coin the service of the Lord, a sphere of 
cffort will be open. I shall now enquire 
what are the different departments of Chris- 
tian life and work to be provided for. 


1. As the foundation of the life of the con- 
gregation, there should be laid a basis of 
Christian knowledge. It may be said that 
this is already provided for in the pulpit, the 
Sunday-school, and the weekly prayer-meet- 
ing. Undoubtedly these are good as far as 
they go. For those who attend the church 
regularly and who study their Bibleysystem- 
atically at home, the public services of relli- 
gion may be sufficient. But there are a 
great many who do not attend the church 
regularly; and a great many who do not 
‘study their Bibles systematically; and, in 
fact, a large number of families who are scar- 
cely ever seen in the church, and whose mem- 
bers scarcely ever open a Bible at all. Prac- 
tically they are dead, as far as the religious 
life is concerned. Yet they are adherents 
of the congregation ; and, if not, efforts 
should be made to bring them into relation 
with the life of the Christian kingdom. To 
do this a basis of Christian knowledge must 
he laid. And even in the case of those who 
are regular in their attendance at the services 
of the church, it is desirable that there shoud 
be a more social, informal study of God’s 
truth than is met with in the church. 1 
would propose, therefore, that there should 
be held Domestic Bible-Readings in different 
districts of the congregation. They should 


be held in homes centrally situated, so that 
a few families from the neighbourhood could 
assemble. After a little friendly intercourse 
of a general kind, a portion of Scripture 
should be studied in a conversational way, so 
as, if possible, to give every one present an 
opportunity of taking part. Devotional ex- 
ercises should be short, and taken part in by 
members of the congregation present. Spe- 
cial efforts should be made to secure the 
presence of any families in the neighborhood 


/ who are not regular in their attendance at the 


church, or who do not go at all. And the 
exercises should be made of a nature to in- | 
terest every one present, especially the 
young. By having a Domestic Bible-Reading 
every week in a different district of the con- 
gregation, it might reasonably be expected 
that families which now take little interest 
in religious things would be brought to take 
more. The pastor would get to know the 
spiritual condition of his flock, and the peo- 
ple would know one another. And it might 
be hoped that this would be an important 
means of turning many who can scarcely be 
reached from the pulpit at all from darkness 
to light. When thought desirable, there 
might be an agency in this connection for 
the distribution of tracts or other religious 
literature; and efforts should be made to 
get all the children to come to the Sabbath- 
school. 


2. Provision should also be made for agree- 
able social intercourse. Jt is important that 
the members of the congregation should be 
upon friendly terms with one another, and 
should have opportunities of meeting in a 
pleasant, informal manner. To accomplish 
this, congregational socials might be held, 
say, once a month, either in some private 
house or in a Sunday-school hall, or other 
suitable place. A public announcement 
should be a sufficient invitation to these 
socials, it being understood that every one 
ehould be expected to attend. Conversation, 
readings, music, and so forth, might form the - 
entertainment of the evening, and refresh- 
ments, if any, should be light. The evening 
should be closed with devotional exercises. 
An occasional concert or lecture would serve 
to vary the character of these social meetings. 

3. It has always been considered that an 
important fruit of the Christian life is practi- 
cal beneficence. The giving of assistance to 
the sick or poor was one of the leading char- 
acteristics of the early church; and it was 
said of our Saviour, that “He went about 
doing good.” Those who imbibe the spirit of 
Christ will also be marked by this feature of 
His character, and will strive, as they have 
opportunity, to brighten and render happier 
the lives ot their fellow-men. Every congre- 
gation should, therefore, see that provision is 
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made for any cases of poverty or sickness, or 
other hardships, which occur amongst its 
families. Indiscriminate charity is not te be 
commended; but there are many cases 
where help is needed, and many more cases 
where something might be done to lead im- 
provident or negligent families to become 
more provident and careful. 


4, Itis the duty of Christian families and 
congregations to try and defend their mem- 
bers against great social evils and vices which 
are inimical to their happiness and welfare. 
Prominent amongst these are drunkenness, 
gambling, and licentiousness. In every com- 
munity, especially in towns and cities, these 
vices prevail, and destroy the best welfare of 
multitudes. The Christian community, if 
wise, will take measures to defend itself 
against them. Efforts should be made for 
the reformation of any who have become the 
slaves of strong drink. And members of 
ever) Christian congregation should be care- 
ful, by precept and example, to encourage 
the j..actice of temperance. It might be 
desira, ¢ to establish a temperance society 
in conn ction with congregations. And it 
would be well if places of innocent recrea- 
tion coulu ve made to take the place of the 
drinking salcon and the gambling room. 
Young people, especially, require recreation 
and amusement, and it is important to pro- 
vide them with amusement of a healthy, in- 
vigorating kind, instead of that which is 
vicious and demoralizing. For this purpose 
the good games and good art, which are now 
so oiten associated with drunkenness, gam- 
bling and licentiousness, ought to be taken 
from these vicious surroundings and devoted 
to their legitimate purpose, that of providing 
healthful ana innocent recreation. The 
Christian society ought to be able to show 
that there may be innocent amusement 
without vice, or any influence tending in the 
direction of vice. By bringing to bear Chris- 
tian influences upon those who have become 
demoralized, by setting itself determinedly 
against vice, and by encouraging modes of 
healthful enjoyment in opposition to degrad- 
ing ones, the Christian congregation might 
hope to do much to defend its members from 
the evil influences of the world and the devil. 


5. Another feature of all Christian work is 
the effort to extend the blessings of the 
Gospel] amongst others. The Christian 
Church is, from its very nature, a missionary 
Church; and the Christian congregation, 
which does little or nothing in the way of 
missionary effort, can have little life in it. 
In the congregation, as to the church at large, 
there is a home field and a foreign field for 
missionary efiort. Within the bounds of the 
congregation itself there are families who 
practically are not Christian, and it is the 


duty of the congregation to reach them in 
some way. And the congregation should 
contribute its proportion towards the carry- 
ing on of the missionary operations of the 
Church as a.whole. In addition to the Do- 
mestic Bible-Readings referred to above, the 
congregation might set in operation agencies 
for visiting families that neglect the mesns 
of grace, for. distributing tracts or other 
Christian literature, and for extending a wel- 
comé to strangers eoming to live within the 
bounds of the congregation. Care should be 
taken not to interfere with the members of 
any other congregation. 

In accordance with the above division of 
Christian work an organization, such as the 
following. might be adopted :— 


I. This organization shall be called the Congrega- 
tromalVASSOClatlOn Ol. str sewee eit ac Jue aawie, 

II. The objects of this Association shall be, to stimu- 
late and assist the careful and systematic study of 
God’s truth throughout the congregation; to promote 
pleasant and profitable social iutercourse amongst the 
families of the congregation; to encourage and foster 
the spirit and habit of systematic benevolence, espe-. 
cially towards the poor and unfortunate at home and 
in other places; to struggle against the prevalence of 
vices in the community; and to assist in diffusing the 
blessings of the Gospel both within the bounds of th 
congregation and abroad. 

Ill. The pastor of the congregation shali be ex oftciuv 
the President of the Association, and the elders ex 
officio its Vice-Presidents. In addition to these there 
shall be appointed annually a Secretary, a Treasurer, 
and various working Committees, 


IV. Any member of the congregation may become a 
member of the Association by enrolling his or her 
name uponits register ; and every member is expected 
to contribute to its success by active efforts in forward- 
ing the objects of the Association. 


V. The congregation shall be divided into districts 
for the purposes of the Association. 

VI. The following working Committees may be ap- 
pointed annually, or other Committees to undertake 
other kinds of work, as may be deemed advisable ;— 

a. A Committee on Domestic Bible-Readings, whose 
duty it shall be to arrange the places and times at 
which Bible-Readings shall be held, and the manner 
in which they shall be conducted. 

_b. A Committee on Social Entertainments, 
similar duties. 

ec. A Benevolence Committee, whose duties shall be 
to find out fitting objects of Christian charity at home 
or abroad, and devise means to assist them. 

d. A Committee on Temperance and Social Virtue. 

e. A Visitation Committee, whose duties it shall be 
to visit strangers and families who are irregular in 
their attendance upon the means of grace, or alto- 
gether neglect them,and to employ such means as 
seem best fitted to bring them under Christian influ- 
ences. 

f. A Missionary Committee to raise means to aid the 
Church in the extension of the Kingdom of Christ in 
the world. 

VII. These Committees shall be composed of both 
male and female members, and shall divide their work 
as much as possible amongst the different congrega- 
tional districts. 

VIII. There shall be monthly meetings of the Joint- 
Committees for the purpose of reporting work done 
during the past month, and arranging for the coming 
month. These meetings shall be heldon the. .. .. 
of each month, and shall be opened and closed by de- 
votional exercises. : 

1X. There shall be an annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation on the first Tuesday of April, for the purpose 
of receiving a report of the past year’s operations, 
and electing Committees for the coming year. 

X. Every member of the Association shall contribute 
.. +. «. .. cents per month, to defray the working ex- 
penses of the Association.

Jesus increased his popularity with the com- 
mon people. But the cure, in v. 5, had exaspe- 
rated the Pharisees who, having before counten- 
anced John’s disciples, now joined the Herodians— 
a political party in pronounced opposition to Jesus. 
How destroy Him—Hitherto they had plotted se- 
cretly, but now they ceased to disguise their mali- 
cious intentions. Vs. 7,8. Withdrew Himself— 
It was no part of his plan to assume the role of a 
public agitator. A great multitude followed—Jews 
from all parts of Palestine as well as Gentiles, or 
heathen, from /damea—Edom, to the south of 
Moab, and from 7yre and Sidon—in the extreme 
north, V.9. It seemed as though the populace 
were ready to form a new political party and make 
Him king, Jn. 6: 15. But that was not his mis- 
sion, Jn. 18: 36. A small shif—a fishing-boat. 
Vs. 10-12. Healed many—Matthew says, all. 
Many were relieved by even touching his clothes. 
‘* The son of God”—an involuntary fribute to his 
divinity which at this time he did not wish. The 
words of Isaiah were more fitting just then, Matt. 
12: 17. Vs. 13, 14. nto a mountain—see Luke 
6:12. Calleth unto him—From a large number 
of disciples he selected twelve whom he ordained— 
as Afostles, i.e. messengers to be sent before him to 
the places he should afterwardsvisit. They were in- 
structed, qualified, and authorized as his ambassa- 
dors, Matt. ch. 10. All were laymen belonging 
to the humbler classes, 1 Cor. 1: 27. They were 
to preach, but not yet in Samaria, nor to the Gen- 
tiles, lest they should stir up animosity and de- 
feat the purpose of their mission. Theirs was 
to be a quiet house-to-house mission, confined to 
Galilee. Zo heal sickness—as proof that they were 
commissioned by Him. Vs. 16-19. The names 
are not given by the three evangelists in the same 
order, but in all Peter stands first, and Judas last. 
Though John does not name them, collectively, he 
refers to them, chs. 6; 7oand 20: 24. SiImMoN— 
son of Jonas of Bethsaida, named by Christ 
Cephas, or Peter—‘‘a rock,” Jn. 1: 42. He was 
the most prominent of the twelve and the first to 
confess the divinity of our Lord, Matt. 16: 16-18, 
Fames and Fohn—full cousins of Jesus if, as many 
suppose, their mother Salome was Mary’s sister. 
Sons of Thunder—in reference, perhaps, to their 
abrupt and fiery spirit which found utterance some- 
times in strong language, Luke g: 54. James was 
the first martyr, Acts 12: 2. Jn. outlived all the 
others, PHILIP—of Bethsaida, Jn. 1: 44 and 12: 
21, 22; not the evangelist, Acts 6: 3-5. BARTHO- 
LEMEW—supposed to be the same as Nathanael, 
John 1; 45 and 21: 2. MATTHEW—the publican. 
THoMAs—called Didymus, ‘‘ the twin””—the hon- 
est doubter. JAMES—son of Alpheus, probably 
same as Cleophas, Jn.19; 25; Mark 15: 40. THAD- 
DEUS—or Jude—possibly a brother of Jesus, Gal. 
I: 19, Jude rt. Zho Canaanite—does not refer to 
locality, but;to the party—called Zealots, ‘* Zelotos,

To speak against 
Himself was bad enough, but that was not the 
unpardonable sin, Matt. 12: 32: they might expe- 
rience a change of mind respecting Him. But 
when they dared to speak thus of the Holy Spirit, 
the agency by whieh he wrought his miracles, they 
wilfully closed their hearts against testimony that 
ought to have convinced them, uttered the worst 
kind of dlasphemy, and exposed themselves to the 
danger of eternal damnation, or, asin the N.V. they 
became ‘‘guilty of an eternal sin.” There is an 
unpardonable sin, Heb. 6; 4, 6 and I0; 26, 27. 
Vs. 31, 32. His brethren and his mother sent—us 
they could not get near him for the crowd—Cadling 
him—as already explained, to extricate him from a 
position becoming momentarily moré perilous.

} V. 1. Our Saviour was never idle. If he did 
retire to the sea-coast for coolness and rest, 
crowds flocked about him. He was continually 
doing good. At this time a great multitude gathered 
on the shore. To free himself from the pressure, 
as well as that he might see and be seen by his au- 
dience, he stepped into the fishing-boat he had or- 
dered to be in readiness, ch. 3: 9, and pushing out 
from the shore he thus sat on the sea—V. 2. Many 
things—of which the writer only gives a few sam- 
ples. Ay paradles—illustrations taken from na- 
iural things to instruct in things spiritual. Here we 
have only three of these parables; Matthew gives 
seven. Doctrine—teaching. ‘The parable of the 
sower is designed to teach that the effect of the 
Word is dependent on the state of the heart. V. 3. 
flearken—no benefit from teaching without close 
attention from those who are taught, Acts 16; 14. 
Behold—pethaps, within view, the very process 
described might be then going on; at all events, 
our Saviour saw in the vast concourse before him @ 
field in which he himself was about to sow the seed 
of the Word. Vs. 4-6. Zhe wayside—the ordin- 
ary roads or paths in the East were often through 
unenclosed fields, ch. 2: 23. Stony ground— 
much of the surface of Palestine is a rocky forma- 
tion. We all know what to expect in such a case 
—rapid spindly growth, wilted at noon with the 
scorching rays of the sun. Vs. 7, 8, present fami- 
liar pictures of good and bad cultivation, not con- 
fined to Palestine. The explanation given by Jesus 
was intended for and would only be understood by 
those who were sincerely desirous of being instructed 
in the nature of ‘‘the new kingdom.” V. 11. The 
mystery—The things which had been dimly fore- 
shadowed in the old dispensation, Ephes. 3: 3-6. 
V. 12. Lest they should be converted—Divine truth 
is not for learned unbelievers—but only for such as 
shall receive it in simple faith, Matt. 11: 25, Wil- 
ful sinners place themselves beyond the covenant 
mercies of God, 2 Cor. 4: 3, 4. Vs. 14-20 convey 
the meaning of the parable with admirable clear- 
ness. Zhe sower—every teacher of the Word of 
God is a sower, responsible for doing his or her 
work in a workmanlike manner, 2 Tim. 2: 15. 
Every scholar or hearer is responsible for the re- 
sults of faithful teaching, Matt. 7; 24-27. Way- 
side—Hard hearts are not fit receptacles for saving 
truth, Rom. 2: 5. Satan is ever on the alert, I 
Peter 5: 8—persuading men zof to believe, Luke 8: 
12. Stony ground—‘* Rocky places,” N.V., super- 
ficial hearers make a shew of godliness, but are 
irresolute, Luke 9; 59-62. Among thorns—Word- 
ly-minded hearers are unreliable, ch. 10; 17-22. 
As good ground retains moisture and yields increase, 
Isa, 55: I0, so a good man bringeth forth good 
things, Matt. 12: 35. Some thirty-fold—Some 
Christians will be more successful than others, but 
all will be useful in some degree. Fidelity is God’s 
criterion of merit, Luke 19: 22-24, and its reward 
is a crown of life, Rev. 2; 10. azthfulness is the 
true test of discipleship, Jn. 15: 8, and has also a 
promise of reward, 1 Cor. 15: 58. 2 Pet. 1; 8-11.

4 OMPARE Matt. 5: 15; 10; 26; 13: 31. Luke 
8: 16; 12: 2, The parable of the Sower 
had special reference to the soil and the seed, 
these call attention to the development of the seed 
—the growth of grace in the hearts of those who 
receive the truth. V.21. A candle—or a lamp, 
which is only useful when it gives forth light. As 
the lamp was put on its stand to give light to all in 
the room, so Christ’s disciples are to be light-bear- 
ers, Matt. 5: 16. V. 22. Nothing hid, etc. ‘The 
parable being a figurative mode of illustration 
might not at first be intelligible, but to those who 
earnestly tried to discover its meaning it would 
soon become so. God does not lodge the truth in 
any heart for the purpose of hiding it there ,but 
that it may be used for the enlightenment of others. 
Vs. 23, 24. Let him hear—Faith cometh by hear- 
ing, Rom. 10; 17. Good listening is often more 
valuable than good speaking. What ye hcar— 
Luke says ‘‘how ye hear”—Both are necessary 
precautions. We are not to believe a// we hear, 
Matt. 7: 15. I Jn. 4: 1-3. With what measure— 
Just as we are faithful, will God recompense us, 
Ps. 18: 24-26. V. 25, is explained by the parable 
of the pounds, Luke 19; 12-26. God. gzves us 
many things, but we really Zave only so much of 
them as we use. Vs. 26, 27. This parable is found 
only in Mark, and beautifully illustrates the imper- 
ceptible growth of truth in the heart, from the mo- 
ment the first germ is implanted, until it brings 
forth the fruits of righteousness, Gal. 5; 22. The 
husbandman who has prepared his soil and sown 
the seed can dono more. He cannot makeit grow. 
If itis long of sprouting, he waits patiently, Jas. 
5: 7. He believes in the promise of God—that 
the seed-time and harvest shall not cease, Gen. 8: 
22. So the faithful teacher will not be discouraged 
if the fruits of his labours and prayers do not im- 
mediately appear. He will go on sowing the gos- 
pel seed, content to leave results with God, Ecc. 
II; 1, 6. V.28. Fruzt of herseif—not without 
the rain and the sunshine, which come from God, 
but independently of man’s agency. irst the 
éfade—As in natural, so in spiritual growth, as a 
rule, there is a law of development, Eph. 4: 15. 
2 Pet. 3: 18. V.29. Zhe harvest—That joyful 
time when those who have received the Gospel and 
have been influenced by it shall be gathered as 
wheat unto God’s barn, Matt. 13; 30, 38, 39. Vs. 
31, 32. Another familiar emblem shews that, how- 
ever small its beginning, the gospel kingdom is 
sure to prevail. So we find, first, Christ and 
the twelve ; then the seventy, Luke Io: I, next, 
3,000, Acts 2; 41; thereafter additions daily, Acts 
2: 47. At the end of the first century, 500,000 
Christians; now, 440,000,000! V. 33. Many such 
Matthew gives seven such; none of the evangelists 
pretend to state all, Jn. 21: 25. As they were able 
—He led them on step by step—Light enough for 
each successive step is enough for us at one time, 
Ps. 119: 105, When they were alone—Those who 
desire instruction shall be enlightened through the 
quiet agency of the Holy Spirit, Jn. 16; 13-15.

THE SABBATH-SCHOOL. 


Toe Montraat SApsats SCHOOL ASSOCIATION 
held its annual meeting on 17th ultimo. 
The two branches of which it was originally 
formed have been in existence for many 
years. That in connection with the Church 
of Scotland began in 1858 with three schools 
—St. Andrew’s, founded in 1804, St. Paul’s 
in 1834, and St. Matthew’s in 1857. The 
total number of teachers was then 49, and of 
cholars 302. Tae missionary collections for 


the year were $96.28. The other, in connec- 
tion with the C. P. Church, commenced in 
1861 with six schools—Lagauchetiére Street, 
Coté Street, St. Gabriel Street, Duke Street, 
Mile End, and Petite Cote. ‘There were 88 
teachers and 644 scholars, the missionary 
contributions being $310. Since 1876 these 
united streams have been flowing on harmo- 
niously with yearly increasing volume. The 
number ofschools is now 17, of teachers 325, 
of scholars 3005; the missionary collections 
last year were $2159.74. Lonpoy, Ontario: 
—An important step has been taken in 
this city by the formation of a Normal Class 
and Teachers’ Association to discuss methods 
of teaching, the preparation of the Lessons 
for the Sabbath classes, and general Bible 
study. Weekly meetings will be held, open 
to all denominations. The thorough train- 
ing of teachers for Sabbath-schools is one of 
the most important questions of the day. 
Associations with this end in view should be 
instituted wherever it is found possible to 
do so, and wherever there is a Sabbath-school 
and a minister, there is material for a normal 
class. Are the Presbyteries and Kirk-ses- 
sions and Sabbath-schools giving attention 
to the Outlines and Course of Study pro- 
vided for their use with so much care by 
Rev. John McEwen, of Ingersoll, the Conve- 
ner of the Assembly’s Committee on Sab- 
bath-schools ?. Is the Shorter Catechism re- 
ceiving the prominence to which it is enti- 
tled? SEE WHAT CAN BE DONE by one live 
superintendent. Mr. Jacobs, of Chicago, 
who has just completed twenty-five years 
as a Sunday-schooi superintendent. Dur- 
ing that time he has had under his care 
not less than 70,000 scholars. From his 
schools, some of which have been mis- 
sion-schools, five foreign missionaries, fifty 
ministers, and fifty Sunday-school superinten- 
dents have gone forth! Stephen Pazton, 
the well-known Sabbath-school missionary, 
who recently died, is said to have organized 
in the Western States 1,400 Sabbath-schools, 
with 11,000 teachers and 70,000 scholars.

MANITOBA ITEMS. 


The “ Portage” is growing rapidly, and 
our cause under Mr. Bell’s efficient care is 
keeping pace. A new mission station -is 
likely to be opened in the “ West End,” and 
placed under Mr. MacRae’s charge. Mr. 
Cameron has declined the call to Nelson- 
ville, and has been placed in charge of the 
Turtle Mountain group, about 200 miles 


‘south-west of Winnipeg. The Rey. J. Far- 


quharson, B. A., has accepted a call from 
the Pilot Mound group of stations. The call 
was hearty and unanimous, and was signed 
by 49 communicants, and 47 adherents. The 
prospects of the new charge are excellent. 
The Rev. J.C. Tibb, B.D., was ordained at, 
the late meeting of the Presbytery, and ap- 
pointed to the Rapid City group. Gladstone 
has given a call to the Rev. D. Stalker. The 
Rev. D. McCannell was placed in charge of 
the Big Plain, 100 miles west of Winnipeg, 
on the C. P. R. Encouraging reports come 
from,Edmonton, where Mr. Baird has just 
unfurled the blue banner. This is our most 
distant station in the North-West, being 90V 
miles west of Red River. Twenty additional 
missionaries will be needed in this Presby- 
tery next summer. At the latemeeting, the 
Presbytery appointed a Committee to get up 
a fund to aid in building churches and 
houses throughout the bounds with Mr. 
Robertson as Convener. Mr. Robertson has 
already secured subscriptions amounting to 
over $12,000 !—in sums ranging from $1,800 
downwards. The second highest subscrip- 
tion is $1,500, followed by half a dozen of 
$1,000 each. Not bad for three day’s work. 
Knox: Church has not yet made its choice of 
a minister. The Rev. M. W. McLean, of 
Belleville, is expected to spend a few weeks 
in Winnipeg this month. The congregation 
offers the church for sale at $100,000. Dr. 
Cochrane was nominated by the Presbytery, 
as next Moderator of the General Assembly. 
Dr. Black still continues very ill, though re- 
ported somewhat better today, 9th January 
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Epmonton, N.W.T.—The following lines 
from Rev. A. B. Baird, only increase our 
desire to hear more about him and his in- 
teresting field of labour. ~We hope our 
friend will take the hint. “ ‘I reached Ed- 
monton with horse and buckboard on the 
29th of October. The journey of 900 miles 
from Winnipeg had lasted seven weeks— 
several delays having been occasioned by 
bad weather and accidents—and had been 
perfomed without companion or guide. The 
good people of Edmonton—among whom 
Presbyterians ferm the decided majority— 
received me with the greatest heartiness. A 
congregation was at once organized, a hall 
secured as a place of worship for the winter, 
a building site overlooking the “mighty 
Saskatchewan ”’ selected preparatory to the 
erection of a church next summer, and the 
climax was capped by a public reception— 
The first church social ever held within 
hundreds of miles. Services are held morn- 
ing and evening in the hall, and occasionally 
also in the afternoon at a place about five 
miles out. The prospects of Edmonton as 
an agricultural, commercial and political 
centre are exceedingly hopeful. A. BB.”

A tea- 
meeting had to be abandoned on account of 
the difficulty of getting material for cakes!” 
Mr. S. had been suffering from sore throat 
and neuralgia, the effect of overwork. He 
was to preach at the opening of a Methodist 
Church.

Messrs. Carr, Archibald and Gunn 
were appointed to co-operate with Mr. Mac- 
lennan in prosecuting the College Endow- 
ment Scheme, and pastors and elders in the 
several congregations were agreed to give the 
scheme their cordial support.

Hauirax: Dec. 12:—The Presbytery met 
for visitation at Bedford, and found the work 
there in an encouraging condition. Next 
day the Presbytery met at Elmsdale and 
found the joint congregation of Elmsdale 
and Nine Mile River enjoying prosperity 
and showing symptoms of healthy progress. 
A call to Mr. John A. Cairns from Upper 
Musquodoboit was sustained. Resolved to 
disjoin Bridgetown from Annapolis, the dis- 
junction taking effect on the first of Janu- 
ary. Annapolis thus becomes a separate 
charge. Digby and Bay View are combined 
with Bridgetown and form a mission charge. 


Truro: Dec. 20:—The Presbytery met in 
the afternoon at Debert, and in the evening 
at Folly,—two sections of the Upper London- 
derry congregation,—for visitation. Much 
satisfaction was expressed with the manner 
in which the Lord’s work is prospering in the 
congregations. Greater liberality towards the 
Schemes of the Church was recommended. 


LUNENBURG AND YARMOUTH: Dec. 21:—The 
Presbytery met at Bridgewater. Arrange- 
ments for a Sabbath-school Conference were 
made, to be held at Bridgewater, on the 
evening of the next meeting of Presbytery. 
The clerk was directed to correspond with 
congregations in arrears last year—in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of the Assem- 
bly’s Finance Committee. Notice was re- 
ceived from the College Board that Mr. Mil- 
lar had been appointed to co-operate with 
the Board in collecting for the Endowment 
Fund in the bounds of the Presbytery. 


Montreat: 10th January :—A large atten- 
dance of both ministers and elders. Revd. 
C. M. McKerracher was appointed moderator, 
Leave was granted to St. Paul’s Church, 
Montreal, to provide its own pulpit-supply 
for the next three months. A motion in 
regard to more frequent meetings of the 
Presbytery was, after discussion, referred to 
a committee to consider the matter and re- 
port to next meeting. A minute was adopted 
in reference to the retirement of Revd. D. 
Jenkins from the pastorate of St. Paul’s 
Church. Rev. Kenneth Maclennan, of Char- 
lottetown, P. E. I. was nominated as Modera- 
tor of next General Assembly. The Presby- 
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tery’s Home Mission report was read and its 
recommendations were carefully considered 
and adopted: inter-alia—deputations were 
appointed to visit the several mission sta- 
tions within the bounds and to report. The 
Committee appointed to confer with the 
Kirk-sessions of the city churches, in re- 
ference to St. Mark’s congregation, reported 
and was continued, with the addition of cer- 
tain names to the Committee.—J. Parrmr- 
son, Clk. 


Kineston: December, 20 and 21 :—Mr. 
Cumberland was appointed moderator. A 
call from St. Andrew’s Church, Trenton, in 
favour of Rev. Algernon Matthews was sus- 
tained, accepted, and arrangements made 
for induction. Mr. Mitchell was appointed 
Convener of the Committee on the State of 
Beligion, and Mr. McCuaig, Convener in re- 
lation to Sabbath School work. The motion 
anent religious services in Queen’s College 
was withdrawn and notice given of another.

Toronto: 10 January :—The application 
of Rev. N. H. Jamieson, Methodist, to be re- 
ceived as a minister of this church was 
favourably entertained. Several appeal cases 
were satisfactorily settled. It was agreed to 
organize a congregation at Deer Park. A 
lengthened discussion took place on the 
comparative merits of the Supplementing 
and the proposed Sustentation schemes. The 
Rev. J. M. King argued in favour of the 
former, which is the existing plan for secur- 
ing a better support for the Christian Min- 
istry. The Rev. P. McF. Mcleod, the Con- 
vener of the Assembly’s Committee on a 
Sustentation Fund, moved to the effect that 
the Kirk Sessions be invited to consider the 
merits of both plans and to report to 
the General Assembly. Mr. King’s motion 
expressing a preference for the supplement- 
ing scheme was carried by a large majority. 
The Manitoba College was commended to 
the liberality of the church.

next meeting. But surely at the approach- 
Ing missionary meetings, the congregations 
within the bounds will act liberally toward:

Lonpon: 10 January :—Present, eighteen 
ministers and seven elders. A report on the - 
statistics of the congregations within the 
bounds was read and its recommendations 
were adopted. A full report by the committee 
on the London East case was likewise laid 
vefore the Presbytery. The report-indicated 
that no judicial trial had been entered on by 
the committee; but that an endeavour had 
been made with gratifying success to bring 
about a reconciliation of the parties at vari- 
ance.

A consider- 
able part of the evening meeting was spent 
in conference on the State of Religion, 
during which the Presbytery discussed the 
questions contained in the paper sent down 
to Sessions, by the General Assembly’s Com- 
mittee on that subject, the design of this 
discussion was to arrive at something like 
unanimity as regards the meaning of the 
questions. A report was also read and adopt- 
ed, respecting the adjustment with the 
Presbytery of Sarnia, of the Funds in hand, 
and the liability of the Presbyteries at the 
time of division. On petition from Lucan, 
asking leave to unite with Granton congrega- 
tion in the event of that congregation being 
transferred to London Presbytery, the con- 
gregations of Lucan and Fraser Church were 
cited to appear for their interests at next 
meeting in March.—Gro.

tac HE REV. JAMES WATSON, one of the 
.® venerable fathers of the Church, de- 

parted this life at New Annan, Nova 
Scotia, on the 12th December, in the 78th 
year of his age. He was a native of Scot- 
land, took his ‘Arts’ course in Glasgow, studied 
theology first in the Unjversity and then in 
the Relief Divinity Hall. He. was licensed 
by the Relief Presbytery of Glasgow in 1826, 
and was settled at Waterbeek in 1830. In 
1842 he came to Nova Scotia, where he de- 
voted himself for several years with eminent 
success to teaching. In 1846 he resumed 
ministerial work and was settled at Economy 
and Five Islands. For two years Parrsboro 
also was under his charge. In 1852 he ac- 
cepted a call to West River, Pictou, where 
he laboured till 1857. In 1859 he was set- 
tled at New Annan, where he remained 
during the remainder of his days, devoting 
himself to his work with diligence and 
faithfulness. Mr. Watson was an accurate 
scholar, an extensive reader, a thoughtful 
and impressive preacher. By his death the 
Presbytery of Wallace has lost its venerated 
and beloved senior member, and the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada a man of faith 
and learning and power,—one of the few 
‘‘ Relief” ministers in the country. 

Rev. Dr. Joun M. Brooxs, of Fredericton, 
N.B., departed this life on the 16th of 
January in the 8lst year of his age. Dr. 
Brooke was a native of Slamannan, Stirling- 
shire, Scotland. He was educated for the 
ministry at Edinburgh University, was or- 
dained in 1839, and came out to this country 
under the auspices of the Colonial Com- 
mittee of the Church of Scotland. His first 
field of labour was at New Richmond, Bay 
of Chaleurs, and he was the first settled 
minister of that congregation, where he re- 
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mained working faithfully and successfully 
for nearly four years before he was called to 
a larger sphere of usefulness. He was in- 
ducted to the charge of St. Paul’s Church, 
Fredericton, in February, 1243. At the 
time of the Union he was the oldest minister 
of the Kirk of Scotland in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, and he greatly rejoiced to see that 
day. He was of a kind and sympathetic 
disposition, an excellent scholar, a good 
preacher, and a most exemplary pastor. 
For a number of years he had been laid 
aside by bodily infirmity from the active 
duties of the ministry, but to the last he was 
respected and beloved by all who had the 
privilege of his acquaintance. Dr. Brooke 
received his degree in divinity from the 
Tniversity of New Brunswick in 1856 

Rey. Jonn G, MOGREGOR aied at wilora on 
the 82nd year of his age. He was a native 
of Fifeshire, Scotland, studied for the minis- 
try at the Universities of Glasgow and Kdin- 
burgh, was licensed to preach in 1824, came 
to Upper Canada in 1846, and was ordained 
pastor of Knox Church, Guelph, in the fol- 
lowing year. That charge-he resigned in 
1851, and engaged in mission work for some 
two years, when he was appointed head 
master of the Elora Grammar School, which 
position he filled with marked ability for 
eighteen years. When advancing years 
compelled him to vacate that office he ap- 
plied himself to mission work, in which he 
was more or less actively employed till 
within a short time of his death. 


Geclesinstival ews. 


HE SYNOD of the Presbyterian Churcn of 

England meets this year in Regent Square 

Church, London. The Rev. W. McCaw. 
of Trinity Church, Manchester, the clerk of 
the Synod, will be the Moderator. He was 
ordained in 1846. Itis said that there are 
indications of a renewal of the negotiations 
for a union between the English Presby- 
terians and those still connected with the 
Church of Scotland in England. It is pos- 
sible to admire the sentiment which has hith- 
erto kept them apart, but the fact of their 
union would be much more pleasant to con- 
template. Solet it be. The Presbyterian 
Church of England has ten Presbyteries and 
about 280 ministers; the other has four Presby- 
teries with an average of only three minis- 
ters in each. The Scottish Presbyterians 
are again on the war-path. The forecast of 
coming events in Scotland is such as to 
awaken the gravest apprehensions in the 
minds of those who are in a position to 
make an impartial survey of he position. 
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It seems as if the “ten years conflict” that 
preceeded the separation of the Churches in 
1843 must be repeated in the great struggle, 
now imminent, over the question of Dises- 
tablishment. Ata meeting in Edinburgh a 
letter was read from Mr. Gladstone in which 
the Premier stated that he would be happy 
to make an appointment to receive a depu- 
tation of the Free Church before the question 
of the relations between Church and Siate 
in Scotland comes on for discussion, but ask- 
ing that the appointment might stand over 
until that time arrives. At the meeting of 
the Pres»ytery of Edinburgh, held last 
month, Principal Rainey was to bring for- 
ward a motion in favour of disestablishment, 
which was to be met with a counter motion 
by Dr. Begg, urging the appointment of a 
Royal Commission to investigate the whole 
subject before initiating any legislation. The 
United Presbyterians declaim loudly against 
any attempts to exclude the question from 
consideration in the present Parliament, 


-and declare that no settlement of the ques- 


tion can be accepted by them “ which doag 
not deal impartially and completely with 
the grievances and inequalities complained 
of, or which proceeds on merely denomina- 
tional lines, and not on unsectariaa princi- 
ples of public equity.” On the other hand, 
it is averred that while the principle of “re- 
ligious equity” is right, and must ultimately 
prevail, that the reasons advanced for the 
present movement are not well taken, and 
are more likely to retard than to hasten the 
desired consummation. In the meantime 
the Free Church Presbytery of Edinburgh 
has been exercised by an alleged irregular 
proceeding on the part of Dr. Walter C. 
Smith of the High Church, who at the ordi- 
nation of certain office-bearers in his Church 
gave the candidates to understand, inferen- 
tially, that their declaration of adherence to 
the Confession of Faith was to be considered 
binding upon their consciences only in so 
far as, in their private judgement, this sub- 
ordinate standard was in harmony with the 
Word of God. The Presbytery decided very 
emphatically that to admit of such an inter- 
pretation would be virtually to reduce the 
Confession of Faith to a nullity, so far as the 
use of it as a testis concerned. A commit- 
tee was appointed to confer with parties, 
and the end is not yet. It is conceded 
that the visit of Messrs. Moody and Sankey 
to Edinburgh this winter has been eminent- 
ly successful, although not having the at- 
traction of novelty as on a former occasion, 
The meetings have been largely attex ded. 
They have been especially directed with a 
view to the instruction of young men, many 
of whom appaar to have beenattracted and 
interested. At a recent “council of war” 


? 
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held in Exeter Hall, London, Rev. General 
Booth gave a sketch of the rise and progress 
of the Salvation Army. They have now 245 
stations, 470 officers, an annual income of 
$250,000. At present 4,600 meetings are 
held every week. They propose erecting in 
London a “Salvation Temple” with seating 
capacity for 10,000 persons, to be kept open 
for religious services day and night ; but just 
here public opinion has taken a turn against 
the movement, seeing in this proposal the 
first step toward the formation of a new re- 
ligious denomination, which gives it a dif- 
ferent colour from the work of the Ameri- 
can Evangelists. Speaking of America, it is 
stated on good authority that no less than 
700,000 immigrants reached the United 
States from abroad last year. It is computed 
that were these all to settle inthe new dis- 
tricts they would form 2,800 congregations 
of 250 persons each—a strong argument for 
the efficient equipment and maimtenance of 
Home Mission agencies. The Revision of 
the New Testament has now been long 
enough before the public to warrant the ex- 
pression of opinion as to the probability of 
its superseding the old version. The general 
impression is that there must be another 
revision. The popular demand for the New 
Version has, already, almost ceased. Its sale 
ig now chiefly confined to Biblical students. 
It has found a place in almost every minis- 
ter’s library as a valuable commentary, but 
in comparatively few instances has it been 
introduced either into the pulpit or the pew. 


FRANCE.—Pastor Ouriere,formerly teacher 
in the Presbyterian College, Montreal, now of 
Narbonne, recently gave two lectures at Elne, 
a small town near the Eastern Pyrennees, 
and established a preaching station there. 
The Macall mission stations at La Rochelle 
and Rochefort continue to be well filled, 
and the work of evangelization goes on ga- 
thering strength. At Cognac, not far from 
these towns, there is great encouragement. 
At Clermont-Ferrand, where Romish priests 
have shown much opposition, and done all 
in their power to prevent the opening of a 
Macall station, the success has been very 
cheering. From one hundred and twenty to 
one hundred and forty attend regularly at 
the mission room to hear the gospel. ‘The 
family and celibacy, according to the Bible,” 
was the subject of a lecture given by Pastor 
Prunier, at St. Dizier, in a theatre, to seven 
hundred people. In this town is a very large 
Jesuit establishment. Two or three persons 
interrupted the speaker, but their voices 
were drowned by the audience who cried 
three times,—“ Long live the protestant pas- 
tor ! down with the Jesuits! When the pastor 
finished his lecture, there was prolonged 


applause. The following evening, the thea- 
tre was crammed. The pastor took for his 
subject. “ The greatness of man, or the springs 
of moral life.” He had no interruption, but 
many marks of approval, and a third lecture 
was asked for by the audience. The Mayor 
called upon the pastor, and offered him the 
theatre for another lecture, but the pastor 
could not remain. Pastor Hirsch had a 
most encouraging evangelistic tour in the 
centre of France. His audiences were large, 
his addresses characterized by great ability, 
and their effect on Roman Catholics was very 
marked. Pastor Fourneau has visited several 
towns in the extreme North. At Epernay, ina 
large ball-room, more than six hundred people 
listened for two hours, to an address on the 
History of the beginnings of the Reformation, 
and the lessons to be drawn therefrom. At 
Amiens, despite the opposition of the infidel 
press, the little Protestant church was filled 
with Roman Catholics, who twice cheered 
the announcement of a second lecture. He 
shewed clearly that one must break with 
Rome, in order to embrace the Gospel, and 
follow the footsteps of the Reformers of the 
sixteenth century, and that, in the name of 
reason and of conscience. This was received 
with applause. Pastor Fourneau adds: ‘It 
would be a longstory to tell all we are doing. 
but it would come to one point, and that is 
to quote the words of the late venerable 
Pastor Fisel. France will one day embrace 
the Gospel. 


BeLGium.—lIn this country the gospel is 
being preached also, both in large centres 
and small. Lately, a lecture was given at. 
Liege, by Pastor Durand, which was an- 
nounced in the papers as follows: “Public 
lecture with a challenge to any Roman priest 
or layman. Subject.—La Transubstantiation, 
an absurd dogma. After the lecture, any 
priest or layman who accepts the challenge, 
will have an opportunity to speak.” He es- 
tablished and maintained nine theses against 
five points taught by Romish theologians. 
One thousand people, at least, crowded into 
the Protestant church, the stairs, galleries, 
and side-rooms being crammed,and many were 
unable to gain admittance. Foran hour and 
a quarter the pastor held the attention of 
this large concourse of people. At the end 
of his. address he asked the defenders of the 
dogma to come forward; but none accepted 
his challenge. At the door sixty-four Roman 
Catholics purchased a pamphlet, by Pastor 
Durand called, The two challenges. Thus 
God is setting open doors hitherto closed 
O for reapers for the harvest ! Ca

(Hastern Section.)

THE KINCARDINE COLONY consists at 
present of eighty-seven families. They are 
now eight years out from Scotland. Aftera 
hard struggle in a more than usually rough 
section of New Brunswick, the majority of 
the families have reached the point at which 
the farms yield enough for the twelve months 
food for those who till them. Already the 
nsual log house of the first settlers in a 
wooded country has, in a few instances, 
given place to one of frame; and, in quite a 
number of cases, the log barn to a commo- 
dious frameone. The people in general feel 
that with the good hand of God upon them 
the worst of the struggle is over 


Che families torming this Scottish colony 
are settled on two roads, one of which is 
seven miles long, the other fourteen, from 
the point where they diverge. Sabbath ser- 
vices are conducted by me at two places on 
each of these roads — at the church which is 
situated on the shorter of the two, and at a 
school-house five miles further north on the 
same road ; also, at two school-houses six 
miles apart on the longer highway. The 
form of the settlement is such that it is im- 
possible, at least while roads and vehicles 
are in their present condition, to gather the 
people into two places of worship. This 
state of things greatly increases the labours 
of one occupying this field. 

In addition to the Sabbath services, four 
Bible-classes are held by me, one at each of 
the preaching stations. The attendancc of 
old and young at these gatherings, and the 
interest manifested, as also ordinarily at the 
services on the Lord’s day, gives hope that 
by the blessing of God upon His word, good 
fruit will be borne in due time. Two-thirds 
of my time is given to Kincardine. Some 
progress has been made by the people in 
the matter of contributing for the support 
of the Gospel among themselves and for the 
schemes of the Church. The amount given 
this year will probably reach $170. 

Tue ‘losigue Sxorion.—The Tobique river 
flows into the St. John less than a mile above 
Andover village. At this village I at present 
make my home. It is also as near as pos- 
sible to the centre of my entire charge, as I 
have preaching places on the south-west, 
south, north, east and west, at distances 
varying from two miles to sixty from my 
home. Among the settlements on the To- 
bique river, almost from its mouth for sixty 
miles up, that is as far as there are settlers, 
the missionary’s field extends. Itso hap- 
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pens that in the furthest up of the river set 
tlements some of our families are living so 
that the full length tour of the settlements 
has to be made by one caring for the spuri- 
tual welfare of our people in this region. In 
this section of the mission preaching is con- 
ducted regularly (1) at Tilley settlement, 
about six miles up the river from Andover. 
Here we have thirteen families at present, 
chiefly Scotch, who came to the country about 
the same time as those in Kincardine. (2.) 
At Arthurette, where there are five families 
of our people, and (3) at Three Brooks, four 
miles above Arthurette, in the neighborhood 
of which ten families of our people are liv- 
ing. Here the only Presbyterian church on 
the Tobique is placed. It is a small, but 
neat building, finished throughout, except- 
ing the pulpit and the top of the tower, and 
is free from debt. It is the first church of 
any denomination built on this river. Since 
our church was started, two small buildings 
have been commenced at Arthurette, neither 
of which is yet sufficiently finished to be 
available for services in winter. The further 
advanced of these belongs to the Methodists, 
the other to the Baptists. A third of my 
time is given to this section. I divide, gen- 
erally, the Sabbath between Three Brooks 
and Tilley, at the one in the morning and 
the other in the evening. The distance be- 
tween the places is eighteen miles, Arthur- 
ette receives, usually, a week’s evening ser. 
vice once in three weeks. Some of our 
families here go regularly to the church at 
Three Brooks when there is service there. 


unce in three months a visit 1s paid to the 
more remote settlements. The furthest of 
these is Riley Brook, 35 to 40 miles above 
Three Brooks—60 above Andover. Here seven 
of our families are found, and sa many in two 
or three settlements between Riley Brook 
and our Three Brooks church. These receive 
attention when Riley Brook is visited. Our 
people in these upper districts express 
themselves grateful for the amount of service 
given by our church. It is plain, however, 
that some additional supply must be given 
by our church if we would do justice to the 
people who have been so loyal to us, and 
maintain our right to occupy the field. In 
supplying our own adherents, who have the 
first claim on us, an ample opportunity is af- 
forded for seeking the advance of the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom generally, and the eter- 
nal interests of precious souls. Many of 
other denominations, or of none, gladly at 
tend the services of our church, and no doubt 
some of these, by the Spirit’s blessing, will 
receive lasting good. A deputation of Pres- _ 
bytery lately in these quarters expressed 
their belief that at least a student catechist 
must be given to aid in the work on the To- 
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bique river during the summer six months. 
With their conviction I entirely agree. 
In the matter of contributions, Tobique 
section wlll probably reach the sum of 
$80 or $100. Part of this is already paid. 
If this sum be paid, it will be double of 
what has been given in any previous year. 
A part will go to the schemes of the church. 


CHURCH ERECTION IN N. W. T. 
BY REY. JAMES SIEVERIGHT. 


As there is no Board for Church Erection, 
permit me through the columns of The 
Record to appeal for aid for the completion 
of five churches in this district. The conti- 
nuance and the increasing usefulness of our 
cause are dependent on the success of these 
undertakings. The first and most costly is 
in Prince Albert, the largest place in the 
Territories. Midway between the Red River 
and the Rocky Mountains, its position gives 
promise of a considerable place. It is the 
centre of all the milling business— grist and 
lumber, for the surrounding country. It 
has a population within a space of four miles 
on the river bank, of 500. Its stores and 
buildings will compare favourably with those 
of an eastern village. Few places of equal 
size have as large a proportion of educated 
people. Still 400 miles from the nearest 
railway station, it is an advanced outpost 
between civilised and savage life. The Sioux, 
with painted face, blanket for a coat, fringed 
leggins, beaded mocassins, and Manitou wor. 
ship, is one of the sights most common. No 
one cares for his salvation or the education 
of his children. It is 240 miles from the 
nearest Presbyterian station eastward — 450 
miles from the next western station. North 
ward, in the Episcopal Diocese of Mooseonee, 
at Athabaska, there is neither Presbyterian 
church nor minister. A suitable church 
_ building, however difficult an undertaking, 
was a necessity in a place growing so rapid 
ly as Prince Albert. The cost has been over 
$2000. It seats 170, and at the evening ser- 
vice is nearly full. The quick progress of 
of the place holds out no uncertain hope 
that before long it will be too small. The 
membership is four men and twelve women 
—all wives but one. The proportion of 
bachelors to spinsters in the settlement is 
seven toone. There is also an Indian member- 
ship of twelve orfourteen. A large proportion 
of the attendance consists of young men— 
chiefly from Ontario—many of whom are not 
permanent residents. That aid is not asked 
for those who have not done their utmost to 
help themselves is apparent from the amount 
raised in one year. $1200 for church build- 
ing ; $250 salary of missionary ; $206 for an 
organ purchased but not paid for before my 


arrival; $300 proportion of salary paid by 
people to Foreign Mission people, to Foreign 
Mission School—in all $1056. Eastern read- 
ers might judge from this fact that our people 
are wealthy. Such a conclusion would be 
far from correct. The majority have taken 
up their abode within the past three years. 
Business men and workmen, with little or no 
capital. The first few years in a new settle- 
ment to those with scant means are always 
the hardest. Any one acquainted with the 
real circumstances of the people will be the 
first to. admit that it was only by most deter- 
mined effort so much could be got for a 
house of God. $800 are still due. For the 
payment of that sum aid is solicited from 
eastern friends who take an interest in the 
extension of Presbyterianism in the far 
west. A manse is a need as urgent as a 
church building. The Episcopal Bishop has 
a residence in the College, besides houses 
for his canons. The Methodists have a par- 
sonage. Were the old mission buildings 
erected as a dwelling for the foreign mission- — 
ary—but rented for the past three years— 
given to the Prince Albert congregation 
either to repair or sell, a fair commencement 
would be made to place them as far as a re- 
sidence for a minister is concerned in a po- 
sition as fayourable as their more fortunate 
ecclesiastical neighbours. An Academy is 
another need in the interests of our cause. 
For many years the Foreign Mission School 
was the only one in the settlement. It has 
been the brightest page in the history of that 
mission. With commendable zeal for his faith, 
the Bishop of Saskatchewan has commenced 
a collegiate school. Eleven young men are 
studying for the ministry, chiefly Indian, 
fourteen in the school, many of them Presby- 
terian. Some of the scholars attending Miss 
Baker’s school, whose roll of attendance has 
over 70 names inscribed on it, are now ready 
fora High School. Send them to Emma- 
nuel College, and, as experience shows, their 
hopes of continuing stedfast to Presbyterian 
principles is very slim. The Congregation- 
alists of the States have taken a new de- 
parture in Home Missions by organizing a 
commission called “ New West Educational 
Association,” which asks this year $50,000 to 
set up academies and schools of various grades 
in the great territories of the interior. Other 
denominations will, doubtless, follow the 
wise example. Were the 320 acres of church 
property in Prince Albert, part of which is 
surveyed in town lots ; claimed by the Foreign 
Missicn, though they have abandoned the 
field; were this property which, in _ the 
course of a few years, promises to be of con- 
siderable value, set apart for the purposes of 
higher education, the nucleus of an endow- 
ment would be obtained for a superior school, 
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in due time to be developed into a college 
that, rightly managed, would play a promi- 
nent part in the Christian civilization of the 
far west. Provision is now made for public 
schools by the offer of a government grant 
proportioned to the amount raised by the 
people. There is no prospect of any action 
on the part of the government either as to 
high schools or colleges for many years to 
come. Unless this work is done by the 
churches, it will be left undone. Surely the 
Presbyterian Church has more true zea) than 
to allow the control of the higher education of 
the N. W. T. to pass under the control of the 


Episcopal denomination, and that in a place | P 


which had its originin a Presbyterian mission, 
and with the means largely provided for car- 
rying on a work so important whether viewed 
in its denominational or Christian aspect. 
The four other churches are situated in 
centres of rich agricultural sections, filling 
up rapidly with population at points distant 
from Prince Albert eight, fourteen, twenty- 
two, and twenty-four miles, viz.: Mce- 
Beth’s, Forks of the Road, Ridge, and Car. 
rot River. Theyare log buildings, and they 
will cost $400 to $600 each. A grant of $100 
to each would secure that desirable end. 
The population to each of these tracts of 
country is mainly Presbyterian. No service 
is given to any other denomination. Most 
of the settlers in these localities have taken 
up claims within the past three years. They 
are as yet exposed to allthe hardships and 
privations incident to a new country. They 
nave had no chance of gaining wealth. The 
price of wheat is now $1.25 per bushel. It 
is the first year cash could be got for it. 
They have to purchase all their supplies at 
exorbitant rates: sugar 25 cts. per lb., rice 
the same price, salt 15 cts. per lb., coal oil 
$2.00 per gallon, &. Dry goods and cloth. 
ing are twice or thrice Ontario prices. The 
crops for the harvest of 1880 were nearly all 
frozen. This year the return is better—the 
whole proceeds in most cases will be required 
to make up the failure of the previous har- 
vest. Many of the farmers were compelled 
to purchase flour which, from May till after 
the harvest soid at $7 to $12 per bag of 100 
lbs. Frontier life, especially at its beginning 
is notallsunshine. There is no doubt, better 
seed, earlier and more careful tillage will 
greatly diminish, if not altogether remove, 
this risk of frozen grain. When these con- 
ditions of success have been complied with, 
a remunerative crop is as certain as it is east- 
ward. New settlers, many of them hitherto 
unaccustomed to farm-work, and with little 
capital, are often forced to use seed more or 
less frozen, and work with poor stock and 
implements, with but scanty results for a 
time. Their hopeful resoluteness, the ex- 
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traordinary fertility of the soil, railways and 
steamboat communications, will soon work 
a wonderful change in their temporal condi- 
tion. Preaching in houses is very unsatis- 
factory in its results. The erection of a 
suitable house of worship at points where 
there is this necessary material, is often the 
first step in causing a church to spring into 
life. To expect missionaries to penetrate 
into even the remotest frontier settlements 
and get people, most of whom have a fierce 
struggle for the means of subsistence, un- 
aided, to erect church buildings, is to con- 
demn them to a work hard as that of Sisy- 
hus. 

Nothing but the conviction that timely 
aid is needed for all these enterprises, inse- 
parably connected as they are with the ad- 
vance of Presbyterianism and the cause of 
the Great Master in this great promising ter- 
ritory, has prompted this appeal for aid. We 
are sure it will not be made in vain. “Bear 
ye one another’s burden, and so fulfil the 
law of Christ.’ What is starved is sure to 
be weak. The completion of these buildings 
will give a new impulse to our work. The 
field is far too large for one missionary. Sup- 
pose a missionary stationed in Toronto, and 
preaching there twice every Sabbath except 
once a month, with Hamilton fora station in 
one direction, and Weston, Malton and 
Brampton in another, and you have a case 
analogous to that of the missionary in Prince 
Albert as to the distance he has to travel in 
the ordinary course of his work, and that 
over trails unbridged as nature left them. 
Were these buildings completed and paid 
for, Prince Albert would ere long pass from 
the rank of a mission-station to that of a Sup- 
plemented Congregation, leaving all the sup- 
port that can be got from the other stations, 
a source of revenue constantly increasing, 
for another missionary. If we would possess 
this land for Christ, new measures in Home 
Mission work will need to be adopted, provi- 
sion must be made not merely for the support 
of missionaries, but aid must be given for the 
erection of church structures, which often 
give complexion to the religious life ofa com- 
munity, a higher Christian education, and the 
dissemination of religious literature. Contribu- 
tions will be received in aid of one and all 
of the church buildings mentioned above, 
by Rev. Dr. Reid, Toronto, or Rev. Dr. Coch- 
rane, Brantford. 


Manitoba wud the dlovti-West. 


BY REV. JAMES ROBERTSON, 


INCE my appointment to the superin- 
tendency of Missions in Manitoba and 
the North-West I have travelled over 
nearly the whole of the country that has 
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peen settled in Manitoba during the last ten 
years. MayI be allowed to lay before your 
readers a few facts relating to the mission 
work here. 


Ist. Settlement extends westas far as Fort 
Ellice and north of the boundary line, about 
130 miles at Shell River. The proportion of 
good land in this areais very large. Between 
Dead Horse Creek and Clear Water there 
are in one block 1,500,000 acres of the finest 
land I ever saw. It is high dry prairie, in 
some places deeply undulating with a mile 
or a mile-and-a-half between the crests of the 
swells, and everywhere fertile and easily in- 
viting cultivation. The Big Plain is 20 miles 
square with scarcely a break. The soil is 
sandy loam, north and west of Rapid City 
and Minnedosa the land is more broken, 
but very fertile, and with a little drainage 
and cultivation will become one of the finest 
farming districtsin thecountry. As I stood 
with the Rev. Mr. Borthwick on the east 
slope of the Pembina mountain one day, near 
Nelsonville, I beheld a charming scene. 
The whole prairie was bathed in sunshine. 
To the south-east the dark-coloured Menno- 
nite villages were full in view. To the east 
and north-east the prairie was dotted over 
for twenty miles or more with the homes of 
the Canadian and Old Country settler ; while 
away to the north the blue smoke of the 
Boyne Grist Mill, twenty miles distant, was 
seen against the sky. While driving along 
the elevated plateau of the Turtle Mountain, 
I stopped the horse frequently to look at the 
plain on the north,extending forthirty miles to 
Lamp Valley. From the top of the Brandon 
Hills and other places, similar views can be 
obtained. Suffice it to say, that I never real- 
ized what a country we have, how much good 
land is within a short distance of Winnipeg, 
till I travelled over it. The traveller or 
tourist who comes as far and no further than 
Winnipeg, has no idea of the magnificent 
country that lies to the west. Conversations 
with settlers give him no adequate conception 
of it. It should be seen. 


2nd. This area is not wholiy settled, but 
settlements are found throughout the whole 
of it. The people are from all parts of the 
world, but mostly from Britain and the East- 
ern provinces of the Dominion. The Scotch 
and Scotch-Canadian elements largely pre- 
dominate. The settlers are hardy, indus- 
trious, intelligent, law-abiding, moral and 
religious. They like the country, are full of 
hope, and confident that a great future is be- 
fore the Province. Speaking to one of my 
elders when I was in Norwich, Mr. McKnight, 
who is settled at the Boyne, I said, “are you 
sure that you did not commit a mistake in 
coming to Manitoba?” “I was never more 
sure of it than now,’ he replied. “It is but 


five years since [ came in here, and yet I 
could sell all I have, go back to Ontario, buy 
back my old farm, and have as much money 
left ag I,took into the country with me, and 
you know I came here with more than the 
mostof people. This year I have 2700 bushels 
of grain, and I might have a good deal more, 
only I did not like the trouble of teaming it 
so far to market. Next year the railroad 
will be at my door and I[ expect to have 
nearly twice as much.” His wife who came 
here with great reluctance is now contented 
and happy, and would not hear of returning 
to her home. His circumstances are, of 
course, better than those of the most of our 
settlers. He brought capital with him, and 
he has had time to break up his land. {I have 
seen many a melancholy sight, and heard 
many a tale of distress this autumn. For 
two years in succession the settlers north- 
west of Rapid City lost their crop, and only 
pluck and faith carried them through. But 
this year they have a good crop, are past the 
worst, and are contented. A large propor- 
tion of the settlers are young unmarried 
men. I am most anxious that wives should 
should be got for them, and good wives, too, 
in some way or other. The matter has been 
discussed in the papers somewhat jocularly, 
but to me it is a serious question, socially, 
morally, and in every aspect. It is difficult, 
if not impossible, for many of those young 
men to leave their farms. They are not 
blessed with too much cash yet. To neglect 
their winter work is to be unprepared for 
spring, and to run the risk of losing a year’s 
crop; and yet a colony of bachelors can 
never be asuccess. From a slight elevation, 
the Rev. Mr. Wellwood pointed out tome the 
houses, I will not say homes, of sixteen ba- 
chelors in his parish. There are thirty-three 
bachelors connected with one station at Tur- 
tle Mountain, and almost everybody here 
has heard of the famous forty bachelors of 
Swan Lake. But why dwell on the subject. 
Let me suggest that parents should send out ~ 
their daughters here to keep house for their 
sons. And should A. after a time take B.’s 
sister to wife, B. can retaliate by taking A.’s 
sister. And if sons are thinking of coming 
up here let parents see to it that it is ar- 
ranged by the young man that some young 
woman is to follow. They will promote the 
health and happiness, ensure the success, 
and advance the moral and religious welfare 
of their sons by such an arrangement. No 
young man will lose by knowing that a 
bright-eyed maid is waiting till his house is 
built and a fair amount of breaking done. 
If this plan is not satisfactory, let some other 
measure be devised of getting wives for our 
800 or 900 bachelors, and let all bachelors 
intending to come West remember, that in 
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rural districts wives are at a premium. A 
large proportion of the people are members 
and adherents of our Church. North of the 
Assiniboine more than one-half of the people 
are Presbyterians. The proportion in south- 
western Manitoba is not so large, and yet our 
people outnumber any other denomination, 
In the best portions of the country we are 
strong. I will write you again about other 
aspects of the country and work.

ANNUAL LETTER FROM THE OCONVENER. 


(Western Section. ) 


HE season is again approaching when, 
according to the appointment of the 
General Assembly, the annual contribu- 

tion for Foreign Missions should be taken 
up. The third Sabbath of February is the 
day named for this purpose. There are 
many reasons why the contribution should 
this year be large and liberal. Prosperity is 
again returning to our land. God is once 
more blessing us as a people, and giving us 
power to get wealth, and it is surely not too 
much to expect that a fair proportion of this 
wealth will be consecrated to the extension 
of Christ’s Kingdom among the heathen. 
The demands of the work are steadily grow- 
ing, and if success attends our labours, these 
demands must be expected to grow yearly 
more urgent. The Mission staff in all the 
three departments of our work requires to 
he strengthened, but this is specially neces- 
sary in China and India. An additional or- 


dained Missionary should be sent to each of 


these fields without delay. In a climate so 
trying to the health of Canadians as Formosa 
and Central India, it is not safe to have our 
Missions undermanned as they are in both 
these fields, at present. Rev. Dr. G. L. Mac- 
kay has again returned to Formosa with his 
health, we trust, somewhat restored, but at 
any time during the two years of his absence, 
had severe illness laid Mr. Junor aside, as on 
several occasions seemed by no means im- 
probable, the result would have been most 
disastrous. A third missionary must be sent 
to Formosa at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment. The need of another ordained mis- 
sionary in Central India is scarcely less ur- 
gent. To meet these growing demands an 
increased revenue is necessary. Last year 
the Western section of the Church responded 
nobly to the special call then made to its 
liberality. The income of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Committee rose from $22,471.59 to $35,- 
434 58, an increase of $12,962.99 on the pre- 
vious year. The large debt with which the 
year commenced, was reduced $11,166.24 ; 
but stilla debt of $5,392.59 had to be reported 


to the General Assembly in June last. It is 
evident that while there is much in these 
facts to encourage, there is nothing to war- 
rant the Church to relax its efforts or to re- 
duce its contributions to Foreign Missions. 
An average contribution of fifty cents per 
communicant throughout the Western sec- 
tion of the Church would produce $40,000, a 
sum which would be quite sufficient to meet 
the present demands of the Foreign work. 
Is it too much to expect thata great and 
wealthy Church should during the present 
year reach this point? Last year the burn. 
ing words of Dr. G. L. Mackay did much to 
evoke the liberality of the Church, but surely 
those who listened to his stirring appeals 
will not, now that he has returned to his 
work, suffer his words to be forgotten. Dr. 
Mackay has returned to encounter anew the 
privations, toils and dangers of the mission- 
ary life, and it is for us who remain amid the 
comforts and luxuries of home life, to see 
that he and his fellow-labourers in the For- 
eign fleld, lack neither the sympathy nor the 
support necessary to sustain them in their 
work.

LETTER FROM REV. DR. G. L. MACKAY. 


To the Convener :— 


YoxouaMa, Japan, 30th Nov., 1881. 


Since I wrote last in San Francisco, this 
noble British ship took us 4500 miles from 
America. We had very few foreign passen- 
gers; about a dozen in all. Four churches 
were represented by as many men. One 
Greek priest, one Episcopalian clergyman, 
one Congregationalist minister, and the 
writer of this letter. There were 532 Chi- 
nese steerage passengers on board, and three 
died, all of whom were embalmed to be 
taken back to Canton. We had a heavy sea 
all the way across, so that the waves washed 
the upper deck and lashed our gallant vessel 
on her broadside. Safely, however, we were 
carried across by Him who rules the raging 
of the sea. Wewere twenty days coming 
to this port and leave to-morrow at 10 a.m. 
This morning I called on Mr. J. A. Thomson, 
agent of the National Bible Society of Scot- 
land, and he accompanied me by train to 
Tokio, the capital of Japan. It has a popu- 
lation of 800,000. It is evident that good 
work is being done by the missionaries. 
There are 4000 or more converts in Japan 
in connection with all Protestant denomina- 
tions. This evening I addressed fully seventy 
British tars from three war vessels in the 
Temperance Hall. Dr. Gulick, of the re- 
nowned Gulick family, gave me a pressing 
invitation to be present. I felt at home at

Rightly considered, indeed, the duty of 
evangelizing our fellow citizens of French ex- 
traction was a branch of our Home Mission 
work, and not second to it in importance, If 
-it was proper to speak of Home Mission work 
as “beginning at Jerusalem,” they might as 
appropriately designate the work undertaken 
by the Board of French Evangelizationas and 
earnest endeavour to proclaim the Gospeli 
Samaria also. For while it was true that the 
Board extended its operations to the Eastern 
Provinces and also to Ontario and the Weat, 
their work lay chiefly in the Province of 
Quebec, where the people whom they sought 
to beneflt constituted nine-tenths of the po- 
pulation. In the Province of Ontario there 
are about 75,000 French-speaking Roman 
Catholics; in New Brunswick, 45,000; in 
Nova Scotia, 33,000, and in the other Pro- 
vinces about 25,000; while in the Province 
of Quebec the number exceeds one million. 
In the prosecution of its work the Board em- 
ployed three distinct agencies,—(1) The 
preaching of the Gospel in the French 
language. Twenty-seven missionaries were 
employed during the year, of whom twenty- 
one are ordained ministers. In the City of 
Montreal we have two French congregations. 
In Quebec, Ottawa, St. Hyacinthe, Joliette, 
New. Glasgow, Sorel, Namur, and at other 
points there are well organized congregations 
—chiefly French— while in many other 
places, the services of the missionaries are 
divided betwixt the English and French- 
speaking people. (2) Colportage. During

The Maritime section of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Committee met at New Glasgow on the 
16th ult. The meeting was smaller than 
usual, and some business of importance was 
left for the consideration of a future meet- 
ing. 

Trinipap.—A letter from Secretary of 
Mission Council was read with request for 
early remittances in January to enable the 
missionaries to meet engagements with 
catechists, teachers and monitors. Instruc- 
tions were given to meet this request as far 
as practicable. 

New Hesrives.—A letter of acknowledg- 
ment was read from Mrs. D. Morrison, still 
growing weaker from the progress of her 
disease. The Secretary was directed to 
express the sympathy of the Board. A re- 
solution from the Mission Synod was read, 
expressing their conviction that one mis- 
sionary should hereafter suffice for Aneityum, 
and that one should be withdrawn to labour 
on a heathen island; and requesting the 
Foreign Mission Committees of the Free 
Church of Scotland and of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada to consider this proposal, 
and if it should meet their approval to enter 
into negotiations respecting time and way 
of carrying the resolution into effect, and to 
agree as to the missionary to be removed. 
The Committee expressed approval of the 
proposal, and passed resolutions expressive 
of their views on the whole matter, copies of 
which were ordered to be sent to the Com- 
mittee of the Free Church and also to the 
New Hebrides Mission Synod. The request 
of Rev. H. A. Robertson to return with his 
family for a year on furlough, in the end of 
1882, was taken up and considered. All 
sympathized with Mr. Robertson in his de- 
sire, and believed that he had earned, and 
needed, the change asked for. On the other 
hand, consent by the Board carried with it 
the same privilege to Mr. Annand, should he 
ask for it next year, and the successive re- 
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Bible-women were employed. They distri- 
buted 6,550 Bibles and over 30,000 tracts and 
other publications. (3) Schools. This was 
an important arm of the service in connection 
with which there were thirteen schools, eight- 
een teachers, and 475 pupils. The Pointe-aux- 
Trembles schools have nearly one hundred 
scholars on the roll, and are conducted ina 
thoroughly efficient and satisfactory manner, 
The total amount expended on the work last 
year was about $34,000, and a like sum is 
needed to meet the estimated expenditure 
of the year. 


Rey. THomas CumMING, of stellarton, N.S., 
said that he first had his eyes opened to the 
importance of the work in which the Board is 
engaged eight years ago, during a visit to the 
City of Quebec. At that time he became 
thoroughly convinced that the prevalence ot 
the Roman Catholic religion was the great 
hinderance to the prosperity of this Pro- 
vince. Were it possible to substitute Presby- 
terian ministers for the fossilized priests of 
Rome there would be such an improvement 
in the condition of the people as we have no 
conception of. There were many obvious 
reasons why we should prosecute this work 
with zeal and energy. In the first place the 
French people need the Gospel as contained in 
the Scriptures. For the most part of the 
Bible is a sealed book to them, and even the 
services of their church are frequently con- 
ducted in an unknown tongue. The speaker 
held it to be unwise to indulge in the whole- 
sale denunciations of Popery which were 
sometimes heard. He would not go so far as 
to say that none who professed that religion 
could be saved. There were doubtless among 
them some who were sincerely honest and 
conscientious and whose religious belief was 
in advance of the system by which they were 
governed. We hold to the doctrine of justifi- 
cation by faith in Christ Jesus. They seem 
to recognize the same principle, with this 
important difference, however, that salvation 
comes, somehow, through the hands of the 
priest. They must be taught that not by 
money or purchased prayers are they to 
enter the Kingdom. What a joy it would 
bring to many an aching heart were they 
only at liberty to accept a free salvation. It 
cannot be doubted that many are losing 
faith in a system that does not satisfy them, 
nor meet the felt want of their souls. In 
the second place, The Masters’ command is 
imperative,—“ Go ye into the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature ’’—not 
in the spirit of rivalry; not to strive with or 
against other denominations: not as contro- 
versialists, but by the simple preaching of the 
Word, and becoming, ourselves, living episiles 
shall we best commend the truth to others. If 
-we cannot all preach we can- assist in other 


ways. We can at least give of our means for 
the support of those who give themselves to 
the work of preaching the Gospel. In the 
third place, we should uot overlook The 
power of the Gospel. We may not have the 
same palpable evidence as that represented 
to us in Ezekiels’ vision, but we do not the 
less believe that the Gospel of Christ is still 
“the power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth ;” and if we preach the 
Gospel to the one and a quarter millions of 
our fellow-countrymen who are in need of it, 
let us not doubt that the darkness will 
disappear. “Give me,” said Archemedes, 
“a point outside of the world, and I will 
move it.” The Gospel is that point, and the 
preaching of the Gospel is the lever by 
which the world is now being moved. It 
would be different if they preached a system 
of philozophy or science, but with the Gospel 
of the Grace of God, ultimate success was 
assured. Another consideration ought to 
afford us encouragement,— The success of the 
work, It is not a wise thing to be making a 
great flourish of trumpets and to be boasting 
about the number of converts, but for those 
engaged in the work to know that many are 
coming to the light is a source of unspeak- 
able joy. We are thankful for the measure 
of success that has attended the work, but 
all that has yet been accomplished is only 
like the small drops that precede a heavy 
shower. We are on the eve of great changes 
and we should expect great things. As the 
mists disappear before the rising sun so false 
systems are beginning to banish away. “ Let 
us be steadfast and unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, foras- 
much as we know that our labour shall not 
be in vain in the Lord.” “In due season we 
shall reap if we faint not.” 


THe Rev. Joun Casgy, of Kelso began 
by referringto an incident in the American 
War when 200 slaves who had been captured 
by the northern army, wanted to go back to 
their homes that they might be instrumental 
in freeing from slavery their wives and fami- 
lies. That was, he said, the feeling that ac- 
tuated every true convert from the Church 
of Rome—freed by Christ they longed for the 
freedom of those whom they had left be- 


‘hind in slavery. .He then referred to some 


hindrances in the way of French Evangeliz- 
ation, (1.) The first was to be found in 
Protestantism itself. He had been for 
twenty-seven years a Roman Catholic, and 
one of the greatest difficulties in the way of 
his accepting the gospel was the seeming 
differences and rivalries among Protestants. 
The question which he found so difficult to 
solve was this: IfI leave my Church how 
shall I find the true one among the many 
sects of Protestantism? He, however, went 
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to hear ministers belonging to different de-| pendant on human authority. The Church 
nominations, and found that they all preach- | to which they belonged did not allow them 


ed the same gospel, and came to the con- 
clusion that their points of difference must 
be like the points in geometry—they might 
have place but they had no magnitude. 
Were those ministers on the platform be- 
longing to as many different denominations, 
and were he to ask them the question: 
‘What must I do to be saved?” they would 
all give the same answer which Paul gave to 
the Philippian gaoler: “ Believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved.” Had 
the spirit manifested by Abraham toward 
Lot animated the Christian Church in days 
gone by, long since the Saviour should have 
received the heathen for his inheritance and 
the uttermost parts of the earth for His pos- 
session. Roman Catholics however found 
those differences a great stumbling-block in 
the way when they wished to leave their 
own Church and become Protestants.  (2.) 
The second hindrance was in the intellectual 
and spiritual condition of the majority of 
Roman Catholics. It was too true, he said, 
that Catholic countries were easily distin- 
guishable from Protestant ones by the thick 
cloud of ignorance that hung over them. 
Lower Canada was no exception. A large 
proportion of the older French Canadians 
can neither read nor write. How is the 
gospel to have free course among them? 
Enable them to read the Bible for them- 
selves—give them education. He was glad 
to find that the Presbyterian Church was 
leading the way in this great work. He could 
hear testimony to the efficiency of their 
schools at Point-aux-Trembles. He had 
spent one winter there and he believed that 
the Roman Catholics, trained in those schools, 


could never after be firm believers in the. 


peculiar dogmas of the Church of Rome. 
Those young people gained a knowledge of 
God’s Word that no priest could ever de- 
prive them of—and left the schools to go 
back to their homes as missionaries of the 
true gospel of Christ. He urged most ear- 
nestly, on those present, the duty of liber- 
ally supporting the institution at Point-aux 
Trembles. He shewed the spiritual con- 
dition of Roman Catholics by referring to 
some of the superstitious practices in vogue 
among the most enlightened as well as the 
most ignorant members of that Church. 
The Jesuit as well as the habiiant needed the 
light of God’s Word. (38.) The third hin- 
drance was the enervating influence of such 
a system as Roman Catholicism. He had 
heard one of the members of the Montreal 
Presbytery say that a stiff back-bone was 
characteristic of Scotchmen. He thought 
that the very reverse was characteristic of 
most Roman Catholics. They were too de- 


to exercise their reason in matters pertain- 
ing to religion. The right of private judg- 
ment was denied, consequently they were 
kept in spiritual bondage all the days of their 
lives. Roman Catholicism does not ordi- 
narily produce a robust type of Christianity. 
As a system it is defective in this regard. 
Not one in a thousand of its votaries have 
the moral courage to renounce its errors 
even when they are fully convinced of them. 
It is a system which promises to carry peo- 
ple to heaven in consideration of meritorious 
acts performed by themselves, or for them, 
by the intervention ofhuman agency. The 
gospel which we desire to give them on the 
other hand, is that which alone makes them 
free. In the light of this gospel we teach 
them to walk alone in the strength of God. He 
referred to the case of the great Frenchman, 
Montalambert, who at first strongly opposed 
the dogma of Papal infallibility, but after- 
wards submitted, although he acknowledged 
that he could not reconcile the decree with 
his own ideas of truth. To illustrate still 
further the power of of the Church of Rome 
over the intellects of men, he stated that 
for months after he had left the Church, 
and had lost faith in most ofher unscriptural 
dogmas, he still wore around his neck the 
scapulars of the Virgin Mary. He was 
afraid to raise his arm to remove them lest 
it might remain fixed in that position. He 
feared lest his arm should become paralyzed 
because the Church of Rome had first par- 
alyzed his intellect. Nothing could free 
that people from such degrading superstition 
but the pure gospel of Jesus Christ. The 
Bible is still, what the Italian Liberator said 
it was, the best gun to shatter the shackles 
of any people, Give the Roman Catholics 
of Lower Canada God’s Word, and they will 
not only become free but strong—strong in © 
the Lord and in the power of His might. In 
conclusion, he urged Protestants in their 
dealings with converts from the Church of 
Rome to keep two texts of scripture in mind. 
The first was: “ Him thatis weak in the faith 
receive ye, but not to doubtful disputations.” 
They are like little children trying to walk, 
give them time and they may afterwards be 
able to distance yourselves in the race. The 
second text was this: “Let your light so- 
shine before man, &c.” He knew no greater 
power for the spread of the gospel than this. 
The priest may burn the Bible, but there is 
a Scripture that he cannot burn, that is the 
gospel that is written in the pure, godly 
lives of Protestants. Roman Catholics must. 
read that Bible and their priests cannot hin- 
der them. Prove that your religion is purer 
than theirs because it makes your lives. 
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purer. He illustrated this also by incidents 
from real life. Many in this audience are 
doubtless decendents of the Scottish Con- 
vanters. The very mention of their name 
carries our thoughts back 

*“*Mo the muirland of mist, where the martyrs lay ; 
Where Cameron’s sword and his Bible were seen, 
Engraved on the stone where the heather grows green.” 
Whatever mistakes these noble men may 
have committed, they made their mark on 
the world and have left us a splendid ex: 
ample of fidelity to the principles which 
they professed. They loved their Bibles. 
Mr. Casey concluded an eloquent speech by 
urging the importance of Christian example 
and of giving greater attention to the study 
of the Word of God. . 


Tae Rev. C. E. Amaron, of Three Rivers, 
said that asa French Canadian he longed 
for the day when his countrymen shall be 
freed from Papal thraldom. Asa son ofone 
of the first missionares who engaged in the 


evangelization of the French-speaking people | 


in this Province, he was proud of the oppor- 
tunity to speak on the subject, and he felt 
it would be unworthy of him if he did not 
speak his mind boldly. It seemed to him 
that there is a degree of moral cowardice 
creeping in among Protestants of the pres- 
ent day. He had not forgotten the fearless 
utterances that had gone forth from this 
very platform on former occasions similar 
to this, from bretheren who are no longer 
with us. He believed that no harm was 
likely to come from speaking the truth, and 
the whole truth. He had been told that he 
should not scold. While he had no inten- 
tion of doing so, he wished to mention a few 
facts. The question is sometimes asked, 
why does this work not make more rapid 
progress? The true answer to that question 
is, our want of faith. It is useless to imagine 
that we shall succeed without strong faith 
in the power of the Holy Spirit. Many say 
to us, “It is no use your trying to convert 
the Catholics of this Province. They are 
quiet, inoffensive, people—well enough as 
they are ; why not let them alone?” Is the 
God of the Reformation dead? Has He 
abdicated in favour of the prisoner of the 
Vatican! Were Martin Lutherand Malanc- 
thon and Zwingle and Knox and Huss all 
wrong? The system which they resisted so 
successfully is the same that confronts us 
to-day in the Province of Quebec, and it 
ought to be protested against by us as it 
was by them. The attitude which we as- 
sume to Romanism is essentially wrong. 
We are far too indifferent. The faci is that 
the people whom we are trying to reach are 
in darkness and need that light which it is 
in our power to give them. We cannot di- 
vest ourselves of our responsibility in this 
regard. “The armof the Lord is not short- 


ened that it cannot save.’ | Wherefore 
should we doubt? A hundred years ago 
there was nota French Protestant in Canada : 
now there are 10,000. Forty years ago it 
was impossible to get twenty-five French 
Protestants together to listen to the Gospel : 
now there are five churches in Montreal 
city. The efforts of the Board are already 
bearing fruit, not only in this city and in 
this Province but in many parts of the Do: 
minion and in places beyond its boundaries. 

Principal Maovicar, the chairman of the 
Board, gave a very satisfactory account of 
the examinations of the schools at Point- 
aux-Trembles, and the French students of the 
Presbyterian College enlivened the meeting 
at intervals by singing several French hymns 
during the evening.

Aft HAS been so often and broadly asserted 
that Christian Missions only commenced 
with the present century, that many have 
thoughtiessly accepted the statement. No- 
thing, however, can well be farther from the 
truth. Its refutation is found at the very 
threshold of inquiry, for, beyond all doubt, 
the age of the apostles was intensely mis- 
sionary, and not to speak of the first great 
missionary to the Gentiles, it afforded nume- 
rous illustrations of the highest types of per- 
sonal zeal and consecration. Tradition affirms 
that nearly all of the first apostolic band, and 
most of their immediate successors, shared 
the fate of their Master and gained the crown 
of martyrdom. Although it is now impossi- 
ble to describe accurately the nature of the 
organizations which bound them together, 
there can be no doubt that they proceeded in 
an orderly and methodical manner, recogniz- 
ing the authority of Councils and Presbyteries, 
yet each claiming for himself as much liberty 
as is claimed by Presbyterians of the present 
day. Whatever the nature of their societies, 
the individual missionaries were eminently 
successful, for at a very early period Christ- 
ianity had spread over nearly the whole of 
the then known world. The miraculous gifts 
with which these early missionaries were en- 
dowed were unquestionably one of the most 
important elements in their success. There 
was another explanation, however, which 
should never be forgotten, namely, that in the 
apostolic times every one who became a 
Christian became also a missionary. No 
century of the Christian era has passed with- 
- out its missionary heroes ; and even the dark- 


the leadership of Columba, such as the world 
has not seen since his day. ‘So blest were 
his labours, so rapid the effects produced by 
the example of his virtues, that in a few years 
the greater portion of the British dominions 
were converted to the Christian faith.” From 
the college at Iona, not only were above three 
hundred churches which Columba had him- 
self established supplied with learned pastors, 
but many missionaries were sent to neighbor- 
ing countries, The Roman Catholic Church 
entered upon mission work in heathen lands 
at a much earlier period than the Protestant 
Churches. The Reformation in the sixteenth 
century, instead of paralyzing that Church, 
seems to have inspired her with fresh zeal and 
led her to retrieve the losses sustained in 
Europe by that movement by extending her 
influence in other countries. The Francis- 
cans, the Dominicans, the Capuchins, and es- 
pecially the Jesuits, were great missionary 
societies which distinguished themselves by 
establishing missions in India, China, Japan, 
Africa and America, long before the Protest- 
ants thought of foreign missions. It could 
scarcely be expected, indeed, that the Re- 
formed Churches should immediately enter 
upon missions to the heathen. Fora length 
of time their hands were too full with their 
own affairs, and unhappily they too soon fell 
into such a condition of apathy as unfitted 
them for aggressive work. 

The earliest Protestant missionary enter- 
prise we read of, emanated from Switzerland, 
in 1556, when fourteen Swiss missionaries 
took their departure from Geneva, bound for 
Brazil, South America, where a French colony 
had been planted a short time before. The 
primary object of the colony was to provide 
an asylum for Protestants who were perse- 
cuted in their own country. The “mission” 
was undertaken for their benefit, as well as 


bait 
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with the hope of converting the native popu- 
lation to the Christian faith. It failed, how- 
-ever, in both respects. Before the missiona- 
ries had time to acquire the language of the 
natives they themselves became the objects of 

ersecution at the hands of the man who had 
Ree the enterprise, and before a year had 
passed, such of them as survived were glad to 
return to their native land. Three years later, 
the king of Sweden sent a missionary to Lap- 
land who laid the foundation of a Christian 
‘Church there. In course of time schools were 
established and the Bible was printed in the 
vernacular, but though that mission has sur- 
vived the changes of more than three centu- 
ries, the progress has been limited. The Re- 
formed Church of Holland instituted a mission 
to Ceylon in 1642. Its first efforts were 
directed to the conversion of the Roman Ca- 
tholics whom they already found there in 
large numbers. Schools and printing presses 
were established and proselytes were gained 
over, but, from whatever cause, it does not 
appear that the Protestant religion of that 
time was a whit more effectual for the regen- 
eration of the Cingalese than the system which 
it largely replaced. The professed Christians 
of Ceylon rapidly declined in numbers, and 
those who nominally adhered to the new doc- 
trines were scarcely to be distinguished from 
their pagan neighbours. The history of Dutch 
missions in Java is especially discouraging. 
They printed and circulated large editions of 
the Bible, but they neglected the education of 
the people, so that their labour was in vain, 
and the last state of the Javanese was as bad 
as the first. In 1631 they turned their atten- 
tion to Formosa. Mr. Robert Junius, said to 
‘belong to a Scotch family which had settled 
in Holland, was sent to'this island with a view 
to introducing Christianity among the natives, 
and he seems to have been remarkably suc- 
cessful. He is said to have baptized some 
six thousand adults, besides children. He in- 
stituted schools, and had as many as fifty 
trained native teachers employed under him. 
During twelve years he laboured, chiefly in 
the northern districts, but he also planted 
twenty-three churches in the southern towns. 
When he left the island, other Dutch mission- 
aries took up the work, but in 1661 the “for- 
eign devils” were driven from Formosa, and 
no trace of their missionary labours seems to 
have been discernible when our Canadian 
missionary, Dr. G. L. Mackay, began his great 
work at Tamsui in 1872. The Dutch also 
extended their missionary efforts to India as 
early as 1630, and were indeed the first among 
the Protestants in that field. 

_ To the DANISH LUTHERANS must be as- 
signed a very honourable place in the van of 
Protestant missions. If not the first to sow 
the good seed in India, they were the first to 
reap any substantial and lasting. results. Zie- 


genbald and Plutschau, two young men edu- 
cated at Halle, Saxony, were their first mis- 
sionaries, who settled at Tranquebar, a Danish 
colony, in 1705. These were tollowed by 
Schultze and Dahl, and Schwartz, and Grund- 
ler, and Kiernander, men eminent for their 
piety, self-denial, and enthusiasm, whose suc- 
cess.as missionaries has not been surpassed 
in modern times. It is a fact worth remem- 
bering, that at the death of Schwartz, in 1798, 
more than 50,000 converts to the Protestant 
faith had already been baptized in India alone. 
It is only fair to add, that the success of these 
Danish missionaries in India was in a large 
measure due to the English “ Society for the 
Promotion of Christian Knowledge,” founded 
in 1698, which, impressed with the hopeful- 
ness of the work, came to their assistance and 
furnished a large portion of the funds requi- 
site for carrying on the work efficiently. About 
1825, the Danish missions in India were trans- 
ferred to the S. P. G. Society, under whose 
auspices they were greatly extended, and 
have been crowned with marked success, es- 
pecially at Tanjore, Trichinopoly, and Tinni- 
velly. The mission of Hans Egede to Green- 
land, commenced in 1721, under the patronage 
of the king of Denmark, is one of the most 
interesting episodes of Protestant missions. 
Attended by appalling difficulties, owing to 
its isolation, the rigour of its arctic climate, 
and the poverty of the people, it nevertheless 
was tolerably successful. It survived many 
years and was ultimately transferred to the 
Society next to be named, and whose history 
is a very remarkable one. 

THE UNITED BRETHREN, or the “ Mora- 
vians,” as they are commonly called, trace 
their origin to the time immediately succeed- 
ing the death of Wicliff---“ The morning star 
of the Reformation.” In 1457, a number of 
the followers of John Huss, and Jerome of 
Prague, the reformers and martyrs of Bohe- 
mia, formed themselves into a Society under 
the name of Unitas Fratrum. The Bohe- — 
mian Church, like that of the Waldenses, was 
always distinguished for its fidelity to the 
doctrines and discipline of the primitive 
Christians and for many centuries had with- 
stood the encroachments of the Roman See. 
At length, however, they became the subjects 
of merciless persecution, and were compelled 
to hide themselves in their mountain fast- 
nesses or to seek an asylum in other coun- 
tries. Their last bishop, Amos Comenius, 
took refuge in London, where the church of 
Austin Friars was set apart for the use of the 
Protestant refugees from Bohemia, Moravia, 
Poland and Hungary. Amidst all their suffer- 
ings the Brethren laboured incessantly for the 
Truth, and they were the first to avail them- 
selves of the art of printing for the publica- 
tion of the Bible, three editions of which were 
issued by them in the Bohemian language 
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before the Reformation. In 1722 a remnant 
‘of the scattered brotherhood found a home in 
upper Lusatia, and a patron and warm friend 
‘in the person of Count Zinzendorf. On his 
‘estates they were permitted to build a humble 
_ village which they named Herrnhut---“ The 
Lord’s Watch,” which has ever since been 
‘their head-quarters. Zinzendorf placed him- 
‘self at the head of this little community and 
came to yield nearly absolute authority in 
their Church, and although his character was 
not free from eccentricities which reflected on 
his prudence at times, he was a well-meaning 
and earnest man, while his followers were 
conspicuous examples of simple faith, piety, 
and devotion ; and their subsequent history 
affords a conspicuous illustration of what may 
be accomplished by a small number of people 
animated with a sincere desire to promote the 
interests of Christianity. When their num- 
bers were as yet scarcely six thousand persons, 
such was the missionary spirit of the United 
Brethren that in the short period of eight 
years, from 1731, they had sent their mission- 
aries to Greenland, Lapland, the West Indies, 
and North and South America. With a zeal 
and perseverance unequalled by any other 
body of Protestants they have never flagged 
in their efforts, and now they present the 
unique spectacle of a Church having a larger 
number of communicants in its foreign mis- 
sion stations than in its home field. In 1879 
it had only 18,717 communicants at home, 
while, the communicants in its mission stations 
numbered 23,843. The total number of adhe- 
rents in the Home Church is only about thirty- 
thousand ; the number in the missions is over 
seventy-three thousand ! of whom four thou- 
sand are Esquimaux and Indians, The total 
yearly missionary income of this Society is 
about $250,000, one-half of which is contri- 
buted by the denomination. The expenditure 
is managed with the most scrupulous econo- 
my. Many of its agents labour gratuitously, 
and few of its missionaries receive more than 
$600 per annum. The Brethren have indeed 
girdled the globe with their missions, for in 
addition to the countries already named, they 
are to be found in Australia and Africa, in 
Egypt, Thibet, and Mongolia. Their Labra- 
dor mission is supported by a branch Society 
in London, which has its mission ship, the 
“Harmony,” that has made over a hundred 
voyages to these sterile shores. Several of 
the Moravian missions have become self-sup- 
porting, and all their converts are early trained 
in the grace of Christian liberality. In many 
respects the Brethren are a model missionary 
society. Apart from what they have accom- 
plished themselves, the influence of their ex- 
ample upon others has been incalculable. In 
the long list of illustrious missionaries, there 
are no names bettér entitled to honourable 
mention than those of Christian David who 


went from Herrnhut to Greenland, and Mar- 
tin Schenk to the West Indies, George Smidt, 
the proto-missionary of South Africa, and 
Henry Rauch and David Zeisberger, who la- 
boured long and faithfully among the North 
American Indians. 

Early in the history of the North American 
colonies, efforts were put forth for the instruc- 
tion of the native Indians in the Christian 
faith. Among the first who achieved any suc- 
cess in this direction, was John Eliot, the 
minister of Roxbury, in the neighborhood of 
Boston, who having acquired their language, 
was very successful in his ministrations, and 
in teaching them the arts of civilized life. In 
1651, a number of them united to build a 
town, which they called Natick, and here the 
first Christian Church for the aborigines of 
New England was organized. On the Island 
of Martha’s Vineyard, too, the Mayhews, fa- 
ther and son, laboured with remarkable devo- 
tion during the long period of one hundred 
and fifty years for the conversion of the In- 
dians, many of whom gave evidence of the 
work of grace in their hearts, while many 
others were only inoculated with the vices of 
the white man. The first Protestant Mission- 
ary Society in Britain was organized in 1649, 
under the title of “The Society for the Pro- 
pagation of the Gospel in New England and 
the adjacent parts of America.” It was in- 
tended that its influence should reach both 
the colonists and the natives, but as the days 
of elaborate reports and statistics had not yet 
arrived, little is known of the work done by 
this Society which, fifty years later, merged 
in the now famous S. P. G. Society. In 1743 
David Brainerd commenced his heroic work 
among the Indians in the neighborhood of 
Albany, under the auspices of “The Society 
for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge,” 
founded in Edinburgh in 1709, and which was 
probably the first Presbyterian Missionary 
Society in Scotland, though its efforts: were 
directed rather to assist existing agencies than 
to plant missions of its own. During three 
years Brainerd laboured incessantly, enduring 
great hardships, but also winning great 
triumphs, and at the end of that time finished 
his brief but splendid career with joy, in the 
thirtieth year of his age. It is scarcely neces- 
sary to add, that in all the regions where 
these devoted men laboured so long and so 
faithfully, there is now not so much as a vest- 
ige of The red men remaining. “The fate of 
the red man,” says Sir Francis Bond Head in 
one of his official despatches, “is, without any 
exception, the most sinful story recorded in 
the history of the human race.” The number of 
Indians in the United States is computed to be 
about 266,000, one-half of whom are nominal 
Christians. In addition to native pastors and 
teachers, 130 missionaries, under the auspices 
of the various Protestant Churches, labour 
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amongst them. The number in Canada is 
between seventy and eighty thousand. Those 
in Quebec and the Maritime Provinces are for 
the most part Roman Catholics. In the 
Western Provinces the Church of England 
and the Methodists have been the most active 
in their efforts to convert and civilize. The 
first Protestant Church (Episcopal) in Ontario 
was built for the use of the Six Nation In- 
dians near Brantford, by the British Govern- 
ment in 1783. It is still used for divine ser- 
vice. Upwards of 3,000 Indians are to be 
found in this settlement. They are chiefly 
Episcopalians and Methodists. The mission 
was nominally founded by the S. P. G. Sosiety, 
and is now sustained by “ The New England 
Company,” a Society in England which also 
assists other missions to the Indians in Can- 
ada. The “ €hurch Missionary Society” main- 
tain a mission within the Arctic Circle, at 
Fort McPherson, near the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie River, where the Ven. Archdeacon 
McDonald has been labouring for the benefit 
of the Indians since 1852—the nearest to the 
North Pole of any Christian missionary, save 
the Danish and Moravian missionaries to the 
Esquimaux in the North of Greenland.

LETTER FROM REV. DR. JENKINS. 


HYERES, S. OF FRANCE. 


This is the 20th day of January. I am 
sitting in my room with windows open, 
the thermometer standing at 68°. The heat 
in the open air is so great that one is glad to 
take shelter from it; how could he use the 
time so well, as in writing to one’s friends ! 
The elimate of the Riviera, to me who am 
testing it for the first time, is wonderful. I 
speak of its mildness and dryness. Its results 
on the health of the invalid are often satis- 
factory. To secure such results the patient 
should never be sent here in a condition of 

body so weak as to disable him from taking 
~ exercise, both walking and driving, in the 
open air. Many, alas! come here too late, 
and die. I have called the climate “ wonder- 
ful:” The place abounds in palm trees— 
some of them as lofty as I have seen 
in India. The olive, magnolia, arbutus, aloe, 
and cactus flourish luxuriantly. Orange and 
lemon trees with their clusters of ripe, golden 
fruit are innumerable ; every garden, yes, 
every small plot of ground, is adorned by 
their richness and beauty. The heliotrope, 
the geranium, the gladiola, are in full bloom ; 
roses and violets abound. From the garden 
of this hotel hundreds of branches of violets 
are daily gathered for the Paris market, and 
even for Covent Garden. You never hada 
warmer or a finer June day in Montreal, than 
we have enjoyed on this twentieth of January. 


The town is ancient and quaint. The “closes” 
outvie those of Edinburgh in their dirtiest 
days. The new part of the town is very 
splendid and attractive ; not so much for its 
buildings, as for its grand Boulevards. Some 


of these are completed, and with their rows ° 


of palm-trees, present a very fine appearance. 
Others are in course of construction, with a 
thoroughness as to masonry and road-making, 
which I have never known surpassed. 

There isa French Protestant Church here 
of about 40 communicants, and a congrega- 
tion of from 60 to 80. The minister is an 
earnest, well-read, intelligent, evangelical 
clergyman, who seems to understand his. 
work, and tries his best to doit. His wife is. 
like-minded with himself. Their work is ar- 
duous, forthe Protestant French are in asmall 
minority—very small ; and their battle is with 
the triple-foe of religion—Superstition, Infi- 
delity,and Worldliness. It is cheering, in pre- 
sence of such influences, as we passthrough one: 
one of the principal streets, to see an ecclesias- 
tical building dedicated, “AU CHRIST REDEMP- 
TEUR ”—to Christ the Redeemer. This is the 
inscription over the Protestant Church. 

The Church of Scotland has a Chaplain 
here—the Rev. David Scott, B.D., of Dalziel, 
near Hamilton. He commenced his services. 
in the Church to which I have just referred. 
Soon after, his throat gave such signs of debi- 
lity, that his medical man forbade his preach- 
ing. Since then, I have taken the service for 
him—an afternoon service on each Lord’s. 
day. I am very thankful to be able once’ more 
to occupy a pulpit. I may say, indeed, that 
the effect of this delicious climate upon my 
own health is most gratifying. The benefit 
has been greater than we could have antici- 
pated. Our congregation numbers about 3o-: 
—in wet weather, a rare occurrence, even 
fewer. A sad case occurred last week in the 
midst of our little Scottish circle here. The 
Rev. James Pennell, Minister of the parish of 
Ballingry in Fifeshire, came here several 
weeks ago in poor health, accompanied by his 
wife and daughter. His condition has been 
all along serious, but variable. Last week 
there were signs of improvement. On Thurs- 
day Mrs. and Miss P. went to dinner, leaving 
him quietly asleep. On Mrs. P.’s return—he 
was lying precisely in the same position, as 
she thought, still asleep. It was the sleep of 
death! I will not say, “Alas!” for it was 
rest from great suffering, and a translation to: 
it. I took part in the burial service. While 
at the grave, I turned to look at the neigh- 
bouring graves ; and my eye fell on the last 
resting place of one whom many members of 
St. Paul’s, and many other readers of the 
RNCORD, especially in London and Halifax, 
will remember as a worthy office-bearer of the-

He 
arose—His‘calin demeanour was strikingly in con- 
trast with the scene that surrounded him and the 
comportment of. his terror-stricken disciples. e- 
éuked—A common mode of expression with our 
Lord when working miracles, Luke, 4: 39, expres- 
-sive here of his sovereign power over the elements, 
as well as over the evil spirits to whose agency 
superstition attributed such storms. Peace, be still 
—Sublime words of command from a Master to 
his servants; as if the winds and sea had been 
‘living powers. A great calm—The immediate sub- 
sidence of the waters was even more miraculous 
than that of the wind, which there often fell in 
that treacherous sea as quickly as it had risen ; but 
it always requires time for the waves to go down 
after such a storm. V. 40. No faith —‘‘ Haveye 
not yet faith?” N. V. Compare Matthew and 
Luke’s version, They had some faith in Him, for 
‘they sought relief at his His hands, but they had 
not enough. and this trial was designed to increase 
and strengthenit. V:i4t. They feared exceedingly 
—or, being afraid they wondered, Luke 8.25 
‘Phey had seen Christ control disease, cast out 
devils, and even raise thedead, but this was a new 
and to them inexplicable manifestation of his 
power, done, too, with so much majesty and ease. 
By it he taught his disciples, and teaches us, to 
believe in his power and his willingness to save 
all who cajl upon him. In the voyage of life we 
-are all exposed to many dangers and trials from 
which we cannot deliver ourselves, but when we 
-are made to feel that ‘‘ vain is thé help ot man,” 
it is a blessed thing to know that ‘‘ God is a very 
present help in trouble,” Ps. 46: 1. If Christ 
-does not always remove the danger, as in this case, 
He will give his believing people grace and guid- 
cance that will enable them to rise above it. He 
wants'us to trust Him when we cannot-see Him. 


Lower Over Gril Spirits. 
MARK V.: I-20. 
Golden Text, 1 Fohn 3: 8. 


a OMPARE Matt. 8; 28-33. Luke 8: 26-39" 

V.1. Zhe country of the Gadarenes—in the 
N. V. ‘ Gerasenes,” which agrees with Matthew’s 
‘*Gerzesenes.’ Gadara was a large city, the 
capital of Perea, 6 or 8 miles from the southern 
end of the sea of Galilee and gave its name to the 
surrounding district, but was not the scene of this 
incident. Gergesa, a smaller town in the same 
district, on the sea shore, better fulfils the require- 
ments of the narrative, see Dr. Thomson’s ‘* Land 
and Book.” V.2. <A unclean spirit—Matthew 
and Luke say ‘‘ possessed with devils’ —com- 
monly ealled a ‘‘demoniac’—one of a numerous 
class of unfortunate beings consisting chiefly, 
though not exclusively, of those who in our time 
would be called insane. In this case it was in- 
sanity of the most aggravated type—a raving 
maniac, so bad as to have been abandoned as 
utterly beyond control or the hope of cure. The 
insane were in those days usually treated with 
much consideration and kindness, and even had a 
place assigned to them in the porch of the temple. 
Vs. 3, 5- “he tomhs—Natural caves in the sides of 
which were cut cells or shelves for the reception of 
the dead. Such places were ceremonially unclean, 
Num. 19: 16. Todwell in them evidenced the low- 
est degradation. Only such wretched creatures as 
this frequented them for shelter. Vo wan could bind 
him—He had been often bound, but such was his 
strength, he could not be kept bound, and so had 
been left to roam at large in this dismal region, 
cut off from human sympathy, and giving vent to 
his misery in fiendish cries, and, as maniacs often 
do, seeking relief in self-inflicted tortures. V. 6. 
Like a wild animal crouching beneath thé power 
of his subduer, the foul spirit by which he was 
possessed instinctively recognizes in Jesus a supe- 
rior influence which it can neither resist or escape 
from. Ran and worshipped— was irresistably 
drawn towards Him who only had power to deal 
with such a case, Ps. 72, 9, Vs. 7,8. Cried.... 
Son of the most high God—Strange declaration of 
Christ’s divinity! But even the devils believe and 
tremble, James 2: 19—knowing that their time for 
tormenting here is limited, and their own doom of 
torment’certain. V.9. Zegzon—A Roman legion 
was six thousand, the word stands for a powerful 
number. V. 10. Lesousht him—this was a de- 
mon’s prayer, not for restoration, but only for a 
reprieve as it were. Vs. 12, 13. Send us into the 
swine—where they might still revel in ‘‘unclean- 
ness” and continue their diab >lical work in another 
form. V.13. Fesus gave them leave —in the exer- 
cise of his sovereign power, knowing that they 
would thus be speedily destroyed, and perhaps also 
that the heathen owners of the herd, or jewish 
owners, if such they were, engaged in gan illicit 
traffic, might at the same time be punished, see 
Lev. 11; 7, 8. Vs. 14-17. The herdsmen fied 
conscience stricken, yet preferring their sins and 
their swine to the teachings of Jesus. Vs. 18-20. 
Notice the gratitude of the dispossessed ! He 
prays that he may be wet Him. One day that 
may be granted. But, not now. 


MARCH 12. 
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Power Over Diserse wid Dewth, 


MARCH I9. MARK V: 21-43. 
Golden Text, Mark 5. 36. 


TAOMPARE Matt. 9; 18-26; Luke 8; 41-56 

“/ The incidents in this lesson took place at 
Capernaum. A crowd was awaiting his arrival and 
followed him to the house of Matthew who had 
invited a large party to meet Christ and his dis- 
ciples, Matt. 9: 10-17. Vs. 22-24. While speak- 
ing with the guests—reproving them for their for- 
mality a local dignitary—a ruler of the Synagogue 
—entered in deep distress and threw himself at the 
feet of Jesus, asinferiors then did and still do in 
the East before those of higher rank. The pre- 
judice against Jesus by the class to which he be- 
longed made the act more remarkable in this case. 
John 7: 47, 48. But see how parental affection 
oversteps ceremony! Come and lay thy hands on 
her—His faith, admirable as it was in his circum- 
stances, was weak compared with that of the cen- 
turion in Matt. 8: 8, who believed that Jesus had 
but ‘‘to speak the word only” toeffect a cure. 


This man with more limited views of Christ’s | 


power, supposing that personal contact was neces- 
sary, as indeed the woman also did in the incident 
which followed. But tho’ weak, it was sincere and 
pleasing to the Master, Gal, 3: 6.  Fesus went 
with him—a beautiful and encouraging instance of 
his readiness to sympathize with human distress, 
Heb- 4: 15, 16. On the way to the house of 
Jairus, a poor woman who had been greatly 
afflicted for many years, who had heard of the 
cures the Great Physician had wrought on 
others, and who thought this was her only 
chance of remedy, resolved to make the experi- 
ment, being firmly convinced, too, that Jesus had 
more than the human skill and power which had 
so often failed her. So great was her faith, in- 
deed, she felt sure that if she could but touch his 
clothes she would be cured, see Acts, 5: 15; and 
19; 12. V. 17. Forcing her way through the 
crowd, she touched his garments—*‘ the hem of his 
garment,” Matthew says—rather one of the four 
tassels hanging from Christ’s outer robe. V. 209. 
She was instantly cured, but to discountenance 
the superstitious belief that there was any special 
virtue in his clothes, he stops, and explains to the 
woman and to the astonished crowd that the power 
te heal vested in himself and that the secondary 
cause of her restoration to health was her faith in 
his power and willingness to relieve her. Such 
faith is needed by all who would be saved from 
sin and its eonsequences, Acts 16: 31. Vs. 35-37. 
Thy daughter is dead—The agony of suspense was 
over, it is useless now to trouble the Master. Little 
did ¢hey know of his power. Before the stricken 
father could utter a word, the compassionate 
Saviour speaks; only dbelieve—upon so simple a 
thing as ¢hat hangs our salvation, John 3:16. V. 
37- Notto gratify mere curiosity, only the parent 
and the three trusted disciples.are admitted to 
witness the miracle. Is it not often thus that the 
spiritually dead are raised to newness of life—by 
quiet agencies? Vs. 38, 39. The tumult—the 
loud noise made by hired mourners and musicians 
at such times, Jer. 9: 17, 18. Sleepeth—A beauti- 
ful figure containing the germ of the doctrine that 
death will be followed by a resurrection, Jn. 11; 24. 
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OGhe Mission of the Gwelve. 


APRIL 2, MARK VI; I-13. 


Golden Text, Matthew 10: 40, 


ZSOMPARE Matt. ch. 10; 13: 54-58; Luke 9; 
1-6, V.1. Zhence—from Capernaum where | 
Jesus had lived for some time, and near which 
most of his ‘‘ mighty works” were done, Matt. IT: 
23. V. 2. Imagine with what interest the Saviour 
returned to the old homestead to mingle again with 
the companions of his early life, and to see what 
effect his wonderful career had on ¢hem. With 
what strange feelings he must have entered the Syn- 
agogue, remembering how on his first official visit 
they had despised and rejected him, Luke 4; 16-30. 
Were astonished—Alas that their surprise at the 
grace and dignity of his bearing so soon gave way 
to petty jealousy! V.3. Zhe Carpenter—Jewish 
custom required every youth to learnatrade. Jesus 
was doubtless brought up to his father’s occupation, 
Matt. 13: 55, and by His example exalted and 
sanctified honest industry. Son of Mary—Joseph 
was probably dead by this time. Svothers and 
sisters—By some supposed to be step-brothers, or 
cousins, but most probably his own brothers and 
sisters, younger than himself, ch. 3: 31. Matt. 
12; 46. John 2: 12. Fames—see Gal. 1: 19, is 
frequently mentioned in Acts as one who occupied 
a high position in the Church at Jerusalem, 12: 17 3 
15; 13; 21: 18. He was author of the epistle 
bearing hisname. ‘The other three are not again 
mentioned in the N. T. Offended—Pride and big- 
otry warped their better judgment. V. 4. Jesus 
attributed their mistaken estimate of him to a 
common failing of humanity, of which we have. 
proof every day. V. 5. Could do no—i. e., con- 
sistently with his principles and teaching, Matte. 
9: 12, 13, and chiefly because of their unbelief, 
Matt. 13; 58; Acts 14:9. V. 7. The twelve— 
had already been ‘‘ called” by name and ordained, 
ch. 3; 13, 19. They were now brought together, 
fully instructed, and endued with such miraculous 
powers as would be sufficient credentials, Matt. ch. 
10. Zwo by two—for mutual help and counsel as well 
as to be witnesses each'for the other. Vs. 8, 9. 
Take nothing—they were going amongst plain peo- 
ple, and must avoid even the appearance of world- 
liness and ostentation, and trust to them for the: 
necessaries of life. Vs. 10, 11. TZhere abide— 
setting an example of quiet domestic life, and that 
those who wished to converse with them might 
know where to findthem. Shake off the dust—sig- 
nifying that the apostle.bad done zs duty and that 
there his responsibility ended, Ezek. 3: 19. Jorge 
tolerable—for the heathen than for those in Chris-. 
tian lands who reject the Gospel. Vs. 12, 13. 
Repent—see Sh, Cat. 87. Amnotinted—a very old 
sign of the gifts and graces of the Spirit, Exo. 28s. 
41. Inthe N.T. used asasign of power to heal,. 
James, 5; 14; but meaningless where that power- 
is wanting. Christ being the embodiment of grace: 
and truth, Col. 2:9, is préeminently ‘‘ THE. 
ANOINTED” of God, Acts 4: 27; 10: 38. Though: 
all are not personally ordained to preach the Gos- 
pel, there is work for every Christian in the Church: 
of God. Self-denial is required of all who labour 
for the salvation of others. They mus? bein eare 
nest, and avoid ostentatious display.

In the United States, 
societies of this kind are numerous and the 
amount of money collected by them is almost 
incredible. It is to be presumed that Cana- 
dian women will not be less enterprising 
than their American cousins, A “ Ladies’ 
Missionary Association” has been also or- 
ganized in St. John, N. B., including Carl- 
ton. The Georgetown and English River 
W. M. Society Montreal Pres., continues 
to prosper. The membership is now close 
on sixty. Thecontributions for the past year

GLEANINGS FROM REPORTS: Si. 


_ Paul's, Montreal, claims to have reached “a 


point of material prosperity unequalled in its 
past history.” Its contributions for the 
Schemes are the largest they have yet given 
—$4,449.75. But, it has no stated minister ! 
St. Andrew’s, Toronto—While steadily reduc- 
ing its very heavy debt, has wisely added 
$1,000 to its minister’s stipend. We say, 
“well done,” to that. Knox Church, Ottawa, 
has paid off its $6,000 debt, and rejoices in 
the “ favorable position” in which it now finds 
itself. It is bound to “go ahead” now. But 
think of Mr. Bell’s congregation at Portage 
La Prairie, Man., building a $10,000 church 
without incurring any debt, and raising their 
ministers stipend to $1,500! A very few 
years ago, the congregation could only raise 
$150 per annum! This will give people in 
the East some idea of the rapid strides that 
are being made inthe West. 


CHURCH AND MANSE BUILDING 
FUND.—Owing to the rapid settlement of 
Manitobaand the North-West the necessity for 
such a fund has become apparent, and steps 
have been initiated towards its realization by 
the formation of a Board consisting of seven 
members, three of whom are to be members 
of the Presbytery, three to be appointed by 
the Presbytery, with the Superintendent of 
Missions as amember ex-officio. All applica- 
tions for aid are to be made to this Board, 
which is to be the sole judge as to the merits 
of each case and the amount of aid to be 
granted. Legislation anent this fund is to be 
sought at the next meeting of Parliament, 
As soon as the Presbytery is divided anda 
Synod erected the appointment of members 
shall be vested in the Synod. This is a good 
movement ; the only question on our minds 
is whether it had not been better to seek first 
the indorsation of the General Assembly. 
The remarks of our correspondent from St. 
John’s, Newfoundland, in another column 
bear on this subject.

MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Knox Church Winnipeg, is to be offered for 
sale on the 18th inst, at an upset price of 
$100,000, It is confidently expected that this. 
amount will be obtained. If the sale takes 
place about the time mentioned, a temporary 
building is to be ready for the use of the con- 
gregation by the first of May. The Rev. M. 
Fraser of St. Thomas is at present occupying 
Knox Church pulpit. St. Andrew’s congrega- 
tion speak of deferring the completion of their 
church for another year, and of erecting a 
lecture room to be used meantime far 
the public worship of the congrega- 
tion. The new church is to cost $35,000 
The congregation is growing rapidly, and the 
want of church accommodation Is greatly felt 
The new Manitoba College building is now 
rapidly approaching completion. It is expect- 
ed to be ready for use early in April. The 
Stonewall Congregation are making prepara- 
tions for church building next summer. An > 
excellent siteis offered gratis byMr. S, P. Jack- 
son, Our people in Brandon, too, are engaged 
in the same good work. They have secured 
three lots at a cost of $3000 for a church site. 
Building is to be commenced immediately. 
The Church and Manse building fund is going 
to work wonders. This fund has already 
reached the respectable sum of $24,000 from 
Manitoba alone. Our cause at Prince Albert 
is making satisfactory progress under the 
zealous labours of Mr. Sieveright. Additional 
help is much wanted in this laborious field. 
At least two new missionaries should be sent 
out immediately. Mr. Sieveright has been | 
compelled through overwork to send in his 
resignation. He has already done noble work 
during the short time he has occupied this 
post, and it is earnestly to be hoped that a 
field so important is not so soon to lose his 
valuable services. The mission school has 
prospered so greatly under Miss Baker’s care 
that it is expected that the Foreign Mission 
Committee will be wholly relieved of its sup- 
port after next summer. Mr. McKay of Mis- 
ta-wa-sis Reserve reports that paganism is fast 
disappearing from that part of the North-West 
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AMlectings of Lreshytevies. 


PicTou, Jan. 31 :—Stellarton was visited 
Presbyterially, and a deliverance adopted ex- 
pressing satisfaction with the condition of the 
congregation and commending more liberality 
towards Home Missions and the supplement- 
ing Fund.

Obituary. 


REV. JOHN BLACK, of Kildonan, Manitoba. 
Intelligence of the death of this much esteem- 
ed clergyman reached us just as we are going 
to press. After a long illness and much weak- 
ness of body, Dr. Black departed this life on 
Sabbath the 12th of February. He was a 
native of Dumfriesshire Scotland, and was 
the pioneer of Presbyterian missions in the 
North-West. Kildonan was settled by High- 
lenders from Sutherlandshire, who in 1812 and 
1816 left their native parish of the same name 
to form a little colony under the zgis of the 
Hudson Bay Company. For forty years they 
were wholly indebted to the Church of Eng- 
land for religious ordinances, but during all 
that time retained a fond affection for the. 
church of their fathers. At length Mr. Black 
was sent to them by the Canada Presbyterian 
church in 1852, and from that time till the day 
of his death he was beloved and respected by 
all who made his acquaintance. He was a 
man of good natural abilities, and with a well 
stored mind. Genial, affable, and kind, a 
good preacher and in every sense an able 
minister of Jesus Christ. To his influence 
pete more than to any other one man may 

e attributed the success of Presbyterian- 
ism and not of Presbyterianism in alone, 
put also of education, and even in the 
domain of politics, his influence for good 
could sometimes be traced. Dr. Black gra- 
duated at Knox College in 1848. In 1876, 
Queen’s University conferred upon him, the 
degree of D.D. Had not his modesty stood 
in the way, he would in all probability have 
been elected moderator of the General Assem- 
bly last year. ; 

Mr. ANDREW DARRAGH, father of the Rev. 
W. S. Darragh, of Goose River, Wallace, N. 
S., died in the 85th year of his age. He was 
born and brought up in. Greenshields, Bally- 
money, County Antrim, Ireland.

six theological colleges of its own, and will 
very soon be in a position not only to man alb 
its pulpits with ministers educated in the coun- 
try, but, to pay back the debt it owes to the 
old country. Already, indeed, some twenty 
or more ex-Canadians are occupying promin- 
ent positions both in Scotland and in Eng- 
land, and if they will only have patience with 
us we shall pay in full. The latest “news” in 
this conneetion is that the Rev. John Camp- 
bell, formerly of St. Andrew’s Church, Hali- 
fax, and latterly of Newark Church, Port 
Glasgow, has been elected minister of Buc- 
cleuch Parish Church, Edinburgh. The con- 
gregation is large and the church is a perfect 
gem of architecture. It has also a double 
endowment which makes the stipend consid- 
erably larger than the ordinary city churches. 
A great meeting was recently held in the Free 
Assembly Hall to hear the report of Rey. 
Messrs. Melville and Thornton—deputies sent 
to visit the Mission Stations of the Free 
Church in South Africa. Their statements. 
were listened to with deep interest, and their 
recommendation that £10,000 should be raised 
to equip the varied agencies as they ought to 
be, evoked a hearty response. Mr. Thornton 
gave an amusing account of an interview he 
had with King Cetewayo. He said the Zulu 
monarch, his four wives, and attendants were 
allowed 20 lbs. of beef per day, 6 lbs. of flour, 
and other things in proportion. Sometimes, 
however, they would not touch the 20 lbs., 
just in order that they might have the 4o lbs. 
on the following day. Cetewayo was also al- 
lowed half a pint of gin when he was ill—and 
he was very often ill. Mr. Thornton, for some 
years minister of Knox Church, Montreal, is 
now the minister of Well Park Free Church, 
Glasgow. Dr. Gibson, formerly of Erskine 
Church, Montreal, has already made his mark 
in London, as the popular and successful min- 
ister of St. John’s Wood Presbyterian Church. 
In several of the Free Church Presbyteries 
overtures. have been introduced favouring the 
introduction of instrumental music in the pub- 
lic services of the.church. If the ,reports of 
the self-constituted: committees for taking the 
religious censuses of the large towns in Brit- 
ain are to be relied on, church-going is on the 
decline in the old country. In the commercial: 
capital of Scotland, whose ancient motto is, 
“ Let Glasgow flourish by the preaching of the 
Word,” and the population of which exceeds 
700,000, it is stated as a fact that on a given 
Sabbath less than one-third of. the people 
went to church. Even in Edinburg, accounted 
the stronghold of Scottish Presbyterianism. 
and propriety, little more than one-fourth of 
the inhabitants attended any place of worship ! 
According to the Globe, the percentage of: 
church-going persons in Toronto, with a pop- - 
ulation of 86,445, is about forty-five per cent. . 
Following out the same line of thought, others, 


have been endeavoring to ascertain what pro- 
tion of certain communities attend the “The 
Devil’s Chapel.” In Bristol, England, it has 
been ascertained that the numbers who fre- 
quented the dram-shops on Saturday night, 
far exceeded those who went to church the 
next day. Messrs. Moopy and SANKEY, 
having completed their Edinburgh campaign, 
were at last accounts in Glasgow. If they 
shall be as successful in the saltmarket there 
as they are reported to have been in theslums 
of Edinburgh, their visit will be a blessing to 
the city. The Glasgow Free Presbytery has 
been discussing the disestablishment question 
and by a very large vote has adopted an over- 
ture declaring that the present connection be- 
tween Church and State in Scotland “is un- 
scriptural, and involves a dishonour done to 
Christ, and a wrong to the Scottish people,” 
Strong language! In thematter of Dr. Wal- 
ter C, Smith and subscription to the Confes- 
sion of Faith, the Free Presbytery of Edin- 
burgh has adopted a resolution characterizing 
the proceeding of Dr. Smith as “unwarrant- 
able and indefensible,” and condemning, “in 
the strongest terms,” the representation that 
in answering the questions or subscribing the 
formula the adherence of elders or deacons 
was “so far as they agreed with Holy Scrip- 
ture.” At a pro re nata meeting of the Es- 
tablished Presbytery of Edimburgh, it was 
agreed to interdict a course of lectures arrang- 
ed to be delivered in the Old Greyfriar’s 
Church, on Sunday evenings at the usual hour 
of service. The first of the course was an- 
nounced: to be by Rev. David McCrae, of 
Dundee, on “Charles Dickens, as a preacher 
of Christianity.” Said lecture was, however, 
delivered on the Sabbath evening in the Odd- 
Fellows’ Hall. The introductory remarks of 
the chairman were interlarded with laughter 
and applause, and Rev. Mr. Webster pro- 
anounced the benediction! Comment is un- 
aecessary. 

THE JEws.—Recent accounts indicate 
that matters have come to such a pass 
in Russia that indignation meetings have 
been held in England and in America to pro- 
test against she atrocities which have been 
committed in that country. It appears that 
the south and west of Russia have, for the last 
eight months, been the scenes of terrible per- 
secution. The details are too sickening for 
cepetition. ; property has been pillaged, and 
crowds of people have been driven from their 
homes from no other reason than that they 
belonged to the despised race. Itis said that 
one hundred thousand Jews have been ren- 
dered homeless and reduced to poverty, and 
$80,000,000 worth of property destroyed by 
this fiendish bigotry. A special meeting of 
the Council of the Evangelical Alliance has 
been held anda resolution adopted, express- 
ing detestation of the cruelties which have 
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been perpetrated, and deep compassion and 
sympathy with the sufferers, whose miseries 
they are powerless to relieve. The claims of 
God’s ancient people to the sympathies of the 
christian churches havebeen too long ignored. 
One of the main obstacles to the conversion 
of Israel seems to have been the want of faith 
on the part of Christians in the power of the 
Gospel to reach this case. Strange that even 
Luther should be charged with saying that “to 
convert these sons of Belial is impossible,” 
notwithstanding the express declaratlon of 
St. Paul,—“ And so all Israel shall be saved.” 
Already there are more than three hundred 
converted Jews who are labouring as preachers 
and teachers of the Gospel. Whether or not 
the pleasant dream of philanthropists be 
realized,—that the Hebrew race are to regain 
possession of “ The promised land,” and esta- 
blish an independent government for them- 
selves, it. may be that the trials to which 
they are now subjected shall, in the inscru- 
table Providence of God, be in the end over- 
ruled for their good and hasten their conver- 
sion.” As Jews were the first missionaries 
employed to preach the Gospel, and as Jewish 
converts in our own day have shown a special 
aptitude for the work, it may be that not a 
few of these seven millions, now scattered 
abroad, and speaking every language, and dis- 
tinguished as they often are by the highest 
mental power, will, when converted to Christ, 
be found pre-eminently qualified for preaching 
“among the Gentiles the unsearchable riches 
of Christ !” 


FRANCE.—The Rev. Mr. Dodds, of the 
Macall Mission, in a private letter, dated 29th 
December last, thus writes :—It takes away 
one’s breath to think of the rapid extension of 
the Mission; we have fifty-seven stations, 
thirty-two of them in Paris and environs. 
When I returned from the United States last 
year I had been in the habit of saying forty, 
and adding that the Mission had nearly 
doubled in three years ; now it has added 
seventeen stations in a year, or nearly tripled 
itself. I only hope it will not become un- 
manageable. And yet, it is so manifestly 
God’s work, and so undoubtedly in His hands, 
that we may trust Him to keep it, as the 
watchman keeps the city. The more I see 
and know of France and her people, the more 
am I persuaded that if Protestants would only 
do their work they must reap a most bounti- 
ful harvest. But reapers are standing tdle, 
and the grain is ungathered and running a 
terrible chance of being lost with the chaff. 
For the heart of the nation is seeking a re- 
ligion, and Atheism has not yet become the 
national choice. We are in the season of 
Christmas trees. These fetes for the young 
give great pleasure,and, I am sure, do a great 
deal.of good ; they bring the joyous nature of 
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Christianity before the people, and shew them ! 


that our religion is human. 

Mr. G. had three hundred and 
Jif ty-seven children at his St. Antoine Christ- 
mas tree last week; very good children, and 
most thoroughly in order. The Buble-Class 
of Pastor Theodore Monod, at the Rivoli 
station is well attended, and he sometimes 
holds after-meetings. These I have been 
holding in some of my meetings also ; they 
have been remarkably well attended, and 
we have had undoubted fruit, many decided 
instances of conversion, There has been 
much to rejoice our hearts of late in the 
work, and to make us long for a more 
abundant outpouring of the spirit. I think I 
see signs that we shall not be passed by, 
but graciously visited. We went to Clermont- 
Ferrand, in the Puy de Dome for our sum- 
mer holiday this year. It was hardly a 
holiday for me; I was at St. Etienne and 
Thiers on an evangelizing visit, and the time 
at Clermont was soon consumed in seeking 
a hall. I never met with such obstacles ; but 
once our efforts were crowned with success, 
we got on remarkably well, and the meetings, 
in that very clerical town, have been crowded 
ever since. 

THE VAUDOIs.—I enjoyed intensely a twelve 
days’ visit with M. Reveillaud, to the Hautes 
Alpes, the home of the French Vaudois. It 
was no small privilege to see the descendants 
of men who had never been Roman Catholic, 
but who had kept the faith through centuries 
of persecution and trial. There was some- 
thing noble and dignified in their bearing, 
in spite of the almost rags which they wore. 
Alas! many are being forced to emigrate to 
Algeria, the ground has been so swallowed up 
by avalanches of stone and ice, and they have 
suffered so much in the loss of their cattle. 
Efforts are being made to collect money for 
the emigration : and, probably, very soon. 
“ Dormil-house,” their mountain fastness, will 
exist only in name. We visited it; only stern 
necessity could ever have driven men to go 
there. It was inexpressibly sad to see the 
seed of the righteous begging their bread. i 
used to read the Psalm as a prophecy, but I 
remember that it is. “I have never seen.” ‘This 
is something very like it.

THE MARCH OF CHRISTIANITY. 


Dr. Dorchester, a prominent Methodist of 
Boston, has spent many yea®s in careful in- 
vestigations touching the growth and present 
status of the Christian populations of the 
world. He goes back well-nigh to the begin- 
ning of Christianity, and traces the progress 
of the Church on through the centuries. From 
the statistics which he has compiled, it ap- 


: s 

pears that in the year 100 A.D. there was a 
nominal population of 500,000. Two centu- 
ries more increased this number tenfold; a 
very remarkable increase. In the year 400 it 
had grown to 10,000,000. Two centuries more 
doubled this number, and the next two added 
ten millions more. So that in the year 800 
A.D. the number of nominal Christians was 
30,000,000. Thus we see that the gain for five 
hundred years had been a steady increase of 
5,000,000 per century. For the next four cen- 
turies the advance is much greater. In the 
year 1000 there were 50,000,000 of nominal 
Christians, Here we see a gain twofold that 
of former times. Two hundred years later the 
Christian population had risen to 80,000,000 
in two centuries, or 50 per cent. over that of 
the two preceding. 

We come now to a dark, sad era in Chris- 
tian progress. It is a time not of advance 
but of decided retrogression. The powers of 
the barbaric hordes from the north, and of the 
armies of Saracens from the south and east, 
checked and eneroached upon the Christian 
kingdoms. In 1300 their numbers had de- 
creased to 75,000,000, and in 1400 they had 
merely regained in numbers, though by no 
means in moral power, the losses of the pre- 
ceding century. The Christian population 
now stood, as it had two hundred vears before, 
at 80,000,000. 

But from this time on the advance is steady 
and greatly accelerated. In 1500 it had 
reached an even 100,000,000. The next cen- 
tury added 25,000,000 more. Another one 
hundred years added 30,000,000 to previous 
figures, making the total nomainal Christian 
population in 1700,155,000,000. The eighteenth 
century raised these figures to 200,000,000. 
And now we come to the greatest increase of 
all. In 1880 the nominal Christian population 
was 440,000,000. That is, while it had taken 
five hundred years (from 1000 to 1500) to 
change 50,000,000 into 100,000,000, and three 
hundred years more (from 1500 to 1800) to 
double this number, in only eighty years of 
the present century the 200,000,000 with which 
we began it has been increased 120 per cent., 
or 240,000,000. Should this ratio continue till 
the year 2000 it would show a Christian popu- 
lation then of 1,200,000,000. 


THE GROUND OF FORGIVENESS.—A little 
girl, having forgiven her careless brother sev- 
eral times, refused to do so again until, hav- 
ing been reminded by her uncle that she 
could not truly repeat the Lord’s Prayer until 
she had forgiven all offences, she went to her 
brother and kissed him, saying, “I can’t give 
up ‘ Our Father.’’

MARITIME PROVINCES. 
WN T the last meeting of the Sub-Committee 
tS 


which has charge of the distribution of 
preachers there were sixteen applications from 
Presbyteries, and only eight preachers at the 
disposal of the Committee. Special agents 
had been asked by the Presbyteries of St. 
John and Miramichi for winter work. in the 
lumber camps, but suitable men could not be 
furnished. A paper was read signed by Dr. 
Macrae, of St. John, N.B., written by direc- 
tion of Presbytery, setting forth strongly the 
need and the claims on the church of the fol- 
lowing fields:—Glassville and Florenceville, 
Londonderry, N.B., and adjacencies, Baille 
and Tower Hill, Quaco and Black River, and 
St. George. It was stated that unless they 
were provided soon with settled pastors, for 
whose RUB aid must be given, they would 
retrograde instead of advancing, and inquiring 
what the Committee could do. The sub- 
joined resolution was the reply:—“ The Sub- 
Committee are much interested in the state- 
ments submitted, sympathize with the Pres- 
bytery in their anxiety about these congrega- 
tions, deeply regret the paucity of efficient 
labourers, and approve of initial steps taken 
by the Secretary, looking to an increase of 
preachers, by obtaining a few earnest young 
men from Scotland in addition to our own 
young men, who will complete their term of 
study in spring.” A letter was read from Dr. 
Cochrane stating that the Western Committee 
would be happy to receive applications from 
young men of suitable qualifications in the 
Maritime Provinces for appointments to the 
North-West. 


LETTER FROM REV. L. G. MACNEILL. 


The Manse, St. Johns-Nfld., Feb. 3rd, 1882. 


Greeting from Newfoundland ! We are in 
the midst of a long hard winter. The past 
month has been a succession of snow-storms. 
Our direct communication with Britain is 
once more broken off, and we are dependent 
for three or fourmonths on fornightly visits of a 
steamer from Halifax. We need to have a 
good supply of resources within ourselves to 
exist in suchisolation. Presbyterianism is a 
tree of such small dimension here that if it 
were not pretty well rooted in true and loyal 
hearts, # would not have stood the severity of 
its desolate surroundings. It is an exotic, 
transplanted from the Scottish nursery, and 
its Canadian offshoot, and needs a good deal 
of codceing to make it grow,—And yet it does 
grow. It occupies no insignificant position 
among the trees of the garden. Our Episco- 
pal and Wesleyan neighbours though immen- 
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sely more leafy and branchy will admit that 
for our size we are far surpassing them in fruit 
bearing—We do more, tenfold more, to support 
the Gospel both at home and abroad, than 
other denominations of Protestanes—whether it 
is due to the fact that Presbyterians are gene- 
rally well-to-do, and therefore have the power 
to do more ; or to the fact that our people are 
well-to-do because they are Presbyterians, we 
do not profess to know— It so happens that 
we possess our full share of both wealth and 
intelligence— Let that sufflce for trumpet- 
blowing. 

Now whatnews from Terra Novathat Pres- 
byterians of the West want to hear? what of 
the four churches in that far off island among 
the icebergs? You should write to Mr. Ross, 
the clerk of our Presbytery, for information 
on the point. He could give you the author- 
itative facts. He could tell you of his own 
little charge, comprising some of the truest and 
most loyal-hearted Presbyterians in the Church 
and he could explain to you the peculiar 
hindrances and obstacles to Presbyterian 
Church extension among the people of our out- 
posts, Or, if you wrote to the Rev. W. Scott 
Whittier, the pastor elect for Chalmer’s 
Church Halifax, who has been nobly uphold- 
ing our standard in the mining regions of 
Little Bay for the past year or two, he would 
tell you of his successes and failures, of the 
difficulty of planting a church in such circum- 
stances, where property isever changing hands. 
and officials constantly changing their identity. 
and employees coming and going; still he 
could tell of faithful work, of good seed sown, 
of bread cast upon the waters, and of the pros- 
pect of its appearing before many days. It 
would be more difficult to learn the exact state 
of our prospects on the West coast at Bay oi 
Islands—But Mr. Whittier who footed and: 
canoed it across the Island for a hundred miles 
last summer would tell of the few loyal hearts 
that are still ready to rally round the mission- 
ary who is to be sent. there in the early 
spring. 

As to St. John’s, of course, it is all right! 
we have one substantial congregation of about 
200 families, in a city of 30,000 people. We 
worship in a brick and stone church that cost 
some $50,000, on which we still have a debt of 
about $14,0o0o—Our income last year reached 
the sum of $6084, in addition to which some 
$1785,70 went into the exchequer of the Cana- _ 
dian church for the prosecution of her schemes. 
We have the usual chureh organization—A 
Board of management conducts all the financial 
operations, raising a revenue from pew-rents 
and subcriptions and church collections—A 
missionary association with twenty lady col- 
lectors looks after the Schemes of the church. 
A woman’s foreign missionary society makes 
an annual collection of $260 this year towards 
Zenana work in Indiaand Schools in Trinidad. 
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We have a Sabbath-school with over 200 
pupils—A Young Men’s Prayer meeting that 
meets on Sabbath morning, a week night 
service, and a Young Men’s literary institute. 

Had there been in existence an Assembly 
fund for church extension in Canada, the sum 
of $1000 additional would have gone from a 
gentleman in my congregation towards that 
object—I am assured the offer_of last year still 
holds good,and he hopes that the next Assem- 
bly will initiate the movement, and give him 
the pleasure of handing over his cheque. 
There is no room here to set forth the many 
advantages of such a scheme asthe one propos- 
ed—But we feel our terrible isolation here—a 
mere handful in a large island—and we per- 
ceived the cause in the neglect to help strug- 
gling bands of Presbyterians in the past to 
erect churches in our out-posts— We desire 
our church to learn wisdom, and not allow our 
scattered people in the growing settlements of 
the West to be proselytized by churches that 
are more enthusiastic and wide awake in the 
matter of church extension—It is not enough 
to send missionaries—Churches ought to be 
built and we ought to help to build them—A 
littleassistancefrom such a fund as is proposed, 
Dr. Cochrane will tell you more eloquently 
than I can, would be a great boon to many a 
struggling band of our true people. 


You have heard that we are building a rail-. 


way in Newfoundland. I hope that some of 
our ministers willfind their way to our shores 
in the years to come—I can assure them ofa 
hearty welcome, and they will be ableto travel 
through our borders and see for themselves 
that our church has not only a great undeve- 
loped West, but also a great undeveloped 
East. 

P.S.The mail bringsnews of Mr. Robertson’s 
work,—I wish him every success,— The As- 
sembly however ought to make the work its 
own and raise a fund such as I proposed last 
year ina letter to you, for church erection all 
over the mission Fields, East and West.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


ST RINCIPAL DAWSON, of McGill Uni- 

\% versity, occupied the chair on the third 
evening, when the subject of Foreign Mis- 
sions fell to be discussed. He called atten- 
tion to the fact, that among the last words of 
our Lord upon this earth was the command 
given to the eleven apostles, to go and “ dis- 
ciple,” or make Christians of all nations. It 
does not appear that they immediately obeyed 
the command, for we read that some time 
after His resurrection the Saviour found His 
disciples following their old occupation as 


fishermen at the sea of Tiberias. Indeed it 
was not until the persecution that arose 
against the Church at Jerusalem, after the 
death of Stephen had scattered the early 
Christians throughout the regions of Judea 
and Samaria, that anything like an organized 
and systematic plan of missionary work was 
entered upon. It was at Antioch that the 
pioneer missionaries, Paul and Barnabus, com- 
menced their labours, and it was in that city 
the disciples were first called Christians. In 
the early Church there were two kinds of for- 
eign mission work,—that which was carried 
on by individuals, and organized missionary 
effort. Ever since apostolic times, the two 
kinds of work have been going on; and al- 
though it is chiefly the latter that is now to 
be considered, we are not to overlook the im- 
portance of individual effort. It was a strik- 
ing peculiarity of the early church that every 
Christian became a missionary. The conse- 
quence was that in a very short time the Gos- 
pel was preached to the whole known world, 
and it was only when the missionary spirit 
began to flag that error and superstition took 
the place of true religion. In our day there 
has been a wonderful opening up of the world 
for missionary effort, and there rests upon us 
a corresponding responsibility to make good 
use of the advantages which we possess. The 
little Presbyterian church of Nova Scotia was 
the first in Canada to enter upon missions to 
the heathen. Rather, he should say, Dr. Ged- 
die, of P. E. Island, was the first to stir up 
the church of Nova Scotia to a sense of its 
duty in this regard. For great as had been 
his success as a missionary in the South Seas, 
he firmly believed that the influence of his 
life and labours in the New Hebrides was infi- 
nitely more valuable to the churches of his 
native land than had he remained to preach 
to them all his days. We thus see that mis- 
sion work has a reflex action, benefiting those 
who engage in it in many ways. : 
Mr. W. B. McMurRIcuH, Mayor of To- 
ronto, said this was the first time he had 
had the opportunity of addressing a Mon- 
treal audience on the subject of missions ; 
but he had) been on the Assembly’s For- 
eign Mission committee for the past few 
years, and the knowledge he gained on that 
committee qualified him to speak on the work. 
Foreign missions, he said, were the work of 
the church at large, and it was right there 
shauld be fellowship between the different pro- 
vinces in regard to it. Livingstone had said 
that missionary work was the work of the Mas- 
ter; it was the genius of his religion. If we 
had not a missionary spirit within us, we have 
just cause to fear that we had not the spirit of 
Christ in us at all. The present was emphati- 
cally a missionary age, and a great door had 
now been opened for introduction of missions 
in every part of the heathen world where they 
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could not have been sent at all in the early 
part of the present century. Hethen referred 
to the first efforts made to establish foreign m‘s- 
sions by the western division of the Presbyte- 
rian Church in Canada. Our friends in the 
Eastern Provinces had been long in the field 
\before we in the West made a beginning. 
Perhaps the more rapid growth of population 
in the West, and the greater demands, in con- 
sequence, for the support of our Home Mis- 
sions, may account for this, in part at least. 
Our first attempt was made in 1856, when the 
Rev. Geo. Stevenson was sent to India. Owing 
to the prevalence of cholera and other causes, 
however, the mission was not successful, and 
was soon abandoned. Immediately after the 
first Union, in 1861, our attention was direct- 
ed to British Columbia and the Red River 
country. The Rev. Robert Jamieson was 
sent at that time to New Westminster, where 
he still labours faithfully and successfully ; the 
Rev. James Nesbit was sent to Fort Garry in 
1862, and died in 1874 at Kildonan, where the 
Rev. Dr. Black was settled in 1852, and had 
rendered eminent services to the church. Such 
was the beginning of our mission work in the 
great North West Territories, at that time an 
unexplored wilderness, but where we now have 
a presbytery with thirty ordained ministers 
on its roll anda number of missionaries besides. 
And, while looking after the immigrants in 
the Far West, we have not been unmindful 
of the poor Indian, who has been driven tow- 
ard the setting sun by the advancing tide of 
civilization. We have three missionaries 
labouring amongst them, under the auspices of 
the Foreign Mission Board. Dr. Mackay com- 
menced the mission at Formosa, China, in 
1872. Concerning the results of his labours 
itis needless to speak. The brief history of 
the mission is like a romance. We can neither 
realize the magnitude of the difficulties that 
have been overcome, nor the importance of the 
vantage ground that has been secured in North- 
ern Formosa. The Gospel has found an 
entrance. Persecution has ceased. Twenty 
chapels have been built, and twenty native 
teachers placed in charge of them. Three 
hundred and twenty-three persons have been 
received into the church by baptism, and more 
than one thousand persons listen attentively 
to the preaching of the Word. In Central 
India we have a staff of three ordained mis- 
sionaries, assisted by native teachers. It is 
only four years since this mission was com- 
menced, and if we cannot speak as yet of 
great results, it is good to know that a begin- 
ning has been made ; that prejudices have 
been overcome, that doors of entrance for the 
Gospel have been opened, and that our mis- 
sionaries are hopeful, We should not dispise 
the day of small things, but rather let us be 
thankful that we are privileged to have any 
share at all in so grand.a work as that of pro- 


claiming the Gospel in the dark places of the 
earth. The contributions of the church hadi 
risen from $2000 in 1861 to $35,000 in 1881. 
We have every reason to thank God and take: 
courage. In speaking of what the church was 
now doing, he said he was in favour of having: 
only one fund for both provinces, instead of 
being divided, has they now were, into the 
eastern and western sections. He pleaded. 
the cause of missions by the consideration 
that the more they engaged in them the more . 
they would prosper at home ; but if they were- 
lax in regard to missionary work they would: 
languish at home in proportion. Those who: 
could not give their money could give their 
prayers, which would be just as acceptable to. 
God ; but money was necessary, and those 
who were able should contribute of their 
means to such an extent that those engaged: 
in the work should not be hampered and 
limited in their operations. Whether Dr. 
Pierson’s idea be realized or not—that the 
Gospel may be preached to every creature: 
before the close of the present century—it was. 
beyond a doubt that Christian people never 
had so good an opportunity of promoting the: 
cause of Christianity as they now have. The 
church expected from the large, intelligent,. 
and wealthy congregations of Montreal liberal 
contributions to aid in carrying on its work in. 
the most offlcient manner possible, and he 
felt sure it would not be disappointed. 

The Rev. J. W. MACKENZIE, our mission- 
ary on the Island of Efate, New Hebrides, 
next addressed the meeting. The island. om 
which he had resided for nine years was one 
of the most beautiful of the group, situated’ 
about sixty miles north-west of Erromanga. 
It was discovered by Captain Cook in 1774, 
who named it “ Sandwich,” in honour of: his 
patron the Earl of Sandwich, then first Lord of 
the Admiralty. It is nearly one hundred 
miles in circumference, and has a population 
of about 2,000. The group of which it forms 
a partis situated about 1,400 miles north. of 
New Zealand, and is distant from Sydney, 
N. S. W., about 1,600. Its formation is partly 
coral and partly due to volcanic action. There 
are three active volcanoes stil! in existence. 
That on the island of Tanna is the most re- 
markable. At a distance it looks like a huge 
lighthouse ; on nearer approach, jets of steam 
and liquid lava are seen issuing from the 
crater, while large red-hot boulders. are dis- 
charged into the air with a noise like thunder. 
Efate has two principal harbours, Pango Bay 
on the south, and Havannah Harbour towards 
the north-west. Mr. MacKenzie’s stations are 
in the neighbourhood of Pango Bay. Rev. D. 
Macdonald, a son-in-law of Dr. Geddie, and 
a missionary of the Presbyterian Church of 
Victoria, is stationed at Havannah Harbour. 
The inhabitants of Efate are superior in physi- 
que to those of the islands south of it, but as 
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regards their natural depravity, they are sur- 
passed by none. Polygamy abounds. The 
Efatese are inveterate cannibals. They are 
intensely superstitious. There is no such 
word in their language as forgiveness. Every 
wrong is sure to be revenged sooner or later. 
“ Man’s inhumanity to man” was never more 
fearfully illustrated than here. Infanticide 
was an ordinary occurrence. Sons would bury 
their fathers alive to be rid of them when they 
became old and helpless. Wearing scarcely 
any clothes, and obtaining sufficiency of food 
with little effort, they are indolent to a degree. 
But wherever Christianity has beenintroduced 
a wonderful improvement is seen. All who 
attend the religious meetings come decently 
clothed. There is a visible improvement in 
their huts and, what is of greater importance, 
there are many instances of a thorough trans- 
formation of character. On Mr. Mackenzie’s 
arrival, in 1872, he discovered that a good 
foundation had already been laid by his pre- 
decessors, Mr. and Mrs. Morrison, from Cape 
Breton, N.S., and Mr. and Mrs. Cosh, from 
Scotland. It was a great advantage to him 
thus to enter upon other men’s labours, and 
he could bear ample testimony to their value ; 
but a “vacancy” of several years had inter- 
vened so that it took some time to regain the 
lost ground. The murder of Rev. James D. 
Gordon, of Erromianga, was the first news they 
heard on reaching the New Hebrides, and for 
a time it threw a dark shadow over the whole 
mission ; and although there has been no 
repetition of such treachery on the part of the 
natives during his sojourn at Efate, the mis- 
sion was not unattended with danger. So 
suspicious are the heathen, and implacable, 
the missionary is never safe. He may be clubbed 
at any moment, to. expiate the crime of caus- 
ing an earthquake, or a storm, or of being the 
alleged cause of disease and death. The 
natives have no idea of future rewards and 
punishments. They believe that when they 
die all goto one place for a short time, and 
then disappear forever. Mr. Mackenzie first 
settled at Erakor, near the Bay of Pango 
where a church had been formed. He found 
the surrounding villages more prejudiced 
against the Gospel than they were even when 
the first missionaries settled amongst them. 
The reason was that the people now know 
what they had to renounce in order to become 
Christians, but they knew nothing of the 
advantages. On returning from the first visit 
to the heathen village of Eratap, he found the. 
path “ tabooed,” i. e, a green branch of a tree | 
was laid across the path, which conveyed the 
warning that should he come that way again, 
it would be at the risk ofhis life. Mr. Morrison 
had previously sent a teacher to Eratap, who 
also found the path tabooed. Not heeding the 
warning he went on, but he never returned. 
On the occasion of his own first visit he was 


accompanied by a party of armed Christian 
natives, who would not allow him to go unpro- 
tected, but from that day till now he never 
allowed them to carry arms, feeling safer 
when trusting to the protection of him who 
said, “ Lo, I am with you alway.” After a 
time he succeeded in settling a teacher in that 
village, but before long the natives surrounded 
his hut and threatened to murder him. He 
had to flee for his life. Thinking they might 
respect him, Mr. Mackenzié went himself, the 
very next day, to Eratap, intending to remain 
some time, but was warned by a friendly 
native to leave the place. He went down into 
a public house and found the chief surrounded 
by an excited crowd preparing their kava fora 
feast. They looked unusually fierce, and the 
old chief gave him plainly to understand that 
they had resolved not to listen to his message. 
So he, too, retired vanquished from the field. 
A few weeks later the chief died. The 
missionary feared that his death should be 
revenged on him or his friends, but, strange 
to say, his death had an opposite effect and 
led indirectly to the whole village renouncing 
heathenism. At that same village a church 
was soon afterwards erected ; twenty-nine o} 
the natives are now communicants, a number 
more attend a candidate’s class, and all, olc 
and young, attend the church and school 
There are now three churches connected witk 
the mission, and a membership of eighty-nin: 
pers8ns in full communion. The Bible is 
printed in the language of Efate, and the 
natives are being educated to read the Word 
of God in their own tongue. During Mr 
Mackenzie’s absence, half a dozen of the more 
advanced converts conduct the services in turn 
On this side of the island there is still a hea- 
then population of about five hundred, many 
of whom are cannibals, but, by the blessing o 
God, they too shall be brought under the 
influence of the Gospel. Mr. Mackenzie gave 
a graphic and thrilling account ofa visit he 
made to a notorious cannibal chief some time 
ago. His native escort had left him alone 
with this ruffian while they went to trade in 
another village. He was taken to a private 
appartmentand treated to asomewhat disagree- 
able examination. The old cannibal eyed 
him from head to foot, and then, as if to satisfy 
himself more certainly as to his “condition” 
he proceeded with the coolness of an expert to 
handle him. As he did so, it occurred to the 
missionary that the object of this scrutiny was 
to know whether there was much flesh on his 
bones, and ifhe were likely to prove “ tender.” 
Whatever the purpose was, he experienced an 
unspeakable relief when the ordeal was over, 
for his interviewer was a notorious scoundrel. 
He had then thirty wives and was reported to 
have had as many as seventy. He had eaten 
many in his lifetime. There was great rejoic- 
ing-at his death. Leaving the dark and repul- 
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sive side of the picture, Mr. Mackenzie con- THE SCRIPTURAL DOCTRINE OF BAP- 


trasted the happy condition of the natives in 
the Christian villages with that of the sur- 
rounding population. He had many warm 
and faithful friends in Efate. To labour for 
their good was a glorious work. He felt 
hapoy in it, and had abundant cause for en- 
couragement. Failing health had compelled 
him to leave his station for a time, and now he 
was longing to return toit. He had notcome 
to ask for money, but he would ask the people 
of Montreai to remember him, and his co-la- 
bourers, and the poor heathen in their pray- 
ers. To know that they did this would be 
inexpressibly cheering. A few sentences 
fluently spoken in the language of the Efatese 
concluded a deeply interesting and touching 
address.

There are now 680 foreign missionaries la-. 


bouring in India, representing 32 missionary 
societies, an increase of 67 since 1871, Of 
this number England takes the ‘ead with 244 ; 
Germany follows with 131; and the United 
States comes next with 117. Thirty of them 
are the sons of missionaries born in the coun- 
try, and eleven others were born in the coun- 
try, of European parentage. Of the United 
States, Ohio, sends 18, the greatest num- 
ber. Of native ordained agents there are 
389, an increase of 164 since 1871. The num- 
ber of native Christians is set down as 340,- 
623, besides whom there are reckoned to be 
at least 150,000 “unbaptised Christians,” or 
people who are in various stages of Christian 
education, Of the 680 missionaries only 28 
are physicians, and there is an increasing call 
for such all through the country.

CONTINUED. 


HE SOCIETY For THE PROPAGATION 

OF THE GOSPEL IN FOREIGN PARTS is 

the oldest of the great British associations 
which have done so much during the present 
century to advance the cause of Foreign Mis- 
sions. Its origin may be traced as far back as 
1644, when a petition was presented to Parlia- 
ment by a clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land, urging the duty of attempting to convert 
the natives of North America to Christianity. 
Four years later an ordinance was passed, by 
the Independents of the Commonwealth, estab- 
lishing a “Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in New England,” which, as already 
mentioned, led to the formation of the S.P.G. 
Society, incorporated by Royal Charter, a.D., 
1701, on the petition of the then Archbishop 
of Canterbury, since which time the successive 
Archbishops of Canterbury have been its pre- 
sidents. All the Bishops of the Church of 
England, and of Ireland, and of the Scottish 
Episcopal Church, as well as all the Colonial 
and Missionary Bishops in communion with 
the Church of England, are vice-presidents. 
In addition to the ex officio members, the cor- 
poration embraces a great many members who 
are admitted -by ballot. The former are re- 
quired to subscribe not less than two guineas 
annually to the funds of the Society. The 
latter are elected from the subscribers of one 
guinea a year, or who contribute £10 in one 
sum. Clergymen subscribing half a guinea 
per annum are eligible for election. The total 
number of members at present is more than 
4,500. In addition to fees, there is an annual 
grant from parliament, which, together with 
the subscription from some 8000 churches, pri- 


vate donations, and legacies, swelled the tota 
revenue of 1880 to $691,440. The distinctive 
aim of this Society at the first was “to provide 
for the religious instruction of Queen Anne’s. 
subjects beyond the seas ; for the maintenance 
of clergymen in the colonies of Great Britain, 
and for the propagation of the Gospel in those 
parts.” The Society’s first missionary, the 
Rev. T. Moor, appears to have been sent to- 
labour among the Mohawk Indians, in the 
neighbourhood of New York, in the year 1704. 
At the end of the year he re-embarked for 
England, but the ship foundered at sea, and 
he was never heard of more. A Mr. Andrews 
was sent out on the same errand in 1712, who, 
though he made some progress at first, and 
translated portions of Scripture into the Mo- 
hawk language, found it necessary to abandon 
the enterprise in 1718. A third missionary, 
Mr. Barclay, revived the mission in 1736, but he 
too, was obliged, “for want of pecuniary sup- 
port”! to retire. Obviously the success at- 
tending these and subsequent efforts to con- 
vert the aborigines of N. America were attend- 
ed with very limited success. They might 
have been more successful had the Roman Ca- 
tholics not been already in the field. As time 
wore on, the S. P. G. Society widened its scope 
of operations. It commenced work among the 
negroes in the West Indies in 1710. It took 
up Australia in 1795; India, in 1818 ; S. Afri- 
ca, in 1820; New Zealand, in 1839; Ceylon, 
in 1840; Borneo, in 1849; British Columbia, 
in 1858; Madagascar, in 1864; Burmah, in 
1868; Japan, in 1873; China, in 1874, and 
Figi, in 1879.” In those countries where the 
Society labours, and has laboured, including 
the American Church, there are now 138 
Bishops, 5,000 clergy, and upwards of 2,000,- 
oe0 members of the communion. During the 
year 1880, it employed 586 missionaries, of 
whom 157 in Asia; 121 in Africa ; 54 in Aus- 
tralasia and the Pacific; 253 in America and 
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the West Indies, and one in Europe. There 
were also in connection with the Society about 
1,242 catechists and lay teachers, mostly na- 
tives in heathen countries, and about 250 stu- 
dents in colleges abroad, training for the work 
of the ministry in the lands which gave them 
birth. 

THE BAPTIST MISSIONARY SOCIETY, next 
in the order of time, had its beginning at Ket- 
tering, in Northamptonshire, (Eng.),1n Octo- 
ber, 1792, when a few Baptist ministers united 
to institute a Society, “for the diffusion of 
the Knowledge of the religion of Jesus Christ 
throughout the whole world, beyond the Bri- 
tish Isles, by the preaching of the Gospel, the 
translation and publication of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, and the establishment of schools.” The 
difficulties attending its inception were not 
few. First, and chiefly, was the difficulty of 
inducing the people of that time to give ear 
to the claims of Foreign Missions at all, while, 
as was alleged, “so much required to be done 
at home.” Secondly, the few who favoured 
the project of converting the heathen, gravely 
doubted the propriety of any single denomin- 
ation making such an attempt; and, thirdly, 
the Baptists were by many accounted the least 
likely of any of the denominations to succeed. 
The beginning of this Society was humble 
enough. Its founder and first missionary was 
a shoemaker, who, while diligently plying his 
lowly avocation, had his mind meanwhile oc- 
cupied with the grand idea of proclaiming the 
Gospel to heathen nations. Endowed with 
good natural abilities, WILLIAM CAREY em- 
ployed his spare moments in preparing him- 
self for future action, and by successive steps 
qualified himself for the office of the ministry. 
In the month of May, 1792, shortly after his 
appointment to.a church in Leicester, he was 
called to preach before the Baptist associa- 
tion, when he delivered a thrilling discourse, 
irom Isaiah §4: 1-3, emphasizing the twofold 
division of his subject,— E-xfect great things 
from God ; and, attempt great things for God.” 
So irresistible was his argument and so pow- 
erful his appeal, the association then and there 
resolved upon instituting a Missionary Society, 
which was formally done in October following. 
Accompanied by Dr. Thomas, an enthusiastic 
medical man, in November, 1793, he sailed 
for India, where the remaining fifty-nine years 
of his life were spent in preparing the way for 
those who should follow him, by translating 
the Scriptures into the -many tongues of that 
country, and by laying the foundation of a 
Christian literature, while as yet, owing to the 
tyranny of the East India Company, he was 
denied the privilege of preaching the Gospel. 
A mission to Jamaica was begun in 1814, 
which has since extended to other parts of the 
West Indies. Besides India and Ceylon, the 
Society has vigorous missions in Africa, China, 
Japan, and also in Norway and Italy. The 


total number of missionaries and assistant- 
missionaries wholly supported by the Society 
is ninety-five. Eighteen are supported in part. 
There are sixty-one pastors of self-supporting 
churches, and 258 evangelists. The number 
of communicants reported for 1880 is 38,397, 
of whom 26,712 arein Jamaica. The total re- 
ceipts for the year were $257,295. All Chris- 
tian persons concurring in the objects of the 
Society, who are donors of ten pounds or up- 
wards, or subscribers of ten shillings and six- 
pence annually to its funds, are entitled to 
membership. The number of life-members is 
upwards of one thousand. 

THE LONDON MISSIONARY SOCIETY was 
established in 1795 (see Record for Nov.’81, p. 
282), upon an undenominational basis, appeal- 
ing to Christians of all denominations to unite in 
sending “the glorious Gospel of the blessed 
Saviour to the heathen, leaving it to the minds 
of the persons whom God may call into the 
fellowship of his Son from among them to as- 


sume such form of Church government as to 


them shall appear most agreeable to the Word 
of Ged.” It commenced under favourable 
auspices, and immediately began its operations 
with an enthusiasm that never afterwards 
flagged. We have already shewn that it se- 
lected the South Sea Islands as its first field, 
in 1796, when no less than twenty-nine mis- 
sionaries embarked in the “Dz” for Tahiti, 
and other groups in Polynesia. In 1798 it 
sent its first missionary to India,—the Revd. 
N. Forsyth. The same year it sent four mis- 
sionaries to South Africa,—Vanderkemp, Ed- 
wards, Edmonds, and Kicherer. Under the 
auspices of this Society, Dr. Morrison had the 
honour of being the first Protestant missionary 
in China, in 1807 ; Robert Moffat entered upon 
his splendid career in South Africa in 1816 ; 
and his still more illustrious son-in-law, David 
Livingstone, began those researches in the 
centre of the Dark Continent which imparted 
imperishable lustre to his name. But the re- 
sults of its mission to Madagascar is perhaps 
the grandest achievement of this or indeed of 
any other Missionary Society. The annual 
Report of the Society for 1881 contains a re- 
view of the progress made in its missions dur- 
ing the ten years preceding, and to this exceed- 
ingly interesting document we refer the reader 
for details of the work at present carried on 
in the countries mentioned, and also in the 
West Indies. The number of English mis- 
sionaries employed is 139—a decrease of 
twen'y-two, very satisfactorily accounted for 
by th. fact, that a large number of its mission 
stations have become self-supporting congre- 
gations. It employs no less than 5,044 native 
ministers and preachers, of whom upwards of 
4,000 are in Madagascar alone! It claims to 
have 92,474 communicants in its mission 
churches, 343,708 native adherents, and 77,956 
scholars in its schools. The membership of 
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the Society consists of persons subscribing one 
guinea or more, annually, and of benefactors 
making a donation of ten pounds and upwards 
—of whom there are about 4,500. The total 
receipts for the year 1880 were about $541,000. 
We need only mention the names of the Rev. 
William Ellis, the: author of “ Polynesian Re- 
searches,” and Dr. Mullens, who died in Cen- 
tral Africa two years ago, in support of the 
statement that the London Missionary Society 
has been especially fortunate in its foreign 
secretariat. It may be added that this Society 
did not retain its cosmopolitan character very 
long. Owing to the formation of other deno- 
minational associations it gradually became 
dependent for its support upon the Congrega- 
tional Church of England, which now, and 
with good reason claims this Society as its own. 

THE CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY was 
instituted in London in 1799. __ It differs in its 
constitution from the S. P. G. Society, in that 
while that Society was originally formed 
chiefly for the benefit of British Colonists, the 
*xpressed aim of this was to reach the hea- 
then in pagan lands. More recently, # has 
come to be identified with the Evangelical 
party in the Church of England, while the 
ether is supposed to have the sympathy and 
support of the High Church party. That, 
however, is a mere accident. There does not 
appear to be any ungenerous rivalry betwixt 
the two kindred societies, and both are doing 
a grand work. The first missionaries sent out 
by the Church Missionary Society were: Revs. 
Messrs. Renner and Hartwig, who commenced 
a mission at Sierra Leone in 1804. Since that 
time the Society has gradually extended its 
operations to many lands. It has now five 
missions in Africa, one in Palestine, one in 
Persia, four in India, besides its missions in 
Ceylon, the Mauritius, China, Japan, New Zea- 
land, the N.-W. Territories of Canada, and 
the Coasts of the North Pacific. In all, it oc- 
cupies 200 stations. It has in its service 211 
European missionaries, 219 native clergymen, 
and 3,102 native Christian teachers. The nume 
ber of native adherents is 158,835, communi- 
cants 34,625, and of scholars 63,738. Nearly 
half of its whole foreign expenditure belongs 
to India, no less than 120 European mission- 
aries being maintained there, and upwards of 
a thousand schools. In the Tinnivelly dis- 
trict there are fifty-seven native pastors, 647 
native agents, 9,517 communicants, and 38,657 
baptized Christians. The Sierra Leone Church 
has 18 native pastors, 5,351 communicants, 
and 15,782 adherents. The terms of member- 
ship are similar to those of the S. P. G. Society. 
The totai receipts for 1880, were $1,037,500— 
by far the largest amount contributed by any 
Society in the world for missionary purposes. 

THE WESLEYAN-METHODIST MISSIONARY 
SociETy.—The Church of the Wesleys had 
been long engaged in foreign missions before 


this great Society was formally inaugurated. 
As early as 1769, two zealous preachers, Richd. 
Boardman, and Joseph Pilmoor, volunteered 
their services as missionaries to America, and 
began a work which was destined in time to 
become a mighty power in the New World. 
While the hands of John Wesley were full 
occupied in organizing the Church of which 
he was the founder in England, another mas- 
ter-spirit appeared, in the person of Dr. Coke, 
who, from his enthusiasm and fitness for the 
task, was charged with the general oversight 
of the foreign mission work that had been 
undertaken by various local branches of the 
Methodist Church. In the year 1786, accom- 
panied by three other preachers, Messrs. War- 
rener, Clarke, and Hammet, Dr. Coke sailed 
for Halifax, N.S., but owing to a succession of 
storms their ship was driven from its course 
and carried to the West Indies. They landed 
at Antigua, where they met with so favourable 
a reception from the inhabitants that they re- 
solved upon the establishment of a mission in 
the West Indies. Their influence soon ex- 
tended to all the principal Islands. In many 
quarters they met with opposition, and were 
made to feel keenly the prejudices which ex- 
isted against the new sect; but they laboured 
on with their characteristic zeal and persever- 
ance. In the prosecution of his arduous duties 
Dr. Coke crossed the Atlantic eighteen times, 
and established a number of missions. For 
the support and enlargement of these and 
others which he had begun in India, the Me- 
thodist Missionary Society was instituted in 
1817, at which time the Wesleyans had already 
upwards of one hundred missionaries employed 
in foreign ‘fields of labour. The Society has 
its headquarters in London, and is managed 
by a committee of sixty members, of whom 
one half are clergymen, and the other half 
laymen. One half of the committee are elected 
from residents in the metropolis. The Method-.. 
ist churches of America and Australia have 
now their own Missionary Societies. The Bri- 
tish Conference has under its immediate direc- 
tion extensive missions in Europe, India, 
China, South and West Africa, and the West 
Indies. In all, they have 535 missionaries and 
assistant-missionaries, 2,089 other paid agents, 
such as catechists and teachers, besides an 
army of 8,647 unpaid agents—local preachers 
and sabbath-school teachers ; 93,162 church- 
members, and 96,223 scholars in their schools. 
If to these figures were added the statistics of 
the American and Australasian Churches, the 
numbers would require to be doubled. The 
total income of the British Society for 1880 
was $650,465—exclusive of the sums raised 
and expended in the mission fields, which are 
estimated at $550,370. 
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Missionawy Survey. 
HE GOVERNOR of Hong Kong, a Ro- 
man Catholic, has intimated that there 
are fewer Christians in China now than were 
there a hundred years ago. Of course he 
means fewer Roman Catholics; and in this 
sense his assertion may be correct ; but a cen- 
tury ago there was not known a Chinese con- 
vert to evangelical Christianity ; and there 
was not a single Protestant missionary in that 
vast Empire. There are now over 600 Chris- 
tian missionaries, including missionaries’ wives, 
and other ladies, and thirty-five thousand con- 
verts to Protestantism ; and the number of 
Church members increases year by year with 
wonderful rapidity. Adam MacCall, the leader 
of the Congo mission, while eagerly pressing 
to reach Stanley Pool, was taken sick. He 
died at Madeira, where he had gone for medi- 
cal aid. He was a man of rare energy and 
devotion, and his death is severely felt. Africa 
has been largely opened up to Mission enter- 
terprise ; but it is still “the dark continent, ” 
with millions of heathen who have not somuch 
as heard that there is a Holy God, or a divine 
Saviour. Oh, the tales of sorrow and woe 
unspeakable that come to us from heathen 
lands! Well may we pray with ever-increas- 
ing fervency, “Thy Kingdom Come; Thy 
will be done on earth as it is in Heaven.” 
Two hundred girls slain that their blood may 
make mortar with which to repair a dusky 
mfonarch’s shanty-palace! Is not this a cail 
loud as a trumpet-peal for Christians to haste 
to the rescue? Men buried alive under the 
corpses of Chiefs—slaves sacrificed byscores to 
“follow” deceased masters,—these are still the 
common-place tragedies of African Heathen- 
ism. Two hundred and fifty-three millions of 
souls were counted in India at the last census. 
This is fully ten times the population of Eng- 
land ; it is seven times the population of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. 
It is more than five times the population of the 
‘United States; it is nearly fifty times the 
population of Canada. We have been aiding 
the evangelization of this vast country—to 
what extent? To what amount? We are re- 
presented in the field by Rev. Messrs. Doug- 
las, Campbell, and Wilkie, and the Misses 
Rodger and McGregor. Great prosperity has 
attended the work of Missions in various parts 
of India; and it may well be hoped that in 
answer to the prayers of faith, good news will 
come to us from our own faithful men and 
women. Let it be remembered, however, that 
some of the missions that are now most pros- 
perous were twenty years without gaining more 
than five or six converts! Chunder Sen, of 
whose reformation in India such high hopes 
were once entertained, proves himself a pre- 
tentious nullity. He claims to be more than 


equal to the Lord Jesus ; but in works he is a 
failure. Mr. Bergen, of the American Presby- 
terian Mission at Ambala, gives an account of 
a communion service held among the lepers 
at that station. The arrangements that were 
necessary in the service to avoid the contamin- 
ating touch of the lepers rendered the scene 
peculiar. There must needs be a cup for the 
missionary, another for an old and blind man, 
who, on account of his infirmities was obliged 
to live among the lepers, and another for a 
daughter of a leper, who, though now sound 
and well, is liable to have the disease break 
out in her at any time. Very few of these 
lepers have fingers with which to take the 
bread, and the missionary must place it so 
that they can reach it with their mouths. What 
a boon is the gospel of Christ’s love to these 
poor people! The best news from Turkey is 
that Mohammedans in considerable numbers 
are becoming subject to the faith of Christ. 
Christian colleges and schools have done great 
things for Turkey, and are doing more and 
still more. The light is spreading over the 
“hills of darkness.” It is the same in all 
places: the convert is exposed to scorn, hatred, 
and aetive persecution. 

Concerning Missions in Japan, a missionary 
says :—‘‘ The Buddhist priests have shown of 
late an unusual activity. Perhaps they begin 
to think that the inertia of hugeness does not 
furnish a sufficient safeguard against the ac- 
tive and untiring attacks of the Christian mis- 
sionaries. If so, they are not much mistaken. 
Their lazy existence, their perfunctory incan- 
tations and half-hearted homilies, furnish an 
unmistakably marked contrast tothe never-flag- 
ging industry and self-denying zeal of the 
western missionaries. Long and tolerably inti- 
mate intercourse with the Japanese enables us 
to say, that the pure upright lives and single- 
minded earnestness of our own missionaries 
have not less power of persuasion here than 
the doctrines they preach.” The great theatre 
meetings held last summer in Kiyoto and Osa- 
ka, Japan, have roused not only the Shinte 
priests into holding great opposition meetings, 
but have compelled the newspapers to report 
as items of news the growing power of “the 
J esus Religion,” as Christianity is termed. 

‘Christianity appears to be spreading over 
the country with the rapidity of a rising tide,” 
observes one paper. Another says— The 
priests are desperately eager to stem the ra- 
pidly-advancing flood of Christianity, which 
threatens to drown them out at no distant day.” 
The Osaka Nippo, said to be the ablest paper 
in Southern Japan, is bold in its advocacy of 
“the Jesus Way,” on the ground that no other 
religion has ever given liberty to any nation. 
The official organ of the Government, which 
stands at the head of the Press of Japan, re- 
cently had a remarkable editorial on “the 
folly of fighting the foreign religion.” 
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Death of Holn the Aaptist. 


| MARK VI; 14°29. 
Golden Text, Psalms 37: 12. 


Z‘SOMPARE Matt. 14: 1-13; Luke 9; 7-I0. 
Though all the Evangelists refer to John’s 
imprisonment, the record of his ministry is very im- 
perfect, and even the account of his death is given 
only incidentally. He must have laboured some 
length of time in Galilee and attracted much notice, 
else Herod would not have paid him the respect 
referred to in v. 20. It was only when the Baptist 
spoke faithfully to him about his adulterous mar- 
riage that Herod turned against him, and took the 
tyrannical means of silencing him by shutting him 
up in the Castle of Machzrus, on the shore of the 
Dead Sea, the ruins and even the dungeons of 
which still remain. Vs. 14-16. Xing Herod— 
Herod Antipas, a son of H. the Great—the tetrarch 
or governor of Galilee, called king by courtesy. 
Heard of him—i. e. of Christ. He must have 
heard of him before, and no doubt smarting under 
the sting of a guilty conscience, he had studiously 
avoided personal intercourse with Jesus. But what 
he now hears of him, brings his sin vividly to re- 
membrance. Could this be the man he murdered 
in cold blood and whose image had been haunting 
him ever since? /¢ zs Fohn—answered his accusing 
conscience. V.17. More than a year had elapsed 
since John’s imprisonment, and probably six months 
at least since his execution. Here the ostensible 
reasons are given for both, namely, that he wanted 
to free himself from John’s remonstrances ; but 
political reasons may have been the main cause. 
The popular excitement caused by the new doc- 
trines taught by John, and now more convincingly 
by Jesus, might end in a revolution and the over- 
throw of the government. V. 19. Herodias was 
not only the wife of his brother Philip, who was 
still living, but his own niece also, and a crafty un- 
scrupulous woman, bent on John’s destruction. Vs. 
21, 22. A convenient day—for carrying out her de- 
sign. His birth-day—in imitation of the Roman 
Emperors, was observed with feasting and revelry. 
The daughter—by her former husband Philip, Sa- 
lome by name. Danced—The drinking and dancing 
on such festive occasions in the East were alike dis- 
graceful and demoralizing. Zhe King said to the 
damsel—doubtless under the exciting influence of 
wine, he made a rash promise which he would not 
have done in his sober moments; yet, looking at 
the whole transaction, the ‘‘ instructions” of He- 
rodias, the swearing, and the hasty manner in which 
the executioner was sent to do the. dreadful deed, 
Herod must have been privy to it from the first. 
V.26. Was exceeding sorry—but not after a godly 
sort, otherwise he would have countermanded the 
order. It was remorse and chagrin, like that of 
Judas, that troubled him. He knew he had done 
wrong, but had not the manliness to face the taunts 
and jeers of his boon companions by going back on 
his oath. Such a false regard for public sentiment 
has ruined many a one besides Herod. When sin- 
ners entice thee, consent thou not. There is no 
peace to the wicked. Isa. 48: 22. V.29. is 
disciples —the disciples of John before his imprison- 
ment, ch. 2: 18.

Ghe Live Thousand Led. 


MARK VI: 30-44. 
Golden Text, Psalms 132: 15. 


ZSOMPARE Matt. 14: 13-21; Luke 9: 10-17; 
John 6: 1-14, This is the only one of Christ’s 
miracles related by all the Evangelists. On another 
occasion He fed 4,000, Matt. 15: 38; Mark 8;9. In 
terms of their commission the twelve went forth on 
their home mission tour, visiting the smaller towns 
and villages in Galilee while Jesus himself preached 
in the cities, Matt. 11: 1. How long they were 
absent is uncertain, but their success must have 
been considerable, for now the name of Jesus was 
everywhere spoken of, V. 14. By arrangement, 
doubtless they met at Capernaum on hearing the 
news of John’s death, to confer on the situation of 
affairs, and to decide on future movements. The 
whole country-side was excited. Besides, the pass- 
over was at hand, John 6: 4, and people were gath- 
ering in bands to goto Jerusalem. V. 30. Apostles 
—Gr for ‘‘sent forth,” same meaning as ‘‘mission- 
Sionaries.” Told him all things—reported the re- 
ception they had met with, their encouragement and 
difficulties, Vs. 31, 32. est awhile—Though He 
himself scarcely knew what rest was, Matt. 8; 20, 
he ever had compassion for his disciples, M. 26: 41. 
A desert place—Luke says near Bethsaida, a small 
town on the N. E. shore of Galilee. Vs. 33, 34. 
Ran afoot—seeing the direction the boat had taken, 
they ran along the shore, reaching Bethsaida, about 
six miles, before the boat arrived. On landing and 
finding such a crowd, Jesus could not resist the op- 
portunity of addressing them. Vs. 35-37. ar 
Spent—early evening, Matt. 14: 15—about 3 p.m. 
Send them away—said in answer to a leading ques- 
tion put by jesus, to prove them, Jn. 6; 5, 6. 
“Nay,” says Jesus, ‘‘Give ye them to eat” —‘ Im- 
possible for us,” might they not reply! So we often 
argue, forgetting Mark 10; 27, and 9: 23. Shall 
we g0 buy ?—‘‘ we cannot, for it would take more 
money than we have. Their position, like that of 
Moses, Num. II: 13, 22. 200 penny-worth—no- 
minally about $30, but equal in value to at least 
$200 at the present time, and even that would only 
purchase a morsel for each, Jn. 6: 7. V. 38. Féve 
coarse /oaves and two small fishes was all they had 
brought for their own use. It was enough for his 
purpose : see 2 Ki. 4: 2-7, 38-44. Vs. 39, 40. The 
orderly arrangement, by companies, besides facili- 
tating the distribution, gave the occasion the ap- 
pearance of a social meal as they reclined on the 
green sward. V. 41. Slessed—As was customary 
with the Jews, 1 Sam. 9; 13, and with our Lord, 
Matt. 26: 26. Brake the loaves—rather thin brittle 
cakes. Gave the disciples—this foreshadowed their 
ministerial office, and gave them consideration in 
the eyes of the people. Did all eat—God is a boun- 
tiful Giver, Ps. 23; 84: 11; 145, 15, 16. Were 
filled—a symbol of ‘The Bread of Life” with 
which Christ satisfies the spiritual necessities of his 
people. V. 43. Zwelve daskets—It was customary 
for Jews when going from home to take with them 
baskets to carry their provisions, that they might 
not be beholden to the Gentiles and so incur cere- 
monial pollution. It is probable that each of the 
disciples had one; hence the number mentioned. 
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Christ Walking ow the Sex.

Golden Text, Isaiah 43’: 2. 


ZSOMPARE Matt. 14: 22-36; John 6; 15-24. 
V. 45. Straightway—immediately after the 
feeding of the five thousand. Constrained His dis- 
ciples—They would be unwilling to leave him, but, 
‘He knows best.”  Bethsatda—There were two 
towns of this name, not far apart, one on either side 
of the Jordan, where it enters the sea of Galilee. 
The scene of the recent miracle was several miles 
south of Bethsaida—nearly opposite Capernaum. 
The order to proceed to Bethsaida implied that the 
boat should keep close to shore and touch at that 
point where Jesus would probably jointhem. He 
sent away the people—John describes the excitement 
of the people in consequence of the miracle, and 
how they began to think that this must be the Mes- 
siah the nation was looking for, at last come to re- 
store the kingdom, and they even spoke of taking 
him by force and proclaiming him King in Jerusa- 
lem. ‘This was far from our Lord’s purpose, and 
that it go no further He sends themaway. V. 46. 
He departed to pray—The strain upon his nervous 
system had, besides, rendered it necessary that he 
should have a few hours of rest and communion 
with His Father. For this purpose, indeed, he had 
left Capernaum the day before, v. 31, but the 
crowd, anbeipe line his movements, had made rest 
impossible. Now that they have all gone, he prays 
that the blessing of God may follow his teachings, 
that he may receive strength for the conflict that 
lies before him—teaching us by his example a les- 
son of the greatest importance. V. 47, 48. ven 
—After sun-down. Midst of the sea—The violence 
of the north wind had carried them out from the 
shore into the middle of the Lake; in spite of 
their most strenuous efforts they could not make 
Bethsaida. Fourth watch—as each watch was 
three hours, the fourth, counting from 6 p. m., 
would be three o’clock in the morning, and by that 
time they would be thoroughly exhausted. Would 
have passed by them—so it seemed to them, but he 
would have them, as he would have us, ¢o as the 
succour needed, Ezek. 36; 37. Vs. 49, 50. Sus- 
posed tt had been a spirit—one of those evil spirits 
perhaps, to whose agency the superstition of the 
times attributed such storms as that they now en- 
encountered. No wonder they were afraid at the 
apparition of a human form at that hour of the 
night! Be of good cheer—Believers have no cause 
of fear, Ps. 23: 4; Isa. 43: 23 Acts 23; II and 
27; 22,25. J¢ zs J—literally, I AM, Jn. 8: 58; 
Exo. 3: 14. V. 52. They considered not—A very 
little reflection would have convinced them that He 
who had previously stilled the waves with a word 
could as easily walk on them. Vs. 53, 54. Genmnes- 
seret—a fertile plain on the northeast coast of Gali- 
lee, in which is the supposed site of Capernaum. 
They knew him—i. e. the people of that place 
knew him. V. 55. Thenews of his return spread 
far and near. Matthew alone records the sug- 
gestive incident shewing Peter’s temerity and 
timidity. V.56. They were more desirous to be 
healed than to be taught. Men are often more 
anxious about their bodies than their souls.

ope oee Matt. 15: 1-20. The increasing 


fame of Jesus, heightened as it was by the nota- 
ble miracles of feeding the 5,000, and walking upon 
the waters had thoroughly aroused the animosities 
of the Pharisees all over the country. The Sanhe- 
drim or supreme court of the Jews, was not only a 
court of appeal, but a legislative assembly, with 
unlimited jurisdiction except as to pronouncing the 
V.1. The Pharisees 
and Scribes here spoken of were sent by this San- 
hedrim to the provinces for the double purpose of 
enquiring into the truth of the stories in circulation 
about Jesus, and also to ascertain how far His doc- 
trines had influenced the recognized teachers in 
Galilee. This had been often done before, but now 
they were bent on his destruction, Jn. 7; 1. V. 2. 
Unwashen hands—without going through the set 
form of ablutions to which they attached far more 
importance than saying grace. xcept they wash— 
in the manner prescribed by the Rabbis. This was 
done by rubbing the closed fist of one hand in the 
hollow of the other ; if before eating, the hands 
must be held upwards ; if after, downwards. The 
vessel used must be held first in the right hand, then 
in the left ; the water must be poured first on the 
right, then on the left hand, and at every third 
time the words must be repeated,—‘‘ Blessed art 
thou who hast given us the command to wash.” 
According to circumstances the ceremony was gone 
through with suitable variations, but all according 
to the tradition, i. e. the instructions handed down 
orally, not what was written in the law of Moses. 
Of theElders-—presbyters or teachers who expounded 
both the written and oral law, the latter of which 
was afterwards reduced to writing in what is called 
the ‘‘ Talmud,” copies of which are still extant. V. 
5. Why walk not thy disciples ?—The common ques- 
tion of ecclesiasticism in every age, indicating a 
feeling of self-superiority which even the disciples 
were not free from, ch. 9: 38, 39. Vs. 6-9. You 
hypocrites ! Some of you would die rather than omit 
one of your outward ceremonies; the words of Isaiah 
exactly describe your condition ; mere professions 
are useless. It is heart-worship God seeks, Rom. 
10: 10. Vs. 9-13. They perverted the law of Moses 
by saying, ‘‘z zs Corban”—a gift dedicated to 
sacred uses. i.e. Under the pretext of offering an 
oblation to God they withheld even from their own 
parents the things which should have been given 
them for their comfort and relief. So thoroughly 
selfish and formal were the Pharisees they could 
not understand these plain practical lessons ; even 
the disciples required to be thus reminded, for they 
too had been trained in the same school, and had 
still something of the national reverence for the 
Rabbis who were offended at the words of Jesus. 
V. 17. His disciples—the questioner was. Peter, 
Matt. 15: 15. Zhe parable—the words uttered in 
the hearing of the multitude and which had deeply 
offended the Pharisees, Matt. 15: 12. The most 
important lessons to be remembered are,—that out- 
ward forms will not save the soul: that the heart 
must be kept pure; that no service is acceptable to 
God that does not come from the heart.

HE ANNOUNCEMENT, elsewhere 

made, that the General Assembly is to 
meet in St. John, N.B., on the 14th of June, 
is a fitting reminder to treasurers and mana- 
gers of congregations that fhe time is short. 
The Books of the respective Agents for the 
Schemes of the Churchwil/ be closed promptly 
on the first of May, hence the necessity that 
all contributions which are intended to be re- 
 aakife to the General Assembly and to appear 
in the printed minutes, should be forwarded as 
soon as possible. Itis gratifying to be able to 
state that all the missions of the Church which 
we are asked to aid by our contributions are 
in a prosperous condition. The contributions 
of the whole Church last year were largely in 
excess of the amount contributed in any pre- 
vious year since the Union, and the receipts 
for the current year up to date are still larger 
than at the corresponding date of last year. 
The result of this is, that heavy debts have 
been removed, and obstacles to progress taken 
out of the way. But we must not forget that 
each year finds the fields of labour already en- 
tered upon widening, while new fields are open- 
ing up, imposin§ fresh responsibilities upon the 
Church. Last year we had between forty and 
fifty missionaries in Manitoba and the North- 
West; this year half as many more may be 
required. Ali the Foreign Mission Stations 
are under-manned, and urgent requests are 
coming to us from India, and China, from the 
New Hebrides, and Trinidad, for additional 
labourers. Would that every one of our peo- 
ple would read Mr. Annand’s statement 
respecting the progress, and the wants of the 
mmission to the New Hebrides, and that they 
would ponder his closing words,—“ Of that 
the Christian Churches would rise in their 
strength to impart the Light of life to these 
hoor perishing New Hebrideans ere it be too 
late /” 


MAP AND BLACKBOARD are indispensable 
requisites of a well-furnished Sabbath-school. 
It is almost impossible to study either the Old 
or the New Testament intelligently without 
maps of the Bible lands. Certainly no school 
should be without, at least, a good map of 
Palestine. Upon the principle that an ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of cure, we 
have done what we could to supply the want 


by publishing in this number of the Record the 
best map of Palestine that we could procure— 
a fac-simile of the one prepared for Dr. Vin- 
cent’s Lesson Commentary. Scholars will de 
well to keep it by them for reference. 


GLEANINGS FROM REPORTS. Crescent Street. 
Montreal; “Ona rough calculation,” say the 
Kirk-session, “five individuals connected with 
“ this congregation (in addition to some very 
liberal donations for congregational purposes), 
devoted to educational, philanthropic, and 
missionary purposes, the sum of at least $300,- 
ooo.” For the Schemes of the Church, includ- 
ing annual subscriptions to the College Fund, 
$6,761.77 ; towards the endowment of Mont- 
real College, $70,000; to the congregational 
Building Fund, $9,042 ; for strictly congrega- 
tional purposes, $8,211. The total for con- 
gregational, missionary, and benevolent pur- - 
poses, is stated to be $94,474.58, for the year 
1881. St. Fames, Square, Toronto -—The num- 
ber of communicants is now 508. The Mis- 
sionary and Collegiate collections for the year 
were $3,006; For congregational purposes, 
$6,848—total, $9,854. The debt on the Church 
property is $28,000. Fort Massey, Halifax :— 
Total contributions for the year, $8,022, of 
which, $2,651 for the Schemes of the Church, 
being at the rate, for the former, of $100 a 
family, and for the latter, of $33 a family. 


REV. DR. JENKINS, at the urgent request 
of the Convener of the Continental Committee 
of the Church of Scotland, has accepted the 
temporary Chaplaincy of the Church of Scot- 
land in Rome. In a private letter, Dr. Jenkins 
thus alludes to the appointment,—“ It is so 
strange a mutation in our affairs that we can 
hardly realize that we are here, only in the 
signs everywhere of the old landmarks of the 
grand capital of the world. Since I was last 
here, ecclesiastical matters have so far changed 
as that the Free Church have inducted a min- 
ister, Mr. Grey, formerly of Naples. With 
him I am associated in the work of the Chap- 
laincy. We preach alternately, and take the 
prayer-meeting turn about. We shall get on 
very well tégether. The work is not onerous, 
and the length of our stay, two months, will 
enable us to see much of the city.” Behold 
how good and how pleasant it is for brethren 
to dwell together in unity !

MANITOBA ITEMS. 


As you have heard, the Revd. Dr. Black 
passed away on the 11th ult. He was a bro- 
ther greatly beloved. His death leaves a great 
blank. We shall long miss his earnest self- 
denying labours, and his wise counsels. A 
movement is on foot to erect a fitting monu- 
ment to his memory in the Kildonan church- 
yard. Knox Church, Winnipeg, was sold on 
the 18th ult., realizing $126,100. Ata meeting 
of the congregation a few days later, it was 
agreed to add $15,000 to the $10,000 previously 
voted by the congregation to assist the new 
congregation of St. Andrew’s in the erection 
of a place of worship. At the same meeting, 
the sum of $5,000 was voted to the Presby- 
tery’s church and manse building fund, and 
the sum of $2,000 was voted to the late pastor, 
the Rev. James Robertson, as a slight recog- 
nition of the many obligations under which 
the congregation lie to him. Church building 
is to be vigorously prosecuted next summer. 
St. Andrew’s congregation have not yet finally 
adopted a plan for their new place of worship. 
They are likely to erect a building this year at 
a cost of from $35,00 to $40,000. Their lec- 
ture-room is to be ready early in June, and 
they will use this till their new church is 
erected. Knox Church people, too, are pre- 
paring to build.. They have selected a site for 


a temporary church, to be used for a year or| 


. 


two tilla permanent one is built on a site near 
the new Manitoba College. The Brandon 
congregation expect to be in their new church 
early in June. Our cause is prospering in the 
new city, under Mr. Farris’ care. A similar 
report comes from Mr. Cameron’s field—Tur- 
tle Mountain district—where a substantial 
frame building is to be erected for the use of 
the congregation. In West Lynne, too, the 
Rev. John Scott’s congregation will build im- 
mediately. The Rev. P. S. Livingston, late 
of Russelltown, Quebec, has arrived in this 
province. Weare glad to welcome him to his 
new field. Additional ministers are much re- 
quired, and the need is daily growing greater. 
It is said that over a thousand people came 
into this province the past week, and the cry 
is, still they come. The real estate business 
is said to be dull at present in Winnipeg.

ANGUS MACKENZIE, a pious and faithful 

elder of the Church at Thamesford, Ontario, 
died a short time ago in the 76th year of his 
age. He was a native of Sutherlandshire. 
_ FARQUHAR MACDONALD, a respected elder 
in the congregation of Lingwick, Quebec, died 
on the 19th of January, in the 77th year of his 
age. He was a native of Uig in the Island of 
Lewis, Scotland. 

ALEXANDER Mackay, an elder of the 
McGillivray congregation, departed this life 
on the ist of March. He was a native of 
Caithness, and was highly respected. 

Mrs. REBECCA BELL, widow of the late 
Rev. William Bell, of North Easthope, died at 
Stratford, Ont., on the 12th of February. 

MRs. S. J. HAIG, widow of late Rev. Thos. 
Haig, of Beauharnois, Que., died at Helens- 
burgh, Scotland, on the 13th of February. 


Grclesinstical Hews. 


ApuE SUPREME Courts of the British Pres- 
byterian Churches are appointed to meet 
as follows,—The General Assembly of the 
Church of Scotland on the 25th of May ; that 
of the Free Church, on the 18th of May ; the 
Synod of the United Presbyterian Church, on 
the 8th of May—in Edinburgh. The Synod of 
the Presbyterian Church of England meets in 
London—(the usual time is the end of April). 
The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland, meets at Belfast on the 5th 
of June. The Rev. Dr. Robertson, of New 
Greyfriars, died recently at Cannes, whither 
he had gone on account of his health. Dr. 
Kennedy, of Dingwall, the acknowledged 
leader of “the Highland Host,” z.e. the adhe- 
rents of the Free Church in the North of Scot- 
land, is opposed to the present disestablish- 
ment movement, and intimates to his friends 
that the time has come when the Free Church 
people in the Highlands should claim a share 
of the revenues of the Establishment for them- 
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selves. Dr. Donald Fraser, of London, from 
quite a different standpoint, has given his 
opinion that the movement is utterly unwor- 
thy of the Free Church. The Bed/ast Witness, 
speaking for the majority, probably, of Irish 
Presbyterians, expresses regret to see the 
turn things have taken as against “the Old 
Kirk, the head and front of whose offending 
seems to be that she has progressed and im- 
proved so much of late, and whose faults are 
unfortunate faults for which her assailants can- 
not throw the first stone at her.” The Dundee 
Presbytery of the Free Church have decided 
by a majority of one against the use of instru- 
mental music in the ordinary services of the 
Church. The University of Oxford, which 
will not confer its degree of D.D. upon any, 
however distinguished, in a non-prelaticChurch, 
has recently bestowed the degree on the Arch- 
bishop of Corfu, a dignitary of the Greek 
Church ! thus shewing the importance which 
it attaches to Episcopal ordination. Revd. 
David and Mrs. Scott and Dr., and Mrs. Dean, 
have arrived safely at Blantyre, S. Africa, to 
take charge of the Church of Scotland Mis- 
sion. The ladies, it seems, endured the dis- 
comforts and trials of the journey more suc- 
cessfully than their husbands, who were both 
prostrated by fever em route. A vigorous effort 
is being made by deputations and otherwise, 
throughout the Presbyteries of the Church, to 
awaken a deeper interest in foreign mission 
work. Dr. Fleming Stevenson’s lectures on 
Foreign Missions in Edinburgh and Glasgow 
have been very largely attended, and highly 
appreciated, and large offerings have been 
made in connection with them for missions. 
“ Never before, in consecutive order, has the 
general public had placed before it, with such 
eloquent fervour and culture, the helplessness 
and hopelessness of the heathen world, the 
duty of the Church of God, and the course 
of apostolic, middle age, and modern 
missions.” The well-known American lecturer, 
Joseph Cook, has been delivering his lectures 
in India to overflowing audiences. The Bom- 
bay papers declare, “that no such effect has 
ever before been produced by a public speaker 
in India, and anticipate much good fruit from 
‘this noble defence and exposition of Christ’s 
‘ teaching in the face of the false philosophies 
and faiths of the East. Rev. John Inglis, of 
New Hebrides fame, has completed his Anei- 
tyumese Dictionary, which will form a volume 
of between two hundred and three hundred 
pages. A friendly alliance has been formed 
among the professors and students of the lead- 
ing Theological Seminaries in the United 
States, for the purpose of developing the Mis- 
sionary spirit among students. A Convention 
of members of this Alliance was recently held 
at Alleghany, in the church of which Dr. Swift, 
the founder of the Presbyterian Board of For- 
eign Missions, was long pastor. Two hundred 


and forty yourg men were present. Various 
subjects of great interest in connection with 
Missions were discussed with ability and 
power. Delegates from all parts of the United 
States and from nearly alt bodies of Evangel- 
ical Christians were present and took part in 
the proceedings. All dwelt together in unity, 
with no sign of misunderstanding, ill-will, jea- 
lousy, or disaffection. No “shibboleths” could 
be detected. The result of this conference is, 
that a larger number of young men in the” 
States have expressed a desire and readiness 
to enter upon foreign mission work than in any 
previous year. 


IRELAND.—The Queen’s University, after 
an existence of a little over thirty years, has 
by Act of Parliament, ceased to exist. It em- 
braced the Queen’s Colleges of Belfast, Cork 
and Galway, and did a noble work for the 
country. A large number of the existing min- 
isters of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland 


-were educated in these Colleges, most of them 


of course in Belfast. The last meeting to con- 
fer degrees was held the other day. On that 
occasion more honorary degrees were given 
than perhaps in all its previous existence. 
Presbyterians generally were opposed very 
strongly to the change, but it was sacrificed at 
last with the object of allaying sectarian feel- 
ing. At an early day in their history they were 
dubbed “ Godless Colleges” by the hierarchy 
of the Church of Rome, and Episcopalians in 
some instances joined in the cry. What is 
called the Royal University, has been created 
instead, on somewhat the same platform as 
that of the London University, and to it all 
Colleges throughout the country may be affilli- 
ated. The organ controversy goes on with 
unabated ardour. The anti-organists havea 
monthly periodical, called the “Christian Ban- 
ner,” and the advocates of liberty have another, 
called the “ Presbyterian Churchman,” while 
the “Witness,” a weekly newspaper, opens its 
columns to both sides. Dr. Watts’ reply to 
Robertson Smith, has already been issued in 
a second edition, and is spoken of with great 
praise on both sides of the Atlantic. Repre- 
sentatives of the three leading Scottish 
Churches, the Kirk, the Free. and the U. P., 
have invited the Rev. Dr. W. F. Stevenson, of 
Dublin, moderator of the Assembly for the 
year, to deliver a course of lectures in Edin- 
burgh and Glasgow, on “ Missions.” There 
is no higher authority on the subject. 


FRANCE.—Mr. and Mrs. J. spent their 
summer holidays in 1881 at Cloyes, a couple 
of hours ride by rail, south-east from Paris. 
“We took witu us “ty Bibles, and nearly one 
hundred Testaments, but we could not resist 
the pleading earnestness of many who longed 
to possess God’s Word; and we sent subse- 
quently for one hundred and twenty-five more. 
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It was soon known that they had arrived. In 
one day all were gone; and, oh, how disap- 
pointed the people looked, when we said there 
were no more! So much so, that, since then, 
we have sent fAzr¢y to those who seemed spe- 
cially athirst for God’s Word. We feel very 
grateful to Mr. Macall’s Mission for granting 
us, free of any charge, fifty hymn-books, about 
fifteen hundred tracts, and a great many por- 
tions of the gospels.” They held meetings in 
the surrounding villages, and at Cloyes. Here 
there was some disturbance at first, but the 
disturbers gradually became thoughtful listen- 
ers. One man who was converted, wrote them 
of it. He had first heard of the Gospel through 
some old soldier-comrades who had been at 
the Macall Mission Hallsin Paris. One woman 
said: “I have lived twelve yearsin Paris, and 
have tried all kinds of things, but I never 
found anything to satisfy me, till I spent those 
two evenings with you.” <A poor old man re- 
marked: “There’s no chance for me; I’ve 
neglected my religion too long ; there may still 
be some hope for my wife. She’s not neglected 
itas I have.” Mrs. A. replied: “ Well, if you 
really think there is #0 hope in yourself, you 
are the very one, who may take hope, for Jesus 
came to save szmners.” “Oh! then,” he said, 
“you really think there is still hope for me? 
But why did not the priest tell me so? No 
one ever told me before that God loved us. 
Then [ll take courage.” Another poor old 
man said to Mrs. A., “Oh! prayers are be- 
coming dear. Once for a little libéra, (a short 
prayer said by the priests), one used only to 
pay jive cents, and now one has to pay Zez. 
Indeed it’s becoming a serious matter !” 


These poor people have never heard of a 
Gospel, whose unspeakable blessings are 
“ without money, and without price,” and seem 
unable to understand why Christian people 
should spend time and money for them, re- 
ceiving nothing in return. Two men were 
discussing the motives of these Christian peo- 
ple, when one said: “Oh! they’re a set of 
Charlatans travelling about.” The other an- 
swered: “No, they can’t be that; for one 
thing, they give to us instead of taking money 
from us ; and, besides, I like them, and I like 
what they say, and they speak as if they did 
it, because they loved somebody very much !” 
The reason that Mr. and Mrs. I. were dis- 
turbed at first at Cloyes, was, because the peo- 
ple imagined they had come from the priests 
and nuns. ‘“ The doctrine of man’s #é¢er ruin, 
of God’s free grace, and wonderful love, and 
the possibility of assurance, even now, of sal- 
vation, filled them with astonishment !” May 
the Lord of the harvest scatter labourers over 
that whole land, which, though so fair and, out- 
wardly, prosperous, dwelleth yet largely in the 
region and shadow of death!

THE MARCH OF CHRISTIANITY. 

Compare the progress made by Protestantism 
with that made by Roman Catholicism and by 
the Greek Church. In the year 1500 we find 
no Protestantism whatever. And the number 
of Christians not included under the heads 
Greeks and Roman Catholics was indeed 
small. At this date the Greek Governments 
controlled 20,000,000 and the Roman Catholic 
80,000,000. Two centuries later, in 1700, the 
80,000,c00 of Roman Catholics had risen to 
90,000,000; the 20,000,000 of believers in the 
Greek faith had become 33,000,000 ; while 
from almost nonethe Protestants had increased 
to 32,000,000. In 1880 there were under Ro- 
man Catholic Governments 134,000,000; under 
Greek, 60,000,000; and under Protestant, 194,- 
000,000. That is, Protestant rule, at the open- 
ing of this century, equalled that of both the 
Greek and Roman Churches combined, while, 
one hundred years earlier, she could claim but 
26 per cent. as much as they. If now we go 
on seventy-six years, we shall find, under the 
dominion of the Roman Catholic Church, 181,- 
000,000; under the Greek, 96,000,000, and 
other Protestant rule, 408,000,000. Or, in other 
words, the gain of Protestant rule over the 
combined Roman and Greek in seventy-six 
years was 131,000,000 or above 47 per cent. 

Dr. Dorchester, therefore, affirms that, not- 
withstanding the remarkable growth of Roman 
Catholicism, Protestant ascendancy inAmerica 
is fixed beyond a doubt. Again, he predicts 
that the world’s progress is secured against 
any possible combination of Papal States. 
“ The irreversible drift of the world is in the 
direction of popular freedom.” To prove this, 
he showed how rapidly Protestant and large 
English-speaking peoples were gaining con- 
trol of the choice portions of the earth. 


Ninety years ago it was a common saying 
that in two generations Christianity would be 
blotted out. Two generations have passed, 
and Christianity is making progress as never 
before. Such encouraging statistics as these 
call for thankfulness to Almighty God, who is 
causing His name to be honoured and loved. 
among all the children of men. They should 
serve to quicken Christian zeal, and to arouse 
a deeper sense of union and brotherly love 
among good men. 


JAPAN.—The success of Christian Missions 
in Japan has aroused the Buddhists to un- 
wonted exertions. Theyare holding protracted 
meetings all over the land. The press and 
the Government seem to be coynmitted to tole- 
ration and fair play, and ready to allow “the 
survival of the fittest.” That is all that can 
be asked of them. Mr. Davis estimates the 
baptized Christians in Japan at 5,000. 
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Our Foreign Hlissions. 


MEETING OF MARITIME COMMITTEE. 
N UNITED CHURCH, New Glasgow, and 
on the 16th ult., Committee met. Corres- 
pondence was read with the Mission Synod of 
New Hebrides, respecting the removal of one 
of the missionaries on Aneityum to a heathen 
island, also with the Foreign Mission Commit- 
tee of the Free Church of Scotland on: the 
same subject ; but owing to difference of 
opinion on the wisdom of the measure, it is 
probable that nothing will be done in that 
direction during the present year. It appeared 
that Mr. McKenzie (New Hebrides mission- 
ary), had visited a large number of Congrega- 
tions; also that he had.addressed public meet- 
ings in Montreal, resulting in awakening a 
lively interest in the mission, and in his receiv- 
ing substantial aid in prosecuting his work of 
training teachers in Efate. Mr. McKenzie in- 
tends to leave this country for his field of 
labour early in May. Letters were read from 
Dr. Steele, from Rev. Mr. Annand, and from 
Rev. Mr. Robertson. The request of the latter 
for leave to return home in the end of 1882, 
for change and especially on account of Mrs. 
Robertson’s state of health was, after full con- 
sideration, granted. 

Full reports from all the missionaries in 
Trinidad were read, with reports also from 
Mr. J. Corsbie, and from Miss Blackadder, to 
the Women’s Foreign Missionary Society of 
Halifax, all of which were approved. The 
estimates sanctioned by the Mission Council 
were next read, and after careful consideration, 
passed, with instructions to the Secretary to 
explain to the Church the reason for the in- 
crease in che estimates of the year, consequent 
upon the expansion of the Mission. When 
the estimates for 1881 were prepared by the 
Mission Council, they did not know that the 
fourth missionary had been appointed, and 
consequently no expenditure for his salary or 
field was included. The actual expenditure 
for 1881, therefore, as a matter of course, ex- 
ceeded the estimate, by something over £300 
stg., viz: £200, being 2/3 of salary, and above 
#100 for building, rent, and other require- 
ments. A new building, a house for Mr. Mor- 
ton, and school accommodation, has heen 
erected, on which there is a balance of £448 
3s. stg. due. 

Doubtless this could be raised by a special 
appeal; but it might succeed, with some loss 
to the general fund, and it has therefore been 
considered preferable, to spread the money 
over several years, so that the annual increase 
for the new field, for some time, cannot be less 
than £300 stg. Though no special call is to 
be made for the Tunapuna building, donations 
will be very thankfully received. One of a 
hundred dollars has already come in from a 


lady-member of United Church, New Glasgow. 
Others, it is hoped, will follow. Mr. Christie’s 
district requires an addition of £12 10s. Mr. 
Grant’s Band of young Orientals, at San Fer- 
nando, will pay for 1882, £25 stg. additional, 
that is £125 stg. of his salary. Grateful ac- 
knowledgments were recorded for the preser- 
vation of the lives and working power of the 
missionaries and teachers, during a year of 
great sickness; for the liberal aid offered by 
generous proprietors and agents of Estates ; for 
the aid afforded by church friends on Port-of- 
Spain and elsewhere; and for the liberality 
being developed among the immigrants who 
have embraced Christianity, and who are shew- 
ing in the most significant way their apprecia- 
tion of its doctrines and precepts.

Auvoing the Dew Hebrides. 


NOTES OF A VOYAGE IN THE “DAY SPRING” 
MISSION VESSEL, BY REV. JOSEPH ANNAND. 


UR home, Anelgauhat, Aneityum, is on 

the south side of the most southerly 
island of the group ; hence as we go north- 
ward we shall have an opportunity of visiting 
all the stations occupied by the‘missionaries, 
and we shall gain a connected view of the 
field and the work of evangelization in the 
New Hebrides. On Sabbath morning, 18th 
September, the “ Day Spring” arrived from 
Melbourne and anchored in our harbour op- 
posite our house and a quarter of a mile from 
it. On Tuesday she was ready again for sea, 
having landed stores for us and taken in water 
for her northern voyage. The wind detained 
us till Wednesday morning. The ship’s com- 
pany consists of the captain and his wife, two 
mates, a cook, steward, four seamen, and a 
boat’s crew of five natives. The passengers 
were Mrs. Watt, Mrs. Annand and myself. 
Sailing out of the harbour at sunrise, we had 
a splendid view of the station, so long occu- 
pied by the late Dr. Geddie. For over thirty- 
three years this spot has been one of deep 
interest to our churches. From this station 
came news of the battles fought and victories 
won for our KING. For many years songs of 
praise have ascended from these beautiful 
hills and dales, until now a generation has 
grown up under the influence of Christianity. 
In the afternoon we reached Aname, on the 
same island, the station occupied by the Rev. 
John Ingles for twenty-four years, and now 
occupied by Mr. Laurie. e found the 
missionary, his wife and child well, and the 
work making progress. Aneityum is about 
eleven miles wide, and 32 in circumference. 
The two stations are fourteen miles apart by 
water. By land, a mountain 2,788 feet high 
rises between the stations, and the road is well 
nigh impassable. Thirty years ago the popu- 
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lation was 3,500. It is now scarcely 1,100. 
There are 100 adult church members. ‘There 
are 45 morning schools which the people, old 
and young, attend. In eight different 
places there is public worship every Lord’s 
day, and prayer meetings every Wednesday 
afternoon. 

We pass Futuna, which lies north-east from 
Aname. There is now no missionary on this 
island, Mr. Copeland having retired from the 
field. His wife’s remains lie here—his wife 
well remembered by many in Nova Scotia. 
Futuna has a population of 500. About 100 
attend worship, the service being led by a 
native teacher. Westward from Futuna thirty- 
seven miles lies Tanna, which we reached on 
the 22nd. The name of the station is Kwa- 
mera, and Mr. Watt is the missionary. There 
is no harbour, and the sea is usually rough, 
driven in by the S. E. trade wind. Mr. Watt 
is meeting with encouragement in his work 
on his darkisle. Six adults and three children 
have been baptized, and a church formed and 
the Lord’s supper dispensed. This is after 
twelve years’ labour by the present missionary 
and his wife. Over 100 attend the services 
and many are learning to read. There is 
another station, Port Resolution, on Tanna. 
Here Mr. Neilson labours. We landed here 
on the 23rd and found all well and the work 
progressing. No church is yet formed here, 
though Mr. N. has been among them thirteen 
years; but about fifty attend the services 
pretty regularly now. The two stations on 
Tanna are about 13 miles apart. There is 
need for two more missionaries on poor, dark, 
degraded Tanna. It was here that the mes- 
sengers of the gospel first set foot in the New 
Hebrides. John Williams settled a teacher 
here the day before his martyrdom on Erro- 
manga. Messrs. Turner and Nisbet were 
settled here six years before Dr. Geddie 
landed on Aneityum; but they had to flee for 
their lives. Here, too, are the graves of our 
own S. F. Johnston, and the first Mrs. Paton 
and her child. But the day is breaking at 
last. 

North-east from Tanna, fourteen miles, is 
Aniwa, for fifteen years the scene of Mr. 
Paton’s labours. An Aneityum teacher is in 
charge of the station. The people are Chris- 
tian. The population is small and decreas- 
ing. After a brief visit to this isle we steered 
for Dillon’s Bay, EROMANGA, the station of 
Mr. Robertson, where we arrived on the 24th. 
We anchored about a quarter of a mile from 
Mr. Robertson’s house, and had quiet rest till 
Monday afternoon. We found the mission 
family well. A daughter had been born to 
Mr. Robertson nine days before, and mother 
and child were doing well. The gospel is 
advancing here, but every step is contested 
by Satan and his servants. A Christian had 
been shot dead shortly before our visit, out of 


sheer hatred to his religion. The Christians 
of Dillon’s Bay have erected a fine schoole 
house near the memorial church. They have 
raised over 200 lbs. of arrowroot to aid gospel 
work. Twenty-three teachers are employed, 
and one-third of the population attend wor- 
ship. Fifty-nine adult church members are 
in good standing. Thus the work goes 
steadily onward. After landing stores we 
sailed on Monday for ERAKOR, on EFATE, 
seventy-three miles north-west. The place 
seemed lonely. Mr. and Mrs. Mackenzie are 
at present in Nova Scotia. The natives 
gathered around us; and a man and his wife 
from Eratap offered to go with us and settle 
as teachers on Api. These people were in 
the darkness of heathenism eight years ago. 
The return of Mr. and Mrs. Mackenzie is 
longed for. There are eighty church mem- 
bers in good standing at Pango, Erakor and 
Eratap. The gospel is preached at three 
other villages. On Wednesday we reached 
Havannah Harbour, where Mr. Macdonald’s 
station is. The work here is steadily ad- 
vancing. There are forty-three adult church 
members and from 200 to 300 who hear the 
gospel more or less regularly. Mr. Mac- 
donald joined me, and we sailed for Tongoa. 
On our way is Nguna, Mr. Milne’s station. 
The missionary is on furlough in Scotland. 
The island has 1,000 people. Near it is Pele, 
and a little farther north, Matoso, two islands 
wrought by teachers. In the three isles a 
church of forty adult members has been 
formed, and from 400 to 500 hear the gospel. 
From the deck of a vessel on a clear day we 
can at the same time see thirteen inhabited 
islands, including the large one of Efate and 
Api. We reached Tongoa on Saturday, but 
found that the missionary, Mr. Michelsen had 
removed to the other end of the island, seven 
or eight miles away. The harbour is exceed- 
ingly bad, and quite unfit to land in. Mr. M. 
is meeting with much success—3oo out of a 
population of 1000 attend services... A few 
Sabbaths ago a chief took his wife and a friend 
or two with him, and having dressed himself 
in a fine red coat, given him by the mission- 
ary, he took his hymn-book in his hand, 
walked quietly to Pele, the chief village in his 
enemy’s land, and in the public square, said, 
“ Here I am, come to you to-day armed with 
this book. Shoot me if you will!” His ene- 
mies seeing him unarmed, threw down their 
arms and gathered around to hear what he 
had to say. Pulling off his gay coat he gave 
it to the chief who had been his enemy, and 
then preached the Gospel to them ! 

We were detained at this station till Thurs- 
day morning. Tongoa is at present our most 
distant station. Both Santo and Api had been 
occupied for some time; but as no trace 
remains of previous work we consider these 
islands as virgin soil. The Efatese language 
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ji. spoken on a part of Api, and here the peo- 
ple listened to Mr. Macdonald with much at- 
tention. Here the dress of the women is a 
mat three feet long by one foot wide. Givea 
man a belt, a string, and a piece of calico as 
large as his two hands, and his toilet will 
quickly be complete. In some places dress is 
still more scant. On Ambrym the women 
wear a skirt of six or eight successive tiers of 
belts made of grass, each six inches wide. 
Beads and armlets are indemand. We skirted 
Api along the south and west, and had a 
splendid view of this most lovely island. It 
is a thoroughly tropical isle. The vegetation 
‘is dense ; the cocoanut, and breadnut, and 
‘other nuts are abundant. We had an Api 
man with us who had been four years from 
home ; when we found his home for him he 
seemed unwilling to leave us. We reached 
Bririmba where Mr. Holt was settled last 
year, and the people were disappointed that 
we had no missionary to leave in his place. 
They cheerfully received the teacher whom 
we had taken from Eratap. This is a most 
promising station. The anchorage is good ; 
and we remained till Monday. Three other 
vessels anchored alongside of us on Sabbath 
evening, all looking for labourers for Queens- 
land. One recruited nine on Sabbath. The 
Api people carry firearms, some breech-load- 
ing Snider riflles! In the hands of one we 
saw a “six-shooter.” The captains of these 
vessels buy the “labourers” from their friends, 
giving rifles for them. Then the labourers 
who return bring rifles with them. I knew a 
captain to give two rifles for three men. Still 
this is not a slave trade, we are told! Many 
murders and outrages occur among these 
islands and in other groups traceable to the 
wicked “labour” traffic. 

On October toth, we left Boga Bay, Api, 
and crossed towards Paama, in full sight of 
Lopevi, an active volcano rising, cone-shaped, 
5,000 feet from the sea. This was the Day- 
spring’s first visit to Paama, and we knew 
little about the people. We found them very 
friendly. The population is dense and the 
people industrious. We spent nearly the 
whole of next day among the people. They 
are willing to receive a missionary : who will 
come to bear the light to them? We left 
Paama 12th October, and sailed for the north 
end of Ambrym, where there is good anchor- 
age and where the Dayspring had been be- 
fore. - In the interior of this lovely island the 
great volcano was sending up clouds of smoke 
and ashes, extending some twenty miles. The 
whole of Thursday we spent among the peo- 
ple of Ambrym, whom we found very friendly 
and ready to receive a missionary. The island 
Is sixty miles in circumference, and is well 
settled. The women are shy, but the men 
and boys are forward enough. They gathered 
around us, examined us, handled us all over 
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to make sure of our shape; measured Mr. 


Macdonald’s height (he is over six feet), and 
measured my nose which is supposed to be a. 
little longer than is orthodox, and greatly in- 
terested themselves with my beard. On the 
14th, we reached Mallicollo, the people in 
numbers swimming out to our vessel, half a 
mile from shore. We spent the greater part 
of two days among the people, visiting their 
villages and becoming acquainted wnh their 
ways. About eighty men visited the Day- 
spring. A missionary would be welcomed 
here: On the 18th, we visited Malo, where 
also a missionary is wanted. We intended 
visiting Santo, but were becalmed till our time 
was up, and we had to turn homewards. We 
reached Aneityum, seven weeks after we had 
left it. We encountered two severe thunder 
storms, in one of which we lost two sails, and 
were roughly tossed about ; but there was no. 
loss of life or limb. 

Oh that the Christian Churches would arise 
in their strength to impart the Light of life to. 
these poor perishing New Hebrideans ere it 
be too late! Let each one who reads these 
lines ask,—“ Am I doing my whole duty to- 
wards the benighted heathen?”

LETTER FROM REV. T. M. CHRISTIE. 


Couva, 73th February, 1882. 


VAY CCORDING to an arrangement made 
among ourselves, I am to write to you 

this month, giving you the news of what is 
going oninthe Trinidad mission field. This is 
the reaping time on the estates, and there is a. 
prospect of a favourable return from sugar. 
That will have a good effect on every branch. 
of work. Since the first of January it has been. 
magnificent crop weather—clear and dry, with 
only an occasional shower. Everything is 
rushing. The steam whistle on the estate 
nearest us, sounds about 3 a.m., to rouse the 
labourers and begin another day, and many a 
poor fellow it is to be feared, has scarcely got 
fairly in bed. The West Indies get the name 
of being easy-going places, but I know of no- 
thing in fast America which can equal the 
driving on sugar estates during the five months. 
of crop time. In the old Spanish times, I be- 
lieve they used to stop work for a few hours in. 
the heat of the day and take a szes¢a, but the 
Anglo-Saxon has changed all that. As may 
be expected, the subject of rege has less 
chance of gaining attention at this time, and 
in some ways our work is restricted in the dry 
season, as there is very little opportunity of 
holding any meetings on estates except with 
the sick in hospitals, and on the Sabbath. The 
schools, however, usually do well at this time,,

and I hear favourable reports from different 
directions. There is a great improvement to 
be noted in the villages on the Sabbath day 
since the beginning of this year, as a law has 
come in force prohibiting the keeping open of 
shops after9a.m. Before this year they were 
allowed to be open as on other days, and in 
consequence the afternoons and evenings were 
rendered hideous by drunkenness and rioting. 
I do not know that the change has had any 
very marked effect on the attendance at our 
services ; but it will help us by raising the 
moral tone of the people and showing to the 
heathen that Christians do have some little 
respect for the Ten Commandments. 

I have nothing special to report as regards 
my own field. Everything is going on smoothly 
and some measure of fruit appearing. I am 
not yet able to undertake my full work. As 
some of your readers will have heard, about 
the beginning of December I was ordered by 
the doctor to take complete rest, as my strength 
had become greatly exhausted. I took perfect 
rest for a month, and felt so much stronger 
that I have been doing a good part of my Sab- 
bath-work since, and also what seemed abso- 
lutely necessary of my week-day work. Last 
year as you all heard was a very trying year. 
We have all been graciously spared, but every 
one felt anxious. The weather here at any 
time is trying to one’s constitution. You.at 
home feel the heat severely for a few weeks in 
summer, but the cold weather braces you up 
again,but nature never lets up onus here. Itisa 
steady drain on the European constitution, 
much like living in a vapour-bath, so that we 
feel chilled and fairly shiver these mornings, 
although the thermometer will show little be- 
lew 65°. It is not to be wondered at that we 
feel weak sometimes. So far as I remember, 
however, I have not missed my Sabbath-work 
from sickness for at least five years until the 
present. The call for labour in Trinidad is 
daily becoming more urgent. Four ships have 
arrived from Calcutta this season, bringing 
more than 2,000 people. This is equal to the 
average congregations at home. More than 
50,000 Hindus and Mohammedans are now 
here—one-third of the population ; more than 
20,000 in Mr. Grant’s and Mr. Mcleod’s fields ; 
7,000 at least in this field, and 12,000 or more 
in Mr. Morton’s district. 

If you cannot send us more European mis- 
sionaries, you can surely send us more money 
to employ native agents. We like ill to wait 
for a deteriorating process in religion, and even 
immorality is rapidly going on among them, 
brought about, we grieve to say, by their inter- 
course with the so-called Christians of Trini- 
dad. We wish to give them the Gospel while 
there is still some religion in them to lose, that 
when they are forced to the conclusion that 
Hinduism is false there maybe an aching 
veid left that may crave the love of Jesus.

LETTER FROM REV. JOHN WILKIE. 


Fer the Record. 


Wig sree MISSION, INDORE, 
Fanuary roth, 1882. 


Thanks for your kind reminder in the last 
number of the Record, whose welcome face we 
so regularly see and as eagerly scan every 
month. We shall try to write more frequently 
about this very large and interesting field—a 
field containing over 9,000,000-souls, which are 
entirely dependent on the efforts put forth by 
the Canadian church for any knowledge of 
Christianity—in the hopes that more may be 
done. What are three men for 9,000,000, fully 
twice the population of the Dominion? Need 
you wonder that there are multitudes every- 
where who have never even heard of the name 
of Jesus. For the past six months we have 
been in almost continual conflict with the au- 
thorities of Indore who have been trying to 
lkeep out Christianity altogether. You may 
remember that in May 1880, Mr. Douglas’ 
school in the city was closed because he would 
give no written guarantee that no Christianity 
would be taught. About the same time, I be- 
lieve, an order was issued forbidding all Chris- 
tian work. Feeling that if such an order had 
any meaning and power we must seek some 
other field of labour, we were led last Febru- 
ary to put the matter to the test by openly 
preaching in the city—especially as we be- 
lieved we had “law and right” on our side. 
Of this you have already heard. On our return 
from the Hills, in July last, again we began 
work, and then met with real and determined 
opposition. Scarcely had we gathered an in- 
teresting crowd of listeners than up came four 
or five of Holkar’s impudent policemen, who 
ordered us to stop and go with them to prison. 
On our refusing to obey, they having received 
more recruits, at once by their sticks and 
threats drove the people off, and then in the 
most impudent way ordered us to go to the 
magistrate. On our representing the case to 
the Agent of the Governor-General, he gave 
the Maharajah to understand that such things 
could not be allowed, and so we began again. 
We feand, however, that as soon as we appeared 
word was sent to the police station, and eight 
men were stationed along the road in front of 
our hou e, about twenty yards apart, who for- 
bade ev.ry one going near or listening to us 
under pi nalty of being put in prison. In vain 
did we s.ng our hymns or try to speak. We 
had before us none but the laughing impudent 
police. On our going to the magistrate we 
succeeded in getting this also stopped ; but 
only to have a fresh difficulty. They said 
“we cannot hinder you.doing what you like 
in your own house”’—we had now a Sabbath« 
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school and Miss McGregor had a day-schoo! 
in it—“ nor can we hinder the people listening 
to you. You must not, however, block up the 
road-way.” And at once an imaginary line 
was laid down, beyond which the people must 
not stand—a line, which was broad or narrow 
according to the zeal of the policeman then on 
duty. We therefore time and again when en- 
jeying our talk to an interested crowd, would 
be interrupted by one of these impudent fel- 
lows crying out, “ You are blocking the road 
—Get out of this or we will put you in prison,” 
and in an instant almost our fine congregation 
would be gone. 
them, trying to showthem their folly—but to no 
purpose. So one night when the policeman 
came up to repeat his old work, I caught him 
by the arm, walked him out of the crowd and 
ordered him not to come near us at his own 
risk. A magistrate next.came and began to 
order the people off, when I told him he was 
breaking the laws, and would not be aHowed 
to do it without our bringing him to justice. 
He then sought to influence the people against 
us, when I again reminded him that it was 
against the law to disturb all religious meet- 
ings. Another policeman, encouraged by the 
action of the magistrate, began to drive the 
people away, when I walked him also out of 
the crowd. They then quietly left us alone 
with the crowd, now grown to unusual propor- 
tions. Several times since then we have had 
to repeat it, but not for several weeks. Whereas 
before they could close up Mr. Douglas’ school 
and largely stop all Christian work in the city, 
now we can have as many schools as we can 
keep up, and have our right to preach recog- 
nized, even though occasionally interfered with. 
So far, we are encouraged. We shall, how- 
ever, have to fight every inch of ground, as the 
Maharajah, being entirely under the influence 
of the Brahmins in this matter, is determined 
to hinder us in every way. Now, we have the 
opposition from the authorities... Since they 
have been: defeated, they will seek to set up 
opposition through the people themselves, and 
in a way that justice cannot reach them. We 
can rejoice, however, that our God is none 
other than the Almighty Jehovah, who rules 
even in the councils of kings. Pray for us, 
that all opposition may be removed, and that 
the hearts of the people may be prepared to 
receive the good seed.

REV. JOHN MORTON’S 
FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


Last year’s report formally closed my con- 
nection with Savannah Grande, and although 


At first we reasoned with 


practically, I had somewhat to do with that 
field during the early part of the year, I shall 
confine my report to the work in the district, 
merely expressing my satisfaction with the 
manner in which Mr. Macleod has carried for- 
ward the work in my old field, and the pro- 
gress he has made in acquiring the language. 
We rented a house in Tunapuna to survey this 
district, and after mature consideration, con- 
cluded that that village was the best place for 
our centre of operations. Our census, since 
taken, shews that it stands next to San Fer- 
nando in population, that is, it is the largest 
village in the Island. It is healthy and cen- 
tral, and while I write I hear the whistle of a 
large new factory, whose vacuum pans are this 
week discharging their first fruits, so that its 
population is likely to grow. Four out-stations 
were almost immediately taken up, namely, 
Aronca, four miles east of this; Orange Grove, 
half way between this and Aronca; Curepe, 
two miles from this, on the way to Frederick; 
and Frederick Estate, now better known as 
The Caront, situated on the Couva railway, 
distant in an air line two miles, but by road 
five. 


The Caront:—Service at 8 a.m. on Sabbath. 
Here we met in various places during the dry 
weather, but settled down to the hospital in 
the wet season. At this station some progress 
has been made in gaining the confidence ef 
the people, and preparing the way for future 
work. Latterly, they have made offers of help 
toward a school-house, the value of which will 
be tested as soon as the dry season sets in, 
when their collection will be taken up and the 
building proceeded with. For this object I 
have in hand £37, 9s., partly contributed, and 
partly collected, by James R. Craig, Esq., of 
Glasgow, Scotland. I found on this Estate 
one of my earltest scholars, and in August I 
had him removed to Tunapuna to teach there 
under my eye, and be drilled for The Caroni 
school. Gladly would I have hastened in this 
matter, but our rainy season—unusual fever— . 
and general press of work urged delay. 


Tunapuna :—Services: Sunday-school at 1o 
a.m. ; Church at II a.m. ; Prayer-meeting at 
7 p.m., Fridays. School opened August Ist, 
Allah Du’a, teacher. Meetings held at first in 
our dwelling-house—since July in our new 
premises. At this station the attendance at 
our services has been comparatively regular, 
and a number who only knew the name of 
Christ now know of his work and salvation. 


A good teacher is greatly needed here, as the 
school ought to be a large one. There isa 
Roman Catholic Church at St. Joseph, twe 
miles below this, and an English Church at 
Tacarigua, two miles above; but this village 
has never had a Church or resident minister. 
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Aronca :-—Sunday-school at I p.m.; Church 
at 2% p.m.,in Presbyterian Church. School 
opened March Ist, in an unused school-room, 
for both of which we are indebted to the kind- 
ness of Rev. Wm. F. Dickson. At this station 
the attendance has fluctuated very much. It 
was at one time so large as to excite much no- 
tice and opposition. I wish I could say that 
Brahmans were the only ones who exerted 
themselves against us. A reaction was pro- 
duced, which would have been more trying to 
us had we not been to some extent prepared 
for it. The tide has, I hope, turned, and the 
school work has been most encouraging, both 
in the progress and conduct of the children. 


Orange Grove :—Service at 4% p.m., on: 


Sunday, in the Estate school-room, and in rainy 
weather in the Hospital. Singers: Geoffroy 
Subaran, and Allah Du’a. The attendance at 
this station has been large, a considerable pro- 
portion being from the Hospital. The atten- 
tion and apparent ability to understand the 
truth have greatly improved, and the interrup- 
tions and objections to which we were at first 
exposed, have ceased. This remark, indeed, 
applies to all the stations. 


Curepe :-—Weekly service at 5 p.m. on Tues- 
day. School opened May Ist. Teacher: Akbar 
Ali. Teacher and children and some adults 
attend Sunday-school and Service at Tuna- 
puna on Sundays. This village is small but 
densely populated. The Coolies rent the land, 
which is owned by a few Creoles, and will pro- 
bably in time be bought up and absorbed in 
the adjoining estates. The people raised the 
rent of the school-room five dollars per month. 
The school has done good work, and the ser- 
vice has been well attended.

Hwenile Mission Sclreme. 


SN HE STATEMENT concerning the Juve- 
nile Mission Scheme which appeared in 
the Chart of our Missions in the March num- 
ber, was not revised to date, and therefore gave 
an incorrect account of the present work of 
this Scheme. No orphans are zow supported 
by it at Indore, because the Orphanage at 
Indore was closed some time ago, and 
has not been re-opened. But several day- 
schools are now supported there, as well as 
at Calcutta, of which the following letter 
from Miss McGregor will give some idea. 
Two bible-women are also still supported at 
Indore, and a very few orphans at Calcutta 
still remain on the list. Miss McGregor, writ- 
ing to the Secretary of the Juvenile Mission 
Scheme, concerning day-schools at Indore, 
says,—“ I think if our little friends will but 
have patience, (not easy for children) we will 
find ways for them to dispose of their funds, 
and now I am going to tell you how. I think 
I informed you in a recent letter that I had 
opened a Marathi girls’-school in the city of 
Indore, which promises to be very prosperous 
indeed. Two teachers are at present em- 
ployed, and if we carry out our plans, we shall 
require one, and perhaps two more. This 
evening, a gentleman from the city, who is 
very much interested in the school, told me 
that a Hindi school is very much required, and 
I propose connecting it with the other, having 
a teacher for that vernacular. Of course, 
additional expense will be incurred in many 
ways, as there must be, according to custom 
here, a woman to go round and call the child- 
ren to school in the morning, then bring them 
back to their homes. There will also be books, 
slates, &c., as if we do not provide them, they 
will bring heathen books or none at all. We 
think if the Hindi girls are brought, that the 
attendance will number one hundred before 
the end of the year. There is also now, an- 
other day-school amongst. low-caste children 
in a poor neighbourhood, so that you will see 
the children at home will have enough to inter- 
est them. I may also state that we superin- 
tend the education of the boys, in Holkar’s 
Foundling’s Home, in the city. At present 
there are nine, and one girl. Balaram, Mr. 
Douglas’ catechist, has a very nice wife and 
little baby-girl,—wee Effie. ° If you could hear 
her tell the sufferings she endured, while she 
was supposed to be a widow (according to the 
cruel customs of Hindoos), it would make 
your heart ache. Balaram was ten years in 
Trinidad, and all that time his wife was cruel] 

treated, being allowed to eat only twice or 
three times a week, lying all night in wet 
clothes, and many other like hardships. The 
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baying of the pariah dogs, the queer bark of 
the jackal, and occasionally the low monoto- 
nous song of a native, are all the sounds to be 
heard in the direction of the Bazaar. It will 
soon be Io p.m., and must bid you good night.” 


Sield Hotes. 


REV, K. J. GRANT: San Fernando, Trin- 
SW. ¢dad :-—Anajee and Lal-Behari were re- 
cently examined by Presbytery on the Gospels. 
A new book on this theme recently came into 
my hands. It was published in June of this 
year. Title: “Thoughts on the Holy Gos- 
pels.” Author: Francis W. Upham, LL.D. 
Publishers: Phillips & Hunt, New York. Some 
of the questions dealt with, are: How did the 
four Gospels come to be in manner and form 
as they are? Did only two of the twelve 
bear witness? Why have three of the Evan- 
gelists passed over the ministry of our Lord 
in Jordan until the week of His passing? The 
above are specimens. 

TAzIYA Day.—On the 3rd December, the 
annual Mohammedan Féte was observed. 
Hasan and Husain, grand-sons of Moham- 
med, in a struggle with a rival family for the 
succession, were slain. If not deified, they 
have been canonized by those who supported 
their claim. With the new moon which brings 
round the anniversary of their death, their 
spirits, I believe, are supposed to visit the 
earth and to abide with the people for ten 
days, and on the tenth day, the day of their 
departure, models of their tomb, pagodas-like, 
which have been several days in course of pre- 
paration, are carried from the several estates 
into and through the town to the wharf and 
cast into the sea. Some of these are thirty, 
forty, and even fifty feet in length, all con- 
structed of the bamboo, and covered with 
tissue paper of various colours—cost rang- 
ing from forty to fifty dollars. In some we 
see exhibited an ingenuity in design, and skill 
in execution, which is quite surprising. There 
are usually from sixty to seventy of these 
‘which pass our door, and the display is quite 
imposing. The conduct of the people is 
usually good—Hindoos as well as Mohamme- 
dahs join in what is to them a pleasant pastime, 
and every year shows an increasing number 
of Creoles. Thousands go shouting and danc- 
ing along the street, each armed with a stick 
about five feet long, but the people of each 
estate are attached to their own .Taziya, the 
manager and overseers usually riding in their 
midst. Unfortunately two Sirdars got intoa 
dispute, and one, an old man, a Brahmin, 
respected by his people and possessed of pro- 
perty, was killed ; the one who is said to have 
inflicted the blow is in custody awaiting his 
trial. This murder will probably lead the Gov- 
ernment to impose checks. Many of the more 


sober-minded would gladly see the whole thing 
abolished. After returning from America in 
June, there were indications that led me to 
think that it was my duty to open an afternoon 
school in two places. I proposed the matter 
and met with every encouragement. The es- 
tates belonged to Mr. Tennant, who contri- 
butes £100 stg. to our Mission funds. Mr. 
White, the attorney, at once provided a room 
in a barrack, and nis sister, Miss White, less 
than a year here from England, of an earnest 
firm spirit, was most hearty. The schools 
have done very well, but I was somewhat con- 
cerned as:to the permanence of the work, as I 
had no salary provided. To my surprise and 
delight, Mr. White informed me on Saturday, 
that he had written to Mr. Tennant of our 
work, and that a reply had been received in- 
structing him to add, from the beginning of 
1882, £50 to the grant—in all, £150 stg.; and 
in addition gave £50 for the erection of a 
school-house on one of the estates. With us, 
I know you will thank God for these tokens of 
His goodness. In ways that we know not 
God provides. We deeply regretted Mr. 
Frost’s removal, but other friends are raised 
up. Let the Lord be praised. 

REv. J. W. MCLEOD: Princestown, Trint- 
dad :—It has been raining almost incessantly 
for the last two weeks. The roads are in a 
bad state, and the ungravelled places almost 
impassable. The weather is much cooler than 
for some time, and on rainy, windy days, a 
cheerful fire would not be uncomfortable. The 
malarial fever has almost, if not wholly, dis- 
appeared. Our health has been wonderfully 
good, fornew comers. Miss Blackadder is also 
well. She had several attacks of fever and 
one of jaundice, but is happily better than be- 
fore. We were up at the Morton’s some time 
ago. They are well now, although the boys 
were ill. They have a comfortable house, 
after the plan of this one, three schools in ope- 
ration, and one at least in present contempla- 
tion. Mr. Morton has made over as a gift to 
the mission here, a lot of land in Princestown 
as a site for a church, and two acres in Piparo, 
under and around the mission buildings there. 
I am still studying as well as trying to talk 
Hindi. I now venture to conduct meetings 
without interpreters, although “at sea” some- 
times. By way of composition,-I write a reli- 
gious address in it every week. I am also 
reading Indian school books, and other publi- 
cations, besides the Scriptures. 

REV. HuGH A. ROBERTSON: Erromanga, 
New Hebrides -—I cannot write to-day, and 
the ship is just off, but I will write next week, 
and wait a chance to send by New Caledonia 
or Queensland. Weare all well, and our work 
never more-encouraging. We prepared 2,400 
lbs. of excellent arrowroot this year, and to-day 
it has been shipped, namely, ten casks and 
two cases. Please deduct zos. stg. from my 
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salary for the Halifax city mission. It is the 
gift of one of Dr. Geddie’s natives, who came 
with me from New Caledonia nine years ago, 
and is a member of our Church here ow, and 
is married to an Erromanga Christian woman. 
He gave the pound, as he said, to carry the 
Gospel to those who are still heathen in Nova 
Scotia,—Cast thy bread upon the waters, etc. 
In nine years he has given me £10 sterling 
for various objects, and he never had more 
than £7 a-year with me, and now only £3 Ios. 
as he only looks after and milks the cattle, and 
has the rest of his time with his family and 
work. We are all very well; our eldest 
daughter goes up to Sydney to-day, to Miss 
Ella’s school, and our youngest daughter is 
just 2% months oid. Many thanks for your 
prompt and kind reply to my letter, asking a 
visithome. I have full faith in the goodness 
and consideration of my Church. Mrs. Robert- 
son greatly zeeds a change for a complete rest. 
As for myself, I never was stronger and am 
never ill. Just completed a fine successful 
voyage round this Island in the Daysfrrng, and 
visited every district where I have teachers. 
Please mention thanks to my dear Pictou 
friends of the Church of Scotland for their 
handsome gift.

BLINDNESS IN FORMOSA. 


There are a great many blind people. The 
conditions under which the poorer classes 
live—having too little food, working hard 
every day of the week under the glare of a 
tropical sun, and with a not over attention to 
personal cleanliness—all tend to weaken, and 
at last to dostroy their eyesight. 

Outside the Mission House there is occa- 
sionally to be seen an affecting sight—six 
blind men in procession, each with a long 
walking-stick in one hand, and the other 
placed on the shoulder of the one going im- 
mediately before; whilst a friend blessed 
with the use of his eyes leads them, acting as 
guide to the party. How thankful we should 
be for sight, and how we should pity those 
who have thus “ knowledge from one entrance 
quite shut out,” and to whom the world is all 
a blank ! 

And should we not pray for the poor blind 
people of Formosa and throughout China, 
that though they may not again look upon 
this fair world and its beauty with the natural 
eye, God may bless the efforts which here 
and there are being made to cause thc Light 
of the Gospel to shine into their hearts, and 
that by His Holy Spirit he may so teach and 
incline them as that they shall truly “feel 
after Him and find Him ?”

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A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

A few days ago a man was buried in New 
York so modestly that nobody but his pastor 
and relatives were at the funeral. He requested 
this unostentatious service from his dying bed. 
Yet if all the mission-church members, and 
orphans, and hospital patients, and others who 
have been blessed by his generous bounties 
could have come to pay their tributes, no five 
churches would have held the crowds that 
would throng to the funeral of James Lenox. 
He probably gave more money to religious and 
useful objects than any other man who ever 
lived in America. One of his relatives esti- 
mates the total amount of his donations at 
about seven millions! Thirty years ago he 
gave systematically at the rate of $100,000 per 
annum. During the last five years he gave 
away over two millions of dollars! He built 
five churches in New York city, and helped to 
build many hundreds of them elsewhere. So 
modestly did he give that his name seldom 
appears in connection with the donation. Mr.

CONTINUED. 


RITISH PRESBYTERIAN ASSOCIA- 
GY TIONS. Two Missionary Societies were 
formed in Scotland in 1796—one in Glasgow 
and the other in Edinburgh. They were called, 
respectively, the Glasgow, and the Scottish 
Missionary Societies. The latter was under 
the presidency of the celebrated Dr. John 
_Erskine, who was the first to advocate the 
cause of foreign missions in the Church of 
Scotland. In that year the subject was brought 
under the notice of the General Assembly by 
overtures from the Synods of Fife and Moray. 
After a most extraordinary debate, the over- 
tures were rejected by a vote of fifty-eight to 
forty-four. Among the opponents of missions 
to the heathen at that time were, Mr. George 
Hamilton, minister of Gladsmuir, and Dr. Car- 
lyle, of Inveresk. The former having deliv- 
ered an elaborate anti-missionary speech, when 
he sat down the venerable and attenuated 
Erskine, of whom it has been said, that “he 
was all soul and no body,” arose: “Moderator,” 
said he, “vax me that Bible.” The book was 
handed to him and passages were quoted to 


» . shew the missionary character of the apostle 


Paul’s ministrations ; in vain, however, was 
the appeal, and thirty years elapsed before the 
subject was resumed in that Assembly. In 
the meantime the above named Societies sent 
out pioneer missionaries to Africa, India, and 
the West Indies, and gradually the missionary 
spirit began to breathe over the Churches. In 
1824, Dr. Inglis brought the subject of Foreign 
missions once more before the General Assem- 
bly, and with such effect that a. committee was 
unanimously appointed to devise and report a 
plan of operations. This was followed by a 


pastoral letter to the Churches, and an appeal | 


for money. The whole amount contributed, 
was only £390 from all Scotland. About this 
time Dr. Chalmers gave a series of popular 
lectures, on the history and objects of mis- 
sions, in the old University town of St. An- 
drews. Among those who came under the 
spell of his eloquence, was Alexander Duff, 
librarian to a small missionary society, who 
was selected as the fittest of all the students 
to undertake the founding of a mission. Hav- 
ing yielded to the earnest solicitation of his 
friends, his appointment was confirmed by the 
General Assembly in 1829, and shortly after- 
ward, he sailed for Calcutta. It is unnecessary 
to add that his subsequent career more than 
justified the expectations of his friends. By 
his personal labours in India, and by his elo- 
quent appeals in Britain and America, he did 
perhaps more than any other man to advance 
the cause of modern missions. The missions. 
of the Church of Scotland are chiefly in India, 
and connected with its large educational insti- 
tutions at Bombay, Calcutta, and Madras. 
The number of ordained missionaries and 
principals of colleges is about twenty, with a 
staff of about eighty assistants. This Church 
has also recently began a mission in China, 
and one in East Africa. For many years it 
has carried on successful missions to the Jews 
in Turkey and Egypt. Its Colonial Committee 
was organized on its present basis in 1837. It 
has been the means of sending a large num- 
ber of ministers and missionaries to all the 
British dependencies, and has spent a great 
deal of money in assisting to build churches 
and in grants to educational institutions. The 
expenditure on these three branches of its 
mission work in 1880, was $212,445. 

Shortly after the formation of The Free 
Church of Scotland, in 1843, it was announced 
that all the missionaries of the Established. 
Church in India and Africa, as well as the 
missionaries to the Jews, had given in their 
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adherence to the Free Church, which conse- 
quently began its existence with a large staff 
of foreign missionaries: and when it united 
with the Reformed Church of Scotland in 1876, 
it adopted the mission to the New Hebrides, 
which had been commenced by that Church 
in 1852. The Free Church has now thirty-six 
ordained European missionaries, with a staff 
of some four hundred native teachers, cate- 
chists, and Bible-readers. Its stations are in 
India, Africa, The New Hebrides, and Syria. 
The total receipts for Foreign, Colonial, and 
Jewish missions in 1880, amounted to $395,- 
555. Lhe United Presbyterian Church of 
Scotland, which was formed in 1847 by a union 
of the United Secession and Relief Churches, 
inherited the foreign missions of these Churches 
which had been commenced in Jamaica, in 
1834 ; in Trinidad in 1836, and at old Calabar 
in Western Africa, in 1846. Although it com- 
prizes only 549 Congregations, this Church is 
one of the most enterprising and liberal in the 
support of missions of all the Presbyterian 
Churches. In addition to those fields already 
named, it maintains missions in Caffraria, In- 
dia, China, Spain, Japan, and Algeria. In 
these fields it has forty-nine ordained mission- 
aries, seventy-four native evangelists, fourteen 
ordained native ministers, four medical mis- 
sionaries—in all it has a staff of three hundred 
and thirty-three educated labourers. Its mis- 
sionary income for 1880, was $172,565. 

The Presbyterian Churchin England entered 
upon a separate ecclesiastical existence in 
1836. Up to that period, from the time of the 
Reformation, it consisted of a number of con- 
gregations and Presbyteries, nominally con- 
nected with the Church of Scotland. The 
foreign mission work of the Church dates from 
1847, when the Rev. W. C. Burns was sent as 
its first missionary to China. (See Record 1880, 
p. 312). Its principal stations are at Amoy 
and Swatow, China. It has also a very suc- 
cessful Mission in the southern part of the 
Island of Formosa; and one in India since 
1862. The congregations of the United Pres- 
byterian Church united with the Presbyterian 
Church in England in 1876. The number of 
their Congregations now, is nearly 300. They 
employ eighteen ordained missionaries, and 
sixty native helpers. Their missionary income 
for 1880 was $62,412. 

The General Assembly of Zhe Presbyterian 
Church tn Ireland was formed in 1840 bya 
union of the Synod of Ulster with the Seces- 
sion Synod, each of which had previously had 
a separate existence for many years. One of 
the first acts of the new Church was to insti- 
tute a foreign mission. India was selected as 
the field of its operations, and its agents have 
ever since been labouring with encouraging 
success in the Presbytery of Katiawar and 
Gujurat to the north of Bombay. A mission 
in China was recently begun by two ordained 


missionaries. In addition to its foreign mis- 
sions, the Irish Church has its Home mission, 
a Jewish mission, a Continental and Colonial 
mission, and a mission to soldiers and sailors, 
The annual expenditure for the support of 
these missions is about $52,000. 

AMERICAN SOCIETIES. Without ignoring 
the earnest and not unsuccessful efforts to 
evangelize the native Indian tribes, to which 
reference has already been made, it may be 
said that “The Massachusett’s. Missionary 
Society,” formed at Boston in 1799, was the 
first American Society that contemplated mis- 
sions to the heathen in foreign lands. It does 
not appear, however, that it accomplished 
much in that direction. It was reserved for 
The American Board of Commissioners for 
froretgn Missions to give practical effect to the 
enthusiasm which began to manifest itself in 
the American Churches in the early part of 
the present century. The idea of instituting 
a society upon so Catholic a basis as that all 
denominations might co-operate in its manage- 
ment, and of immediately undertaking mission 
work in heathen countries, emanated from the 
students of the Theological Seminary at An- 
dover, several of whom made offer of their 
services as missionaries. The Faculty of the 
Seminary were consulted and approved the 
design. The subject was discussed in the 
General Association of Massachusetts, and it 
was unanimously resolved to institute sucha 
society. Accordingly, on 5th Sept., 1810, a 
constitution was adopted, and the great enter- 
prize was begun, which was destined to take a 
conspicuous rank in the mission agencies of 
the world. In the year 1812, when as yet the 
Society had only $1200 at its disposal, it sent 
forth its first detachment of missionaries—five 
in number—to India. These were Revds. 
Messrs. Judson, Newell, Nott, Hall, and Rice. 
From this small beginning the American 
Board has gone on with yearly expansion and 
sticcess, until now it has 2,147 labourers em- 
ployed in its seventeen missions, while its re- 
venues from all sources, amounted in 1881 to 
$691,245. Its fields of labour are in Africa, 
India, Ceylon, China, Japan, Turkey, Micro- 
nesia, Hawaii, Spain, Austria, and Mexico. 
It has also a mission to the Dakota Indians, 
The number of ordained missionaries in these 
countries is 159. Of native pastors there are 
141, and of native preachers and catechists, 
365 ; communicants, 18,446; and 33,360 pupils 
of all grades in its training, Theological, and 
Common Schools. Its mission to the Sand- 
wich Islands, commenced in 1820, presents a 
grand testimony to its wisdom and success, 
inasmuch as the whole population are now 
nominally Christian, and the Evangelical As- 
sociation established there, is the first and as 
yet the only instance of a native Church re- 
claimed from the lowest depths of barbarism 
which has assumed all the responsibilities of 
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self-government and self-support. Its largest 
operations are now in the Turkish Empire. 
By its Charter the Board is neither an eccle- 
siastical nor a denominational body. For 
many years it derived its support from all de- 
nominations, and although it does so still to 
some extent, it is now chiefly in the hands of 
the Congregationalists of New England. The 
corporation consists of 220 members entitled 
to vote; but the payment of $50 by a clergy- 
man, or $100 by a layman, constitutes an hon- 
orary member, who may share in the delibera- 
tions of the annual meeting, which is held in 
the month of October, in different cities. The 

| Prudential Committee, consisting of eleven 

|} members, meets once a week in Boston, its 
head-quarters. 

THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN THE 
UNITED STATES. The first Presbytery in the 
United States was that of Philadelphia, formed 
in 1705. In the year 1789 the first General 
Assembly met, and was constituted in the city 
of the same name. In 1817 it united with the 
Dutch Reformed and the Associate Reformed 
Churches in forming “ 7he United Foreign 
Mission Society,’ whose object was “to spread 
the Gospel among the Indians of N. America, 
the inhabitants of Mexico and S. America, 
and in other parts of the heathen and anti- 
Christian world.” In 1826 this Society amal- 
gamated with the American Board. In 1831, 
the Synod of Pittsburgh instituted “Zhe West- 
ern Foreign Missionary Society,” which in the 
course of the next six years planted missions 
in India, W. Africa, Smyrna, China, and 
among the Indians of the Western Territories. 
In 1837 the General Assembly severed its con- 
nection with the American Board and insti- 
tuted its own “ Board of Missions of the Pres- 
byterian.Church.” In the following year oc- 
curred the division which gave rise to the Old 
School and the New School Assemblies. The 
former adopted the newly formed Missionary 
Society, while the latter continued its connec- 
tion for a number of years with the American 
Board. On the re-union of these Churches in 
1869, their missions were brought together, 
and about the same time the American Board 
handed over its Syrian mission, and other sta- 
tions it had previously occupied, to the Pres- 
byterian Board. A second division, occasioned 
by the Civil war, took place in 1861, when 7%e 
General Assembly of the Confederate States 
of America was constituted separately—now 
known as the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States, (South). The Presbyterian 
Board (North), has made steady progress. Its 
operations are now scarcely less extensive than 
those of the American Board. Its receipts for 
1880-81 were $584,582. Its staff of missiona- 
ries consists of 130 American ordained minis- 
ters, 200 native pastors and licentiates, and 
769 lay missionaries. The number of commu- 
nicants in its various fields is 14,588, and of 


scholars, 18,266. These figures do not include 
the extensive work carried on by its “Woman’s 
Boards of Missions” which will fall to be no- 
ticed hereafter. The stations of the Board 
and relative number of ordained missionaries 
are as follows,—Among the N. A. Indians, 12; 
in Mexico, 6; S. America, 14; Africa, 8; In- 
dia, 30; Siam, 7; China, 25; Japan, 7; Per- 
sia, 9; Syria, 12. The Board of the Presby- 
terian Church (South), has ¢ez missionaries in 
S. America eleven in China, szx in Greece, 
Jivein Mexico, and eleven amongst the Indians. 
Its income last year was $59,215. The Foreign 
Mission Board of the United Presbyterian 
Church, constituted in 1858, has five ordained 
American missionaries in India; also e¢g¢ in 
Egypt, who have constituted themselves as a 
Presbytery, and are carrying on a remarkably 
successful work. Income, $65,407. 

THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH in 
the United States has also been engaged in 
Foreign mission work since 1835. Its income 
last year was $185,758. Its missions are in 
China, Japan, Africa, Greece, and Haiti. The 
Missionary Society of Zhe Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, formed in 1818, employs 138 mis- 
sionaries, 70 assistant-missionaries, 218 native 
ordained preachers, besides a multitude? of 
local preachers and teachers. Income, $299,- 
114; fields of labour,—Africa, S. America, 
China, Germany, Switzerland, Norway, Swe- 
den, Denmark, Bulgaria, Italy, India, Japan, 
and Mexico. The Methodists (South), have 
their missions in China, Mexico, and Brazil. 
Their income is $60,459. Zhe American Bap- 
tist Missionary Soctety, instituted in 1814, has 
sixty-seven ordained missionaries in Burmah, 
India, China, Japan, and Europe. It employs 
upwards of a thousand native preachers and 
teachers, and has upwards of 85,000 Church 
members connected with its missions. Income, 
$288,802. The American Missionary A ssocia- 
tion, instituted in 1856, labours chiefly among 
the Freedmen, the American Indians, and the 
Chinese in America; but it has also three 
missionaries in Africa. It has a large income 
—-$529,046—the greater part of which, how- 
ever, is spent on Home missions. Besides 
those that have been named, there is the Mis- 
sion Board of The Dutch Reformed Church, 
formed in 1832, with an income of $92,984, 
operating in India, China, and Japan; The 
Mission Boards of the Lutheran Churches, and 
of the Cumberland Presbyterians, and others of 
lesser note. In all, the “J/zssconary Review” 
gives the names of fifty American Societies, 
more or less engaged in Foreign mission work. 
having an aggregate income of $3,000,000, 
maintaining a missionary force of 800 ordained 
American missionaries, 1,090 native ordained 
ministers, fully 1,000 women workers, sent from 
Christendom, with thousands of native help- 
ers, and 189,771 communicants. .

MARK VII; 24-37. 
Golden Text, Psalms 145: 9. 


YOMPARE Matt. 15 ; 21-31. Jesus said that 
he was ‘‘not sez¢ but unto the lost sheep of 

the house of Israel,” z.¢. to the Jews ; but we learn 
from this lesson that he will save a// who come to 
him in faith. Vs. 24, 25. From thence—from Ca- 
pernaum, Borders of Tyre and Sidon—Chief citiés 
of Phenicia—a province of Syria bordering on the 
Mediterranean and north of Galilee. The Pheni- 
cians were Canaanites—the original Gentile heathen 
of the country, but many Jews lived among them. 
Jesus had come to avoid the wrath of the Phari- 
sees, raised by the exposure just made of their ‘‘ tra- 
ditional” religion. But even here his fame was 
known; among others, by @ certain woman—the 
modern craze for pudlishing names on every possi- 
ble occasion finds no countenance in Scripture. V. 
26. A Greek—the term was applied to any one not 
a Jew. Syro-Phenician—distinguishing her race 
from the Pheniciansof Africa. esought him—He 
seems not to heed her entreaties, see Matt., but her 
suit was too important and her faith too strong to 
be silenced. She would not be denied. V.27. Nor 
was she to be easily offended. The children first— 
the chosen people, the Jews. Zo dogs—by this 
contemptuous epithet were.the Gentiles called. V. 
28. Witha rare combination of mother-wit, tact, 
and good nature, it is admitted that she belongs not 
to the favoured race ; but if not a daughter of Abra- 
ham, she is a daughter of Adam, and in need of 
the sympathy and help Jesus alone can bestow. 
V. 29. for this saying—Her innocent repartee 
silenced the disciples, Her faith was greater than 
theirs, and they now learned that even the heathen 
were not to be cast away. V. 31. WDecapolis—a 
region on the east side of Galilee so called from its 
ten cities, of which Damaseus was the chief. Vs. 
32-35. One deaf—Mark selects a single case out 
of the many mentioned by Matthew, and describes 
the treatment. Zook him aside—as he took the 
blind man, ch. 8; 23, the better to fix his attention 
on the means used. Though he could not hear, he 
would understand the symbolic touches, and as 
Jesus looked up to heaven—he would comprehend at 
once the divine source of his relief. Sighed—a 
touching expression of deep sympathy with suffer- 
ing humanity, see Jn. 11: 33-35. “phphatha—an 
Aramaic word, meaning, be opened, fitly used by 
Him who had the power to open not only blind 
eyes and deaf ears, but closed hearts also, Acts 16; 
14. His tongue was loosed—shewing the complete- 
ness of the cure. V. 36. Tell no man—As already 
explained, there were prudential reasons for enjoin- 
ing silence and, besides, Jesus had no desire for 
personal popularity. All his miracles were de- 
signed to raise men’s thoughts to God as the only 
object of true worship. V. 37. May be called the 
doxology in which the people ‘glorified God,” 
Matt. 15: 31. See eh. I: 273; 2: 12. Done ail 
things well—The same power and beneficence were 
manifested in his healing asin God’s work of Crea- 
tion, Gen. 1. 31. The more we study the life of 
Christ the more must wesay, ‘‘ He did all things 
well.” Zhe deaf and dumb—a, literal fulfilment of

MAY 14. MARK VII1; I-21, 


Golden Text, Luke 12: 12. 


COMPARE Matt. 15; 29-39; 16: 1-12. Jesus 
was still in the region of Decapolis, on the 
east side of the sea of Galilee, further south than 
the place where he fed the 5,000. The two mira- 
cles are quite distinct, and many of the people now 
fed were probably heathens, who had never seen 
Jesus before. Vs. 2, 3. The compassion of our 
Lord was not of the kind which expends itself in 
mere words, James 2: 15-16, but was usually accom- 
panied with active means for the relief of suffering 
humanity. Zhree days—long enough for their scanty 
supply of provisions to be exhausted, and some had 
along way togo. Jf J send them away—He would 
not treat these poor people as the haughty Phari- 
sees did, with disdain. He sympathized with them, 
as he still does with all who look to him for relief 
Heb. 4: 15. V.5. The question of the disciples 
was an admission of their inability to feed sucha 
multitude, and indicated a doubt if their Master 
would so soon interpose with another miraculous 
display of Azs power. Vs. 6, 7. As soon as he 
gave the command they knew what the result would 
be, and were ready to assist. Seven loaves—Bread 
in the East were baked in the shape of thin round 
cakes, like our biscuits. A few fishes—The pre- 
cise quantity of either made no difference to Him. 
He could as easily have fed ten times the number ; 
and so in regard to our spiritual wants, ‘‘ of his 
fulness we a// receive,” Jn. 1; 16; Ephes. 1: 7-12. 
Heb. 7: 25. From verses 7, 8, we learn (1) to 
thank God for the bounties of his providence ; (2) 
that nothing should be wasted ; (3) that the good- 
ness of God is inexhaustible, Ps. 145: 15, 16. Vs. 
Io, 11. Dalmanutha—a district on the west side 
of the sea of Galilee, not far from Capernaum.* The 
Pharisees came forth—contemptuously as ever. Be- 
gan to question —hoping to entrap him in his speech 
and find a plausible pretext for bringing a formal 
accusation against him, Jn. 7: 1, A sigu—a spe- 
cial miracle to satisfy their curiosity, such as Satan 
demanded in the wilderness, Luke 4: 3. V. 12. 
Sighed deeply — Their miserable captious spirit 
grieved his soul, ch. 3: 5. Zhis generation—these 
wicked people were cognisant of His miracles ; 
they would not believe though they got ever so 
many more ‘‘signs.” Vo siyn—the first part of 
the answer is given in Matt. 16: 2, 3. V.13. He 
left them—what an opportunity they lost of receiv- 
ing good! It is asad thing to be let alone by God, 
Hos. 4; 17. Vs. 14-20. One loaf—or small cake, 
was very little for a boats’ crew, and it would take 
them: five or six hours to reach Bethsaida ; dz, far 
more important that the disciples should be on their 
guard lest they might become infected with the in- 
sidious doctrines of the Pharisees and Sadducees, 
both alike pernicious. Undelief in any of its forms 
would unfit them, as it unfits us, for the Kingdom 
of heaven. Heb. 3: 13, 14. V. 21. Strange that 
even the disciples failed so often to perceive the 
meaning of his teachings! But ows opportunities 
and responsibilities are far greater, Luke 12; 48. 
Our Lerd attached importance to the minutest de- 
tails of his miracles and expects all who read the 
record of them to do the same. 
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Seeing andl Contessing the Chwist. 


MAY 21. 
Golden Text, Matthew 16: 16. 


ZAOMPARE Matt. 16: 13-23; Luke 9: 18 20. 

“4 V. 22. Bethsaida—the birth-place of Andrew 
and Peter. V,23. Zook him by the hand—a mark 
of condescension in Christ and also of confidence in 
the man who thus put himself in the power of a 
stranger, In like manner the deaf-mute was taken 
aside, ch. 7; 33. The purpose of Christ’s miracles 
was not to gratify the curiosity of gaping crowds 
but, while relieving bodily distress, to open the 
eyes of the mind—to convert as well as to heal. 
Spit on his eyes—saliva was regarded as medicinal 
by the ancients, and this use of it was perhaps de- 
signed to make as little of the miracle as might be. 
Put his hands upon him—upon his eyes, v. 25—to 
encourage the man’s faith by the sense of touch. 
V. 24. see men as trees—from this expression it 
is thought that the man was not born blind. V. 25. 
The second imposition of hands shews that the cure 
was progressive and, by analogy, that spiritual in- 
sight comes by a gradual process. V. 26. To his 
house—(1), because it was better that the man 
have time quietly to reflect upon the matter; (2), it 
was fitting that the good influence should first 
reach his own family—The duty of every converted 
man begins in his own domestic circle: (3), our 
Lord had special reasons for avoiding notoriety and 
excitement. Jnto the town—Bethsaida, v. 27. Here 
begins the second great division of our Lord’s min- 
istry. It had now become necessary that, on the 
part of the twelve, there should bea distinct avowal 
of his Messiahship, and that he should speak to 
them plainly of his approaching sufferings and 
death. Czesarea Philippi wasa large city at the 
base of Mount Hermon, 20 miles north from the 
sea of Galilee. By the way—At some quiet spot 
where they were free from interruption, he intro- 
duces the momentous topic by a leading question, — 
Whom do men say? He had been long enough 
among them to warrant some definite opinion 
respecting him. What was it? Up to this point 
it had been apparently opposed to his Messianic 
claims. Though Peter had acknowledged his divi- 
nity, many of his disciples ‘‘ went back,” Jn. 6: 
66-70. V. 27. The answer implies that beyond 
the circle of the twelve, at least, none believed him 
to be the Messiah. The whole circumstances of his 
life were opposed to the idea of the Kingdom 
which they looked for. V. 29. Whom say ye? 
The question is one which every Christian should 
be able to answer unhesitatingly; Zhou art the 
Christ !—The significance of Peter’s confession in 
the name of the twelve cannot be exaggerated. 
Individually, some of them had already confessed 
him, Matt. 14: 333 so had Nathanael, Jn. 1: 49; 
but this was the testimony of them all, and the au- 
thority now conferred upon Peter, Matt. 16; 10, 
was shortly afterwards extended to them all, Matt. 
18: 18—notwithstanding Romish pretentions to 
Peter’s supremacy. V.31. Degan to teach—hence- 
forth his teaching assumed a new character,—name- 
ly, that he was to suffer and die for the sin of the 
world. V. 33. Even Peter could not yet under- 
stand why this must be, hence the stern rebuke to 
‘* Satan” speaking through him, Matt. 4: 10.

MARK VIII: 34-383 9: I. 
Golden Text, Mark 8: 34. 


Z‘OMPARE Matt. 16; 24-28; Luke 9; 23-27. 
V. 34. The preceding conversation was with 
the disciples, but it was equally necessary that the 
people be instructed in the fundamental truths of 
the Kingdom ; and self-denial is one of these. 
Whosoever will—t.e. whosoever wills, makes up his 
mind, to become my disciple. Deny himself—To 
deny one’s self in the sense here intended, is more 
than to abstain from personal gratification. That 
might be done grudgingly. It is to overcome the 
inclination to indulge in ease or worldly advantage 
—to substitute the will of God and the welfare of 
others for our own wills. Self-inflicted punishment, 
or penance, is not what Christ inculcates. That 
makes men self-righteous—self-denial is the oppo- 
site of selfishness, and finds its grandest illustration 
in the life of Christ, Matt. 27: 42. Azs cross—each 
one his own particular cross—a voluntary assump- 
tion of burdens for the sake of others, Rom. 9: 3. 
V. 35. Save his life—his natural life, at the ex- 
pense of Christian integrity ; Sha// Jose tt—shall 
forfeit his title to Life everlasting. On the other 
hand, he that is willing to sacrifice life and all that 
is dear to him for Christ’s cause shall be amply re- 
compensed in the life to come. Christ teaches his 
followers that as he suffered on their behalf, they 
must expect to suffer also, Matt. 10: 223 Jn. 15; 
20. Vs. 36, 37. Hereis a problem that arithmetic 
cannot solve. Jf he shall gain—It is not said 
that a godless person shall gain the whole world, 
but even if he could, his enjoyment of it must cease 
with his natural life, 1 Tim. 6; 7. Lose his own soul 
—in N.V., ‘‘forfeit his life”—here and hereafter. 
In exchange—men are willing to pay an equivalent 
for ‘‘value received :” At the bar of eternity what 
would a man wot pay to redeem bis soul! Thusour 
Lord shews his hearers, and all who shall read these 
words, his estimate of the value to every man of his 
own soul. V. 38. Wehosoever—no matter what his 
rank or station in life. Ashamed of me. Itrequires 
moral courage to be a pronounced Christian—many 
are ashamed to own that they are such: it is not 
‘* fashionable ;” and exposes one to the taunts and 
jeers of wordly companions. To all such Christ 
says,—‘‘ let him take up his cross:” ‘‘ follow,” Z.e. 
‘imitate me.” 1 Pet. 2: 233 4: 14-16. This sinful 
generation—The greatest sin of that time, and of 
the present time, is wsdelief Heb. 3; 12, 19. Rev. 
21; 8 Ashamed—He will utterly disown them, 
Matt. 7: 23. When he cometh—Christ will come 
again with power and glory, ch. 13: 26-27; to judge 
the world, 2 Tim. 4: I. 
Till they have seer—-till the old dispensation shall 
have passed away and the new, be visibly estab- 
lished. Three of the twelve were soon to see him 
transfigured ; all but one were to wituess his resur- 
rection ; one at least was to survive the sack of Jeru- 
salem and the destruction of the temple which were 
to render impossible any literal fulfilment of the 
Mosaic law. With power—This was manifest on 
the day of Pentecost, Acts 2; 413 4; 33; and, in 
another sense, in the destruction of the Temple 
more than quarter of a century later when the cere- 
monial worship ended.

the obligations undertaken for them by their 
parents at baptism. It enjoins upon all the 
duty of family worship, and the keeping holy 
the Sabbath day. Elders are entreated to 
attend the prayer-meetings and the Sabbath- 
school, and to make themselves generally use- 
ful in the Church of God. It regrets that so 
many of our people absent themselves from 
the prayer-meeting—especially the male mem- 
bers of the Church, and earnestly admonishes 
them not to neglect this duty and privilege.

THE COLLEGES. 

KNOX COLLEGE, TORONTO.—The closing 
Exercises of the Session were held in Convo- 
cation Hall on Wednesday the 5th instant. 
The Lecture was given by Dr. Caven, on 
‘©The Moral Influence Theory of the Death 
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of Christ.” The Hall was filled—many min. 
isters, and alumni of the College, being pre- 
sent. Additional interest was given to the 
occasion by the circumstance that the College, 
for the first time, used its: degree-conferring 
powers. After examination, the degree of B.D. 
was conferred upon the Rev. F. R. Beattie, 
M.A. The degree of D.D. was bestowed upon 
the Rev. John M. King, M.A., of St. James’ 
Square Church, Toronto. Those who have now 
completed their course in the College and are 
sent forth to the Church’s work, are the follow- 
ing :—John Gibson, B.A., David Bickell, Sam- 
uel Carruthers, William McKinley, D. B. Mc- 
Donald, David MLaren, B.A., J. G. Hender- 
son, John Jamieson, Robert G. Sinclair, Chas. 
H. Cooke, B.A., Angus McKay, John Currie— 
twelve in all. Mr. Sinclair has been appointed 
to the North-West, to which he proceeds im- 
mediately—and from which he came to prose- 
amte kis theological studies. There were in 
attendance during the Session thirteen stu- 
dents in the first theological year, and thirteen 
in the second ; thirty-eight students in Theo- 
logy. There were twenty-one students in the 
Preparatory Course. There boarded in the 
College seventy-six (76) students, all of whom 
have the ministry in view. About Ioo students 
altogether, in Arts and in Theology, prosecuted 
their Course in Toronto during the Session. 
The Students’? Missionary Society send out 
twelve men to fields forthe summer. Three of 
these go to Manitoba, two to Manitoulin 
Island, and five to places in Muskoka. The 
Home Missionarv Committee sends out three 
other students to the North-West, besides Mr. 
Sinclair, who has completed his studies. The 
College has reason gratefully to acknowledge 
many tokens of the Divine goodness which 
have marked the course. of its history, and the 
prayers of those connected with it is, that the 
Church’s Head will use it, and the other Col- 
leges, for training many able and faithful 
labourers in His vineyard. Reference was 
made to the recent death of Duncan McColl, 
B.A., a distinguished member of last year’s 
graduating class, and Latin Tutor for ten years 
in the College. He had not only excellent 
talents, which were well cultivated, but rare 
beauty and completeness of Christian char- 
acter, and he died in full hope of Eternal life. 
May his early removal greatly quicken the zeal 
of all who were associated with him in study. 
The movement in behalf of the Library has 
so far succeeded, that $1000 have been handed 
to the Senate by the Alumni. This is the first 
instalment. AG, 
THE PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, MONTREAL. 
—The closing exercises of the Session 1881-2 
took place in Crescent Street Church on the 
evening of 5th April. There was a very large 
attendance of interested spectators. The pre- 
sentation of prizes, Scholarships, and Fellow- 
ship, gave an opportunity for short addresses, 


by Revs. Dr. McNish, Gaelic Lecturer, John 
Scrimger, Lectureron Exegesis, Mr. A. C. Hut- 
chison, Lecturer on Ecclesiastical Architec- 
ture, Professors Campbell and Coussirat, and 
the Rey. C. E. Ameron, of Three Rivers, and 
Rev. J. J. Casey, of Taylor Church, Montreal. 
Mr. David Morrice, chairman of the College 
Board, in presenting his valuable Fellowship 
of $500 to Mr. W.T. Herridge, B.A., announced 
his intention of offering a similar stimulus to 
study next session, in order that the successful 
competitor may have an opportunity of visiting 
some of the institutions of sacred learning in 
Britain, or on the Continent of Europe. Prin- 
cipal MacVicar conferred the degree of Bat- 
chelor of Divinity upon the Rey. J. F. Macla- 
ren, and Mr. John Mitchell. Referring to the 
present condition of the College, he said that 
the Session now closing had \been a very har- 
monious and satisfactory one. By the kind- 
ness of its friends the assets of the College 
had now reached nearly a quarter of a million 
of dollars. Mr. Edward Mackay had com- 
pleted the Endowment of a Chair at the cost 
of $50,000. Mrs. John Redpath had given 
$20,000 towards a similar purpose, and the 
costly buildings erected by the Chairman were 
now nearly completed. The number of stu- 
dents during the Session was sixty, of whom 
eight have now completed their curriculum, 
namely, Messrs. John Mitchell, post-graduate, 
J. P. Bruneau, S. Carriere, J. A. Morrison, G. 
C. Mousseau, J. Robertson, J. B. Stewart, and 
R. Hyde. The Rev. A. B. Mackay, of Cres- 
eent Street Church, and Lecturer on Sacred 
Rhetoric, addressed the graduating class in 
well chosen words of earnest counsel. and en- 
couragement. 


QUEEN’S COLLEGE MISSIONARY ASSOCIA- 
TION.—During the last year greater success 
than ever attended the efforts of this Associa- 
tion. Five different fields were supplied during 
the summer, and although a considerable de- 
ficiency presented itself after hearing the re- 
ports from those stations, yet the burden was 
speedily removed. No sooner were the wants 
of the Association made known than contribu- 
tions were received from many liberal friends 
in Kingston, which, together with the amounts 
collected by the different members of the As- 
sociation in their respective mission fields, 
wiped out the debt, and leaves the finances in 
such a state as to allow an addition to be made 
this season. This year six students will be sent 
out, including one to the North West.

LUNENBURG AND YARMOUTH: March 15: 
—At Bridgwater: in the evening a public 
meeting was held in the interest of Sabbath- 
schools.

it was found that in all cases the arrears of 
last year were either paid or that arrangements 
were made for their being paid. The remit on 
Supplemental and Sustentation Schemes was 
considered, and the following unanimously 
adopted,— Resolved, That, in the circumstances 
of the Church, the Presbytery prefer the Sup- 
plementing to the Sustentation principle ; but 
take exception to the following points in the 
Supplementing Scheme now before the Church: 
(1) Sec. 2, In the opinion of this Presbytery the 
Jamily is a more equitable unit than the com- 
municant, for estimating the constitutions of 
congregations ; (2) Sec. 2, (4). We deem this 
an unnecessary complication in view of the 
principle laid down in Sec. 2, that each con- 
gregation must provide a manse or rented 
house; (3) Sec. 2, (¢). With regard to this 
clause, Presbytery believe that the preparation 
of this list, annually, will be attended with 


| serious difficulties, and therefore prefer the 


adoption of a minimum contribution of, say 
$350, as a transitional measure ; (4) Sec. 3. It 
should be expressly provided that, in the event 
of a deposit, the first division of the fund 
shall be made in ratio to the sum at the dis- 
posal of the committee after reserving suffi- 
cient for donuses; (5) Sec. 5. The Presbytery 
believe that here, too, the famzly should be 
adopted as the unit of contribution, and that 
an equitable rate per family should be laid 
down ; (6) Sec. 6. The Presbytery believe it 
will be better to fix a minimum contribution 
of, say $800, above which no stipend shall be 
raised by means of the Fund.—D. STILES 
FRASER, C7Z&. 

ST. JOHN: March 14, 15 :—Rev. J. C. Bur- 
gess resigned the clerkship much to the regret 
of the Presbytery, and Dr. Bennett was ap- 
pointed in his place. The Board of French 
Evangelization was asked to provide a French 
and English missionary for Grand Falls, and 
to pay half of his salary. The Supplementing 
Scheme was preferred to the Sustentation 
Scheme.

The Presbytery. offered prayer 
for his complete recovery, and appointed sup- 
ply for his pulpit till the 14th May. Readiness 
was expressed to receive the congregations of 
Yarmouth and Carleton and Chebogue, should 
the Assembly transfer them to this Presbytery. 
Mr. R. Logan presented a petition from the Ses- 
sion of Sheet Harbour, praying for a division 
of the Congregation, it being far too extensive 
for one minister. Presbytery arranges for the 
services of Catechist to assist Mr. Logan this 
summer, and it is hoped that in autumn the 
division may be effected. Catechists were no- 
minated for Digby, North-West Arm, and 
Lawrencetown. Principal McKnight presented 
a report on the Supplementing Scheme which, 
with a few changes, was adopted, and ordered 
to be transmitted to Dr. King, of Toronto.

Commissioners to the General As- 
sembly were appointed as follows,—Messrs. 
Russell, Johnston, McKenzie, McBean—szzn- 
zsters , Messrs. Thomson, Duncan, Porteous, 
and Davidson, e/ders. Dr. Cochrane was no- 
minated for the Moderatorship of the General 
Assembly, and Rev. K. McLennan for that of 
the Synod. S. Houston, C72. 

MONTREAL: April 4:—Rev. Frederic Home 
applied for leave to retire from the active du- 
ties of the ministry on account of ill-health, 
and his application was recommended to the 
favourable consideration of the General As- 
sembly. The following were appointed com- 
missioners to the General Assembly: Princi- 
pal MacVicar, R. H. Warden, James Watson, 
A. B. MacKay, C. A. Doudiet, J. C. Cattenach, 
James Fraser, A. B. Cruchet, James McCaul, 
and George Coull, ministers; Messrs. David 
Morrice, James Ross, W. D. Maclaren, J. B. 
Cushing, A. C. Hutchison, John Stirling, John 
Brodie, G. S. Spence, James Croil, and John 
Younie, elders. The Presbytery’s Quarterly 
Home Mission report was read and considered, 
and its recommendations adopted, among 
which was the appointment of a deputation of 
Presbytery to visit a number of the congrega- 


tions and stations, with a view to a re-arrange- 
ment of some of the fields. Arrangements 
were made for the induction of the Rev. J. A. 
F. McBain, at Georgetown. Rev. D. W. Mo- 
rison was appointed to further the interests of 
the Foreign Mission Fund in the congrega- 
tions of the bounds. Applications were read 
on behalf of the following applicants for ad 
mission to the Church: Rev. W. H. Jamieson, 
M.A., Methodist, Rev. Godfrey Shore, Method- 
ist, and Rev. Geo. Crombie, formerly connected 
with the China Inland mission. A committee 
was appointed to take action in reference to 
the appointment of a city missionary. Revd. 
D. Paterson, of St. Andrews, read an encour- 
aging report on the State of Religion. The 
remits of the General Assembly were taken 
up and discussed, the Presbytery adhering to 
its preference for a Sustentation rather than to 
a Supplementing Fund. 

GLENGARRY: March 21:—The remit on a 
Sustentation Fund was duly considered 
While expressing a preference for such a fund, 
the Presbytery took exception to some of the 
details, such as the placing of the minimum 
stipend at $750 instead of $1000, and recom- 
mended that the Scheme be so amended as to 
reach the poorest congregations. Attention 
having been called to the open desecration of 
the Sabbath on the Canada Atlantic Railway, 
now in course of construction, the Presbytery 
agreed to appoint a Sabbath Observance Com- 
mittee with instructions to report. The com- 
mittee reported next morning, to the effect 
that work of construction and ordinary traffic 
were being systematically done on said rail- 
way to the scandal of religion, the outrage of 
public decency, and the disturbance of the 
public peace. The committee were appointed 
to wait on the directors and present the remon- 
strance of the Presbytery against such viola- 
tion of the laws of this Christian country. 
Commissioners to the General Assembly were 
appointed as follows : Dr. Lamont, Messrs.

Zealand until her health gave way. Two 
children survive—one of whom has won a 
cholarship of £30 stg. a year and free tuition 
for three and a half-years. 

Mr. JOHN LAMONT, an elder in the Kintyre 
Congregation, Ont., for nearly thirty years, 
died on the 1st of March, aged 79 years. He 
was a native of Skye, Invernessshire—a man 
of faith and prayer, who, by his godly ex- 
ample commended the Gospel to others. 


Geclesinsticnl News. 
Spe GENERAL ASSEMBLY of the Presby- 
a) terian Church in the United States meets 
this year at Springville, Illinois, on the 18th 
of May. The Rev. Simon Parmelee, D. D., a 
Congregational minister, residing at Oswego, 
celebrated his one-hundredth birth-day on the 
the 16th January last. At the age of twenty- 
six he was settled in a charge in Vermont. 
There he remained thirty years, enjoying a 
salary of two hundred and fifty dolllars a year, 
and educating out of it seven children, among 
whom were two ministers and three ministers’ 
wives. He has preached sixty-one years. His 
second wife is ninety-one. His eldest daugh- 
ter is seventy-two. He never had a fit of 
sickness in his life; never had a vacation ; 
never received more than $350 a year for his 
services ; and never was for a moment dis- 
couraged or sorry that he became a minister ! 
The Rev. Gavin Lang, of St. Andrew’s Church, 
Montreal, has accepted a call from the West 
‘Church, Inverness, Scotland. The Rev. S.S. 
Stobbs, formerly of St. Matthew’s Church, 
Montreal, has been appointed minister of 
Elder Street Church, Edinburgh, Scotland. 
‘The discussion in the Presbyteries of the Free 
‘Church for and against instrumental music 


waxes hot. Parties are pretty evenly balanced 
and it is difficult to say which will gain the as- 
cendency. The Presbytery of Glasgow, the 
largest in that Church, has discerned in favour 
of “the innovation.” Besides this subject, the 
Free Church Assembly will probably have to 
take cognizance of the subscription to the Con- 
fession of Faith by elders and deacons, about 
which there is a diversity of opinion in all the 
churches. Indeed, it is beginning to be felt 
that the status and functions of the eldership 
are not so clearly defined as they ought to be. 
But the burning question in the Free Church 
Assembly is sure to be that of Disestablish- 
ment. A very large public meeting was late- 
ly held at Inverness under the auspices of 
that section of the Free Church which is op- 
posed to Disestablishment. About fifty of the 
Highland ministers were present. The chief 
speakers were Dr. Mackay, of Inverness, Dr, 
Begg, of Edinburgh, and Dr. Kennedy, of 
Dingwall. Dr. Begg, while claiming to be 
still a decided Free Churchman, held that the 
disestablishment movement was neither in 
itself a wise and defensible one, nor one that 
consistent Free Churchmen can support. It 
would lead to results which in his opinion 
would be disastrous to Christianity and would 
endanger the constitution of the realm. He 
held that the existence of the Established 
Church was a barrier to the advance of secu- 
larism in legislation and a great security for 
the Protestant succession. What he and his 
supporters wanted was “the establishment of 
a church in Scotland having a constitution in 
accordance with the Word of God.” The re- 
sult of the meeting was the adoption of a re- 
solution to petition the House of Commons 
against granting any legislation which has for 
its object the disestablishment and disendow- 
ment of religion in Scotland. It is thought 
by some that the Established Church ought 
to make some advances to conciliate this por- 
tion of the Free Church. The abolition of 
patronage went a long way but it did not go 
quite far enough they say. In the meantime 


the movement within the Church of Scotland - 


designed to increase the interest of its mem- 
bers in Foreign Missions is being vigourously 
prosecuted. Though it is somewhat disap- 
pointing to learn that the eloquent lectures of 
Dr. Fleming Stevenson on this subject have 
not been so well attended in Glasgow as they 
should have been. The “Salvation Army” 
has commenced a “campaign” in the west 
end of London. ‘“ General” Booth has rented 
the Regent’s Hall where meetings are an- 
nounced to be held twice a day, and they sdon 
hope to “run them” from morning till night 
without stopping. One of the converts is an 
old woman, 83 years of age, who had been in 
prison 233 times for drunkenness, but who 
was arrested in her career of sin by attending 
one of the services of the: Salvation Army, 
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whereby, she said, “the publicans had lost a 
rare good customer.” It is not creditable to 
the Scotch people that processions numbering 
500 strong have been marching through the 
streets of Arbroath, beating drums and tin 
kettles, and making other disgraceful demons- 
trations in ridicule of these earnest, if they are 
eccentric and injudicious, revivalists. 


IRELAND.— The coming Moderator of 
the General Assembly will be the Rev. 
Thomas Young Killen, of Duncairn, Belfast. 
He is nephew to the well-known professor of 
Church History and President of the Assem- 
bly’s College, Belfast. Mr. Killen is a minis- 
ter of fully thirty years standing. His present 
charge is the third which he has worthily filled 
in succession. He is convener, of the Susten- 
tation Fund Committee. The Killens trace 
descent from James Bryce, who was one of 
the first Scotch ministers that went over to 
Ulster in the 17th century. One of the blood 
has strayed far from the course which the 
others pursue, one, too, that bears the name 
of the progenitor of olden time. James Bryce 
Killen was a few weeks ago one of the impris- 
oned “suspects,” but he has since then been 
set free. For along time he has been a pas- 
sionate home ruler. Rev. Dr. J. M. Gibson, of 
London, formerly of Montreal, recently deliv- 
ered a brilliant lecture on “The organic unity of 
the Bible,” toavery large audience in Rosemary 
Street Church, Belfast. It is reported that 
the Rev. Willliam Macloy, late of Ballymena, 
Co. Antrim, now in the Free Church, Paisley, 
is likely to accept a call to the new parish, 
Rothesay, in the Established Church. His 
dissatisfaction with the action of the Free 
Church leaders anent disestablishment is 
given as the reason for the proposed transfer- 
ence of his services. 


FRANCE.—Pastor Vernier spoke recently 
to jive hundred persons, men, women and 
children, in a large hall at Cours, a town in 
the Rhone Department, most of whom stood 
for two hours, until he had done. At Thizy, 
about one hundred men, including the mayor 
of the town, heard him, the latter publicly 
thanking him at the close of his address ; ask- 
ing him to return, with the assurance that the 
women would also attend. This is a part al- 
most entirely Catholic. At Hauflem, Pastor 
Lepoids held three meetings, the hall being 
filled on each occasion. Here some conver- 
sions are reported, and some four drunkards 
reclaimed. At Champieux, Pastor Galland 
was called upon to conduct the funeral cere- 
monies of a well-known and highly respected 
man, a Romanist by birth, it being his own 
request before he died. This gave him the 
privilege of preaching the gospel to some four 
to five hundred people, who had never heard 
it before, and who listened with respectful at- 


tention, and eagerly accepted tracts. In the: 
Calvi district, the evangelist found that some’ 
books sold a few days previously, had been: 
burned—the old story, but a very good sign: 
of the work the gospel is doing. Mr. Reveil-: 
laud, with a friend, has gone to Algeria for a 
six week’s tour of evangelization, whither some 
of the Vaudois French Protestants have re- 
cently emigrated. May the Lord abundantly 
bless them and all other labourers in that 
great white harvest field. Old France and 
New should be daily the earnest prayer of 
every enlightened Christian of our Church— 
that the gospel may bring them into the light 
and liberty of the truth. CPE

In this great 
world-fieid, God has so blessed the labours of 
Protestant missionaries during the present 
century, that the number of communicants or 
full church members has increased from 12,000- 
to half-a-million, and the number of heathen 
converts or adherents brought under the care 
of our missionaries has multiplied from 50,000: 
to about 2,000,000, Dr. Pierson believes that 
universal missions are moving on toward uni- 
versal evangelization—“ with a speed unknown: 
in all history before, the golden network is ex- 
panding and extending. We are now actually: 
in the great era of missions: a greater than: 
the apostolic age, when the new Faith ran om 
swift foot to the limits of the Roman Empire.. 
The most distant and destitute are reached by 
God’s evangel, and no land is left to the do- 
minion of the death shade. During the eighty” 
years of this century, the number of transla 
tions of the Scriptures has multiplied five-fold, 
from fifty to two hundred and fifty: of Pro- 
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testant missionary Societies ten-fold, from 
seven to seventy ; of male missionaries, fif- 
teen fold, from one hundred and seventy to 
twenty-four hundred; of dollars contributed 
to missions, twenty-five fold. Nothing is more 
remarkable than the entire turn of the tide of 
thought in the Christian world within these 
eighty years. The wave of interest in mis- 
sions has already risen to a flood-mark never 
imagined before. And now, behold Britain, 
prouder of Carey, and Duff, and Livingstone, 
than Athens was of Demosthenes, Rome of 
Cicero, or Macedon of Alexander.” From 7he 
Gospel.in.all Lands.” 


Our Some Missions. 


Are HOME MISSION COMMITTEE (West- 
ern Section), met in Toronto on the 28th 
of March, and continued in Session till the 
30th. The claims of missions, stations, and 
supplemented congregations for missionary 
labours during the past six months, amounting 
to some $9,000, and applications from new 
fields, were carefully considered and dealt 
with. The following were appointed mission- 
aries to Manitoba for two years :—Messrs. S. 
W. Fisher, J. Anderson, J. A. Townsend, R. 
G. Sinclair and J. H. Cameron; also the fol- 
lowing student missionaries for the summer,— 
Messrs. J.S. Hardie, Jas. Malcolm, W. Patter- 
son, L. W. Thom, Archibald Maclaren, and 
Alex. Scrimger—eleven in all. Mr. Gallagher 
- retires from Sault Ste. Marie, and Mr. J. G. 
Henderson takes his place. Mr. Herald was 
re-appointed to Prince Arthur’s Landing. 
Letters were read from Rev. Robt. Jamieson, 
of New Westminster, B. C., and Rev. Dr. 
Gray, convener of the Colonial Committee of 
the Church of Scotland, in regard to the Bri- 
tish Columbia field. It was agreed to request 
’ the General Assembly to appoint a deputy to 
visit that Province in order to ascertain the 
condition and prospects of the Church in the 
whole field, and to correspond with the Colo- 
nial Committee in reference to the same. The 
Presbytery of Barrie asked for the appoint- 
ment of a superintendent of Missions for Mus- 
koka, Algoma, and Manitoulin, which was, 
meanwhile, declined. Letters were read from 
Mr. Sieveright respecting the work in the N. 
W. Territories. Mr. Robertson submitted an 
elaborate and highly satisfactory report of his 
labours since his appointment to the superin- 
tendency of missions in Manitoba and the 
North-West. It was agreed to ask the Gen- 
eral Assembly to relieve'the Committee of its 
obligation to pay annually out of its Home 
Mission fund the sum of $1000 towards the 
expenses of Manitoba College. Mr. Robertson 
reported that the Presbytery of Manitoba had 
already began a fund for church and manse 


building, and that nearly $50,000 had been 
subscribed. The matter was referred to a 
committee who, at a later stage, reported in 
favourable terms, and submitted a draft of 
proposed regulations which were adopted sub- 
ject to the approval of the General Assembly. 
It was intimated that the late Mr. James Mc- 
Ewen, of Westminster, had bequeathed the 
sum of $500 to the Kirk-session of St. An- 
drews’ Church, London, to be used in what- 
ever way they might deem best for the further- 
ance of the Gospel, and that the Session had 
resolved to appropriate the amount to church 
building in Manitoba. In reference to the be- 
quest of the late Mr. Joseph MacKay, of $10,- 
ooo for Home missions, it was agreed to ex- 
pend the sum of $2,000 annually until the 
amount is exhausted ; and in regard to the 
generous offer of $500 per annum for five 
years from an unknown donor, it was agreed 
to apply the first instalment to the support of 
an ordained missionary in Muskoka.

PRESBYTERIANISM.—tThe most learn- 
ed commentators of the Church of England 
are at one in admitting that the early organi- 
zation of the Christian Church was Presby- 
terian. Bishop Lightfoot is clear and empha- 
tic on this point. Mr. Hatch in his Bampton 
lectures is not less so. Dean Stanley’s ack- 
nowledgments are well known. A candid 
examination of Scripture will constrain an un- 
prejudiced reader to accept the conclusions of 
the distinguished men we have named. We 
mention these facts not to prove that “we are 
the only true church,” or “the only successors 
of the Apostles,” but to show how futile are 
the claims to exclusive divine authority made 
by certain prelatical churches. A Presbyterian 
has a perfect right to feel when he is giving 
his money or his labour for the Church that 
he is doing so for a church founded on and in 
accordance with the Word of God. 


THE SCHEMES OF THE CHURCH—It is de- 
sirable that every member and every adher- 
ent of the Church should be familiar with all 
great schemes of the Church ; Home Missions, 
Foreign Missions, Colleges, French Evangel- 
ization, Supplementing of weak charges, Wi- 
dows’ and Orphans’ Fund, Aged and Infirm 
Ministers’ Fund.These “ Schemes,” well sup- 
ported, well wrought out, cover the ground of 
our general work as a Church, unless, indeed, 
we add a “ Church Erection Scheme,” such as 
has been suggested by a respected and liberal 
member of the Church in Newfoundland. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF MISSIONARIES. 
REV. KENNETH J. GRANT, San Fernando: 

Never has so much interest been shewn 
in our annual examinations as during the past 
month, and did our report consist of details 
we would gladly record the names of many 
kind friends to whom we are much indebted. 
We cannot, however, omit making honourable 
mention of Miss White, and Mrs. Fenwick, 
on account of their repeated visits to the 
schools on Estates with which they respect- 
ively stand closely connected. Our school re- 
turns shew 16, with a roll of 626, and a daily 
average of 417. The San Fernando school, in 
the hands of Mr. J. W. Corsbie, has been sus- 
tained with growing efficiency, and his hearti- 
ness in the work was never more manifest. 
Some of the other teachers have done very 
well. The schocis have received due atten- 
tion, but they have not monopolized our time. 
We ever remember that our special work is to 
preach the Gospel. This we have done as we 
have been enabled. To our Roll of Baptisms 
55 have been added, 36 of whom are adults, 
and 19 children. It will be remembered that 
in my district there are three Indian settle- 
ments, to each of which the Government pays 
' £50 for educational purposes. As the roads 
in these rear settlements are very bad in the 
wet season the schools have been small, but 
the work amongst the adults has been particu- 
larly satisfactory. Some have been baptized, 
many are candidates. Geo. Sadaphal, in Wel- 
lington district, in his quiet unassuming way 
is doing a good work—a considerable congre- 
gation is being gathered through his instru- 
mentality. Wellington is a large estate, with 
Picton on one hand, and Dumfries on the 
other, all the property of Mr. Cumming, who 
has so liberally supported us for nine years. 
In addition to six stations which ‘have regular 
service every Lord’s day, we maintain an En- 
lish and Hindustani service in San Fernando 
for the Asiatics, and also a Sabbath-school, 
which is doing unusually well. On last Queen’s 
birth-day, between Charlottetown and Picton, 
in conversation with a lover of Sabbath-school 
work, my mind was directed to Sabbath-school 
Helps, with blackboard, published by Mr. 
Cook, of Chicago. I ordered them, and they 
have been used for six months—they are ex- 
cellent, and so cheap. Pupils average 75, and 
all the teachers with the exception of Mrs. 
Grant and Mr. Geo. Lambie, are Asiatics, in- 
telligent, God-fearing young men, in good posi- 
tions, and all were educated in our Mission 
schools. The teachers of our daily schools 
meet every Saturday morning to report, and to 
be instructed, and in the evening the Sabbath- 
school teachers meet to study the lesson for 
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Sabbath. Throughout our district the same 
Scripture lesson is studied daily, and each 
lesson bears directly on the subject for Sab- 
bath. By last mail they ordered twenty copies 
of the Teaeher’s Bible. We have also several 
subscribers for the “Christian Herald” and 
other weeklies. In all my plans and ar- 
rangements I counsel with Lal Behari, and 
in his good sense I have very great confidence. 
In my absence he with Mrs. Grant supervised 
and directed the work wisely and well. He 
lives on the Mission premises, as we think it 
in the interests of the work that he should, 
and daily he prosecutes his loved work with 
zeal and faithfulness. 


REV. T. M. CHRISTIE, Couva :—Early in 
January I began a Hindustani service on Sab- — 
bath evening, in the Exchange School-house, 
which is near our house. Since the opening 
of the railroad a large number of Coolies have 
moved into this village, and it is probable that 
this will before long become the centre of the 
Coolie population of the district. This ser- 
vice has been very successful. There has been 
an average attendance of thirty, nearly all 
village people, and among them several men 
of influence. Since the beginning of June I 
have kept up also a service in English. This 
is a heavy tax on me in addition to the other 
services ; but it is much to be desired that 
those in authority on the Estates should be 
exemplary Christians, and it has been very 
gratifying to observe during the past yeara 
much more serious and sober spirit among 
them. I have used the money voted by the 
Board in employing three of our oldest and 
most promising converts as Bible-readers and 
teachers among the adults. Two of them 
were employed during the whole year, and one 
for the last four months. One of the former 
named Narayan has regularly visited the hos- 
pitals three times a week, and another occa- 
sionally, besides holding many meetings in the 
estates and villages, and has had a class of 
adults on four estates. He has had in these 
classes during the year an average attendance 
of over.thirty, and meets each of them three 
times a week. His work is showing good re- 
sults already. Two men, both of more than 
ordinary ability and influence, have been bap- 
tized, and four others are applicants. The 
second of these helpers, Ramjas, has visited 
for the greater part of the year three hospi- 
tals, and has been teaching the adults on Wa- 
terloo Estate and in Orange Valley Village. 
His work is to teach the children on the Es- 
tate in the morning; to visit Orange Valley, 
one mile distant, in the afternoon, and to teach 
a night-school for adults on Waterloo in the 
evening. I have baptized one from this part 
of the field, and two others have made appli- 
cation. The third man, Madhu, has only been 
employed for four months. He visits the hos- 
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pitals and teaches a number of adults on 
estates and villages near here. 
SCHOOLS.—The attendance has been much 
the same as last year. Mr. Campbell, who 
was teaching in Brechin Castle school, returned 
home in the end of May, as we thought it un- 
wise that he, being unacclimatized, should 
remain longer at such an unhealthy time. The 
only new school opened is the one referred to 
above, on Waterloo estates. In the published 
report of the Board to the last meeting of the 
General Assembly, I am made to say that 
there are ¢ez large settlements within five 
miles, on which I am unable to do anything, 
and the hope was expressed that something 
would be done during 1881. The report should 
have stated zhvee, and not ten settlements. We 
are all desirous of starting schools in these 
places, but it was decided at our meeting of 
Council in January, 1881, that it was not advi- 
sable to undertake work among them in that 
year. The hindrance is want of money. The 
people are all poor; most of them are heathen 
and very little can be expected from them for 
some years. Two of the settlements are Gov- 
ernment settlements, but it was thought unad- 
visable to approach the Government on the 
subject at that time. The other settlement 
has no special claim upon any one. For the 
coming year I see little hope of anything from 
Government, and the prospect of relief from 
Canada does not seem much brighter. During 
the year I baptized six adults and two child- 
cen ; seven others who have been under in- 
struction for a long time, were to have been 
baptized in December, but on account of my 
sickness it had to be put off till some time in 
1882. We have had the Communion of the 
Lord’s Supper twice. The number of scholars 
on the rolls of the schools is as follows :—Es- 
peranza, 27 ; Brechin Castle, 45 ; Exchange, 42; 
Waterloo, 16. Total, 130. The average is 81. 


LETTER ERO MiG@ALbBddwvA RTs 


- Native Evangelist. 
To Dr. McGregor: 


SAN FERNANDO, 7¢h Fed., 1882. 


J,OU asked me to write a letter when I had 
“> time. 1 am at best ill fitted to write, and 
especially in English, for learned people to 
read ; but you spend so much money for us 
I am sure any good news about Mission work 
"will be welcome. This morning before day- 
light Mr. Grant and I left for one of our dis- 
tricts, in the wood Tyzabad. There we spent 
the greater part of the day, returning in time 
fo visit a school opened at Bellevue this year. 
Here I met a man lying in an open shed, who 
had just strength to make his salaam, and 
turning over he immediately died. On enquiry, 


I found he was what we would call in India, a. 


pilgrim. Pilgrims to holy places are constantly 
met with at home, as all Christian people are 


aware. Our sacred places differ as to good 
imparted to the pilgrim, and some are said to 
have great efficacy. The thick cloud of sins 
evaporate like the mists of the morning if you 
enter Allahabad as a pilgrim. To die in Be- 
nares ensures immediate heaven. Once to 
visit a certain shrine in the Himalayas, you 
obtain power against all evil, and assurance of 
heaven at death. Should your sins, however, 
be very grievous you will be reproduced in a 
vich Brahmin, not in a lower caste. In going 
to Nepaul to worship Mahadew, if you only. 
enter the temple with closed eyes and open 
them when your face is turned directly to the 
idol that you may see first, then you are 
placed beyond the possibility of re-appearing 
after death in a lower animal. Of course if a 
man goes blind-fold, he must be led by a Brah- 
min, who is sure of his pay whether the poor wor- 
shipper gets any benefit or not. Each sacred 
place magnifies its own advantages, with the 
hope of getting many people to come, like the 
merchants telling in the newspapers of their 
goods. 

But you ask me, are there any sacred places 
in Trinidad? I answer, the poor ignorant peo- 
ple think so. Not far from the school we 
visited, there is a place where the Virgin Mary 
is supposed to shew her healing power. There 
is a wooden image of the Virgin there, life- 
size, beautifully dressed. The dress has large 
pockets, capable of holding many gifts, and at 
the season of the grand féte, in April, it is not 
unusual when thousands of every colour and 
nation and form of belief assemble, to find 
the devout putting gold chains on her neck, 
watches in her pockets; and valuable gifts of 
various kinds are placed before her. I once 
visited that place before I knew better. Child- 
less parents vow, that if blessed with children, 
they shall be for her; a person suffers from a 
sore eye, he has a piece of gold or silver made 
in the form of an eye, and that is presented,— 
so of the diseased foot or hand. Oils are 
there blessed, which are said ever after to 
possess wonderful powers to heal. A man who 
has not succeeded well in business last year 
comes to the Virgin to get good luck. It is 
not strange that my country people go, for at 
home this is the custom. They go to idols in 
India, and here in this strange land an idol 
makes their heart glad. But what is strange 
is this, that any people who read the Word of 
God, should dishonour God by this foolish, 
childish, sinful practice. But they know not 
God, and therefore they dishonour Him. Like 
Brahmin priests at home, these gifts enrich 
some persons. It is easy for our people to 
give up one idol to serve another; but it is 
very hard to get them to learn of God and to 
hold this knowledge in their heart. Nothing 
but the Spirit of God can turn them from 
darkness unto light, and from the power of 
Satan unto God. 
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LETTER FROM REV. G. L. MACKAY 


Te Rev. Prof. Maclaren. 
TAMSUI, 18th January 1882. 


I returned last night after seventeen days 
travelling among our northern stations. New 
Years Day I preached in two of them and 
came out to set off in another direction. The 
sountry inland is flooded with water on ac- 
gount of torrents of rain day and night. The 
tivers are swollen on account of the mountain 
streams rushing down and the winding paths are 
slippery and muddy on account of the inces- 
sant downpour of rain. I spent a night in 
each chapel and with few exceptions slept on 
benches with a block of wood or several books 
for a pillow. At one place I passed the night 
in a temple; my old friend the keeper gave 
me his own little dark room and I was left 
with the gods alone. Nearly all the chapels 
suffered through the terrific storms of last 
year and are greatly in need of repair. The 
Lord’s people ty Canada will kindly bear that 
in mind and come to our aid by giving of 
their means to the Foreigh Mission Commit- 
tee. At every place I met with such an out- 
burst of welcome from /eathen as well as con- 
verts that I can only sit down in humility and 
ascribe glory to God forevermore, and declare 
from the depths of this poor heart that che 
Chinese are not an ungrateful people. 1 spent 
eight years of continual travel in village, town 
and city ; through valley, plain and mountain, 
and never received such a welcome as now on 
my return after two years absence. On being 
asked why such rejoicing now? the invariable 
answer given me was “you were missed, we 
didn’t know what you were doing for us till 
you were gone &c.” I need not tell you how 
I was received by the native preachers who 
travelled with me throughout the length and 
breadth of this island; suffice it to say that from 
a hundred lips I heard that several were 
known to sit weeping at midnight hours in the 
chapels. ‘Taking all the churches I have al- 
ready visited into account, I cannot say there 
has been advance, but I do declare there is 
reason for profound thankfulness to Almighty 
God for the state of His own work here. Mr. 
Junor was in the midst of work which no man 
in Canada can thoroughly understand. A 
man must be on the spot beforehecan grasp all. 
In the midst of a difficult work and not ac- 
quainted with some things at first, I think 
Mr. Junor deserves the thanks of the Church 
in Canada for doing a work as well as any or- 
dinary mortal could.under the circumstances. 
Mr. Junor went away by steamer to Amoy and 
Hong-Kong for his health, and to purchase 
materials for Oxford College. Mrs. Junor and 
baby are well. Women are calling on Mrs. 
Mackay nearly every day, and she spends 


hours telling them of the ten-thousand scenes 
and views seen going round the world, and 
especially the churches, colleges, schools, etc., 
and more particularly about Christian Canada 
Several have gone home above since we left: 
In my next you will hear about them. Yes 
gone to swell the songs of praise to Him whe 
shed His blood for us poor hell-deserving 
sinners.

LETTER FROM REV. JOHN WILKIB 


For the Record. 


SOLSANDA, CENTRAL INDIA 
February 6th, 1882. 


Ppow much I should like to have you and 
A’ the friends of Missions out with us fo 
a short time! As with sad heavy hearts you 
returned home I am sure it would be with a 
tenfold interest in this dark, dark field, where 


** Every prospect pleases, 
And only man is vile.” 


We have our tent placed under a wide. 
spreading Banyan tree, whilst before us stretch 
out on every side the opium fields, full of 
workers busy weeding, irrigating, etc., or the 
wheat fields, with the wheat just heading out. 
On every side, too, we can see villages, con- 
taining from two to six or seven hundred peo- 
ple, chiefly the cultivators of the soil—in which 
till one week ago the name of Jesus had never 
been heard. ‘This morning, long before “old 
Sol” had begun his day’s march, we had 
started out to some of the villages about four 
miles away—starting thus early that we might 
catch them as soon as they arose and before 
they had time to get into the fields. On enter: 
ing the first, where they only once or twice 
before had seen a European face, they were 
naturally surprised and shy. We found them 
huddled around a small fire of dry cow-manure 
cakes, trying in some measure to aid the heat 
of the cow-cakes by passing around amongst 
them the pipe full of tobacco and red-pepper 
—for it was bitterly cold. We on saying that 
we too were cold, sat down amongst them, and 
by a familiar conversation about themselves, 
removed so far their suspicions that we ven- 
tured to tell them of our brothers in Canada 
who had sent us out to help them—providing 
medicine to give to the sick people, and asking 
us to tell them of Jesus Christ the Great Phy- 
sician of souls, who had done them so much 
good. At first they said they did not want 
any medicine, so we sang to them a native 
hymn, and then went on shewing them their 
sinful condition before God—their need of 
a Saviour—the uselessness of their present 
saviours, and the life and death of Jesus 
Christ. After about an hours work thus 
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amongst them in which there have been prob- 
ably many questions asked and answered, and 
many interruptions, such as home ministers 
know nothing of, they became so familiar that 
one by one their sick people were brought out 
and medicine was given. Then we went on toa 
second and to a third village, in each having 
much the same experience, now sitting under 
the shade of a tree, and again in a large tem- 
ple with the large idols in every direction 
facing us. This morning’s experience is not 
always ours, however. Only yesterday morn- 
ing, in three different villages, I made no less 
than five different attempts to speak a word 
for the Master, but only to be met with open 
insolence, or such utter indifference that none 
would gather to listen. The cause of this dis- 
couraging work was not far to seek. A Mara- 
tha Brahmin, from Indore City, who shared 
the Maharaja’s hatred of us, had come amongst 
them, and so in the most impudent way he 
tried to destroy our influence for good. Often, 
too, we find that the friendship and interest, 
that we think our first visit to a village has 
formed, is on our next visit turned into bitter 
hostility. The priest has, in our absence, been 
sowing the tares. In these new villages the 
first work is necessarily much as above. When, 
however, they know us, it is of quite a differ- 
ent character—but, of this more again. On 
returning to the tent, between eleven and 
twelve, tired and weary from the work and the 
hot sun, we find a number of sick people wait- 
ing for medicine, and so at once attend to 
them. Time enough to get some food is taken, 
and then the whole afternoon is spent in giving 
medicine or in speaking of “ the way of life,” 
there always being a dozen or more present. 
In the evening, we again make our way into 
the village where we had promised to give a 
Magic Lantern exhibition. Here we have a 
congregation of between two and three hund- 
red people, to whom we sang, spoke, and 
shewed the Magic Lantern, till between eight 
and nine o’clock. No words of mine can 
describe to you their interesting faces as they 
intently watch the pictures—making all the 
time a running commentary upon them and 
the words I was speaklng of the religion now 
heard of by them for the first time. I may 
say that the Magic Lantern kindly bought and 
sent through Mr. E. Wilkie by the Guelph peo- 
ple, never reached me—it probably having been 
stolen in Bombay. The Steamship Company, 
however, have made good the lnss, and there 
is some hope soon to have it here to help us. 
The one we now are using (being lent by one 
of the officers of the station), is very small and 
imperfect, though a very great help to us in 
our work. I must, however, reserve for another 


letter a further account of this very interesting 
work. Pray for us, and for poor benighted 
Central India.

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Women's Missionary Societies. 


A short sketch of the rise and progress of Wo- 
man’s Foreign Mission work in the United 
States and Canada.

y pORE than twenty years ago a mis- 

sionary’s wife in the eity of Calcutta, 
sat working a pair of slippers for her hus- 
band. A Hindoo gentleman sees, admires 
and wonders how they are made, and, in the 
end, in answer to the inquiry, whether he 
would not like to have Azs wife taught to inaxe 
a pair of slippers for zm, the missionary’s 
wife is invited, for this express purpose, to 
his house. The fact is noised abroad, similar 
invitations follow, and in the glowing words 
of Miss Britton, a fazr of slippers has become 
the instrument ofletting in a ray of light upon 
thousands of women, who, for ages, had been 
sitting,in the darkness of the shadow of death. 
But a score of years has passed, and hundreds, 
yea thousands of heathen homes are open to 
the Christian woman, who with the Bible in 
her hand visits them, either as the physician or 
teacher. 

In the year 1861, almost simultaneous with 
the “opening” just recorded, “ Zhe Woman's 
Union Missionary Society of America for 
fleathen Lands,” the pioneer woman’s society 
of the United States, was organized in Boston. 
Soon after, a second organization followed in 
the city of New York, which became the head- 
quarters of the general society, the first Pre- 
sident being the late beloved Mrs. Doremus, 
who retained this responsible position until 
her death. This Association was the result 
of an earnest appeal to the christian women 
of America, by the wife of Rev. Francis Ma- 
son, Baptist Missionary to Burmah, who, on 
her way to America, had visited Calcutta, ‘and 


become thoroughly interested in the new 
“movement,” viz., the christian education of 
the women and girls living in zenanas.. In 
twelve years after its establishment, “The 
Woman’s Union Missionary Society of Am- 
erica,” had received and expended more than 
$260,000, and though these organizations have 
multiplied on every hand, it is still full of life 
and vigour, supporting missionaries in Japan, 
China, Greece, &c. It publishes a missionary 
periodical monthly, called “ The Moscone 
Link.” 


Second in order of establishment wag the 
““Woman’s Board of Missions, (Congregation- 
al) auxiliary to the A. B. C. F. M. formed at 
Boston, 1868. The Congregational Church 


‘in the United States has also two additional 


Boards, viz., ““The Woman’s Board of Mis- 
sions of the Interior,” organized October. 1868, 
with its headquarters at Chicago, and the 
**Woman’s Board of Missions of the Pacific,” 
organized in 1873. The first-mentioned of 
these raised last year $97,492, the second, $26,- 
105, and the third, $2,300, total from the 
women of the Congregational Church last 
year, $125, 897. The number of missionaries 
supported by each is about in the same pro- 
portion as the receipts, and they labour in the 
same fields as do the American Board. Their 
missionary periodical, “Life and Light,” is 
published monthly. In March, 1869, follow- 


ed “The Woman’s Foreign Missionary So- 


ciety of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
the United States,” was formedat Boston. The 
ladies of the Methodist E. Church find it easier 
to work through ove organization. This So- 
ciety has 2,578 auxiliaries, with a membership 
of nearly 66,000; the receipts last year were 
$107,932. It sustains 38 missionaries, 200 
Bible-women and teachers, 6 hospitals, 15 
boarding schools, with 800 pupils, 125 day 
schools, with 3,000 pupils, girls and women, 3 
orphanages with 400 orphans, one home for 
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friendless women, and through its agencies 
visits systematically, 1,000 zenanas. Mission- 
ary publication, “The Heathen Woman’s 
Friend.” 

In the year 1870, ‘“‘The Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States,” was organized in Phila- 
delphia. The Presbyterian Church in the 
UJnited States has also six additional Socie- 
ties, viz, “The Ladies’ Board of Missions,” 
New York, “The Brooklyn Society,” “ The 
Woman’s Presi:yterian Board of Missions of 
the North West,” with its head-quarters at 
Chicago, ““The Woman’s Presbyterian Board 
of Missions of the Synod of Albany,” 
‘The Woman’s Missionary Society,” and 
‘The Woman’s Board of Missions of the 
South-West,” its centre being at St. Louis. 
hese seven Socicties have in the neighbor- 
hood of 3,000 auxiliaries, and last year their 
receipts amounted to more than four hundred 
nd seventy-stx thousand dollars, and as near- 
ly as we can ascertain, they support in the 
foreign field 164 missionaries, 217 Bible-read- 
ers, 241 day-schools and 550 scholarships, to- 
gether with orphanages, hospitals, &c. ‘‘ Wo- 
man’s work for Woman,” the organ of the 
Presbyterian Societies, is published monthly 
at Philadelphia, and the field of their opera- 
tions is world-wide. ‘The Woman’s Baptist 
Foreign Missionary Society,” was organized at 
Boston, April, 1871. There are also two ad- 
ditional Baptist Societies, viz., “The Woman’s 
Baptist Foreign Missionary Society of the 
West,” headquarters Chicago, organized 1871, 
and “ The Woman’s Baptist Foreign Mission- 
ary Society of the Pacific Coast,” (San Fran- 
cisco). We have not at hand the statistics of 
these societies, but believe they are working 
in the same ratio as those already mentioned. 
Missionary periodical, “ Helping Hand.” 

In passing to the missionary work of women 
in Canada, we quote the following passage 
from a paper read before the Union Meeting of 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Societies, held 
at Kingston in June last, by Miss Agnes 
Machar :—“ It is interesting for us Canadians 
to remember that the first Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society in America, was formed at 
Quebec, A.D. 1639, by those noble and de- 
voted ladies who left home and friends and 
civilization, that they might—in teaching the 
young and ministering to the sick—labour for 
the conversion of the North American In- 
dians.” 

In January, 1871, “The Canadian Woman’s 
Board” of Foreign Missions was organized. 
This Society ‘represents various evan- 
gelical churches. It has now four aux- 
iliaries, the total receipts since its formation, 
to January, 1882, being $10,166,50. It is 
pledged to support a girl’s school in Madura, 
India, anda scholarship in the Seminary for 
girls at Beirut, Syria, also a girls’ high caste 


school in Calcutta. In adition to these pledges 
it contributes various amounts to several other 
missions each year, in accordance with the 
undenominational character of the Society. 

In connection with the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada we have at present three Societies, 
viz., “ The Woman’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety of the Presbyterian Church in Canada,” 
(Western Section), “The Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada,” (Eastern Section), and “ The Wo- 
man’s Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Presbytery of Kingston ; also, previous to Au- 
gust 1879, “ The Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Presbytery of Hamilton,” was 
an independent organization, but since that 
period has been affiliated with the Society of 
the Western Section. The first named 
of these societies was established in April 
1876, headquarters in Toronto; number 
of auxiliaries, 57; Mission Bands, 12; 
amount raised last year, $5,629.-86. Total 
raised since its establishment, $20,478.- 
99. Last year this Society supported two 
lady missionaries in Central India, one Bible- 
reader and 3 day schools, with other inciden- 
tal expenses connected with the work of the 
Canadian Mission, Indore. The second was 
formed in October, 1876, headquarters at Halli- 
fax; total amount raised since that period, 
$3,051.93 number of auxiliaries, 7. This Society 
is engaged in evangelistic work among the 
women and children of the Island of Trinidad. 

“The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
u. ..~ Presbytery of Kingston,” was organized 
in April 1876; number of auxiliaries, 8; 
amount raised last year $371,97 ; total amount 
raised since organization, $1126.58. This So- 
ciety has no special laborer in the field, but 
divides its contributions between the Formo- 
sa Mission, and Mrs. J. F. Campbell’s work 
at Mhow, India. There are other societies 
connected with the Presbyterian Church 
of whose work we regret that we cannot pre- 
sent statistics, viz., ‘““The Indore Society,” 
Quebec, and “The Women’s Missionary So- 
ciety,” Winnipeg, also the “Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Society, Montreal. There are also two 
Societiesin Newfoundland, viz : the ““‘Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society,” St. John’s, and 
the ‘“ Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society,” 
Harbour Grace. These are _ included 
in the auxiliaries reported in connection with 
the Eastern Section. 

Our sisters of the Baptist Church in the 
Maritime Provinces, have -had established in 
each Province, a Missionary Aid Society, since 
the year 1871, and are doing a_ good 
work. In 1876 the Baptist women of 
Ontario, organized “The Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Baptist Church in 
Canada,” (Western Section), having its head- 
quarters at Toronto, while at thesame time a 
similar Society was formed in the Eastern 
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Section, having its headquarters at Montreal. 
Total amount raised since the formation of 
the Society in Ontaris, $6,169; number of 
“ Circles,” 50, which support Rev. A. V. Tim- 
pany, a girls’ school in Coconada, two Bible 
women, several village schools, besides spe- 
cial objects. The Society of the EasternSection, 
which we believe includes all the churches 
east of Belleville, has 22 “circles,” and 
last year raised $825.00. These haveassisted 
in the support of Mr. and Mrs. Timpany, Tel- 
egu, India, also in the building of mission 
premises, &c. “The Missionary Link,” a val- 
uable little paper, is published by the Society 
in the Western Section. Within the past year 
a Woman’s Board of Missions, in connection 
with the Methodist Church in Canada, has 
been organized, branches in the various towns 
and cities are being rapidly formed, and the 
amounts already realized are large. This 
Board has become responsible for Mission 
work in Japan, also in our own North West. 
The Episcopal Church is rapidly falling into 
line. We are aware of at least two local 
Societies which have been recently formed, 
viz., “The Church of England Zenena Socie- 
ty,” Peterborough, and one in Lindsay, hav- 
ing in view the same objects. The work of 
these Societies shows that the ‘“ Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society,” is now a recog- 
nized and appreciated department of church 


work.

REV. ROBERT JAMIESON, ew Westmins- 
Yer, B. C. The following is the substance 
of Mr. Jamieson’s annual report to the Pres- 
bytery for the year 1881,— 

All the usual services have been continued 
throughout the past year without interruption. 
The sabbath services have been, on the whole, 
well attended. There was quite an increase 
of occasional attenders,—nearly all strangers 
and non-residents. The Sabbath-school was 
attended by 50 children, and six teachers. 
The “ International lessons ” have been follow- 
ed, the Introductory and Shorter Catechisms 
taught, and a weekly Sabbath-school paper 
given out. The prayer-meeting has been well 
attended every Thursday evening. Besides 
the elders, some of the members always take 
part in the exercises. Numerically, the con- 
gregation has continued about the sameas the 
year 1880. There has been six names added 
to the communion roll, which now contains 
the names of 38 members resident in the 
bounds. The communion is observed quarter- 
ly. I believe I may, on the whole, report en- 
couraging evidences of increasing spiritual life 
in the congregation. While there is much to 
lament, there is also not a little to lead us “to 
thank Ged and take courage” in the consistent 
walk and conversation of, comparatively, so 


many of our people. I conduct services at the 
Penitentiary every Sabbath and Wednesday. 
Along with part of salary promised ($800.00), 
and the usual incidental expenses, the congre- 
gation have contributed through the Ladies’ 
Missionary Association, to the schemes of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada as follows ;— 
Widows and Orphans fund $16.50; Aged and 
Infirm Ministers, $15.00; Foreign missions, 
$69.00 (about $25.00 of this, were net proceeds 
from printed circular sent to members of our 
Church in other districts.) Home missions 
$34.75 ; French Evangelization, $26.00, and 
$5.50 from Sabbath-school, Total $166.75. 
The total congregational receipts were $1.126. 
75, all of which was raised by the ordinary 
Sabbath collections, and the Ladies’ Associa- 
tion subscription lists. Wehaveno pew-rents. 
The envelope system is partly adopted. Were 
it agreed to by all the congregation, there 
would be a great improvement in our financial 
affairs. We do not, however resort to any of 
the usual “mean and questionable methods of 
raising money,” as Dr. John Hall, describes 
them. Wetake socopies of the “ Presbyterian 
Record,” and take care that every one is suppli- 
ed with a copy. Although not directly con- 
nected with my own work, the Presbytery will 
please allow me to report on some services in 
other districts where we have no minister, in 
which I have been much interested, and towards 
which I have given what little encouragement 
and assistance I could. At Clinton, about 230 
miles up country and less than 30 miles from 
the Pacific railway, services have been conduct- 
ed every Sabbath evening by Messrs. Foster, 
Sues, and J. F. Smith, who alternatly conduct 
the devotional exercises and read a sermon. 
The average attendance is 35. A Sabbath 
School is taught by Mrs. McLennan, and 
Messrs. Smith and Bell. There are 16 pupils 
including one Chinaman. The Introductory 
and Shorter Catechisms are taught. There 
are five subscribers to the “ Record.” It is 
very cheering to know that we have such zeal- 
ous and useful members of our church in that 
central and important locality. They are 
worthy of every encouragement and assistance. 
At Nicola Valley they have not yet commenced 
a service, but a Sabbath-school has_ been 
organized by Mr. John Clapperton, and it is 
to be hoped that our handsome church in the 
Valley will soon be occupied again by a minis- 
ter of our church. Mr. on——island is 
doing a good work quietly, by conducting a 
Sabbath-school and service weekly, attended 
by about 30. The laudable spirit in which he 
is working, may be judged from this sentence 
in a recent letter from him,—“ The little that 
I do, is so little that I look for or expect no re- 
ward here. God grant that I may be the 
means of bringing one soul to my Redeemer, 
and I shall have my reward indeed.” He does 
not wish his name mentioned.

MARK IX: 2-13. 
Golden Text, Matthew 3: 17. 


SZSOMPARE Matt. 17: 1-13. Luke 1: 28-36. 
John, who was an eye witness, gives no ac- 
«count of the Transfiguration, though he possibly 
alludes toitinch.1; 14. V.2. After six days— 
Luke says, “‘about an eight days,” meaning six 
whole days and part of two other days. TZaketh 
with kim—the three chosen disciples who so often 
accompanied him, who witnessed the raising of 
Jairus’ daughter, ch. 5; 37, and were with him dur- 
ing his agony in the Garden of Gethsemane, Matt. 
26: 37. Opintoa high mountain—not necessa- 
rily to the top of it; we may rather infer to some 
sheltered place onthe mountain’s side. The precise 
mountain isnot mentioned. Though long supposed 
to be Mount Tabor, it is now generally believed to 
‘have been Hermon, one of the Lebanon range, to 
tthe’ north of Cesarea Philippi, whose snow-clad 
‘summit rises to a height of 10,000 feet, (see map). 
Apart by themselves—far enough for seclusion from 
vulgar gaze. Tvransfigured—Such a change came 
over his bodily frame as he shall ultimately make 
in the bodies of his believing people, Phil. 3: 21. 
Not only was he irradiated with the external glory 
which fell upon him, but the inherent light of 
divinity shone through his humanity, Ps. 104: 2. 
V. 3. Tliree different terms are used to describe 
the brilliancy of his raiment, see Dan. 7: 9. The 
height of the fuller’s art was to remove every stain 
and produce a web of dazzling whiteness. V. 4. 
Moses and Elias—representatives of the Law and 
the Prophets; the one the founder, the other the 
defender of the Old Dispensation which Jesus came 
to fulfil. Both of them had been favoured by per- 
sonal interviews with God, both had endured, as 
Christ did, the supernatural fast of forty days, and 
both had been mysteriously removed from earth. 
‘Their presence proved to the disciples the reality of 
the fu‘ure state. Yalking with Fesus—see Luke, 9; 
31. Vs. 5,6. Zabernacles—tents or booths such 
as they were used to make during the feast of Ta- 
bernacles. The inconsiderate remark was allowed 
to pass unnoticed. Waist not—knew not, afraid, 
see Exo. 3:6, and 20; 19. V.7. A cloud—tlumin- 
ous, like that which veiled the mercy seat, sup- 
posed to be emblematical of the Holy Spirit. 4 
voice—the same as at the baptism. ch. 1: II, and 
again later on, Jn. 12: 28. Hear Him—see Heb. 1: 
r, 2. V.8. Suddeniy—at the touch of Jesus they 
quickly rose up, astonished to find that the -heav- 
enly visitant had disappeared, Matt. 17; 6, 7. V. 
Q. Zell no man—because it would be misunder- 
stoad. Even the favoured three did not as yet fully 
understand it. 7Z2/?, etc.—After the resurrection 
Peter did proclaim it, 2 Pet. 1: 16. V.10. Zhe 
rising from the dead should mean—this referring not 
fo the general resurrection, which was an article of 
belief in the Jewish Creed, but to the intimation of 
his own resurrection as though they inferred that it 
was to be in some way exceptional. Vs. 11-13. 
The question of the disciples shewed that they did 
not know how much significance was attached to 
to the Transfiguration. By his answer Christ gave 
the true meaning of the passages, Mal. 3: 1 and 4: 
5, which the Scribes had misinterpreted 
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Ghe Aitlicted Ghild. 


MARK IX: 14-33. 
Golden Text, Mark g. 23. 


ZSOMPARE Matt. 17; 14-23; Luke 9; 37-45. 
The Transfiguration seems to have taken 
place during the night. V.14. When he came to 
his disctfles—on the morning of the next day, Luke 
9: 37. When he came down from the Mount with 
Peter, James, and John, he found the other nine 
disciples engaged in controversy with the Scribes, 
surrounded by a crowd of people, in the midst of 
whom was a poor demoniac boy brought hither by 
his father in the hope that Jesus would heal him. 
Not finding him, he had applied to the waiting 
disciples who, however, had to confess their in- 
ability to do anything for the lad. It was a very 
bad case, and this failure on their part doubtless 
gave rise to the dispyte in question, as it would 
give the Scribes an opportunity of twitting the dis- 
ciples and of challenging the power even of their 
Master to effect the cure of so aggravated a case. 
It was a moment of deep humiliation to the dis- 
ciples, and only a moment of exultation to the 
Scribes. V:15. The peopte less sceptical than 
the Soribes, hailed the unexpected but seasonable 
return of Jesus with evident satisfaction. They felt 
sure that in some way or other He would settle 
the controversy. Their amazement might be caused 
by the effects of the Transfiguration still visible in 
his countenance. Vs. 16-18. What question ye? 
Before the Scribes could answer, the agonized 
father told him the whole story, V. 19.  Faith- 
less generation,—the rebuke was meaut not only 
for the multitude and the disciples, but also for the 
whole nation whom they represented. How long? 
Will you ever believe my divine mission? It 
seemed as though all his past miravles and teach- 
ing had been in vain ; for even the faith of the dis- 
ciples had wavered. Bring him unto me—The 
end of ali prexching and teaching is to bring sin- 
ners to the Saviour, Acts 4:12. Vs. 20-23. 
Things often come to the worst before they mend. 
Man’s extremity is God’s opportunity. But if thou 
canst “do anything—struggling betwixt hope and 
dispair there was at least the germ of faith in this 
exclamation. Jf thou canst beieve—using his own 
form of speech, Christ made him understand that 
his son’s cure turned on his own confidence in the 
Healer. <All things posstble—Matt. 17:20; Acts 
16:31, V. 24. Help wine unbelief! In this brief 
sentence, which has been repeated since by count- 
less millions, there was both a confession of unbe- 
lief and a prayer for help against it. It was the 
best evidence he eould give of a change of heart. 
1s prayer was doubly answered (1) in his own 
enlightenment ; (2) in the healing of his son. vs. 
23, 29. Why could xot we—plainly because of their 
little faith, which may be partly accounted for by 
the frame of mind in which they then were—excited 
and discouraged. Inctead of wrangling with the 
Scribes they had been better employed in prayer. 
Vs. 30-32. Christ’s passage through Galilee at this 
time was not devoted so much to public instruction 
as to teaching his disciples what was very difficult 
for them to understand—-the necessity of his ap- 
proaching death and resurrection. Were afraid to 
ask him—test further details might increase their re- 
luctance to become reconciled to the announcement. 
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OGhe Ghild-like Believer. 


JUNE 18. MARK IX, 33-50. 
Golden Text, [smiah 57 : 15. 


(COMPARE Matthew 18:1, 4; Luke 9 : 46-50. 
After leaving Caesarea Phillippi, Jesus crossed 
the Jordan into the northern part of Galilee, re- 
mained there a short time, and then returned to 
Capernaum, intending thence to go to Jerusalem. 
On his arrival at Capernaum he was called upon to 
pay the temple tax, when he sent Peter to find the 
money in the fish’s mouth, Matt. 17: 24-27. vs, 
33-37, Being in the house—Peter’s house, prob- 
ably, he took the opportunity privately to teach his 
disciples an important lesson. He knew what 
they had been disputing about by the way.  Evi- 
dently their ideas of the nature of his Kingdom 
were altogether wrong. They still imagined it was 
to be a temporal one and already they were can- 
vassing their claims for promotion to ‘‘ office.” 
Sitting down, he gave them an ‘‘ object lesson” 
which doubtless they never forgot. Matthew ren- 
ders it more fully, ch. 18:3. It was not the com- 
parative zgnorance of childhood that was com- 
mended ; they were to cultivate the purity, truth- 
fulness, simplicity, sincerity, and docility of little 
children. 1 Cor. 14:20. VS. 38-41. John’s inci- 
dental remark suggested by the use of ‘‘my name” 
in v. 37, gives a new turn to the conversation and 
was quickly seized upon by Christ as the ground of 
another lesson needed by the disciples, one of uni- 
versal application, but which professing Christians 
in all ages have been very slow to apprehend— 
namely, that bigotry and exclusiveness are contrary 
to the mind of Christ. Forbid him not. The man 
in question, for all John knew, was a disciple of 
Christ. The success that attended his ministrations 
in the form of casting out devils should have con- 
vinced John that he was no imposter, but rather 
one whom he should have encouraged as a co- 
laborer, see Matt. 23:8-10. The spirit of true 
religion is shown in a readiness to recognize good 
done by others, whether belonging to our own de- 
nomination or not. Guard against the habit of 
fault-finding. Vs. 42-50. What follows has no 
necessary connection with the reproof addressed to 
John, but is rather a continuation of the subject 
previous to his interruption. Whosoever shall of- 
jend—shall cause to stumble; referring to the bad 
effect which such disputes as they had been en- 
gaged in would have upon others who naturally 
looked to the disciples for an example of humility. 
Better that a mill stone &c—thus he would at least 
escape the responsibility of causing others to sin, 
and the world would be better without him. // 
thy hand offend thee—objects dear as a right eye 
and useful as a right hand are to be parted with if 
they interfere with the complete surrender of our- 
selves to Christ. Sins of the hand, such as forgery, 
stealing, murder; sins of the eye—lusting and 
coveting ; sins of the foot—going into forbidden 
ways, must all be abandoned if we would enter 
into life eternal. very one must be salted with fire 
—‘‘ Every follower of mine must expect to undergo 
an ordeal of suffering’—No cross, no crown! 1 Peter 
4: 12, 13. Have salt in yourselves—cultviate 
those graces that will keep you from temptation 
and that will make you a blessing to all with whom 
you come in contact. .

MARK X ; 1-16 
Golien Text, Psalms 101 : 2. 


<+OMPARE Matt. 19 33-14; Luke 18 : 15-17. 
Four months probably intervened between 
this lesson and the last one, during which many of 
the most important events in our Lord’s history 
transpired. Some of these are mentioned by John;. 
¢. g. the visit of our Lord to Jerusalem, ch. 7 : 8-10: 
the cure of a blind man, 9:1-413 the raising of 
Lazarus, 11: 11-46. V. 1. From thence—i. e. from 
Capernaum, This was his final departure from the 
city where he had wrought so many of his ‘‘ mighty 
works.” Itis noticed in Matt. 19 ;1, and there isa 
beautiful reference to it in Luke 9:51. The Coast 
of Fudea—anciently called Perea, on the east side 
of Jordan, extending from the Dead Sea to the 
Sea of Galilee. 4s He was wont—a fine tribute to: 
Him who ever went about doing good. V. 2. 
Tempting Him—seeking to entrap Him into some 
expression of opinion whereby they might accuse 
Him of heterodoxy. ‘* Among the questions of 
that time none was debated more freely by the 
rival schools of the Rabbis than the subject of di- 
vorce. One party contended that a man could put 
away his wife for any cause,—if he had seen some 
one he liked better, or even because of her 
having cooked a dinner badly ; the other, held that 
divorce could only be obtained for a breach of the 
seventh commandment. If it were possible to get 
Jesus to pronounce in favour of either, the hostility 
of the other would be roused,” jesus refers them 
to the Mosaic law. They reply that the law of 
Moses was not so strict after all, Deut. 24:1. V. 
5. Our Lord’s answer does not justify the alleged 
laxity. Im the peculiar state of society at that 
time, the particular clause cited was the best that 
could be enforced upon a confessedly immoral 
people; that is all ‘‘But from the beginning it 
was not so,” Matt. 19:8. V. 6. God never in- 
tended that the family relationship should be a mere 
matter of convenience or caprice, to be dissolved 
at the pleasure of a heartless husband, it was de- 
signed to be permanent, and a blessing to the hu- 
man race as long as the world should last. V. ro. 
To his disiples, at their own request, he expounds 
the matter more fully in private, re-iterating what 
he had said in his sermon on the Mount, and what 
has always been the law of God. Vs. 13. 14. The 
conversation takes a pleasant change. <A beautiful 
custom led parents to bring their children at 
a very early age to the synagogue that they might 
receive the blessings of the elders. They were thus 
brought, also, to any Rabbi of reputed sancity, in: 
accordance with old patriarchal usage. Gen. 48; 
14, and before this had likely been brought to Jesus: 
for his benediction. The disciples, as they had of- 
ten done, rebuked the intrusion, as they deemed it- 
Jesus was atspieased—or asin N. V. ** was moved 
with indignation.” It was &n affront put upon the 
children. The disciples thought ¢key could get no 
good from him. He dispels that delusion, and ac- 
cords even infawzs a status in his church, thus teach- 
ing a principle we are too apt to overlook—that the 
children of Christian parents are, as such, members 
of His Church, Acts 2 39. V. 15. Nay, more, 
the Apostles themselves must chew a humble, 
trustful, child-like spirit.

OPE ARE GETTINC UP IN YEARS! THE 
ne EIGHTH SESSION of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada meets in the city of St. John, and in 
St. Andrew’s Church there, on Wednesday the 
14th inst, at 7.30 p.m. This town is as 
noted for its hospitality as it is for its high 
tides and its fogs, its suspension bridge and its 
wonderful falls. The Rev. Dr. Macrae is 
convener of the committee on “accommoda- 
tion,” which is a sufficient guarantee that the 
convenience of the Assembly and the comfort 
of the commissioners will be well attended to. 
We have every reason to anticipate a pleasant 
and profitable meeting. Rev. Dr. Cochrane 
of Brantford, Rev. Kenneth McLennan of 
Charlottetown, Principal McKnight of Halifax, 
and Rev. Dr. J. M. King of Toronto have 
been respectively nominated by Presbyteries 
for the Moderatorship. Ass will be seen from 
our Acknowledgments, the receipts for the 
different funds of the Church are consider- 
ably larger than in any previous year. Nearly 
all the schemes are out of debt. The vexed 
question. of the “ Temporalities Fund,” which 
has been a matter of litigation for years— 
although it has not occasioned a moment’s 
dispeace in the United Church — has 
been virtually settled by the recent action 
of the Dominion Parliament confirming the 
provisions of the Act of the Quebec Legisla- 
ture which were declared to be ultra vires by 
Her Majesty’s Privy Council. It is a pity that 
so much ado was made, and so much money 
spent, in regard to what is scarcely more than 
a mere technicality. This experience, how- 
ever, has done us no harm ; indeed, in view of 
the sympathy which has been everywhere 
evoked and freely expressed, it may safely be 
accounted one of the “all things” which work 
together for the good of the Church.

THE COLLEGES. 


PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, Halifax. The 
session closed on Thursday, 27th April. The 
closing services were held in St. Matthew’s 
Church. The attendance of ministers and of 
the public was unusually large. Dr. Burns 
presided. Principal Macknight, Dr. Pollock, 
and Professor Currie gave in the reports of 
the session’s work. Professors and students 
had enjoyed good health, and a great deal of 
hard work had been performed. Three stu- 
dents complete their course, Messrs J. M. Mc- 
kenzie, Robert Nairn, and J. R. Fitzpatrick. 
Dr. Macknight stated that three others who 
had taken two years.in this college were about 
completing their third year in other colleges. 
Rey. A. Burrows and Rev. H. H. McPherson 
addressed the students and congregation on 
subjects appropriate tothe occasion. Dr. Mac- 
knight intimated that the Senate proposed to 
form new regulations for the library, by means 
of which a much larger number of new books 
would be secured and the benefits of the libra- 
ry be more widely diffused—the calendar will 
shortly be published.—At a meeting of the Col- 
lege Board, measures were adopted for col- 
lecting as rapidly as possible the outstanding 
subscriptions to the endowment Fund. Thirty 
thousand dollars are stillrequired. The differ- 
ence between current receipts and expenditure 
is still about $2,000 ayear. It is hoped that 
every member of the Church in the Maritime 
Provinces will make a note of this, and do 
something to lessen the adverse balance. 

QUEEN’S. UNIVERSITY AND COLLEGE AT 
KINGSTON.—The ceremonies connected with 
the closing of the forty-first session extended 
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over several days, the annual ‘“ Convo- 
cation ” being held in the College Hall, on the 
26th of April, when there was a large atten- 
dance of interested spectators. A pleasant 
variety in the distribution of the prizes was that 
the prize in chemistry was for the first time in 
the history of the college, carried off by a lady. 
The Chancellor, Mr. Sandford Fleming, ad- 
dressed the graduates in well chosen words of 
encouragement and sound advice. During the 
past session there were 203 students registered 
in the Artsand Divinity classes, of whom’ sixty 
have the ministry in view. Sixteen of these 
attended the theological department. Seven- 
teen received the degree of B.A. ; three of M. 
A.; and fifteen of M.D. Professor George 
Paxton Young, of Toronto, received the hon- 
ourary degree of L.L.D., to which he respond- 
ed in appreciative terms. The Rev. James P. 
Sheraton, president of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Divinity School, Toronto, and editor of the 
Lvangelical Churchman, received the degree 
of D.D. A numerously attended conversa- 
zione was held in the evening, under the aus- 
pices of the Alma Mater Society. The prin- 
cipal guest of the evening was the venerable 
Professor Williamson, L.L.D., who has been 
connected with the University for full forty 
years, and who now, on the eve of his retiring 
from active professional duty, was presented 
with an address, accompanied by a cheque for 
$1,000, in testimony of the high esteem in which 
he is held by the alumni of Queen’s. At the 
annual meeting of trustees, proposals were 
considered for increasing the the teaching staff 
and adding to the endowment fund. In the 
meantime, the Rev. Donald Ross, B.D., of La- 
chine, was appointed lecturer on Natural Sci- 
ence, and Rev. Robert Campbell, of Renfrew, 
Lecturer on Political Economy. Principal 
Grant stated that two additional professors 
were greatly needed, and that a further sum of 
$7,500 per annum would be required to put the 
college in a reasonably good position. It was 
decided to appeal to the friends of the college 
throughout the country to guarantee that sum 
for six years and committees were appointed 
to carry out the proposal. Dr. Williamson’s 
resignation as professor of Natural Science, 
was accepted, but his services are still retain- 
ed as astromoner and observer of the Univers- 
ity, with the status of professor. During the 
week, the annual meeting of the University 
Council was also held, at the close of which 
Principal Grant delivered a lecture, on 
“ Our Political Duties.” 

MORRIN COLLEGE, QUEBEC.—The number 
of students in Art and Divinity during the past 
session was twenty. Four attended the Divin- 
ity classes. Three others have the ministry 
in view. Rev. Dr. Cook is Principal and Pro- 
fessor of Homeletics and Moral Philosophy ; 
Dr. Weir is Professor of Classics, Hebrew, 
Logic, &c. Rev. Dr. Mathews, of Systema- 


tic Theology ; Rev. W. B. Clark, of Church 
History ; Rev. A. N. McQuarrie, of Mathema- 
tics and Natural Philosophy. Professor Mil- 
ler teaches the Modern Languages—French 
and German, and Dr. Gale lectures on Chem- 
istry. 

DALHOUSIE COLLEGE, Halifax. The Synod 
of the Maritime Provinces supports three pro- 
fessors in this institution and is therefore 
specially interested in its prosperity. During 
the session which closed on the 26th April the 
attendance of students amounted to 113. An 
advertisement on another page shows that 
there are some peculiar attractions about Dal- 
housie College. 


MEETINGS OF SYNODS. 


The Synod of Hamilton and London met in 
Knox Church, Ingersoll, on the 1oth of April. 
The opening sermon was preached by Rev. 
John Thompson, of Sarnia, the retiring Mode- 
rator. The Rev. Walter Inglis, of Ayr, was 
elected Moderator for the ensuing year. The 
chief subjects of discussion during the session 
were (I) an overture from the Presbytery of 
Paris anent the introduction of the Bible asa 
class-book in the public schools; (2) the report 
on Sabbath observance. In regard to the 
first, as there is room for a considerable differ- 
ence of opinion, a very long and keen discus- 
sion ensued, Messrs. McMullen, Inglis, Mc- 
Alpine, Ballantyne, Laing and others being in 
favor of transmitting the overture; Messrs. 
Lyle and Robertson opposing. It was carried 
in the affirmative, only three voting against it. 
On the Sabbath observance question the 
Synod gave forth no uncertain sound. Strong 
speeches were made on the subject by Messrs. 
Burson, McPherson, Gray, and Grant, and 
various suggestions offered for securing a 
better observance of the Lord’s Day. 


TORONTO AND KINGSTON: This Synod 
met in St. Paul’s Church, Peterboro, on the 
2nd of May. Rev. John Smith, of Erskine 
Church, Toronto, the retiring Moderator, 
preached the opening sermon, and the Rev. A. 
A. Drummond, of Newcastle, was elected 
Moderator in his stead. Principal Caven and 
Hon. Alexander Morris called attention to the 
heavy costs connected with the defence of the 
Temporalities Fund Board, putting the same 
at about $10,000 as falling upon the members 
of that Board individually. ‘The Synod 
agreed to ask the General Assembly to com- 
mend this matter to the practical sympathies 
of the Church, and appointed Dr. Caven and 
Mr. Morris to represent them in this matter. 
The report on the State of Religion given in 
by Rev. W. M. Rogers, of Ashburn, gave rise 
to a very interesting conference. That on 
Temperance, by the Rev. D. Fraser of Mount 
Forest, was also discussed at great length, 
shewing that the Synod was fully impressed 
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“with the propriety of using every legitimate 


means to encourage the temperance cause. 
An overture was introduced recommending 
the use of the Bible in the public schools. 
‘The report on Sabbath Observance was given 
in by Rev. Andrew Wilson and adopted. 
Rev. J. Cameron gave in the report on 
Sabbath Schools, which contained a number 
of valuable recommendations and suggestions 
that were discussed in an able and profitable 
manner, 


MONTREAL AND OTTAWA: The Synod met 
in Stanley Street Church on the evening of the 
oth of May, and was opened by a thoughtful 
discourse on Prayer by the retiring Moderator, 
Rev. Dr. Moore of Ottawa. Rev. Robert 
Campbell, M.A., of St. Gabriel Church, 
Montreal, was eleeted Moderator for the 
ensuing year. The report on Temperance 
was given in by Rev. W. J. Dey, and was 
discussed at considerable length. In the 
absence of Rev. D. M. Gordon, convener, Dr. 
Moore read the report on the Mission to the 
Lumbermen, which showed that a great deal 
had been done by visitation and the circula- 
tion of literature for the benefit of the shanty- 
men. The consideration of the report on the 
State of Religion, given in by Rev. C. A. 
Doudiet, occupied a whole evening. Com- 
“mittees were appointed in each of the Pres- 
byteries to watch over the interests of education 
in the Protestant common schools throughout 
the Province of Quebec. Last of all, but not 
‘the least important, was the report on Sabbath 
Schools given in by Rev. James McCaul, and 
~which formed the subject of an interesting 
-conference. The ladies of Stanley Street 
Church invited the Synod to a social enter- 
tainment on the Wednesday evening, and the 
arrangements were altogether such as made 
the meeting a very pleasant one. 


WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETIES. 


‘HALIFAX WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY 
“SOCIETY.—The fifth annual meeting of this 
society was held on the 7th April. The Report 
showed that the society is progressing surely 

though not very rapidly. Miss Blackadder is 
supported as teacher at Princestown, Trinidad. 
Her report for the year was read, showing a 
great deal of very successful labour. It will 
be remembered that last summer Trinidad 
was fearfully scourged with fever. Miss Black- 
adder was laid aside for some weeks with the 
prevailing sickness, and she was urged to re- 
turn home in order to insure her recovery. 
She, however, clung to her post. While she was 
laid aside, her school was continued by Mr. 
and Mrs. Macleod. The average attendance 
was, 60. She has succeeded in obtaining 30 
female pupils, showing thus a very marked 
change in the feelings of the Coolies who were 


wont to scorn the idea of female education. 
Miss B. is expected in Nova Scotia this sum- 
mer, a six months furlough having been grant- 
ed her by the Board. This rest she has amp- 
ly earned. Miss B. has established a Home 
for little girls in Princestown. She has 12 
under her care. The Halifax Society expect 
that Miss B’s return will do much to rouse the 
missionary spirit among the women of the 
churches. The Society has six Auxiliaries,— 
two in Newfoundland (one each in St. John’ s 
and Harbor Grace), and four in Nova Scotia, 
viz,: Pictou, Antigonish, Meregomish and 
Windsor. Miss Blackadder’s visit, itis hoped, 
will lead to the formation of many more. Since 
the formation of the Halifax Society $2,000 
has been sent to Trinidad; over $1,300 to 
India and $100 to other places. Besides 
money, the Society forwarded boxes of cloth- 
ing, books, &c. to Trinidad. The receipts for 
last year were about $800. The Report re- 
ferred to a pleasant meeting in May of last 
year with Rev. Kenneth J. Grant, and a still 
more remarkable one in July to welcome Dr. 
McKay of Formosa. On the 14th April, Rev. 
J. W. Mackenzie of Efaté, New Hebrides, ad- 
dressed a crowded meeting of the Society and 
other friends.. The firsthour was spent socially 
and then Mr. Mackenzie explained in a plain 
and very impressive way the progress and the 
news of the work in the New Hebrides. On 
the 17th April Mrs. Mackenzie, the wife of our 
devoted missionary, delighted a large audience 
wkh the deeply interesting story of life in the 
New Hebrides. The officers of the Halifax 
Society are: President, Mrs. R. &. Burns; 
Vice Presidents, Miss Fairbanks, Mrs. Dun- 
can ; Secretaries, Miss Campbell, Miss Thomp- 
son ; Treasurer, Mrs. John Costley. 
The “ Woman's Foreign Misstonary Society 
of the Presbyterian Church in Canada,” 
Western Section) held its annual meeting at 
Peterborough on the 11th and 12th of April. 
There was a large attendance of delegates and 
friends, and no lack of ardor and enthusiasm 
in the cause, although, it was observable 
this year that the section of country 
west of Toronto was not so fully represented 
as the east. Ladies were present from the Pres- 
byterian Board of Missions, North-West. 
The Church of England Zenana Society, 
Peterborough ; the Baptist Woman’s Associa- 
tion of Ontario, and Mission Circle of Peter- 
borough; the Presbyterial Society of Kingston; 
and the Canadian Woman’s Board of Missions, 
Montreal, through its branch in North 
Georgetown and English River, and letters of 
friendly interest in the work were read from 
similiar societies in the United States and 
Canada. The address of welcome, and reply, 
together with another practical address occupi- 
ed the morning of Tuesday, and in the after- 
noon the reports of the society were presented 
in the following order, Home work, Foreign 
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work, Presbyterial Societies, Mission Boards, 
and Board of Managers. The Reports, both 
local and general, were deeply interesting, and 
furnished evidence that this department of 
work has taken a firm hold upon the women 
ef our church. The following summary 
speaks for itself. Twelve “ Life Members,” 
(each paying $25.00 at once); 668 ordinary 
members (each paying $1.00 yearly.) Total 
number of members, including the auxiliaries, 
1690; Presbyterial Societies, three, namely: 
Hamilton with six auxiliaries, and six Mission 
Bands; Whitby, ten auxiliaries and one 
Mission Band; Peterborough, three auxiliaries. 
Total number of auxiliaries, #/ty-seven, con- 
tributing $3,792.37 ; of Mission Bands, ¢we/ve, 
contributing $944.45. The total contributions 
for the year were $5,732.54. 

At a social meeting held in St. Paul’s 
church on the Monday evening, addresses 
were delivered by Professor Maclaren and 
Rev. D. J. Macdonell. The following is a list 
of the officers :—President, Mrs. Euart ; Vice- 
Presidents, Mrs. Maclaren, Mrs. Reid, Mrs. 
Macdonnell, Mrs. McLachlan, and the Presi- 
dents of each of the Auxiliary Societies ; 
Recording Secretary, Mrs. MacMurchy ; 
Home Secretary, Miss Topp; Foreign Secre- 
tary, Mrs. Harvie; Treasurer, Mrs. King. 

“The Womans Foreign Missionary So- 
stety of the Presbytery of Kingston.” The 
Annual Meeting of this society was held at 
Kingston on the 22nd of March. Rev. James 
Cumberland, of Amherst Island, occupied the 
chair. The Annual Report was read by Rev. 
T. S. Chambers, of Sunbury, who expressed 
his sympathy with the Society’s work and re- 
ferred to the interest recently awakened at 
Sunbury, where an auxiliary had been lately 
formed by means of the information circulated 
by the Society. The Report stated that an- 
other new auxiliary had also been formed at 
Amherst Island, which had been in active 
operation since last June, and also that the 
Society this year divides its contributions be- 
tween Dr. McKay’s work in Formosa, and 
Mrs. J. F. Campbell’s work in Mhow. It re- 
ferred also to the pleasant and profitable union 
meetings of the various W. M. Societies of 
our church which “took place by its invita- 
tion and under its auspicies during the sittings 
of the Assembly last June, and which, besides 
being a happy and stimulating reunion of 
christian workers, brought the work of the 
women before the Church, as a whole,and made 
each Society better acquainted with the work, 
the difficulties and the encouragements of 
sister Societies.” The Report also referred to 
the loss which the Society had sustained, 
during the year, in the death of two beloved 
and valued members, Mrs. Kelso, President of 
the Roslin Society, and Mrs. Macdonnell, a 
member of the central Society at Kingston. 
The Rev. M. W. Maclean, and the Rev. D. 
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Mitchell, of Belleville, addressed the meeting: 
in earnest and stirring speeches, commending: 
the work of our own Missionaries to the active 
sympathy and support of Christian women.

Geelesinsticnl dMews. 


HE REV. J. P. Mackie, senior minister 
.z) of Elgin parish Church, Scotland, is dead; 
and the Rev. Dr. Wadsworth of Philadelphia, 
one of the most popular and occomplished 
ministers in the United States has passed 
away at the age of sixty-eight. The Edin- 
burgh Free. Presbytery, by a vote of 27 to 15, 
has declined to transmit to the Assembly an 
overture urging a re-adjustment in the rela- 
tions between Church and State, on the ground 
that it was considered expedient to have the 
Church severed altogether from the State. 
From the opposite point of view, a correspon- 
dent, whose opinion is entitled to consider- 
ation says,— Disestablisement is to the front 
here. But the Auld Kirk is neither moved 
nor moving. The agitators are, by their dif- 
ferences and ill-judged tactics doing our work 
so well that we can afford, for the present at 
least, to follow calmly the even tenor of our 
way. Preparations are matured, however, for 
prompt and vigorous action should circum- 
stances arise to require it.” Professor Flint in 
a recent lecture made some remarks on the. 
present eclesiastical condition of Scotland 
which have attracted a great deal of notice. 
For one thing, he says that representatives of 
the various divisions of the Free Churel: 
should endeavour first of all to arrive at a com- 
mon understanding as to what concessions and 
guarantees on the part of the State the Free 
Church was pledged by her distinctive testi- 
monies to demand, and that the laity should 
be fully and freely consulted. Then should 
come the question,—“‘ Shall we seek re-estab- 
lishment on Free Church conditions or dis-es- 
tablishment? Professor Flint scouted the 
idea that the Free Church was bound to make 
impracticable demands on the State, and re- 
pudiated the principle that Mr. Gladstone 
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should be asked to disestablish the Church in 
Scotland, merely because he had done it in 
Ireland. He further expressed the opinion 
that unless its claims were of an extravagant 
and unjust character, the Free Church would 
not only have the heartiest good wishes of the 
Church of Scotland, but her aid as far as aid 
was desired. The whole Free Church, he 
thought, was in consistency bound to move in 
the direction pointed out by Dr. Begg and Dr. 
Kennedy. The annua! meeting of the Synod 
of the Presbyterian Church of England was 
held in Regent Square Church, London, in the 
end of April. Dr. Bruce, retiring moderator, 
whose appointment to that office had been ob- 
jected to on the ground that he was a “ Lay 
elder,” nevertheless preached the opening 
sermon. It is fair, however, to state that Dr. 
Bruce is a “ fécentiate,” and the question that 
ought to be considered and decided by the 
Churches is,not whether such men as Dr Bruce 
and professors in colleges, and ministers out 
of charge should be allowed to preach and 
preside, but rather, whether they should be al- 
lowed at will to call themselves ‘‘ elders” and 
act in the capacity of “laymen”—improperly 
so called though it may be. Rev. W. McCaw 
of Manchester, who was appointed moderator, 
reviewed the history and progress of the Church 
during past years and shewed that it had made 
fair progress. He was not quite sure that the 
children of the Church were being instructed 
in the shorter catechism as they were wont to 
be, nor that the teaching in the Sunday-schools 
was as efficient as it ought to be. The Home 
Mission report was encouraging. Referring to 
evangelistic work, it shewed that there were 
100 weekly mission services for adults through- 
out the Church, with an average attendance of 
over 10,000 ; and 123 mission Sabbath-schools 
with an average attendance of 1,000. There 
are in all connected with the Church, 587 Sab- 
bath-schools with 6,208 teachers and 64,780 
pupils. The Foreign Mission statistics show 
that there are at Amoy 685 communicants, at 
Swatow 713,and at Formosa 1,172 ; in all 2,570. 
The American Episcopal Church in Rome, in 
which last September the Count Campello 
publicly renounced Romanism, has again been 
the scene of a similar transaction on the part 
of Signor Cruciani, late Rector of Porte San 
Ceorgio, who, with nine priests under him, 
had the oversight of a parish containing some 
500 souls. “It is sincerily to be hoped,” says 
the informant in Rome, “that this conversion 
will prove more satisfactory than the one which 
was the indirect cause of it.” It now appears 
that Campello had some sinister purpose in 
connecting himself with the Methodist Church, 
and that before the term of the stipulated pro- 
bationership had expired he was expelled from 
that Church of which he must have proved him- 
self to be an unworthy member. The well- 
known Scottish revivalist, Rev. Dr. A. N. 
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Sommerville, has received a very cordial invi- 
tation to visit South Africa from a committee 
representing all the Protestant churches in the 
Cape Colony. It ts said that Moody and 
Sankey have declined the proposal that they 
should devote a whole year to evangelistic 
work in London. “The Salvation Army” 
continue to attract notice. Though mobbed 
and villified by certain of the class whom they 
are seeking to save, and ridiculed by others 
who look upon the “great unwashed” with 
stoical indifference, thoughtful people in all 
the churches have all along felt, and now do 
not hesitate to acknowledge, that these rough 
and ready evangelists are becoming “‘a power,” 
which cannot be crushed, but which true wis- 
dom should rather seek to control and guide. 
Even such different men as Mr. Spurgeon and 
Professor Calderwood, of Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, are so far agreed. The latter says,—“ It 
must be admitted that the persons referred to 
were the auxiliary troops of a great army, and 
though it was but a guerilla warfare they con- 
ducted they should have sympathy and aid.” 
The first anniversary of the entry of the Salva- 
tion Army into France was celebrated on the 
27th of March by an all-day meeting in Exeter 
Hall. Miss, Booth had brought with her se- 
veral French ouvriers attired in their blue 
blouses, all of whom, in their native tongue, 
bore unaffected testimony to what God had 
done for their souls through this instrumental- 
ity. One of them, after squandering 25,000 
francs in riotous living, was on the point 
of suicide, when he was led to attend a 
meeting which resulted in his conversion. 
Miss Booth spoke of the difficulties they had 
to contend with in France. Many said that 
young women could not speak there without 
the protection of an elderly lady : but they did. 
The Lord was their “elderly lady” ; and when 
they had no counsellor they got upon their 
knees and prayed to Him for light. Mr. T. A. 
Denny, who had visited the work in France, 
spoke of Miss Booth’s connection with it as 
“the noblest and sublimest instance of -self- 
sacrifice that ever came under his notice.”

| pe second numbering of the people of 


Canada since Confederation was taken last 
year. The first instalment of the result which 
deals with the religions, the origins, and the 
birth-places of the inhabitants of the Domin- 
ion is a volume of great interest and which has 
evidently been prepared with great care. It 
is impossible to attain absolute accuracy in a 
matter of this kind, but there is reason to be- 
lieve that the difficult work of taking the 
census in a sparsely settled country like this, 
and the laborious task of classifying and en- 
grossing the information obtained by the 
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enumerators, have both been done in good 
faith, and that this published report may be 
regarded as avery close approximation to the 
actual state of the matters of which it takes 
cognizance. In reality, this is the fist com- 
plete census of the Dominion ; for the figures 
of 1871 did not include, Prince Edward 
Island, nor British Columbia, nor Manitoba 
and the North-West Territories. They only 
covered Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Que- 
bec, and Ontario. The population of these 
four, in 1871, was 3,485,761 ; or adding, say 
200,000 as the population of the other provin- 
ces named, the total population of the Do- 
minion in 1871 was about 3,685,761. In 1881 
it was found to be 4,324,810—a net gain in ten 
years of 639,049, equal to about 194 per cent— 
not 25 per cent as is commonly asserted in the 
press. Whether the different denominations 
are satisfied or not with their respective “ rat- 
ings,” the very fact that the State concerns 
itself to ask what the religious beliefs of the 
people are, and how many make no profession 
of religion at all, isin itself a commendable 
thing. Indeed, in this regard we may con- 
gratulate ourselves on being several steps in 
advance of the mother country, where, for 
reasons which we cannot comprehend, public 
sentiment is so much opposed to the number- 
ing of the people by religions that no admin- 
istration has yet been found bold enough to 
ask for such a return inthe columns of the 
census of Great Britain. The following table 
shows the numbers of the different denomina- 
tions as far as they have been ascertained. 
How far it may be correct to call the Men- 
nonites “ Baptists,” and the Bible Christians 
“‘ Methodists,” we don’t profess to know, ex- 
cept that they are so classed respectively in 
the census :—

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For the reason already given it is needless 
to institute minute eomparisons of the relative 
growth of the several denominations, although 
it is evident that their respective ranks, num- 
ercically, have undergone very little alteration 
in the last decade. ‘The Methodists seem to 
have increased the most, and next in order 
the Presbyterians, the Baptists, the Congre- 
gationlists, and the Church of England. ‘The 
Roman Catholics number more than one- 
third of the entire population; the ratio 
of their increase, however, has been con- 
siderably less in ten years than that of the 
others. In the Province of Quebec they con- 
stitute rather more than four fifths of the 
population. The Adventists are to be found 
in largest numbers in Nova Scotia and Que- 
bec; the Baptists, in Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Ontario. The Mennonites and 
Tunkers are confined to Ontario and Man- 
itoba. The Brethern make their head-quar- 
ters in Ontario. The Methodists, Presby- 
terlans, Episcopalians, Congregationalists, 
Baptists, and Lutherans spread themselves 
pretty evenly over the whole Dominion. The 
Quakers nearly all reside in Ontario. The 
Unitarians, chiefly in Ontario and Quebec, 
although there are 140 in New Brunswick. 
The Universalists seem to thrive best in the 
Province of Quebec, where they are nearly 
twice as strong as in Ontario. They have also 
a comparatively large following in Nova 
Scotia, and a fair show in New Brunswick. 
The “ Pagans,” represented, we persume, ex- 
clusively by the Indian tribes, are not found 
in the eastern provinces. A good many 
occupy settlements in Ontario, but the most 
of them roam on the prairies of Manitoba and 
the North-West. Quebec and Ontario seem 
to present greater attractions for the Jews 
than any of the other Provinces.. The Dis- 
ciples are strong in Ontario, where there are 
16,051 of them. The honest people who 
profess no religion are almost equally distrib- 
uted among all the provinces.

LETTER FROM REV. C. CHINIQUY. 


For the Record: 
St. ANNE'S, 2nd APRIL, 1882. 


HE friends of our dear Missions of IIli- 

nois, now in Canada, will, I hope, be in- 
terested in the good news I have to give 
them to-day. Some people think that the 
great Evangelical movement by which so 
many Roman Catholics were wrenched from 
the iron grasp of Popery, here, in 1858-1859 
and ’60, is dying away. They are mistaken. 
If it had been Chiniquy’s work, as too many 
supposed it was, it would have been the case. 
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But it was the Lord’s work, and He has taken 
care of it. He has blessed and increased it 
daily since its very beginning. Oh! I wished 
you could have been here yesterday with all 
our benefactors of Canada, when nearly two 
hundred of our dear converts from Rome re- 
ceived the Holy Communion with sentiments 
of piety which surpassed anything I have ever 
seen. What a cheering spectacle it was to 
see our large chapel crammed by that multi- 
tude of happy people, when I know that every 
ene of them was a conquest over Rome. How 
sweet were the melodies of the French hymns, 
sung to praise the Lamb who had redeemed 
them with his blood. 


Our Canadian friends will like to know that 
these last twelve months have brought us an 
accession of more than forty new communi- 
cants. Itis a fact that not less than twelve 
hundred converted families have left this 
colony these last fifteen years, to go farther 
west. Atnrst, I feared lest these newly con- 
verted people might forget the gospel truth 
they had just received. But now, I cannot 
bless God enough, when I see that, far from 
forgetting what they have learned, they were 
evidently called to scatter the gospel light every 
where they are going. Almost every one of 
these new converts have been turned into 
Apostles of Christ towards some of their Ro- 
man Catholic countrymen whom they have 
met on our western prairies. ‘The God of the 
gospel has so much blessed their efforts, that 
we do not count, now, less than thirty con- 
gregations of converts from Rome. You will 
not be able to go to any of the States of Kan- 
sas, Arkansas, Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Utah, New Mexico, California, Colorado, Ore- 
gon or Washington Territory without finding 
some of them. I cannot remember a single 
week, since my return from Australia, without 
hearing the interesting story of some conver- 
sion by the instrumentality of some of our 
converts from St. Anne. I do not exaggerate 
when I tell you that the number of these new 
converts can not be less than 10,000 in the 
western part of the United States. If God 
spares me, and if I get the means to visit 
them, it is my intention to do it before the 
end of the year. You will like to know also 
that our humble collegiate institution is, more 
than ever, thriving. Not less than 150 boys 
and girls are on the list of those who receive 
a good Christian education within its walls. 
The Rev. M. Lafontaine, one of the priests 
whom God has granted me to help to ex- 
change the heavy yoke of the Pope for the 
sweet one of Jesus Christ, is still its principal 
teacher. The average attendance of our Sab- 
bath-school is between 130 and I50, under 15 
teachers. The great blessings the “Good 
Master” has given to my last evangelical 
labours among my French Canadian emigrants 


in the States of New York and Massachusetts 
have induced me, lately, to secure the help of 
the young Mr. Misach Paradis, one of the 12 
zealous ministers of the Gospel given to the 
Church by our converts of St. Anne. I will 
now be more free to accept the invitations I 
receive to preach the Gospel to the half mil- 
lion of my countrymen who have emigrated to 
this country. Besides that, I am very near 
my 73rd year of age, and the work trusted to 
me by the “Master” i is daily increac:ng. It was 


young minister of the Gospel. Perhaps you 
will ask me how I will support Mr. Paradis, 
when my people can hardly support one minis- 
ter. I will answer that: in this as in every 
other thing, my trust is in my Heavenly Father. 
He knows that it is only for His glory, and 
the good of the precious souls He loves so 
much, that I put this new burden on my too 
weak shoulders. He will help me to carry it. 
Yes! it is my hope that He will continue 
to support his old unprofitable servant as He 
supported him whenhe wasyounger. Can He 
not command even the ravens of the wilder- 
ness to feed the one He has chosen here to 
publish His mercies, as He did in the days of 
old? Please allow me to ask my dear chris- 
tian brethren and sisters in Canada to re- 
member me and my massions in their fervent 
prayers. These missions among the French 
Canadian Roman Catholic emigrants are the 
most important and successful of this whole 
continent. There is not a spot in America 
which can show such a rich crop of precious 
souls wrenched from the dungeons of Popery, 
as St. Anne in Illinois. There is not a modern 
people who has fought such a long and fierce 
hand-to-hand battle with Popery as this people. 
No! there is not a people who has lately suf- 
fered such persecutions. But, at the same 
time, there is not any modern people who has 
gained such a glorious victory against the 
common foe. Twice we have seen the incen- 
diary torch of Rome destroying our church, 
and our college, and ourschools. Many times 
our lives have been in great peril, and more 
than once our blood has reddened the ground. 
We have not only been tried by the malice of 
man, but we have been also tried by every 
kind of calamity. Three times we have suf- 
fered bread famine, when early frosts or delu- 
ges of rain had entirely destroyed our crops. 
For eighteen years I have been a prisoner 
under bail in the hands of the sheriff, dragged 
thirty-four times before the criminal courts, 
when I was innocent. But, in all these tribu- 
lations, the Lord was our strength, our hope, 
and our refuge. He has tried us as a Father 
tries the children whom he loves. He has 
spoken to His most faithful servants and they 
have come to our help. Will they forsake us, 
now, when we are old, and when we are fight- 
ing our last battles on this glorious battle 
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field? No! they will again come to our rescue, 
and the Lord will bless them again. 

I make no appeal to anybody, my appeals 
are addressed only to our Heavenly Father. 
But I know I have still kind and noble hearted 
friends in our dear Canada who will not re- 
main indifferent to my present position. The 
favour I ask from the christian brothers and 
sisters who will help me to keep that young 
soldier of Christ by me, when I am fighting 
my last battles, is that they give me their 
names and the names of their post offices well 
written ; for I want to send them, as a feeble 
token of my gratitude, the two last small books 
I have published, “ Papal Idolatry” and 
“Rome and Education.” These last works 
are the fruits of many years of thought and ex- 
perience. They will go to the families of my 
benefactors, to give a new life to their Chris- 
tian Protestantism ; with the help of God, they 
will make the gospel people of our day under- 
stand why their heroic ancestors have shed 
their blood and sacrificed their own lives to 
forever break the ignominious yoke of the 
Pope. Those humble books will also, I hope, 
make my benefactors bless God for this new 
opportunity which is given them of doing 
again something for His glory.

LETTER FROM REV. J. MORTON. 


Por the Record. 
Tunapuna, April Ist, 1882. 

If, as proposed, letters are to be written 
monthly from Trinidad for the RECORD, 
some freedom must be allowed, or interest and 
variety will be endangered, and I propose to 
indulge in such freedom. The Hindus have 
a proverb: “you cannot draw water from a 
dry well,” and monthly reports may exhaust 
the supply and prove in the end dry reading 
not much better than circulars. For four 
months scarcely a shower of rain has fallen 
and the pastures are as brown as in winter 
with you, save where a stream flows or irri- 
gation is provided, and then how beautiful the 
green! After four services and twenty miles 
on Sabbath, one wonders how it is that amid 
such continued heat and dust and work he too 
is not dried up both in body and mind. But 
I suppose there is some hidden spring and the 
promise is fulfilled, “as thy day thy strength.” 
The hindrances to the success of our work 
arise from several causes which I propose to 
note: 

1. [gnorance.—! now write out a sketch of 
a sermon and strike off, say, 40 copies on the 
gelatine pad, to be given after service to all 
who can read. I use the written character, 
which is the one most commonly read. Yet 
lately, among a company of 60 people I found 


that only one could read. Trinidad is not res- 
ponsible for this state of things, as nearly all 
these 60 people had been less than five years 
in Trinidad. To get such people to think and 
act otherwise than they have been accustom- 
ed is very difficult, but our schools will make 
it different with the next generation. 

_ 2 Strong Drink.—This is a stumbling-block 
in different ways. Some abhor strong drink 
and point to the licensing of its sale by the 
Government, and selling and drinking it on 
the part of Christians, as an illustration of 
what Christianity is. Others sell it for gain 
and justify themselves by the example of the 
Government and Christians. Others still, and 
I am sorry to say a greatly increasing num- 
ber, learn to drink it with the usualrusults, im- 
providence, poverty, sickness, and general de- 
moralization. Empty-handed poverty finding 
a sensual solace on Saturday nights in red wine 
and mixed rum, sees little to attract in the 
pure life of Christ and in his law of happiness 
in self sacrifice. In no spirit of fanaticism, 
but as the dictate of purest common sense we 
are total abstainers and do our utmost to get 
everyone connected with the mission to re- 
nounce strong drink as a beverage. 

3. Conservatism.—There are thousands who 
do not think of defending image worship, and 
even the worship of deotas is felt to be inde- 
fensible by a goodly proportion. The char- 
acter of these deotas and of their incarnations 
is felt to be a most vulnerable point. Brahmah 
was a liar, Vishnu an adulteref, Siva a drunk- 
ard, Krishna shameless and even Ramchandra, 
one of the best, violent and murderous. While 
the character of Christ is our strong point. 
The evidence for the mission of Christ to the 
world is also felt to be strong on every side. 
What then follows? An open renunciation of 
Hinduism and acceptance of Christianity ? In 
a large number of cases not at all. “Do as 
your fathers did.” “ Follow the custom,” comes 
in to solve the difficulty. In aH matters, even 
to the cutting of the hair, the custom is follow- 
ed. Our fathers were wiser than we. It is 
disrespect to them to adopt anything new. 
And so in spite of new ideas and beliefs the 
the old religion is frequently followed, though 
the service has become as lifeless as the im- 
age and as incapable of elevating as the de- 
ota worshipped. 

4. .A low Sense of Sin.—Where the gods are 
unholy and unclean there can be little sense of 
the evil of sin. Where the tales of lust and 
crime committed by them are the favorite 
reading of the people, their heart and con- 
science must become insensible to the demerit 
of evil. And this lack of sensibility makes it 
all the easier for a man to stopshort and follow 
the custom where better light has been reveal- 
ed. This barring all progress, religious, social, 
and civil, by idolatry of the past, almost per- 
suades one to become a radical. 
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Of course schools will tend to change all 
this. The young born here will not be burden- 
ed with the traditions of India. Arrangements 
on the estates do not recognize caste distinc- 
tions, or the notion that a man can only do 
one kind of work. The teaching of the mis- 
sionaries extends to what is right in every de- 
partmentof action, and Western ideas, as they 
are called, will supplant the Oriental. In no- 
ticing these hindrances to the Gospel I am 
not forgetting the unbelief and hardness of the 
natural heart, nor indecision, nor worldliness 
which meet one in every land; but I have 
singled out some that are specialin our case, 


LETIEE FROM REV. KJ. (GRANT, 


REv. K. J. GRANT, San Fernado, writes to 
Rev. J. K. Smith, of Knox Church, Galt, Ont.,as 
as follows : It occurred to me to-day in looking 
at the happy faces of above one hundred child- 
ren, Indians and Chinese, in our Central 
School, that few of our home friends would be 
more pleased at the sight than those of Knox 
Church, Galt, who have done so much to fit 
the teacher for the position he fills. Mr. J. 
W. Corsbie has been much benefitted by his 
two years in Galt. The teacher who imme- 
diately preceeded him, tho’ a hard-working 
man, found it difficult to show an average of 
thirty pupils, but in his hands the school has 
gradually risen. Last year our daily average 
was fifty-seven, but the most marked change 
has been since the opening of the new year. 
It has risen from sixty to one hundred and ten 
without any pressure. I have been obliged to 
engage a third teacher and to provide addi- 
tional accommodation for pupils. This in- 
crease is due in no small measure also to the 
gradual change effected through the whole of 
our operations. Prejudices are giving way. 
This evening I had a striking illustration of 
what the Gospel does accomplish. Four years 
ago Kasiram was a bigoted Hindu ; this even- 
ing he is an applicant for baptism, bringing 
with him his wife and his two sons, both of 
whom are singularly apt in learning—the 
youngest, of six years, is a little prodigy. 
Through the school, confidence was secured 
and then the mind was prepared to receive 
‘the messenger with his message. His friend, 
Hannouman, an intelligent Babu, for seven 
years under regular instruction, has struggled 
hard against the truth. Being inquisitive, he 
read and examined, too much however, in a 
captious spirit. Sometimes we would meet 
him in a subdued spirit and tears would free- 
ly flow ; at other times he would appear as if 
-demoniacally possessed and then reproaches 
would be heaped upon that name which is 
above every name. For two years he has 
shown a devout spirit, and we trust grace has 
triumphed. Yesterday a Mahommedan ap- 
plied for baptism for himself, wife and child- 
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ren. His dear boy of twelve, in one of our coun- 
try schools, has been the chief instrument in 
inclining the parents. Our schools yield good 
fruit and we hence bestow much care upon 
them. Last year our mission had 1,139 child- 
ren under instruction. In my district there 
are sixteen schools. Leaving at five o’clock 
Monday morning I visited four, returning in 
the evening. Yesterday, Tuesday, I visited 
three, besides preaching the Word. To-day 
I rest and prepare for evening service. To- 
morrow morning I leave (D.V.) at four o’clock 
to visit a school thirteen miles distant. Lal- 
Behari is equally occupied in superintendence 
and preaching. We have much to dishearten 
and very much to cheer. Cease not to pray 
that God may be glorified in a rich harvest of 
souls here. 


Presbyterian Botity, 


<p IS CLAIMED by Presbyterians that 
their form of church government “‘is 
founded upon God’s Word and agreeable 
thereto.” While distinguished from other 
forms by certain well defined features, it is by 
no means a rigid stereotyped code of laws 
binding upon all the branches of the family. 
The system possesses sufficient elasticity to 
adapt itself to differing circumstances, and 
while carefully observant of certain ftxed 
principles it affords considerable scope for 
variety of opinion in matters of detail. Its 
leading principles are such as these:—(1) The 
Lord Jesus Christ is the only Head and King 
of the Church; (2) The Ministers of the 
Church are all ‘of one order and equal in 
authority. (3) The Ruling Elder is a distinct 
officer in the Church. (4) The people have 
the right of choosing their own ministers and 
office-bearers. (5) The act of ordination is 
vested in the Presbytery as distinguished 
from the like power exercised by a single 
individual in prelatic churches. (6) The 
congregations of the Church are not isolated 
from each other, but form one body and 
possess a common government. 

The government of the Church is by Pres- 
byters or elders. The words £fzscofos and 
Presbuteros are used interchangeably in the ~ 
New Testament, for Bishop or overseer, Pres- 
byter and Elder ; compare Acts 20:17 with 
Acts 20:28; Titus 1:5 with Titus 1:7; Acts 
6: 6with 1 Timothy 4:14. The ¢heory, there- 
fore, is that every Bishop is a Presbyter and 
every Presbyter a Bishop, and every Elder a 
Presbyter and a Bishop. According to some 
of the oldest and best authorities it is wrong 
to speak of “clergy” and “ lay elders.” Tech- 
nically no such distinction ought to be admit- 
ted. But as a difference does practically ex- 
ist, it has become customary to speak of 
“teaching elders,” or ministers, and “rulingel- 
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ders.” To the former pertains exclusively the 
right of preaching and administering the sa- 
craments. It is not claimed that there is any 
distinct scriptural authority for the distinction 
betwixt the teaching and ruling elder. Orig- 
inally the function of teaching and ruling seem 
to have belonged to all Presbyters. But, as 
there would be different degrees of aptitute 
and fitness, all did not exercise their inherent 
rights,and although a distinction began to bein- 
sisted upon in the 4th and 5th centuries, it was 
again and again condemned as unscriptural 
and as an innovation on the primitive aposto- 
lic order. 

The Kirk Session is the lowest court of the 
Church. It is composed of the minister and as 
many ruling elders as may be judged neces- 
sary for the spiritual oversight of a congrega- 
tion. In our own Church it requires a minis- 
ter and two elders to form a quorum. The 
pastor of the church is ex officto moderator of 
the session. In case of a vacancy the Presby- 
tery appoints one of its members to sit as in- 
terim moderator, and no meeting of session is 
legally held without having a minister pre- 
sent as moderator. In the United States, 
however, in exceptional cases, as in a vacancy 
or in the absence of the pastor, when another 
minister cannot conveniently attend, a ruling 
elder may preside.” The Kirk Session regu- 
lates the order of worship, attends to the visi- 
tation of the sick, and exercises disipline upon 
the members of the congregation. But it has 
no power to institute proceedings against the 
minister. Any such complaint must be brought 
before the Presbytery. The session may 
bring any matter before the Presbytery by 
reference or petition, or, through the Presby- 
tery to the Synod and the General Assembly. 
Where there are two ministers either of them 
may preside. An assistant minister has no 
seat in the session except by courtesy. The 
honorary title of pastor emeritus, though not 
used in Scotland, obtains in the Presbyterian 
Church of England and of the United States, 
and also in the Presbyterian Church of Can- 
ada. Therulein the United States is that 
“though he cannot claim aseat in the session 
nor exercise any official jurisdiction in the 
church, as any other member of the Presby- 
tery, he may be invited to preside on a partic- 
ular occasion.” 

The Presbytery is the next highest court. 
It is in some respects the most important 
court in the Church. Though nota legislative 
body, no important change in the constitution 
of the Church may be made by the supreme 
court without its consent. It gives effect to 
the laws of the Church, and it is by the 
Presbytery that the work of the Church is 
superintended and carried on. It exercises a 
strict surveillance over the education of 
candidates for the ministry; it ordains them to 
their sacred office, and it alone has the power 


to dissolve the pastoral tie. The Presbytery 
is composed of the ordained ministers residing 
within the bounds and one elder from each 
pastoral charge. Following the example of 
the Scottish Churches, ministers of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada without charge 
may be elected as representative elders, but 
in the United States a minister cannot be 
elected as an elder, “except in emergencies, 
on mission-ground.” The Presbytery exer- 
cises a general oversight of all the congrega- 
tions within its bounds. It reviews the 
records of Sessions and is the channel 
through which petitions, references, com- 
plaints and overtures are transmitted to the 
higher courts. Three members, two of whom 
must be ministers, form a quorum. In the 
Presbyterian Church of the United States, 
South, it is provided that one of the members 
at least must be an elder. 

The Synod is composed of all the ministers 
and eidats on the rolls of the Presbyteries. 
within its bounds. In our Church there are 
four Synods, and one Presbytery with synodi- 
cal powers. They meet once a year, shortly 
before the General Assembly. The Synod 
exercises an oversight of the Presbyteries;. 
examines the records of their proceedings; it 
considers and judges references, complaints, 
appeals and overtures, and prepares the 
business to be transmitted to the General! 
Assembly. In Churches that have not a 
General Assembly, such as the United Pres- 
byterian Church of Scotland, and the Pres- 
byterian Church of England, the Synod 
becomes the supreme court. Seven members, 
of whom at least four are ministers, constitute 
a quorum. 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY is the highest 
court and that of final appeal. It is a repre- 
sentative body, its constituency varying in: 
numbers according to the size and con- 
venience of the Churches. Usually it is 
composed of an equal number of ministers. 
and elders. The Church of Scotland, how- 
ever, is an exception to this rule, the ministers 
predominating in the proportion of nearly 
two-thirds ministers to one-third elders. In 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada each. 
Presbytery is allowed to send one commis- 
sioner for every four members on its roll. 
Twenty-five commissioners, of whom at least 
thirteen must be ministers, constitutes a 
quorum for the transaction of business. The 
Moderator is elected annually by open vote of 
the Assembly, the Presbyteries having the 
right to nominate any of their number to that 
office. | 

The Presbyterian system, when properly 
carried out, is admirably adapted for the 
purposes which it is intended to serve. It 
secures the liberty and conserves the rights of 
the humblest member of the Church, and.

We have missions to the heathen, mis- 
sions to the scattered members of our own 
communion, missions to the French Roman 
Catholics. We have colleges to support ; we 
have funds for the benefit of Ministers’ widows 
and orphans, and ofaged and infirm ministers. 
All these concern in a special sense the whole 
Church. But we should not forget that what- 
ever affects the life or well-being of any one 
congregation or member of the Church in ef- 
fect, concerns all. This is the Christian theory 
it is the Presbyterian theory, and it should be 
our aim to carry it into practice.

Total number of an- 
swers received, seven hundred and seventy-five: 
from boys 421, girls 324. The Province of 
Ontario sent 398; Nova Scotia (including 29 
from Cape Breton) 212; Quebec 59; New 
Brunswick 58; P. E. Island 31 ; Newfound- 
land 8; Manitoba 4; the United States 5. 
Fifty-six of the answers were correct ; 345 con- 
tained only one mistake; 235 had ¢wo mis- 
takes ; 91 had ¢hree mistakes, and 15 had four 
mistakes. We invited a jury of superin- 
tendents of Sabbath-schools and Bible-class 
teachers to examine the manuscripts. Thir- 
teen responded to the invitation and after hav- 
ing carefully compared the papers submitted 
to them they came to the unanimous opinion 
that it was a most interesting occasion that 
had brought them together.

SHE term PARABLE is derived from a 

Greek word signifying comparison. Li- 
terally it conveys the idea of two objects being 
placed along side of each other, to discover 
their points of resemblance and of difference. 
Every similitude, therefore, or illustration of 
one thing by another, isa parable. It differs 
from an allegory in that the meaning of the 
parable is not self-evident. The allegory ex- 
plains itself. The parable derives its meaning 
from the circumstances which give rise to its 
utterance, and may be quite incomprehensible 
to the person to whom it is intended to apply. 
Thousands may have listened to the parable 
of the Sower without so much as one of them 
recognizing its spiritual import, and yet, when 
explained by the Great Teacher, how exactly 
it illustrated the truths which it was designed 
to teach,—namely,that the effect of instruction 
in divine things is dependent on the state of 
the heart. The parabolic method of instruc- 
tion is not confined to the New Testament. 
We have some striking instances of the use of 
the parable in the Old Testament also ; as Na- 
than’s parable of the ewe lamb, 2 Sam. 12 : 1-4; 
that of the woman of Tekoah, 2 Sam. 14:6;in I 
Kings, 20: 39, where the prophet,under the par- 
able of a prisoner,makes Ahab to judge himself; 
and in Isaiah 5 : 1—7, under the imagery of a 
vineyard, is represented the disappointment 
and displeasure of God on account of the un- 


fruitfulness of his chosen people, and which 
finds its counterpart in Matthew 21 : 33. But 
our Lord made this method of teaching 
in a peculiar sense His own by the fre- 
quency of its use, Mark 4: 34, His purpose 
being to veveal the truth to those who were 
honestly seeking for it, and to conceal it from 
those who did not desire to be instructed, but 
who listened to His teachings for the purpose 
of “entangling” Him in His talk, Matt. 22:15. 
By the first class His parables were, if not 
always clearly, at least in some degree under- 
stood, while to the second, they were quite 
unintelligible, Matt. 13: 1116. Many of the 
similitudes used by our Lord contain only the 
germ of the parable, leaving it to the imagina- 
tion to work out the details of the comparison. 

and for this reason it is exceedingly difficult 
to decide upon the precise number of Christ’s 

parables, different authorities varying in their 
estimate from twenty-seven up to fifty. The 
eminent scholar Ds. Schaff gives the number. 


as thirty-one in his Bible Dictionary; but as 
will be seen from the following list, with the 
help of some of our young Canadian friends 
we have discovered nearly twice that number.

REV. WILLIAM HANNA, D. D., the 
S accomplished son-in-law and biographer 
of Dr. Chalmers died on the 24th of May, in 
the 74th year of his age. He was a native of 
Belfast, and a son of the late Dr. Samuel 
Hanna, minister of Rosemary Street Church, 
in that city. He received his theological edu- 
cation in Scotland, and was married to the 
eldest daughter of the eminent Scottish divine 
shortly after the completion of his college 
course. His first ministerial charge was the 
parish of Skirling, Peebleshire. After the di- 
vision of 1843 he joined the Free Church. He 
was translated to Edinburgh as colleague with 
Dr. Guthrie in Free St. John’s, where he soon 
took a foremost place as one of the most 
cultured ministers of the city. Dr. Hanna re- 
tired from pastoral work some years ago, and 
devoted the remainder of his life to literary 
pursuits. His first work was the “ Memoirs 
of Dr. Chalmers,” in four volumes—one of the 
best written biographies of modern times. His 
Life of Christ, in six volumes, is also an ad- 
mirable work. Dr. John Brown, another ce- 
lebrated Edinburgh divine, best known as the 
author of ‘‘Rab and his Friends,” has also 
passed away in a good old age. The annual 
meetings of the Supreme Courts of the Pres- 
byterian churches on the other side of the sea 
have been held with no diminution of public 
interest. All the ecclesiastical questions that 
have been simmering for the past twelve 
months in the lower courts have been brought 
to the front and discussed with the warmth 
and outspokenness that characterize Presby- 
terian assemblies all the world over. 


The Synod of the Presbyterian Church of 
England had an important debate on sub- 
scription to the Confession of Faith by elders, 
but without coming to any definite finding on 


the subject. Another point discussed was 
whether the Moderator’s Chair should be open 
to ruling elders or not. This also was laid on 
the shelf. The Synod of the United Presby- 
terian Church of Scotland met at Edinburgh, 
on the 8th of May. The Rey. Dr. Young, of 
Glasgow, was elected Moderator. The report 
on statistics reported a slight increase on last 
year’s numbers. It was reported that the new 
Synod Hall had now been freed from debt. 
The report on Disestablishment was given in 
by Dr. Hutton, of Paisley, and was followed 
by a lengthened discussion in the course of 
which Professor Calderwood criticized the re- 
cent appeal of Professor Flint to the dissenting 
churches. Dr. Edmond, of the English Pres- 
byterian Church expressed his own sympathy 
and that of a minority of his Church in the 
movement. The annual missionary meeting 
was very largely attended. Both the Home 
and Foreign Missions were reported to be in 
a prosperous condition. A debate on the 
subject of temperance ensued,when the Synod 
adopted a resolution recommending the mem- 
bers of the Chureh to take into serious con- 
sideration whether it was not their duty to 
practise total abstinence. Complaint was 
made of the desecration of the Sabbath in 
certain quarters bysecular lectures in churches, 
of which the Synod expressed its emphatic 
disapproval. A report on the representation 
of elders was ordered to be sent down to the 
Presbyteries and Sessions. The number of 
representatives in attendance at the Synod 
was 763. 

The General Assembly of the Free Church 
of Scotland met on the 18th of May. Dr. 
McDonald of North Leith was elected Mod- 
erator. In connection with the report on 
Religion and Morals the expediency of recog- 
nizing the “Salvation Army” in some way was 
discussed. The report on Jewish Missions, 
given in by Dr. Moody Stuart, was heard 
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with great interest. A discussion took place 
in reference to certain overtures in regard to 
published writings of Professor Bruce and Dr. 
Robertson Smith. Rev. George G. Cameron, 
of St. John’s Church, Glasgow, was appointed 
Professor of Hebrew in Aberdeen College. 
The subject of “ Instrumental Music” came 
before the House by overtures from a number 
of Synods and Presbyteries, the majority of 
which favored liberty in this regard. At the 
outset of the discussion Dr. Begg entered a 
protest that in taking rrt in the discussion he 
and others were not to be held as admitting 
the competency of the Assembly to sanction 
such a sweeping innovation as that contem- 
plated in the overtures. After a very long and 
keen debate it was agreed by a vote of 293 to 
202 to remit the overtures to a committee with 
instructions to consider the grounds upon 
which the applications for leave to introduce 
instrumental music are based, and to report 
to next Assembly. ‘Twenty-two overtures 
were presented in reference to the signing of 
the formula by deacons. This also was re- 
ferred toa committee. The question of Dis- 
establishment was introduced by Sir Henry 
Moncreiff moving that Parliament be not 
petitioned to alter the existing relations be- 
twixt Church and State except in the line of 
the claim of right adopted in 1842 and the 
protest of 1843. Principal Rainy moved in 
the direction of Disestablishment, out and 
out. 

The Assembly of the Church of Scotland 
met a week later than usual, on the 25th of 
May. The Earl of Aberdeen was in attend- 
ance as Her Majesty’s High Commissioner. 
Dr. Milligan, of Aberdeen, was elected Mod- 
erator. In connection with a report on the 
Schemes of the Church, the importance of in- 
creasing the circulation of the J7/zsstonary 
Record was strongly advocated. The report 
of the Colonial committee, given in by Dr. 
Gray, convener, complained of the want of 
sufficient funds to overtake all that the com- 
mittee would like to do. The only grant 
made during the last year to Canada, with the 
exception of those to Manitoba and British 
Columbia, was oneof £250 to Queen’s College. 
The propriety of continuing the grants to 
Eritish Columbia and Manitoba and the 
North-West Territories was strongly recom- 
mended. Professor Bryce, of Winnipeg, 
addressed the Assembly in this connection, 
giving his testimony as to the harmonious 
working of the churches, and some valuable 
information respecting the progress and re- 
quirements of the Church in the North-West. 
The expenditure of the colonialcommittee had 
been kept within its income which was stated 
to be about $30,000. 

The Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
of the United States, north, met at Springfield, 
the capital of Illionis, on the 18th of May. 
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The meetings were held in the State House, a 
magnificent building which, though unfinished, 
has already cost over $3,000,000. It is a good 
feature in our American cousins that they do 
not consider any building too fine or too costly 
to be used for such a purpose as this. They 
seem rather to esteem it a privilege to offer 
the very best they have, even should it happen 
to be a theatre, as in the case of the last Pres- 
byterian Council. The Rev. Herrick Johnson, 
D.D., of Chicago, was elected Moderator in 
contravention of the custom that has prevailed 
since the union of selecting the moderator 
alternately from former members of the Old 
and New School parties, and by which it is 
hoped that the last has been heard of names 
suggestive of division and alienation. The 
Rev. W. A. Roberts, librarian of Princeton 
Theological Seminary, was elected perman- 
ent Clerk in room of Dr. Cyrus Dickson, 
deceased. The communion was celebrated on 
the evening of the first day of meeting. The 
evening of the second day was devoted to the 
Sabbath-school and its relations to the Church, 
an indication of the importance attached in 
the United States to this department of Church 
work. It proved to be one of the most inter- 
esting sederunts of the Assembly. A long 
discussion took place on the best mode ot 
administering the Home Mission Fund, the 
question at issue being as between a central 
board and leaving it to be managed by the 
Presbyteries. Itis pleasant to hear that the 
Assemblies, north and south, have at length 
mutually agreed to enter upon fraternal re- 
lationships. The next Assembly meets at 
Saratoga.

REV. J. W. MACKENZIE, with his wife and 
2)\ children,sailed at Rimouski for London on 
his way to Australia and thence to the New 
Hebrides. He has had nearly a year at home 
and has interested many large gatherings of 
our people in the story of our New Hebrides 
Mission.

Mrs. Mackenzie took 
frequent opportunities of explaining Mission 
work among the heathen to Woman’s 
han Spe &c., and she did so with very great 
effect.

Hiectings of Yreshytery. 


TORONTO: June 6 :—Rev. D. Mackintosh 
obtained leave of absence for three months 
that he might revisit Scotland to recruit his 
health. Certificates were read in favour of Rev. 
Daniel Blue, a minister of the Free Church of 
Scotland; and the Presbytery, after dealing 
with him, agreed to ask leave of the General 
Assembly to receive him as a minister of the 
Church. On application made by Rev. A. 
Cross, the Moderator and Clerk were in- 
structed to give him a certificate of his stand- 
ing as a minister of our Church without charge ; 
Mr. C., purposing soon to return to his native 
land. Adeliverance was adopted, by 21 votes 
at against 2, anent the memorialists who meet 
for worship in Temperance Hall, Toronto, 
granting the petition of the memorialists for 
separate organization, but refusing to sanction 
their “Deed of Constitution,” and assuring 
the neighbouring Sessions that but for the 
marked pecularities of the application it would 
not have been acceded to, as the site on 
Carleton street is too near the churches be- 
longing to said Sessions. Permission was 
given to the congregation of Deer Park to 
choose four elders from among themselves 
and Dr. Caven was appointed to preside 
there-anent. An appeal against decision of 
West Church Session, Toronto, dismissing 
Mr. Wm. Tilley, as precentor, from office, was 
resumed from last meeting with additional 
evidence, and said appeal was dismissed. A 
deliverance, submitted by a committee, was 
adopted anent the Remit on the Aged and 
Infirm Ministers’ Fund, approving generally 
of the Remit, but offering one or other of two 
recommendations, the one preferred being, that 
the ministerial rate shall be uniform, instead of 
in proportion to professional income. Mr. D. 
B. McDonald. a theological student, under- 
went public trials for license ; and these trials 
being all sustained, he was duly licensed to 
preach the gospel. Next ordinary meeting 
was appointed to be held in the usual place on 
the first Tuesday in July, at 11 a.m—R. 
MONTEITH, C72. 

PRESBYTERY OF LANARK AND RENFREW. 
— This court met in Carleton Place on Tues- 


day, the 23rd day of May the Rev. Robert 
Campbell, M.A., Moderator, in the chair, 
The attendance of members was somewhat 
smaller than usual. The chief items of busi- 
nesS were as follows :—Messrs. J. B. Stewart 
and Jas. Robertson, of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege, Montreal, and Geo. A. McArthur, of 
Queen’s College, Kingston, were duly licensed 
to preach the Gospel. The report of the 
deputation appointed to visit Pakenham anent 
the matter of the union of the two congrega- 
tions there was received, whereupon the 
Presbytery decided to meet in Pakenham on 
the 5th day of June to issue the matter. It 
was unanimously resolved to express no pre- 
ference either for the Sustentation or the Sup- 
plemental Scheme, but that the Presbytery 
adhere to its former expressed preference for 
the present system. Deputations were ap- 
pointed to visit supplemental congregations, 
with a view to the reduction of grants. The 
statistical and financial returns of the Pres- 
bytery were laid upon the table and handed 
over to a committee to report at next meeting 
of Presbytery. It was looked upon as a mat- 
ter for congratulation that returns were re- 
ceived from all the congregations. The 
evening sederunt was mostly occupied by a 
Temperance Conference opened by the read- 
ing of a very able paper by the Rev. J. M. 
McAlister.—J. CROMBIE, Clerk. 

PRESBYTERY OF LINDSAY.—This Presby- 
tery met at Woodville, on Tuesday, 30th May, 
Rev. W. Lochead, Moderator. All the 
ministers were present and five elders. A 
large amount of routine busines was attended 
to. Subjects of discourses were prescribed for 
the students within the bounds of the Pres- 
bytery. The Clerk was appointed to preach 
at Scott and Uxbridge, and declare the church 
vacant on the rith June, and also to act as 
Moderator of the Session. Representatives 
were heard from Fenelon and Cambray con- 
gregations on their financial matters, and a 
deputation, consisting of Rev. A. Currie, M. 
A., Rev. W. Lochead, Mr. J. C. Gilchrist and 
Mr. John Matthie, appointed to meet with the 
congregations at Glenarm as soon as possi- 
ble, and report next meeting of Presbytery.

JULY 9. MARK x: 17-31. 
: Golden Text, Verse 21. 


Y%SOMPARE Matt. 19: 16-30; Luke 18: 18-30. 
The object of this lesson is (1) to shew the 
unsatisfying nature of earthly riches; (2) that he 
who would be saved must sacrifice everything, if 
need be, for Christ; (3) that the practice of out- 
ward observances cannot procure the pardon of sin. 
The case before us is an illustration of these maxims. 
V.17. When he was gone forth—on his leaving 
Perea to go to Jerusalem. Zhere came one—Mat- 
thew teils us he was a ‘‘ young” man, and Luke 
that he was a ‘‘ ruler” in high social position. All 
agree that he was an amiable youth. Jesus ‘‘ be- 
holding him,” discovered so many excellent traits 
in his character that he loved him. Yet, he is only 
a first-rate illustration of how the best of men may 
be enslaved and debarred from the favour of God 
by one besetting sin; see James, 2: 10, V. 18. 
. Why callest thou me good? Jesus does not decline 
the appellation ‘‘ good ” ; His meaning is, rather— 
do you really believe me to be the good Teacher ? 
That question he did not answer. V. 19. When 
told that notwithstanding his high rank he is amen- 
able to the same laws as common people, his 
dignity is touched. He is deeply disappointed and 
mortified. He thought his case should receive 
special consideration, whereas these commandments 
related only to the ordinary duties of life! V. 20. 
All these have I kept—The secret of his disquietude 
leaks out. He has been trusting to his own efforts 
after such a life as would secure heaven, and had 
utterly failed to understand the true meaning of 
“‘the new commandment” which enjoined love to 
his neighbour, 1 Jn. 3:17. V. 21. Onething thou 
lackest—Alas ! that one thing was a fatal lack, best 
expressed in one word—the lack of CONSECRATION. 
Sell whatsoever thow hast—Although this was the 
test in his case, it does not follow that in every 
case the doing of this will afford a passport to 
heaven ; St. Paul teaches the opposite of that, I 
Cor. 13: 3. The Lord knew that riches were his 
idol. Whatever any man’s idol be, he must be 
willing to part with it. This Christ says substan- 
tially to all his disciples, Matt. 6: 24. The test 
was so different from what this young man expected 
that he went away crestfallen, and, so far as we 
know, he never came back again. Yet his conduct 
was not singular. It is just what the majority of 
men in his position naturally incline to do—to hold 
on to their riches—to become purse-proud—to part 
with their money grudgingly, So common is this 
habit of mind it has passed into a proverb,—J¢ zs 
easter for a camel to go through the eye of a needle— 
by which we learn not the d@ficulty but the utter 
impossibility of any one entering the Kingdom of 
Heaven unless his heart be right with God. They 
who trust in riches are especially liable to fall into 
sin, I Tim. 6; 9, 10, and condemnation, James 5 : 
I. Vs. 26-28. Even the disciples are astonished 
at the new teaching. Peter had been applying it 
to himself and the rest, as if they, at least, were 
perfect in this respect. Vs. 29-31. But our Lord’s 
reply conveys to them the warning that the reward 
promised is an unmerited free gift of God, and that 
those who are the most abundant in labours may, 
after all, come short of it.

Golden Text, Verse 45 


4*OMPARE Matt. 20: 17-28 ; Luke 18 : 31-34. 
The time, about ten days before the Crucifixion; 
the place, in Perea, near the fords of Jordan. V. 
2. Jn the way—Jesus, like an intrepid leader, 
heads the party on their way to Jerusalem. The 
disciples were amazed at his bravery, knowing that 
he would certainly fall into the hands of his enemies. 
He began to tell them—the third and last intimation 
of his sufferings and death, Matt. 16; 21; 17: 22. 
Notwithstanding these repeated warnings even the 
twelve did not understand what he meant, Luke 
18: 34—so opposed were the announcements to 
their ideas of the Messiah’s Kingdom. V. 35. 
Matthew says it was their mother, Salome, who 
first made the request. It is likely that she did so 
at the bidding of her sons, and that the thought 
was suggested tothem by the words of Christ re- 
corded in Matt. 19; 28. Though they could not 
fathom the mystery, they had a vague idea of a 
terrible ordeal of suffering awaiting their Master at 
Jerusalem, and that, when it was over, he would 
set up a glorious visible Kingdom, and now, they 
thought, was their opportunity to secure places of 
distinction near the person of their Lord, V. 38. 
Jesus gently rebukes theirignorance, Can ye drink ? 
The cup is a frequent Scripture image for a full 
measure of either joy or Sorrow, Ps. 23:53 Isa 51: 
22. Se baptized—Paptism with water is the sign of 
admission into the visible church 3 could these dis- 
ciples endure the baptism of suffering through which 
Christ was to enter into his glory—the agony, the 
humiliation, and the cross? V. 39. We can— 
Possibly they only thought of fighting for him when 
they reached Jerusalem. But he knew. Ye shai/— 
and so indeed James was the very first of the 
twelve to suffer martyrdom, Acts 12: 2; and John 
in extreme old age had many trials and suffered 
bitter persecution for the cause of Christ. V. go. 
Not mine to give—i. e. not as a matter of personal © 
favouritism, and still less as a reward of earthly 
ambition. Christ will prepare a place for each of 
his faithful disciples, Jn. 14: 2, and each shall. 
occupy his own place. V. 41. The displeasure of 
the ten, or rather their ‘‘ indignation,” N. V., was 
very natural at so unworthy an attempt to forestall 
them in their Master’s favour; but it was also an 
exhibition of jealousy on their part which called 
forth the pointed rebuke in vs. 42-44. An ostenta- 
tious display of authority is not in keeping with the 
nature of Christ’s Kingdom. His disciples must 
rather be distinguished by their humility and self- 
sacrifice, Phil. 2:3. Your mintster—your servant. 
Servant of alli—a still stronger term, meaning 
literally a slave, one who would cheerfully stoop to 
perform the meanest office for the good of others. 
V. 45. or even the son of man—Consider his con- 
descension, Phil. 2:8. His whole life was a 
practical illustration of his precepts. He asks far 
less of his followers than what he himself has done 
for them. A: xansom—a price paid to redeem a 
slave, or taken in satisfaction of a sentence of death, 
Exo. 21: 30; Num. 35: 32. For many—Christ 
gave himselfa ransom for all, 1 Tim. 2: 6, and 
many shall be saved through him, Rey. 7: 9. 
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Blind BHavtenvers. 


MARK X : 46-52. 
Golden Text, Isaiah, 35 : 5. 


ZSOMPARE Matt. 20 : 29-34; Luke 18: 35-43. 

-\/ Matthew says there were ¢wo blind men ; 
Mark and Luke mention only one. This seeming 
discrepancy does not affect the credibility of a nar- 
rative recorded by different writers, long after the 
miracle took place, and from different sources of in- 
formation. If there weretwo, which we believe, Mark, 
had doubtless a good reason for selecting one of 
them for special notice, as perhaps being a well 
known character, in the same way that he describes 
the cure of a demoniac in Ch. 5, when it is equally 
clear that there were two such, Matt. 8: 28. V. 46. 
Sericho—an ancient and celebrated city mentioned 
sixty-three times in Scripture, about 15 miles N. E. 
from Jerusalem, in the fertile plain of Jordan, noted 
for its palm-trees, first mentioned in Deut. 34; 33 
Besieged by the Israelites on their entering the pro- 
mised land, Josh. ch. 6; hada school of the pro- 
phets in Elijah’s time, 2 Kings 2: 5. In N. T. 
times it was a favourite resort of the priests. It is 
now a Cluster of squalid huts inhabited by about 60 
families. artimeus—Bar, the Amaraic used for 
son, corresponding to the Scotch prefix Jac, as in 
Barjonas, Bartholomew. Barabbas, &c. Blindness 
was very common in that hot, dry country, and 
begears were and are still found everywhere in the 
East. This highway for pilgrims going to Jerusalem 
would be sure to have plenty of them. V. 47. When 
he heard — Bartimeus must often have heard of 
Jesus and his wonderful cures and no doubt had in- 
wardly resolved that should he ever pass that way 
he would appeal to him for relief. Now the.oppor- 
tunity has come and he loses not a moment in 
making his case known to the great healer. Fesus 
of Nazareth—‘‘The Nazarene,” names by which he 
was familiarly and sometimes contemptuously 
known among his countrymen. Zhou Son of David 
—repeatedly uttered, may be regarded as a rebuke 
to the unbelieving crowd, and a recognition on the 
part of Bartimeus of the Messiahship of Jesus, of 
whom it was expressly predicted that he should 
open the eyes of the blind, see Golden Text and Is. 
29:18; 42:7. V- 48. The populace charged him to 
hold his peace because they did not wish that the 
attention of Christ should be anywise diverted from 
themselves, even the disciples, perhaps, because 
they would protect their master from interruption 
as they had often done before, Matt. 19: 13, 
though not with his approval. He cried the more— 
see the prevailing power of earnest, importunate, 
specific prayer, and learn to ask with all the heart 
for one thing at a time; Ps. 27: 4; Luke 10; q2. 
V. 50. Casting away his garment—his outer cloak ; 
so must the sinner lay aside every weight and 
hasten to Jesus, Heb. 12:1, 2 V. 52. This man’s 
faith was the more commendable because of his 
blindness, Jn. 20: 29. He followed Fesus—The 
best evidence he could give that his faith was 
genuine and that the eyes of his mind had been 
opened to see his Saviour. Blindness is a type of 
the sinner’s condition. Rev. 3:17; 2 Pet. 1: 9. 
This miracle illustrates the infinite compassion of 
the Saviour and affords strong encouragement to 
seek his gracious aid in every time of need. 


JULY 23. 


Che Grinmpial Entry. 
MARK XI; III, 
Golden Text, Zech. 9:9 


4+ OMPARE Matt. 21; 1-9: Luke 19: 29-443 
John 12; 12-18. After giving sight to Bar- 
timeus, Jesus spent a night at Jericho, in the house 
of Zaccheus, Luke 19; 1-10, He reached Bethany 
the following evening, Friday. The next day, the 
Jewish Sabbath, was spent there in quiet retire- 
ment ; in the evening, the Sabbath being over, he 
sat down to supper in the house of Simon the 
Leper, Matt. 26: 6, and was anointed by Mary, 
John. 12; 2, 3. During the night the Jews met to 
consider proposals for putting both Jesus and 
Lazarus to death, John 12 ; 103 on the morning of 
the first day of the week in which he was crucified, 
our Saviour commenced the triumphal procession 
so graphically described by all four evangelists. 
V. 1. When they came nigh—all the way from 
Jericho was a steep ascent—Jerusalem being 3000 
feet higher. Lethphage—‘‘ the house of figs;” and 
Bethany, ‘‘the house of dates,” about 2 miles from 
the city on the eastern slope of the Mount of Olives. 
At the latter was the house of Lazarus, Mary, and 
Martha, the ‘‘ friends” with whom Jesus lodged 
when he was in this neighbourhood, and from this 
place he ascended up into heaven. Vs. 2, 3. The 
instructions given to the disciples, their finding the 
ass’ colt, and the questions put to them by the 
owner afford convincing proof of Christ’s omni- 
science. ‘The answer they were to give— The Lord 
hath need of him—may be paraphrased in a variety 
of ways. The Lord still has need of what we call 
‘our property,” though it is really his. He has 
need of #s — no matter how poor our gifts — how 
feeble our instrumentality—he will deign to use us. 
V.7. They sat him thereon—This is neither to be 
considered as an act of humility in Christ, nor an 
indignity put upon him. The ass was held in great 
esteem in the East and was ridden by men of 
highest rank, see Gen. 22:3; Jud. 10; 3, 4, and 
12:13, 14. It was twtended as an honour by the 
humble people who took part in the ceremony; it 
fulfilled a well-known prophecy, Zech. 9; 9; and 
was in keeping with the character of Him who 
though ‘‘ meek and lowly,” was yet a Prince—the 
Prince of Peace, Isa. 9; 6 Vs. 8-10, At this 
time between two ara three millions of people 
would be gathered tegether and every thing wore a 
holiday aspect. Many would go out from the city 
to meet the Gallileans and join in the procession. 
The branches were the leaves of the palm tree, John 
12; 13, which were in great demand at the Feast 
of Tabernacles, and were waved by the psople as 
they shouted their ‘‘ Hosannas”’ at certain intervals 
while the priests chanted the great ‘' Hallel,” i. e. 
Psalms 113 and 118. Every child, even, who could 
carry a palm branch took part in the solemnity, 
Matt. 21: 15. As Matthew Henry says.—‘‘ the 
outside of the triumph was very mean, but the 
inside was very great.” Like our Lord’s parables 
and miracles this triumphal entry had a dcouble 
meaning, Alas! that the same people, if not the 
same men, so soon exchanged their hosannas for 
‘crucify him!” V. 11. His going into the temple 
fulfilled another prophecy, Mal. 3 ; 1-3. 


JULY 30, 
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How we Went to St. Hol. 


HERE is a Japanese proverb which says 

} that “the road of one thousand miles 
begins with one step.” ‘That one first step ! 
It is always an important one, and often 
shapes the course of all the rest. Jn this in- 
stance the editor stepped from the wharf at 
Montreal on board the fine steamer “Quebec,” 
bound for the ancient capital of Lower 
Canada. The distance is some 180 miles, 
and the running time ten oreleven hours. It 
is a delightful change from the dust and tur- 
moil of the city to inhale the cool breezes and 
get passing glimpses of green fields and 
“smiling viliages,” and parish churches 
picturesquely perched on the summit of every 
prominent headland. The steamer itself, 
though some twenty years old, is beyond 
comparison the finest in Canadian waters, and 
it is cred.table to the management to say that 
during all these years there has been no ac- 
cident of any consequence, although the pas- 
sage is always made during the night, and the 
channel is a somewhat intricate one. On 
reaching Point Levis, about six in the morn- 
ing, the first thing that arrested our attention 
was the charred remains of the Grand Trunk 
wharf and railway buildings. The fire had 
made a clean sweep of the latter, of which 
nothing remained but misshapen scraps of 
tin and iron that had covered their roofs. Our 
first step towards St. John, New Brunswick, 
determined our route. We must go by the 
Intercolonial Railway, a distance of 588 miles 
from Quebec. Although a longish journey, 
we had no cause of complaint: the road was 
in good order ; the “ Pullman” afforded pala- 
tial accommodation; all the officials were 
polite and obliging ; at convenient distances 
there was ample time for “refreshments,” 
and the fare was good, especially the salmon, 
fresh out of the water. On reaching Ri- 
mouski, about two in the afternoon, we found 
a large concourse of people about the station. 
It was “nomination day,” and the candidates 
for parliamentary honours, taking advantage 
of the railway platform, were expounding to 
the people the nature of the different planks 
in their own several platforms. It appeared 
to be a mass meeting, in which both sides of 
politics were represented, the rival candidates 
speaking simultaneously to their friends at a 
short distance from each other. Though one 
could not understand what was said, you 
could not help admiring the fluency and the 
energy of the candidates, who seemed to 
speak with their eyes and their hands quiteas 
effectively as with their voices. Our train 
drew up within a few yards of one of the 
groups, to the no small annoyance of the 
speaker. Father Chiniquy was with us, and 
this was his native county, where in former 
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years he had been well known as a parish 
priest. Several persons in the crowd recog- 
nized him, and one after another came up to 
the stairs of the carriage and shook his 
hand so warmly as to leave no room 
to doubt their sincere friendship. By-and-by 
the news spread among the crowd, and all faces 
were turned in this direction as the old “ Pére” 
began to address a few words to them. He 
had not proceeded far, however, when some 
turbulent spirits, under the influence of liquor, 
discharged a volley of anathemas. From this 
they proceeded to make use of stones, thrown 
at the old man’s head, but which fortunately 
missed their mark. It was very pleasing to 
notice that the number of these rowdies was © 
very small, and that they received no coun- 
tenance from the body of the people, but, 
rather, were restrained by them from their 
rude attacks upon the venerable father who 
had given them no cause of offence. The 
Revs. Messrs. Coussirat, Cruchet, Amaron, 
Doudiet, and Allard. all commisioners to the 
General Assembly, freely mingled with the 
crowd and conversed with them. One of their 
number, a most respectable looking person, 
handed his name and address to Mr. Coussirat, 
reqesting him at the same time to send hima 
supp.y of books and tracts, which he said he 
would undertake to distribute. The cause of 
delay at this point for an hour or more was 
the arrival of the English mail steamer, which 
thus afforded some of our number an unex- 
pected opportunity of doing a little missionary 
work by the way, and the rest of us, besides 
being interested spectators of an incident that 
will not be soon forgotten by the Rimouskians, 
had our patience rewarded by receiving the 
latest news from the old country. 

In thus passing through a country, albeit in 
some sense to us almost ignotwm, it is always 
pleasant to notice names of the stations along 
the line of railway which remind us of 
some of our Presbyterian congregations with 
whom we are in monthly correspondence. The 
first of this kind that we meet after leaving 
Quebec is “St. Flavie,” in the neighbourhood 
of which are grand and little Metis, originally 
a Scotch settlement. The resident population 
is now almost entirely French, but it is be- 
coming a favourite resort of summer visitors. 
The Rev. Thomas Fenwick has laboured 
faithfully at Metis for many years, and I sup- 
pose there is not another protestant minister 
residing within a hundred miles of him at 
least. In the prosecution of his pastoral work 
he joined our party for a short distance, and 
seemed highly pleased with the opportunity 
of having even this brief interview with so 
many of the “fathers and brethren.” Camp- 
bellton and Dalhousie were the only other 
places of note until we reached Moncton. 
Branching off at this point we pass through a 
pretty undulating country, watered by the 
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Petitcodiac river, passing a number of thriving 
villages and observing an unusually large 
number of churches of all sorts and sizes, 
representing, doubtless, a considerable variety 
of “isms.” Salisbury, Petitcodiac, Sussex, Nor- 
ton, Passekeag, and Hampton, we know to be 
centres of Presbyterianism, and perhaps there 
are others along the line that we ought to 
know. The last reach of the road carries along 
the shore of the far-famed Kennebaccasis 
Bay, one of the most beautiful sheets of water 
in the Dominion. As to the city of St. John, 
my present information is limited. Including 
Portland and Carleton the population is about 
42,000. The town is set upon a hill, or, rather, 
a number of pretty steep hills, which gives it 
an irregular and evena romantic appearance. 
It has a fine harbour, open all the year round, 
into which the St John river falls through an 
opening between perpendicular rocks ninety 
yards in width. The ebb and flow of the tide 
at this narrow gorge gives rise to the singular 
phenomenon of “the falls” which alternately 
flow outwards and inwards. It is only for 
about twenty minutes twice a day when the 
waters of the river and of the harbour are on 
a level that vessels can pass to and fro. A 
graceful suspension bridge spans this curious 
riftin the rocks at a height of one hundred 
feet above the water. Though originally a part 
of the French colony of Acadie, it was not 
until 1783 that any permanent settlements 
were made in New Brunswick. In that year a 
considerable number of the United Empire 
loyalists came in from the States, and two 
years later the city of St. John was founded 
by royal charter. It has had a somewhat 
chequered history. On several occasions it has 
been devastated by fire. The last time was in 
1877, when two-fifths of the city was reduced 
to ashes, and 15000 persons were rendered 
homeless. But the new town which has since 
been built has a substantial look, and many 
of the public buildings are very fine. Some 
twelve of the churches that were destroyed at 
that time have been replaced. Among these 
are St. Andrew’s and St. David’s, both of 
which have reappeared in much more attrac- 
tive form. Indeed the new St. Andrew’s 
Church in which the Assembly is holding its 
meetings, is not surpassed by any other Pres- 
byterian church we have seen in respect of 
the chasteness of its interior fittings, and its 
adaptability generally for the purposes it is 
intended to serve. 


Ghe General Assembly. 


HE EIGHTH SESSION of the su- 
-2) preme court of the Presbyterian church 
in Canada met on the evening of the 14th 
ultimo in St. Andrew’s Church, St. John. The 
attendance of commissioners was rather 
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smaller than usual, owing to the great distance 
of the place of meeting from the western por- 
tion of the church. The elections now going 
on all over the country also account for the 
absence of at least many of the elders. On the 
other hand there is a stronger muster from the 
maritime provinces. 

The opening services were attended by a 
large number of the citizens; indeed the 
church was filled tothe door. Principal Mac- 
vicar, the retiring moderator, preacheda power- 
ful sermon from Psalms cxxvi, 6. The words 
of the psalmist were aptly used to illustrate 
the work of the church under the two-fold as- 
pect of sowing and reaping. It was shown 
that, whether consciously or otherwise, all are 
sowing seed that will yield fruit after its kind 
In influences that will certainly touch and 
mould eternal destinies. Parents, masters, 
teachers, elders, and ministers are everywhere 
sowing broadcast, and it becomes a subject of 
immense importance to consider how they 
sow and what they sow. Sympathy, sincerity, 
and earnestness are important elements in 
this enquiry, but it is of still greater moment 
to discriminate and faithfully to pronounce as 
between right and wrong—truth and error. 
Various forms and developmints of false 
teaching were epitomized. Socinianism, 
pantheism, materialism, and the plausible 
arguments advanced by “ Free-thinkers” 
were fitly characterized, and the conclusion 
was logically reached that only the intelligent 
sowing of the incorruptible seed of the Word 
of God will avail to bring about the highest 
type of civilization, and to regenerate the 
human race. The promise contained in the 
text was a guarantee for the ultimate success 
of earnest and well directed Christian effort. 
* The Word that goeth forth out of my mouth ; 
it shall not return unto me void.” “ He that 
goeth forth and weepeth, bearing precious 
seed, shall doubtless come again with rejoic- 
ing, bringing his sheaves with him.” These 
precious promises had been fulfilled in the 
experience of the Church of God in all ages, 
and largely in the experience of our own 
Church at home as well as in heathen lands. 
Christian science is revolutionizing the world. 
Evidences of it are found on every hand,—in 
benevolent institutions for the relief of human 
suffering, in liberty of conscience and the 
right of private judgment, and in the spread 
of religious toleration. The spirit of true 
Christian union, of which the Church affords a 
good example, is being felt all over Christen- 
dom. But all this is as nothing compared 
with that which shall be. Our great “harvest 
home” is to be in eternity. How vast and 
glorious that harvest shall be ! 

At the close of the preliminary services the 
Assembly was constituted. The roll was then 
called, and the Assembly proceeded to elect 
its own Moderator. The clerk having read 
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the nominations of the several Presbyteries, it 
was moved by Principal MacKnight, seconded 
by Rev. Kenneth Maclennan, and carried by 
acclamation, that DR. COCHRANE of Brantford 
be elected. The result was received with 
hearty applause, the more so that both the 
mover and the seconder had themselves been 
nominated by a number of the Presbyteries. 
The fine spirit manifested at the outset of the 
proceedings augurs well for the harmony of 
the meeting. Dr. Cochrane spoke modestly 
of his claims to the distinction conferred upon 
him, congratulated the Assembly that they 
had no “burning questions” to consume 
their time, and that thus they would be en- 
abled to devote their energies to the consi- 
deration of measures for the better equipment 
of their Colleges, and for the spread of vital 
Godliness throughout the land. Replies to 
loyal addresses to the Queen and_ the 
Governor-General having been read by PRIN- 
CIPAL MACVICAR, a cordial vote of thanks 
was passed to him for his services as Modera- 
tor, and for the excellent sermon with which 
he opened this session. The appointment of 
certain committees having been ratified, the 
Sederunt was then closed with the Benedic- 
tion. 


Secon Day. 


alk HE ASSEMBLY met at 11 am., and 
: h engaged in devotional exercises for 
one hour. Thereafter the report on bills and 
overtures was read by Mr. Torrance, convener. 
This is one of the most important of the 
standing committees, inasmuch as it regulates 
the order of business, and is responsible that 
every document submitted to the house, 
whether in the form of an overture, a petition, 
or areference, be in regular form, and come 
here in respectful language. On the discovery 
of any flaw, the committee may decline to 
transmit, but there their functions cease; 
they do not express any opinion as to the merits 
of any case, and usually their time is fully oc- 
cupied in perusing the voluminous documents 
wiich are put into their hands. It not unfre- 
quently happens, however, that the recommen- 
dations of the committee give rise to 
lengthened and apparently unnecessary dis- 
cussions, as every member in the court has a 
right to speak on every subject, no matter 
whether his speech throws light on the sub- 
ject in hand or otherwise. The first vote in the 
assembly sustained the committee in referring 
the application of certain parties, five in num- 
ber, for admission to the status of the 
ministry, who, for reasons given, had not 
complied with the regulations of the assembly 
as to the prescribed curriculum of study. Ap- 
plications of this kind were, by a vote of 56 to 
52, referred toa special committee instead of 


the standing committee for the reception of 
ministers. 

Fourteen applications from ministers of 
other churches desirous of connecting them- 
selves with this church were read. Four of 
these were French-speaking ministers or 
evangelists. One was an ex-priest of the 
Church of Rome. The rest had been connected 
with other branches of the Presbyterian 
church, or with the Methodist bodies. All of 
these, with the exception of one, were referred 
to the committee charged with this particular 
branch of enquiry. The exception made was 
in favour of the Rev. Dr. Elliot, for many 
years a professor in the Theological Seminary 
of the North-West, at Chicago, who, being 
present, was introduced to the assembly. In 
the case of one whose reputation is so well 
known, leave was granted to the Presbytery 
of London to receive him without further for- 
mality. 

Rev. P. Mc. F. MACLEOD gave in a report 
on the most improved method of nominating 
standing committees—a much more important 
subject than at first appears. Apart from the 
difficulty of pleasing every body, the import- 
tance of having good Committees is beyond 
all calculations. Thereis nothing in respect . 
of which members of Assembly are more 
sensitive perhaps, than this very thing, so it is 
not strange that nearly a whole sederunt was 
was spent over it. The pivot on which the 
discussion turned was after all reduced to a 
fine point, namely—whether the nominating 
committee should be appointed annually or 
for a term of three years; but even that 
small departure from use and wont was con- 
strued to be a constitutional change, the pro- 
priety of entering upon which must be “sent 
down” to Presbyteries, notwithstanding the 
vigorous remonstrances of some who regard- 
ed the decision as a confession of impotency 
in the Assembly itself. 

REV. DR. REID read two applications, 
with relative documents, from ministers who 
had years ago ceased their connection with 
the Church and who now sought to regain 
their ministerial status. Both were remit- 
ted to the Committee on the Reception of 
Ministers. 


STATE OF RELIGION. 


The evening sederunt was occupied with 
hearing the reports on the state of religion 
and on Sabbath Schools. Inthe absence of 
Dr. James, convener of the Committee on 
the first named, REV. THOMAS DUNCAN, of 
Halifax, read the report, which went over 
the ground that has been so often traversed 
by similar committees. The report com- 
plained that the subject had not received 
the attention to which it was entitled. At the 
same time it was held to be satisfactory that 
the fair inference deducible from the returns 
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warranted the conclusion that, on the whole, 


the work of the Lord is advancing. The 
means of grace are fairly attended. The 
people are, as a rule, church-goers. _ While 


here and there the reports of the Presby- 
teries referred in mournful accents to “lapsed 
masses,” the ordinances of religion were general- 
ly rejected. Family religion, however, was not 
what it used to be, and much of the careless- 
ness of the rising generation was attributed to 
the neglect of parents. In respect of family 
worship, the information was indefinite and 
difficult to obtain. In the matter of in- 
creased Christian liberality, all the reports 
were encouraging. As to the young people of 
the Church making a public profession of 
their faith, there was much to deplore, 
especially among young men. The obstacles 
complained of embraced almost every known 
form of evil and temptation—worldJiness, in- 
temperance, indifference, the prevalence of 
gossip, bad books, bad companions, balls and 
theatres, to which must be added the use of 
Tobacco, now mentioned by one of the Pres- 
byteries, and for the first time. This “strange 
fire” was held to be deleterious to public 
morals. The remedies suggested were a re- 
petition of the time-honored ones—the faith- 
ful preaching of the Word, cottage prayer 
meetings, evangelistic services, and on the 
part of the office.bearers of the Church an 
exemplary walk and conversation. 

PRINCIPAL MACVICAR moved the adop- 
tion of the report in a vigorous speech, in 
which pointed reference was made to the 
salient points of the report. Worldliness, he 
said, must be met by a square confession of 
Christ, and greater outspokenness on the 
part of ministers. It would not do to pro- 
claim the Gospel from the pulpit, and then to 
apologize for the declaration of it in society. 
It was especially important that youth be 
taught to be ¢éruthful and honest. They 
must be told plainly that the ball-room and 
the theatre and the bar-room cannot be re- 
formed, and that therefore they must be 
avoided. He did not see the necessity of 
employing other evangelistic agencies than 
those which the Church had already at her 
command, and he had unlimited faith in an 
earnest and fearless presentation of the liv- 
ing Word. No man could speak to his 
fellow-man out of a full heart without impart- 
ing something of his zeal to those who 
heard him. 

REV. JAMES MCCAUL expressed his con- 
viction, based on experience, that the shortest 
and the best way to the hearts of the peo- 
ple, especially of young people, was by a 
direct personal appeal to them on the sub- 
ject of religion. 

SABBATH SCHOOLS. 

The report was read by REV. ALLAN 

SIMPSON, joint convener with Rev. John 


McEwan. The information supplied was 
fuller than in former years. Returns had 
been received from 881 schools, having 7,540 
teachers and67,082 scholars under instruction. 
How far these figures are from being complete 
may be inferred upon the fact that the com- 
mittee on statistics makes the number of 
Sabbath-school scholars 91,675 and nearly 
twenty-five per cent. more than the committee 
charged with this special department. Such 
discrepancies are misleading, and, to out- 
siders, perplexing. A more excellent way 
wouldseem tobe toeliminate from thereports on, 
the State of Religion and on statistics.all re- 
ferences to the Sabbath-school and throw 
the responsibility entirely on the Sabbath- 
school committee. The discussion which 
followed the reading of the report was of a 
somewhat desultory character, though it is due 
to Mr. Armstrong, of Ottawa, to say that he 
made a good speech in seconding the “re- 
ception” of the report. It was not formally 
adopted. Exception was taken to some 
of the recommendations contained in the re- 
port, especially to the syllabus of written 
examinations proposed in connection with the 
programme of study for teachers. The im- 
portance of aiming at a high standard of 
efficiency in teaching was, nevertheless, fully 
admitted, and reference was made to normal 
classes as valuable means to that end. 


Ghird Day. 


This day’s proceedings commenced withthe 
introduction of three cases of appeal. (1) from 
Rev. Dr. Barclay, of Toronto, against the find- 
ing of the Synod of Toronto and Kingston ins 
a matter submitted to them. (2) an appeal 
by the Kirk-Session of St. Andrew’s Church, 
Peterborough. (3) an appeal by the Presby- 
tery of P. E. Island against the decision of 
the Synod ‘of the Maritime Provinces zz re 
the Rev. G.S. Lawson. The first named was 
referred to a commission of Assembly to be 
named by the Moderator and the others were 
handed over to the judicial committee. 


STATIS TLCS. 


The report on Statistical Returns shows a 
gratifying measure of progress in the church’s 
work during the year. Mr. TORRANCE in 
submitting the report called attention to the 
inconvenience arising from delays in sending 
in returns. There is also wide diversity as to 
the dates to which the figures relate. It is 
desirable to make the congregational year 
coincide with the calendar year and have all 
returns to the 31st December. The leading 
figures are to the following effect: Pastoral 
Charges, 777, increase on last year, Io; 
Vacancies, 114; Professors in our colleges, 
18; Ministers, 697 ; Eighty-eight congrega- 
tions and stations failed to send in reports. 
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The returns account for only 420,000 of the 
625,000, who should be included, according to 
the census. 9,721 infants and 664 adults were 
baptized during the year, being a considerable 
increase on the previous year. We have 
4,402 elders and 6,698 other office-bearers. 
A large falling off is reported in the attend- 
ance on prayer meetings, but this we doubt 
not is from defective returns. Nearly 92,000 
pupils are reported from our S. Schools ; but 
this number must be far below the reality. 
Teachers are nearly 10,000 in number. The 
total income of the church amounted to $1,- 
408,872, an increase of $163,377 on the previ- 
ous year. In the year of union—seven years 
ago—the total was $982,672, the progress in 
this line is most encouraging. The average 
per family over the church was $21.47, an in- 
crease of $2.36 over last year. Per com- 
municant, $12,38 against $11.02 last year. 
The highest rate has been attained, per 
family and communicant in Montreal, where 
the figures are $62.12 and $28.59 respectively. 
Next comes Newfoundland, which used to 
take the lead, then Quebec, then Toronto, 
then Kingston, pressing hard on eaeh other. 
The lowest place per family is occupied by 
Victoria and Richmond, with $4.72 each, and 
the lowest per communicant by Pictou, with 
$6.03 each. What is peculiarly encouraging 
is that there has been steady progress. “ Let 
us go on from strength to strength.” The 
Assembly thanked the Committee, especially 
the Convener, for the Report, adopted its re- 
commendations, and offered thanks to the 
Head of the Church for the progress that had 
been made. 


DELEGATE FROM THE UNITED STATES. 


REv. Dr. HARTLEY, of the Dutch Re- 
formed Church, was introduced by the Mod- 
erator, and his commission as a delegate to 
the Assembly having been read, he was 
invited to address the House. This he did 
in a very pleasing manner, expressing his 
great pleasure in having this opportunity of 
taking so many brethren by the hand and 
seeing so many more of them face to face. 
How true it is that “‘a touch of sympathy 
makes all the world kin.” He sketched the 
history of the church with which he is con- 
nected. Though small in numbers, compared 
with some others, it had a good record and 
had exerted a beneficial influence over other 
churches. In point of doctrine they were 
almost identical with ourselves. They differ- 
ed from us on the eldership question, their 
practice being to elect elders for a term of 
only two years at a time, by which means 
they think to keep them on their good be- 
haviour. They have six hundred congrega- 
tions and nearly as many ministers, among 
whomhe was proud to have two ex-Canadians, 
Dr. Ormiston and Dr. Waters; if we had any 
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more such men to spare they would be only 
too glad to receive them. The Dutch Re- 
formed Church had always beena Missionary 
Church, and he was thankful to say that it 
had been honored by God as the means of 
planting the first evangelical church in Japan. 
Not only so, one of their professors had been 
entrusted by the Japanese government with 
the formation ofa national system of education 
for the whole Kingdom. Passing from these 
small, though not insignificant details, Dr. 
Hartley gave emphatic expression to his con- 
viction that the time for parading denomina- 
tional distinctions had eas away, and that 
henceforth the policy of the church of God, in 
all itsbranches, should be a visible manifesta- 
tion of unity and co-operation, wherever 
and whenever such is_ possible, and 
more especially that this spirit should 
pervade the mission boards of all 
churches, so that there should be no un- 
seemly rivalry and no waste of energy or of 
resources in the great work in which we are 
engaged. The signs of the times remind us 
that we should stand shoulder to shoulder in 
defence ot the truth. That and that only is 
imperishable. For that we should all be pre- 
pared to make sacrifices. 

The moderator, in happy terms, conveyed 
to Dr. Hartley the thanks of the Assembly 
for his attendance and eloquent speech. 


THE COLLEGES. 


The afternoon session was occupied with 
College reports. As they were all in print, 
it was agreed that they should be held as 
read, the privilege being allowed to the re- 
presentatives of each to make such remarks 
and explanations as they might see fit. The 
formality of remitting them to committees was 
dispensed with, the merits of each being 
considered and discussed as they were sever- 
ally presented. 

PRINCIPAL MCKNIGHT presented the re- 
port of the Presbyterian College, Halifax, 
which appears to be in a prosperous condi- 
tion. The number of students in attendance 
last session was /i/teen, of whom three have 
completed their curriculum and are ready to 
enter on the work of the ministry. The sen- 
ate has now the power to grant degrees in 
theology, but it has not yet exercisedit. The 
college buildings and grounds were all 
that could be desired, and there was room 
for a much larger number of theological stu- 
dents than have hitherto sought admission, 
and it is felt that the wants of the Church at 
home cannot be met from the present number, 
not to speak of the urgent calls from the 
North-West and from heathen lands. The 
Board therefore suggest that every available 
means be taken to seek out young men of 
piety and talent and to invite their attention 
in this direction. 
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REV. PROFESSOR WEIR gave in the report 
on Morrin College, and in an admirable way 
described the distinguishing features of that 
institution, the work that it was doing and 
the claims it has on the continued sympathy 
and the support of the Church. It offers spe- 
cial advantages to young men in the Province 
of Quebec, many of whom could not be 
easily induced to leave home for the purpose 
of seeking a collegiate education. Being 
affiliated to McGill University, Montreal, at- 
tendance at its classes ranked as equal to at- 
tendance at Montreal. The course of study 
being pursued in either being identical, the 
student can pass from one college to the 
other without loss of time, and at the end of 
his course in Morrin, can obtain his degree in 
Arts from McGill University. In common 
with the other colleges of the Church, they al- 
so had nowauthority to grant degrees in Di- 
vinity. 

Rev. R. H. WARDEN presented the report 
on the Presbyterian College, Montreal, in 
which grateful acknowledgement is made of 
continued prosperity. The number of stu- 
dents last session was seventy-two. It is 
expected that the new Morrice Hall will be 
ready for occupation in September next. A 
number of very handsome donations in ad- 
dition to that of Mr. Morrice, were announc- 
ed, the endowment of a chair of systematic 
theology, through the liberality of Mr. 
Edward Mackay, added to the bequest of 
his late brother, to be known as the Joseph 
Mackay Chair ; a gift of $20,000 from Mr. 
John Redpath, of Montreal, and the founda- 
tion of a Fellowship, by Mr. David Morrice 
of $500, to be competed for from time to 
time by the the theological students of the 
college. The income and_ expenditure 
of the college during the past year had been 
about equal. and a marked increase of lib- 
erality in support of the institution, apart 
from these special donations, was thank- 
fully acknowledged. The one point upon 
which any diversity of opinion was expressed 
was in reference to the proposed appointment 
of a “Dean of Residence,” which in the 
opinion of the Board had become necessary 
by the increase of the buildings and of resi- 
dent students. Among the ‘“ recommenda- 
tions,” was one that the appointment of this 
new Officert should rest with the Assembly 
This was contested and eventually dissallow- 
ed, buta happy solution of the difficulty was 
reached by providing that the appointment 
proceed from the Board, and that in the event 
of the nominee being a minister already on 
the roll, that the Presbytery of Montreal be 
authorized to place his name onits roll. It 
was farther agreed that the General Assembly 
appoint the Rev. John Scrimger, M.A., of 
Montreal, Professor of Greek and Hebrew 
Exegesis, at a salary of $2,500 per annum, 


and that the salary of the Principal be in- 
creased to $3,000 per annum. 

PRINCIPAL GRANT introduced the report of 
Queen’s University. The number of students 
registered in Arts and Divinity last session 
was two hundred and two. An increase of 
students in twelve years from twenty-nine to 
the number now mentioned, sufficiently illus- 
trates the growth of Queen’s and its import- 
ance to the church and the country. Refer- 
ring to the Privy Council’s decision in regard 
to the Temporalities Fund, and the attempts 
that have been made by a handful of 
dissentients to obtain possession of the Col- 
lege, the principal thanked the members of 
the Assembly for the sympathy and assistance 
they had so unanimously and heartily mani- 
fested, which of itself afforded good evidence 
that after a trial of seven years, the church 
was still satisfied with the Union. The diffi- 
culties which had arisen out of these proceed- 
ings were now happily at an end. In pur- 
suance of a long cherished desire to add to 
the equipment of the College, its friends had 
been asked to provide the funds necessary for 
the institution of an additional Chair, each in 
Arts and Theology. A guarantee of $7,500 
per annum for five years was asked and so 

enerous had been the response, that already 
$8,000 per annum had been guaranteed for 
this purpose. On motion of Rev. Robert 
Campbell, of Renfrew, seconded by Rev. M. 
W. Maclean, of Belleville the report was un- 
animously adopted. The hour of adjourn- 
ment having come, the report on Knox Col- 
lege, Toronto, and the Manitoba College were 
necessarily postponed to a future sederunt. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


The announcement that the Home Mission 
Reports were to be discussed this evening in- 
duced a large attendance of the citizens. The 
church was well filled. Rev. Dr. Cochrane, 
Convener of the Committee for the Western 
Section, presented his report in the form of a 
closely printed pamphlet, of thirty-three pages, 
in which details are given of the mission fields, 
the modes of prosecuting the work in different 
places, and the means placed at the disposal 
of the Committee. Notwithstanding the 
rapidly increasing demands for missionaries 
and the consequent necessity for a large in- 
crease of expenditure, the financial statement 
is.extremely satisfactory. The receipts for the 
year were $39,649.23. The balance remaining 
in the treasurer’s hands after defraying all 
expenses was $841.41, independent of $10,000, 
the late Mr. Joseph Mackay’s bequest to the 
Home Mission Fund. During the year, many 
grants have been materially reduced, without 
any injury to the work, and _ several 
supplemented congregations have, of their 
own accord, become self-supporting. The 
Committee had been cordially supported

by all the Presbyteries of the Church, 
and a condensed summary of the reports 
received from these gives a vivid idea of the 
vast extent and varied requirements of our 
Home Mission Field, and of the agencies 
employed in carrying on the work. While 
there is more or less mission work done in all 
Presbyteries, some, on account of their geo- 
graphical positions, as well as for other rea- 
sons, make larger demands on the Home 
Mission Fund than others. In the older 
Presbyteries there are mission stations that 
can scarcely ever expect to become organized 
congregations, and there are also small con- 
gregations that maynot for along time be- 
come self-supporting. The object of the com- 
mittee insuch cases istoendeavour byjudicious 
assistance to develop the liberality of the people, 
and to encourage them in their efforts to pro- 
vide for the religious instruction of their 
families. In Manitoba and the North-West, 
on the other hand, where new settlements 
were being made with unprecedented rapidity, 
the committee felt it to be their duty to keep 
pace with immigration, and even to send the 
missionary in advance of the settler in some 
cases. The Church had now a splendid 
opportunity of taking possession of this “land 
of promise,” an opportunity which if not taken 
advantage of now, can never be expected to be 
offered again. The Muskoka district, attach- 
ed to the Presbytery of Barrie, is almost large 
enough to be called a Province. At the last 
meeting of the committee the Presbytery 
asked for the appointment of a Superintend- 
ent of Missions for Muskoka, Algoma, and 
Manitoba. Although the request was not 
cemplied with,this shows howmuch importance 
attaches to the work in these districts. Inthe 
meantime, Mr. Findlay, of Bracebridge, con- 
tinues his faithful labours in Muskoka, of 
which he has been practically the overseer 
and bishop for many years. Associated with 
him there are at present seven missionaries in 
the field. Rev. James Herald continues to 
occupy Prince Arthur’s Landing and Fort 
William with great acceptance and tokens for 
good. Rev. William Gallagher has taken 
charge of Sault St. Marie and adjacent sta- 
tions for the last two years with excellent 
results. He now returns, and Mr. John G, 
Henderson takes his place for the summer. 
The Rev. James Robertson’s report of the 
work in Manitoba affords evidence of great 
industry and perseverance on his part, and 
also of marked progress in the work commit- 
ted to his oversight. He sets forth both the 
advantages and disadvantages of this new 
country. ‘Our present position as a Church,” 
he says, “is full of promise. Other denom- 
inations, are, in a laudable spirit, endeavouring 
‘to overtake the wants of theirpeople, but none 
with the success of our own Church. The 
energy manifested in the past has given us 
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a prestige of great value for further effort, but 
weare only on the threshold of the country, 
for hundreds, if not thousands of miles of 
fertile plains stretched out to the west and 
north-west shall yet be the homes of millions.” 
Rev. James Sieveright continues his self- 
denying labours at Prince Albert : churches 
have already been built in that remote district. 
Mr. Bairdis doing noble work at Edmonton. 
Altogether the committee, and the Presbytery 
of Manitoba have under their care at present 
one hundred and fifty mission stations in the 
great North-West. REv. R. JAMIESON, of 
New Westminster, British Columbia, adds 
his quota of information respecting the work 
of the Church of Scotland on the western side 
of “the Rockies,” especially as to the progress 
of his own congregation. It is announced 
that “a large amount of correspondence” has 
taken place between Dr. Cochrane, Mr. Jamie- 
son, and Dr. Gray—the convener of the 
Church of Scotland’s Colonial Committee. 
But inasmuch as this correspondence has not . 
been laid before the Assembly it is impossible 

even to guess as tothe subject matter of it. 
Should it prove to certain overtures for unit- 
ing the churches in British Columbia with the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada, we should © 
regard that as a natural and desirable thing, 
provided that it is agreeable to the Church of 
Scotland and to the congregations connected 
with it. In the meantime, the Assembly has 
agreed to appoint a commissioner to visit 
British Columbia for the purpose of conferring 
with parties and obtaining information for the 
guidance of the next General Assembly. This 
important, and it may be somewhat delicate 
mission, has been trusted to Dr. Cochrane, 
who in his capacity of Moderator of the 
General Assembly, and convener of the Home 
Mission committee, as well as in virtue of his 
acknowledged ability, is well qualified to be 
the ambassador of the Church in this regard. 


MARITIME PROVINCES. 


DR. MCGREGOR presented the Report. 
The old ground has been held and some pro- 
gress made in fuller cultivation. There were 
42 missionaries in the field, for varying 
periods, being in all equal to twenty-three 
men for one year: 12 ordained ministers, 9 
probationers, and 21 student catechists were 
in the service. In the winter, the supply of 
preachers was only about half what was 
desired. New Kincardine, Bedford and 
Waverly, and Little Bay and Bett’s Cove, are 
three special fields which have had the atten- 
tion of the Committee, they are respectively 
in New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, and New- 
foundland. The students laboured in six 
Presbyteries and received $2,277 from the 
stations, and $1,008 from the Board. They 
visited 1,486 families, and had an average 
Sabbath attendance of 5,785. In St. John 
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there are five groups of stations, very hopeful, 
but requiring much attention. A missionary 
to the lumber regions of the Miramichi and 
the Restigouche is required. The Committee 
began the year with a debt of $623, and closed 
it with a balance in hand of $155. Receipts 
to May 1, 1882, $4,652, expenditure (includipg 
adverse balance) $4,497. No aid has béen 
received from abroad. Henceforth our sole 
reliance must be on our own people whose 
hearts respond to the appeals made to them 
in the name of Him, to whom we and all we 
possess, belong. $250 have been remitted to 
remitted to Manitoba College. 

The Committee on Supplements report re- 
ceipts, $4,196, expenditure, $4,065. The Com- 
mittee explain that while their work is 
essentially home missionary, yet the aiding of 
the weak congregations became so important 
and the demand so great that a distinct fund 
had to be established. Grants had been re- 
ceived from parent churches, and the with- 
drawal of those grants has led to arrears and 
a debt now amounting to $2,121. Thesum of 
£100 stg. was received from the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland and found exceedingly 
helpful. 

Rey. A. J. MowATT seconded the adoption 
of the Report. Having recently visited some 
of the mission stations in New Brunswick, he 
had been greatly impressed by the manner in 
which the visits of ministers afid missionaries 
were appreciated by the settlers in the remote 
districts. To understand their destitute con- 
dition, and fully appreciate their longing de- 
sire for the stated ordinances of religion, one 
had to come into personal contact with them 
and visit them in their homes. After some 
touching illustrations, drawn from his own ex- 
perience in the backwoods, Mr. Mowatt made 
an earnest appeal for continued and increased 
interest in the Home Mission work of the 
Church and for greater liberality in support of 
the Fund. 


Fourth Day. 
COLLEGES. 


After the usual devotional exercises the con- 
sideration of College Reports was resumed. 
PRINCIPLE CAVEN gave in the report on 
Knox College, Toronto. Those among the 
audience who have not been in Toronto might 
have concluded, from the modest manner in 
which the learned principal introduced his 
subject, that Knox College was not of much 
account. He did not say much about his 
College building which is really one of the 
finest buildings in Toronto. He confined his 
remarks chiefly to the work which 
done and was still doing for the Church. He 
stated that since theinstitution was established, 
no less than 344 students had passed through 


it had} 


the whole theological course prescribed by the 
Church. He did not agree with those who 
said that we were educating too many men forthe 
ministry. Comparing the number of students 
in the seminaries of the United States, and 
even in Scotland, he found that we had a 
smaller proportion in Canada. At all events 
he contended that we had not reached that 
point when it could be truthfully asserted that 
the supply of ministers in Canada was excess- 
ive. At this moment there lay on the table 
ofthe Assembly the applications of eighteen 
ministers of our Church asking leave to retire 
from the active duties of their office. Taking 
into account the number annually removed by 
death and otherwise, and the number of new 
congregations that are formed every year, he 
felt safe in saying that the Church would not 
be over supplied with ministers for some: 
time to come. Referring to the cirriculum,, 
while he agreed with others as to the import- 
ance of having the highest possible standard: 
of education, he was not prepared to say that 
the preparatory course of study in classics 
which had obtained in some of the colleges in 
the past had been a mistake. The circum- 
stances of the country were such that if it was 
better that a competent number of fairly quali- 
fied men should be obtained as speedily as 
possible, than that the Church should have a 
totally insufficient number of ministers of the 
highest attainments. The principle referred 
to had served a good purpose and now that 
the circumstances of the country had changed 
he thought the time was not distant when a 
full University course should be required from 
every candidate for the ministry. Knox 
College now held property valued at about. 
$170,000, which had all been acquired since 
1875. They have still a debt of $25,000, which: 
they hoped would soon disappear. The or- 
dinary revenue of last year was $1,000 less 
thanthe expenditure, which led him to express 
the hope that the congregations of the Church 
would appreciate the work done by the 
colleges as of equal importance with the 
mission work, and equally deserving, as it 
certainly requires, financial support. 

Mr. JOHN LAING, Dundas, seconded the 
adoption of the report. A discussion followed 
in regard to preparatory classes and other 
matters connected with theological training, in 
which Messrs. Tanner, of Scarboro, Wilson, of 
Kingston, Principal Grant and others took 
part. No further action, however, was taken 
in the premises. 


DR. BRYCE’S MISSION TO SCOTLAND. 


PROFESSOR BRYCE made a_ statement 
respecting the mission entrusted to him 
of obtaining assistance in Scotland for 
Manitoba College. Although precluded by 
the physicians from undertaking a series of‘ 
public meetings throughout Scotland, he had! 
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diffused much information about Manitoba 
there. He had published a work on the 
country, and met large numbers of intending 
settlers. The emigration from Scotland this 
year is very large. Three hundred persons 
are said to have left Edinburgh alone. He 
had received before leaving for Scotland 
notice of contributions of $1500 from Hon. 
Donald A. Smith, and $2000 as a legacy from 
the late Mr. Joseph MacKay, in addition to 
$1000 to the College Building Fund. On 
reaching Scotland, Prof. Bryce found that the 
attention of the churches had been much 
directed to New Zealand, Australia and South 
Africa and that they were not fully aware of 
the great need of assistance in Manitoba. He 
had succeeded in obtaining assurances of in- 
creased grants. He had met with a kind 
reception from the Church of Scotland’s 
Colonial Committee and the General As- 
sembly. The feeling there is unmistakably in 
favour of our United Church. The committee 
is behind in funds, but was so anxious to show 
sympathy that it gave a grant of £25 and the 
members made up the amount to £76. It is 
hoped that the grant next year may be £200. 
The Free Church of Scotland showed Prof. 
Bryce every kindness, both in the Colonial 
Committee and Assembly, and cheerfully 
granted £150 to the ordinary fund of the col- 
lege. The Rev. J. C. Burns, of Kirkliston, is 
now Convener of the Free Colonial Com- 
mittee. The Irish Colonial Committee had 
willingly given £100 to ordinary fund and had 
invited Prof. Bryce to be present at the Gen- 
eral Assembly, which he found was impossible. 
The grants to the Canadian Church from Ire- 
land, in a year of great disturbance there, re- 
flect much credit on the Irish Church. The 
United Presbyterian Church has revived its 
old interest in Canada and made the liberal 
grant of £250 towards endowment. 

THE ROLL was then called. The number 
present, together with those who had previous- 
ly answered to their names was understood to 
be 153 ministers and 72 elders, in all 225, or 
about two-thirds of the entire number of com- 
missioners—a goodly representation, all things 
considered. Some of the members had 
travelled twenty-five hundred miles, and must 
double the mileage before they reach home 
again. 


NEXT PLACE OF MEETING. 


The rival candidates for the honour of enter- 
taining the Assembly next year were Toronto 
and Hamilton. On motion of Mr. J. Allister 
Murray the decision was awarded in favour of 
Hamilton ; the place of meeting, St. Andrew’s 
Church, and the time, the second Wednesday 
of June. This ended the business of the day 
and of the week, Saturday afternoon being 
proclaimed a half holiday, most of the mem- 
bers took the opportunity of inspecting the 


city and its environs, though the Judical Com- 
mitte was confined to its room the whole af- 
ternoon and until late in the evening. 


Ghe Sabwath. 


By appointment of the General Assembly, 
Rey. W. T. Parsons, of Toronto, preached in 
St. Andrew’s Church in the morning and the 
Rev. C. A. Doudiet, of Montreal, in the even- 
ing. On both occasions the church was well 
filled. On the platform were the moderator 
and clerks of the Assembly, as well as the 
minister of the congregation, Mr. Mitchell, 
all of whom took some part in the services. 
The psalmody was led by a very efficient 
choir, and a sweet toned organ. Mr. Parsons 
preached an able and interesting extem- 
pore discourse from Hebrews Io: 19-20, the 
substance of which, he said, might almost be 
compressed into a single word, namely, Coz- 
secration. That involved (1) the necessity of 
Christians separating themselves from the 
world. (2) Their putting on the garments of 
righteousness, as their distinctive badge of of- 
fice in the Church of God. (3) Filling their 
minds with the Word of Truth. Mr. Doudiet 
delivered an earnest and excellent discourse 
from the text ‘“ What think ye of Christ.” 
Nearly all the other pulpits in the city were 
occupied by prominent members of the As- 
sembly, so that none of them were crowded 
above measure. ‘The largest assemblage was 
probably that which met in Calvin Church 
(Dr. Maclise’s) in the afternoon, when the 
children of the different Sabbath Schools came 
together and, with their friends, complete- 
ly filled the church. It was a grand meeting, 
and although there were five or six speakers 
the interest was well sustained. The young 
people seemed to be delighted. One little 
fellow, when it was all over, very naively ask- 
ed if all the stories those gentlemen told were

Sitth Day. 
MORRIN COLLEGE. 


The whole of the morning sederunt was oc- 
cupied with the consideration of an overture 
on behalf of this institution which has hitherto 
been supported entirely by private contribu- 
tions. It had originated in a bequest of 50,- 
ooo dollars, made a good many years ago by 
the late Dr. Morrin, of Quebec, coupled with 
certain stipulations for its future management. 
The overture asked that it should now receive 
a portion of the eommon College Fund, or 
that the Presbytery of Quebec be assigned to 
it as a territory from which it might, with the 
consent of the Assembly, ask for collections 
from the congregations within the bounds, for 
its support. The application was supported 
by Dr. Mathews, Dr. Wier, and Mr. Mac- 
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Master, of Scotstown, who shewed that the col- 
lege had done a work for the Church in the 
past which entitled it to substantial recogni- 
tion from the Assembly. The education im- 
parted at Morrin was stated to be as thorough 
as at any other college of the Church. Before 
entering upon theology its students were re- 
quired either to take the degree of M.A. in 
Arts, or toundergo a full course of classical in- 
struction in McGill College, Montreal, with 
which it is affiliated. Its students are doing a 
good deal of missionary work for the Church, 
without drawing upon the Home Mission 
Fund, and they had shewn a special aptitude 
for the work. They did not ask for a large 
amount of money, but what they did desire 
was the sympathy of the Church. 

PRINCIPAL GRANT, without wishing to 
detract from the merits of Morrin College, 
pointed out that the application involved a 
serious constitutional change and a departure 
from the regulations adopted by last Assembly. 
He thought the reasons given for this change 
were insufficient. The reception of the report 
was moved by Mr. Croil, seconded by the Rev. 
J. C. Smith and carried. A discussion then 
took place in regard to the mode of dealing 
with the prayer of the overture, in which a 
large number of members took part, Messrs. 
Wilson of Kingston, Carmichael of Markham, 
D. J. Macdonnell of Toronto, Laing of Dundas, 
Dr. Thomson of Drummondville, Tanner of 
Scarboro, McCaul and Rev. R. H. Warden of 
Montreal, Professors Maclaren and Gregg of 
Toronto and others. On motion of Principal 
Caven it was eventually agreed that such 
congregations within the Presbytery of Quebec 
as desired to contribute to the support of 
Morrin College, instead of to the General Col- 
lege Fund, should have liberty to do so. 


THE RECEPTION OF MINISTERS. 


Dr. GREGG, Convener, gave in the 
report of the committee. Mr. J. White, 
Clerk of the Presbytery, of Ottawa, regretted 
that two of the applicants on the list had 
been rejected. They were ordained corporteurs 
formerly employed by the French Canadian 
Missionary Society, useful and excellent men, 
who had hitherto exercised all the functions 
of the ministry. PRINCIPAL CAVEN pointed 
out that their position was an anomalous one 
and that to receive them in terms of the ap- 
plication would be to establish a precedent of 
very doubtful expediency. The farthest the 
Assembly should go was to receive them as 
catechists, and he moved accordingly, which 
was agreed to. The applications of the fol- 
lowing were passed affirmatively, namely: 
Messrs. W. H. Jamieson, Daniel Blue, T. Mc- 
Adam, Godfrey Shore, and P. Fleming, as 
ministers of the Church, Mr. Thomas 
Crombie, as Catechist, and Mr. J. G. Hender- 
son, as a licentiate. Mr. Quin’s application 
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was declined. Mr. Vernier was placed under 
the supervision of the Ottawa Presbytery, to 
report to next Assembly; Mr. Andrew 
Hudson to be restored to his status as a min- 
ister. The application of Messrs. Lees and 
Charbonnell were reserved for future consid- 
eration. 


MANITOBA COLLEGE. 


An overture from the Presbytery of Mani- 
toba was read asking that a Principal and 
primarius professor of Divinity be appointed 
for this institution. The overture was sup- 
ported by Rev. James Robertson, John Suther- 
land and James Croil. Mr. Robertson said that 
so rapid was the increase of population in the 
North-West, and so imperative the demands 
for Missionaries, that it had become a neces- 
sity to provide suitable facilities for the 
education of a native ministry. All the other 
churches in that part of the country were 
moving in the same direction. 

PROFESSOR BRYCE admitted that the move- 
ment was in the right direction, but thought it 
was premature. They have began well. 
They had built a college and the best policy 
for the present would be to strengthen the 
teaching staff in the Arts Department, 
and to avail themselves meanwhile of the 
services of the ministers of Winnipeg 
as lecturers in Theology. Principal Caven 
thought it would -not be wise in the 
present state of public opinion to add to the 
number of our Theological Colleges. Those 
alreadyin existence were not too well equipped, 
and to create another, which did not seem ab- 
solutely necessary, would be embarrassing. 
If there were any promising young men in 
Manitoba desirous of entering the ministry, 
but who felt that they could not leave “their 
basis of supply,” they might still prosecute 
their studies under the direction of the Pres- 
bytery of Manitoba. He moved, seconded by 
Principal MacVicar, that the prayer of the 
overture be not granted, which became the 
judgment of the House. 


€OLLEGE TERMS. 


An overture from the Presbytery of Barrie 
was introduced by Mr. Moodie and Mr. James, 
anent the opening and closing of certain 
colleges, so as to facilitate the mission work 
of the students. It was suggested that the 
classes should be opened on the first of No- 
vember and closed on the firstof May. Pro- 
fessor Caven explained that it was found 
almost necessary that the college year should 
synchronize with that of the University. They 
had been guided by that principle for thirty- 
seven years, and although the change now 
suggested had been often discussed, they had 
never seen their way to adopt it. On motion 
of Mr. Armstrong, seconded by Mr. Bruce, it 
was agreed to refer the whole question of the 
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duration of college sessions to a committee to 
report at next assembly. 

Mr. MCALPINE, of St. Mary’s next address- 
ed the Assembly in a very vigourous speech in 
support of on overture from the Presbytery of 
Stratford anent colleges, the burden of which 
was a prayer to assimmilate the appointment 
of professors in Queen’s College to that ob- 
served by the other colleges of the church, 
namely : that the professors in that college 
should be appointed by the General Assembly 
and not by the trustees who were a self- 
elective body not responsible to the Church. 
He knewthat this was a matter of arrangement 
that entered into the basis of the union. But 
it was a mistake all the same, and it was 
always in order to correct a mistake. Reach- 
ing a climax, the speaker went on to Say in 
the fulness of his heart that the present incon- 
gruous state of things could not be allowed to 
continue. ‘ There have been mutterings of a 
volcanic disturbance at frequent intervals 
although this is the first eruption. Gentlemen 
might laugh but this was a serious question.” 
It was difficult, however, to realize the gravity 
of the occasion, more particularly asthe speaker 
himself retired from the platform joining 
heartily in the merriment which his enthu- 
Siastic support of the overture had created, 
and which in the excitement of the moment 
dropped clean out of sight. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The reports of the Committees of the West- 
ern and Eastern Sections were presented at 
the evening sederunt. 

PROFESSOR MACLAREN in giving in his 
report of the Western Section said this was the 
fifteenth which he had had the honour to pre- 
sent, and in some respects at least, it was the 
most encouraging of all. It they have not ac- 
complished all that they wished to do, it was 
gratifying to know that there were no signs 
of diminished interest throught the Church in 
regard to Foreign Missions. The amount of 
money placed at the disposal of the Commit- 
tee last year was larger than in any previous 
year—amounting in all to $47,116.89. In this 
was included lhe legacy of the late Mr. Joseph 
Mackay, 10,000 dollars; contributions from 
the Women’s Foreign Missionary Societies of 
Toronto, Kingston and Newfoundland, 5,672 
dollars; the Juvenile Mission, 4oo dollars ; 
Mrs. Mackay, of Windsor, Ont., 1,300dollars ; 
from the county of Oxford, $4,015 ; from a 
member of the Church in Galt, $1,000. Re- 
ference was made to the satisfactory state of 
the mission to the Indians in the North-West, 
anda passing tribute to that connection was 
paid to the memory of the late Dr. Black, of 
Kildonan, who had during many years been of 
great service to the committee in this branch 
of their work. The usual annual report had 
not been received from Formosa, but there 
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was every reason to believe that the work was 
still being carried on there vigorously and suc- 
cessfully. Mr. Junor, however,, had been ill, 
and it was found necessary, on Dr. McKay’s 
return, that he should have three months rest. 
A third missionary was urgently called for. 
The British Consul at Tamsui, although the 
son of a Presbyterian minister, had thrown 
obstacles in the way of the mission, and it had 
been necessary to correspond with Her Ma- 
jesty’s Secretary of State on the subject. In 
regard to the mission to Central India, Mr. 
Campbell had recently reported the baptism 
of seven converts, and Mr. Wilkie of three. 
Mr. Douglas had returned for reasons stated 
in the printed report, and Miss Rodger 
after eight years of faithful service, was home 
on furlough. It would be necessary in con- 
sequence to reinforce the missionary staff in 
India. Three ladies had offered their services 
and it was under consideration to give them a 
medical training before sending them out, in 
order to increase their usefulness. Professor 
Maclaren concluded with an earnest appeal 
on behalf of Foreign Missions. 


THE EASTERN SECTION 


DR. MCGREGOR, with commendable fore- 
thought, had the reports on the College, Sup- 
plements, Home Missions, and Foreign Mis- 
sions, together with the amounts received for 
the main schemes of the Church in the East- 
ern section, all included in a single pamphlet, 
which is exceedingly useful for reference and 
from which we shall draw hereafter, as occa- 
sion may serve. MR. MORRISON, of Dart- 
mouth, called attention to the more 
salient points connected with the Foreign 
Mission report. Financially this was the best 
year they have yet had. The total receipts 
were $16,447.72. They have extinguished 
their debt, and there is a clear balance on hand 
of $393.41. This was a cause of profound 
gratitude to God. The work was going on 
satisfactorily in the New Hebrides, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, after a year’s rest in his native land 
had returned to Efate. Mr. Robertson of 
Erromanga was now reaping the fruits of the 
self-sacrificing labours of those who have pre- 
ceeded him; a large proportion of the inhabi- 
tants of that island, for ever memorable in 
connection with the martyrdom of John Wil- 
liams and the brothers Gordon, were now 
under the influence of the blessed Gospel. 
Mr. Annand reports that the work still goes 
forward encouragingly. upon Aneityum, al- 
though the population is decreasing. Our 
four missionaries in Trinidad, Messrs. Morton, 
Christie, Grant and McLeod were meeting 
with continued encouragement in their work 
among the Coolies. Mr. Morrison saw in 
these records of progress in the great work 
ot Foreign Missions, evident tokens of the 
Divine presence and blessing. The prayer 
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that God would open doors of usefulness to 
this church have been answered. Doors had 
been opened everywhere, and we have only 
now to enter them and take possession of the 
whole world for Christ. We want more faith, 
more consecration, united and unceasing effort; 
so shall we advance the glorious cause and 
hasten the time when all the kingdoms of this 
world shall become the kingdoms of our Lord 
and of His Christ. Resolutions adopting the 
reports were moved and seconded respectively 
by PRINCIPAL CAVEN and the REV. GEORGE 
CHRISTIE, father of one of our missionaries 
in Trinidad. Dr. Caven well said that one 
of the most pleasing features in connection 
with these reports of united action in mission 
work was the harmony and _ the heartiness 
which prevaded every portion and branch of 
the Church in carrying out the work. Al- 
ready it was impossible for any man to 
analyze the church into its constituent parts. 
The lines of separation which formerly divided 
us have been completely obliterated. Mr. 
Christie thought that the reading of such re- 
ports as these was the best refutation of the 
thoughtless assertion too often uttered that 
“Missions are a failure.” Blessed be God! 
Missions are not a failure. The promise shall 
never fail.—‘‘He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves with 
him.” 

On motion of Mr. Croil it was unanimously 
agreed that the names of the missionaries em- 
ployed in missionary work in foreign fields be 
added to the rolls of the Presbyteries to which 
they belonged at the time they received their 
several appointments. 


Sixth Day. 


THE JUDICIAL COMMITTEE reported in 
the matter of an appeal of the Presbytery of 
P. E. Island against a decision of the Synod 
of the Maritime Provinces in reference to the 
Rev. S. G. Lawson, of Charlottetown. Mr. 
Lawson is the editor of a newspaper, in which 
had appeared unkind and unchristian reflec- 
tions upon the character of certain members 
of the Presbytery. Mr. Lawson had ex- 
pressed regret for his conduct and promised 
to apologize. But instead of doing so seems 
to have added more fuel to the fire and ag- 
gravated his offence. The result was a libel 
which the Presbytery held to be proven and 
declared that Mr. Lawson ought to be deposed. 
He appealed to the Synod, which mitigated 
the sentence and ordered that he be rebuked 
by the Presbytery. The Judicial Committee 
found Mr, Lawson guilty of covenant-breaking 
and recommended that he be rebuked by the 
General Assembly. After discussion, this 
recommendation was adopted, and Mr. Law- 
son, having gracefully intimated his acquies- 


cence in the finding, was called to the bar of 
the Assembly and rebuked accordingly by the 
Moderator. It was a very solemn and im- - 
pressive occurrence. 


PRAYER FOR COLLEGES AND. STUDENTS 


MR. PARSONS moved, seconded by Dr. 
MacVicar that the Assembly enjoin that a day 
be set apart annually by the Assembly for 
concerted prayer in all the congregations on 
behalf of the Theological Colleges and 
students for the ministry in connection with 
this church. The mover thought that a week 
day should be selected for this purpose, as was 
done in the United States. On motion of Mr. 
John Ferguson, of Chesley, it was agreed that 
it be left with the Moderator to name a con- 
venient Sabbath-day on which the attention of 
the congregations may be directed to this im- 
portant subject. 


THE COLLEGE FUND. 


MR. WARDEN gave in the report of the 
Fund in behalf of Knox, Queen’s and 
Montreal Colleges. Although they had not 
received all they required and asked for, the 
result was by no means discouraging. Con- 
tributions had been received from 518 con- 
gregations, 19 Sabbath Schools, and 18 private 
individuals, amounting in the aggregate to 
$16,111.06, an increase of fully thirty per cent. 
compared with last year. On motion of Dr. 
Gregg, the Assembly expressed its satisfaction 
with the success of the scheme, thanked the 
Treasurers, and requested Mr. Warden to con- 
tinue his valuable services during the coming 
year. 


MANITOBA COLLEGE REPORT. 


PROFESSOR BRYCE read the reports of the 
Managers and the Senate. The statements 
were of a highly encouraging kind. The new 
college building, a handsome brick and stone 
structure costing $40,000, will be ready for the 
autumn opening. The college staff consists of 
two professors, two tutors, and two lecturers. 
The college has had an attendance of 55 stu- 
dents. The college sends up to the Uni- 
versity examinations about one half of the 
students of that institution. This year five 
students of the college are up for B.A. The 
amount expended during the year on building, 
salaries and ordinary expenses was $26,096.31. 
A large increase of students is expected on the 
opening of the new college building which con- 
tains accommodation for 40 residents. The 
prospects of the college seem bright. 


STATISTICS. 


Mr. D. S. FRASER was heard in support of 
an overture from the Presbytery of Lunenburg 
and Yarmouth anent statistical schedules. It 
set forth that inasmuch as the statistics an- 
nually called for were chiefly valuable for 
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comparison, and historically, it was desirable 
that greater uniformity in the headings of the 
columns should be observed than hitherto. It 
was suggested, therefore, that the General 
Assembly should prescribe a form under its 
special sanction. ‘The matter was remitted to 
the Committee on Statistics. 


RECEPTION OF MINISTERS. 


The case of Mr. Archibald Lees came up 
in the form of a reference from the Presbytery 
of Kingston. On motion of Principal Caven it 
was agreed that the decision of last Assembly 
be adhered to, namely, that in the event of 
Mr. Lees applying to the Free Church of 
Scotland for reponement the Assembly would 
put no obstacle in the way. 

The application of Rev. Thos. Charbonnel 
was next dealt with, The Committee, bya 
majority, had agreed to receive him notwith- 
standing the admission that he was married 
to his deceased wife’s sister. In defence of 
this resolution it was argued that Mr. Char- 
bonnel had been married 29 years agoina 
country where such alliances were lawful. 
While submitting the report as Convener of 
the Committee, Prof. Gregg felt constrained to 
move that the recommendation be notadopted. 
He pointed out that such marriages were 
directly opposed to the testimony of the Holy 
Scriptures and inconsistent with the stanaards 
of the Church, especially with the 24th chapter 
of the Confession of Faith, which he quoted. 
Mr. Andrew Wilson, Kingston, seconded the 
motion,contending that the question respecting 
marriage with a deceased wife’s sister should 
not enter into the discussion further than its 
relation to the standards of the Church. Dr. 
Jardine, of Brockville moved in amendment 
that the report be adopted. It appeared for 
the moment that a discussion of the vexed 
question was imminent. The Moderator, how- 
ever, nipped it in the bud by ruling that the 
amendment was not in order. This brought 
Principal McKnight to his feet, who moved 
that a committee be appointed to consider the 
whole question of marriage with a deceased 
wife’s sister, especially the scriptural grounds 
for and against it, and to report to next Assem- 
bly. It had been legalized by legislative 
enactment, and sooner or later the Church 
would eertainly be called upon to make a 
declaration one way or the other. Hewas not 
sure but that some of the ministers in the 
Maritime Provinces might find that they were 
compelled to celebrate such marriages. As 
matters now stood the laws of the Church and 
of the State were antagonistic. 


RECEPTION OF STUDENTS. 


MR. SIMPSON, Halifax, gave in the report 
on applications from students having the 
ministry in view, for certain specified privi- 
leges. ‘The requests were for the most part 
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granted, zzfer alia that Messrs. H. McQuarrie 
and John Pritchard be allowed to apply to 
their respective Presbyteries for licensure, 
although they had not completed their theo- 
logical curriculum. 


RETURNS TO REMITS. 


Mr. BrucgE, St. Catherines, gave in the 
report of the Committee. It had to do with 
Sustentation and Supplemental schemes, the 
Aged and Infirm Ministers’ Fund, and Stand- 
ing Orders, which had been remitted to Pres- 
byteries for their consideration. From the 
returns received it was evident that there is 
not sufficient unanimity in the Church on. the 
subject of instituting a Sustentation Fund to 
warrant immediate steps in that direction, 
although there is much in the principle to 
commend it to favourable consideration. We 
may be quite sure we have not heard the last 
of the Sustentation scheme yet. 


FRENCH EVANGELIZATION. 


The report presented by PRINCIPAL Mc- 
VICAR, convener, and the addresses in con- 
nection with it, were of an exceedingly inter- 
esting character, and occupied the whole of 
the evening sederunt. It so happened that no 
less than five of our French ministers were 
present as commissioners, besides the vener- 
able Pastor Chiniquy, of St. Anne’s, Kankakee, 
who may be called the father of the mission 
entrusted to the management of the Board. 
This, added to the clear and satisfactory 
statement of the convener, invested the subject 
with more than usual interest. Attention was 
first called by the convener to the different 
subjects presented in the report. The num- 
ber of labourers employed at present is 64, 
including 21 ordained ministers, Io mission- 
aries unordained, 19 teachers, 11 colporteurs 
and 3 Bible-women. The number of stations 
occupied was 47. The number of church 
members was 1,345, of adherents 5,200, and 
of Sabbath-school scholars 1,350. Sixteen 
young men were preparing themselves for 
the ministry in the Presbyterian College, Mon- 
treal, and 490 were receiving instructions in 
the Institutes and Mission MDay-schools. 
During the past year 3,140 Bibles and Testa- 
ments had been sold, and there was said to be 
an increasing desire manifested in many quar- 
ters for copies of the Scriptures. The total 
receipts for the year were $38,522.13. Thank- 
ful acknowledgment was made of the impor- 
tant labours of the missionaries in the field, of 
Mr. Coussirat’s distinguished services in the 
Cellege, and Mr. Warden’s indefatigable zeal 
in discharging the onerous duties of the Secre- 
tariat. The great aim of the Board had been 
steadily kept in view—to proclaim the Gospel 
in all its fullness and purity to the French- 
speaking population of Canada, numbering 
more than a million and a quarter.

Mr. AMARON, of Three Rivers, having been 
called to the platform moved the adoption of 
the report. He was the son of one of the 
earliest French Protestant missionaries in 
Canada, and was proud to follow in his father’s 
footsteps and to have the privilege of working 
for this great cause, and of advocating its 
claims before the General Assembly. Many 
difficulties there were in connection with the 
work, but the greatest of all was the want of 
faith, on the part of Protestants, in the power 
of God and the efficacy of the Holy Spirit to 
to bring about the reformation which was so 
desirable. The arm of the Lord is not short- 
ened that itcannot save. His ear is still open 
to hear the prayers of his faithful and believe- 
ing people. The God of our fathers, of Luther, 
and Knox, and Calvin, and Lwingle, is our 
God. He that is with us is greater than all 
that can be against us. Mr. Amaron pointed 
out the necessity of employing missionaries 
for this work, who by their talents and educa- 
tion, as well as by zeal and piety, were best 
fitted for it. Men who understood the system 
which confronted them, and were able to give 
intelligent reasons for renouncing it to those 
with whom they came in contact. 

Mr. DOUDIET,ofSt. John’s Church, Montreal, 
next addressed the Assembly. The report of 
his own congregation, embodied in that of the 
committee, would supply the members of the 
Assembly with all that he might have desired 
to say on this occasion. The figures of the 
census were not to be implicitly relied upon in 
so faras the number of French Protestants 
was concerned. It seemed to be taken for 
granted by the enumerators, in most cases, 
that the fact of any one being a Frenchman 
rendered it unnecessary to ask what religion 
he professed. No figures that he could give 
would adequately represent the increase of 
membership even in his own congregation. 
In seven weeks he had added no less than 
forty to his communion roll, and yet at the 
end of the year the net increase was only 
twenty-three. The people connected with our 
missions were continually moving from place 
to place, not always because any given local- 
ity became too hot for them, though that did 
happen sometimes, but for other reasons which 
induced them to go to other places and other 
countries. The best method of dealing with 
Roman Catholics, he had always found to be 
not that of controversy, but a simple and 
affectionate presentation of the truth as it isin 
Christ Jesus. 

Mr. CRUCHET humourously invited the at- 
tention of the audience to himself as a fair 
average live specimen of the missionaries em- 
ployed by the Board. In deference to the 
very small number, it might be, of the fathers 
and brethren who did not understand the 
French language quite so well as English, he 
would make his remarks in English. Hethen 
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gave a very interesting account of his visit to 
France, which he undertook last year at the- 
request of the Board. He had seen a good 
deal of the work carried on by Mr. McAll, in 
Paris, and testified as to its good results. 
There were now, he said, thirty-nine preach- 
ing halls in Paris, and about a dozen in differ- 
ent parts of the country which were used for 
evangelistic services ; and besides the McAll 
Mission there were other agencies at work in 
that country, and he might expect ere long to 
hear of changes such as the most sanguine: 
had not yet dreamed of. Were France con- 
verted to the Gospel reflex influence upon 
Canada would be immense and immediate. 

PROFESSOR COUSSIRAT, of the Presbyterian 
College, Montreal, modestly declined to take 
the platform and was only induced to recon- 
sider his disclinature by what appeared to be 
the unanimous wish of the House. Nothing, 
however could exceed the grace and the suit- 
ableness of the few improvized remarks to 
which he gave utterence. He said we must 
not judge results by the uncertain test of sta- 
tistics. We must look to the wor itself which 
was being done. The agent might be a 
Frenchman or a Scotchman; to his mind 
there was not much importance to be attach- 
ed to that. The conditions of success in the 
work of French Evangelization, as indeed in 
every kind of mission work, were very simple 
and easily understood—faith in the power otf 
the Gospel, and sincere Jove for those whom 
we would convert. 

Rev. C. A. TANNER, of Scarboro, also the 
son of a respected Missionary from Switzer- 
land, made a vigorous speech in which he al- 
luded to the superstitious practices which were 
allowed to take the place of th Gospel of sal- 
vation, among those whom we were seeking 
through the Board to reach and to reclaim. 

REV. C. CHINIQUY took the platform amidst 
the hearty applause of the House. The 
venerable pastor never appeared befaxe the 
Assembly to better advantage, nor apparently 
in better health, and certainly he never spoke 
with greater effect. We might even go so far 
as to say, that his speech was a master-piece 
of oratory to which no one could listen with- 
out emotion. It is easy to understand how 
great an influence such eloquence as his must 
exert among his countrymen. He spoke in 
touching and affecting terms of his own con- 
version, how he had previously persecuted the 
protestants, but had been arrested by the 
grace of God: How he went back to his old 
parish and told the people what great things 
the Lord had done for him; How he in- 
treated them to accept the precious gift also: 
and how every individual of his congregation, 
to the number of one thousand souls accepted 
that gift and with him came out from the 
Church of Rome. The idolatry of Canada 
was, he remarked, more difficult to deal with 
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than that of Japan or China. The venerable 
father concluded his address with an earnest 
prayer that the blessing of God might descend 
in rich abundance and rest upon the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada, which had done so 
much for the spread of the Faith, and to which 
he himself owed so much. 


Seventl DY. 


AGED AND INFIRM MINISTERS’ FUND.— 
The reports for the Western and Eastern sec- 
tions were supported by the respective con- 
veners, Messrs. MIDDLEMISS and MCLEAN 
SINCLAIR. The number of annuitants on the 
first named is fwenty-seven. The capital of 
the Fund is $7,720, and the amount of an- 
nunities paid, $5,574, the maximum being 
$220. The Eastern section had received 
$1290 and had a balance remaining of $624. 
Satisfactory evidence was given that both 
funds had been economically managed, and 
excellent reasons were adduced for the gener- 
ous and hearty support of them by the church 
at large. To some it might appear that a 
larger portion of the Assembly’s time was 
devoted to the elucidation and discussion of 
the subject than was necessary, but no one 
could fail to admire and appreciate the mani- 
fest diligence, and enthusiasm, even, of the 
Conveners in the matters entrusted to them. 

THE REMIT of last General Assembly in 
this subject was considered in this connection, 
and disposed of by Dr. Reid moving that the 
proposed regulations be adopted in the mean- 
time and that the overture of the Presbytery 
of Huron and the returns to the remit be 
transmitted to the Committee to report on the 
same to next Assembly. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Mr. WARDEN, Convener, read the report. 
The principles which governed the committee 
were, (1) that the respective Synods of the 
church should be fairly represented on each 
committee. (2) That, as a rule, no gentle- 
man’s name should be placed on more than 
three committees. (3) That the number of 
names on any given committee be reduced to 
the smallest number compatible with the effi- 
cent working of the scheme for which it is to 
act. (4) That a change of one-fifth of the 
names on the several committees be made, if 
found to be not predjudicial to the interests of 
the scheme. The reccommendations of the 
report having been read serzatzim, were, witha 
few alterations, unanimously adopted as fol- 
lows :—

THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION AND EXAMINA- 
TION. 


The report of the Committee was support- 
ed by Mr. Armstrong of Ottawa. It suggest- 
ed the appointment of a Board of Examiners 
for the whole Church, to examine students at 
their entrance upon the study of Theology, 
and also at the completion of their theological 
studies—instead of leaving the matter as at 
present in the hands of the Presbyteries. A 
very loag discussion on this subject ended in 
a resolution, which was adopted, to remit the 
recommendations of the report to the consid- 
eration of the several Presbyteries. 


WIDOWS’ AND ORPHANS’ FUNDS. 


That of the Presbyterian Church of Canada 
in connection with the Church of Scotland, 
had thirty-eight annuitants on the roll, receiv- 
ing on the average 166 dollars each: capital, 
102,520; annual income from all sources, 9,- 
538 dollars. The fuud of the late Canada 
Presbyterian Church was nominally 98,293 
dollars, but the cash value of its investments 
was considerably greater ; number of annui- 
tants, 49. lis annual revenues were as fol- 
lows : from congregational collections, $4.695 
ministers’ rates, 2,172; interest on investments 
$6,229—in all $13,098 MR. SEDGEWICK re- 
ported for the two funds in the Eastern Sec- 
tion : combined assets, , 38,000 dollars. The 
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fund had been carefully managed without any 
charge onthe revenue. The number of an- 
nuitants was 14, receiving an average of 150 
dollars each. Arrangements are in progress 
for an amalgamation of the two funds. 


PRESBYTERY OF CHATHAM. 


Mr. BATTISBY presented a memorial, ask- 
ing the Assembly to define the relation in 
which Rev. C. Chiniquy stood to that Pres- 
bytery and to the Church. Whereupon it was 
agreed that Mr. Chiniquy be recognized as a 
missionary of this Church, and subject to the 
control of the Presbytery of Chatham. 


EXPENSES OF TEMPORALITIES FUND. 


PRINCIPEL CAVEN read a resolution of the 
Synod of Toronto and Kingston in reference 
to the costs incurred by members of the 
Board in connection with an appeal to Her 
Majesty’s Privy Council, and other expenses 
incurred in obtaining legislation from the 
Dominion Parliament. Dr. Caven felt that 
this was a matter in which the Church, as a 
whole, would be found not only willing but 
anxious to give a tangible expression of their 
sympathy with gentlemen who, in the dis- 
charge of their duty to the Church, had been 
subjected to great annoyance and who have 
been condemned by the judgment of the Pri- 
vy Councilto defray the expenses of a pro- 
tracted lawsuit out of their own pockets. The 
whole amount thus incurred was about 15,000 
dollars. A resolution was unanimously and 
cordially adopted, commending to the Church 
the duty of coming to the aid of the managers 
of the Temporalities Fund by soliciting such 
contributions from congregations and individ- 
ual members as they may be disposed to give. 
A committee was appointed to carry out the 
recommendations of the resolution, Principal 
Grant, Convener 


MANITOBA COLLEGE. 


PRINCIPAL GRANT reported on behalf of 
the Committee ; after considering the whole 
subject very carefully, they recommended that 
for the ordinary expenses of the College, in 
addition to what may be contributed by local 


efforts, an annual collection be author- 
ized nto, Deyetaken,) up in), ally othe 
congregations of the Church, on a 


day to be named by the Assembly; that 
the Board of Management be permitted to 
apply to the British Churches for grants in 
aid, and that the Home Mission Boards of 
this church be relieved from the pecuniary 
responsibilities heretofore devolved upon them 
in this behalf. The committee expressed their 
sense of the great importance of this college 
to the progress of the church in the North- 
West. 
DISTRIBUTION OF PROBATIONERS. 


One of the liveliest debates of the Session 
followed the presentation of the report on this 


subject, presented by Mr. J. C. SMITH, in the 
absence of Mr. Torrance, Convener. The 
total number of probationers on the roll for 
the year was ¢hirty-five. Of these, the pre- 
scribed term of probation for two had expired, 
and their names had been dropped. No one 
enquired what became of these “dropped” 


brethren. Five had withdrawn. Four had 
obtained settlement. One accepted an 
appointment to the North-West. More are 


still itinerating. Two Presbyteries were com- 
plained of for want of harmonious co-opera- 
tions with the committee, namely, Montreal 
and Kingston. The charges against the 
former were in connection with St. Paul’s 
Church, Montreal, and the arrangements made 
for the supply of the pulpit for six months, 
which were held to be discourteous to the 
Committee and to the Probationers. The re- 
port recommends zzZer alza that Presbyteries 
be enjoined, as they are now instructed, to 
report the names of all dona fide vacancies to 
the committee. Ifthese recommendations are 
not adopted, they would recommend that the 
committee be discharged and that vacancies 
be left to procure their own supply, and all 
Probationers to obtain work as best they can. 

Mr. CROIL moved that the recommenda- 
tions be not adopted. Principal Caven 
objected to this summary disposal of the re- 
port as fraught with disastrous consequences 
to the church. The question was, were we to 
have chaos or cosmos? Mr. Warden moved 
that it be left with Presbyteries to return such 
vacancies to the committee as they shall see 
fit in the interests of all concerned. This 
motion was carried. ; 

This having been agreed to, Mr. J. C. Smith 
called attention to the fact that, in terms of 
the report, the committee is now virtually 
defunct, and that any further examination of 
the merits of the question must ofnecessity be 
regarded as fost mortem. On motion of Dr 
Caven it was agreed that the whole question 
of the supply of vacancies and the employ- 
ment of probrtioners be remitted to the con- 
sideration of the Home Mission committees, 
east and west, together with the committee or 
distribution appointed by this Assembly, to 
report to next General Assembly. 


THE PETERBOROUGH CASE, 


This case had arisen out of an application 
by Mr. Pertland for a certificate of disjunc- 
tion from the Kirk-Session of St. Andrews 
church, Peterboro, and which had been refused 
because some of the reasons annexed were 
objectionable to the session. The Presbytery 
was appealed to and ordered the Kirk-Session 
to grant a certifirate. The Synod sustained 
the Presbytery, hence this appeal to the 
General Assembly. It was remitted to the 
judicial committee. A report, given in by 
Mr. Laing, convener, commended that they

appeal be neither sustained nor dismissed, but 
that Mr. Pentland should receive a certificate 
of zs actual standing (whatever that might be 
in the judgment of the Kirk-session) at the 
time when the applicatton was first made. 
Mr. Laing was opposed 2 Zofo to the finding. 
Dr. Jardine moved its adoption. Mr. Sedgwick 
moved in amendment that the appeal be sus- 
tained and the certificate givenas above. The 
Assembly listened long, if not very patiently, 
to these able debaters and in the end sustained 
the judicial committee. So the case, after going 
the whole round of the courts, comes back to 
the place of beginning, where we hope it will be 
amicably adjusted, but just ow this is to be 
done, might puzzle a Philadelphia lawyer. 


Gighth Day. 


IT has passed into a proverb among 
Assembly men of long standing that the last 
day is reserved for the “ slaughter of the inno- 
cents.” There remained on the doquet this 
morning some szxteen items of business to be 
disposed of, and the remnant of the Assembly 
was evidently of a mind to put them through 
by day-light. 


A SUSTENTATION FUND. 


An overture from Mr. P. McF. Macleod and 
others, and the returns to the remit of last 
General Assembly, having been read, MR. 
ARMSTRONG moved that, in view of the lack 
of unanimity in the Presbyteries, no change 
be made at present. Mr. E. D. Millar moved 
seconded by Mr. Robert Murray, that the 
whole question be submitted to a committee to 
consider and report. Dr. Caven moved, 
seconded by Dr. Grant, that the committee be 
appointed 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


The Report was read by Dr. Jardine and was, 
upon the whole, encouraging. 

It was well remarked by some one that 
this is a question on which the Church 
ought to resolve itself into “a committee 
of the whole,” so that every pulpit and 
every fireside might be pressed into the ser- 
vice to guard the sanctity of the sacred Day 
of Rest. Mr. Andrew Wilson moved the 
adoption of the report. He adverted to the 
evils of unnecessary funerals on the Lord’s 
Day. The practice was increasing in some 
places, so were these military parades and 
their musical accompaniments, which were 
becoming in many of our towns and cities an 
intollerable nuisance. Places of summer 
resort, too, were degenerating into scenes of 
Sabbath-breaking—boating, fishing, pleasure- 
driving, trashy reading and doubtful lectures 
constituted the “innocent amusements!” at 
the sea-side of many who called themselves 
Presbyterians. Mr. Robert Murray was glad 
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to say that matters were mending in Halifax. 
The “regulars” now marched to church with- 
out fife and drum—like other douce and 
decent Christians. The railway authorities in 
Nova Scotia had given assurance of their 
desire to reduce Sabbath labour to a mini- 
mum. Mr. Neil McKay, P. E. Island, spoke 
of the bad example set by officials in high 
places, by unnecessary travelling, receiving 
addresses, and such like, on the Sabbath-day. 
Mr. Gordon, of Cape Breton, alluded to the 
particular type of desecration in his parish by 
fishermen, who drew their nets, and cured 
their fish on Sunday and Saturday alike. 


APPLICATIONS TO RETIRE. 


Mr. Mowatt, Fredericton, convener, gave 
in the report, in terms of which leave was 
granted to the following ministers to retire 
from active service in the Church :—Dr. 
Sedgwick of Musquodoboit, Dr. Bennett of 
St. John, N. B., Dr. Jenkins of Montreal, Dr. 
Mann of Pakenham, Messrs. C. G. Glass of 
Springhill, N. S., Frederic Home, John Scott, 
of Brucefield, John Gray of Orillia, S. 
Bernard, Halifax, John Porteous of Port 
Dalhousie, W. C. Windell, of Cartwright, R. 
Renwick of Elma Centre, M. Stewart of 
Whycocomah, C. B., W. G. Forbes of Port 
Hasting, C. B., A. P. Miller of Merigomish, 
and Rev. Robert Torrance of Guelph. 

PASTOR EMERITUS—.Application having 
been made on behalf of four ministers that 
they may be thus designated, coupled in one 
instance with a request that the retiring 
minister be declared a member of the Kirk- 
session, the Assembly was asked to define the 
position and powers, if any, of a Pastor 
Emeritus. Dr. Grant referred the questioner 
to “the Dictionary.” Dr. Reid read the 
definition given in Sir Henry Moncreiff’s 
Book of Church Polity. Mr. Middlemiss ex- 
plained that the term was originally applied to 
the Roman Soldier, who had completed his 
period of conscription. Literally it meant this, 
meritus—he has served out his time and is 
honourably discharged ; e—He is out of the 
service. On motion of Principal Caven, 
seconded by Principal Grant, it was agreed 
that the designation be not used in the 
meantime, but that it be remitted to the 
committee to suggest to next Assembly by 
what name retired ministers should be 
designated. 

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 


PRINCIPAL MCKNIGHT read and support- 
ed an overture on “sarriage wilh a deceased. 
wife's sister.” The following committee was 
appointed to investigate the Scriptural grounds 
on which the marriages referred to are con- 
demned. The professors of Hebrew exegesis 
in the several Colleges, Principals Caven and 
McKnight, Dr. Gregg, Messrs. John Laing, 
Ebenezer Ross and D. B. Blair. 
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FHymnology.—Dr. Gregg read the report of 
the committee. The new Hymnal had been 
adopted by a large number of the congrega- 
tions : 40,000 copies had been sold; the 
royalty received from the publishers thus far 
was $1800, and they might count upon a con- 
siderable sum for years to come. It was 
agreed that the balance on hand, together with 
the avails of next year be given to the Aged 
and Infirm Ministers’ Fund. 

Temperance.—The report of the committee 
was read. The recommendations of last year 
were confirmed and certain overtures on this 
subject were transmitted to the committee for 
their consideration. 

Church Government.—An overture from the 
Presbytery of Kingston recommended that 
students in divinity should be examined on 
this subject when they apply for licensure. 

The Psalms of David.—Mr. J. B. Mullan 
and Mr. J. C. Smith were heard in support of 
an overture from the Presbytery of Guelph, 
setting forth the tendency in many quarters to 
discontinue the use of the Psalms and Para- 
phrases, and asking that the committee on 
Hymnclogy be instructed to consider the pro- 
posal of publishing an edition of the Psalms 
with the music. Various suggestions were of- 
fered, such as making a selection of the 
Psalms and Paraphrases most generally used, 
and incorporating them with the Hymnal ; 
adapting music to the prose version of the 
Psalms for chanting, &c. It was agreed to 
send the overture to the committee on 
Hymnology for their favourable consideration. 

Loyal Addresses —MR. M. W. MACLEAN, 
Convener, read the addresses prepared with 
a view of transmission to Her Majesty the 
Queen and to His Excellency the Governor 
General. 

Ladies Colleges.—Reports from the Ladies 
Colleges at Brantford and Ottawa were pre- 
sented by Mr. Laing, and Dr. Reid, re- 
spectively. 

Votes of Thanks——Mr. Robert Murray 
moved the cordial thanks of the Assembly to 
the citizens of St. John for their hospitality, to 
the Trustees of St. Andrew’s Church for the 
use of their beautiful building, to the steam- 
boat and railway companies for travelling 
privileges, to the Y. M. C. A., to the press ; 
and to the committee of arrangements, 
especially to Dr. Macrae, the convener, for 
the admirable manner in which they have 
discharged their onerous duties. 


CLOSE OF THE PROCEEDINGS. 


A number of commissioners left this (Thurs- 
day) morning so as to reach their homes be- 
fore Sabbath. About one hundred, however, 
remained till the end. The Moderator, had 
on several occasions, given proof of his readi- 
ness of speech, and of the faculty of saying the 
right thing at the right time. This happy 


gift did not fail him when he rose to announce 
that the time had come when it devolved on 
him to dissolve this Assembly. He said :— 

Fathers and Brethern.—The deliberations 
of this General Assembly are now ended. As 
we met in the name of the Great King and the 
Head of the Church, and looking for his bless- 
ing, so now we part seeking for His continued 
guidance and favour upon our future work. 
The Assembly has been marked by great 
unanimity of feeling, by rapid despatch of 
business and an earnest desire for still greater 
progress in the different Christian enterprises 
committed to our care. Never perhaps in the 
history of our church have the various reports 
on colleges and mission schemes been more 
satisfactory or encouraging. The Lord hath 
done great things for us, whereof we are glad, 
but while we gratefully record our gratitude.to 
God for the marked increase in the contribu- 
tions to our funds, have we not also cause for 
great humility. The returns presented by the 
committee on statistics and the report of the 
committee on the sate of religion do not in- 
dicate such vigorous vital godliness as the 
ministers and elders of this Church should 
seekto attain inthe membership. The ap- 
parent decreasing attendance upon prayer 
meetings and the absence of any very marked 
revivals of religion present cause for self-exam- 
ination on the part of every office-bearer. We 
dare not rest satisfied with success in the mere 
externals of church organization. It is just 
possible that there may be material advance- 
ment without corresponding holiness of life. 
Let our earnest prayer be that our Church 
may possess something of that spiritual power 
that characterized Scotland in the days of 
Rutherford and Dickson and men of such 
angelic fervor, and that of the scholarship of 
our students, the learning of our ministry and 
the wealth of our members may be all conse- 
crated tothe cause of Christ. Fathers and 
brethren; we return to our homes, charges, and 
professional and public duties with pleasing 
memories of our sojourn in this city by the 
sea, andin the blessed hope that should we 
not meet again in the General Assembly upon 
earth we shall be gathered together again in 
the higher and purer communion of the saints 
in light. 

After a short, earnest prayer, the Assembly 
united with heart and voice in singing the 153rd 
psalm. 

“ Behold how good a thing it is, 
And how becoming well, 


Together such as brethren are 
In unity to dweil!” &c. 


The Moderator then said :—In the name of 
Lord Jesus Christ, the only King and Head of 
the Church, and by authority of this General 
Assembly, I now dissolve this meeting, and 
appoint the next General Assembly to meet in 
the city of London, Ontario, and within St. 
Andrew’s Church there, on the second Wed- 
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nesday of June, 1883, at half-past seven o’clock 
in the evening ; and, with the Apostolic Bene- 
diction the Session was closed.

The French Mission 
is one that deserves the warmest sympathy of 
the congregations of the church. The Board 
are about greatly to expand their work by the 
appointment of Missionaries to new fields in 


Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, and 
Manitoba, which will necessitate a consider- 
able increase in expenditure. They have at 
present no agent collecting in Britain and as 
several thousands of dollars have in past 
years been annually received from this source, 
the amount required from the congregations of 
our own church will be correspondingly in- 
creased. We would like to see every con- 
gregation and Mission Station aiming at at 
average contribution of one dollar per com- 
municant towards this scheme and are con- 
fident that this can easily be accomplished if 
ministers and sessions present the matter 
properly to their people. We trust that the 


the collection will be made on _ the 
Sabbath named in every congregation 
and station so as not to interfere 
with collections for other Schemes. 


Let there be such an impetus given to the 
work of the Church this year as will cheer the 
hearts of all God’s people and redound greatly 
to the glory of our King and Head! All 
contributions for French Evangelizatoin should 
be forwarded direct to the Treasurer, Rev. R.

We look for no other system that is to 
regenerate the world---for no other Saviour 
than Jesus Christ. There can be no doubt 
that the Christian dispensation, be it long or 
short, will be the last, and just as the world 
went through a succession of preparatory 
stages before the advent of the Messiah, so 
now it is undergoing changes favorable to the 
spread of the gospel, and by which the com- 
mand addressed to the early disciples has for 
us a new emphasis and meaning. The mis- 
sion fields are not so far away as they once 
were. The ends of the -earth have been 
brought together ; and there has been a re- 
markable change in the relationship of the 
great nations of the world to each other, and 
to Christianity. The Christian religion has 
now come to be regarded rather as the hand- 
maid of commerce than in any sense detri- 
mental to it. The missionaries have done 
more for India than the War Department. 
The difficulties of language have been greatly 
lessened. The dialects of nearly all peoples 
have been mastered by the missionaries, and 
for that matter the English language is every- 
where asserting itself as the one which seems 
destined to displace every other. Knowledge 
has increased. The amount of Christian 
literature distributed over the worldis beyond 
conception. Thebest Book of all has 150,000,- 
ooo copies in circulation, against five millions 
at the beginning of the present century. In 
almost every land the missionary has liberty 
to preach the gospel. Thenumber of mission- 
ary societies is tenfold what it was at the be- 
ginning of the present century, and the num- 
ber of converts from heathenism nearly fifty- 
fold. But the great problem is far from having 
been solved. Two-thirds of the whole human 


this, that we have still to deal with by far the 
most difficult part ofthe problem. Our suc- 
cesses have hitherto been among decaying 
races. The work before us is to be done 
amongst people as intelligent and vigorous as. 
ourselves ; in opposition to systems as old as 
the pyramids, and against traditions, pre- 
judices, and superstitions that are the growth 
of ages. Howthe latent power of Christianity 
is to be developed, and its forces brought to 
bear most effectively against heathenism is the 
great question which the churches of Christen- 
dom have to consider, and to which some of 
the ablest minds and most profound thinkers. 
are now turning their attention. 

Dr. Arthur T. Pierson, of Detroit, has an 
admirable paper on this subject in the March: 
number of Zhe Gosfel in All Lands, from. 
which we make the following extracts :— 

“Looking both at the successes of the 
Gospel in foreign lands and at the transfor- 
mation of the church at home within these 
eighty years, I cannot resist the conclusion 
that the fulfilment of prophecy may be just 
before us. Two most marked predictions are 
those that tell us “the isles shall wait for his 
law,” and that “Ethiopia shall stretch 
forth her hands unto God.” Does it mean 
nothing that the first grand conquests of 
modern missions have been in these very 
directions. 

Whichever way we turn our eyes, the signs. 
of the times are the sure tokens of a day dawn. 
We have passed the dull grey that is the first 
advance herald of the morning—even the 
purple and crimson tints that tell of the glory, 
hastening on ; the east shows something more 
than dark clouds edged with gold—the sun of 
righteousness is rising on the world! Christ- 
lieb, completing his survey, breaks forth in 
rapture : “Yes, the present is, thank God, the 
century of missions, such as has never been.

But this conveys no 
adequate idea of the workdone. Every body 
of professed disciples means a community of 
Christians with great numbers of adherents, 
mot in communion. For every ten thousand 
church members, there are ftfty thousand who 
are identified with Christianity instead of 
paganism. And no numerical estimates or 
statistics can give any hint of that deep, broad 
under-current of Gospel influence that, like the 
surge and swell of a tidal wave, lifts whole 
races to a higher life. 

‘The issues that hang upon a revival of mis- 
sionary principle and spirit are too vast to be 
measured. Can we do anything to secure it? 
We need a more complete organization of 
Church activity. No congregation, however 
small and weak, must pass missions. The 
feebleness which is assigned as a cause of 
such neglect, may be a consequence of it, for 
mothing keeps a Church weak like doing noth- 
ing outside of itself. Unselfish effort for a lost 
world makes its pulse quick and its sinews 
strong ; self-extension reacts to promote self- 
support, and if Churches that scarce live at 
all, would nourish and cherish a missionary 
spirit, they would grow in numbers and graces, 
in vigor and power. The Moravian Brethren 
with but 20,000 adults have no rival as a mis- 
sionary body. Out of their poverty they give 
an average of $1.10 each, annually. From even 
the smallest Church a yearly missionary-offer- 
ing is expected as a necessary feature of 
Church life. Yet even in our great Congrega- 
tional and Presbyterian Churches, with all 
their wealth and culture, from one quarter to 
one-third yield not one dollar to the great mis- 
sion treasury. A greater need than thorough 
organization is the thorough sanctification of 
our Church life. The smouldering embers of 
our altars need to be fed with the fuel of abun- 
dant and accurate knowledge of facts, and 
then to become a zeal according to knowledge, 
fanned into glowing coals and consuming fires 
‘by the breath of the spirit of God. Otherwise, 
even where there is the most abundant mis- 
sionary activity we run what Warneck counts 
the chief risk of missions, “That missionary 
enterprise shall glide into routine; missionary 
zeal become so much rhetoric; and participa- 
tion in missionary work degenerate into a mat- 


How to interest our Beople in Alis- 
sions. 


BWige summarize an address recently de- 
livered before a Scottish Synod. Office- 
bearers and people must be deeply interested 
in the “common salvation,” and Christ must 
be precious to them. Among a living, 
earnest, spiritual people, there is always a 
ready response to every appeal for aid to 
advance the glory of the Master. Minis- 
ters must show themselves really and deeply 
interested in Missions. It is utterly vain 
to expect the people to be generally inter- 
ested in such work if there be no glow of gen- 
uine concern in the minister’s heart. “ Like 
priest, like people.” The minister will make 
himself thoroughly acquainted with the work 
of the Church, and explain it to his people as 
no one can do with the pen. He will lead the 
prayers of his people in such a way that 
“ praying and working” will go hand in hand. 
You may as well expect a locomotive on the 
railway to continue its course from day to day 
without fresh supplies of coal and water, as #o 
look for sustained interest in the missions of 
the Church without a continuous supply of in- 
formation. The Record should be in every 
house, and its pages should be studied with 
constant care. The letters of the Missionaries 
should be read and talked over. 

Our people should pray for Missions both at 
family worship and in private. There will be 
prayer in the Church and prayer-meeting ; but 
supplications should also arise from the “ fam- 
ily altar.” We cannot systematically pray for 
objects to which we are indifferent. We can- 
not teach too plainly the truth that giving is a 
grace well pleasing to the Head of the Church. 
Praying and giving—giving and praying! 
Let us be careful to teach and trafn the young 
to take an earnest and intelligent part in the 
work of the church. They are soon to be our 
ministers, teachers, elders and communicants. 
They are to be the church of the future. How 
important then that their sympathies should 
be properly directed ! 

Pray for our ‘missionaries in the New He- 
brides. Pray for our missionaries in Formosa. 
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Pray for our missionaries in Trinidad. Pray 
for our missionaries in India. Pray for our mis- 
sionaries in the North-West Territories. We 
can all dothat, even if we cannot part with any 
money on their behalf. If the prayers are 
from the heart, there need be no fear as to the 
rest! We dare not mock God by asking Him 
to hasten the coming of His Kingdom un- 
less we do something towards that blessed 
consummation. And let it never be forgotten 
that our own country, our own congregations, 
are the base from which we must work out to 
the evangelization of the world. 


WHY I GIVE. 


Ist. I give, because it does me good to do 
so. Iam conscious of the worldliness of my 
nature. But giving helps to soften and break 
down that worldliness, and quickens some- 
what the latent sympathies and emotions of 
my being. And this I know is in the direc- 
tion of a higher tone of this earthly life. 

2nd. I give, because giving is the very 
genius and spirit of the world. The sun gives. 
The cloud gives. The air gives. The flower 
gives. The day gives. The night gives. 
All nature, indeed, is a ministry, ever serving, 
ever giving, and shall I withhold? 

3rd. I give, because I am always receiving. 
God is giving to me every hour of every day 
in a thousand different ways and forms, and 
surely it is a small matter, indeed, that I 
should give back a little again to Him. 

4th. I give, because in so doing I set a use- 
ful example to others. I feel that every 
Christian is bound to be a pattern to others 
around him. Liberality for Christ is a grace 
sadly lacking in the religious community. If, 
by my example, I can help to enlarge it, 1 am 
bound to do so. Therefore I give. 

5th. I give, because giving brings a bless- 
ing. Even in this life it does. so. The liberal 
soul shall be made fat. And in the life to 
come, who can tell the splendour of its 
reward? 

6th. I give, because it is the injunction of 
the Bible. God enjoins it. Christ taught it. 
The apostles commended it. Let two sen- 
tences suffice: “It is more blessed to give 
than to receive ;” “ The Lord loveth a cheer- 
ful giver.” 

Finally, I shall give systematically, because 
it is rational to give ; because it will help to 
secure a more intelligent estimate of the 
claims for which I give; and, because, were 
systematic giving the practice of the Church, 
its financial operations would be vastly more 
easily conducted. 

GIVE and it shall be gzves unto you ; good 
measure, pressed down, and shaken together 
and running over, shall men give into your 
boson. 


THE WIDOWS OF INDIA. 


_ 


There are in India to-day, 80,000 widows 
between the ages of six and sixteen ! Fromthe 
custom of early marriages in India arise the 
worse features of Hindoo widowhood; for many 
a child becomes a widow before she reaches 
the age of seven years. It may be that the 
child has never lived with her husband, and 
yet custom forbids her ever marrying again. 
From the hour of her widowhood her life be- 
comes one of misery. She has no sympathy. 
from her friends, not even from her own fam- 
ily. She is bereft of all her ornaments ; the 
hair is cut off. She is clothed in the common- 
est of apparel, and acts in the capacity of a 
menial for all the household. Her jewels, 
which she valued so much in the days of her 
pride are no longer upon her person. She can 
never wear them again, never wear a nice 
dress, or eat other than a given quantity of 
poor food. She seldom mingles or is allowed 
to mingle in the company of her more fortu- 
nate sisters. Her presence is considered a 
contamination. We cannot depict her misery. 
Her condition is almost hopeless. A childless 
widowhood, herself perhaps a child, drinks to 
its dregs the bitterest cup of a soulless hea- 
thenism, whose only fate is law. 

How different the teaching of Christianity: 
“Ye shall not afflict the widow.” “Let thy 
widows trust in me !” 


WHO DOES NOT GIVE? 


The man who does not give to Foreign Mis- 
sions ‘ because there are heathen at our door,’ 
is the man who never gives to the ‘ heathen at 
our doors.’ The man who says that ‘it takes 
a dollar to carry a cent to the heathen,’ is the 
man who never gives either the dollar or the 
cent. The man who is ready to give for the 
Gospel at home is the man who is ready to 
give for the Gospel abroad; the man who can 
feel for the need of his remote fellow-men is 
the man who can feel for those near at hand. 


JAPAN. 


Fifteen years ago the gates of Japan were 
opened by an American fleet. Five years 
later the American Board sent its first mission- 
ary there. Result: Ten years ago less than 
ten converts in a population of 33,000,000, no 
church, no native ministry, no missionary 
that could preach, placards everywhere de- 
nouncing Christianity. To day there are more 
than 2,500 converts a fine body of native 
preachers, Christian schools, a _ Christian 
literature, including 100,000 copies or parts of 
the New Testament, and 100 missionaries.

Golden Text, Fohn 15: 8. 


Coe Matt, 21: 12-22; Luke19: 45-48. 
After inspecting the temple Jesus retired with 
the twelve to that dear home in Bethany, in which 
he spent all the nights of this memorable week save 
the last. V.12. He was hungry—ch. 1: 35, he 
had probably risen ‘‘a great while before day” and 


passed hours in prayer. V.13. 4 fig tree having 
leaves—The fruit forms on the fig tree before the 
leaf is fully out: the show of leaves therefore justi- 
fied the expectation of finding at least some green 
figs. Vothing but leaves—the very type of a fair 
profession without performance: a picture of boast- 
fui insincerity. The time of figs was not yet—No 
fruit would have been expected but for the display 
of foliage. Of how many ostentatious professors 
may it not be said,—‘‘Nothing but leaves !” V. 14. 
Vo man eat fruit of thee—This saying was rather a 
prophecy thana curse. It did not make the tree 
barren ; it was so already. But the parable, for 
such it was, served to illustrate an important lesson. 
That fig tree represented the Jewish people, and 
all who, like them, make a hollow profession of 
religion, Matt, 23; 5, 14, 23, 27, 28; 2 Tim. 3: 5. 
From the Jews much fruit was to be expected, but 
none was found. The withering of the fig tree was 
typical of God’s dealing with fruitless sinners. Its 
dried-up roots could no longer draw nourishment 
from the ground : the soul hardened in sin becomes 
dead to all good influences, Ephes. 2: 1, and there 
may come a time when God shali say of the impen- 
itent, —** Let himalone,” Hos. 4:17. V. 15. This 
was the second cleansing of the temple, see Jn. 2: 
15, The traffic was carried on by permission of 
the priests, not in the temple itself, but in the outer 
ccurt or’enclosure in which it stood, ostensibly in 
the interests of religion—for the convenience of 
pilgrims coming from a distance who were unpro- 
vided with the victims required for the temple ser- 
vice, and that others might be provided with cur- 
rent coin. Vs. 16,17. But Christ will not have 
any part of these sacred precincts used for mercen- 
ary purposes. Js tt mot written ? Isa. 56: 7; Jer. 
7:11. This plausible pretext answered to the leaves 
on the fig tree. The cleansing of the temple 
answers to that cleansing of the soul which is neces- 
sary before it can become a fit temple for the Holy 
Ghost; 9 Ps.i058 40 j01 (Com 3 3/16. .'V. 10,' 20, 
Morning and Lvening——-What an example of devo- 
tion to His great work, undisturbed by the terrible 
ordeal throug which He was about to pass! V.22. 
HAVE FAITH IN Gop—Here is the secret which 
overcomes every difficulty, however apparently in- 
surmountable. Earnest endeavour, prayer, and 
unwavering faith in a good cause will enable us to 
achieve grand results. Zhis mountain—Mt. of 
Olives. Things which appear as impossible as its 
removal shaW come to pass, Matt. 17; 20; Luke 17: 
6; Mark 9: 23. He shall have whatsoever He satth. 
But always with such limitations as our Lord him- 
self indicated when he prayed that the bitter cup 
might pass from him, Matt. 26: 39. Shorter Cate- 
chism 98. 


MARK XI; 12-23. | AUGUST 13. 
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Hrayer mid Lorgiveness. 
MARK XI : 24-33. 
Golden Text, Mati. 6: 12. 


Seta Matt. 21: 22-27; Luke 20; 1-8. 
The title of the Lesson draws attention to one 
of the conditions which always accompany true and 
acceptable prayer. Vs. 24-26. Zherefore—connects 


these verses with the context, and leads to further 
discourse and additional emphasis on faith as a ne- 
cessary ingredient in our supplications. What things 
soever—so enlarges the scope of prayer as that 
every felt want of the soul may properly find ex- 
pressioninit. Believe that ye recewwe them—in the 
N.V. ‘‘that ye have received them.” However 
difficult to believe this, it is often found to be true. 
Faith is the substance of things hoped for, or 
expected. If aman ask what he cannot expect, he 
does not ask in faith. The promise must not be 
separated from the conditions and limitations here 
and elsewhere expressly stated. 1 Tim. 2: 8. 
Prayer is an offering-up of our desires unto God 
for things agreeable to His will, Sh. Cat., 98. The 
most indulgent parent will not give his child poison 
though in ignorance he may ask for it. Parents 
may err, but He is infinitely wise and compassion- 
ate. For ws to ask the power of working miracles 
would be presumption. Ye shall have them — if 
not the thing asked, something better—what you 
would have desired had you been able to foresee 
the consequences of your request being granted. 
V. 25. Forgiveness of others is a necessary qualifi- 
cation of prevailing prayer. Analogy teaches this. 
The mere fact of our forgiving others is not the 


ground upon which we are to expect forgiveness, 


but to ask God for what we refuse to our fellow- 
men is unreasonable and insulting to God. Vs. 27, 
28. Walking in the Temple—going from one court 
to another, teaching different groups of people. 
Priest, scribes, and elders—representatives of the 
three sections of the Sanhedrim sent officially to 
question Jesus. By what authority—referring more 
immediately to His driving the traders out of the 
Temple; applied to His teaching, it would mean, 
—‘‘Under what Rabbi have you studied? by whom 
were you licensed or ordained to preach?” Vs. 29, 
30. Christ was not a controversialist. He would 
neither acknowledge their right to question Him 
nor stoop to argue with them. With consummate 
wisdom he puts the onus of answering their ques- 
tionupon themselves. What of Fohn’s baptism— 
or teaching ? They had examined Him two years 
before. The answer they got then should satisfy 
them now, Jn. 1: 19-27. Vs. 31, 32. They rea- 
soned—‘‘in a circle.” Finding themselves in a di- 
lemma they tried to cover a dishonorable retreat by 
a falsehood, for all acknowledged John to be a true 
prophet, Matt. 3; 5; 14: 5. Veither tell Tyou—It 
would be a waste of time and words to prolong 
conversation with men wilfully blind and unreason- 
ing. The answer is similar to that which He gave 
them on another occasion, Matt. 12: 38—a stinging 
rebuke of ignorance and want of discernment on the 
part of men who prided themselves on superior in- 
telligence. The Lesson sets forth the duty and 
privilege of habitual, believing prayer, and gives a 
standard by which to test our sincerity.

AUGUST 20, MARK XII; I-12. 


Goléen Text, Psalm 118: 22. 


COMPARE Matt. 21: 33-46; Luke 20; 9-19. 
This parable is specially interesting, because 
it so exactly describes, in a figure, the conduct of 
the Jews and the treatment which Jesus wasso soon 
to receive at their hands. V.1. A certain man— 
representing God. Planted a vineyard—the ima- 
gery, suited to a vine-growing country, answers to 
the description of the Jewish Church given by 
Isaiah, 5: 1-17. A hedge—The Israelites were 
geographically separated from the heathen, and 
**hedged in” as it were by the Law from Sinai. 
The. wine fat—the ‘‘vat” beneath the wine-press 
was placed there in the expectation that the vine- 
yard should yield frwz¢t. But Christ had already 
described the fruitless character of the Pharisees, 
ch. 11: 13. Zhe tower—was for the keeper of the 
vineyard. Husbandmen—represent the ordinary 
spiritual guides of the people. Zhe far country— 
symbolizes the withdrawal of God’s visible pre- 
sence from the Jewish Church after the giving of 
the Law. Vs. 2-5. Ad the season—when fruit was 
expected. A serxvant—a succession of prophets, 
from Isaiah to John the Baptist, raised up from 
time to,time to instruct the people, many of whom 
had been shamefully treated. Beat one—Jer. 37; 
153 38: 6. Stoned another—2 Chron, 24: 21. 
Killed another—ch. 6; 27. Jer. 26: 23. See Matt. 
23: 37, where our Lord reiterates these charges 
with surpassing pathos. V. 6. Oxe Son—Our 
Lord here distinctly claims for himself an office su- 
perior to that of the prophets—Soxshzp in its loftiest 
sense, Heb. 3: 1-6. They will receive Him—those 
words represent God’s rightful expectation; and 
also teach the unimaginable guilt of those who do 
not reverence His Son. V. 7. Zhe heir—Christ is 
heir of all things, Heb. 1; 2; and His people joint- 
heirs with Him, Rom. 8:17. Let us kill Him—see 
Gen. 37: 20. They had before intended to do this, 
Jn. 11: 53. By destroying Him they fancied to 
secure themselves in possession of their positions, 
influence, and emoluments. The natural tendency 
of the heart is to aspire to power—to be masters 
rather than servants. V.8. <Azled Him—showing 
that our Lord had a perfect knowledge of their-de- 
signs upon Fiis life. Ozt of the vineyard—Jesus 
was crucified outside of the city, Jn. 19; 17. V. 9. 
fe will, come, etc. If this answer was given by the 
Pharisees, see Matt. 21; 41, they pronounced their 
own condemnation, as did David to Nathan, 2 
Sam. 12: 5-7. If given by Christ, as Mark and 
Luke agree in saying, then it would seem from the 
exclamation, ‘‘ God forbid,” Luke 20: 16, that the 
Pharisees had discovered the full meaning of the 
parable. V.10. Zhis Scripture—Ps. 118: 22, 23, 
which the Jews always applied to the Messiah. 
The stone rejected—The idea is that of a stone pre- 
pared ina distant quarry for a certain place ina 
building which the builders, ignorant of the archi- 
tect’s design, could find no place for. Christ was 
the foundation upon which His Church was to 
arise, yet the Jews did not recognize Him as such. 
Ephes. 2:20. V.11. This ts the Lord’s ,doing-- 
His ways are not our ways. 
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Hlarisees and Sudducees Silenced, 


AUGUST 27. MARK XII: 13-27- 


Golden Text, 1 Timothy 4: 8. 


OMPARE Matt. 22; 15-33; Luke 20: 20-40. 

V. 1. Christ had already baffled the Phari- 

sees in their attempts to entrap Him. They now 
send some of their disciples (see Matthew) in com- 
pany with certain Herodians to renew the attempt 


by asking questions of a political nature. The 
Pharisees and Herodians were the two great anta- 
gonistic parties in Judea, the former advocating the 
supremacy of Jews in Church and State, the latter 
favouring the Roman government, of whom Herod 
was the representative. But they were united in 
their hatred of Christ. V. 14. To conceal their 
stratagem, they submit. to Him a question of con- 
science, and begin with flattery. Master, etc.--- 
complimenting Him in being a ‘‘true” man—one 
who will fearlessly say what He thinks, regardless 
of consequences. Js z¢ lawful ?---Should Christ an- 
swer yes, he would increase the hatred of the Jew- 
ish party ; if He said no, as they evidently wished 
Him to say, it would transfer the odium of Hisac- 
cusation and arrest tothe civil authorities, and make 
it possible to have Him put todeath. 7Z7tbuce to 
Ce@sar---the reigning Caesar was Tiberius, by whom 
tribute, or polltax, was demanded of. every Jew 
This was obnoxious to the people, because of its 
inquisitorial nature, and also because they regarded 
it as a badge of national degradation. Vs. 15, 16, 
Knowing their hypocrisy---He who knows all hearts 
saw through these dissemblers at a glance. Bring 
mea penny---The Roman denarius---a small silver 
coin worth about 15 cents. It was stamped with 
the likeness of the Roman Emperor, and a sufer- 
scription declaring his sovereignty. Render unto 
Cesar---If this be Czsar’s coin, then Cesar hasa 
right to it, in the payment of tribute; in a larger 
sense, the principle is inculcated,---render to all 
duly constituted authorities the respect and obe- 
dience which their position entitles them to receive. 
Unio God---The subjects of His new Kingdom were 
not to oppose lawful authority, but to combine duty 
to it with duty to God. Rom. 13; 1-7; 1 Pet. 2: 
13, 17. V. 17. They marvelled---at the discretion 
of His answer. Vs. 18-23. Sadducees---a small 
Jewish sect, rich and dignified, who accepted the 
teaching of Moses, but rejected the other books of 
the O. T., and the doctrine of the immortality of 
the soul—materialists, who thought to dispose of 
Christ’s claims by ridicule. They suppose an ex- 
treme case, assuming that Christ had the same un- 
worthy idea of the future state as the Pharisees, who 
believed that it would be just a restoration of the 
present order of things. But here their reasoning 
fails. Vs. 24,25. edo err---They did not under- 
stand even that portion of Scripture which they ac- 
cepted, and like many others since their dav, they 
underestimated the power of God. Acts 26:8;1 
Corin. 6; 14. Vs. 26, 27. Zhe book of Moses---The 
Pentateuch---or five books, were originally one. 
Without further testimony, even that book, if they 
would read it properly, should convince them of the 
reality of the future state. Those who deny the 


‘resurrection err preatly, 1 Corin. 15: 13-19, 
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Our Own Charch.

EV. DR. COCHRANE left Brantford 
YX. the middle of last month on his im-

IT IS a somewhat startling statement that 
no fewer than e¢ghfeen ministers of our Church 
applied to the General Assembly this year for 
leave to retire from the active duties of the 
ministry. The three who have been the 
longes‘ in the service of the Church, are Dr. 
Sedgwick of Musquodoboit, Dr. Jenkins of 
M-ntreal, and Dr. Mann of Pakenham, who 
rank, respectively, forty-six, forty-five, and 
forty-two years, counting from the date of their 
ordination. The average pastorate of the 
others has been upwards of thirty years. It 
is to be hoped that the several congregations 
have done generously by their pastors in their 
declining years. It is not easy to see how 
ministers, whose incomes in most cases are 
barely sufficient for a decent “living,” can by 
any possibility make suitable provision for the 
time when old age and infirmity compel them 
to relinquish their professional emoluments, 
much less to provide for their families after 
them. Itis not creditable to the Church to 
hear that the maximum annuity trom the 
Aged and Infirm Ministers Fund is only the 
paltry sum of $220, and that the average 
annuity paid to the widows of our ministers is 
little more than $150. The Church ought to 
be ashamed of its parsimony in this regard. 
We do a cruel injustice to a class who deserve 
better treatment at our hands. The annual 
collection for those funds falls to be taken up 
during the present month. We hope it will 
be a liberal one, and that those congregations 
who have a more excellent way of contribut- 
ing for the Schemes of the Church will, in 
making their appropriations, comstder what is 
due tolong years of faithful service, and to 
the claims of the widow and orphan, in too 
many cases left to struggle with hardships and 
privations to which we ourselves, if we had 
the choosing, would not be very willing to 
submit. 


VACANCIES.—THE REv. D. M. GORDON 
enters upon his duties as pastor of Knox 
Church, Winnipeg, in the beginning of this 
month. While cangratulating the Mani- 
tobans, we must express deep regret on the 
consequent loss sustained by the Presbytery 
of Ottawa, and especially by the congregation 
of St. Andrew’s Church, Ottawa, thus deprived 
of a pastor universally respected and beloved 
and who was pre-eminently qualified to occupy 
the important position which he has so well 
filled for the last fourteen years. By the re- 
signation of the Rev. William Mitchell, St. 
Andrew’s Church, St. John, N. B. is added to 
the list of vacancies. Two of the other Pres- 
byterian Churches in that city are also vacant 
—St. David’s and St. John’s. To the great 
regret of his co-presbyters, the Rev. Thomas 
Duncan, of St. Andrew’s Church, Halifax, has 
accepted a call from a congregation in Edin- 
cael Scotland, and so that beautiful little 
church is vacant. There is no word of a suc- 
cessor yet to take the place of Rev. Dr. 
Jenkins, who retired from the pastorate of St. 
Paul's Church, Montreal, well nigh a year ago ; 
and St. Joseph Street Church must now be 
added to the list, since its accomplished minis- 
ter, Mr. Scrimger, has been appointed to a 
Professor’s chair in the Presbyterian College, 
Montreal. 

PERSONAL.—The Rev. George Burnfield, 
B. D., of Brockville has returned from a 
lengthened tour in the East, and his congre- 
gation and townsmen are sharing the benefit 
of it in descriptive lectures of absorbing in- 
terest,on Egypt and the Holy Land. Dr. 
Jenkins is expected in Montreal about the 
beginning of next month. He spent the most 
of last winter in Italy. Rev. A. B. MacKay 
of Crescent street, Rev. James Fleck of Knox 
Church, and Professor Scrimger, all of 
Montreal, are spending their holidays in 
Britain; also Dr. James of Hamilton. 
Principal MacVicar and Professor Maclaren 
are due in Manitoba and the North-West 
about this time. 


THE MONTREAL WOMAN’S MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY OF THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 
IN CANADA.—This is the name of the 
youngest regiment in this branch of the ser- 
vice. Though not yet fully organized, its 
membership is enthusiastic and hopeful. It 
aims at creating an active and vigorous 
Association having for its object the promo- 
tion of Home, Foreign, and French Mission 
work. It has assumed the work formerly 
undertaken by the Ladies French Evangeliza- 
tion Society, and has engaged the services of 
Mr. Lockert as colporteur and evangelist 
who, assisted by his wife, has already done a 
great deal of good in the visitation of families. 
and by the distribution of religious literature. 
A public meeting of the Society was held on 
the 26th of June to receive Miss Rodgers of 
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Indore. who gave a very interesting account 
of her own work in India, and of the progress 
of mission-work generally in that country. It 
is hoped that when the ladies return from their 
summer resorts they will enter upon their 
work with a zeal worthy the city of Montreal, 
and of the great cause which they have es- 
poused.

Obituary. 


EV.ANDREW KENNEDY, of London, Ont., 

SX recently passed away at the patriarchal 
age of 93. He was a native of Lead Hills, 
Lanarkshire, Scotland ; and was educated for 
the ministry of the Associate Presbyterian 
Synod of Scotland. His first charge was that 
of Keith, in Banffshire, where he labored with 
much success for twenty years. In 1840 he 
came to Canada and took charge of a congre- 
gation at Lachute, near Montreal, for seven 
years. In1847 he removed to London where 
he was employed as agent of the Presbyterian 
Board of Publication of Philadelphia. During 
his residence in London he was an active co- 
worker with Dr. Proudfoot, of whose congre- 
gation he was a member, and also rendered 
valuable assistance to the other ministers of 
the city. 
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WILLIAM INNES GUNN, an elder of East 
River, St. Mary’s, Nova Scotia, died on the 
11th June. He filled the office ofthe elder- 
ship with faithfulness for about sixteen years. 
His last illness continued over two years, and 
he bore extreme and long-continued suffering 
with exemplary patience, meekness and sub- 
mission to the will of God. 

Mr. JOHN BAIRD, a member of the Kirk- 
session of Amos and Orchardville and 
Middle Normanby, died suddenly at Mount 
Forest on the 27th of May in the 6Ist year of 
his age. 

Mr. DONALD SPENCE, an elder in St. 
Andrew’s Church, Fenelon, has also passed 
away in the 78th year of hisage. He was a 
native of Islay, Scotland. 


Geclesinsticnl ews. 


FR. JOHN MACLEOD, of Morven, died 
AS on the 30th of May, in the 82nd year of 
his age. He was one of the oldest and, by 
general consent, one of the most venerated 
ministers in the Established Church. The 
“High Priest of Morven,” as he used to be 
good naturedly called, on account of his com- 
manding stature, was at the time of his death 
the patriarchal head of the Macleod family 
‘which for generations past has occupied a 
distinguished position in the Church. He 
was born in the manse of Morven, or, as it 
used to be called, “the house of Funary,”— 
the home of the Macleods for a hundred years, 
and succeeded his father as minister of the 
parish in 1824. His brother became-minister 
of St. Columba Church, Glasgow, and was the 
father of the late Dr. Norman Macleod, of the 
Barony, and of Dr. Donald Macleod, now of 
Park Church, Glasgow. He has himself left 
two sons in the Church, John and Norman ; 
the former is the minister of Govan, and the 
latter of St. Stephen’s Church, Edinburgh— 
both are men of mark and influence. Dr. 
Macleod was, almost of necessity, a conserva- 
tive, and although allied with what was called 
the Moderate party, was a man of a thor- 
oughly evangelical type. In 1845, accompa- 
nied by his nephew, the late Dr. Norman, and 
the late Dr. Simpson, of Kirknewton, he visited 
Canada, and the writer well remembers his 
courtly address, affectionate manner, and his 
convincing eloquence. Wherever he went at 
that time, he left behind him an impression 
that could not be easily effaced. 


‘* He had an extensive knowledge of Gaelic pce- 
try, and himself wrote several Gaelic songs, which 
are still familiar, especially to the boatmen of the 
West—a class by-the-by whose skill he rivalled in 
navigating the Hebridean friths. In conversation, 
Dr. Macleod displayed a quick and ready power of 
repartee. Itis told of him that, meeting a well- 
known Free Church minister, he remarked, in his 
usua! pleasant way, ‘‘I hear, Mr. M., you are about 


to join the Church of Scotland.” God forbid,” said 
the zealous Free Churchman. ‘‘Well, sir,” rejoined 
the Doctor, ‘‘ that was what I said myself when I 
heard of it.” When he was presented to the parish 
of Lochbroom, feeling was running very high in 
that quarter on ecclesiastical matters, and an old 
woman whom he met said, ‘‘I am told, Dr. Mac- 
leod, that there’s a law passed that we need not take 
any minister unless we like him.” ‘‘ Yes,” said the 
Doctor, ‘‘but there’s also a law passed that no min- 
ister need come to you unless he likes either.” Of 
Dr. Macleod’s career as a minister not a few of the 
incidents have been recorded in the popular ‘‘ Re- 
miniscences of a Highland Parish.” Although his 
manner of addressing the Highlanders differed from 
that of many Gaelic preachers in being singularly 
calm and apparently unimpassioned, he nevertheless 
exercised a wonderful command over the feelings of 
his audience ; and the spectacle ofan open-air com- 
munion in Mull, with the tall, white-haired figure 
towering over the assemblage, and moving them by 
his words as the trees are stirred by the wind, was 
one which, once seen, could not readily be forgot- 
ten. 


For a month or two after the rising of the 
transatlantic Assemblies and Synods, a lull 
usually ensues long enough for the echoes of 
the debates to die away. Those who have 
taken the most active part in them, so soon as 
they are over, generally take the wings of the 
morning and seek rest and recuperation in 
some of those inviting summer retreats that 
are within reach of all. Many of the South- 
ern ministers repair to the Highlands, some to 
go the round of the communions in the north, 
others to settle down quietly for a time, taking 
the duty of the parish minister. All of them 
make a point to ascertain the minds of the 
people in regard to the great questions that 
may have been discussed in the Supreme 
Courts. The leaders of the Free Church will be 
specially anxious to feel the pulse of the north- 
ern congregations on the subject of “ disestab- 
lishment” just now. For although Principal 
Rainy’s “out and out” motion was carried by 
a large majority in the General Assembly, Dr. 
Begg and Prof. Smeaton, backed by Dr. Ken- 
nedy, of Dingwall, and others, are said to be 
promoting a petition asking Parliament to re- 
ject every proposal for disestablishment, and 
to give effect to the claim set forth by the Es- 
tablished Church in 1842, and by the Free 
Church in 1843, and thereby pave the way for 
a satisfactory reunion of the Presbyterians of 
Scotland. On the other hand, the Established 
Church is marshalling its forces for the com- 
ing conflict. Their committee appointed to 
watch over the course of events are alive to 
the gravity of the situation, and have asked 
the Premier in the event of his receiving a de- 
putation from the Free Church on the subject 
of Church and State in Scotland, to grant a 
similar interview to a deputation from the 
Church of Scotland. In the meantimea com- 
prehensive statement has been published and 
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widely circulated, setting forth the numerical 
strength and the effective working force of the 
Church, from which we make the following 
brief extracts :— 

‘* At the time of the Secession of 1843, the num- 
ber of ministers in charges in the Church was 1203. 
Of these, 451 seceded. The number of parish min- 
isters who seceded was 289; the remaining 162 be- 
ing ministers of chapels of ease, or unendowed 
churches, who had been declared by the Court of 
Session to possess no right to seats in the Church 
Courts. The number of ministers who did not'se- 
cede in 1843 was 752, of whom 635 were parish 
ministers, and 117 ministers of chapels of ease.” 

‘* By the Act of Parliament of 1874, abolishing 
Church Patronage, and giving to congregations the 
right to elect their ministers, the Church was 
brought back to the position it occupied at the Re- 
vohition Settlement in 1690, which had been in- 
fringed by the Act of Queen Anne. The Abolition 
of Patronage has in no way weakened the connec- 
tion between the Church of Scotland and the State. 
It has done no injustice to Dissenters ; it removed 
what was in their estimation a grievance, against 
which, so long as they continued members of the 
Church they protested.” 

‘* Since 1845 the members and friends of the 
Church, by their freewill offerings, have erected and 
endowed 312 new Parishes, each having an endow- 
ment of at least £120 per annum, besides in many 
casesa Manse. The value of these fabrics and en- 
dowments exceeds £2,000,000. 

‘‘The number of endowed Parishes is now 1276, 
of non-parochial Churches, 156, and of Preaching 
and Mission Stations, 120. The number of com- 
municants in 1878 was found to be 515,000---an 
increase in five years of 55,000. Since 1845, 312 
new Parishes have been created at an expense of 
$10,000,000, The receipts for Home Missions in 
1880 were, $77,900 ; for Foreign Missions, $98,145; 
for Jewish Missions, $25,120; and the total for 
Congregational, Charitable, and Missionary Pur- 
poses, about $1,599,235. 

IRELAND.—The General Assembly held 
its annual meeting in Belfast in the beginning 
of June. Dr. W. F. Stevenson, the retiring 
moderator, preached an admirable sermon on 
the subject of Missions, of which he himself 
is now the foremost advocate in Britain. The 
Rev. T. Y. Killen, of Belfast, was elected mo- 
derator for the current year. The subject of 
instrumental music was again discussed at 
great length and with intense keenness. The 
Rev. H. B. Wilson, of Cookstown, spoke ably 
for two hours in support of the overtures, ask- 
ing that liberty be accorded to congregations 
in this behalf. But the amendment, supported 
by Messrs. Petticrew and J. M. Rodgers, both 
of Derry, against the “innovation,” carried 
the day. At the close of an exciting debate 
the vote stood: for the amendment, 360; con- 
trary, 345. The majority, narrowed down to 
fifteen, after years of agitation, can scarcely be 
called a victory: it is rathera sign and pre- 
sage that the tide is about to turn, and that the 
time is soon coming when the superabundance 
of oratory bestowed on this vexata guestio 


may be more profitably employed in other 
channels. It is nota little singular that the 
elders voted two to one for the amendment. 
Of the ministers, 247 voted for liberty, and 161 
for the amendment. The report on Colonial 
missions, given in by Dr, Wilson, of Limerick, 
was of a very hopeful and satisfactory kind. 
“Owing to the necessities and the noble mis- 
sion work of the Canadian Church, the Board. 
increased by a small amount its grants to the: 
Presbyterian Church in Canada.” Besides: 
giving $500 to Manitoba College, they had: 
divided $2,250 betwixt the Home missions and! 
the work of French evangelization in Canada.. 
But far beyond the intrinsic value of their 
grants of money, were the hearty expressions. 
of sympathy with our missionary work in the 
great North-West. The Home and Foreign 
mission work of the Irish Church was fully 
discussed, and abundant evidence given that. 
both are being prosecuted vigorously. The: 
moderator submitted the report on the Susten- 
tation Fund in a speech of great weight and- 
force. Rev. James Cargin, of Derry, made an. 
admirable speech on Systematic Beneficence. 
A deputation from the Free Church, consisting. 
of ex-Moderator Dr. Laughton, Revd. David 
Guthrie, and Bailie Dickson, were well re- 
ceived. The addresses of Messrs. Brown and. 
Swanson, missionaries from India and China,. 
respectively, added greatly to the interest of. 
the meeting. Emigration is telling upon the. 
membership of the Church. Since 1874, there 
has been a decrease of some seven or eight. 
thousand members. But, on the other hand, 
there has been a considerable increase in the 
funds of the Church, and in the stipends of. 
the ministers. The Commutation Fund, which. 
grew out of the surrender of the Regzum Do- 
num at the time of the disestablishment, 
amounts now to nearly $3,000,000. There are 
twenty ministers in this Church who have. 
been over fifty years in the ministry. The. 
oldest is the Revd. S. McCurdy, of Stewarts- 
town, who was ordained in 1817. It is pro- 
posed to build a handsome Assembly Hall in 
Belfast, and Dr. Knox is sanguine that it will 
be completed in time to receive within its 
walls the next General Presbyterian Council, 
which is appointed to meet in Belfast in June: 
1884. 

WE NOTICE some important changes in: 
the personnel of the Committees of the Scotch. 
Churches. Dr. Archibald Scott, of St. George’s,. 
Edinburgh, has been appointed Convener of: 
the Foreign Mission Committee of the Estab-: 
lished Church vice Dr. Herdman, resigned. 
Colonel A. G. Young succeeds the late Dr. 
Main in the Convenership of the similar Com- 
mittee of the Free Church ; and the Rev. 7. 
C. Burns, of Kirkliston, takes the Convener- 
ship of the Colonial Committee of the Free 
Church in the room of Rev, Robert G. Bai- 
four, resigned. 
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UNITED STATES.—The N. York Zzmes 
makes the following announcement :—“ The 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyte- 
rian Church has recently made its appropria- 
tion for the year 1882 and up to the Ist of 
May, 1883, for the support of its work. It 
amounts to the large sum of $640,000. An 
examination of the last annual report of the 
Board, the forty-fifth, shows some interesting 
facts. The receipts by the Board, of gifts from 
living members of the Presbyterian Church 
and legacies, amount to the sum of $10,497,- 

430 since the year 1833, when its operations 
commenced, and this entire sum has been ex- 
pended in missionary operations. The tabu- 
lated statement of these receipts shows the 
constant annual increase of these gifts. In the 
year 1834 the receipts were $16,296. In the 
year 1864 they amounted to $188,335. For 
the year ending May 1, 1882, they amounted 
to $592,289. The amount appropriated by the 
Board for the coming year is the largest yet 
made, and as the expenditures are incurred in 
advance of the receipts, it shows how system- 
-atic the principle of voluntary giving to this 
cause, which is dear to that Church, has be- 
come, and with what reasonable assurance the 
Managers may regulate their operations on 
anticipated gifts. The missionaries are out in 
their respective fields of work and must be 
sustained. A failure of gifts would put an end 
to the work and necessitate their recall. The 
Board is sending out about thirty new mis- 
sionaries, which increases the estimates very 
much, but will add, of course, to the effective- 
ness of the missions.” 

EGYPT.—The Philadelphia Presbyterian 
thus refers to the crisis in Egypt and its effect 
on missionaries and their work:—“In the 
month of March last, Dr. Lansing, one of the 
good men who have made the United Presby- 
terian mission in Egypt a power for Christ in 
that land of old historic associations, wrote 
with much animation and courage of the an- 
nual meeting of the Egyptian Presbytery, and 
of the cheering reports which reached the 
Presbytery from all parts of the land, ending 
his report with the words that “the prospect 
is that the current year will be yet more pros- 
perous than the past.” Three months of the 
year are gone, and the members of that pros- 
perous Mission have been forced to flee from 
a murderous mob, and to find protection under 
the flag of their country ftying at the masthead 
of one of its naval vessels. The latest advices 
are, that the missionaries have entirely left 
Egypt for some European port, there to await 
the developments of the future, and to learn 
the will of God concerning themselves and 
theix work. The slaughter of Europeans in 
Alexandria, in which it 1s now said that nearly 
four hundred persons were foully murdered, 
was ostensibly directed against the nationality 
of the poor victims, and doubtless race-hatred 
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burned intensely in the hearts of the assassins, 
but it added to the fierceness of the assault 
that the murdered ones were “infidel dogs,” 
who could be slain without mercy by the fol- 
lowers of the true prophet of God. Mean- 
while the Christian people of this and 
other lands must be profoundly interested in 
the question whether the disturbances and 
changes which are occurring, or seem to be 
impending, will tend to the advancement of 
the Kingdom of Christ, or hinder for a time 
its progress. And in particular the Presbyte- 
rian Church has a special interest in all the 
movements in these old lands, because some 
of its most important Missions have been es- 
tablished within the realm of the Sultan.” 


POWER OF THE GOSPEL. 


When Miss Martineau visited this country, 
she was introduced to Mr. Clay, and during 
the conversation she is reported as sneering at 
practical religion. To which Mr. Clay replied: 

—“Miss Martineau, I do not know practically 
about what the churehes call religion. I wish 
I did. But I do know of its effects. In the 
neighborhood of my home were two very esti- 
mable families who in years past fell into what 
is known as a ‘ Kentucky feud,’ which means 
that as often as any of the embittered parties 
met at a fair or public meeting there was a 
probability that the fray would begin, and it 
was as likely to kill the innocent as those in 
the strife. ‘The neighbours did every thing in 
their power for reconciliation. I did all inmy 
power with the rest; but all was vain. The 
killing went on until one of the denominations 
known here as the Baptists held what they 
call a ‘basket meeting,’ and had what they 
call a ‘revival,’ and these belligerent families 
were converted, as they say, and they have 
lived on the best of terms ever since, a bless- 
ing to the whole community. I tell you, Miss 
Martineau, that whatever will change a Ken- 
tucky feud into loving fellowship so soon and 
effectively is of God. No power short of His 
could do it.”

THE MACALL MISSION. 

ie is now more than ten years since Mr. 

Macall opened a mission hall in Paris, in 
the very midst of the artisan district and began 
preaching the Gospel. Now, in Paris and 
its environs, he has ¢#zrty-two mission halls 
where the Gospel is regularly preached, of 
which sevex were added during last year. 
Scattered throughout France he has establish- 
edin all during the first ten years of his work, 
about sixty preaching stations, or on an 
average, six annually. The following was re- 
ceived a few days since from the Rev. G. T. 
Dodds, the efficient and laborious co-adjutor 
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of Mr. Macall, in a private letter from Paris, 
and speaks for itself :—‘ We are having many 
tokens of blessing just now. I never saw 
larger meetings, at St. Honori and Rivoli halls 
especially. But that is not all; the impres- 
sion is visible to the eye. The people are so 
serious, and to my great delight they remain 
willingly behind, sometimes as many as forty, 
jijty, and even seventy for a prayer meeting, 
which is rapidly assuming the character of an 
“inquiry meeting.” We have many tokens of 
the spirit’s presence. I am sure you pray for 
usand for the people. Perhaps we are nearer 
the outpouring of the spiritin this city and 
country than we imagine. I long for it, and 
our longing is surely a sign that it is coming.” 

Good news comes from Pastor Hirsch. At 
Pouilly he gave an evangelistic address to 
some three hundred in a dancing hall, some of 
whom were women, and most of them Roman 
Catholics. These heard the word with glad- 
ness. He also spoke at La Charite, in a 
theatre to five hundred people, and made an 
excellent impression. This town was one of 
the many watered by the blood of the Hugue- 
nots long ago. At Chef-Boutonne a preaching 
station has been established, and the Gospel 
proclaimed again after a period of one hun- 
dred and ninety-two years, during which time 
Romanism prevailed. 

At Coursan, a town of 3,000, our old friend 
Pastor Ouriere has formed a small church, of 
which thirty-two had renounced Romanism 
within the past two years. How white are 
the fields, and numerous the doors of use- 
fulness open, which cannot be improved for 
lack of means ! 

Pastor Vernier spoke recently to jive hun- 
dred persons, men, women and children, in a 
large hall at Cours, a town in the Rhone 
Department, most of whom stood for 7wo hours 
until he had done. At Thizy about one hun- 
dred men, including the Mayor of the town, 
heard him, the latter publicly thanking him at 
the close of his address ; asking him to return 
with the assurance that the women would also 
attend. This isa part almost entirely Catho- 
lic. At Houflem, Pastor Lepoids held three 
meetings, the hall being filled on each occa- 
sion. Here some conversions are reported, 
and some poor drunkards reclaimed. At 
Champieux, Pastor Galland was called upon to 
conduct the funeral ceremonies ofa well-known 
and highly respected man, a Romanist by 
birth, it being his own request before he died. 
This gave him the privilege of preaching the 
Gospel to some four or five hundred people, 
who had never heard it before, and who listen- 
ed with respectful attention and eagerly ac- 
cepted tracts. In the Calvi district the evan- 
gelist found that some books sold a few days 
_ previously had been burned—the old story, 
but a very good sign of the work the Gospel is 
doing. M. Reveillaud with a friend has gone 


to Algeria for a six weeks tour of evangeliza- 
tion, whither some of the Vaudois French. 
Protestants have recently emigrated. The 
work of evangelization goes forward despite: 
obstacles, which are neither few nor small. 
The MJacall Mission is adding to the number: 
of its preaching stations in different parts of 
France. The indomitable director of this: 
work has his Gospel halls established in the 
most crowded parts of Paris, to the number of 
twenty-five or thereabouts, and it seems he is 
aiming to plant similar stations all over 
France. He needs thus to besiege the great 
stronghold of Romanism and _ indifference, 
from a multitude of vantage points, so that. 
their fall shall be rendered more certain and: 
speedy. Recently he and Mr. Dodds were: 
over in London, to impress upon the Chris-. 
tian people of that city the great need of' 
France, and to solicit funds for enlarging their: 
work. The evangelical societies of France: 
have agents here and there addressing meet- 
ings on the great subject of the Gospel. These 
are in general well received, eagerly listened 
to, having among their auditors, often, the 
leading officials of the municipality, who 
welcome them publicly to their town or vil- 
lage. There seems a growing disposition on: 
the part of Roman Gatholics to hear, which is 
frequently followed up by a renunciation of’ 
Romanism and an embracing of Protestantism. 
Buxy is a village wholly Roman Catholic, in 
the west. The regular gospel meetings there 
are attended by from ezghty to one huudred’ 
people. ST. GENGOUX isless hopeful, but num- 
bers a few devout people, who assemble for: 
religious instruction. At Carberon M. Fancy- 
had some ¢hree to four hundred hearers. The: 
priest announced that he would answer Pastor 
Fancy the next Sabbath. He did so, but the 
people were so incensed by his address, that 
they became much more favorably disposed to: 
the pastor. M. Paul Bouchard held a second 
meeting there with great success, and the 
people ask for continued preaching. Fre- 
quently the priests assist to make the pastor’s 
meeting successful, by forbidding his people 
to attend. They thus come to know where 
the meeting is and go. Thus the dawn of the: 
gospel day is slowly brightening and broaden- 
ing. Cig bat

EXTRACTS FROM REPORTS PRESENTED TO 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Eastern Section. 
y [ORE Preachers wanted. The Church: 
Aye unquestionably wants more. The Great: 
Lord is surely calling on us to furnish more.. 
Our supply of preachers is manifestly inade-- 
quate. We have in the Maritime Provinces» 
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four or five coming to our help annually, but 
we need eight or ten. Last winter we had not 
a man to send to carry the Gospel to the Lum- 
bermen of New Brunswick, cut off from all 
public religious ordinances, nor are we now in 
a position to occupy, except for the summer, 
the four posts indicated hy the St. John Pres- 
Sytery as in jeopardy. And with more men 
further supplies are required. if the men 
should be provided,their location would involve 
the outlay of another thousand per annum. 
And how is this to be accomplished? If min- 
isters will bring the needs of the Church fully 
before their people, awakening an intelligent 
interest in all her schemes, and will make ar- 
rangements for frequent and systematic con- 
tributions, the object will be gained, but not 
otherwise, for vague appeals will meet with 
feeble and fitful responses. 

FINANCES.—The Committee began the year 
with a debt of $623.53, and they close it with 
a balance on hand. A few years ago, large 
aid came from the Established and Free 
Churches of Scotland, now that aid is given 
for the benefit of Manitoba and the North- 
West. Whatever has come into our treasury 
has been from the spontaneous efforts of our 
people. The grant kindly sent from Ireland 
was applied as formerly to help weak congre- 
gations, and went to aid the fund of another 
Committee. 

Last year’s report closed with these words, 
“While thankful to the Parent Churches, for 
much kindness and great liberality, hencefor- 
ward we must look entirely to our own peo- 
ple ; combining a proper self-reliance, with 
full trust in the presence and resources of Him 
who is able to make all grace to abound to- 
wards us,that we always having a// sufficiencyin 
all things may be able to abound to every good 
work.” We repeat the words with emphasis. 
Our people are both able and willing to carry 
on their own missions, and are showing that 
they will do so. One hundred and sixty-four 
congregations have come forward to maintain 
eur funds, and our independence; and the 
Committee would express cordial thanks for 
the liberality of many. Had all responded, 
another object earnestly desired by the Com- 
mittee, the sending of some five hundred ora 
thousand dollars to help the missions in the 
North-West, might have been reached. Indi- 
rectly, indeed, something has been done. Two 
hundred and fifty doflars have been remitted 
‘to Manitoba College, provision,has been made 
30 that gifts hitherto received from Scotland, 
‘have been transferred to the newer country, 
and active supporters from nearly every con- 
gregation in the Maritime Provinces, some of 
whom are trained givers, have gone West and 
will strengthen Church and Mission Stations 
there. The Committee would gladly have sent 
more ; because they believe in dispersing 
abroad, in working for, and giving to, the 


Lord’s cause, beyond our own limited sphere; 
and more especially because they recognize 
the obligation of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, regardless of lines and landmarks, to 
follow our people over the continent, and to 
extend the Church of Christ, from shore to 
shore. May this or some other Committee, : 
ere long, be able to report that every Congre- 
gation in the Maritime Provinces has sent up 
its contribution to the Home Mission Work of 
the Church. 


Western Section. 


“‘In the endeavour to develop the liberality 
of our people, towards their ministers and 
missionaries, the Committee have been cor- 
dially supported by the several Presbyteries of 
the Church. The reduced grants for the pre- 
sent year in Manitoba and the North-West, 
indicate a willingness on the part of the set: 
tlers in that distant province, to give for the 
support of gospel ordinances, in proportion to 
their material prosperity. But while the Com- 
mittee are thus speedily reducing the grants 
given, to what may now be called the older 
statrons,—new fields are so rapidly occupied 
with the rush of population now going on, that 
without a much larger revenue, they cannot 
possibly keep pace with the demands made 
upon them. Nor is it to be forgotten, that the 
ability to give for mission work, has been ma- 
terially diminished by Presbyterian emigration 
to the North-West, which is still going on. 
There is thus greater necessity, that those who 
have the means, should give more liberally 
than they have ever yet done that our cause 
may not suffer at this most important and crit- 
ical stage of Missionary enterprise in those 
more distant and hopeful fields committed to 
our care. The memorable words of the late 
John Angell James, addressed twenty-five 
years ago to the American Churches, are now 
specially appropriate to the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada; “ Your policy must bea 
home policy. You must cultivate the waste 
places of your homestead. On your lands 
hang, in a great measure, the future interests 
of the globe. Hence the unspeakable import- 
ance of your churches concentrating, in a great 
measure, their religious efforts upon your 
country.” 

In closing their report, the Committee ear- 
nestly press upon ministers and office-bearers, 
a due recognition of the vast extent of our 
great Home Mission field. In proportion as 
its clamant necessities are intelligently pre- 
sented to our congregations, will be the liberal 
response of the membership. The germ of 
Home Mission work is to be found, in our 
Lord’s words addressed to his disciples: “That 
repentance should be preached in His name 
among all nations, beginning at Jerusalem.” 
And just in proportion as this department is 
energetically prosecuted, wiil all the other 
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schemes prosper. Our country, especially in 
the North-West, is growing under the pres- 
sure of a stimulus that is unprecedented. Its 
progress is “like the forced marches of ar- 
mies.” <A fixed character for all time, is now 
being given to the nation. The question be- 
fore us is, “shall the Church convert the land, 
or shall the powers of evil outstrip it, in the 
struggle for supremacy?” As has been well 
said: “Ours are the promises, promises great 
and sure, because the emergency is great. We 
cannot afford to wait—the plans of God will 
not wait. We are shut up to a perilous alter- 
native. Immeasurable opportunities surround 
and overshadow us. That which is to be done 
here, must be done soon. If this continent is 
to be saved to Christ, and if the immeasura- 
ble power of its resources and its prestige is 
to be insured to the cause of the world’s con- 
version, the critical bulk of the work must be 
done now. The decisive blows of conquest 
must be struck now. For reasons of exigency, 
equally imperative with those which crowded 
Jerusalem upon the attention of the apostolic 
pioneers, this country stands on the roll of 
evangelical enterprise to-day. “‘ Now or never” 
must therefore be the motto of success in Ca- 
nadian Home Missions.” 

It must rejoice this General Assembly to 
know that a spirit of missionary enthusiasm 
pervades all our Theological Institutions, and 
that numbers are offering for neglected Mis- 
sion fields. Instead of seeking more lucrative 
and prominent positions in the older provinces, 
they are ready to go wherever the Church 
would have them labour. Surely such a spirit 
of consecration demands of the Church, in- 
creasing prayer and greater liberality, that 
they may be not only eminently successful, but 
also adequately supported in their arduous la- 
bours.” 

The number of distinct Mission fields under 
the care of the Western Committee last year 
was I4I, in which were 422 preaching stations. 
The average Sabbath attendance at these sta- 
tions was 14,069; the number of communi- 
cants connected with them being 6,087. The 
amount contributed by the stations for the sup- 
port of ordinances during the year was $25,- 
132; the amount received by them from the 
Home Mission Board, $24,927. 

The number of Supplemented congregations 
in the Western Section is 82. Connected with 
these are 3,487 families, 5,978 communicants. 
The average attendance upon Sabbath ordin- 
ances is 12,902. Theamount of Stipend con- 
tributed by these congregations during the 
year was $34,611; the total Supplement given 
by the Home Mission committee during the 
year was $10,073. ‘The total number of Mis- 
sionaries employed under the direction of the 
Committee last year was 161, as follows :---49 
ministers and licentiates; 53 Theological stu- 


dents; 47 student catechists, and 12 lay cate- 


chists. Unless it be in the neighbouring 
states, no other Church in the world has so 
extensive and interesting a Home Mission field 
as that which has been given to the Presbyte- 
rian Church in Canada. It is worthy of our 
most strenuous efforts and the fullest exercise 
of our liberality. If we be found faithful to 
our duty now, future generations will rise up 
and call us blessed. 


Church Building Lund. 


SAY ILS this subject was before the As- 
y sembly, the Rev. L. G. MacNeill, of 
St. John’s, Newfoundland, read a letter from a 
member of his congregation, enclosing $100 to 
be devoted for the purposes of a Church 
Building Fund for the church in general, pro- 
vided such a scheme should be sanctioned by 
the General Assembly ; otherwise, to be 
given to the fund which has been inaugurated 
in the North-West. As the latter is the only 
one before the Church at present, the hand- 
some donation goes to swell the considerable 
amount already received by the Rev. James 
Robertson, the superintendent of the mission 
in the North-West, onthis behalf. The neces- 
sity and advantages ofsuch a fund are well set 
forth in a printed circular addressed to the 
members and adherents of the church by Mr. 
R. which is worthy of careful perusal. It 
commences with the astounding statement 
that the North-West is capable of containing a 
population of at least 25,000,000, settled as 
Ontario is! The inflow of settlers is already 
large. During the first four months of the 
year 25,000 immigrants were reported, and it 
is now thought that before the session closes 
something like one hundred thousand will have 
arrived ; in other words, the population of the 
country will be doubled in a single year! To 
quote from the circular :—“ To provide these 
people with gospel ordinances is no light or 
unimportant task. Many of the immigrants 
will not contribute much to the spiritual 
strength of the community in which they 
settle. Not afew of them will be young men 
without their families ; too many may be ex- 
pected to be without any settled religious con- 
victions. With the breakup in their associa- 
tions and surroundings, and the absence of any 
regular means of grace, many who were 
once members of churches may be expected to 
lapse into indifference. The desire to become 
rich will too frequently enfeeble the religious 
instincts and dull the sense of moral obliga- 
tion. The peculiar state of society will con- 
tribute to breed vices that wili rob men of their 
manhood, shatter their intellect, and blot out 
the eye of the soul. Young as the country is, 
the outlines of sucha sad picture have already 
become manifest. Knowing this, it should be 
the aim of the Christian Church to conserve 
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what of religious life is found, and so to bring 
the truth, as it is in Jesus, to bear on the 


the members of the Manitoba Presbytery have 
for years felt the need of a Building Fund, and 


hearts and consciences of men at the outset of} steps have been taken by presbytery to give 


social and national existence as that godliness 
may advance and not decline. Prevention is 
cheaper and more effective and hence better 
than cure. Should the church fail to recog- 
nize her responsibility, or neglect her oppor- 
tunity of advancing truth and righteousness, 
the outlook for the country is not promising, 
but, should she go in and possess the land 
for her Lord, God will bless her and make her 
a blessing. 

A large proportion of the settlers in Mani- 
toba are members and adherents of the Pres- 
byterian Church. In some localities they 
constitute more than one-half of the popula- 
tion, and in almost all districts they cutnum- 
ber the adherents of any other denomination. 
From reasons that lie on the surface, the 
emigration from the Eeastern Provinces ofthe 
Dominion may, for some time, be expected to 
be of this complexion. 

A considerable proportion cf the settlers 
are poor. In many instances financial pres- 
sure drove them from the homes of their 
youth. The outlay of beginning life ina new 
country is heavy; food and clothing, timber 
and hardware, agricultural implements and 
cattle are all very expensive. In many parts 
the people have suffered losses through prairie 
fires, early frosts, the overflow of rivers, and 
death among their stock. Such losses over- 
take all settlers in a new country. The large 
increase in the contributions of the stations 
for the support of ordinances during the past 
year is ample proof, however, that the circum- 
stances of the people are improving. But 
the sparse character of the settlements and the 
widening area being possessed year by year, 
show only too plainly, that unless aid—liberal 
aid—is forthcoming, for a few years at least, 
from the older provinces to carry on Christian 
work, large districts must be without gospel 
ordinances.Few in the East appreciate how 
rapidly settlement is going on, and how urgent 
the demand for missionaries is. 

Means are required to assist the people in 
maintaining ordinances, and also in erecting 
suitable manses and places of worship. In 
the portion of country already settled, our 
church has about one hundred and fifty mis- 
sion stations and congregations, and about 
seventeen churches. At over one hundred 
points, services are conducted in private 
houses. In many cases these houses are too 
small to accommodate the congregation ; and 
Sabbath School work is almost impossible. 
Unless this felt want is removed, it will 
diminish the effective power of our mission- 
aries, and prove a serious hindrance to the 
successful prosecution of our work. 

To stimulate congregations and to en- 
courage them to erect churches and manses, 


its opinions practical shape. The amount 
aimed at is at least $100,000. The subscrip- 
tions in aid of the fund may be paid in six 
semi-annual instalments, the same being due 
in June and December of the years 1882, 3 & 
4. It is proposed to invest the money with 
congregations and mission stations, or in other 
words to lend it to them at a low rate of in- 
terest to enable them to erect places of wor- 
ship and manses. The principal and interest 
will be repaid in annual instalments after the 
manner pursued by building societies, and the 
money thus refunded will be re-invested with 
congregations in the newer districts. The 
capital is thus to remain intact and to be 
employed in Church extension as settlement 
advances. The interest is to be donated to 
weak congregations for church erection. Only 
a certain percentage of the cost of any church 
or manse will be lent to any congregation, 
and this to render the building fit for service. 
As land has already been received free of cost 
at almost every point where stations and con- 
gregations are organized, the only expenditure 
of capital will be building. The Fundis to be 
administered by a Board appointed by the 
General Assembly.” 

This appeal commends itself as a right and 
reasonable one, and we bespeak for it a hearty 
response from all who take an interest in the 
extension of our Church, and the welfare of 
that great country now opening up for settle- 
ment, the religious interests of which, in the 
Providence of God, have been largely entrust- 
ed to the Presbyterian Church in Canada. 
The General Assembly gave its unanimous 
and cordial approval to this scheme, and com- 
mended it to the support of all members and 
adherents of the Church. Subscriptions in 
aid of the Fund may be paid in six semi- 
annual instalments, or to suit the convenience 
of the subscribers. Already $65,000 are sub- 
scribed. Subscriptions and contributions may 
be sent to Rev. James Robertson at Winnipeg, 
or to the agents of the Church at Halifax, 
Montreal and Toronto. 


EDMONTON, N. W.T. 


By REv. A. B. BAIRD. 
For the Record. 

The little church which. was established 
here last fall is making progress, and its effect 
is beginning to be seen in the improvement of 
public morals. The stores are now all closed 
on Sundays, and there has not been a horse- 
race within the last six months—a very 
decided amendment on former years, when 
there used to be a continued dribble of busi- 
ness on the Day of Rest, and when many a 
man—especially among the half-breeds— 
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staked all he had on the issue of one of the 
mumerous races. We have a grievance yet 
in the fact that in compliance with the terms 
of the mail contract, nearly every third Sab- 
bath is disturbed by the bustle and business 
occasioned by the arrival and departure of 
the mail. It comes only once in three weeks 
and remains only afew hours when it does 
come, so that every available moment has to 
be spent in the answering of correspondence. 
A largely signed petition has been sent to the 
authorities asking for relief from this oppres- 
sive regulation./ 

We are not yet very high up in the scale, 
you will say, and besides, of course it has to 
be confessed that there are other influences 
at work besides the church to bring about 
this improvement. But my statement will 
show you how near the bottom of the ladder 
we have to begin, and how radical is the work 
of a missionary in the Far West. 

.~* Ours is the only service held in the village, 
but there is an English Church about a mile 
distant. Two services are held on the Sab- 
bath, and a prayer meeting and meeting for 
the practice of sacred music during the week. 
The Sabbath evening service is in the form of 
a Bible Class, in which I use a blackboard and 
ask questions. Every second Sabbath after- 
noon a service is held in the Belmont school- 
house four miles distant, and once a month 
the Edmonton morning service is intexrupted 
by a visit to Fort Saskatchewan, 18 miles down 
the river, where, by the kindness of Capt. 
Gagnon of the Mounted Police Force, our 
service is held in the officers’ mess-room of 
the barracks. There are only four Protestant 
families at Fort Saskatchewan, but with the 
police and the dozen or more young bachelor 
farmers who have estabNshed themselves in 
the neighborhood, we have an interesting con- 
gregation. Ours is the only service held in 
the Belmont neighborhood, and with the ex- 
ception of an occasional Catholic held (in 
Freneh) among the French and half-breeds 
about Fort Saskatchewan, it is the only ser- 
vice there. Ofcourse I am dabblingin Cree, 
but my Sabbath work bears heavily upon me, 
and with my widely scattered congregation I 
have not been able to spare much time for it. 
I know a few words, however, and can repeat 
the Lord’s Prayer armed, with which, and 
with sundry creature comforts, I have been a 
welcome visitor at some of the many te-pees 
during the winter. 

“=-The financial department of our church 

affairs is extremely encouraging. It is not 

only that the people give heartily, but, let it be 

said too, that they give with a modesty and a 

freedom from the feeling of bestowing un- 

named favors that make the work of the board 
of management much less irksome than it 
sometimes is. In the four months that elapsed 
between the organization of the congregation 
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and the close of the financial year with the 
month of March, we raised in Edmonton— 
the outlying stations have not been canvassed 
yet fipwards ot $400 for current expenses, and 
subscriptions to the amount of $1,400 for 
church building. The church is to be erected 
on land given by the Hudson Bay Co.; it will 
bea tasteful frame building capable of seating 
200. Tenders are already being received for 
its erection, but we shall not be able to do 
much till glass, nails, &c., arrive from Winni- 
peg. With the very high prices of building 
material and labor—lumber $35 per thousand 
feet, nails 25 cents per lb., and skilled carpen- 
ters $4 per day—the church will cost over 
$2,000. We expect to raise $200 or $300 more 
among ourselves, and we have applied to the 
new Church and Manse Building Fund for 
assistance. ae 
The prospects of Edmonton are brilliant. 
It is situated at the head of navigation on the 
Saskatchewan, in the midst of a country of 
phenomenal fertility. Its site is not only beau- 
tiful, but central—lying as it does between the 
Bow River grazing country on the south, and 
the rich Peace River country on the north. It 
has a climate that allows cattle and horses to 
run on the prairie all winter and flourish. Not 
only has it treasures in its wood and gold and 
iron, but it possesses inexhaustible wealth in 
the coal, which has been proved to be of good 
quality, and which underlies the country from 
near the boundary on the south to at least the 
Liard River 700 miles northward, and from 
the mountains about 200 miles eastward. It 
is a country of magnificent possibilities, and, 
like a mighty giant, it is beginning to stretch 
its limbs and feel a little of its own greatness. 
There is a good deal of excitement about 
land. Lots in the only surveyed part of the 
village—the Hudson Bay Co.’s reserve—sell 
readily at $500 for 50 feet frontage ; 500 lots 
were sold here last fall,and the sale has since 
been going on in Winnipeg. All are sold un- 
der condition that a building be erected for 
every two lots within 18 months. The good- 
will of claims still unsurveyed brings from 
$7,000 to $20,000, although the buyer takes all 


risks, and will have to pay the price put upon 


the land by the Government or the Syndicate, 
or whoever turns out to be the owner of the 
land when it is surveyed. 

Yet amid all the hopefulness, I find a crum- 
pled rose-leaf in my bed, and I must complain 
about it: It is not that I am “ far frae a’ the 
comforts o’ the Saut Market” as Baillie Nicol 
Jarvis says. I counted onthat. It is not that 
I find myself secluded from the society of cul- 
tivated and well-educated people. I counted 
on some measure of that, too; but I have been 
most agreeably disappointed. My trouble is 
one which belongs to the peculiar nature o 
Mission work in such a place as this. 
majority of.,the people who live in Edmonton 
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are of a different class altogether from those 
among whom Missions are being established 
in Manitoba. But a small proportion of the 
people come directly from the provinces in 
the East, and from the means of grace which 
are so abundant there. Not a few have for 
many years past been drawn to the Far-West 
in expectation of that freedom which is prom- 
ised by the absence of the restraints of society. 
A considerable number of Mounted Police on 
receiving their discharge after five years’ ser- 
vice, have taken farms in the neighbourhood. 
More than I had any idea of at first are old 
miners who were attracted by the gold in the 
sandbars of the Saskatchewa ut the largest 
class of Protestants are the Scotchmen and 
Scotch half-breeds, who have been or still are 
in the service of the Hudson Bay Company. 
The larger number of Presbyterians occa- 
sioned, fifteen years ago, a visit from that 
faithful Missionary, the Rev. Mr. Nisbet, of 
Prince Albert, and justified the scheme of 
sending a Missionary to Edmonton, which was 
talked of as long ago as that. By taking ad- 
vantage of the means of grace provided by 
other communions, some of the men whose 
call for a missionary was not answered at that 
time, have kept alive the grace of God within 
their own hearts, but as was to be expected, 
the majority have become very careless, / It is 
hardly to be hoped that the man who has not 
heard a Presbyterian sermon for 31 years (as 
some of them have not), and very few of any 
other kind, would all at once take up the thread 
of his church-life at the point at which it was 
broken off on his setting sail as an apprentice 
from Stromness for Hudson Bay. But the 
hopefulness which is the atmosphere of the 
country persuades me that my work will not be 
in vain, and I fall back on the promise of a 
harvest “in due season” to him who sows un- 
faintingly. I am profoundly grateful to the 
Giver of all Good, that not only has He given 
me the privilege of sowing in this new place, 
but even already He has given me an opportu- 
tunity of reaping, too. That reward is begin- 
ning to be mine which makes it worth while to

Ereuch Guangelization. 


IGE have already said that the report 

y submitted to the General Assembly 
was highly encouraging, financially and other- 
wise. We think we cannot better serve the 
cause at this time than by giving our readers 
the substance of Mr. Doudiet’s report of his con- 
gregation—St. John’s Church, Montreal—for 
the year ending Ist May, 1882. We do this 
both because it is a model report and because 
it civesa fair idea of the methed and spirit of 
the Mission :--- 


To the Board of French Evangelization, etc, 


The ecclesiastical year which has just ex- 
pired has been one of the most encouraging— 
or rather the most encouraging of all—since 
my induction to the pastorate of St. John’s 
Church. Apart from the blessing of God upon 
the work, one of the chief reasons of this has 
been the greater activity ofthe labour market. 
Whilst in past years we have had to deplore 
every spring the departure of a number of our 
best members for the United States or On- 
tario, this year the small diminution from this 
cause has been more than made up by new ac- 
cessions to our Roll. If it is remembered that 
two years ago, in the short space of six weeks, 
we lost by emigration over forty communi- 
cants, it will be seen how difficult it must have 
been to labour with any degree of hopefulness. 
After my induction on the 2nd November, 
1877, the Session purged the old Communion 
Roll, and f6und on it only fifty members in 
good-standing out of a list of one hundred and 
eighty. Sixty of this last number had 
emigrated, forty had gone back to the Church 
of Rome, and thirty could not be found, 
having either apostatized or left the city. A 
new Roll was then begun, containing at the 
present time two hundred and ninety-one 
names ; or in other words, two hundred and 
forty-one new members have been admitted— 
not carelessly, but after suitable probation— 
since the date mentioned. As the church has 
about two hundred and fifty sittings, it will be 
seen that it would have been more than filled 
by communicants alone were it not for emigra- 
tion. Our losses by death or apostacy have 
been comparatively trifling. It must be re- 
membered also, that since 1877 three addi- 
tional French missionary churches have been 
opened : one in the old Craig Street Church, 
supported by the Methodist body ; another 
in Chatham Street, under Anglican patronage; 
and lastly, our own Canning Street Church. 
That we have been able nct only to hold our 
own, but to make material progress in such 
circumstances, should encourage us to con- 
tinue and increase our efforts in a field which 
is evidently ‘‘ white to harvest.” 

In addition to the regular services, presided 
over by myself in St. John’s Church, two mis- 
sionary stations have been opened in what 
I might callthe North and East end of my 
semewhat extensive parish. The students of 
the Presbyterian College undertook to exhort 
all they could persuade to come, and the re- 
sult has been that an average number of 
fifteen persons in each station have heard 
every Sabbath the good news of a free salva- 
tion through Christ, and we have been con- 
firmed in our opinion that there is room for 
more labourers in this part of the field. As 
to the church itself, the attendance has 
averaged sixty persons in the morning and 
ninety-five in the evening. The weekly prayer 
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meeting averages thirty-two. These figures 
are reliable, being not taken from guess-work, 
but actual counting. Thesmallest attendance 
has been at morning service of the 15th May, 
1881, only eighteen persons being present; the 
largest at evening service on the 12th of 
February, 1882, being one hundred and sixty. 
The Communion has been dispensed quarterly 
to an average of forty-one communicants. 
The families attending St. John’s Church are 
exclusively French-speaking. About one-half 
are from France, Belgium, and Switzerland— 
the rest are French Canadians. There are 
one hundred and forty-one communicants on 
the Roll (in good standing), an increase of 
twenty-three compared with last year. Forty- 
three have been added during the year: 
twenty-four by profession of faith, and nine- 
teen by certificate. Twenty names have been 
taken off the Roll during the year; three for 
apostacy, five were expelled for unchristian 
and immoral conduct, six have emigrated, and 
five have died—we trust, in the faith of the 
Gospel. One hundred families are generally 
represented by one or more of their members 
on Sabbath morning or evening. Seventy or 
eighty families claiming to be adherents of the 
Church are only occasionally represented, 
from various causes. These last are, generally 
speaking, in a transition state, having cut 
loose from the Church of Rome, but not 
having yet realized all the obligations that an 
adherence to the Protestant faith puts them 
under. From this class, however, the greater 
part of our Church members is recruited. The 
constituency, so to speak, of the Church, may 
therefore be estimated at one hundred and 
seventy families at least. The Kirk Session 
of St. John’s Church numbers nine elders, be- 
sides the Moderator. It has held ten meet- 
ings during the year, each of which has been 
attended by an average of four elders. There 
are four managers, the only change in this re- 
spect since last year having been the retire- 
ment of one from the office of Treasurer, and 
the appointment of another one of the exist- 
ing managers to the vacant charge. There 
have been thirty-two baptisms this year. In 
the case of one of these it was discovered that 
the parents had had the child baptized before 
in the Roman Catholic Church, their object in 
asking for that sacrament from us being to 
obtain poor-relief through the winter. The 
imposture was, however, discovered in time, 
and the parties looked rather foolish when a 
certificate of baptism, signed by the officiating 
priest was shown them. 

Your Board asks us “ How many converts 
from the Church of Rome have we obtained 
during the year?” I think that this question 
is best answered by the number of additions 
to the Communion Roll, viz, forty-three. I 
respectfully submit that until the people we 
preach to and visit take this important step, 


they are not yet converted in the highest 
sense. You cannot class as converts people 
who, through fear of men or from other causes, 
still adhere to some outward observances of 
Romanism, and yet come to hear the Gospel 
preached, and give us free access to them- 
selves and families. If, however, we add the 
children and non-communicant adult mem- 
bers of the families of the forty-three who 
joined us this year in full membership, the 
number would be about seventy or eighty 
souls. It is equally difficult to answer the 
question as to “‘How many Roman Catholics 
attend our services?” There are invariably 
some; sometimes one or two, sometimes 
twenty or thirty. Occasionally we have 
noticed members ofthe e/z¢e of French society 
present. With rare exceptions, these visitors 
are respectful and attentive. Few women of 
the Roman Catholic faith come to hear the 
Gospel. When they do, it has often been 
noticed that they appeared nervous, and 
almost terrified at their own boldness, but, 
calming themselves, they generally stay on to 
the end of the sermon, and sometimes come 
again. 

Apart from the families of French Protes- 
tants connected with St. John’s Church, either 
as communicants or adherents, there are pro- 
bably a hundred more in connection with the 
French Methodist or Baptist Churches. 
Some five or six highly respectable families 
have connected themselves with English con- 
gregations—why, does not clearly appear. 
For one thing, there is not so much reproach 
to bear from Roman Catholic friends and 
neighbours ; they will far more readily forgive 
a former co-religionist his connection with 
English than with French Churches. There 
are also about fifteen or twenty families with- 
out any religion at all—some of them indeed 
baptized in the Protestant faith, but having 
fallen into utter carelessness, if not altogether 
into atheism. It would be impossible for me 
to give the exact number of individuals of 
these various classes to whom I have free 
access, but they certainly amount to several 
hundreds. There is any amount of work to 
be done in the field. 

I have in connection with the Sunday 
School a comparatively small Bible Class, 
composed almost exclusively of young women. 
Its average attendance has been fourteen 
members during the year; seven of these 
have professed faith in Christ and joined the 
Church in full communion. The Sunday 
School is small, the average attendance being 
only thirty-one, with a roll of forty scholars, 
under two male and two female teachers. 
The day school, under the superintendence of 
Mr. Deville, appears to me to be well con- 
ducted, and the children have made marked 
progress in the different branches taught. I 
think the number attending is over thirty. 
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There has been a marked improvement in 
the contributions of the people during the 
year. The monthly subscription scheme in- 
troduced last year has worked well, the only 
defect having been the want of collectors to 
go round and jog the memory of the default- 
ers. This has been remedied at the last an- 
nual meeting of the congregation by the ap- 
pointment of a Missionary Committee of 
ladies, whose duties will be to colleet not only 
these monthly dues, but to solicit contributions 
for the various schemes of the Church. The 
total contributions of last year were $265.20. 
This year the amount is $399.54. 

I have no doubt that many Roman Catho- 
lics, in spite of all the warnings and threats of 
the priesthood, are well disposed towards us. 
The uniform civility with which I am treated, 
the presence of highly respectable members of 
their Church at our diets of worship and at 
weekly meetings of the Young Men’s Literary 
Association, and the almost total absence of 
the interruptions so common three or four 
years ago, seem to indicate that it is not in 
vain we have striven to make the Gospel 
known. The divisions and hostility that the 
Laval question gave rise to among Roman 
Catholics here will naturally lead some of the 
more intelligent to look round for a solution of 
the difficulty, and to find out that the shortest 
and best way is to cut the Cordian knot which 
holds them at Rome’s mercy, and to accept 
the glorious liberty of the children of God. If 
we felt at liberty to mention names, we could 
show that this solution has already occurred 
to some of the best members of French 
social circles, and has been openly discussed 
among them. 

Our work may be said to be all agressive ; 
for whilst we try not to neglect the flock con- 


fided to our care, it would dwindle away to, 


nothing, from emigration alone, if it was not 
recruited from the ranks of the Roman Catho- 
lic population around us. Much is done by 
visitation. I have made six hundred and 
seventy visits of a pastoral or missionary 
nature during the ‘year, being thirteen per 
week. There is no vacation for French mis- 
sionaries, so that I have had to preach one 
hundred and seventy times, to lecture five 
times on scientific or kiterary subjects, besides 
superintending the Sunday school, teaching 
the Bible class, and giving a whole day, for 
the better part of the winter, every week to 
the superintending of the applications of 
French poor at the Board of out-door relief. 
I have, moreover, had my full share of Pres- 
byterial work at several inductions, ordin- 
ations and missionary meetings within the 
bounds. 

In my pulpit ministrations I have occasion- 
ally preached controversial sermons, but in 
general I am satisfied to try to show plainly the 
teaching of the Gospel, merely pointing out 


very briefly their disagreement with Roman 
Catholic doctrines, leaving the inevitable cone 
clusion to the judgment of the hearers. I 
thus avoid wounding the self-love of those 
who differ from us, showing them that I be- 
lieve them wise enough to distinguish between 
truth and error, after the first is made known to 
them. Whenever I have thought it desir- 
able, I have asked Church members and 
adherents from the pulpit to bring their 
Roman Catholic friends in the evening, thus 
insuring for myself an attentive and respectful 
hearing. Frequent invitations are given in 
the course of my visits to any who wish to 
discuss in private any controverted poir.ts, and 
it is not rare to have these invitations accept- 
ed. I have thus had two long interviews with 
an aged priest, a most gentlemanly and well- 
informed man, and with the Vulgate open 
before us, we have discussed in a friendly 
manner for several hours each time, and have 
parted with mutual good wishes. 

The progress of the year may be summed 


/up thus :—Ist,a much better attendance in 


the house of God; 2nd, more spirituality in 
Church members, especially among the young; 
3rd, greater liberality to the cause of Christ; 
and lastly, enough of admissions to the mem- 
bership to show that a blessing has rested 
upon our labours. It is also encouraging to 
find how small a number of our converts have 
been reduced to the painful necessity of ask- 
ing relief- Eight families had to do this, 
owing entirely to sickness and want of em- 
ployment ; three more on account of drunken- 
ness and vicious habits of the head of the 
family, which we could not very well visit upon 
the heads of the women and children. The 
sound discipline and careful oversight of the 
Kirk Session has thoroughly purged the con- 
gregation of any low and vicious characters 
whose hypocrisy made it hard to detect and 
convict. The three cases of apostacy men- 
tioned in another part of this report were 
those of people who made professions of faith 
in the fall of the year, with the evident pur- 
pose of obtaining help through the winter, 
but failing in this, thought it better to leave. 
Allusion has been made to the Young Men’s 
Literary Society. This organization, inaugu- 
rated some years ago, chiefly by the French 
Presbyterian students of the Montreal College, 
has held eighteen meetings through the win- 
ter, partly to debate some of the burning 
questions of the times, partly to hear lectures 
by such able men as Prof. D. Coussirat, Rev. 
Messrs. Lafleur, Duclos und Cruchet, and 
also by the Pastor of the Church. These 
meetings were generally well attended, sixty 
persons being the average ; among these a 
fair sprinkling of educated Roman Catholics. 
These last have often expressed their satisfac- 
tion openly at what they had heard, and the 
meetings have been the means of attracting a

good class of people, socially speaking, and of 
increasing the respect due to enlightened Pro- 
testant views and to those who hold them. 

I wish I could add that there are no dis- 
couraging features in this Mission work, but 
this would be far from the truth. It is 
notorious that many Prctestants belittle our 
labours among Roman Catholics. or question 
their utility. The devils cried out, when they 
saw Jesus Christ, “Let us alone!” and many 
Protestants likewise say to us, “Leave those 
Roman Catholics alone” Of course, such 
Protestants do nothing for this special branch 
of our Lord’s work. Others, who wish us well, 
forget our isolated position, and rarely, if ever, 
visit our congregations, or encourage our con- 
verts by a few cheering words. We meet in 
our pastoral visitations much bitter poverty ; 
but what canwe do to relieve it with the means 
at our command? In every emergency the 
pastor is the one waited upon to help, and too 
often he has trouble enough to get along him- 
self. I could give a case which is to the 
point. It is that of an old man once wealthy 
and well-educated, but now destitute and 
helpless through paralysis. His wife is weak 
and sickly ; his only son far gone with lung 
disease. What can be done in such a case? 
They will not go to the House of Refuge, 
where a home could be had, because the rules 
there require the separation of the sexes, and 
the faithful wife will not delegate to any 
stranger the care which her husband’s helpless 
state demands. Had we the means to give 
them even a dollar a week, that, with the par- 
tial relief of the Out-door Board of the Refuge, 
might enable them to pull through; but we 
havenot. Strange that in acity like Montreal 
we have no institution to meet such cases! 
We meet also with much ingratitude on the 
part of those we are trying to serve. But this 
is probably a common feature of every great 
philanthrophic and religious work. 

Many of our people have much to learn in 
the matter of church attendance. There is 
a great amount of carelessness on this point, 
even in those from whom we have a right to 
expect better things. It is also difficult to 
train converts to a right appreciation of the 
- blessed Sabbath rest, accustomed as they have 
been from infancy to look upon the afternoon 
of that day as a special time for amusement, 
games, picnics, etc. We must, however, 
remember that many of these have much to 
learn yet, and that they cannot be expected at 
once to fall in with the precise ways of those 
who, like most of us, have been trained from 
infancy in the requirements of the Gospel. 

Late in the fall of last year I came across 
a former member of the Church sitting ona 
bench in one of the public squares. He had 
at one time been a member of our Board of 
Managers as well as a communicant, but an 
unfortunate love of liquor had caused him to 


be suspended from Church privileges, after 
which he had ceased attending. He looked 
haggard and miserable. I sat down by his 
side, and asked him what was the matter, and 
why he never came to church now. He ex- 
plained that the immoral conduct of his wife 
had driven him to drink; that he felt deeply 
his degradation ; he had tried to reform her 
and to reform himself, but % was of no use. 
“She is going to hell,” he exclaimed, “and 
she is dragging me down with her.” I en- 
couraged him as wellas I could, and promised 
to try and get his wife to change her conduct, 
advising him above all not to give way to des- 
pair, but to look to God for help. A few days 
later he sent for me, and! found him evidently 
dying. I read to him a part of the first and 
second chapters of the 1st Epistle of John, and 
after a few words of exhortation we prayed 
together. A change seemed to have come 
upon the dying man. He repeated several 
times, “God has forgivenme! ‘The blood of 
Jesus Christ cleanseth from all sin!” [| 
called again the next day, but his soul had ap- 
peared before God. Fora few days his wife 
seemed deeply affected, but as time passed 
the impression wore away, and she went on 
living the same life as before. Two months 
later, she was suddenly taken ill, and before 
neighbors could summon help of any kind she 
was dead.”

LETTER FROM REV. J. F. CAMPBELL.

For the Record. 
MHowW, 5th June, 1882. 

Instead of spending time on explanations of 
my long failure, hitherto, to respond to your 
own kind requests, and those of other friends 
for letters to the RECORD, let me acknowledge 
that, however far my reasons go, they do not 
fully satisfy myself, and that I feel myself to 
blame for not having made more use of the 
great opportunity thus afforded of advancing 
the work by providing such stimulus as lay in 
my power, to the Missionary interest of those 
at home, and especially since you do not ask 
anything long or elaborate. What I should 
most like to do is to make you all as familiar 
as possible with our field, for it seems to me 
that hardly anything could so stimulate to 
prayer and effort to send out more men and 
more money, and in this connection may I 
suggest that it might be a profitable expendi- 
ture to supply every subscriber with a. small 
map of each of our Foreign Mission Fields. 
But I have received from one friend what 
seems a warning against mere geographical 
mformation, as likely to be dry, and so I sup- 
pose it will be better to give it all more or less 
of a personal reference, though talking about 
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oneself is apt to be tiresome to the listener 
and bad for the talker. Probably the most 
pleasant way will be for you just to ac- 
company us, as often as convenient, as we go 
about, and especially on a cold weather it- 
inerancy, and I shall give you all the informa- 
tion there is time for, as we go along. 

Come then, you will get some idea of 
Mhow as we start in the early morning, for 
the road just above our house passes over the 
top of one of its hills, from which you can see 
most of it. You see that, the bazar, or 
principal native part lies just beside and below 
us on the eastern face of the hill, and beyond 
it the railway station, on our other side to the 
west, the Church of England, and the Cavalry 
buildings, to the North or lower ground, in the 
direction of Indore, the native infantry lines, 
to the south the land falls somewhat and 
again rises in a ridge which turns to the east 
and again north, forming a horseshoe on 
which are most of the artillery and European 
infantry buildings, ending with the Presbyter- 
ian Church and the General Hospital for 
natives in employ of Government, &c., while 
all along, north and south of us, are bunga- 
lows, each in its own compound with servants’ 
houses. Connected with the Cavalry and 
Artillery there are also a large number of 
natives, as horse keepers, glass cutters, &c., 
living in lines near the barracks. It will take 
us but a very little out of our way to glance at 
the building which we use as a church and 
boys’ school. It is not much to look at it, 
indeed; but it is the best available, and must 
do till we can get one built or bought and 
altered to suit us; a deserted old bakery, 
piled up with rubbish and dirt when I first 
saw it, it has been cleared out and made a 
passable school house, though far from satis- 
factory. The girls’ school has for some time 
been held at our own bungalow. : 

We are going out the old Bombay road, and 
this on our left as we leave Mhow is the Fort, 
whose strength is such that it is said the 
walls would probably tumble down if one of 
the big guns, placed for the sake of appear- 
ances on the eorners, were to be fired off. 
This bridge, a mile out, crosses a little river 
which ultimately becomes part of the sacred 
Ganges and falls into the Bay of Bengal. 
The little village beside it, Dungargaino, has 
a population of 377, according to last census ; 
on my first visit to it a petty official who hap- 
pened to be there prevented the people listen- 
ing, but this is about the only experience of 
that kind I remember. /addsia, the village 
so beautifully situated among those fine old 
trees, a little off tne road between the second 
and third milestone, has a population of 1939, 
but like so many others, no school : we gener- 
ally get a hearty welcome there, but we must 
pass it by to-day, as well as those little 
villages on the right, a short distance from 


the road. Who are these men, one or two on 
ponies, the rest on foot? They prove to be 
devotees on their way toa shrine in the south. 
They come from a place away in the N. E. of 
Central India, and have never heard of Christ. 
No, there is no Mission working in that par 
of the country, and frorn present appearances 
it seems unlikely that there will be one fo 
years to come. Meanwhile, how many wil 
pass out into eternity, idolaters and liars 
dying in their sins! Is it not dreadful? ! 
would be hard to see them perish if ther 
were no help for them, hard even if they, lik 
sO many, persistently refused deliveranc 
when offered to them, but what is it when th 
Son of God has provided such a salvation a 
such a cost and commissioned his people tc 
make it known to all, and they are too selfish 
or too indifferent to do it! These at least 
shall hear; so we go slowly along and tell 
them as we go. Some of them seem much in- 
terested and they gladly accompany us into 
Famit, the village about five miles out (in 
which we intended speaking) to hear more. 
As usual, we get a pleasant welcome here, but 
when I am done speaking, a young brahmin, 
whom I have never seen here before, evidently 
a stranger, turns on me with, “It’s all very 
well for you to preach a religion of love, but it 
would be better if your people would practice 
it, instead of coming and taking possession of 
our country, impoverishing our people and 
taking allthe money out of the country.” I 
answered him, “I am nota servant of Gov- 
ernment, and receive nothing from it, so you 
must understand. clearly that what you say 
would not apply to me, even if true, and that 
I am not paid for defending the Government ; 
but you abuse it wrongly. You are young and 
cannot remember, and you have not read 
books to know what was the state of the 
country before the British took control, or you 
would not speak so. This aged man beside 
me can probably remember how every village 
had to be walled, how the people had to go 
around to their fields and keep constant watch 
ready to fly on the first appearance of robbers, 
how villages were burned, their people 
slaughtered, and the whole country in confu- 
sion, whereas now, all is peace and safety.” 
Yes, the old man remembers, and his tongue 
is loosed and with parting words, we can go 
our way leaving him to continue his story. 
There is a little village, Vandlaz, (pop. 116), 
a short distance from the road, at the sixth 
mile, but we cannot go there to-day. We are 
now in among the peaks of the Vindyas, and 
will presently begin to descend slightly. 
Here is a police station to prevent robbery on 
the road, and here at night numbers of carts 
rest in safety till morning. One afternoon last 
hot weather we drove out there, I riding on 
some miles farther to the town to which we 
are going to-day, to see an enquirer, I found 
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Jan atting ina sort of front room with his 
miends, small pox in his family, and in many 
others around; on getting back I sang and 
preached to those spending the night there, 
and we reached home about midnight. A 
mile or so farther we turn off the British road, 
and you gain your first experience of a native 
road, in which uncomfortable position I am 
sorry to have to leave you till I can write 
again. 


Puvenile Mission Scheme. 


HE following letter is written by Miss Mc- 

Gregor, of Indore, to the boys and girls 

of our Sabbath Schools contributing to the 

Juvenile Mission Scheme. All doubtless will 
be interested in reading it. 


Indore, May 10, 1882. 


My DEAR BOYS AND GIRLS,—I am very 
much pleased to hear about the interest you 
take in Mission work, and I always like to 
read very carefully the report of the Juvenile 
Mission, as then I know what the boys and 
girls are doing with their spare cash, and how 
they are working for the Master, just as well 
as the older people. This afternoon, old 
Chady, who used to be Freddy Douglas’ 
Bearer, came in and asked me if I would send 
his “salaam” to Freddy. It is a way of ex- 
pressing respect, and when little boys and 
girls go into school, they always make salaam 
to the teacher, that is, they touch their forhead 
with their right hand, and bend slightly for- 
ward. 

I have a little school on my verandah, all 
girls, and this hot weather they come at 
seven and go away at ten. It is so hot in 
India now, that if I put an egg on the 
verandah at noon it would be cooked in a few 
minutes. We cannot go out in the middle of 
the day. I have only nine or ten little girls 
coming to this school. A woman has to go 
and bring them every morning, and then take 
them home again, as sometimes children are 
murdered for the sake of their jewelry. One 
little girl is so small that she only runs about 
and plays, and sometimes goes to sleep. 
Though she is so little, only three years old, 
her hair is fastened in a knot like a woman, 
and she looks so old fashioned; but no 
Brahman girl—indeed no Hindoo girl ever 
has her hair cut, as it would be considered a 
great disgrace. When a woman becomes a 
widow, then her head is shaved. 

We had a native wedding here about two 
months ago, and you never see anything like 
it at home ; Hindoo customs are so different 
from our own. It was the marriage of Venoo, 
who had been my Bible woman. This was 
the way she became engaged. In Jeypore, a 
beautiful city to the north of Indore, a native 
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Christian man wanted a wife for his son, and 
as he had heard about Rachel Venoo, he said 
he would come and see if she would be his 
son’s wife. Just as Isaac or Jacob did, he 
came and brought presents to Venoo for his 
son’s sake, and asked her if she was willing 
to be married to his boy. She said “yes,” and 
so it was settled. Then after a time the 
young man came. His name is Daniel 
Phillips. He is an Eurasian, not a pure 
Hindoo. Eurasians or half-castes dress in 
English clothes, which natives never do. 
About a week after he came, they were 
married. The native christians in Indore all 
came to the marriage, and then they had a 
dinner afterwards ; we put plates on the floor, 
and the people all ate with their fingers ; but 
they seemed to enjoy it just as much as if they 
had knives and forks. One man walked 
round amongst the plates and dishes with his 
bare feet, and helped the othér folks, but no- 
body seemed to care even when he put his 
feet on the table cloth. There is a woman 
who teaches in one of the schools, and she 
comes here in the afternoon to learn to knit. 
She is sitting on the floor now, knitting a red 
woollen glove. She has no shoes or stockings 
on, but a piece of blue cloth is wound round 
her body and thrown over her head. She is 
a widow, and was very badly treated by her 
husband’s friends when he died. Then she 
ran away from them and came to her mother 
and now she teaches for her living. In 
another letter I will tell you about the day 
schools in Indore city, and the boys and girls 
in the Home there ; but I must stop now, and 
with the very kindest wishes to the boys and 
girls in the Sabbath Schools. Your sincere 
friend, M. MCGREGOR. 

In the meantime without forestalling Miss 
McGregor’s account of the day school in 
Indore city, we may inform the children that 
there have been fwo new schools established 
since last September. The larger of these is 
a girl’s school, though it is attended also by 
seven boys belonging to the Foundling’s 
Home, an orphanage established by the 
Maharajah, through the efforts of the former 
Prime Minister, in which there are at present 
fifteen children, boys and girls, cared for by a 
respectable native family, paid by the 
Maharajah’s government ; even infants being 
taken in. The boys are to be brought up for 
service in the Maharajah’s Court. The 
daughter of the family in charge of the 
orphanage is the teacher of one of the day 
schools referred to, a large girls’ school inthe 
heart of Indore, in which are: enrolled 74 
scholars, and among them four young widows, 
concerning whom it was attempted to raise 
some disturbance, but nothing came of it. 
The children are making good progress, and 
three boys are now reading in the Third 
Reader, published by the Christian Vernacular 
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Education Society. The children are almost 
all High Caste; the boys from four to ten 
years of age, and the girls about the same. 
Unfortunately the girls are often marrried and 
removed from school just when making good 
progress. 

The other city schools Miss McGregor 
will describe more particularly when she 
writes again. In the meantime Sabbath 
Schools wishing to help to educate these 
little Hindoo boys and girls can do so through 
the Juvenile Mission Scheme. Miss Mc- 
Gregor has also begun a Normal Training 
Class, in which she hopes to train girls for 
becoming Zenana teachers or Bible-women, 
as it has hitherto been very difficult to secure 
good agents for such work. This will be of 
great use under the Divine blessing. Let all 
our Sabbath Schools remember our Indian 
work in their prayers. 


ASSEMBLY’S FOREIGN MISSION. 


Western Section. 


The latest intelligence from China is to the 
effect, that Rev. Mr. Junor and family have 
been compelled to leave Formosa, owing to 
the very low and critical state of his health. 
A complication of diseases, such as asthma, 
bronchitis, congestion of the lungs, and em- 
physema, has reduced him almost to a dying 
state. Ina fainting condition, he was carried 
from his house at Tamsui to the steamer, and 
likewise thence, when arrived at Amoy, to the 
house of Dr. Kip, one of the American Mis- 
sionaries. At Amoy he had the medical ser- 
vices of Drs. Ringer and McLish. Should he 
live to get through his illness, he has been for- 
bidden to attempt returning to Formosa. As 
soon as he seems likely able to undergo the 
fatigue, he will remove to Japan, and if that 
place should be unfavorable, to Canada. The 
friends at Amoy seem to have great doubts 
respecting his recovery. Before the Com- 
mittee in Canada had heard of his removal 
from Formosa, they had recommended a few 
months’ rest and removal from that island. 
Fearing what has actually occurred, they have 
taken steps to secure another helper for Dr. 


Mackay, and there is a reasonable prospect} 


of their success. Three students who have 
finished their Collegiate course, have offered 
themselves for the Foreign Mission field. 
They have had very satisfactory recommenda- 
tions from Ministers of the Church. Ata 
late meeting the Western Section of the Com- 
mittee appointed Miss Ross of Beaverton 
as a Missionary to Central India. In the 
meantime till the middle of October next, she 
has been advised to attend the wards in the 
General Hospital in Toronto, with the view of 
obtaining as much practical medical know- 
ledge as possible. Two other ladies have also 


offered themselves for Foreign Mission work, 
Miss Oliver of Avonbank near Stratford, and 
Miss Robinson of Toronto. The former of 
these has been recommended to give two 
years’ attendance on medical studies if possi- 
ble, in some Canadian School of Medicine. 
The latter has been asked to give four years 
attendance in such a school, and to secure a 
degree in medicine.—T. L.

John Cunningham, D.D., of Crieff: second 
edition, in two volumes; 1882; Edinburgh, 
James Thin. We gladly announce the re- 
appearance of this valuable work, the first 
edition of which has been out of print for 
several years. It is one of the most readable

HOME MISSION FUND.

The General Assembly has fixed the third 
Sabbath of the month as that on which the 
annual collection for Home Missions should 
be taken in Congregations where there are no 
Missionary Associations. 

The estimated amount this year from the 
Western section of the Church is $43,000. 
While the number of new mission fields in the 
North-West is rapidly increasing, it is encou- 
raging to know that in many of the older 
Presbyteries new ground is being broken and 
stations are being planted in districts hereto- 
fore neglected. The recent census shows that 
there are fully 150,000 Presbyterians in the 
Dominion over and above those belonging to 
families connected with the Congregations and 
Mission Stations of our Church. In the Pro- 
vince of Quebec there are several of the Eng- 
lish-speaking counties where no Presbyterian 
Missionary has found his way and where Uni- 
versalism and Adventism exercise a most 
injurious influence. While $43,000 is the 
amount asked this year, a very much larger 
sum could be profitably spent in opening up 
necessitous fields, both in the East and West, 
where the demand for Missionaries is most 
clamant. We trust that the Home Mission 
receipts will this year far exceed those of any 
preceding one. The couutry is prosperous 
and there is the prospect of a bouutiful 
harvest---let the Lord’s treasury be filled.

BOOKS. 


Men first made books in Babylon, where 
they fashioned them out of clay, and baked 
them like bricks, and they have been at it ever 
since all over the world, until the accumulated 
knowledge of ages has reached dimensions 
that are simply stupendous. Only thirteen 
hundred years ago there were but nine books 
in all England. They were the great and 
sacred treasures of the monks of Canterbury, 
and they were the germ of the first English 
library. There are nearly a million and a 


quarter books in the British Museum, and 
during the last twenty years the great store- 
houses of literature among civilized nations 
have nearly doubled their contents. 

The most useful books in this vast estate of 
learning are those that serve as sign-posts to 
the others—the catalogues that tell where they 
are and what they are, and the manuals which 
are but books made of books, condensations 
and concentrations of whole fields of intel- 
lectual research and observation. Without 
these books, our libraries would be wilder- 
nesses of literature; with them, it is astonishing 
how much we may learn if we be but so in- 
clined.

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Our Sabbath Schools. 


JPHETHER wisely or not, the practice 
y of closing the Sabbath School for a 


couple of months in summer is becoming 
yearly more prevalent, especially in the towns 
and cities. But whether closed or kept open 
with a limited attendance, the season of the 
year has come again when an infusion of fresh 
energy and activity are required in every 
department of Sabbath-School work. Every- 
thing almost, depends ona good start, and 
the chief responsibility for that rests on the 
st.oulders of the Superintendent. It is he 
who must sound the note that is to muster 
his scattered forces ; and he should do it in 
good time. Before the scholars are ready to 
resume their seats in the classes, teachers 
must be provided for them. Before the 
teachers commence the new campaign it 
would be well to have a conference and en- 
deavour as far as may be possible to agree 
upon a general plan of operations. What 
stated meetings should there be for prayer? 
Is there to be a teachers’ meeting for the 
study of the lesson, and how is it to be con- 
‘ducted ? If not, why not? There may be some 
difficulties in the way, but they will speedily 
vanish before a united determination to sur- 
mount them. The solid advantages of such 
meetings will amply compensate for the im- 
aginary inconveniences. We can scarcely 
conceive of a thoroughly efficient, enthusiastic 
and sympathetic staff of teachers who do not 
meet together for an hour once a week to 
compare notes and to draw upon each others 
experience both in regard tothe matter of 
their teaching and the manner of adapting it 
to the varied capacities of their scholars. In 
the hands of the minister, or a competent 
superintendent, the teachers’ meeting might 
answer all the purposes of a Normal class. 


Disguise it as we may, the weakest point in 
the economy of the Sabbath School 1s ineffis 
cient teaching. The work has become too 
large and the interests at stake are too 
weighty to be any longer treated with indiffer- 
ence. We have nearly, if not quite, 100,000 
scholars enrolled ; our Sabbath-Schools. 
Justice to them demagds that there should be 
something like 10,00 well trained teachers. 
It is a matter of the highest moment to every 
minister of the church th@t all who undertake 
the religious instruction & the young people 
in his congregation should be at least fairly 
qualified for that important @uty.. Hear what 
the editors of the Westminster Teacher have 
to say on this subject, and wejdo not know of 
any better authority. » 

‘One of the things that needs attention in 
the autumn days is the teachérs’ meeting. 
Perhaps it has been taking a vacation ; if so, 
this is the month to end the vacation and get 
towork. Perhaps it has died altogether ; if 
so, now is the time to have a resurrection. 
Perhaps there never has been such a meeting 
in your school; if so, there will never. be a 
better time than now to start one. The 
superintendent who allows himself to be per- 
suaded that it is impossible to have a teachers’ 
meeting in his school needs a new infusion of 
heroism. This is one of. the “impossible 
things” that ought to be done whether it is 
possible or not. The superintendent who 
succeeds is a man who does not falter in his 
duty before difficulties. No matter then what 
the croakers say, there should be a teachers’ 
meeting in every Sunday-School. Suppose 
the teachers live in the country, scattered over 
a large parish ; take the meeting around from. 
house to house, and let wagons be sent to 
gather them together. Or, if it is a city 
school, whose teachers have so many “en+ 
gagements” that they cannot spare an evening- 
for a weekly meeting ; if they are not willing 


es 
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to cut off almost anything else for the sake of 
preparing to do their work well as teachers, 
there is need for-a revival of the spirit of zeal 
and consecration. It is the work that costs 
most that shows most in real results.” 

It may seem superfluous to add that the 
children of the Church should be early in- 
doctrinated in the habit of contributing to the 
missionary schemes of the Church. To say 
that they do not know much about them and 
consequently take little interest in them, were 
a confession of a defect which cannot be 
remedied too soon, by imparting such infor- 
mation to them from time to time as may be 
necessary, and in form suited to their capaci- 
ties. The young mind should be early taught 
the apostolic injunction, “be ye doers of the 
Word and not hearers only.” The habit of 
giving, if begun early, will grow and strengthen 
with years and will eventually be recognized 
as a privilege rather than an irksome duty. 


Subbath Observance. 


splay raat Eas Synods and Assem- 

¥ blies have called attention to a due 
observance of the Lord’s Day, “Mammon,” 
and “Business,” and “Pleasure,” are on the 
one side. On the other are the best interests, 
spiritual, moral, and intellectual and, we may 
add, material, of the people. Pleasure falsely 
so called’ tramples down the law of God, 
Business and greed of gain carry men away 
from the good old moorings. The command 
of od is ignored ; the claims of the Church 
of Christ are forgotten. Men live as if spirit- 
ual and eternal interests were of slight im- 
portance or of no value atall. Itis well to 
note the fact that the current is mainly in the 
wrong direction. Christians must mabe the 
most of the Sabbath, must make more than 
ever of it, as a day of worship, a day of sacred 
rest and of loving, Christ-like service. In this 
connection the words of Dr. W. M. Taylor are 
timely and appropriate : 

“And so soon as, in the holy of holies of 
the Church, the Sabbath is disregarded, the 
curtain of legislation that incloses its outer 
court of rest will be removed. The responsi- 
bility rests on us, therefore. We are in the 
Thermopyle of this conflict, to stem the in- 
cursions of the enemy that would take it from 
us ; and we are to do so, not so much by 
weapons of legislation as by our own earnest 
and holy Sabbath-keeping. Our conduct here 
will do more even than our words. Let us 
make the day the happiest of the week in all 
our homes. Let us prize it for its intellectual 
and spiritual stimulus in the house of God, as 
well as for its physical rest. Let us avoid all 
travelling for business or driving for amuse- 
ment in its sacred hours. Let us regard it, 
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not as a restraint to be chafed under, but as a 
precious gift to be religiously guarded from 
all sacriligious hands. And then we shall 
have nothing to fear from any influence in the 
land,” 

Legislative enactments protecting men ir 
the enjoyment of the Sabbath rest are of great 
value; but infinitely more valuable is the ~ 
proper observance of the day by professing 
Christians in their own families, and in their 
intercourse with one another. It is emphatic- 
ally the day for “building up Zion”—for knit- 
ting family ties in the fear of the Lord, for 
relieving the distressed, helping the poor, re- 
membering the widow and fatherless. It is 
the day of “holy convocation,” for worship and 
instruction. If we lose the Sabbath we lose 
the Church! In whatever measure we lose 
the “Lord’s Day” we lose a portion of our 
most precious heritage. The testimony ofthe 
Presbyterian Church on this matter is un- 
equivocal. 


M Ghe Sea-Side. 


ft is one: evidence of National pros- 
perity that so large a number of Cana- 
dians are ina position to take a few weeks’ or 
months’ holidays, and to transport their fami- 
lies to places far distant from their homes with 
a view to obtaining the rest and recreation 
which are needful for the body and invigorating 
to the mind. Forty odd years ago, when our 
acquaintance with Old Canada began, it was 
a much more difficult thing to reach the sea 
than it is now. At that time we had only 
seventeen miles of railway in British North 
America, and the facilities afforded by out 
great canals were then undreamed of. We 
have now 7,260 miles of railway completed 
and 3,500 miles more under construction. 
From the Straits of Belle Isle there is now 
uninterrupted water communication to Du- 
luth, at the head of Lake Superior, for ves- 
sels of 1,000 tons burden—a distance of 2,200 
miles : and passing over the portage of some 
four or five hundred miles the traveller again 
enters upon another stretch of inland waters 
extending from Winnipeg almost to the foot of 
the Rocky Mountains, twelve hundred miles 
more. In a very short time the Pacific Rail- 
way will be completed, affording direct com- 
munication from ocean to ocean through 
British territory. Already those who dwell 
inland have a choice of routes to the sea-side 
and the travelling public are reaping advan- 
tage from the lively competition of rival roads. 
You may now travel “first-class” in almost 
any direction during the summer months at a 
rate of somewhat less than two cents per mile, 
while the watering places on the St. Lawrence 
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may be reached from Montreal at about one- 
half of that cost. 


The sea is so many-sided, it is not always 
easy to choose your temporary location. They 
are fortunate who can take their entire fami- 
lies to some cottage by the sea and make it 
their summer home. There are many suchin 
the Provinces of Quebec and Ontario who an- 
nuaily resort to Murray Bay, Cacouna, Ri- 
viere du Loup, Kamouraska, Tadousac, Metis, 
and other pleasant places on the St. Law- 
rence. A considerable number of Canadians, 
however, as regularly frequent the Atlantic 
sea-board. The nearest, and the most ad- 
vantageous in many respects, is the coast of 
Maine, in the neighborhood of Portland—dis- 
tant from Montreal in a south-easterly direc- 
tion 297 miles. It is difficult to conceive of 
any grander scenery than that through which 
you pass ez route. After leaving Lake Mem- 
phramagog, the Loch-Lomond of Canada, you 
pass through the heart of the White Moun- 
tains, and if you choose you may prolong your 
stay among them and ascend to the summit of 
Mount Washington, 6,500 feet above the sea, 
where you may indulge in a game of snow-ball 
in the hottest day of summer; and, erhafps, 
witness such a sunrise as you never saw be- 
fore, unless you have looked upon it from the 
top of the Righi in Switzerland. If need be, 
you may find comfortable quarters, and reas- 
onable charges, at the Preble House, Port- 
land, kept by a most obliging ex-Canadian, 
Mr. Gibson. But you will not stay there very 
long, for beautiful as the city is for situation, 
you will soon discover that it is no cooler than 
Montreal. You may go to Old Orchard 
Beach, or to Biddiford Pool; or Cape Eliza- 
beth, or Saco, according as you wish to be 
grave or gay, but for real comfort and quiet 
enjoyment, as it seems to me, Peak’s Island is 
the place. “One of the most beautiful Islands 
in the group of three hundred and sixty in 
Casco Bay”: so says our guide-book. It is 
certainly beautiful, and even here one may 
graduate his style of living to suit his taste. 
There are a number of good hotels, and also 
of more private lodging houses. At one of the 
latter it was our good fortune to while away a 
fortnight in a shady nook, looking out upon 
the broad Atlantic, listening to the ceaseless 
murmuring of the waves as they broke on the 
rocky strand or rolled on the shelving beach, 
and enlivened by the society of intelligent and 
agreeable companionship. Most of the visi- 
tors hailed from Canada. Some of them had 
been here many years in succession. Others 
there were who now came to look upon the 
sea for the first time ; and whatan inspiration it 
was to such! All branches of the Evangelical 
Church were represented. We had three 
ministers, Dr. King of Toronto, and Mr. 
Fisher of Elora, of our own Church, and Mr. 
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Jackson of the Methodist Church, who has in- 
tellect enough to bea Presbyterian. They al- 
ternately conducted family worship, morning 
and evening, in which all the inmates of the 
house reverently joined. I should say of the 
“houses”, for there are two domiciles, the one 
being facetiously styled “the Saints’ Rest,” 
and the other, “ The Sinner’s Retreat.” The 
resident population of the Island is about 400. 
The number of summer visitors is probably 
twice that number. There is a good church 
and a resident minister, a Methodist, who is 
held in high esteem, but is not often heard in 
the summer time, as he exacts toll from way- 
faring preachers who come that way. The 
Sabbath services were well attended and were 
always interesting. Apart from tais, I was 
struck by the exemplary observance of the Day 
of rest. In a place where so many young 
people are brought together, and where one 
might expect to find home rules and habits 
less strictly observed ; and so near a large 
city, and liable to be invaded, one would 
think, with pleasure seekers, yet there was 
everywhere the strictest propriety. How 
much of this may be due to the law which 
makes it a crime, punishable by heavy fine 
and imprisonment, to sell intoxicating liquours 
in the State of Maine, it may be difficult to de- 
termine. That the law is frequently evaded, 
and that bad whiskey can still be obtained by 
those who are willing to pay dearly for it is not 
denied, but it is certain that the temptation of 
the open groggery and bar-room at the street 
corner and in the hotel, which has lured so 
many to perdition, does not exist, and that, so 
far at least as appears to the passing traveller, 
intemperance does not prevail. 


Now let me give a brief account ofa visit 
made in company with Mr. Fisher to the Camp 
Meeting at OLD ORCHARD BEACH. This place, 
as must be known to most of my readers, is 
one of the most fashionable resorts of Ameri- 
can summer tourists, famous for its splendid 
hotels, its surf-bathing and dust, its round of 
gaieties and its Camp-meeting. We shall con- 
fine our remarks to the last named attraction. 
It was half-past nine a.m., when we reached 
the camp. The scene which presented itself 
as we entered the grounds was at once novel 
and romantic. “The grove” is in the form of 
a natural amphitheatre, completely shaded by 
pine trees of such a size as to indicate that 
they were planted there by nature. All around 
is an embankment, from ten to fifteen feet in 
height. This also is flanked with clumps of 
fir and spruce, among which are ranged in or- 
derly groups canvas tents and wooden cottages 
very many and very pretty to look at. In the 
lower area benches are arranged in semi-circu- 
lar form facing the roofed platform for the 
speakers. The seating accommodation is said 
to be for five thousand, but we were assured 
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that on the previous day, being Sabbath, not 
less than ten thousand persons were congre- 
gated within the arena. The camp-meeting 
here, extending over ten days or so, at a time, 
is an institution of many years standing. It 
is “run” by committees of all the different de- 
nominations, and it is even said to be a paying 
concern, financially—the promoters of it re- 
ceiving, at least so we were informed, a per- 
centage from the railway companies for every 
individual carried to it by rail. At all events 
the item “ Collection” does not appear in the 
printed programme of the proceedings. Here 
at least it would seem that the poor have the 
gospel preached to them without money and 
without price. But are you sure, some one 
may ask, that the gospelis preached? I can 
only speak of what we heard during a brief 
attendance of a couple of hours and of what 
came to us by hearsay. On the part of speak- 
ers from the platform there was what seemed 
to our Presbyterian ears a somewhat too free 
handling of the Scriptures, a flippancy, with 
occasional attempts to be witty—witty without 
point or purpose to be served by it, yet not to 
the exclusion of the gospel. On the part of 
the audience, the utmost decorum, and ap- 
parently the most devout attention. The theme 
for the day was “Faith” founded upon the 
14th and 15th verses of the General Epistle of 

ames :—“Is any sick among you? let him 
call for the elders of the Church : and let them 
pray over him; anointing him with oil in the 
name of the Lord; and the prayer of Faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up, &c.” The presiding officer was Charles 
Cullis, M.D., of Boston, who seems to be ac- 
knowledged as the chief apostle of the “ faith 
cure” system, as it is called: A very sensible, 
shrewd man of business he seems to be, thor- 
oughly in earnest, scholarly, apt in his quota- 
tions from the Bible and ready to give a reas- 
on for the faith that is in himself. The ser- 
vices had commenced at six o’clock in the 
morning and adjourned from seven to half-past 
eight for breakfast. At this hour the con- 
ference meeting began when 350 requests were 
read, the greater part asking for prayer for 
restoration from bodily ailments. Dr. Cullis 
then gave an account of the circumstances 
which led his attention to the subject, and 
of his labours in connection with it during the 
past eighteen years. After much prayer he 
had given up the practice of medicine, had ac- 
cepted in their fullest and most literal inter- 
pretation the promises contained in the verses 
already quoted, and in other portions of Scrip- 
ture, and ever since had treated his patients 
in accordance with this teaching. The first 
person anointed and prayed over was healed 
instantly. Since then every kind of disease 
had yielded to the “faith cure.” All persons, 
of course, has not been cured, for all had not 
the necessary faith, “‘’and as it is appointed 


unto men once to die,” there comes to alla 
last sickness that may not be healed. Hehad 
received much opposition from both the pulpit 
and the religious press, but the work goes on 
and enlarges. He instanced several remark- 
able cases of healing by faith and prayer,with- 
out any aid from medicine, that had come un- 
der his personal observation. He then called 
upon any among the audience who had been 
cured in this manner to give their testimony to 
that effect. Some thirty persons, most of 
them ladies, rose one after another and testi- 
fied in the most unequivocal manner, and with 
expressions of profound thankfulness to God, 
that they had been so healed. Every kind of 
disease was mentioned, cancer, consumption, 
nervous prostration, heart disease, paralysis, 
and so forth. After a brief interval a sermon 
was preached by a minister from Boston, from 
Ist Cor. 12 :3,—‘‘No man can say that Jesus 
is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost.” The af- 
ternoon meetings were then announced. All 
who desired healing and had faith in the Lord’s 
promises were invited to the tabernacle at 
2:30. None else were tobe admitted. At the 
appointed time, as we afterwards learned, over 
six hundred presented themselves. “ From 
half-past two till five o’clock the sad procession 
filed along. All ages were there. Some tot- 
tering on crutches, some in invalid chairs ; the 
dwarfed, the crippled, the blind and deseased. 
As they came they were seated in the taber- 
nacle, in one corner of which Dr. Cullis stood 
by a chair. One by one, in the order of their 
coming, the afflicted ones were conducted 
thither. Dipping a finger in the oil, the Dr. 
laid his hand upon the head of each, uttering 
a brief, fervent prayer. Those waiting em- 
ployed their time in singing hymns and lis- 
tening to remarks by Mrs. Cullis, the Rev. 
Hugh Johnston, of the Metropolitan Church, 
Toronto, and others. Some came from the 
room perfectly healed : (We are quoting from 
the Portland Argus of 1st August) “others 
having received the assurance of being healed, 
though having received no outward evidence. 
It was a solemnly impressive scene, the large 
audience listening with breathless interest to 
the calm, earnest words of the speakers and 
the waiting invalids. One could but think of 
the Pool of Bethesda and the multitude wait- 
ing for the troubling of the waters.” 

To us, who had not seen anything of the 
kind before, and were imperfectly acquainted 
with the history and developments of the 
movement thus brought unexpectedly under 
our notice, the scene was one of peculiar in- 
terest. If there were connected with it some 
features that did not commend themselves to 
our judgment, there were not wanting ele 
ments calculated to induce profitable reflec- 
tion. These people were evidently in down- 
right earnest. They conducted their meeting 
with the utmost decorum. Without a better 
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acquaintance with them, individually, it would, 
not be right to call them fanatics. They are 
not schismatics, for they belong to all denomi- 
nations. Their text-book is the Bible. Un- 
like the adventists who found their distinctive 
belief upon a single passage, they appeal to 
the example of patriarchs and prophets in the 
Old Testament, and of apostles and evangel- 
ists, and the Great Founder of our Faith in 
the New, in justification of their wslimited 
faith in the promises of God and the efficacy 
of prayer. “What things soever ye desire, when 
ye pray, believe that ye receive them, and ye 
shall have them.” “If ye shall ask anything 
in my name, I will do it.” In the list of emi- 
nent clergymen who have been more or less 
identified with the movement are the names 
of Charles H. Spurgeon, Newman Hall, Charles 
Muller, Dr. Patton, Dr. Adams, Dr. Prime, 
Bishop Simpson, and many others. The sup- 
port of the Bristol orphanages is cited as a 
conspicuous instance that God is now the 
hearer and answerer of prayer as truly, liter- 
ally, and effectually as in the days of Elijah. 
Beginning in 1834, with absolutely nothing but 
reliance in prayer to the Lord, Mr. Muller is 
able to say, in the forty-eighth year of his life 
of faith and trust, that over half a million of 
dollars have been spent in the construction of 
buildings ; over fifteen thousand orphans have 
been cared for, and over one million dollars 
have been received for their support—every 
dollar of which has come to him in answer to 
believing prayer. In the United States, we are 
told, there is a parallel record in the history of. 
the Consumtives’ Home of Boston, established 
seventeen years since by Dr. Cullis, and em- 
bracing a large number of useful enterprizes—a 
Children’s Home, a Tract Repository, a Train- 
ing College, and a Cancer Home. Something 
like $30,000 has been received for the support 
of this Home every year since it was formed, 
without any solicitation whatever, but solely 
in answer to prayer, and faith and trust in 
God’s providence. ‘Each morning, noon and 
night prayer kas been offered for means to 
provide for daily wants, and the Great Shep- 
herdhas sent thesupplies.” In Brooklyn, N.Y. 
there is also a “Faith Home” for incurables 
which it is asserted has been successfully 
maintained by simple reliance upon the prom- 
ise,—“ Trust in the Lord and do good, so shalt 
thou dwell in the land, and verily thou shalt be 
fed.” Before passing a hasty judgment on the 
movement thus imperfectly described it may 
be well for all of us to consider whether we are 
as specific, as importunate, and as exfectangin 
our prayers as we ought to be. C. 
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THE COLLEGE FUND. 


| Sabbath, the tenth of September, is the 
day appointed by the General Assembly for the 
Apnual Collection on behalf of the Union Col- 


lege Fund. As the readers of the “ Record” 
are aware the General Assembly in June, 1881, 
instituted a common fund for the maintenance 
of Knox, Queen’s, and Montreal Theological 
Colleges. | Though the full amount required 
was not got last year, yet the contributions 
were in excess of previous years and the re- 
sult was on the whole encouraging, considering 
that it was the first year of the Union Fund. 

The amount required this year is $19,000 :— 
viz—for Knox College, Toronto, $10,000 ; 
Queen’sCollege, Kingston (Theological Facul- 
ty),$4,000 and the Presbyterian College, Mon- 
treal, $5,000. 

Perhaps there never has been a year in the 
history of the country when the ability of the 
Church to give for religious purposes was 
greater than the present. We trust that every 
one of the schemes will this year reap the 
benefit of the abundant harvest and general 
business prosperity ; and that from every con- 
gregation and Mission Station there will be 
a larger contribution received for the College 
fund than on any preceding year. We confess to 
a feeling of shame when we look over the list 
of acknowledgements and observe the miser- 
able pittance which many congregations give 
to the schemes of the Church, some congre- 
gations of upwards of one hundred members 
contributing $10 or $15, whereas many of their 
individual members could give far more than 
this amount, and that without being perceptibly 
poorer at the end of the year. When will 
many of our professedly Christian people begin 
to learn how to give for the Lord’s cause? 

A considerable number of congregations 
failed last year to contribute to the College 
fund ; we trust that it will be otherwise this 
year, and that the representatives of the fund 
in the several Presbyteries will take action 
early towards securing a contribution from 
every Mission Station and Congregation in 
their respective Presbyteries. 

The reason for fixing the date of the Annual 
Collection for September, is that all mission 
stations have regular supply that month, and 
it is earnestly hoped that students and other 
missionaries will personally see that the Col- 
lection is taken on the Sabbath appointed and 
forwarded immediately to the Treasurer. 
From several Sabbath-Schools contributions 
were received for the College fund last year, 
and it is very much to be desired that an in- 
creasingly large number should contribute this 
year. In addition to Sabbath Collec- 
tions, which are very precarious and affected 
by the state of the weather &c., collectors 
should be appointed to canvass the 
families in congregations where there are 
no Missionary Associations. For this pur- 
pose Subscription Sheets have been prepared, 
and may be had on application to the Agent 
of the Fund, addressed Rev. R. H.. Warden,

SEPTEMBER 3. MARK XII; 28-44. 
Golden Text, Deut. 6: 5. 


GOMPARE Matt. 22: 35-46 ; 23: 1-39; Luke2o: 
39-47; 21; 1-4. Jesus had silenced the 
Pharisees and Saducees. Zhe scribes—who were 
lawyers, occupied an important position in the 
church. They were not only the copyists and 
custodians of the law, but on account of their 
amiliarity with it, and their superior learning, were 
recognized as its teachers. They belonged mostly 


to the Pharisaic party and are frequently mentioned 
along with them as the enemies of Christ. This 
one had overheard the conversation with the 
Saducees and admitting the wisdom of Christ’s 
answer asks which ts the first commandment ?—the 
most important and binding. This wasa subject 
the rival Jewish sects were divided upon, Circum- 
cision, Sabbath observance, the laws against 
idolatry, &c., being each held as of highest import- 
ance. Vs. 29, 30. Our Lord answers by a quota- 
tion from Scripture, Deut. 6: 4, and shews that 
obedience to this commandment proceeds from 
LovE, and that love to God’s children, our fellow- 
men, isa necessary accompaniment and manifesta- 
tion of love to God. Zhe heart—is more than the 
seat of the affections, Rom. 10: 10. Thy soul— 
literally thy /éf. It is every day life that tests the 
sincerity of religious profession. Love to God and 
man must regulate the whole life. Ty mind—the 
intellectual faculties, judgement, 2 Cor. 5:14. Thy 
strength——with energy and enthusiasm, Eccles. 9: 
10. V. 3t. The second—see Lev. 19: 18, is like 
because included in the first, Matt. 7: 12; 1 John 
4: 21. Vs. 32-34, The Scribe had only to follow 
out his convictions a little farther to find his way 
into the Kingdom. Vs. 35-37. The human and 
Divine natures of Christ mysteriously combined, 
and the spirituality of his Kingdom afford the only 
explanation of this seeming paradox, 1 Tim. 3: 16. 
V. 38. His doctrine—or teaching on this subject is 
fully given in Matt. ch. 23, v. 40. Devour widow’s 
houses—under the cloak of religion they fraudulent- 
ly obtain possession of their property. Vs. 41-44. 
Over against the treasury—In the court of the 
women were placed a number of collection boxes 
for specified purposes. T'wo mites—or ‘‘lepta,” the 
smallest copper coin, worth one-fifth of a cent each. 
This incident was siezed upon by the Great Teacher 
as an illustration of a poor widow’s love to God and 
man, which IIe had been commending to the sel- 
fish Scribes and Pharisees, and to which the atten- 
tion of his disciples is now directed. V.43. More 
than all they—His standard of offering is not the 
intrinsic value of what we give, but what z¢ costs us 
t> give it. All her living—all she had to give. 
Contrast this with the rich ruler, ch. 10: 21, 22; or 
with the rich fool, Luke 12; 16-21. The church 
of God still needs our contributions. Christ still 
sits over the treasury. He sees who ‘‘cast in,” and 
with what motive. He will accept the smallest 
offering of the poor, but not the poor offerings of 
te tech

Golden Text, Proverbs 22: 3. 


The intervening incidents are found in John 
12: 20-36, v1. As he went out—left the temple 
for the last time, What manner of Stones—The 
temple as rebuilt by Herod was a magnificent build- 
ing of white marble, covering with its outbuildings 
an area of nearly 20 acres. Begun inthe year 17 
B.C., it was 46 years in building, John 2; 20. 
many of the stones were of enormous size, some 45 
to 65 feet in length, 12 to 14 feet thick, and 20 
feet in width. V. 2. Mot be left one—humanly 
speaking, nothing could be more improbable than 
the fulfilment of this prediction. But within 4o 
years it was fulfilled to the letter, see Luke, 19 : 
44. V3. From the Mount of Olives was a fine 
view of the Temple on which Jesus now gazed with 
mingled admiration and sadness until these four 
disciples disturbed his reverie. V 4. These things 
—the announcements he had repeatedly made in 
their hearing, embracing the distruction of the 
temple ; (2) the manifestation of his Messiahship, 
which they expected immediately, Luke 19: 11; 
(3) the end of the world. V5. Take heed—Instead 
of gratifying their curiosity Christ teaches that there 
are many things not needful for us to know, that 
sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof, but that 
the present duty of every christian is to watch and 
pray, v. 33, ch. 14: 38. Vs. 6-9. A number of 
reasons are given for this warning, the last being 
personal to the disciples, a special reason why they 
should ‘‘take heed,” not in the sense of trying to 
escape persecution, but rather that they should ex- 
pect and prepare forit. After the crucifixion and 
until the destruction of Jerusalem, the hopes of the 
Jews respecting the long-expected Messiah continu- 
ed unabated. They vainly looked for ‘‘another,” 
who should come with earthly pomp and deliver 
them from the Roman yoke ; false prophets arose, 
deceiving many, Acts 5: 36, 37- I John2: 18, 
V. 10. The Gospel must first be published.—The 
gospel was indeed published throughout the whole 
Roman empire before the destruction of Jerusalem, 
Col. 1: 6; 2 Tim. 4:17. In a wider sense the 
prediction is being fulfilled in our own day by 
Christian missions, a ‘‘sign” that we are living in 
the ‘‘last days,” Heb. 1: 2. V. 11 Shall lead you 
—to prison or to judgement. TZake no thought— 
be not anxious, N.V.; premediate—nor prepare 
your defence beforehand. Vot ye but the Holy 
Ghost—Acts 2: 4; 6; 10. Vs. 14-19. Abomina- 
tion of desolation—The Roman army had depicted 
on its standards idolatrous images, which the Jews 
abhorred. V. 20. All the horrors here described 
actually transpired in the siege of Jerusalem, A.D. 
70, when upwards of 1,000,000 perished by the 
sword, pestilence and famine. For the Elect’s sake 
—in mercy to the true believers, the duration of the 
siege was comparatively short, five months. It is 
believed that most of the Christians effected their 
escape. Had it continued much longer the Jews 
would have been exterminated. God opens a way 
of escape for all who believe in him.

Even the disciples had very imperfect ideas 
of the nature of Christ’s Kingdom, sharing to some 
extent the popular belief that it was to be a visible 
one, they were in danger of being deceived by 
adventurers who should arise and claim to be the 
deliverer of the Jews foretold in prophecy. V. 23. 
Take ye hed—You who have seen my works, 
listened to my instructions and, above all, have pro- 
fessed yourselves my disciples. It especially be- 
comes all Christ’s followers to ‘‘take heed.” Vs. 
24, 25. Those days—may be understood to cover the 
whole of the Christian dispensation, during which 


the people of God must expect to encounter much 
peril and persecution. The signs here mentioned 
are difficult to intrepret, but they may point to some 
of those revolutions that have at different times con- 
vulsed the world. Vs. 26, 27. The Son of Mun 
coming—The second coming of Christ described in 
Matt. 25: 31-46. Shall gather—(see Matt. 24; 31) 
At the final judgement, 1 Thess. 4: 14-17, Rev. 
20: 12, 13. Vs. 28, 29. Assurely as the leaves en 
the fig tree indicate the approach of Summer, so 
the coming of Christ will certainly follow the events 
here mentioned. V. 30. 7Azs generation—(1) the 
people then living, in which case ‘“‘these things” 
might refer to the destruction of Jerusalem which 
many of them lived to witness. (2) The word gen- 
eration may apply to the race or nation of the Jews 
which remains to this day and will continue in ex- 
istence until every prophecy has been fulfilled. V 
31. Heaven and Earth shall pass away—2 Peter 
3: 10. My Word—A strong expression of his 
divine authority and of the certainty that His King- 
dom will come, Num. 14: 21. V.32. That day 
and hour—the day of judgement. Knoweth no man 
neither the Son—In his voluntary humiliation Christ 
assumed the infirmitiesof humanity. He laid aside 
his omnicience and his power, Matt. 26: 53, 54. 
V. 33. Watch and pray—The two great duties 
which in prospect of trial are constantly enjoined. 
What time the end of the world and the judgement 
shall be is of small consequence. Every man ceases 
his connection with the existing state of things at 
death ; that often comes suddenly and unexpectedly, 
it is therefore well to be always on the look out for 
it, 2 Peter 33 11, 12. V. 34. This parable 
illustrates what Christ expects of his followers— 
fidelity, industry and watchfulness. Vs. 35, 36. 
Strong reasons for vigilance are the certainty of the 
fact of Christ’s second coming, and the uncertainty 
of the time. Zven—the first watch, 9 o'clock ; 
Cock-crowing, 3 o'clock a.m. ; Morning, the fourth 
watch, 6 a.m. © Sleeping, the sentry who falls asleep 
at his post is disgraced. V. 37. The exhortation 
is primarfly to the apostles and to the ministry, 
Ezekiel, 33: 7. 
as furthe same reasons, required of every believer.

MARK XIV; I-II 
Golden Text, Mark 14: 8. 


OMPARE Matt. 26: 1-16; Luke 22: 1-6; 

John 12; 2-11. The anointing was soon 
after the healing of the blind man at Jericho, the 
evening before the triumphant entry. It is distinct 
from the similar instance mentioned in Luke 7: 
37. V.1. The Passover—lasted seven days; of 
unkavened bread—so called because during this 
feast leaven was 1igidly excluded from the bread in 
remembrance of the hasty retreat from Egypt, Ex. 
123 15,33, 34. Thechief Priest and Scribes met 
at the palace of tte high Priest, Matt. 26; 3, to 
mature the plottings commenced three months be- 
fore, John 11: 47. V. 2. Voton the feast day— 
not during the feast, because the rulers had reason 
to fear a popular rising on the part of the numerous 
friends who had come from Galilee whom they 
might not be able to control so easily as their own 
citizens. V. 3. Bethany—z2 miles east from Jerusa- 
lem. Simon the leper—supposed to be the father of 
Lazarus. He had probably been healed by Jesus. 
A woman, Mary the sister of Martha and of Laz- 
arus, John 12: 3. Alabaster box—a marble vase 
with a long narrow neck.  Sfikenard—‘‘pure 
nard,” very fragrant and very costly, rake the 
box—broke the narrow neck of the vase and poured 
the perfume first on the head and then on the feet 
of Jesus as he reclined at supper. Anointing as a 
symbol of consecration, was a very ancient custom, 
Ex. 30: 23-30. In this case it was a touching 
proof of the depth of Mary’s love for her Master. 
V. 4. Some had indignation—Matthew says it was 
the disciples, John fastens the charge upon Judas, 
the treasurer of the little company. 7his waste— 
nothing is wasted that is given in a right spirit for 
Christ’s cause, but the same specious pretext has 
been often used in reference to Christian benefi- 
cence by others beside Judas. Vs. 5, 6. Three 
hundred pence—about $45, but equal in our day to 
$300 or $400. Given to the poor—It may be as- 
sumed that Mary was not unmindful of the poor, 
for those who love Christ the most, usually do 
most for the poor. They murmured, they 
‘‘orumbled”. How many grumblers there are in 
the world still. Let her alone—is the language of 
sharp rebuke. This woman had a right to do with 
her own property what she pleased. Why trouble 
her—She must have overheard their grumbling and 
been disconcerted by it. V.7. The poor always— 
There are many ways of honouring Christ besides 
alms-giving. V.8. Shehath done what she could— 
opportunity and ability are the measure of every 
one’s responsibility, Luke 12: 48: <A/forehand to 
anoint—She anticipated his decease. This was all 
the anointing which his body received as he had 
risen from the tomb when the women camz to per- 
form that customary office for the dead, ch. 16; 1. 
V. 9 contains a prediction of the world-wide spread 
of the gospel which is now receiving its fulfilment. 
Vs. 10, If. For the details of this transaction see 
Matt. 26: 14,15. Zhe rulers were glad—that they 
had at last secured their ends without the populace 
knowing anything about it.

Presbyterian College, Halifax, opens on the 
first of November. The Arts classes in 
Queen’s College, Kingston, open on the 4th 
of October ; the Medical classes on the 9th 
of October, and the Theological classes on 
the 6th of November. The Ladies’ Colleges 
at Brantford and Ottawa open on the 6th of 
September. Both these institutions are 
admirably managed and have unequalled 
facilities for imparting instruction in_ the 
higher branches of education. 

BEGIN EARLY.—The ecclesiastical year 
is still young with us. Weare only prepar- 
ing for the great campaign. Much depends 
on the first few months of the year; much 
depends on the start we make. Now it is 
certain that no year in our history required as 
much of steady, united, large-hearted work as 
the current year calls for. All our enterprises 
are prospering. Our congregations are in- 
creasing in number. Our boards are extend- 
ing. An increasing number of the population 
look to our church for the means of grace. 
We should not let a week pass without doing 
something towards our year’s work; no, we 
should not forget that work for one day.

THE REv. WILLIAM COCHRANE, D. D., 
moderator of the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly of Canada, is the pastor of Zion 
Church, Brantford, Ontario. He was born at 
Paisley, on 9th February, 1832. His family is 
from Ayrshire, and descended from Thomas 
Cochrane, afterwards Earl of Dundonald, or 
Lord Cochrane. As a lad, he attended the 
parish school of his native town, but his school- 
ing ended when he was only twelve years of 
age. He was then employed in the booksell- 
ing business of Messrs. Murray and Stewart, 
Paisley, where he remained for over ten years. 
During the latter part of that period he spent 
his leisure time in study, going from Paisley 
to Glasgow University to attend the classes. 
Even at that early period of his life he was 
largely identified with religious and benevo- 
lent societies. When he was 23 years of age 
two gentlemen in Cincinnati, Ohio, hearing of 
his efforts to get an education, wrote offering 
to aid him if he would go there. The generous 
offer was accepted, and he sailed for America 
in July, 1854. Entering Hanover College, In- 
diana, he graduated B.A. in 1857. He then 
entered Princeton Theological Seminary, and 
was licensed by the Presbytery of Madison 
in February, 1859, and settled as pastor of 
the Scotch Presbyterian Church, Jersey City. 
His ministerial relations with that congrega- 
tion continued until May, 1862, when he was 
settled in Zion Church, Brantford. 

STATISTICS.—The Statistics of the Gen- 
eral Assembly compared with those that have 
been collected by the Government tell of a 
hundred thousand Presbyterians who are not 
embraced in our congregations or mission sta- 
tions. Whereare these? Many are scattered 
in small settlements that are still unvisited, or 
but very rarely visited by our catechists or 
missionaries. Some are in the lonely forests ; 
some by the sounding sea, or beside our 
mighty lakes and rivers. Some, we are sorry 
to say, are in our cities and within reach of the 
sound of the Sabbath bells, Presbyterians 
lapse sometimes into the ranks of vice and ut- 
ter godlessness, and still retain the Presby- 
terianname. Let us not forget that within the 
limits of many congregations there are indi- 
viduals and families that claim our name and 
that are still “unattached.” These should 
have the spiritual attention they so greatl 
need. They are spiritually (and ecclesiasti- 
cally) sick. They need the physician. They 
are straying sheep and the shepherd will sure- 
ly not neglect them.—lIt is well to remember 
that our growth as a denomination for the past 
ten years has been but very slow. Even if all 
who are credited to us in the census were true 
to their allegiance the rate of gfowth would 
not be what we should rightly aim at. 

RETURNING TO THE FIELD.—Rev. 
J. W. Mackenzie left Canada on his way to 
the New Hebrides, on the 3rd June. He and 
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his family enjoyed very much the voyage from 
Rimouski to Liverpool. They had met with 
great kindness from the officers of the steamer 
and from their fellow passengers. On Sunday 
afternoon, at the request of the passengers, 
Mr. Mackenzie gave an account of the Mission 
on Efate. One Church of England clergy- 
man who was inthe audience moved a vote 
of thanks and proposed a collection for the 
Mission as a tangible proof of interest in it. 
Another clergyman seconded the proposal, 
and a contribution of about $18 was the 
result. Mr. Mackenzie reached London in 
time to take passage for Australia in the /ohz 
£lder of the Orient Line, the passage costing 
over,.4,170..stg... Mr. M. says :. “We. are 
anxious to get back to our work. Our visit to 
our native land, delightful as it was, has not 
weakened our attachment to Efate, and our 
little church there. Being away so long from 
field seems lost time. But we are returning 
very much cheered and strengthened, and 
hope to be able to carry on our work more 
successfully than in the past.” 

JUVENILE MISSION. SCHEME: 4 
liberal Beguest.—The late Mr. Gourlie of 
Pickering, left by his will a liberal bequest to 
the Juvenile Mission Scheme, amounting to 
$393.75, which has been handed to the 
Treasurer. By the terms of the legacy this 
sum is to be invested and the interest used in 
providing for the education of children in 
India. It will therefore be available for aid- 
ing the interesting day schools at Indore, 
described in our last, by paying for the educa- 
tion of some of the orphan children attending 
them, while belonging to the Foundlings’ 
Home, who were mentioned in connection 
with Miss McGregor’s letter. By this means 
most of the good which an Orphanage could 
accomplish would be secured at a little of the 
expense. It may be hoped that the consider- 
ation shown by Mr. Gourlie in making this 
bequest may stimulate others to follow his ex- 
ample by remembering our Foreign Mission 
Schemes in their wills as well as during their 
lives. 

PERSONAL.—At a meeting of the North 
York Ministerial Association recently held at 
Newmarket, Ont., the following resolution was 
cordially adopted :—“‘Reso/ved—That where- 
as the Rev. John’ Brown, Presbyterian 
Minister of this town, completes this year the 
jubilee of his ministerial life, we the members 
of the North York Ministerial Association, do 
sincerely congratulate him on his seeing the 
fiftieth year of his Ministry for Christ. We 
do devoutly hope and pray that his closing 
days may be without a cloud; and that the 
‘well-done’ of the Master may crown in 
Heaven his faithfulness on earth.” We en- 
dorse the kind sentiments contained in this 
resolution, and although our venerable friend 
is no longer able to discharge the duties of 
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the ministerial office we trust that years of 
usefulness and happiness may be in store for 
him. REv. DR. MCLISE of Calvin Church, 
St. John, N. B.,.has been appointed Emigra- 
tion Agent by the Dominion Government and 
has already gone to Britain and entered upon 
the duties of his new office. We sincerely 
hope that he shall be successful in bringing 
under the notice of the farmers and mechanics 
of Great Britain and Ireland the advantages 
which we have to ofter them in the Dominion 
of Canada. Why should there be so much 
distress and discontent among tenant farmers 
in the Old Country when the finest of land, 
close to the railway, and ready for the plough, 
can be purchased outright for ten shillings an 
acre? The REV. JAMES PATTERSON, late of 
Hemmingford, enters upon his duties as city 
Missionary in Montreal early this month. 
Mr. Patterson was ordained by the Presbytery 
of Dunoon, Scotland, in 1857 and was inducted 
at Hemmingford the following year. With 
twenty-five years experience in ministerial 
work, and with special qualifications for that 
branch of missionary labour on which he now 
enters, his coming to Montreal is regarded 
with much satisfaction by his ministerial 
brethren and cannot fail to be of great 
advantage to the entire community.

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NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Rey. W. S. WHITTIER spent two years in 
the Copper Mining regions of Newfoundland, 
Little Bay, Bett’s Cove, Green Bay, &c. The 
population to which he ministered numbered 
over two thousand, the proportion of adults 
being unusually large. The attendance on 
public worship was usually large; but as the 
population was rapidly increasing the mission- 
ary had to be on the alert for fresh arrivals. 
The missionary also kept an eye on the 
prospecting parties, the fives, tens, twenties, 
that went out to the bush for months, following 
them by letters and papers and not seldom in 
person, on snow shoes, in boats, on foot, in 
whatever way was available. Over 8000 
monthly publications, tracts and small books 


were thus circulated, in addition to 6000 cir- 
culated through the Sabbath-School. The 
lumber camps were visited, and the island was 
crossed to Bay of Islands, a labour seldom 
encountered by any one except Indians who 
are perfectly at home in the lonely forests. 
Labrador also was visited and explored away 
up to the scene of the Congregational Mission 
in the Province of Quebec. Altogether our 
Missionary travelled “in boots and boats” 
over 10,000 miles, or at the rate of 96 miles 
per week for two years. Owing to the change 
in the ownership of the leading mines, and 
other circumstances, the Presbyterians, who 
at one time formed a very considerable pro- 
portion of the population, and who were 
largely from Nova Scotia, have left the place. 
Those to whom our Missionaries ministered 
during the past five years are to be found in 
all parts of the Dominion, or in the United 
States, or Great Britain. Most of those now 
employed in the mines are natives of New- 
foundland, and these are usuaily Romanists, 
Episcopalians, or Wesleyans, in the propor- 
tion of six, three, and two, respectively. The 
work of the Missionary was that of a Protest- 
ant minister among Protestants ; he made no 
efforts at proselytism, and he had with him 
constantly the full sympathy of the whole 
Protestant community. There are now hardly 
any Protestants left in the place. It was to 
follow our people to these localities, and now 
when our people have withdrawn, shall we as 
a church also withdraw? This question will 
be decided by the Presbytery of Newfound- 
land and the Home Mission Board. Our 
Missionaries, Messrs. Cruikshank, Gunn, and 
Whittier, have uniformly borne the highest 
testimony to the managers and officers of 
the Company. We have a catechist this 
year at Bay of Islands, where there is pros- 
pect of improvement. 
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Alanitoba Htems. 


Rev. D. M. Gordon, B.D,, was inducted tothe 
charge of Knox Church, Winnipeg, on the 9th 
of August. Strong hopes are entertained that 
Mr. Pringle of Georgetown, who had been oc- 
cupying the Knox Church pulpit since the be- 
ginning of May, will accept the call given him 
by the late Dr. Black’s congregation at Kil- 


donan. The congregation of Knox Church are 
occupying their temporary building on Har- 
grave Street. This with the site is worth about 
$18,000. It accommodates about 1,300. It is 
built in such a way that it can be converted 
into dwelling houses when it has served its 
temporary purpose. St. Andrew’s congregae 
tion are also occupying temporary quarters. 
They have erected a large and commodious 
Hall on Logan Street, at a cost, site included, 
of about $25,000, and capable of accommodat- 
ing about 1,000. It has been named Selkirk 
Hall. The ground flour is fitted up for stores. 
The Brandon congregation, too, have shown 
great energy in the erection of their new place 
of worship. It is now almost finished and will 
accommodate about 500 worshippers. It cost, 
including site, some $7,000. The congregation 
of Neepawa under the Rev. D. MacRae are 
beginning the same good work. Very satis- 
factory reports of the state of the crops are 
coming in from all parts of the province. 
About 200,000 acres are reported as under cul- 
tivation, about half in wheat. Winnipeg is 
rapidly spreading in all directions. Many of 
the new buildings, such as those in course of 
erection for the Messrs. Drummond, show 
great taste in design and will prove ornaments 
to the city. A considerable part of our popula- 
tion are still under canvas. Rev. Dr. Bell late 
of Walkerton, has arrived at Winnipeg on a 
visit to his friends. Hesays: “The rush of 
business is tremendous, and building is going 
on in every part of the city, only limited by the 
possibilities of procuring materials, of which 
there is a failure, although a half million feet 
of lumber and a third of a million bricks are 
coming in daily. The latter, though the price 
is five or six times the price they are in coun- 
try towns in Ontario, cannot be bought at all 
on short notice; 30 millions being engaged 
weeks or months in advance ef their manufac- 
ture. The Toronto Glode says that within five 
years the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
will have a tract of 25,000,000 of acres of the 
finest wheat land in the world for sale close to 
the railway. Dr. James McGregor of Edin- 
burgh has witten a brilliant article in the Con- 
temporary Review, giving his personal impres- 
sions of the country in such glowing and gra- 
phic terms as are sure to arrest public atten- 
tion. 7

Agreed to apply to the 
Aged and Infirm Ministers’ Fund for allow- 
ance to Dr. Bennett. Mr. Burgess reported con- 
cerning Grand Falls that he could not find a 
single Frenchman connected with our Church 
there, although he admitted that he was favour- 
ably impressed with Van Buren. The labours 
of an ordained Missionary are required at 
Grand Falls and Van Buren. These stations 
will raise about $200 each. The call of Flor- 
enceville and Glassville to Mr. Crawford was 
not sustained. Six months’ leave of absence 
was granted to Dr. Maclise. 


Pictou, Aug. r:-—The Presbytery met at 
New Glasgow. Mr. Maclean Sinclairintimated 
that he withdrew his resignation of his pre- 
sent pastoral charge. Moderation in a call 
was granted to Vale Colliery. 


MIRAMICHI, Aug. z -—The Presbytery met 
at Charlo. A call in favour of Rev. S. Hous- 
ton from Elgin and Athelstan was submitted, 
and the usual steps ordered to be taken. 
Minutes with reference to Dr. Jardine and 
Mr. McBain whose connection with the Pres- 
bytery has ceased through their acceptance of 
calls to other charges, were approved and or- 
dered to be engrossed. 


LUNENBURG and SHELBURNE :—In 1870 
the Presbytery of Lunenburg and Yarmouth 
was erected and was then composed of eight 
congregations belonging previously to the 
Presbytery, of Halifax. The Synod of 1882 
connected the two congregations in Yarmouth 
County with Halifax Presbytery, railway com- 
munication being now established between 
Halifax and Yarmouth ; and changed the name 
of the Presbytery to “Lunenburg and Shel- 
burne.” The new Presbytery starts again with 
eight congregations, six self-sustaining and 
and two receiving supplements. It has in all 
675 families and 639 communicants. All the 
congregations but one have manses, and that 
one will not long be an exception. The Pres- 
bytery is 105 miles in length—from Mahone 
Bay to Barrington. Six of the congregations 
are in Lunenburg County and are not very far 
apart. The congregations of Lunenburg, Shel- 
burne, Bridgewater and Mahone Bay have 


their centres in towns or villages; the other 
congregations are wholly rural. The Presby- 
tery as now constituted held its first meeting 
at Bridgewater on the second of August. Rev. 
E. D. Millar was appointed moderator. A 
letter from Rev. D. F. Creelman was read ten- 
dering the demission of his charge of Shel- 
burne and Lockeport. Mr. C’s. health was 
impaired by his labours at Bay of Islands, 
Newfoundland, and he thinks it would be bet- 
ter for his present congregation that he should 
make way for a stronger man, while it would 
be better for himself to have charge of a small- 
er and more compact congregation. The 
Presbytery directed the usual notice to be 
given to the congregation, and the matter will 
be dealt with at next meeting, at Shelburne, 
during the second week of September, when 
meetings will be held also at Clyde, Barring- 
and Lockeport.—D. S. FRASER, C7Z&.

accepting this appointment, which opened up 
to hima larger sphere of usefulness and for 
which he was eminently suited by reason of his 
peculiar fitness for missionary work. It was 
announced that Rev. S. Houston, of Bathurst, 
N. B., had accepted a call to Elgin and 
Athelstan. A call from Dundee Centre in 
favour of Rev. D. McEachern, of Parkhill, 
Ont., was sustained. The induction of Rev. 
John Scrimger as Professor of Hebrew and 
Greek exegesis in the Presbyterian College, 
Montreal, was appointed to take place on the

MANITOBA, zoth Fuly:—The Presbytery 
met at Brandon. Mr. McGuire was elected 
moderator for next six months. Mr. Ander- 
son was at his own request relieved of the 
charge of West Portage la Prairie.

Cameron, from the Presbytery of Pictou, was 
received as a member of Presbytery. Mr. 
John A. Townsend was ordained as a mission- 
ary.

this means may be reared. 3rd. That the 
Presbytery, in accordance with the ancient 
rights of Presbyteries, and the expressed per- 
mission and approval of the General Assem- 
bly, take charge ot such students as desire to 
pursue their studies, and appoint a standing 
committee for the superintendence of theolog- 
ical students, to prescribe subjects, arrange for 
instruction, conduct examinations, and report 
to Presbytery at its meeting in May.

That the Committee on Theological Superin- 
tendence will issue an address in the name of 
the moderator of the Presbytery, presenting 
the object of these resolutions to the people.

Geclesinstival Mews. 


REV, HENRY COWAN of Aberdeen 
has been elected minister of New Grey- 
friars, Edinburgh, in room of the late Dr. W. 
Robertson, the life-long friend and advocate 
of the Waldensians. Dr. Arthur T. Pierson, 
of Detroit, the American apostle of missions 
to the heathen, has accepted a call to the 
Second Presbyterian Church, Indianapolis. 
The Board of Foreign Missions of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States of 
America expended last year $591,639.88, and 
has resolved to ask the churches for an addi- 
tional $100,000 this year. Believing that they 
will receive this, they have engaged the ser- 
vices of ¢hirty additional missionaries. The 
General Assembly in thanking the venerable 
Secretary, Dr. John C. Lowrie, for his fifty 
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years of faithful and continuous labour in this 
blessed service, hopes that he may live to see 
the annual income of the Board $1,000,000. 
Dr. Horatius Bonar of Edinburgh being 
recently off duty on account of his health, the 
Session invited Dr. James McGregor, of St. 
Cuthbert’s to occupy his pulpit on a Sabbath 
forenoon, This is said to be probably the 
first time since the disruption that a minister 
of the Established Church has preached in a 
Free Church pulpit at the request of the Kirk- 
session. Six students who have completed 
their course of study under the auspices of the 
Edinburgh Medical Missionary Society, were 
recently designated for service in the foreign 
mission field by the United Presbyterian 
Church. Dr. Alexander Whyte of Free St. 
George’s took part in the proceedings. The 
Rev. J. Elder, U. P. minister of Busby having 
announced his intention of joining the Estab- 
lished Church, a co-presbyter gravely said 
that his case was one of /elo de se, of 
ecclesiastical suicide, and moved that he be 
declared no longer a minister or member of 
the United Presbyterian Church. In eccles- 
iastical parlance that is tantamount to the 
sentence of excommunication and deposition. 
In “the good time coming,” it may be hoped 
that a minister in good standing shall be 
translated from one evangelical communion to 
another with as little azzmus as now marks 
his transference from one parish to another. 
Things appear to be moving in that direction. 
On the invitation of the Vicar of Oldham, 
England, the “Salvation Army” attended ser- 
vice in the parish church the other day. 
About a thousand members of the army walk- 
ed in procession to the church, and although 
thousands of people lined the streets there 
was no noise nor molestation. “General 
Booth” has secured the notorious Lagle 
Tavern in the old City Road, London, includ- 
ing the theatre, dancing saloon and grounds, 
capable of seating 10,000 people. He writes, 

—‘“standing amidst a dense working-class 
population, “and with a character far and wide 
~ such as makes it unnecessary to describe the 
scenes nightly to be witnessed there, the 
building will give us an opportunity far 
superior to any we have hitherto had of 
gathering tens of thousands of the worst of the 
people together, and we trust that a great 
many of those who have formerly been seen 
there seeking worldly pleasures will soon be 
found on the same spot rejoicing in the Lord, 
and leading others to Him.” The Archbishop 
of Canterbury, hearing of the purchase, sent a 
donation of £5, expressing at the same time 
his satisfaction that the premises had been 
secured and hoping “ that by God’s blessing 
the work carried on there may be effectual 
for the good of many.” Lord Cairns and 
many others in high stations have expressed 
their sympathy with the movement. Even 
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Her Majesty, the Queen, has intimated her 
great interest in the reports of the work that 
have reached her, and has caused a letter to: : 
be written to Mrs. Booth, heartily wishing her 
“Godspeed.” On the other hand the vener- ° 
able Earl of Shaftesbury, himself a noted 
evangelist, is unsparing in his condemnation 
of the methods adopted by these “rude and 
rough reformers.” He admits the need there 
is in London for evangelistic work. There 
are 400,000 people in that great city, he says, 
who would never have heard one word of the 
truth had it not been for lay-agents and self- 
constituted missionaries. Nothing could be 
more remarkable than to witness the distress 
and misery of the people who attended the 
Field Lane Refuge services—degraded, ill- 
conditioned and ill-fed ; amongst them Doctors 
of Divinity and professional men who had 
been brought down by drunkenness and 
gambling. By the theatre services thousands. 
had been brought to Christ. But he held that 
the excesses of the Salvation Army—the very: 
name of which sounded in his ears like “down- 
right blasphemy”’—were producing great ir- 
reverance of thought, of expression, of action, 
turning religion into a play and making it gro- 
tesque and ridiculous. Canon Farrar, in a 
sermon preached in Westminster Abbey, has 
also taken strong exception to the methods 
employed by these earnest, but in his opinion 
mis-guided men and women, whose course he 
thinks attended with most serious spiritual 
danger to their converts. But Booth is indif- 
ferent to the criticisms of the pulpit, and cooly 
replies that, “the last enemy that shall be de- 
stroyed is the parson.” He could not attempt 
to reform the Eagle theatre—that stronghold 
of vice and profligacy. He could not attack it 
with any hope of success, so he determined: to. 
buy up the whole concern, at the cost of about. 
$100,000; and in a fortnight’s time the price 
was raised. Messrs. Moody and Sankey have 
completed their stay in Glasgow and neigh- 
boring towns in Scotland where their labours 
have been highly appreciated and attended 
with unprecedented success.. Their last week 
was spent in that old town which Rowland. 
Hill in his Journal described as “ the paradise 
of Scotland,” because from every dwelling he 
heard the sound of praise at family worship, 
and the municipality of which has for its mot- 
to, “ Let Paisley flourish by the preaching of 
Thy Word.” Here Mr. Moody stated that a 
minister in Glasgow had told him that he ex- 
pected no results from this ministerial labours, 
and that, in ascending the pulpit on Sundays, 
he felt that his preaching would be in vain.. 

That minister, he said, had no faith, and 
therefore could not achieve satisfactory re- 
sults. If Christian workers did not have faith 
in their God-given work, how could they ex- 
pect God to bless their labours? His last ad- 
dress, it is said, was listened to by the largest 
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audience that had yet been seen in the Town 
Hall. Mr. Moody is wanted by his old con- 
gregation at Chicago, but he seems to think 
the Lord hath more need of him in Britain, 
and so he and his companion have made ar- 
rangements for the coming winter to visit the 
principal towns of England and take a run 
over to Ireland and to Paris before entering 
upon a twelve month’s campaign in London. 
Mr. Joseph Cook, the famous Boston lecturer, 
after an extended visit to India spent some 
time in Japan. He lectured at Yokahama and 
Tokio, and then visited Osaka and Kioto. At 
Tokio his lecture was delivered in a large hall 
erected chiefly by Buddhist contributions for 
the purpose of public lectures against Chris- 
tianity. This hal, capable of holding 2,000, 
was filled by a thoroughly representative audi- 
ence. The foreign element consisting chiefly 
ef missionaries and college professors, while 
the native element was made up of students, 
Government officials, and educated teachers 
in the Normal schools. The lecture was one 
well known in this country, entitled, “ Does 
death end all?” It was listened to for two 
hours with marked attention by the entire au- 
dience, and although many of the Japanese 
could not at the time clearly understand the 
point of some of the arguments addressed, they 
received satisfactory explanations afterwards 
from the missionaries in their own language. 
His second lecture on “the Religious signs of 
the times” was interpreted sentence by sen- 
tence. Taking up the chief objections of the 
Japanese to Christianity, he dealt with them 
in a convincing manner. The missionaries 
say that his visit has given a great impetus to 
the progress of Christianity amongst the Jap- 
anese. Dr. Begg, the genial and talented 
minister of Newington, Edinburgh, is now one 
of the oldest ministers in the Free Church, 
but it would seem that his natural force has 
not abated. The last General Assembly of the 
Free Church having declined to pronounce 
definitely on the subject ofinstrumental music 
in the services of the Church. and having ap- 
pointed a committee'to consider the question 
and to report to next meeting, Dr. Begg has 
again entered the arena of public agitation 
with characteristic energy and placed himself 
at the head of the so-called “ Presbyterian As- 
sociation for the defence of purity of worship.” 
Already the Association is said to have amem- 
bership of upwards of 1,000, including repre- 
sentatives of all the Presbyterian Churches in 
Scotland—the names of Principal Pirie of 
Aberdeen, and Dr. Macrae of Hawick, both 
of the Established Church, being amongst the 
number. The principal object of the crusade 
iS to prevent the introduction of organs in 
churches and to have them removed where 
they exist. . Branches have been established 
in different parts of the country, the head-quar- 
ters beingin Edinburgh, under the management 
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of a committee of 150 ministers and elders. 
An anti-organ lecturer has been engaged and 
other suitable means adopted for educating 
the public mind upon this question during the 
coming winter. In the event of the next As- 
sembly sanctioning the use of instrumental 
music it is purposed to have the legality of the 
proceeding tested in the Court of Session. In 
the annual report of the Foreign Mission 
Committee of the Free Church of Scotland it 
is said,—“‘Never, since the foundation of the 
Mission, has so general and earnest a desire 
been evident among studerts of Divinity to 
consider the call of foreign lands. Surely the 
prayer of successive annual Days of Interces- 
sion has begun to be answered not only in the 
Free Church, but in England and in America, 
where the same readiness is evident. Ninety 
years ago the first English missionary offered 
himself ; and now the whole number of Evan- 
gelical foreign missionaries is five thousand, 
and they are leaders of a native host of thirty 
thousand helpers of all kinds, For years our 
Committee sought in vain before it found Alex- 
ander Duff, and now, fifty-two years after, and 
not forty years since the disruption led us to 
form a second series of missions, we reckon 
our ordained and medical missionaries by 
sixty, and our native Christian contingent at 
jive hundred and forty-four, while more of the 
ablest students are ready to go than we can 
send. At the same time, not only has the 
great total of the Church’s revenue, for its mis- 
sions to the heathen, £66,533 this year, large- 
ly increased. but the contributions of congre- 
gations are steadily rising.” 

PALESTINE AND THE JEWS. The London 
Outlook, the organ of the Presbyterian Church 
in England, and one of our most valued ex- 
changes, has the following remarks in refer- 
ence to the colonization of Palestine by the 
Jews :—The attention of Europe and America 
has been drawn anew, by the persecution of 
the Jews in Russia, to plans for forming Jewish 
colonies in Palestine. Mr. Laurence Oliphant, 
formerly member for the Stirling Burghs, 
thinks that the funds raised for the relief of the 
Russian exiles can be wisely appropriated to 
aiding in their emigration to Eastern Pales- 
tine. It is strange that a man so clear-sight- 
ed in many matters should indulge such an il- 
lusion. There is really no present prospect of 
a Jewish occupation of Palestine. Three 
things must be secured in order to insure the 
success of such a colony as Mr. Oliphant 
wishes to see established ; and not one of these 
has yet been secured. The permission of the 
Government, colonists, and a place to live in, 
are all “conspicuous by their absence.” Dr. 
H. H. Jessup, of Beirut, Syria, in a well-in- 
formed paper which he contributes to the July 
number of the Catholic Paesbyterian, shows 
how fixed is the determination of the Turkish 
Government to prevent anything like organ- 
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ized colonization by non-Mohammedan com- 
munities in any part of Syria or Palestine. 
The Constantinople journals have stated plain- 
ly that the Sultan will not allow the germs of 
a Jewish kingdom to be planted in Pales- 
tine. Even were the Sultan willing, there are 
other insuperable obstacles. The existing 
population stand in the way. The Jewish 
model farm near Jaffa is financially a failure. 
The old and infirm, the pauperised wards of 
European Israelitish societies, may continue 
to settle in Jerusalem to be fed out of the Rab- 
bis’ fund, and die in the city of David; but 
the time when the Jews will occupy the cities 
and towns and till the soil of Palestine seems 
as far distant now as at any period since the 
days of Julian the Apostate. None of the 
Jews at present in Palestine are farmers ; and 
Dr. Jessup seems to incline to the notion that 
it is part of the Divine plan that they should 
thus keep aloof from the stable occupation of 
tilling the soil, in order that they may continue 
to be strangers and wanderers in every king- 
dom under heaven. 


FRANCE Good News :--It is well known 
that the credulity of its women has been the 
great lever, by which the Romish Church has 
retained its influence over vast numbers of 
people. At last, this vantage ground seems 
on the point of giving way. The women of 
the Romish Church are no longer deterred, by 
the threats of priests, from attending Protest- 
ant meetings. The “Signal,” edited by M: 
Reveillaud, Paris, says: A new and interest- 
ing fact to be noted is, the eagerness which 
women shew in some places at least to hear 
the gospel. Some years since, men attended 
most largely—which is still the case somwhat. 
Women were kept back through fear of dis- 
pleasing the priest. Now, they have more 
courage, and are breaking gradually the 
meshes of the net which held them. Here 
are some striking examples, cited in the last 
report of M. Bouillat, agent of the Free Church 
of France, at Clamecy (Niévre): “After 
having instituted at P., the erpétuel adoration 
the priest asked the women, old and young, to 
come and work at ornamenting the church, 
they refused point blank, and more than e¢ghty 
of them attended my meeting.” 

“We have at O., writes M. Bouillat, more 
women than men.” You must not forsake us ; 
said they, “now that we no longer go to Mass 
we need a religion.” 

“Yesterday,” writes another, “ I conducted a 
meeting at which there were more women than 
men. The civil interments, which have taken 
place here, have not left a favorable impres- 
sion upon the minds of seriously disposed 
people. “ Catholicism,” remarked some of 
these women” we believe in no longer; but 
yet we cannot live like beasts, we need a reli- 
gion, and yours is the good religion. After 
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the meeting, every woman’s hand was extend- 
ed to me, to thank me ; to encourage me, not 
to despair of the population ; thereafter, one 
woman of some fifty years, said in the name 
of her little circle: ‘‘ You must also come to 
us. We desire to embrace Protestantism. 
We have done with the Church of Rome, in 
which we do not believe and we will give you a 
hall.” 

S. S. Picnic. the children and_ teachers, 
connected with the Wacall Mission at Paris, 
lately held a picnic in the splendid Park of 
Saint Cloud, a few miles from Paris. There were 
from ¢welve to fifteen hundred present, trans- 
ported by boats on the river Seine. Each 
school with its own banner, and leader, march- 
ed to a common rendez-vous, where, after 
singing, they embarked for the Park. There 
they sang their beautiful hymns, partook of 
refreshments, played on the sward, heard some 
suitable addresses, thus filling up the day 
with happiness. To these poor children, from 
the crowded suburbs of the great two million 
people city, such a day is an event in their 
lives. This gala-day is a great help in the 
work of saving them from ruin. God bless the 
messengers in this great field. C. H.

LETTER FROM REV. H. ROBERTSON.

To Dr. McGregor. 
ERROMANGA, 25th April, 1882. 

f EXPECTED the Day-sfring this morn- 

ing from Sydney, but she did not appear, 
but as I am seldom more than 48 hours out in 
my calculation, I expect her in a day or two 
more. Weheard nothing from the civilized 
world since Novomber last. 

By the “D.S.” onthe 24th of September 
last I received your kind note of the 19th May, 
informing me of the sum of £20, sIo, dg stg., 
the gift of the Kirk Presbytery of Pictou to 
me to be used in furthering the mission cause 
in Erromanga, in the way I may think best, 
and which I am to draw from Dr. Steel. The 
gift was as opportune as it was unexpected. 
As the Pictou brethren did not send it the 
year before, and as Mr. Herdman, the chair- 
man of their F. M. scheme had been translat- 
ed to Scotland, and as India and China were 
clamouring for money, I thought they had 
decided to turn away from poor, uncivilized 
and insignificant Erromanga, and help 
civilized and powerful lands. I am glad to find 
I was wrong and that they are not going to 
withdraw their aid from an island whose small 
band of Christians have for a quarter of a 
century held as firmly to the truth amidst the 
sorest of trials, and have acted as nobly, con- 
sidering their circumstances and light, as any 
people in any part of the globe. If their 
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island has been drunken with the blood of 
saints, the Christian party had no hand in it. 
Or the contrary, they took sides with God’s 
servants and against their nearest blood rela- 
tions. Truly God’s people here have been 
hunted like partridges on the mountains by 
their own countrymen, yea their own parents. 
I expect to hear from you now by the mission 
vessel and among other matters to learn if we 
are to get a visit home at the end of this year. 
I have no doubt about it if the Board can 
manage it. Iam not anxious about it, and 
just because I have the fullest confidence in 
the church and because we have asked for 
direction in the whole matter. I could keep 
on here without any change for years to come 
if my health should continue as good as it has 
been these ten years in Erromanga, but I 
doubt if Mrs. Robertson could, for she has had 
fever often and she naturally feels the climate 
and the isolation and the anxiety and strain 
upon the mind and nervous system more than 
Ido. A guzet visit to our friends, REST and 
entire change of people, place and things with 
God’s blessing would probably strengthen us 
in mind and body for another period of hard 
work here, whereas by struggling on here with- 
out a thorough change and rest we may be- 
come so enfeebled that the rest would come 
too late to be of any benefit to us. And at 
my age, now turned forty, I should go soon if I 
am to return to the hard work of a missionary 
ina new and rough country like the New 
Hebrides, where assistance such as you get 
in civilized lands cannot be had. These and 
the greater probability of seeing some of our 
parents living, should we go soon, are the 
principal reasons which weigh with us in our 
desire for a visit early. 

Wednesday Evening, 8 o’clock.—The Day- 
Spring came in sight at dusk this evening, 
about Io miles out to sea, and stood out again 
for the night, but she will be in to anchor by 
IO a. m. to-morrow and be off again for Efate 
by 4 p.m. or as soon as she gets her work 
done at this station. It was too far out and 
too late to see her flag, even had she put up 
one, but I trust in the morning we may see her 
flag flying at the head of the mast. Wespent 
the whole of March at our other station and 
were much encouraged. I visited every 
district on that side of the island. We cele- 
brated the Lord’s supper for the first time on 
the very spot where 108 years ago Captain 
Cook was attacked by the natives. During 
my visit to the other side I was accompanied 
by about 40 people of this side including all 
my teachers and all the Christian Chiefs. 
Our visit did good. I married four young 
men, all church members, and one a teacher, 
during our visit there. Indeed they were all 
married on the Saturday before the Commun- 
ion, at Cook’s Landing, Traitors Head, or 
Poinarevin, as suits best, for the place is one 
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and the same. I gave it the first name when 
we built our cottage there last year. Tunot 
and his wife are the teachers at that station 
and are doing admirably. They keep the 
mission cottage and premises so neat and 
clean, and conduct a morning school for all, 
and a children’s class in the afternoon daily. 
We walked overland going and returning. 
We had one regret, that such an interesting 
people, and so willing to be instructed, had so 
little of our time. But I am D. V. going back 
alone to spend the month of June with them. 
Our people here were pleased to have us back 
and we were as pleased to see them. 

Our little cottage at Cook’s Landing is very 
snug (our teachers and young men plastered 
it beautifully without my assistance this sum- 
mer) and. will be very comfortable, but of 
course it is not nearly so convenient and com- 
fortable as our premises here, where we have 
every comfort which we need. We have had 
a most delightful summer, no hurricane, very 
slight shocks of earthquake, no tidal wave, no 
opposition from the heathen, beautiful weather 
and just sufficient rainto make the ground 
bring forth by handfuls. There is abundance 
of food all over the island and this valley looks 
charming. Our Dillon’s Bay people gave us 
300 lbs of yams (the first of the crop) last 
Saturday. Our regular classes here are well 
attended and have been all along. Our 
people continue kind and we have full work 
among them and much encouragement in it. 
I have the church to ceil and the school house 
to floor yet. We ‘celebrate the communion 
here in July. We have also the Bible arrow- 
root to prepare.

PRINCESTOWN, 27 May, 1882. 


We are getting on as well as we can with- 
out a proper teacher in the Princestown’s 
school. The attendance keeps up well, but it 
gives both Mrs. Macleod and myself much 
more to do in connection with it. The priest 
is still keeping on his teachers, not to say 
much of his school, at the new village of 
Palmyra or Trois Amis. This is a new 
school for us there. I have put upa small 
building on a rented lot, in which we now 
have our school. The average is over 30, but 
it costs watching to a considerable extent. 
Mr. Gombie has given mea lot a little lower 
down in the same village for school or church 
purposes, upon which I hope to erecta school- 
house ere long, as funds permit. Thus far we 
have succeeded and I trust under Divine 
blessing shall further do so. I have been 
confined to the house for a few days from ill- 
ness. Iam recovering and soon hope to be 
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about again. 
quite well. 
Have you yet seen Miss Blackaddar? A 
good Canadian white teacher in this important 
school is a necessity to good progress in the 
mission work. I have already written about 
Miss B’s substitute and her salary, which 
latter Iam glad to know is forthcoming. I 
hope the way will soon be opened for a good 
teacher in Tunapuna. Our Brother’s Estate 
school is now ensconced in the boiling house 
for the wet season. Details are too many and 
outlines too few to continue this at present.

LETTER FROM REV. J. M. DOUGLAS.

For the Record. 


Through delay of the Mail Steamer in the 
ice our report for last year was not in time to 
be inserted in that of the F. M. Committee, so 
we here send you the substance of it for your 
next issue. Our Sabbath Services in English 
were kept up during the year with some un- 
avoidable interruptions, however, such as our 
visit to the hills, District Work, and repairs 
upon the bnilding, during which our whole 
Sabbath was given to City work. In the month 
of May we were again appointed by the Bom- 
bay Government to act as Officiating Chaplain 
for St. Andrews Church, Mhow. Thus during 


the vacancy which lasted till Oct. 13th, we 
bore the responsibility of maintaining services 
for the troops. With the Divine blessing the 
congregation was much revived in attendance 
and spirit. Before our leaving Indore for 
home, we received the following hearty ac- 
knowledgment which may not be uninteresting 
{o your readers. 


11th March, 1882. 
My dear Mr. Douglas. 


I ought before this time to have performed 
the duty assigned me at last month’s meeting 
of our congregational committee. The mem- 
bers regret deeply the prospect of losing so 
fast a friend of our Church, and desire me to 
take the opportunity of thanking you for the 
service you have rendered them. Our con- 
gregation did not fail to appreciate your dis- 
interested kindness in accepting the work of 
the six months vacancy when they were not in 
a position to offer you any remuneration for 
your pains. Your pulpit ministrations, and 
the kindly interest you took in everything per- 
taining to the welfare of the congregation made 
great friends for you among those most at- 
tached to our Church, and it was not my de- 
sire alone that your voice should be heard 
once more within St. Andrew’s before your de- 
parture. It is the earnest hope of us all that you 
and your family will havea pleasant voyage 
home, and that we shall have you back again 
in good health to be our neighbour. Person- 
ally I am deeply indebted to you for handing 
over to my care a united congregation. I 
don’t know who I can go to for sympathy and 
and advice in your absence—for I could al- 
ways trust your Presbyterianism, and friends of 
our Cause are not too numerous in this region. 
I would not trouble you with this message now 
that you are receiving from the Indore people 
such a splendid testimonial of your power and 
usefulness in your own particular field. I un- 
derstand however, that you have experienced 
no small annoyance on account of your rela- 
tions with my congregation. It may in the 
circumstances be as well for you to know that 
it was because you were the only person at 
once fitted and available for the work that you 
were recommended to Government to take 
the vacancy. It required your common sense 
and goodness of heart to deal successfully with 
the soldiers, and when another vacancy occurs 
you will probably be recommended again. 
That is of course supposing you will be back 
again, and I am perfectly sure the home peo- 
ple will be determined to have you build upon 
the solid foundation of influence you have 
made for your church in Central India, with 
best wishes, yours very sincerely,

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It was thus, to me at least, a satisfaction to 
know that our labours in this connection were 
not in vain, and that the only Presbyterian 
Church within hundreds of miles of us was 
thus helped in its difficulties. 

Our Anglo-vernacular Sabbath-school has 
been maintained during the year. The at- 
tendance of heathen children has been more 
encouraging than formerly. Still they are 
never regular. Our advanced class of native 
Christians and others has been to me a source 
of real pleasure, and I trust to some, under 
Divine blessing, a means of real and lasting 
good, as three of its members signified their 
desire to join our little company by baptism. 
Of these one brahman and his interesting lit- 
tle son have throughout the year manifested a 
deep interest and love for Christian truth. 
They assured me of their determination to 
confess Christ and wished me to arrange for 
their doing so, but family opposition and the 
fear of persecution, as well as the prospect of 
our return home, prevented them from taking 
the step at present. I trust that at no distant 
day Mr. Wilkie may have the pleasure of re- 
ceiving them. 

Our City School for boys had been closed 
when I sent my report last year although the 
work was continued in another building by one 
of our former teachers Rowjee Gaugadhur, 
who remained faithful to the mission all 
through the difficulty. In December last we 
took charge of the school again and supplied 
it with some furniture, maps and books. On 
my first visit I found the idol “ Kala Devi” 
placed in a nich in the wall, and that on the 
16th of each month the children did “ puga” 
to it. Weassured the teacher that unless this 
idol was removed from the school no assis- 
tance or oversight cculd be given to it by me. 
So not a little to my surprise “Kala Devi” 
was removed to parts unknown. The boys on 
the whole have made fair progress, some of 
them have taken their places in public offices 
as writers, etc. At present we have an attend- 
ance of 77 on the roll and an average of about 
55 boys. For the present all is quiet and the 
people friendly and accessible. 

Our Printing Press has maintained its ac- 
tivity throughout the year. Indeed a larger 
amount of work has been overtaken during the 
year than formerly. Fully 53,000 tracts have 
been prepared, representing 796,000 pages of 
religious matter together with 296,000 Sabbath 
School cards and 336 Christmas cards in 
coloured inks. Nearly sufficient job printing 
has been done to cover the expenditure. The 
Mission press is growing in usefulness and has 
been and we hope shall continue to be a power 
for good. In our distribution and sale of books 
opposition has been met with. Our agency 
has gone forward quietly with the work and 
we always find that when tracts are prudently 
given they are gladly received. The different 
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members of the Mission staff have received 
such supplies of school books and other re- 
quisites as their work seemed to demand. 

Medical Work :—Our success in the district 
last year seemed te open a wide door for useful- 
ness in the city. Upon their own earnest soli- 
citation we opened a dispensary in the middle 
of the city ; the people themselves making all 
necessary arrangements for our accomodation. 
During the hot season about three hours daily 
were given to the work. _As soon as our suc- 
cess secured the confidence of the people, we 
held regularly and daily religious service in 
connection with the work. The people gener- 
ally attributed the happy results to the fact 
that we were religous men, and the blessing of 
God was with it. Hence they called it “ reli- 
gious medicine.” Wesoon established a con- 
siderable house practice amongst the better 
class who are not unwilling to aid the work by 
their gifts of money to keep up supplies. Of- 
tentimes, like the Apostle, we were obliged to 
remonstrate when they would have paidus divine 
honours declaring that we were but another in- 
carnation come into their midst. The result 
of some of our cases of simple surgery greatly 
astonished them. Several times we found rice 
and flowers placed religiously upon our buggy 
in the street when we came out from the houses. 
We frequently had patients from Mhow, Oojein 
Jowrah and a number frem the city of Ram- 
poora, a distance of one hundred and twenty 
miles away. But we cannot give details. The 
valuable presents given to me personally and 
also which my family received from the city peo- 
ple, and the interesting address given by the 
City Council, bankers, and business men 
together with the amount of feeling manifested 
by the heathen people un our leaving was a 
revelation to us, and exhibits the fact that we 
had gained a power and influence amongs 
them of which we had not formely the slight- 
est conception. For all this we would give 
God the praise. 

District Work :—Throughout the year the 
villages in the surrounding county have been 
systematically visited and in them the gospel 
has been regularly preached. The camp 
Bazar, Railway Station and the City have alike 
received attention in the evening. Early in 
the year we rented a house on the main street 
leading to the city and had preaching service 
three times a week so long as the audiences 
were encouraging. During the last cold sea- 
son we were able to overtake a good deal of 
work. Our tour was Eastward in the direction 
of Bhophal, taking all the villages on our way, 
and spending a week or so in each large town. 
We thus worked our way through Holkar’s ter- 
ritory, the State of Dewas and into that of the 
Bagli Rajah. This was mostly unbroken ground. 
Having heard of our work before, the people 
were generally accessible and kind. Our labours 
were abundant and full of interesting details. 
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Shortly before leaving for home we baptized 
“ Mahibub Masih,” a Musselman from the 
city of Ojein, who from the reading of the 
Word became convinced of the truth of 
Christianity. He seems to be a man of simple 
earnest faith, and about forty-six years of age. 
We pray that he may be established in the 
faith and led in the footsteps of our Lord and 
Saviour into eternal life. On Christmas 
day we had a special service and gave 
a dinner to the Native Christians in the eve- 
ning : twenty five in all were present. Our 
company however was increased by Europeans, 
Eurasians, soldiers and a company of sixty 
Hindoos (business men from the city). Sev- 
eral of our converts are removed from us to 
others towns and cities as they can best find 
employment, but as far as known to me still 
adhering to the Christian faith. The occasion 
was an interesting one and calculated to em- 
phasize the day amongst us. 


In December last we were invited to a Pub- 
lic Lecture on the “ Vedic Religion” given in 
the city by “Swaney Dayanand Saraswati” 
the founder of the Aryan Samaj. He is a man 
of middle age, handsome in person, a ready 
speaker in Hindi, and wellread in Sanscrit but 
cannot speak English. We gavea short ad- 
dress at the close of his lecture, expressing our 
opinion of some of the points that had been 
reviewed. He invited me to hold a conference 
with him on the Christian Religion, the follow- 
ing day at 8 a. m. in the house of one of the 
city Judges. At the meeting a number of 
educated native gentlemen were present, and 
our conference lasted till 11.30 a. m. His 
object and aim is to revise the old Vedic Reli- 
gion. He condemns all idol worship and 
hence sweeps away the sacred Puranas which 
he says are of modern date. He condemns 
infant marriage and advocates the education 
of the Women. These Elements make his 
work an important reformation amongst the 
Hindi people. His objections however to 
Christianity showed plainly to all present that 
he had not studied the subject. From the 
satisfaction expressed bythe gentlemen present 
it was evident that they were further advanced 
in their sympathy and interest in Christian 
truth than the noted lecturer. He seem to 
be totally in the dark as to the existence of a 
spiritual power in religion which cleanses the 
fountain of human thought and gives direction 
and holy purpose to all human activity. At 
first he seem impatient of opposition but 
afterward listened with interest, saying he 
always found it profitable to meet with such 
gentlemen. This is one of the most interest- 
ing features of Christian work in India, the 
molding of public opinion. There is a general 
feeling abroad that the old system of reli- 
gions and the old customs are doomed to fall 
before the advance of Western thought in the 


land, The Lord hasten it in his own time and 
way to the praise and honour of his own name!

SRESBYTERIANS will feel special in- 

¥ terest in the troubles in Egypt on ac- 
count of the prosperous Presbyterian Mission 
in operation there for forty years. A few 
months ago all promised unusual prosperity, 
but Arabi’s plots and violence have upset the 
plans of the Missionaries meanwhile, and 
destroyed their work. They were suddenly 
obliged to leave their cherished work and flee 
for safety. They had in Egypt 13 churches, 
with 54 outstations, and 1,168 communicants. 
These, with a considerable amount of mission 
property, they had to abandon, and all will 
doubtless be scattered or destroyed. Many of 
their inoffensive converts have been already 
cruelly murdered. Their forces from the 
United States, it is reported, consist of nine 
ordained missionaries, to which may be added 
a number of native workers. Of the whole- 
some influence they were producing there, 
outside of the work of evangelization, the 
United States Consul in Egypt, himself a 
Hebrew, bears the following creditable testi- 
mony. He said but a short time previous to 
the present trouble: “There is one factor in 
the Egyptian problem which gives promise of 
future light. The Board of Foreign Mission- 
aries of the United Presbyterian Church of 
this country are doing a great and good work 
—doing it quietly, unostentatiously, unselfishly 
and doing it thoroughly and well. They are 
educating the Egyptians in the principles of 
honour and morality, and the influence of the 
principles they are disseminating is vast, 
beneficial and wide-spreading.” 


ALEXANDRIA. 


THE REV. HENRY WALLIS SMITH, D.D., 
editor of the “Church of Scotland Missionary 
Record,” and Convener of the Committe on 
Jewish Missions, having lately visited the 
East, has been giving his readers a very in- 
teresting account ofhis travels. 


The following graphic account of the visit 
to Alexandria is well worthy of perusal :— 


“Our readers cannot have forgottenthe hand- 
some offer of Mr. Munro Mackenzie of 
Morinish, a respected elder of our Church, to 
visit our Jewish Mission stations at his own 
expense, on condition that the Convener of 
the Committee should be his companion. 
The offer was gratefully accepted ; and at the 
appointed time—on the 25th January last—I 
duly appeared at Marseilles to meet my fel- 
low-deputy. Alas! I was disappointed. He 
had been detained at his winter residence in 
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‘Cannes by the serious illness of his wife. We 
were not to see each other till the 18th of 
March, when we met at Smyrna. The Jack 
of Mr. Mackenzie’s pleasant society and wise 
counsel during so large a part of my visit to 
the East was a great disappointment to me 
and a serious loss to our church. Still I did 
not travel alone, as I had a most intelligent 
and agreeable companion in a young English 
gentleman just graduated at Oxford, who had 
arranged to join our party. 

The only incident in the voyage was an 
attempt at suicide by drowning, happily un- 
successful, made by a young Italian who had 
been crossed in love. Otherwise the usual 
routine of sleeping, eating, smoking, talking, 
was unbroken. We were a mixed multi- 
tude’,—Germans, Frenchmen, Italians, Ameri- 
cans, English, Scotch: Roman Catholics, 
Protestants, Jews. Perhaps some may think 
it might be a good thing for us Scottish minis- 
ters did we oftener receive practical lessons 
like those taught in the Messageries steamer 
as to how to agree to differ. 


We enjoyed our views of the southern coast 
of France, of Elba and Corsica; our short 
visit to Naples; our beautiful sail between 
the Italian mainland and Capri; our distant 
peep of the mountains of Crete. But the 
end of asea voyage is always welcome, and 
every one was ina state of pleasant excite- 
ment when we at last sighted the low land of 


Egypt. ; 

The sea view of Alexandria is not attrac- 
tive. On the left is the breakwater, the con- 
tinuation of a sandy spit of land; on the 
right is more sand; in the centre, seen 
through a forest of masts, is the city, low and 
featureless, the. one noticeable object being 
Pompey’s Pillar, and this in the distance is 
hardly to be distinguished from a high 
chimney which stands in its neighbourhood. 
Few cities indeed are to be compared with 
Alexandria in the combination of wealth in 
historical associations with poverty in ancient 
remains. Wepass by the Khedive’s palace 
and the arsenal, and get a distant glimpse 
of the white Bethel-ship, and then the un- 
wearled screw stops at last, the anchor is let 
down, and our voyage is over. 


We look over the side to find ourselves in a 
new world. Around us is a fleet of boats of 
strange forms, manned by crews of men in a 
great variety of bright-coloured garments,— 
blue, and red, and yellow, and white,—with 
an equal variety in head-dresses. All are 
shouting and gesticulating, with a noise and 
violence uwiaknown in our western lands ; and 
every now and then what seems a most feroci- 
ous encounter takes place between rival boat- 
men. But they will do each other no harm; 
itis their way. Nothing is done in the East 
without noise and tumult, accompanied at the 


same time with very little progress. No 
wonder that when real work is to be done they 
have so little energy for it. It has all 
evaporated in shouting. 


At last the dirty, ragged, motley-hued 
multitude swarm up the companion-stair and 
invade the deck, all apparently ina state of 
wild excitement, which we Europeans calmly 
observe with amused interest, while at the 
same time we keepa watchful eye on our 
luggage. The brilliant scarlet of Cook’s boat- 
man or the braided cap of a hotel Commizs- 
stonatre was a welcome sight. Still more 
welcome was the appearance of Mr. Scott and 
the other members of our Mission, who had 
come to give a warm reception to the deputies 
of the Committee. 


On landing we were greeted with more 
strange sights and sounds. The first word I 
heard was backsheesh ; it was the last I was 
to hear when, two months afterwards, I said 
good-bye to Turkey. Backsheesh made all 
smooth at the custom-house, and Jdacksheesh 
was the cry of the picturesque but unwashed 
porters and beggars who ran by the side of 
our Carriage. 


We passed through partially Europeanised 
streets ; yet everything was new. There was 
nothing to remind us of the cold, grey, orderly 
towns of the North. All was bright, confused 
and dirty. There wasa bright sky above— 
how bright none but those who have visited 
the sunny South can tell. On the streets 
there was a perpetual succession of brilliantly- 
coloured costumes and head-dresses, worn by 
men of every gradation of colour, from the 
black of the Berber or the negro to various 
shades of brown. As we passed on through 
what seemed a succession of dirty, muddy, 
rough, narrow lanes, it seemed as if our way 
was to be hopelessly blocked. There were 
hamals (porters) carrying with apparent ease 
burdens which one would have thought no 
human shoulders could bear; there were 
riders on horses and on asses; there were 
strings of camels waving their long necks 
solemnly to and fro, while great loads of sacks 
or stones or wood projected from their sides. 
It seemed as if some of the numerous foot- 
passengers must be crushed or trodden down. 
There is no rule of the road in the east, and 
every one must find his own way as best he 
can ; But, somehow, every one does find it. 
And at last we emerged into the broad Place 
Mehemet Ali, where stands the statue of that 
famous ruler, in a garden surrounded by high 
handsome buildings. We turned down a 
street leading tothe sea. Almost immediately 
we pass on our right hand St. Andrew’s 
Church, and found ourselves at the door of our 
Girls’ School, where I received a warm wel- 
come from Miss Clare and Miss Williams, 
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who had most kindly asked me to take up Rr ings are witnesses to the fact that we have 


quarters in their house. 


Our Mission premises at Alexandria are 
complete and commodious. They consist of 
the church, with the boys’ school on the base- 
mont story ; the girls’ school, with two flats 
above forming excellent dwelling-houses. 
The two buildings stand in one enclosure. 
They are near the busiest part of Alexandria, 
close tothe English and German churches, 
and the most important synagogue. While 
not in the Jewish quarter, they are at no con- 
siderable distance from it. At the time when 
they were erected their situation was particu- 
larly airy and cheerful, as they stood close to 
the beach and commanded a fine view of the 
eastern bay. Since then more land has been 
reclaimed, and the new Post Office, which is 
separated from them only by a narrow lane, 
stands between them and the sea. 


The church is conspicuous from its tower 
and slated belfry, and high slated roof. The 
latter arrangement is not well adapted to the 
climate of Egypt. The winter gales have 
loosened the slates, many of which hang in a 
most alarming way over the girls’ playground. 
My bedroom window looked towards the 
church ; so I never was allowed to forget the 
dangers to which the children were exposed. 
Still the building is handsome, and when in 
good repair, it will worthily represent the 
Church of Scotland. It is the centre of a 
Mission admirably arranged so as to supply 
the spiritual wants of the place. Alexandria 
has a large Jewish population, peculiarly open 
to European influences; it is therefore, well 
fitted to be one of the stations of our Jewish 
Mission. It isa great mercantile city, with 
many Scotsmen settled in it, for whom our 
church is bound to care, and here is a hand- 
some place of worship where they can have 
service after the manner of their fathers. It 
isa seaport town, and the minister of St. 
Andrew’s is also chaplain of the Bethel-ship, 
which is maintained for the benefit of sailors 
who visit the harbour. It is a town well 
furnished with seminaries for secular instruc- 
tion, but having only three schools where the 
Bible is read and taught ; and here are two 
of these schools, the third being that of the 
Mission of the United Presbyterian Church of 
America. Its principal language is Arabic, 
und the only Protestant Arabic service in the 
town is held in our church by the American 
Mission just named, which pays us annually 
acertain sum for its use. Fifteen thousand 
of the population of Alexandria are said to use 
the Italian language, and the only Italian 
Protestant congregation here have the free 
use of one of the rooms in our boy’s school 
every Sunday. In short it may be said that 
there is no spot in AJlexandria where so many 
Mission agencies meet together. These build-

(ANE of the most interesting and wonder- 

ful features of these nations, which the 
speaker presents with marvelous facility, is 
the traces of high culture and of ancient 
civilization which he everywhere found. The 
present Emperor of Japan is the one hundred 
and twenty-first of his line, which runs back to 
the time of King Josiah of Jerusalem. The 
Pyramids of Egypt, which seem to look down 
upon all the centuries of history, were 
chiselled with the steel of India. On the cor- 
ridors of the temple of Confucius the principal 
classics of Chinese literature are carved on 
slabs of stone, and their published: works, 
ranging from the twelfth to the eighteenth 
century, are collected in a digest of 5,000 
volumes. The hymns of the Rig Veda were 
sung before the birth of Moses. Caste in 
India dates back to 500! years before Christ, 
while there is an uninterrupted chain of 
Indian theology 3,000 years old. Thus 
through long millenniums these systems of 
Eastern philosophy and religion have been 
striking their roots amid the deep soil of a 
vast population, and moulding and guiding 
the habits and thoughts of untold millions, 
systems “elastic enough to yield without 
breaking, and rigid enough to resist all serious 
innovations from without.” 

Into this vast population, numbering at 
least seven hundred millions, and swayed by 
opinions and customs that are almost pre- 
historic, modern Christian missions have been 
casting the truths and influences of the gospel 
for a period of only seventy years. Yet what 
has been accomplished in this time, so brief 
when contrasted with the age of these nations, 
is a matter of wonder and gratitude, Dr. 
Stevenson says there was not a port at which 
he landed, nor a town where he stayed but for 
a night, in which he did not find a Christian 
missionary, and hear of others beyond. Ex- 
clusive of the Romish mission, there are 4o00,- 
000 persons connected with the Christian 
church, either by profession of Christ or by 
habits of public worship. About 200,000 
children are receiving a Christian education 
in China, India, and Japan. And _ besides 
this, he estimates thata million and a half 


‘more are, to a greater or less extent, brought 


in contact with Christianity, and influenced by 
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it. In Canton nineteen churches are open for 
some hours every day of the week, and in one 
town of India, numbering 30,000 people, he 
‘was assured that a great majority of the 
people were familiar with the leading facts in 
the life of Christ, through street preaching. 
He often heard of large accessions of 
persons to Christianity, resulting from some 
chance sermon, or the reading of a Christian 
book. The most marvelous sentence in the 
address is one nearly two pages long, in which 
he sums up all that he had seen and heard as 
the result of Christian Missions in the East : 
“It was,” said he, “when I saw the well- 
manned and well-attended theological colleges 
that have sprung up not only in China, but in 
the very priestly heart of Japan, in a city 
where ten years ago foreigners could only be 
smuggled in by stealth ; when I listened to 
sermons preached by native ministers to large 
native congregations, and found them so 
scriptural, thoughtful, and eloquent, as to 
place them on a level with our best sermons 
at home: and then in India we passed 
through Travancore and Tinnevelly, and 
found Christian congregations and houses of 
worship dotted so thickly over the extreme 
south of that country that one was often not 
more than a few miles from the other; Sun- 
day-school children marching in procession 
from various points to some central service : 
native Christians giving a tenth, and more 
than a tenth of their earnings to Christian 
work ; young men giving up every week one, 
and sometimes two days of their working time. 
that they might go and preach Christ in the 
districts around ; and villages where three and 
four, and even seven hundred of the families 
are Christian ; when I preached in a stately 
church on a week-evening to a congregation 
of perhaps fourteen or fifteen hundred, and 
learned that the foundations of this building 
had been laid by a man of faith forty years 
ago, when there were only seven converts ; 
. - when having spoken at mid- 
night to some Christians at Cape Cormorin, 
the waves at our feet breaking on one of the 
most sacred temple sites in India, I found my- 
self afterward addressing a native congrega- 
tion just at the foot of the Himalayas, that 
flung their shadows on the village street, it 
was then that I began to realize the work that 
the mission has accomplished already, and 
the vast possibilities that lie before it in the 
immediate future; the possibilities of faith 
which are not to be reckoned as the dreams of 
an enthusiast, but as the actual and divinely 
promised inheritance of a believing Church,” 
ee

The twenty-first annual report on Foreign 
Missions is very encouraging in its tone. 
There has been a steady and growing interest 
in the cause among the great body of the 
people. Ministers of the Gospel are not only 
becoming more thoroughly aroused to its 
claims, but are taking greater pains to get the 
Churches interested. Many are giving more 
generously. The women of the church arebe- 
coming decidedly embued, with the missionary 
spirit, and are doing much to aid in sending 
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the blessings of salvation to the benighted 
nations of the earth. Missionary intelligence 
is being more extensively diffused ; and the 
claims of the cause are so generally admitted 
now that no one can dispute them without 
bringing the sincerity of his own Christian 
character into question. The staff of mission- 
aries engaged in foreign mission work consists 
of twenty ordained. ministers, one medical 
misssionary, twenty-six female missionaries, 
thirteen ordained native preachers, three 
licentiates, and forty-one native assistants ; 
making in all 104 persons—an increase of 11 
during the year. The work is carried on 
among the Indian tribes; in Mexico, Brazil, 
China, Italy and Greece. A Presbytery hasbeen 
formed in Greece, composed entirely of native 
Greeks. “If it may be supposed,” says the 
report, “that the inhabitants of heaven are 
cognizant of what is going on in this world 
what must be the emotions of the grand old 
apostolic Missionary as he looks from heaven 
and sees rekindled, on the same spot where he 
preached eighteen hundred years ago, the light 
of the pure gospel of Jesus Christ.”!

SPURGEON’S CONVERSION. 

MR. SPURGEON said :—“ I will tell you how 
I myself was brought to the knowledge of this 
truth. It may happen the telling of that will 
bring some one else to Christ. It pleased God 
in my childhood to convince me of sin. I 
lived a miserable creature, finding no hope, 
no comfort; thinking that surely God would 
never save me. At last the worst came to the 
worst---I was miserable ; I could do scarcely 
anything. My heart was broken in pieces. 
Six months did I pray, prayed agonizingly 
with all my heart, and never had an answer. 
I resolved that,in the town where I lived, I 
I would visit every place of worship in order 
to find out the way to salvation. I felt I was 
willing to do anything and be anything if God 
would only forgive me. I set off, determined 
to go around to all the chapels ; and I went to 
all the places of worship; and though I dearly 
venerated the men that occupy those pulpits 
now, and did so then, I am _ bound to say that 
I never heard them onee fully preach the 
Gospel. I mean by that---they preached 
truth, great truths, many good truths that were 
fitting to many of their congregations--- 
spiritually-minded people; but what I wanted 
to know was---How can I get my sins forgiven ? 
And they never once told me-that. I wanted 
to hear how a poor sinner, under a sense of 
sin, might find peace with God; and when I 
went I heard a sermon on ‘Be not de- 
ceived ; God is not mocked,’ which cut me up 
worse, but did not say how I might escape. I 
went again another day, and the text was 
something about the glories of the righteous— 
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nothing for poor me. I was something like a 
dog under the table, not allowed to eat the 
children’s food. I went time after time, and 
can honestly say—I don’t know that I ever 
went without prayer to God, and I am sure 
there was not a more attentive hearer in all 
the place than myself, for I panted and longed 
to understand how I might be saved. 

“At last one snowy day—it snowed so much 
I could not go to the place I had determined 
to go to, and I was obliged to stop on the 
road, and it was a blessed stop tv me—I found 
rather an obscure street, and turned downa 
court, and there was alittle chapel. I wanted 
to go somewhere, but I did not know this 
place. It was the Primitive Methodist chapel. 
I had heard of these people from many--- 
how they sang so loudly that they made 
peoples’ heads ache, but that did not matter. 
I wanted to know how I might be saved, and 
if they made my head ache ever so much, I 
did not care. So sitting down, the service: 
went on, but no ministercame. At lasta very 
thin-looking man came into the pulpit and 
opened his Bible, and read these words;--- 
* Look unto me and be ye saved, all the ends. 
of the earth.’ Just setting hiseyes upon meas. 
if he knew me all by heart, he said :—‘ Young 
man you are in trouble.’ Well, I was, sure: 
enough. Says he :—‘ You will never get out. 
of it unless you look to Christ.’ And then 
lifting up his hands he cried out, as only a 
Primitive Methodist could do:—‘ Look, look,. 
look! Itis only look,’ said he. 

“I saw at once the way of salvation. O° 
how I did leap for joy at that moment! I 
know not what else he said. I did not take 
much notice of it, I was so possessed with 
that one thought. Like as when the brazen 
serpent was lifted up, they only looked and 
were healed. I had been waiting to do fifty 
things; but when I heard the word “ Look,” 
what a charming word it seemed have to me! 
O I looked until I could almost looked my 
eyes away ; in heaven I will lookon still in my 
joy unutterable. I now think I am bound never 
to preach a sermon without preaching to sin- 
ners. I do think that a minister who can 
preach a sermon without addressing sinners 
does not know how to preach.

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Gemiperance. 


HE Second General Assembly of our 
Church, that of 1876, passed a resolu- 
tion expressing sympathy with those who are 
engaged in seeking to remove or mitigate the 
evils of intemperance, and their desire to co- 
operate in this work. In 1877, at Halifax, the 
Assembly reiterated its testimony as to the 
enormous evils entailed by intemperance on 
the Church and the world. Satisfaction is 
expressed at the progress of legislation for the 
repression of these evils and at the growth of 
a healthful Temperance sentiment in the com- 
munity. Sessions are requested to have con- 
tinued regard to the causes and cure of intem- 
perance within their respective bounds, and 
office-bearers and members of the church are 
exhorted to cultivate and exemplify the princi- 
ples of Bible temperance. Sentiments still 
more forcible were expressed and action still 
more decided was taken at subsequent As- 
semblies. There has been no going back, 
there has been no hesitation in going forward. 
The other courts of the church, Presbyteries 
and Synods, have been ready to express 
similar sentiments; so that as achurch we 
occupy no doubtful position in relation to the 
great Temperance reform. Whatever can be 
legitimately, wisely done to check intemper- 
ance, cure the disease and to remove its 
causes, that we are expected, we are enjoined 
to do. 

Our church is by no means singular in her 
advance attitude. There is hardly a body of 
Christians in the Dominion that has has not 
uttered its testimony in favour of total ab- 
stinence from alcoholic liquors and against the 
liquor traffic. It cannot be said that the 
Church of Christ is behind in this reform ; 
much Jess can it be affirmed that her in- 
fluence is 9n the side of the wrong-doer. In

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the United States immense progress has been 
made of late in the suppression of the liquor 
traffic. The lesson taught by Maine with the 
Prohibitory Law has not been lost on othe 
States. Kansas is as prohibitory as Maine. 
Iowa quite recently has stepped into the same 
advanced rank. Other States have the sub- 
ject under discussion, and it is fully expected 
that several will adopt prohibitory measures 
within the next few months. Such legislation 
cannot be carried out except where the 
religious community is on the side of the law ; 
and we may add that such legislation cannot 
take place in great States of the neighbouring 
Republic without largely affecting us. Our 
sister churches in the United States have of 
late years spoken out in favour of total abstin- 
ence and of prohibitory legislation in terms 
not less emphatic than those used by our own 
Assembly. Public sentiment has thus been 
moulded and confirmed. The operations of 
voluntary societies have been encouraged and 
the aims of such. societies have been 
sanctioned. 

We hope that Presbyteries and Sessions 
will note anew the action of our own General 
Assembly and carry out its well understood 
wishes. Reports, speeches, resolutions, all 
have their uses ; but the main thing is intelli- 
gent action on the part of the membership of 
the church. If the mighty stream of wealth 
consumed in strong drink were but turned in- 
to channels of religion and benevolence what 
a change would we see in the aspect of our 
country ! Not only would all the “Schemes of 
the Church” be abundantly replenished, but 
vice, crime, ignorance and poverty would be 
greatly diminished, and the moral aspect of 
the community would be revolutionized. It 
will be an auspicious day when the money 
now lavished upon noxious luxuries shall be 
devoted to the advancement of the Re- 
deemer’s Kingdom. ‘Temperance and total 
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abstinence Societies have done a great deal 
towards preventing the spread of the plague. 
Legislative enactments are found to work well 
in some instances, though the efforts are 
necessarily local. The plan of providing a 
substitute for the bar-room, in well appointed 
coffee-rooms and reading-rooms for the work- 
ing classes has been largely and successfully 
adopted in the old country, and we are glad to 
know that in at least one of our large cities, 
Toronto, an enterprise of that kind has been 
initiated under most favourable auspices and 
with good hopes of success. While gladly 
recognizing every agency that is in any way 
helpful to the removal of intemperance and 
the many evils that flow from it, we fear there 
is little hope for any thing like a universal 
reformation until men are led to regard 
drunkenness as @ s¢m, and not merely a mistake 
which it is expedient to remedy. 


Prohibition, 


WRON. W. E. DODGE of New York, in a 

4% paper read before the Second General 
Presbyterian Council at Philadelphia, makes 
the following statements :—“In the city of New 
York there are 10,000 places for the sale of 
intoxicating drinks. In the United States 
there are 5652 distilleries, 2830 breweries, and 
175,266 places where intoxicating liquors are 
sold, involving a direct outlay and waste of 
not less than $700,000,000, and an indirect 
loss to the country of crime and pauperism of 
$700,000,000 more. To this annual financial 
loss add the destruction of not less than 100,- 
000 lives. The 10,000,000 barrels of beer sold 
last year would have filled a canal twenty-one 
feet wide and five feet deep, extending from 
New York to Philadelphia (90 miles), and it 
would take a pump throwing thirty gallons a 
minute, running night and day over twenty- 
one years to pump it out. It was all swal- 
lowed, however. This vast business and 
terrible loss have all grown up under the 
fostering care and license of the National and 
State Governments. Three-fourths of all 
murders, crime and pauperism directly result 
from the manufacture, sale and use of intoxi- 
cants. The remedy of total abstinence and 
prohibition is the only thing, under God, 
which can stay the pestilence. Wherever it 
has been faithfully tried it has been success- 
ful. The experiment in the State of Maine 
has been eminently successful, notwithstand- 
ing the rum interest has ridiculed it and tried 
to prevent its adoption in other States. The 
State as a whole is a temperance State. Be- 
fore the passage of the prohibitory law, Maine 
was a drunken State. There was one 
drunkard to every fifty-five of her population. 
One million gallons of spirits were distilled 
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annually, and her liquor bill was ten million 
dollars yearly. Now there is not a distillery 
or brewery in the State. The secret sale is 
only a small fraction of the former quantity 
sold, and the death rate from drunkenness has 
been reduced from one in every fifty-five to 
one in three hundred of her population. In 
Vineland, N. J., with a population of over ten 
thousand, the inhabitants of all shades of 
politics have united in banishing all intoxicat- 


ing drinks. There has not been a criminal 
case there within twelve months. St. Johns- 
bury, Vt. is called “a working man’s 


paradise”—a village with all the aspect of a 
garden ; in which many of the workmen own 
their houses ; a village of five thousand in- 
habitants, in which every man accounts it his 
highest duty and personal interest to observe 
the law. No authority is visible in St. Johns- 
bury ; no police walk its streets; there is 
nothing for a policeman to do.” 

By way of contrast, Mr. Dodge lifts the veil 
and discloses what may be geen any Saturday 
night in the slums of New York, where the 
rum shops are crowded by the working classes 
and where fights “of a more or less ferocious 
and dangerous character are of frequent 
occurrence.” . .. We) talk” of, .ong 
hundred thousand drunkards dying annually, 
but have we any just conception of what that 
means? Did you ever watch the passing 
regiment on some great day of parade, and 
did you not tire as you stood seeing the ap- 
parently never-ending ranks of the military as 
they marched? Yet itis not probable that 
twenty thousand ever passed before you. 
Suppose these one hundred thousand poor 
drunkards should pass in procession before 
you on their way to the grave, what a strange, 
sad sight! Consider, further, the half million 
more of wives and children made miserable 
by the ruin of husbands and fathers, and you 
will obtain some idea of what this accursed 
business is doing to destroy body and soul 
and to fill our land with unutterable misery. 

Professing Christians have it 
in their power almost entirely to remove the 
source of this fearful distruction. Let it be 
once understood by the men who manage our 
politics that Christians will no longer support - 
men for office who will license the traffic in 
intoxicants, there would be no difficulty in 
obtaining the adoption of the principal of 
prohibition.” 


DR. CHALMERS ON INTEMPERANCE 


Dr. Chalmers arraigned intemperance in 
the following words : “Before God and man, 
before the church, before the world, I impeach 
intemperance. I "charge it with the murder of 
innumerable souls. I charge it as the cause 
of almost all the poverty, and almost all the 
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crime, and almost all the ignorance, and al- 
most all the irreligion that disgrace and afflict 
the land. I doin my conscience believe that 
these intoxicating stimulants have sunk into 
perdition more men and women than found 
a grave in the deluge which swept over the 
highest hill-tops, engulfing the world, of which 
but eight were saved. As compared with 
other vices, it may be said of this, ‘Saul hath 
slain his thousands, but this David his tens of 
thousands.’ ” 


SPURGEON’S ATTITUDE. 

There can be no longer any doubt regard- 
ing Mr. Spurgeon’s attitude in relation to the 
work of temperance reform. He has not only 
become a total abstainer himself, but in a 
letter to a Total Abstinence Society, in- 
augurated the other week at the Metropolitan 
Tabernacle, says: “I sincerely believe that 
next to the preaching of the Gospel, the most 
necessary thing to be done in England is to 
induce our people to become total abstainers. 
I hope this society will do something when it 
is started. I don’t want you to wear a lot of 
peacock’s feathers and putty medals, nor to be 
always trying to convert the moderate 
drinkers, but to go in for winning the real 
drunkards, and bringing the poor enslaved 
creatures to the feet of Jesus, who can give 
them liberty.” 


FREE MEN. 

A stranger arose recently in a young men’s 
prayer-meeting and said : 

“To-night when I was on the street a young 
man approached me and handed me a printed 
invitation to this meeting. I crumpled it in 
my hand and went on to the saloon where I 
have been accustomed to spend most of my 
evenings. Soon after I entered the saloon 
some of my companions asked me to drink, 
and I stepped up to the bar intending to 
drink with them when suddenly I was re- 
minded of the invitation which I still held in 
my hand. I don’t know what made me do it, 
but I just turned away from that bar and 
walked out of the saloon, and came straight 
up here to your rooms. Now I feel that I 
want to live a different life, and I ask you to 
pray for me.” 

On the other side of the room sat the 
young man who had given the invitation to 
the stranger. He had come in from his work 
that evening greatly discouraged, for he had 
met with more rebuffs, more sneers, more un- 
pleasant experiences that night than ever be- 
fore while engaged in distributing the invita- 
tions. 

“ T don’t believe I can ever do it again,” he 
said just before the meeting began. 
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“T’ll be glad to go every Saturday night,’ 
he said with a beaming face at the close of 
the meeting. 

“T want to be freed from this appetite, 
said the stranger ; and he accepted the Christ 
as his helper before he left the room. 

“JT want to be freed from all fear cf man,” 
said the other. “If the Master is willing to 
use me I am willing to be used anywhere, in 
any way.” 

‘““In the morning sow thy seed, and in the 
evening withold not thine hand; for thou 
knowest not whether shall prosper, either this 
or that, or whether they both shall be alike 
good.” 

“Stand fast in the liberty wherewith Christ 
hath made us free.”—-Church and Home.

TEMPERANCE PROGRESS. 


Temperance work was never more vigour- 
ously and successfully conducted than at pre- 
sent. Throughout the United Kingdom ad- 
vancement is the order of the day. The Blue 
Ribbon movement for the time leads the van. 
Mr. Murphy in Scotland and Ireland, not co 
speak of his work in the South, can claim his 
tens of thousands of pledged abstainers ; Mr. 
Booth his hundreds of thousands. It is said 
that, as the result of Mr. Booth’s gospel tem- 
perance services in the provinces, 370,000 
persons have adopted the principles he advo- 
cates, and since September 17th, in ten cities 
and towns, the record shows a total of 150,000 
pledges. In Scotland many ministers have 
joined Mr. Murphy’s ranks. A remarkable 
incident in connection with the Salvation Army 
reclamations in York is thus described :—Jane 
Johnson, the old woman of 84, reclaimed by 
the Salvation Army, spoke three times in York 
on Sunday to crowded congregations, in con- 
nection with the Salvation Army, all standing 
places beiny packed closely up. Large numbers 
also followed her through the street, which 
much amused the old lady. Last Thursday 
she kept her birthday in Leeds, and was pre- 
sented by a Christian sister in Leeds with a 
large, beautiful Bible. and with a red silk neck 
shawl from another kind sister in Newcastle. 
Last year she kept her birthday by a drunken 
spree at Bradford. On the platform in York 
another old woman known as Drunken Susan, 
who has been rescued through the Army, said 
she and Jane were one night both in the lock- 
up in York together. They then shook hands, 
amid the smiles and rejoicings of the congre- 
gation.” A new departure in temperance de- 
monstration and practical work is to be made 
in Newcastle. The race week is generally 
a lively and unlovely time among the Nor- 
thumbrians, and in view of it arrangements 
are being made for holding a great temperance 
gala on the town moor.

OCTOBER 8. 
Golden Text, Exodus 12-27. 


ZSOMPARE Matt. 26: 17-253 Luke 22: 7-18 ; 
John 13: 21-26. For the institution and de- 
sign of the Passover see Exo, 12: 1-20, V. I. The 
feast properly began on the 15th of the first month, 
(Nisan) but the lamb was killed .on the preceding 
day and in the evening of that day the paschal 
supper was eaten, Lev. 23:5, 6. Of unieavened 
bread — The whole seven days were so called, 
because during the continuance of the Feast leaven 
was entirely excluded, symbolizing, (1), the haste 
with which they left Egypt; (2) their sufferings 
in Egypt, hence called the bread of affliction, 
Deut. 16: 3; (3) their implied purity as a separated 
and consecrated nation—leaven being incipient 
putrefaction represented impurity. Where wilt thou. 
Jesus was still at Bethany, when the disciples, 
anticipating his desire to join in the feast, came to 
him on Thursday morning preceding the crucifixion. 
V. 13. Sendeth two—Peter and John, Luke 22: 8. 
A man bearing a pitcher—another proof of Christ’s 
omniscience. The incident was exceptional as the 
water was usually drawn by the women, though at 
the time of the feast the master of the house would 
sometimes do this himself. Vs. 14-16. The 
instructions were given so quietly that no one would 
suspect that Jesus was going to institute an observ- 
ance that was to be a pledge of communion and 
fellowship with Him to the end of time. They 
made ready—The lamb was killed and the bitter 
herbs provided which were to be eaten with it, 
Exo. 12-8. Vs. 18, 19. As they sat—or reclined. 
The passover was originally eaten standing—as in 
yeadiness for a journey, Exo. 12: 11; but the 
posture was changed when the Jews came into the 
promised land of ‘‘rest,” One of you shall betray 
me—This indefinite announcement prepared the 
disciples for the manner of his arrest, and, while it 
pierced the heart of the traitor, the effect upon the 
others was that of bewilderment, sorrow, and self- 
examination. One of the twelve—This was said 
privately to John, Jn. 13:23. TZhat adippeth—re- 
ferring to the oriental custom of each helping him- 
self with his fingers from the one dish. V.2I. 
The Son of man goeth—into the hands of his 
enemies, andto the cross. sit zs written of him— 
ch. 9: 12; Ps. 41: 9: Isa. 53: 3-8; Dan. 9:26. Woe to 
that man—A proverbial expression conveying the 
idea of endless remorse and anguish as the conse- 
quence of his sin. The whole passage is full of in- 
struction to all the people of God and sheds a new 
light on the ceremonial observances recorded in the 
Old Testament. The paschal lamb is now clearly 
seen to be the type of ‘‘the Lamb of God who 
taketh away the sins ofthe world.” Jn. 1: 29, 36. 
In Vv. 14, under the imagery of a guest chamber, is 
the beautiful idea of Christ claiming his right of 
entry into the heart, as one whose the heart is, and 
which is to be ‘‘ made xeady” for his reception. 
There is also the sad thought that in every com- 
munity of professing Christians there are apostates, 
who, under the cloak of religion, are seeking their 
Own aggrandizement. Judas had opportuni y given 
him to repent, as every sinner has, but he loved the 


wages of sin and went to “his own place” zmex- 
cusable, 


MARK XIV: 12-21 OCTOBER I5. 


Gace Lords Supper. 
MARK xIV: 22-31 
Golden Text,,1 Corinthians 11-26. 


GOMPARE Matt. 26; 26-36; Luke 22: 19, 20, | 
31-34; I Cor. 11: 23-26. The supper was 
instituted in an upper room in Jerusalem on the 
evening of the betrayal. It is supposed that Judas 
left before the service commenced. Whether Christ 
himself partook of the elements is not stated ; the 
usual inference is that he did not, although the 
passage in Luke 22: 15-18 appears to favour the 
contrary opinion. V. 22. esus took bread—one 
of the unleavened cakes or biscuits provided for the 
feast. Christ did not ordain that a /amé should be 
slain and eaten, because the shedding of his own 
blood on the cross was the fulfilment of the type 
and shadow. There need be no more shedding of 
blood after that, Heb. 10: 1-9. Dlessed—gave 
thanks: Hedid not change the substance of the 
bread, but only set it apart toaholy use. SAvake it 
—symbolizing that as his body was broken for us, 
this memorial should be distributed and partaken of 
by his followers. af—as natural life is sustained 
by bread, so to believe in Christ is to receive 
spiritual nourishment, Jn. 6: 57. Zhe cup—four 
cups of wine were used at the passover; at this 
stage of the feast Jesus took oneof those in his 
hands. Giving thanks—hence the term Lucharist 
the Greek for thanksgiving. V. 24. Blood of the 
New Testament—or covenant, N. V. in contrast 
with the o/d covenant, Acts 3:25. Shed for many 
—for all who accept and believe, Jn. 3: 16; Rev. 
22:17. V.25. This verse, besides looking back 
to the passover as a memorial of deliverance, 
anticipates and foreshadows the fulness of joy in the 
future state. V. 26. 4d hymn—Psalms 113 and 
I14 were sung at the beginning of the Feast, and 
Ps. 115-118 at the close of it. Zhe Movnt of 
Olives—the garden of Gethsemane. V. 27. Offend- 
ed—His betrayal would prove a cause of stumbling 
to them for they would not understand why their 
Lord should thus fall into the hands of wicked men. 
It is written—Zech.13: 7. Shall be scattered—This 
was fulfilled in the experience both of the disciples 
and the Jews, Matt. 10: 23; Acts 8: 4. V. 28 
After Iam risen—see ch. 16; 7; Matt. 28: 16. V. 
29. Peter charges the others with inconstancy, yet 
he himself so soon denies him/ V.30. The cock 
crew twice—The first ‘‘ cock-crowing ” was at mid- 
night : the second at 3 a.m.; the third between 5 
and 6 in the morning. It was at the second, that 
Peter denied him, Vv. 72—sad revelation of the innate 
wickedness of the heart; Jer. 17; 9. Our true 
strength liesin a consciousness of our own weak- 
ness. Peter’s self-confidence often failed him in the 
hour of trial, Matt. 14:30. Likewise said they all— 
yet, as Jesus had said, V. 27, in the end, they ad/ 
forsook him and fled, v. 50. No amount of mere 
assertion will make men Christians. Matt. 7: 21. 
The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper is to be ob- 
served by his professed followers as a memorial of 
Christ’s sacrifice, but the mere formal partaking 
of it will not secure salvation; on the contrary, un- 
worthy partakers add to their condemnation; hence 
the necessity of self-examination. 1 Cor. 11: 27, 
28. The most sincere believers often over-estimate 
their own strength.

OGhe Agony in the Garden. 


OCTOBER 22. MARK XIV: 32-42 
Golden Text, Isaiah 53-4 


4‘OMPARE Matt. 26; 36-46; Luke 22: 39-46; 

—~ John 18:1. Immediately after the last sup- 
per, Jesus, accompanied by all the disciples except 
Judas, left the city about midnight for his favorite 
resort, Jn. 18:2, V. 32. Gethsemane—the ‘oil 
press’”’—an  olive-yard containing a press and 
watch tower. Eight very old olive trees may still 
be seen within a walled enclosure supposed to be 
the scene of our Saviour’s agony, and ofhis betrayal. 
It is thought to be the same spot where Abraham’s 
faith was tried, Gen. 22:5. Vs. 33, 34. eter, 
James and Fohn, the favoured three so often 
admitted into their Lord’s confidence, notably at 
the Transfiguration, ch. 9: 2. The eight were left 
at the entrance as a watch against surprise and 
interruption. Sore amazed—QOvercome with a 
sense of the world’s sin and the ransom demanded 
for its removal. Very heavy—The load of sorrow 
far outweighed the fear of death. Sorrow/ul unto 
death—Medical testimony asserts that our Lord 
died of ‘‘a broken heart.” Many ingredients were 
mingled in that cup of sorrow ;—humanly speaking 
his life was cut short prematurely; He was in the 
prime of manhood, conscious of power to do a great 
work for humanity ; His heroic life had been mis- 
understood ; His self-denial was not appreciated ; 
He was despised and mistrusted by those for whose 
good he laboured; His most intimate friends 
deserted and even denied him ; bodily weakness 
added to his mental despondency. His grief was 
superhuman, for he vicariously bore the anguish of 
others, and, hardest of all, the hidings of his 
Father’s countenance. Doubtless at this moment, 
too, the tempter renewed his assaults.—‘‘ If thou be 
the Son of God escape this ordeal ; it is not yet too 
late to exercise your divine power!” Jf zt were 
possib/e—that some Other method might be found to 
satisfy divine justice and save the race. The hour 
might pass~-the whole terrible ordeal. Not what I 
will—The prayer impliesno hesitation but rather 
that, revolting asthe cup was in itself, if it be 
his Father’s will, he was prepared to drain it to the 
very dregs—an example of perfect faith and sub- 
mission, and also an illustration of the limitation 
which must always be made in our expectation of 
answers toprayer. V. 37. Sleeping—produced by 
grief, Luke 22:45, weariness andexcitement. Even 
Peter, lately so boastful, was overcome and unable 
to offer the sympathy which Jesus would have 
appreciated, ‘He trod the wine press alone,” 
Isa. 63:3, V. 38. Watchand pray. Be ever on 
your guard against temptation, to enter into it 
willingly is to be surely overcome by it, Eph. 6; 18. 
The Spirit willing—This compassionate expression 
does not justify their frailty; it rather contrasts the 
spirit of their Master, who, weaker in body than 
they, yet triumphed over the flesh. Vs. 39-42. 
Again and again he returned, until at last the 
crisis is over and perfect resignation dispels the 
gioomy anticipations ofdeath. The hour 1s come— 
He is ready for it. Behold! perhaps at this mo- 
ment the glare of the lanterns and torches began to 
illuminate the garden, Jn. 18:3. Let us be going— 
How easy to have withdrawn himself from his 
enemies ; but no; He will face the traitor.

OCTOBER 29 MARK xIV 43-54 


Golden Text, Mark 14: 41 


GOMPARE Matt. 26: 47-58; Luke 22: 47-55 ; 
John 18; 2-18. The accounts given by 
Matthew and John are fuller than that of Mark. 
V. 43. Immediately—a{ter Jesus for the third 
time had returned to the disciples. Before 
the supper was over Judas had left the party 
and informed the Jewish officials that he was ready 
to fulfil his bargain with them, Vs. ro, II, and 
now, at the dead hour of night, when there was no 
danger of a popular tumult, he comes into the 
garden, attended by a preat multitude—among 
whom were a band of soldiers, Jn. 18: 3; the chief 
priests, elders, and captains of the temple, Luke 
22: 52, and some of their servants, Jn. 18: 10. V. 
44. A token—It was previously arranged that 
Judas should 4zss the one they were to arrest. How 
utterly lost to all sense of shame thus to pervert 
the sign of fidelity established betwixt Christ and 
his disciples! V. 45. Master—‘* Rabbi,” what 
hypocrisy !— Many who say ‘‘ Lord, Lord,” shall 
be finally rejected, Matt. 7: 21. V. 46. Lad 
their hands on him—Going through the form of an 
official arrest, quite unnecessary, as Jesus made a 
voluntary surrender, Jn. 18: 5. V.47. One of 
them—Peter. Servant of the high priest—Malchus, 
Jn. 18: 10. The rebuke to Peter was followed by 
an act of mercy to the wounded man, and a declara- 
tion of his owndivine power. Vs. 48, 49. Against 
a thief? They had bound him as if he were a 
criminal, Jn. 18: 12, and surrounded him with an 
armed guard. Utterly useless all thisado. They 
might have taken him any day in the temple: but 
the Scripture must be fulfilled—Isa. 53:7. V. 506 
Forsook him and fled—Sad commentary on the in- 
stability of human friendships! Yet, the un- 
feeling disertion was in accord with the Master’s 
wishes at that moment, Jn. 18: 8, and Jesus had 
predicted that they should thus ‘‘ be offended be- 
cause of him,” v.27. Vs. 51,52. A young man, 
&c.—perhaps Mark himself. The incident shows 
the danger which the disciples would have incurred 
had they not ‘‘fled,” and justifies the caution of 
Peter and the other disciple who followed ‘‘afar 
off,” Jn. 18:15. V. 53, Led Fesus away—with 
his hands bound behind his back, he was led from 
Gethsemane, through ‘‘the Sheep-gate.” to the 
city, first to the house of Annas and afterwards to 
the palace of Caiphas the high priest, Jn. 18: 13-15, 
where he was arraigned before a hastily summoned 
and. informal meeting of the Sanhedrim, V. 53. 
Matthew gives the reason for Peter’s following— 
**toseethe end.” The result shewed that he was 
influenced by curiosity rather than by a determina- 
tion to defend or comfort his Master in the hour of 
his extreraity, Such half-hearted following was no 
better than forsaking. Zhe Palace—the open court- 
yard in the centre of the palace buildings, used for 
pub'ic meetings, The other disciple, probably 
John, went into the palace with Jesus, leaving 
Peter to parley with the servants outside, Jn. 18: 
15. udas here appears as the impersonation of 
total depravity; Peter, of self-sufficient inconstancy; 
the other disciples represent the feebleness of man 
when left to himself.

BEQUEST.—The executor of the estate 
of the late Rev. Peter McDiarmid, of Point 
Edward, in the Presbytery of Sarnia, has paid 
to Dr. Reid for Foreign Missions $4,410, and 
for Knox College Library $200. 


QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY.—An important 
meeting of the Board of Trustees was held 
last month. With reference to the chair of 
Natural Philosophy, the Trustees decided upon 
a short list of British physicists, and request- 
ed the Principal and ex-Principal Snodgrass 
to select one from these. This will necessitate 
the Principal’s immediately visiting Britain. 
It is expected that the new professor will be 
able to take up classes soon after the opening 
of the college. Dr. Williamson has been re- 
quested to take charge of the classes until his 
arrival. Mr. George McGowan, F.R.S.E., 
was appointed to the chair of chemistry. This 
gentleman is said to be thoroughly educated 
in this department of study. The executive 
committee were empowered to appoint Rev. 
Dr. Bell, late of Walkerton, as interim Regis- 
trar and Librarian. The special lecturers for 
the session are Rev. James Carmichael, of 


King, on Church History ; Rev. Donald Ross 
of Lachine, on Apologetics, and the Rev. 
Robert Campbell of Renfrew, on Political 
Economy. 


PERSONAL.—One of our Canadian young 
men, Rev, C. D. Maclaren, has been appointed 
to Siam as a Missionary of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States. He left for his 
mission field early last month. Mr. Maclaren 
during the past three years rendered excellent 
service in the home mission field of the Synod 
of the Maritime Provinces. Mss Montgomery, 
of Charlottetown, P. E. I., for many years an 
active worker in our Church in the Maritime 
Provinces, has gone to Persia as a missionary 
under the auspices of the American Presby- 
terian Board of Missions. We shall be glad 
to hear from either or both of these esteemed 
friends whenever they have leisure to write a 
few lines for the RECORD. Zhe Rev. A. C. 
Gillies, a student of Knox College, for a while 
missionary at Cote des Neiges, Montreal, then 
minister of Sherbrooke, N.S., afterwards of 
Virginia City, Nevada, more recently residing 
in Sydney, N. S. W., has by last accounts ac- 
cepted a call from an important charge in 
Dunedin, New Zealand, with a stipend of 
$3,000 a year. 


Two “MOTHERS IN ISRAEL” have lately 
been removed by death, whose memories are 
revered by many members of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada. We refer to the late Mrs. 
John Macvicar, the mother of the Rev. Dr. 
Donald Harvie Macvicar, Principal of the 
Presbyterian College, Montreal; and Mrs. 
Burns, widow of the late Dr. Robert Burns, of 
Toronto. Mrs. Macvicar attained the patri- 
archal age of ninety-two. She wasa native of 
Argyleshire, Scotland, and with her husband 
came to Canada some forty-six years ago. 
She was the mother of twelve children, of 
whom the Principal is the youngest. Her 
second youngest son, Malcolm, is Professor of 
Apologetics and Exegesis in the McMaster 
Hall, Toronto. Mrs. Burns was born in Edin- 
burgh, and was seventy-one at the time of her 
death. She was married to Dr. Burns a short 
time before his coming to Canada, in 1845, 
and during the whole of her life took a deep 
and active interest in Church affairs. Much 
of her time was devoted to Bible-classes for 
young women.

MANITOBA ITEMS. 


The population of Winnipeg is estimated 
by the city officials at between 20,000 and 25,- 
ooo. Of this there is only church accom- 
modation for 8,ooo. Of that Knox and St 
Andrew’s Halls afford 2,500. For present 
circumstances as well as for next summer’s 
increase another Presbyterian place of worship 
is demanded. Leading men of both congre- 
gations are moving in the matter. Manitoba 
College Building attracts general attention. 
With additions it cost $36,000. The Board’has 
been very fortunate. With the increased cost 
of building it would this year cost $55,000. 
The College opens with the best prospects. 
There are likely to be eight or ten Theological 
Students of the Presbytery of Manitoba study- 
ing at the College this year. Mr. Robertson, 
Superintendent, has been for weeks in the 
new districts along the C. P. R., visiting the 
settlements. Regina, the new capital of the 
Province to the west of Manitoba has asked

for a minister. Rev. J. Ferries, formerly of 
Edinkillie, Scotland, has been settled at 
Brandon. Brandon is expected to be self- 
sustaining by Christmas. Portage La Prairie 
congregation is erecting a new manse. 
Dominion City, Nelson, Burnside, Cadurcis, 
and Stonewall are all moving towards calling 
ministers. Rev. Mr. Macpherson, of Dunkeld, 
Scotland, who bears a letter of commendation 
from the Free Church Colonial Committee, 
has been visiting the Province, and is greatly 
pleased. The harvest'is gathered and will be 
most plentiful. It has been a grand sight to 
see what old settlers have known as vacant 
plains, standing crowded for miles with stooks 
Rev. Mr. Wellwood, of Minnedosa 
has overworked himself and is away east 
taking a little rest. So itis with Mr. A. H. 
Cameron. Mission work on the prairies is 
most wearing. All of our missionaries should 
have a short furlough if it could be arranged. 
They would work the better for it on return- 
ing.—B.

Annual Collection on the Third Sabbath of 
October. 


pre Annual Collection for the Aged and 
~«) Infirm Ministers’ Fund is appointed to 
be made on the THIRD Sabbath of October, 
by Congregations that have no Missionary 
Associations. It is hoped that the congrega- 
tional contributions for the year will show an 
increase fully sufficient to meet the new 
claims on the Fund consequent upon the 
action of last General Assembly. At the date 
of the last Annual Report (for which see Ap- 
pendix to Assembly Minutes, p. clvii.) there 
were fwenty-seven Annuitants on the Fund. 
Of the e¢gh¢ ministers to whom the Assembly 
granted leave to retire on account of age or 
infirmity, nearly all will probably soon have 
their names placed on the list of beneficiaries. 
The amount paid in annuities last year hav- 
ing been $5574, the amount required for the 
current year cannot be much short of $7000, 
Allowing about $350 for expenses connected 
with the management of the Fund, an income 
of $7500 will, it is believed, suffice for an- 
nuities at the same rate as last year and 
leave a small balance. In view of the un- 
usually large addition this year to the number 
of beneficiaries, it may be too much to expect 
such an increase of congregational contribu- 
tions as might warrant a return to the pay- 
ments that were made before the Assembly, in 
1878, restrained the committee from using 
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bequests and donations for current expendi- 
ture. But there should be no reduction of 
annuities in consequence of the increase of 
the number of annuitants ; nor will any reduc- 
tion be necessary, if the exemplary liberality 
of many congregations be generally imitated. 
Unless the income derived from ministers’ 
rates is greatly in excess of what it has been 
hitherto, it will be necessary that the congre- 
gational contributions should approach $6000, 

As the collection is made this year ¢wo 
months later than usual, and as the half- 
yearly payment to Annuitants falls due in 
November, it is requested that Congregational 
Treasurers remit to Dr. Reid without un- 
necessary delay.

HALIFAX, Aug 15.—The Presbytery met at 
Middle Musquodoboit to deal with the resig- 
nation of Rev. Dr. Sedgewick, which had been 
on the table since last meeting. Commission- 
ers from the congregation were present to ex- 
press regret that increasing infirmities com- 
pelled their venerable and beloved pastor to 
demit his charge. Dr. Sedgwick, with trem- 
bling lip and a voice husky with emotion, gave 
his reasons for wishing to retire from a pastor- 
ate which had lasted over thirty-three years, 
Bending under the weight of four score years 
fifty of which had been devoted to the active’ 
duties of the ministry, he felt that the work to 
which he had given his best energies must 
now be commited to a younger man. The 
Presbytery accepted the resignation. Dr. 
Sedgewick retires full of years and full of 
horours, enjoying the warmest affection of his 
brethren and the attachment and respect of 
his whole congregation. The congregation 
presented Dr. S. with a purse of $300 and a 
very affectionate address. Mr. Macdougall’s 
resignation, of North and West Cornwallis, 
was accepted. The Presbytery expressed 
sympathy with Rev. Samuel Bernard in his 
affliction and agreed to ask the Committee on 
Aged and Infirm Ministers’ Fund to place him 
on the list of Annuitants. Mr. B. for some 
years held a charge in the Presbytery of Hali- 
fax. Sept. 5—The Presbytery met in Chal- 
mers Church. The call to Mr. Anderson 


Rogers from Yarmouth was sustained and was 
accepted by him. His ordination and induc- 
tion were appointed for the 11th October.

TORONTO, Sept. 5.—A call from Shelburne 
and Primrose to Mr. S. Carruthers, proba- 
tioner, was sustained, and ordered to be 
transmitted. A call from Horning’s Mills and 
Honeywood to Mr. A. G. McLachlan, proba- 
tioner, was sustained and handed to him, who 
was present, when he craved time for con- 
sideration. A call from Leslieville and York- 
town line to Rev. W. Frizzell, of Newmarket, 
was also sustained, and Rev. W. Amos was 
appointed to cite his congregation for next 
ordinary meeting. A call from Kildonan to 
Rev. John Pringle, of Georgetown, was ac- 
cepted by him, and the Presbytery agreed to 
loose him forthwith from his present charge. 
A fifth call, from Norwood, to Rev. J. Car- 
michael, of Markham, was also accepted, and 
the Presbytery agreed to loose him from his 
present charge, said decision to take effect on 
the 24th of the month. A committee was ap- 
pointed to hear exercises of students on the 
4th proximo, and to deal with any applicants 
for admission to Knox College. After hearing 
report of a committee anent the future rela- 
tion of Ballantrae, it was resolved to separate 
said congregation from that of Mount Albert 
and to aim at connecting it with the congrega- 
tion of Stouffville, for affecting which object a 
first step was taken in the meantime.

tian people of various denominations ; and 
more recently by her much appreciated 
labours as President of the Murray Mitchell 
Auxiliary of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Asssociation, not to refer here to the work she 
was permitted todo inthe origination and 
support of various benevolent Institutions in 
this city, she rendered through a long life 
very valuable service to the cause of Christ.

Obituary. 


Rev. J. C. MEEK,—Suddenly on Friday, 
the 1st ult.. Mr. Meek departed this 
life. He was somewhat unwell for four or five 
days, but not till twelve hours before death 
did alarming symptoms appear. His suffer- 
ings were very great; but thanks be to God, 
his preparation for death had not been left till’ 
the last conflict. He had loved and served ' 
his Saviour for many years. Mr. Meek wasa 
native of Rawdon, Nova Scotia. He 
prosecuted his studies at Dalhousie College 
and at the Presbyterian College, Halifax. 
His first charge was at Carleton and Chebogue, 
in Yarmouth County, where he was ordained 
in 1872. In 1879 he was called to the pastoral 
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“harge of Springside, in the Presbytery of 
Truro. Here his labours were very useful and 
acceptable. When thus suddenly cut down he 
was but thirty-six years of age. Up to the 
time of his last illness the state of his health 
excited no anxiety, and his labours were 
prosecuted with unabated vigour. His 
young family as well as his deeply attached 
congregation profoundly feel their loss. 

Mr. JOHN S. NEwcomp, of South Corn- 
wallis, in Halifax Presbytery, died on the 17th 
August, in the 63rd year of his age. For 
thirty-five years he was an elder, and during 
the whole of that time he was clerk of Session. 
Very often he filled the position of represent- 
ative to the higher church courts. He was 
always a willing and helpful worker. He will 
be greatly missed by his pastor as well as by 
his family and the congregation of South 
Cornwallis. 

WILLIAM MCLEOD: The congregation of 
River Dennis, Cape Breton, mourns the loss 
of this venerable elder, who died on the 24th 
April, aged 89 years. He was a native of 
Scotland. He was a faithful and loyal office- 
bearer of the Presbyterian Church, and a 
devoted Christian. 

JOHN TAYLOR, an elder of Union Church, 
Esquesing, Ont., died on the 15th of March 
last. He was born in Abernethy, Scotland, in 
1802, and came to this country in the year

LETTER FROM DR. COCHRANE. 
VICTORIA, B. C., August 19th, 1882. 


GC’ INCE my arrival in this somewhat remote 

) Province of our Dominion, my time has 
been so constantly occupied, with the impor- 
tant and delicate work entrusted to me, that 
correspondence of all kinds has of necessity 
been left in abeyance. During the three 
weeks, I have travelled incessantly day and 
night, visiting pastors on the island and main- 
land : I have preached nine times—given three 
addresses on Home Mission work : lectured 


in Victoria, and held innumerable private con- 
ferences, with brethren and office-bearers of 
the several congregations, regarding the best 
mode of advancing Presbyterianism in this 
important, but in many respects neglected 
field. I have found the duty assigned me, not 
an easy one, but hope that ere very long, all 
the difficulties which lie in the way—and 
which to some have hitherto seemed insur- 
mountable,—will be overcome, and a strong 
healthy Presbyterianism developed — when 
churches and ministers will all be found, work- 
ing cordially and successfully, as in other parts 
of our Dominion. 

Until I have prepared my report, for the 
Home Mission Committee of our own Church, 
and the Colonial Committee of the Church of 
Scotland, it would be premature and unwise, 
to make public, my impressions of the aspect 
of Presbyterianism in the Province, and any 
suggestions or recommendations I consider 
necessary for its more efficient management 
in the future. There are many causes, that 
have hindered progress here, to which we are 
comparative strangers in Ontario and Quebec. 
1. The expense of living here is great, and 
missionaries must of necessity be supplement- 
ed, much above the average grants, given 
either by the Eastern or Western committees 
of our Church. 2. The Presbyterian popula- 
tion is very sparsely settled, over the mainland 
and Vancouver Island, and a very large terri- 
tory must be embraced, involving severe 
labour, to every missionary. 3. Misunder- 
standings and differences of opinion, not con- 
fined I regret to say to congregations, have 
rendered harmonious working difficult. Old 
sores of many years standing, are not yet 
healed, and beloved brethren have become 
estranged and alienated from each other, who 
ought always to have been one in heart and 
action. Very much of this, has resulted | 
doubt not, from the absence of a strong con- 
solidated Presbytery, and the hitherto di- 
vided interests, of the Canadian and Scottish 
Churches. The distance in any case, is so 
great, that the fields cannot be so carefully 
supervised as in Ontario, or Quebec, or Man- 
itoba with its superintendent of missions, but 
much more might be done I am confident, 
were the different parts of the Province, 
brought ecclesiastically into connection with 
our Canadian Church, and placed under such 
rules as guide the Home Mission Committee 
in the prosecution of its work. 

I need say nothing of the scenery, climate, 
and resources of this beautiful Province. All 
this has been better done, by Dr. Grant and 
Mr. Gordon, in their published works. I have 
been most kindly received by friends in all 
the churches and districts visited, and carry 
away with me many pleasing memories of my 
somewhat rapid and fatiguing journey over 
the continent and in the Province.

Editors of the Record. 


I have to thank you for your notice of our 
Building Fund. You will be glad to learn 
that additional subscriptions are received even 
in this warm weather. Mr. M. T. Hunter, 
Winnipeg gave ashort time ago $1000, Mr. 
H. McDougall, $150, and Mr. Renwick, $100, 
per year, for three years. The Rev. W. A. 
McKay, of Woodstock writes me that a 
gentleman of that town, who does not wish his 
name to be known offers to give $500 and he 
will likely make it $1000. Let the good work 
goon. Quite a number of churches are on 
the way this fall in consequence of the aid 
given from this fund. But I write nowto in- 
form your readers of the rapid expansion of 
our mission work in this North-West and the 
need of men and means, if the wants of the 
country are to be overtaken. The railway is 
constructed for about 400 miles west of Win- 
nipeg and settlement is in advance of the 
railway. The population in the west, as in the 
east, is largely Presbyterian. We require to 
have missionaries stationed at once along the 
line of railway at intervals of about 50 miles. 
Oak Lake, Mooseview, Broadview, Qu’Appelle 
and Regina should be provided with ordin- 
ances without delay. Taking settlements with- 
in reach of these centres the missionary would 
have at once the care of 60 or 70 Presbyterian 
families; while two or three times that 
number would be settled inthe district in 
Spring. By the end of September the young 
men doing mission work here will have re- 
turned to college. Milford, Grand Vahey, 
Peacock, Souris, Cypress River, Meadow Lea, 
Dominion City, Westbourne and Turtle 
Mountains will then be vaeant. To supply 
them eight missionaries are required. The 
people will contribute an average of $500 per 
field for the support of a minister and in two 
or three years all these fields will be self-sus- 
taining. New fields are also opening up away 
from the railway. North of Fort Qu’Appelle 
within a radius of 20 or 25 miles I am inform- 
ed that there are 500 settlers. Next Spring 
four or five missionaries should be sent to 
that part of the country. At Wood Mountain 
I was told that there are over Ioo settlers and 
that a large proportion of them belong to our 
Church. My information about the country 
north of the Touchwood Hills is not so full, 
but, I am assured that several missionaries 
would find ample employment in that quarter 
next spring. Beyond the most sanguine ex- 
pectations settlement is advancing. Can we 
provide the settlers with the gospel? Ido 
not wish to say one word that would diminish 
contributions to any other scheme of our 
church, but I do feel that the work of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada just now 1s 
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Home Mission work. Neglect this work now 
and we lose irretrievably. Foster it, encour- 
age and assist stations, and soon they will re- 
turn more than they receive. The battle is to 
be lost or won in ftveor six years. One 
thousand dollars now are worth more than 
five thousand five years hence, I hope conse- 
quently that our people will remember the 
Home Mission Fund when making contribu- 
tions for church work. I understand that the 
crop inthe Eastis bountiful, that trade is 
healthy and renumerative, that wages are 
high. For these blessings let thanks be 
rendered to Godin pounds as well as in 
prayers. The crops here you will be glad to 
learn are abundant, and our contributions will, 
I think be mucli in advance of any past year. 
God appears to be furnishing us with means 
to meet this rapid expansion of our work. 
Let us follow the leadings of His Providence.

Geclesiastical Hews. 

PROFESSOR BLACKIE, the clever but 
eccentric professor of Greek in the University 
of Edinburgh, has resigrfed the chair which 
he has held for thirty years. He was a licen- 
tiate of the Presbyterian Church, a member 
of the Scottish bar, and for ten years a pro- 
fessor of Latin at Aberdeen—a man of extra- 
ordinary vigour and vasatility ; racy and erra- 
tic—a first rate teacher and an admirable plat- 
form speaker. Though not a Highlander, he 
has a fair knowledge of Gaelic and has for 
many years been an enthusiastic advocate for 
the preservation and advancement of Celtic 
literature. For years he has been advocating 
and begging for the establishment of a Geelic 
chair, and at length has succeeded in raising 
an endowment of $70,000, which will enable 
the Senate to constitute the chair, so that the 
teaching will probably begin next session. It 
is thought his successor in the Greek chair 
will be Dr. Donaldson, formerly Rector of the 
High School, Edinburgh, and now professor 
of Latin in Aberdeen. . DR. GEORGE W. 


MUSGRAVE, of Philadelphia, has _ passed 
away at the age of seventy-eight. Dr. 
Musgrave was a member of the “Old 


School” Assembly and took a prominent . 


part in bringing about the re-union in 1869, 
and continued to take a prominent part in the 
councils of the reconstructed Church till 
the time of his death. He was a man of 
marked ability, he was unmarried and left a 
fortune of about $100,000: of this amount 
$30,000 dollars were bequeathed to found a 
theological chair in Princeton College, to be- 
come available when the capital and interest 
together reach $50,000. DR. J. B. BAXTER, 
of Dundee, Scotland, who died recently at the 
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advanced age of eighty-seven, was well known 
for the interest which he took in educational 
matters. Mainly through his efforts a sum of 
$625,000 has been subscribed for the erection 
and endowment of a University in Dundee, 
to be opened, it is expected, this autumn, with 
a staff of six professors. MR. SPURGEON 
lately preached to four thousand persons on 
the lawn at Benmore Castle, the princely resi- 
dence of Mr. Duncan, on the Holy Loch, Ar- 
gyleshire. A racy commentary on a portion 
of Luke iv. included a reference to St. Peter 
that provoked more than a smile. It was 
claimed by the Roman Catholics that Peter 
was the first pope and head of their Church ; 
yet Peter had a wife. Now, no man who had 
a wife, said Mr. Spurgeon, would believe in 
his own infallibility, for his wife would soon 
convince him of his mistake. The veteran 
African missionary, DR. ROBERT MOFFAT, is 
still in good health, though in his eighty-sixth 
year. He was compelled to leave London re- 
cently and go into the country, being overrun 
with callers, who taxed his strength too much 
for endurance. DR. MARSHALL LANG states 
that the progress of the Barony parish mir- 
rors the progress of the Church of Scotland. 
Since Dr. McLeod began his ministry, twen- 
ty-two new parishes have been formed in it, 
and now there is not a single unendowed 
chapel within its bounds. The church found- 
ed by Edward Irving, in London, called the 
“Catholic Apostolic,” is about to pass into the 
hands of the Romanists. This step, it is said 
has been rendered necessary by the death of 
nearly all the apostles, which was not contem- 
plated by the founder. The Rev. Donald 
McLeod, who succeeded the late Dr. Cumming 
in Crown Court Church, London, has succeed- 
ed in infusing new life into this old congrega- 
tion, the membership of which has subscribed 
$125,000, for the erection of a new church 
which they hope will worthily represent the 
national Church of Scotland in the English 
metropolis. The CUMBERLAND PRESBYTER- 
IAN CHURCH in the United States has attain- 
ed a visibility since the meeting of the last 
general Presbyterian Council, which they did 
not possess before. Since their application 
te be received into the common fold of Pres- 
byterianism was rejected by the Council, upon 
doctrinal grounds, they have prepared a new 
confession of faith, which is now before the 
Presbyteries for their acceptance or rejection. 
One, minister, Dr. B. W. McDonald, objects 
to it :—It lops off the limb I roost on.” He 
has six more objections, but the first would 
seem to be sufficient. Nevertheless, he adds 
to this personal objection a more general 
one, that it has seventeen sections with “bad 
English ”in them. The respective Commis- 
sions of the Scottish Assemblies have each 
had their time occupied with discussing cases 
of discipline the details of which have been 


fully published in the newspapers and have 
aftorded material for “ spicy” editorials. It 
is thought by many that no harm would come 
to religion were some of those discussions 
conducted with closed doors. THE SALVA- 
TION ARMY have purchased a United Presby- 
terian Church in Edinburgh at a cost of $6,- 
800. ‘ Major” Edmonds who presided at the 
inaugural meeting, speaking of the fittings in 
the building, said they could not preach in a 
pulpit, so they had got a circus platform or 
stand erected, and they hoped to see it soon 
filled with a hundred bright shining faces and 
nicely combed heads of hair, the possessors 
of which had been dug out of the black holes 
of the Grassmarket and neighborhood. The 
Major then proceeded to speak of the nature 
of their mission, remarking that it was a cru- 
sade by a band of men and women against 
drink, against sin and against the devil. A 
captain of the army in England was lately dis- 
missed from the service for accepting a gold 
watch and testimonial as a token of respect on 
his leaving a certain district where his labours 
had been highly appreciated. The American 
Bible Revision Committee are said to have 
completed the second revision of the entire 
Old Testament. Professor Blackie has pub- 
lished an elaborate criticism on the revised 
version of the New Testament. He does not 
expect that it will, in its present form, super- 
cede the Authorized Version. 


FRANCE.—The news last to hand is of an 
encouraging nature. Mr. Réviellaud recently 
visited Estrées Saint Denis, to the North of 
Paris, where he addressed a meeting compos- 
ed of Roman Catholics and Free-thinkers. So 
deep was the impression made upon them 
that an address was signed and sent to the 
Versailles Consistory (Presbytery) praying 
that a regular Protestant service be held ther. 
Professor Bertrand has been addressing larg 
meetings of from one thousand to eleven pe 
dred, in Normandy, and writes in glowing 
terms of the spiritual harvest there, waiting to 
be gathered in. At Foucarmont especially, 
his address on Zhe Salvation of France, pro- 
duced a profound impression upon the lead- 
ing people, the Mayor, ex-mayor, doctors, &c. 
He adds “ Here it is the acceptable year of 
the Lord for our France. Normandy is ready. 
Give me money and an evangelist, and we re- 
quire them much, and we will establish 
churches in any canton whatever. But we 
will only reduce the fire to ashes unless we 
send pastors there, and establish Sunday- 
schools. The people of Normandy will grad- 
ually advance into the light of the Gospel ; 
they will give their children and in turn be 
gained through these. Christ draws near 
but, alas ! Protestants are sleeping. What will 
arouse them, if this resurrection of the dead 
fails to do it > ALGERIA,—The conquests of 
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France have been followed up by earnest 
evangelists, and a blessed work of grace has 
been begun among the Kahyles. This mis- 
sion was organized by an English evangelist, 
Mr. Geo. Pearse. This tribe professes the 
Mahomedan faith, but the people are less fan- 
atical than’ the Arab Mussulmans. They 
seem to be the descendants of the Christian 
Churches of Cyprian and Augustine, but were 


conquered by the Mahomedans. They are 
well disposed to the Gospel. The evangelists 
preach in the markets and streets. One of 


them was invited by a number of these Ka- 
hyles to go to their village, but being told he 
could not leave his station, they replied “are 
there no friends of Jesus in your country? 
Tell them to come, and speak to us of Him. 
Persecution however is also active, and one 
preacher on returning from visiting a dying 
Kahyle was attacked, knocked off his mule, 
and severely hurt by two ruffians sent 
for that purpose by a marabout (priest). 
THE McALL Mission. Mr. McAIl has re- 
cently opened a mission-hall at Pau, in the 
South-west of France, which is largely attend- 
ed. At St. Etienne the work under the care 
of Dr. Burroughs, continues to expand. He 
writes : “ There is no country where the Gos- 
pel is received with greater eagerness than in 
France. With devoted evangelists and suffi- 
cient means this great country would become 
in a short time more Protestant than England. 
Wherever the Gospel is preached crowds flock 
to hear it; Gospel hymns are sung with the 
greatest heartiness, and many accept the co- 
pies of the New Testament with great joy.

IRELAND.—We have received the minutes 
of the Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in Ireland—a veritable blue book. As it has 
come to hand about the same time as our own 
‘minutes, some comparisons may be interesting. 
In the former the minutes proper occupy 161 
paces, in the latter 57. Our Irish friends do 
not put so much inthe appendix as we do, 
only the roll and the statistical tables, with 
lists of committees and some minor items 
are found there, a few reports such as those, 
on Statistics, on Colleges, and on Education, 
appear in the body of the minutes, the other 
reports appear in full in an enlarged issue of 
the Herald, which corresponds to our RECORD. 
The congregations reported on are 558, and 
the mission stations 7, there is an average of 
140 families, 182 communicants, and 4 elders 
to each congregation, at the same time there 
are two Presbyteries in the South and West 
that have fewer families than are found in one 
congregation in the North. For example that 
of Athlone has but 208 families, Munster has 
201, Connaught has 373, and Cork has 396, 
while in one Presbytery in county Antrim the 
following figures are reported of families in 
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congregations, to wit : 900, 680, 600, and 500. 
There has been a decrease all over the church 
of 190 families during the year, yet there was 
an increase in giving to all purposes of over 
$35,000. At the meeting of the Assembly 
there was an attendance of 518 ministers and 
341 elders, the largest attendance there ever 
was before. There is no representation yet, 
though the matter is discussed. A member- 
ship of 859 in a deliberative Assembly is 
surely very unwieldly. H.

[Et your religion come in to your house 
24 by the front door and not by the back 
door. In other words, do not let us try to 
smuggle religion into the household. Do not 
let us be like those families that feel very 
much mortified when they are caught at 
family prayers. They do not dare sing at 
family prayers lest the neighbors should hear 
them, and they never have prayers when they 
have company. Oh, if we are going to have 
religion in our house, let it come in at the 
front door ! Some of our beautiful homes here 
in Brooklyn have not the courage of the West- 
ern trapper. A traveller passing along far 
away from home was overtaken by night and 
a storm, and he put in atacabin. He saw 
firearms there, It was a rough-looking place, 
but he did not dare to go into the darkness 
and storm. He had a large amount of money 
with him, and he felt very much excited and 
disturbed. After a while the trapper came 
home. He hada gun on his shoulder. He 
put the gun roughly down in the cabin, and 
then the traveller was more disturbed. He was 
sure he was not safe in that place. Aftera 
while he heard the family talking, and he 
said : “ Ncw they are plotting for my ruin ; 
I wish I was out in the night and storm in- 
stead of being here. I would be safe there.” 
After a while the old trapper came up to the 
traveller and said: “Stranger, we are a rough 
people ; we get our living by hunting, and 
when we come in at night we are quite tired 
and we goto bed early; but, before we go to 
bed, we are in the habit of reading a few 
verses from the Scriptures and say a short 
prayer ; if you don’t believe in such things, i: 
you would just please step outside the door for 
a little while, ’ll be obliged to you.” There 
was the courage to do one’s whole duty under 
all circumstances, and a house that has prayers 
in it is a safe house, it is a holy house, it is a 
divinely-guarded house. So the traveller found. 
out as he tarried in tne tavern of that Western. 
trapper. But there are families that want re-. 
ligion a good ways off, but within calling dis-- 
tance for a funeral ; but to have religion do-- 
minant in the household from the rst day of 
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January, 7 o’clock a.m., to the 31st day of De- 
cember, 10 o’clock p.m., they do not want it. 
I had in my ancestral line an incident of which 
I have told you once, but I must tell it again 
for t he encouragement of all Christian parents, 
for as it was blessed of God when I recited it 
before, so may it be blessed in hundreds of 
households here represented to-day. My 
grandfather and grandmother went from So- 
merville to Brackenridge to attend revival 
meetings under the ministry of Dr. Finley. 
They were so impressed with the meetings 
that when they came back to Somerville they 
were seized upon by a great desire for the sal- 
vation of their children. That evening the 
children were going off to a gay party, and my 
grandmother said to the children, “when you 
get all ready for the entertainment come into 
my room ; I have something very important to 
tell you.” After they were all ready for the 
gay entertainment they came into my grand- 
mother’s room and she said to them: “Go 
and have a good time, but while you are gone 
I want you to know I am praying for you, and 
will do nothing but pray for you till you get 
back.” They went off to the gay entertain- 
ment. They did not enjoy it much because 
of the thought all the time of the fact that 
mother was praying for them. The evening 
passed: the children returned. The next day 
my grandparents heard sobbing and crying in 
the daughter’s room, and they went in and 
found her praying for the salvation of God, and 
she said—her daughter Phcebe said: “I wish 
you would go to the barn and to the waggon- 
house, for Jehiel and David (the brothers) are 
under powerful conviction of sin.” My grand- 
parents went to the barn, and Jehiel, who 
afterward became an eminent minister of the 
Gospel, was imploring the salvation of God, 
and then having first knelt with him and com- 
mended his soul to Christ, they went to the 
waggon-house, and there was David crying 
for the’ salvation of God—David, who after- 
ward became my father. The whole family 
was swept into the kingdom of Jesus Christ. 
David could not keep the story to himself, and 
he crossed the fields to a farm-house and told 
one to whom he had been affianced the story of 
his salvation, and she yielded her heart to God. 
It was David and Catharine, and they stood 
up in the village church together a few weeks 
after—for the story of the converted household 
went all through the neighborhood in a few 
weeks ; two hundred souls stood up in the 
plain meeting-house at Somerville to profess 
faith in Christ, among them David and Ca- 
tharine—afterwards my parents. My mother 
impressed with that, in after life, when she 
had a large family of children gathered around 
her, made a covenant with three neighbors— 
three mothers. They would meet once a week 
to pray for the salvation of their children until 
all their children were converted. This incident 


was not known until after my mother’s death, 
when the covenant was revealed by one of the 
survivors. We used to say : “ Mother, where 
are you going ?” and she would say, “ I’m just 
going out a little while ; going over to the 
neighbors.” They kept on in that covenant 
until all their families were brought into the 
kingdom of God, myself the last, and I trace 
that line back to that evening when my grand- 
mother commended our family to Christ, the 
tide of influence going on until this hour, and 
it will never cease. Oh, I tell this for the en- 
couragement of fathers and mothers who are 
praying for their children! Take courage. 
God will answer prayer. He will keep his 


bargain. He will remember his covenant.—

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT BY REV. H. A 
ROBERTSON. 


y= have had another year of pleasant 
and profitable work on this island. 


We have not opened up any new out-ports 
and we have not made rapid progress, but we 
have been gathering in converts from our pre- 
viously occupied districts and our advance 
has been steady and sure. The Lord’s supper 
was dispensed at Dillon’s Bay on the roth 
July 1881 and again on the 1oth of March of 
this year at our other station, near Traitor’s 
Head. No new members were admitted in 
July,, but we baptized four men and admitted 
them to the other sacrament in the month of 
March. We have at the present time only 
twenty-two teachers. We withdrew one teacher 
from a district where a murder was committed, 
At another district we can only give them 
supply on Sabbath until we can secure a suit- 
able teacher as the teacher we had there is in 
very bad health. Another teacher, Sole by 
name, died in the beginning of September 
and so far we have not placed a successor 
where he laboured. Then I got two districts 
to unite and be content with ove teacher where 
they had ¢wo in former years. These changes 
have reduced our staff to 22. Weexpect to 
place out two or more teachers this winter, 
and we are training them as well as circum- 
stances will permit. Since last Synod one 
teacher (Sole) died and Wevo, or Mary, wife 
of another teacher (Atnello). Besides these 
two Church members not more than six per- 
sons, who had given up heathenism, but who 
were not members have died. One of these 
was a little girl, a Christian Chief’s daughter, 
who was burned to death, her dress having 
caught fire while she was preparing food. 
There have been three births in Dillon’s Bay 
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and four christian marriages ; and four chris- 
tian marriages at Traitors Head. Five of 
the men are teachers. This is the highest 
number (six) of marriages we have had in one 
year. 

We visited around the whole island by 
means of the “ Dayspring” which you kindly 
put at my disposal for a fortnight last No- 
vember for that purpose. We were enabled 
also on this voyage to pick up the arrow-root 
at the various places where we had teachers, 
and captain Braithwaite and all under him did 
their utmost to meet all our wishes, so that 
with the calm weather at the time we hada 
most successful voyage. Besides this voyage 
I also visited over-land, or by boat, the entire 
island, save the rock-bound coast between 
Unepang and [fwa. We spent all the month 
of March at our side station going and return- 
ing over the hills. The boat took round sup- 
plies, etc., which we needed. All the christian 
chiefs and all our teachers of Dillon’s Bay side 
and a large number of the young men and 
women accompanied us. From Traitors Head 
they went with me to every district om that 
side of the island. The chiefs talked to the 
heathen and half-heathen, and I feel sure 
these conversations about the Word have 
done good and will continue to do so. As 
already stated, the Lord’s Supper was dispen- 
sed at that side on the 1oth of March and our 
friends, over 50 in number, from this side 
were present, after which they returned home, 
being absent 14 days. We remained behind 
another fortnight to instruct the people as 
much as possible. The schools have been re- 
gularly kept up. At Dillon’s Bay and Traitor’s 
Head there is a.regular class in the forenoon 
for the young, especially children, besides the 
usual short morning school for all. Yomot 
teaches the children’s class at the side station 
and A‘fnello the one at this station. Both of 
these teachers do their work faithfully and 
well for natives. Many children and young 
lads have given up heathenism and have come 
to Dillon’s Bay to attend these classes. The 
same is true of the other station. Over thirty 
attend this class at Dillon’s Bay. We have 
two ordinary Services every Sabbath here 
also Bible-class and Sabbath-school. Twenty- 
two attend the Bible-class and the entire po- 
pulation the Sabbath-school. I conduct a small 
class of young men preparing for teachers 
four afternoons of ea¢h week, and Mrs. Ro- 
bertson conducts a class for young women at 
the same time. My Bible-class is also my 
candidate’s class and after a time I select from 
these such as I consider the most suitable, 
and meet specially with them with the view of 
admitting at least some of them to the mem- 
bership of the Church. At present thirteen 
men are attending this class and ten women, 
but not more than ten or twelve of these will 
be admitted this year to the church. Perhaps 
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our most hopeful sign is the large number of 
children that are beginning to come to school 
at Dillon’s Bay. This Valley is fast filling up. 
Where once there were only stones and bushes 
the ground is now covered by clusters of huts. 
Not one lad or boy of this bay has gone away 
in any of the labour vessels this year, I mean 
since last Synod. My conversations upon the 
subject with captains and government agents 
and the natives themselves have done good. 
How long this happy state of affairs may con- 
tinue remains to be seen. We are beginning 
to realize our desire for our people here as 
regards industry and comfort. They now 
spend much less time in idle and hurtful con- 
versation than they used to do in our time 
and they work more regularly and have more 
food, better houses and are far better clad. 
INCREASING LIBERALITY.—Our christian 
Erromangans are (we are pleased to observe) 
growing more liberal as they are gaining more 
light. We consider that between their labour 
and contributions in various ways they zow 
do quite as well, in proportion to their ability, 
as the more highly favored christians in our 
home churches. In proof of this I will men- 
tion a few of the more outstanding of their 
acts of liberality for the past twelve months— 
(1) They have supplied us without payment 
with all the native food we required at both 
stations, which included yams, taro, bananas, 
as well as pork (twenty-two hogs in all, taking 
no notice of those given ourselves and those 
visiting the districts with us, which are killed 
there and then). (2) They have cheerfully 
done all the boating required of them without 
payment, we supplying the crew with food 
when leaving and when they return, but not 
during the time they are absent. (3) They 
have kept the road open between the two 
stations and built a half-way house for those 
crossing to and fro. (4) They have made two 
kilns of lime and they have plastered the Mar- 
tyr’s church and a new school-house in Dillon’s 
Bay and our cottage at Traitor’s Head, and 
have built a stone dyke 50 feet x 50 enclosing 
the graves of the missionaries besides the 
usual work of putting on and again removing 
storm rigging and the thatching, or repairing 
thatching, etc., and they have cut and carried 
all the firewood required—all free labour. (5) 
They have accompanied us at any time and 
to any district when asked and have gone at 
all times with messages, or medicine to the 
teachers and others to any of the districts far 
and near. (6) They prepared 2,400 lbs. of 
excellent arrow-root, the proceeds of most of 
which when sold they agreed cheerfully should 
be applied thus :— that made on the east 
side towards the expense of the Jamse at 
Traitors Head for their missionary, and of 
that made on the west side, after paying for 
flooring and windows for their school house, 
towards the purchase of a good saddle horse 
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to enable their missionary to overtake the 
work better and with less toil to himself. But 
as we expected to be away some time from the 
island, we applied the money intended for the 
purchase of a horse to the procuring of Zzds, 
sieves, sheeting, calico, for bags and strainers 
and casks, and two arrow-root gratess, in order 
that they could prepare and send away to 
market arrow-root in future years, and the 
horse we can get when we shall have returned 
to the islands. Their contributions previous 
to 1881 have paid for 1000 copies of the Acts 
of the Apostles and 1500 copies of a third 
edition of our Catechism, and after all ex- 
penses have been met of casks, freight, cus- 
toms, etc., there are about £30 sterling of a 
balance still remaining towards the cost of 
printing and binding other books of Scripture. 

The past summer has been the finest we 
have ever had. There has been no hurricane, 
no raging sea, no earthquake worth mention- 
ing ; food is abundant and the health of the 
people generally has been good, and we have 
been unmolested in our efforts to advance the 
work,

ous months have passed round and I 
ayy am called upon for copy. Amid the 
* dog-days, alternately sprinkled with rain and 
bleached in the sun, all colour of freshness 
mental and bodily is in danger of fading out. 
And to make matters worse, for months, not 
one inspiring letter has been received from the 
outer world. Even Miss Blackadder has failed 
to write since she reached Canadian soil, fol- 
lowing the example of illustrious deputations 
from Scotland. Food too has been scarce— 
nothing in the market at times but Indian 
rice and Nova Scotia salt fish. Oh, amid 
the strawberries and cream, amid the Synods 
and Assemblies, why not send to the Record 
one good refreshing letter for the benefit of 
your missionaries ? 

Since I last wrote the new buildings at 
Caroni Estate have been completed. They 
were opened April 30th for service and May 
1st for school. The arrangement from the 
first was that there was to be an English ser- 
vice there as the district lies away from any 
place of Worship. This makes my Sabbath 
services very laborious. The Caroni River 
sometimes overflows its banks and floods parts 
of the surrounding country, and on one ecca- 
sion I found three-quarters of a mile of the 
road under water in places almost to the 
saddle girth. I have however given notice 
that when the river is thus in flood I will not 
go to Caroni. Last Sabbath was our commu- 
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nion. Three adults and one boy ten years of 
age were baptized and twelve East Indians 
sat down at the communion table. One was 
absent from illness, one from misconduct, and 


‘one man and his wife were kept back on this 


occasion because they had been quarrelling. 
Our communion was I hope a profitable 
season to us all. These are times when the 
devil seems to awake to special activity, and 
adverse agencies within and without the 
Church start into life as if by preconcert, try- 
ing the strength of the weak and the faith and 
patience ofall. Such a time we seem to have 
been passing through in different districts of 
the mission field ; and the effect of it here was 
I hope a more strict self-examination and 
more thorough consecration to God. If so all 
these things will but in the end tend to the 
furtherance of the gospel. In the meantime 
let the church at home never forget to pray 
for our work—for the heathen and for our 
converts. We deal with elements of evil deep- 
rooted for centuries, and even God’s grace 
does not deliver at once from the warp of per- 
verted views, and the degrading tendency of 
evil habits. ‘Lake an illustration of the force 
of perverted notions. One of my teachers 
wrote to a friend to negotiate with a man who 
has been more than twenty years in Trinidad 
and has often attended church, with a view to 
getting his daughter to wife. The daughter 
attended one of our schools for years and can 
read nicely. The answer came back that as 
B’s cousin was married to S’s uncle, it was a 
shame for B. to propose to marry S. Yet 
these same people would marry S. without her 
consent to a man old enough to be her grand- 
father.

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF REV. J. W. MAC- 
LEOD. 


Leaving Truro, N.S., on Christmas, and New 
York, on new years’ day, Mrs. Macleod and I 
arrived at Trinidad on the 15th January. 
Having visited the other mission districts we 
settled on the 8th February in the house and 
district lately occupied by Rev. John Morton. 
We began at once to study Hindi and I now 
can read, write and speak it some. Mean- 
while I cared for the schools, conducted the 
regular meetings in Hindi by interpreters, and 
the English services. As soon as knowledge 
of the language permitted I began to visit 
and conduct meetings on the estates during 
the week. Mr. Morton occasionally visited 
the field and on the 17th July dispensed com- 
munion. The court interpreter David Maha- 
bie aided much in the services. Also Frances 
Mewa, Dinbandhu ; and the teachers in the 
schools did good service in regular and other 
meetings. 
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I. Services —The regular Sabbath Services 
conducted by Mr. Morton were continued, 
viz, 8 a.m. St. Julien and Cedar Hill hospital 
alternatively ; 10 a.m. S. school and II a.m. 
preaching at Princestown ; 3 p.m. Jordan Hill 
and Mount Stewart alternately ; 6.30 p.m. 
English Service. Princestown. The Wednes- 
day and Friday evening meetings were conti- 
nued, as well as Saturday morning meeting, 
for receiving reports and instruction of teach- 
ers. For some time Annagee monthly con- 
ducted the Sabbath services in Princestown. 
Sabbath afternoon meetings were also held 
on estates by the young men, as well as during 
the day by Joseph Annagee, catechist. The 
meetings have been well attended. 

II. Schools and Teachers.—The unusually 
dry season drove many gardeners with their 
families to labour on estates. This weakened 
the “bush” schools, Piparo and Lengua. 
Mount Stewart school since 1st April is on 
the list of “assisted schools” which receive 
government aid if any pupils pass government 
examinations. This caused extra outlay now 
in complying with government regulations. 
Mrs. Burnfteld, Brockville, Ont., kindly con- 
tributes $25 for ‘the support of an Jere lad of 
I2 years. This keeps him at school and en- 
courages him to bring Io or 12 other boys. 
There is a sewing class in Princestown and 
Jordan Hill schools. The former was taught 
by Mrs. Macleod, the latter by Anna the 
teacher’s wife. In the Princestown school 
Charles Ragtis as assistant teachers to Miss 
Blackadder, was substituted for the monitor, 
and has worked faithfully. Jaramin early in 
the year took the place of Akbar Ali at St. 
Julien as the latter went as teacher with Mr. 
' Morton. Since August Jaramin and Annagee 
have partially exchanged places and work. 
Annagee living at Princestown taught the 
school in St. Julien-and did catechetical work. 
An evening class was taught by Mrs. Macleod. 
In nearly all the schools evening lessons are 
given to men and boys who labour in the day. 
In connection with St. Julien school lessons 
were given after working hours three days a 
week in Bon Intento Hospital. 

III. Motes——On the occasion of the pre- 
sentation to Mr. Morton of a silver baptismal 
font, an elegant little marble one was given by 
gentlemen of the distriet for the Princestown 
church. The young men of the congregation 
have given lamps for the same. Mr. Morton’s 
gift of land at Piparo comprises two acres, 
sufficient for school, dwelling, and _ burial 
grounds. He has also presented to the Mis- 
sion land for a church in Princestown, valued 
at $150. Our thanks are due to Mrs. Mac- 
kay, Brookfield, Miss Duff and Mrs. Dowling, 
Lunenburg, for S. S. papers and child’s cloth- 
ing, also to Mr. Morton, into whose labours 
we have entered, for kindly counsel in all mat- 
ters of the district and mission. Mr. H. B. 


Darling, in whose removal to England the 
mission has lost the presence of a friend, 
before his departure gave $100 for church 
buildings in Princestown.

LETTER FROM REV. JOHN WILKIE. 


Indore, July 17th, 1882. 


For the Record. 
i have only time for a few lines,but as I owod 
you a letter from some time, must write 
you, especially as I have some rather in- 
teresting words to convey. A short time 
ago I in a letter to Professor McLaren, 
mentioned that I had baptized two persons 
about whom there had been a considerable 
disturbance and, also, that two others desired 
baptism, but I was constrained to keep them 
back for the time. The former disturbance 
has in a measure quieted down, though 
even yet the poor Christians are subjected to 
much abuse from their former companions. 
This week I felt that I must baptise two others, 
one a Mahommedan named Afzul Khan and 
a young Brahmin boy of 18 years. The 
parents of both opposed it and tried to dis- 
suade their sons from taking baptism. The 
Brahmin’s father told his son that he would 
beat him, put him in jail, turn him out of his 
house, &c., but all to no purpose. On Saturday 
night the boy came to the bungalow, saying 
his father told him never to return to his house 
ifhe was going to become a Christian, and 
asking me what he should do. I asked him 
what he himself wished—to be a Christian or 
or go back to his father’s house,—when he 
said “I ama Christian now and whether my 
father receive me or not I must do what Christ 
tells me. So we took him into the bungalow. 
I then, on finding that he was hungry, said: “I 
would give you some food but if you were to 
eat it you would break your caste,” when at 
once he replied “ what do I care for the Hin- 
doo caste, is there any caste among Christians ? 
and he willingly partook of what we gave him, 
thus banishing himself forever from his caste 
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companions and Hinduism. All night he slept 
in the bungalow and then in the morning went 
with us to the Sabbath-school where his father 
also was. On my going into aside room, how- 
ever, the father with a stick raised threatening- 
ly over his son’s head, seized him and carried 
him to his house. As soon as I knew of it I 
sent one of the workers to try and find out 
how and where he was, but though he kept 
going back and forwards all day, he failed to 
learn anything of him. The boy’s mother and 
father gave the worker a great deal of abuse 
and said that the boy was not there, but would 
give no Satisfaction. We fear they have car- 
ried him away to the city or somewhere else, 
and that now he is suffering not a little for his 
faith. We shall not relax our efforts to find 
out where he may be and shall let you know 
as we hear. Of one thing I am however cer- 
tain, and that is he will not change his faith. 
But I fear what they may do to him. If he 
were baptised he would be as dead to them, 
and so they would not scruple to put out his 
existence rather than suffer him to fall into our 
hands. How little do we know what it is to 
be a Christian here. Oh pray for them that 
they may be enabled to resist all the hard 
trials which they have to face. We baptized 
Afzul Khan and shall probably baptize two 
others next Sabbath, who are constantly crying 
for baptism. But I must close; excuse this 
hasty note. 


SOM Alissions. 


REY W.S. SWANSON, a missionary of 
SX the Presbyterian Church of England, at 
Amoy, China, speaks of the work for the wo- 
men of China as follows : 

He would say that they would find nowhere 
in all the world women getting the place God 
intended for her, and the places she was so 
well fitted to occupy, except in Christian com- 
munities. In his own experience in China 
nothing had so well impressed him as the fact 
that the oppression of heathenism was deep- 
est, strongest, and most galling on that sex. 
The life-blood of the countries where heathen- 
ismis found wasthe women. If persons who were 
sometimes called philosophic and at other 
times scientific, and who were looked up to in 
this country, would just glance at that side of 
the question when they were decrying the ef- 
forts of a benevolent Christianity, the efforts 
of those who lived for the God that was above 
them, the systems for which they had a good 
deal to say, and which were crushing the life- 
blood out of the women of the country, where 
they were professed, would not be held in such 
estimation. The only thing that would ever 
raise the women and take them out of the de- 
gradation into which they were was just the 


work in which the mission was engaged—the 
spreading of the knowledge of that glorious 
Gospel that had done so much for the noble 
women of these lands. In China the women 
were visibly a greater power in the country 
than in any other Eastern land. He thought 
if China was the backbone of the East, the 
women were the backbone of China, and he 
did not believe China would ever have been 
what it is now if it had not.been for the sturdy, 
pithy and strong character of the women of 
that country. They had to take very great 
care indeed that they kept before them the 
Christianizing of the heathen—not the Angli- 
cising of them—(hear hear)—not the Western- 
izing of them. (Hear hear) They made a 
great mistake if they believed that mission- 
aries had just to take the institutions, opera- 
tions, and habits of thought and action of 
Christian countries, and set them down in 
Eastern lands. (Hear hear.) There was not 
as much sympathy shown with missionaries as 
should be. Some thought that they should at 
once set themselves for the abolition of the 
practice of foot binding, but he could tell 
them that this practice was at the bottom of a 
great social system. If they excluded persons 
who bound their feet from the Church they 
would never havehad a church at all. The 
women of China had since taken hold of the 
question. They have now said that this must 
cease, and have entered into a league, and 
there were several hundreds of them members 
of that league. They had pledged themselves 
that they would not bind their children’s feet, 
and something else which was far more im- 
portant, and which meant determination to 
meet an amount of obloquy, of sneers and of 
disgraceful talk—to marry their sons to wo- 
men whose feet were unbound. (Laughter.) 
If any woman who bound the feet of a girl 
had not been permitted to enter the Church 
it would have been in a very strait position in- 
deed. A woman in China was like property, 
to be bought and sold, her husband having 
complete power over her—a power that no- 
thing could touch. He hoped the work 
of the Presbyterian Church of Ireland 
would go on, growing and increasing. If he 
could let them hear the voice of those who 
were oppressed with vile heathenism they 
would engage in the work with double heart 
and double energy ; if he could let them hear 
the voice that was coming from their Christian 
sisters in those lands and calling on them to 
go to their help—how would he translate it?

Giarstern Turkew. 


(Z) NE of the largest and most successful of 
4 modern missionary enterprizes is that 
carried on by the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Mission in the Turkish 
Empire. Its chief efforts are directed tothe 
reformation of the numerous and widely scat- 
tered representatives of the old Armenian 
Church, which though at one time a vigorous 
branch of the Christian Church, has for many 
centuries been utterly dead. Formalism, 
superstition and infidelity have supplanted the 
true religion, and those who are now labour- 
ing to restore the light and liberty of the Gos- 
pel are exposed to the opposition of a tyranni- 
cal and unscrupulous government, and the 
persecution of ignorant and wicked fanatics. 
The REV. ROBERT CHAMBERS, a_ beloved 
minister of the Presbyterian Church in Cana- 
da, has for a number of years been labouring 
in this field under the direction of the Ameri- 
can Board and, as we have reason to believe, 
with marked success. We feel sure that many 
of our readers will be glad to peruse the fol- 
lowing note which we have just received from 
him, and also the brief extracts which we are 
permitted to make from his latest report to the 
Turkish Missions’ Aid Society, an English 
Association which during many years has 
shown its sympathy with the American Board 
by liberal contributions toward the funds re- 
quired for carrying on the evangelistic work in 
which it is engaged. Mr. Chambers is sta- 
tioned at Erzroom. a town on the Upper Eu- 
phrates, not very far from Mount Ararat. 
Under date 25nd July he writes : 

“ Many thanks for the RECORD, whose arri- 
val I always hail with delight. Excuse me 
for sending you a copy of a letter I have writ- 
ten to the Turkish Missions Aid Society. I 
have long wished to write you direct, but find 
time with difficulty. If you find any points of 
interest in the enclosed letter I shall be glad. 
Our journey to Harpoot consumed thirteen 
days and the return ten days. We met perils 
ef waters, robbers, and precipices. We floun- 
dered in snowbanks, clambered over rocks 
like goats, were astonished (when fording swift 
streams) to see the opposite bank making 
about 1,000 miles an hour, and heartily joined 
in the Gaptie’s thanksgiving to God when we 


some 60 or 70 feet below us. We had much 
excitement but met with no accident. Two 
inches of snow and severe cold on June 4th, 
hopelessly destroyed much grain in this dis- 
trict, and continued drought since that date 
has cut off much of the hope which the frost 
had spared alive. What has God in store for 
this country? The only redecming feature in 
a survey of the land is our Gospel work.” 

The following extracts will serve to convey 
some idea of the kind of work Mr. Chambers 
is engaged in and also the self-sacrificing 
spirit in which it is undertaken :— 

The four stations of our mission have upon 
the ground at present the following missionary 
force :—Erzroom.: Two male missionaries, one 
missionary’s wife and three lady teachers. 
Mardin: Five male missionaries, four mis- 


sionaries’ wives and two lady teachers. Har- 
Poot: Four male missionaries, with their 
wives, and four lady teachers. Van: Two 


missionaries, with their wives, and two lady 
teachers. The stations outside of Harpoot 
were,represented at the meeting by just one 
more than one-half their aggregate member- 
ship. The Central Turkey Mission also was 
represented by a missionary family and a lady 
teacher. We were in all twenty-five, besides 
eight children, whom the Divine pity preserve 
to us and bless. During those eleven days 
we seemed to be in the King’s banqueting 
house. Truly a right royal time we had of it, 
and His banner over us was love. The 
Saviour seemed to be breathing upon our 
daily gatherings for prayer, and the accounts 
of opposition and even persecution, in some 
quarters, of unreasoning disaffection in others, 
and of glorious ingatherings of souls in others, 
calling for sympathy, compelling humility and 
enthusing our souls with grateful and confi- 
dent joy, seemed specially to prepare our 
hearts for his loving and awakening message. 
“ Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” The two sab- 
baths of our stay were largely spent, very 
pleasurably and profitably, in sermons and ad- 
dresses delivered in the Evangelical Armenian 
churches of Harpoot and vicinity. One half- 
day was devoted to an examination conducted 
by the Board of Visitors—of the classes and 
appointments of the male department of Ar- 
menia College and one half-day also to the 
French department. Hours which, especially 
in the evenings, could be spared from business, 
were devoted to receptions of native brethren 
and friends, exhibitions in various college de- 
partments, social entertainments, praise meet- 
ings, &c. Sabbath evening, June 18th, closed 
with a deeply interesting Communion service, 
the most thoroughly enjoyable and, as I be- 
lieve, solidly useful meeting for counsel of 
Christian workers that it has ever been my 
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I

REPORTS OF STATIONS FOR 1881.—Native 
pastors, “27°*" preachers) 20. teaciersy ) 120);

Churches, 35 ; communicants, 2,018 ; preach- 
ing places, 127 ; average Sabbath congrega- 
tions, 8,898 ; Sabbath-schools, 96; scholars, 
6,527; whole number of registered Protest- 
ants, 12,371. Contributions of native com- 
munities for pastors’ salaries, teachers, &c., 
$9,979; colleges, 1, with 54 pupils; high 
schools, 17; pupils, 406; girls’ boarding 
schools, 6; pupils, 224; common schools, 
133; pupils, 4,855; other adults receiving in- 
struction, 713 ; total under instruction, 6,252. 
These figures, compared with those of pre- 
vious years, show a steady advance in the 
work, and would seem to justify the tone of 
gratitude and confidence which pervaded the 
reports. 

PERSECUTION, especially in the Erzroom 
field. Two noteworthy cases have occurred 
which show at the same time the anzmus of 
some overzealous Europeans and the utter 
insufficiency of the local courts. (1) In the 
Province of Khanoos—a two days’ horseback 
journey from this city—the headman of a vil- 
lage (Bournaz) was and still is indefatigable in 
his efforts to crush out protestantism. ‘The 
Protestants of this village are not permitted to 
send their flocks to pasture with the village 
shepherd. and are arbitrarily deprived of the 
means of watering their folds. Being beaten 
they are refused redress by the local Govern- 
ment, and in two cases their petitions for pro- 
tection were answered by the imprisonment of 
the petitioners. (2) In the city of Erzingan— 
four days from Erzroom—a flourishing and 
self-supporting school of from 50 to 60 scholars 
—chiefly Gregorians—was broken up by the 
Variabed because of the teacher’s evangelical 
tendencies. The teacher also, on a false 
charge, was thrown into prison, where he re- 
mained fifty-two days, and was_ severely 
treated. Evidence which, before an impartial 
court at Erzroom, triumphantly acquitted him 
from complicity in or knowledge of the crime 
charged against him, was repeatedly refused 
by the members of the court which tried him 
at Erzingan. Other results of the Erzingan 
Vartabed’s violent preaching and false repre- 
sentations were the stoning of our preacher’s 
house and villainous treatment of his wife; in- 
terruption of the Sabbath services by irrespon- 
sible mobs ; beating and ill-treatment of our 
colporteur in the markets, whose books were 


from selling the Bible even to Turks who 
wished to buy. All which turns to the honour 
of the Evangelical name and the glory and 
advancement of God’s cause, and we “therein 
do rejoice yea and will rejoice.” 

As we listened to the recital of instance 
after instance of manifested heart desire to- 
ward God ; of self-sacrifice and suffering for 
Christ’s sake ; and heard abundant evidence 
not only of individual development in grace, 
but also of advance made in knowledge and 
Christian character by communities, we felt 
that we were eating of the Broken Bread and 
were “all of good cheer.” 

Hitherto it has been a very difficult matter 
to find efficient native helpers and the mis- 
sionaries have been compelled to depend 
largely upon earnest, half-educated men, ad- 
vanced in years and often burdened with large 
and sometimes hostile and unpromising 
families ; but the late rapid advance among 
our young men of a desire for education, the 
establishment here and there of High Schools 
as feeders of Armenia College and the 
awakening power of God’s word, never more 
felt than at present, are exceedingly hopeful 
elements in the present situation. Already 
are we beginning to feel something of the 
vigour of a new hope from the employment of 
spiritual, college-educated, energetic, young 
men, who can find wives, nearly if not quite 
their equals in education and often their 
superiors, spiritually, in our Ladies’ Seminaries. 
Still our difficulties in this matter are not all 
over and coming ones already cast their 
shadows. The awakened but unchastened 
desire of many leading Armenians for the 
advancement of their people, and the not al- 
ways well-informed interest of friends of 
Armenia in England are two among other 
sources from which come forth to these young 
men, the foundations of whose present culture 
the American Missionaries have for half a 
century been perfecting, the subtle temptation 
of a too sanguine hope for the immediate 
elevation of their race and the more gross 
though not less dangerous temptation of a 
rapid rise to wealth and perhaps honor for 
themselves. This country is barely awaken- 
ing to the need of education and has but little 
idea of the vast advantages to be derived 
therefrom ; but though she were fully awake 
it still remains that the people are miserably 
poor, and we can only speculate dimly upon 
the chance of their being able in the future to 
support an efficient corps of teachers. 

Among the women of the land a very en- 
couraging work is being carried on. Besides 
the missionary ladies, and the native Bible 
women, who go from house to house chiefly to 
instruct wonten who have passed school age, 
there is quite a force of female teachers— 
graduates of our Girls’ Boarding Schools—in 
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the field. These Boarding Schools are six in 
number, have 224 pupils, and on the teaching 
staff may be found, according to need, from 
one to four native female assistants. There 
are also 1600 female pupils in the various 
primary schools. Results already appear in 
gradual home transformations, increased re- 
spect for the female sex, and the mote 
frequently uttered sentiment of proud fathers 
“our girls are our jewels.” 

The Woman’s Board of Armenia is a society 
of native women, having Harpoot for its 
centre, and is doing, to some extent, for the 
women what Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tions are intended to do for young men. The 
members engage in various works of piety 
and benevolence and frequently meet together 
for Bible study and mutual improvement. 
The receipts for the past year were divided 
into three equal portions, one of which was 
sent as a contribution to the A. B.C. F. M., 
for the work in other lands, one set apart for 
mission work in Kurdistan and the other was 
devoted to the assistance of poor girls to an 
education. 

Twelve Young Men’s Christian Associations 
have been established in the Harpoot field, 
one in the city of Mardin and one in Erzroom 
city. These have a goodly membership of 
zealous young men, who meet weekly for 
Bible study, and once a month for the tran- 
saction of business, &c. Under the direction 
of the missionaries and of the church, with 
which they are connected they engage in 
Christian work, especially the distribution and 
sale of Scriptures and Mission books. In 
fact this work of book distribution in the 
Harpoot Field and Mardin city is carried on 
entirely by the young men, who, purchase the 
books at a discount of 30 per centum paying 
the cash. The income of these Societies, 
from fees, collections, earnings, &c., is spent 
for benevolent purposes, such as he elping poor 
boys to an education, &c. Besides the direct 
aid thus rendered to Christian work, these 
societies are of inestimable benefit in develop- 
ing the business and working talent of the 
young men, 

For admission to our schools we have no sec- 
tarian test. The Bible in the modern tongue 
is largely used as a text book, especially in 
the primary departments, but no discussion of 
doctrine or ceremonial is entered upon, and 
pupils whose parents wish it are excused from 
the reading. We receive pupils of all races 
and religious beliefs. In some districts we 
have flourishing schools where the teacher is 
the only registered Protestant to be found in 
the district. Except in the cities where na- 
tional aspirations breed and where Protestants 
—who of course make a sharp distinction be- 
tween the respective functions of a church or- 
ganization and a national club or society—are 
proclaimed traitors to the national cause, our 


schools are very popular among the people, 
and we are constantly compelled to answer 
petitions for teachers with the doleful refrain, 
“Even if we had a supply of suitable men we 
have not the money to supplement to an ade- 
quate amount what you can give towards a 
teacher’s support.” 


SABBATH FISHING. 


Mr. EDITOR.—In your report of the discus- 
sion in Assembly, on Sabbath Observance, in 
the July RECORD, you say that I “ alluded to 
the particular type of desecration in my parish 
by fishermen, who drew their nets and cured 
their fish on Sunday and Saturday alike.” 
That is neither what I said nor the substance 
of it. None of my parishoners engage in 
Sabbath fishing ; yet I cannot say that there 
are not within the territorial bounds or on the 
outskirts of my parish persons who catch fish 
on the Lord’s day ; nor can any minister of a 
sea or lake shore parish deny the same of 
his own locality. Were the transgression 
complained of confined to Richmond or Cape 
Breton alone, I would not have troubled the 
General Assembly with any remarks upon the 
subject, but contented myself with local agi- 
tation. Along all the lake and sea coast (as 
far as my observation and information go) of 
Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, and ina few places in P.-E. Island, 
some, amongst Protestants and Roman Ca- 
tholics alike, are found so destitute of self- 
respect and Christian feeling as to engage 
eagerly and regularly in a practice which ig- 
nores the law both of God and man. Did 
Government or a manufacturing Company 
employ the hundredth or even thousandth part 
of the Sunday labour applied to fish-catching, 
it would be held up to public contempt and 
depuiations and committees would, very pro- 
perly, agitate the people. But because these 
men are self-employed, using their own boats 
and their own nets, they are quietly permitted 
to damn their own souls and bring the wrath 
of God upon the nation. 

The gist of my observations in Assembly 
was that the law of the land at present is im- 
practicable because of its severity. Let us 
have the law changed so that it may be ap- 
plied without taking from a man and his fam- 
ily all their livelihood and means of support, 
for his first conviction

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RECORD OF A YEAR’S MISSION WORK 
IN AFRICA. 


From the Victoria Nyanza the envoys of 
M’tesa have gone forth to the court of the 
Queen of England and returned with their tale 
of wonders. Nor has their journey been un- 
fruitful. This capricious sovereign has become 
more consistent and friendly ; and the lives 
and labours of the missionaries are now pro- 
tected, and their preaching and teaching toler- 
ated and encouraged. The Lake Tanganyika 
is soon to be traversed by the missionary ship 
of the London Missionary Society, and the de- 
pleted forces of their stations has just been 
very largely reinforced. A road is now in pro- 
cess of construction from Tanganyika to Lake 
Nyassa. The Scottish missions on the latter 
lake have been greatly distracted by collisions 
with the natives and misunderstandings with 
the Home Board, but matters are settledagain, 
and the last reports of the work are favorable. 
The Baptist Mission on the Congo, encouraged 
by the generosity of liberal friends, is now 
constructing a new steel steamer for the navi- 
gation of the cataracts, seventy feet long, and 
drawing only one foot of water, which, by the 
end of the present summer, will be at the ser- 
vice of their missionaries and those of the 
Livingstone Inland Mission. The latter mis- 
sion has been making steady progress. Several 
new labourers have just gone out from Mr. 
Guinness’s Training School in London, and the 
funds have greatly increased during the year. 
William Welton Bagster, the leader of the first 
American Mission to Central Africa, is dead. 
At the early age of thirty-five, and just fifteen 
months after leaving the shores of America, he 
has succumbed to the poisonous miasma of 
the coast, and lies at Bailunda in an African 
grave. But the work has been begun, and his 
spirit lives in his fellow-soldiers, who have 
buried his dust, and are already pressing on 
to the field he was not permitted to reach. Nor 
is there any reason to doubt that, notwithstand- 
ing this heavy blow, the American Board will 
still press on to Bihe, their chosen field, whose 
healthy uplands are free from the terrible ma- 
laria of the coast, before which Mr. Bagster 
fell a victim. 

Another tragedy and anothertriumph have 
also marked the records of the same board in 
America. From the Zulu Mission a pioneer 
party made a brave attempt to penetrate the 
kingdom of Umzila. The leader, Mr. Pinker- 
ton, fell on the way, but the task has been 
accomplished by his successor, and the story 
of Mr. Richards and his entrance among the 
attractive and interesting race who are now 
waiting for the Gospel, has been already told 
in these pages. The last two attempts to 
establish other stations in the interior have, so 
far, been either futile, or as yet ineffectual. 
The American Missionary Association have 


sent out a missionary party to establish a 
station on the Upper Nile, but Mr. Ladd and 
his companions, at the last accounts, were un- 
able to proceed beyond Khartoum. But we 
trust the check is only temporary, or designed 
to lead, perhaps, like many a missionary dis- 
appointment, to a better field. The other at- 
tempt, instigated by a liberal offer from Mr. 
Arthington, to the American Baptists, to esta- 
blish a Mission in the Soudan, has for the 
time at least, been abandoned. Mr. Stanley is 
pursuing his ascent of the Congo with perse- 
verance and fair success. Mr. Coilard, the 
famous French missionary among the Basutos, 
is about to return from a visit to France and 
Belgium, where he has been kindly received 
by the Belgian King, the President of the So- 
ciety under which Mr. Stanley is pursuing his 
explorations. The Basuto tribes have been 
much injured by the recent war, and its in- 
fluence on South African missions in general 
has been evil. In Western Africa the progress 
of the Niger Mission has been more remark- 
able than ever. The native chiefs of Bonny 
and Brass have thrown their influence power- 
fully on the side of Christianity. The idols 
are dishonoured, the chapels are crowded, and 
good Bishop Crowther is now in London tel- 
ling the Christian people of Great Britain the 
wonderful story of this native African Mis- 
sionary Church. The Republic of Liberia, the 
colony of Sierra Leone, and this colonizatiom 
movement are links between the Christian negre 
and his pagan countrymen, whose importance 
grows more apparent every day in the light of 
the awful mortality of American and foreign 
missionaries, and the special fitness of this 
race for the evangelization of their country- 
men, as shown in the marked blessing that 
has attended the labours of Bishop Crowther 
and the Mendi Mission. The Rev. Henry 
Highland Garnet, American Minister to Li- 
beria, a remarkable man, a wise and noble 
friend of his race, and a representative man, 
from whose official position in Africa much 
was hoped, had scarcely reached his post, 
when death summoned him to join the crowd- 
ed ranks who have gone from the Dark Con- 
tinent to their rest. Another fragrant name 
has also joined the glorified circle during the 
past few months—Major Malan, the editor of 
Africa, and a wise and warm friend of that be- 
nighted land. And yet another honoured 
name has to be linked with these---Dr. Krapf, 
the father of Abyssinian missions, and the 
father of many missionaries, has been calied 
from his missionary training school to his 
Master’s presence. Who will take these va- 
cant places? Who will follow these glorious fore 
runners and founders of African missions. ?- 
The Outlook.

_Christian politeness ranks high among the 
virtues. 
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WOMENS’ BOARDS OF MISSIONS.— 
In 1870 the ladies of the Presbyterian Church 
in New York formed a Board of Foreign 
Missions. At that time there were 26 female 
Missionaries in the fields occupied by the 
Presbyterian Church, and the first aim of the 
new Board was to support these ladies. Vow 
the Board supports 52 female missionaries, 
just double the number in the field eleven 
years ago. Besides these they support 33 
Bible readers and native teaehers, 50 schools 
and 145 scholarships, last year’s contributions 
amounted to $39,000. In eleven years the 
amount raised was $183,000,—But there are 
several other Ladies’ Boards scarcely less 
energetic or successful than the foregoing, all 
of whose receipts aggregated the sum of 
$164,000,— The effect has been very good. 
The contributions to the General Board have 
not decreased, while thousands now give 
liberally who formerly gave nothing. 
Women can gain access to fields of influence 
and usefulness that are not open to men. 
This is the case especially in India, ‘““Women’s 
work for women,” is one of the most hopeful 
features of the modern missionary enterprise. 
The societies organized and officered by 
ladies in connection with our Church have 
accomplished enough to encourage future 
effort. 


It is estimated that the cost of the kid 
gloves imported into New York is ten times as 
great as all the money raised in the United 
States for missionary purposes! How is it 
in Canada? Are the sacrifices we make for 
for saving the world equal to the sacrifice we 
lay upon the altar of fashion ?—or of pleasure ? 
The very heathen often sacrifice more for their 
idols than we devote to the service of God. 

THE OLDEST CITY IN THE WORLD.--- 
Damascus is the oldest city in the world. Tyre 
and Sidon have crumbled on the shore ; Baal- 
bec is a ruin: Palmyra is buried in a desert ; 
Nineveh and Babylon have disappeared from 
the Tigris and Euphrates. Damascus re- 
mains what it was before the days of Abraham 
a centre of trade and travel, an isle of verdure 
in the desert, “a presidential capital,” with 
martial and sacred associations extending 
through thirty centuries. It was near 
Damascus that Saul of Tarsus saw the light 
above the brightness of the sun; the street 
which is called Straight, in which it was said 
“he prayed,” still runs through the city. The 
caravan comes and goes, as it did one 
thousand years ago; there is still the sheik, 
the ass, and the water-wheel, the merchants of 
the Euphrates and the Mediterranean still 
occupy the streets “ with the multitude of their 
wares.” The city which Mohammed survey- 
ed from a neighboring height, and was afraid 


to enter “because it was given to man to have 
but one paradise, and for his part he was re- 


solved not to have it in this world,” is to-day 


what Julian called the “Eve of the East,” as 
it was in the time of Isaiah, the “head of 
Syria.” From Damascus came the damson, 
our blue plums, and the delicious apricot of 
Portugal, called damasco ; damask, our beau- 
tiful fabric of cotton and silk, with vines and 
flowers raised upon a smooth bright ground ; 
the damask rose into England in the time of 
Henry VIII ; the Damuscus blade, so famous 
the world over for its keen edge and wonder- 
ful elasticity, the secret of whose manufacture 
was lost when Tamerlane carried the artist 
into Persia ; and that beautiful art of inlay- 
ing wood and steel with golk and silver, a 
kind of mosaic, engraving, and sculpture un- 
ited. called damaskeening, with which boxes 
bureaus and swords are ornamented. It is 
still a city of flowers and bright waters ; the 
streams of Lebanon and the “silk of gold” 
murmur and sparkle in the wilderness of the 
Syrian gardens. 


Dr. Jessup, the well-known American mis- 
sionary in the East, sends to the Vew York 
Observer a graphic and thrilling narrative of 
the exodus from Egypt of the Europeau popu- 
lation, including the whole Presbyterian mis- 
sion. He was at Port Said when an Austrian 
Lloyd steamer from Alexandria came in with 
2,500 refugees on board, “ packed like victims 
on a slave-ship,” e route for Syria. He gives 
many tragic stories of the Black Sunday in 
Alexandria. Dr. Jessup witnessed the exodus 
from Syria during the massacres of 1860, and 
the cholera panic of 1865, but he declares that 
he has never seen anything to equal the 
Egyptian exodus of 1882. 


According to an official statement, 103,000 
out of the 124,902 persons representing the 
entire population of the Fiji Islands are 
Wesleyans. Members of the Church of Eng- 
landnumber 1,900,and Roman Catholics, 9,000. 
There are stated to be in the colony twelve 
Roman Catholic priests, two ministers of the 
Church of England, and nine Wesleyan mijs- 
sionaries. The labors of these functionaries, 
so far as they are of a missionary character, 
would seem to be drawing to a close, as the 
“unknown and heathen” portion of the popu- 
lation is put down as only 10,977. The Wes- 
leyan missionaries are said to have 1,200 
chapels and other places of worship; the 
Roman Catholics 67,

It 
tends to make class-churches ; to drive away, 
or keep away, those who cannot breathe freely 
in the social atmosphere prevalent in any 
church, and to repress many of the poor and 
sorrowful for whom the social life is too ele- 
gant and too costly. With regard to enter- 
tainments under church auspices, “they are 
totally incompatible with the character and 
objects of the church as a religious institution, 
and ought not merely to be banished from 
edifices dedicated to God for worship, but they 
ought to be utterly abolished.” The Bazaar 
is stigmatized as a sham and a compromise 
betwixt principle and expediency—‘“an_ illogi- 
cal attempt to unite business and benevo- 
lence.”

The Bible has sixty-six books. 

The New Testament has eight writers. Uf 
these six were apostles. One half are by St. 
Paul. Christ wrote only once. 

The Old Testament has thirty-nine books. 
Two bear the names of women. One has not 
the word God. One contains the genealogy 
of men. The authorship of one is unknown, 


JESUS. 


The names Oshea, Hoshea, Hosea are all 
spelt alike in Hebrew, and the word means 
“help” or “salvation.” Moses changed the 
son of Nun’s name to Jehoshua, i.e. ‘“‘Jehovah’s 
salvation” or ““whom Jehovah helps,” perhaps 
to remind him that his victories were to be for 
God, and to be won by God. 


_ Except in Nu. xiii. 16, our translators wrote 
it “Joshua,” because everybody knew the 
name from the old Latin Bible as “ Josua.” 


Jehoshua was often, in later times specially, 
shortened to Jeshua, Neh. viii. 17 and Ezra iii, 
9. Thea is hardly sounded in the original. 

The names of men in Greek usually ended 
in s. So-the Greeks called this “ Iesous,” 
which we write JESUS. (Jesu in English 
hymns is the Greek or Latin vocative.) But 
the name still carries us back to the old mean- 
ing, “Jehovah’s salvation” from our sins 
(Matt. i. 21), and from their result, God’s 
anger (1 Thess. i. 10). This gift of God is in 


Him who bears the name which is now above 
every name (Acts iv. 12). 


APTER THE RESURRECTION, 


Until the Resurrection the Twelve were 
disciples ; after the Resurrection they were 
apostles. Before the Resurrection they were 
learners ; after the Resurrection they were 
teachers. Before the Resurrection they doubted, 
their hearts were hardened, they did not un- 
derstand the Scriptures ; after the Resurrec- 
tion they were endowed with the Holy Ghost, 
they received tongues of flame and power from 
on high, they went everywhere preaching the 
Word.

Precious hymn, indeed ! And the joy that 
it brought to the dying child it will bring to 
every one who will accept it as a personal 
transaction with the Saviour. 


SOME POOR CHILDREN. 


We owe more to poor children than we 
think. Columbus was a poor boy, often need- 
ing more food than he could get. Luther sang 
ballads in the streets to get funds for an edu- 
cation. Franklin used to buy a roll for a 
penny and eat it alone. Lincoln and Garfield 
were poorly clothed and worked very hard.

sTOTWITHSTANDING the oft-repeated 
Ls statement that we have “too many 
Theological Colleges,” the fact remains that 
the supply of ministers for our own church is 
not equal to the demand. We are not able to 
supply our vacant charges with ministers, not 
to speak of the new fields which invite our oc- 
cupation. At this moment there are ezght 
vacant congregations in the Presbytery of 
Prince Edward Island, and ¢ez in the Presby- 
tery of St. John. In the Maritime Provinces 
there are twenty-five vacant charges, and in 
Ontario and Quebec at least double that 
number, to say nothing of the ever increasing 
demands of the North West Territories. Our 
schools of the prophets are doing their utmost 
to train labourers for the field; but the stud- 
ents in attendance in most instances are far 
too few. Even supposing it could be shown 
that we had enough young men in training to 
keep up the apostolic succession within the 
geographical bounds of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, the appeal for more theo- 


logical students would lose none of its force. 
The church of Christ recognizes no such 
limits. From every branch of it there is 
heard at the present time a loud call for “more 
ministers and more missionaries.” Even the 
United States, with their eight thousand 
Presbyterian ministers, complain that while 
the demand for ministers is increasing, the 
supply is actually decreasing. But whatever 


that “the field is the world,” and that in the 
regions beyond, in the vast mission field, there 
is not only room, but an urgent call for an 
unlimited number of consecrated men; and it 
is just from such churches as our own, with 
the early dew of youth yet resting upon it, that 
we should expect to find men of the right 
stamp for missionaries, men fired with enthus- 
iasm and love of enterprize, and who are not 
afraid to encounter “hardness” for Christ’s sake. 
Even now, although it is but the day of small 
things with us, we can count such by the score 
—men who have gone forth from this Church, 
and are now labouring faithfully, and success- 
fully in India, China, Persia, Turkey, the West 
Indies, Polynesia, Australia and New Zealand. 
Would that there were a hundred times as 
many more. We appeal to godly parents 
that they put no hindrance in the way of the 
brightest and most precious members of their 
families devoting themselves to the work of 
the ministry. The Lord has need of your 
children ; he claims them as his own. Do 
not refuse Him. To thoughtful, devoted, god- 
ly young men we Say, give yourselves to this 
work. None nobler nor more honourable can 
be found on earth. We say to ministers who 
know well the families of their congregations, 
and can speak to them from personal exper- 
lence, seek out the most likely young men 
within your reach, and endeavour to turn their 
attention to the work of the ministry as an oc- 
cupation worthy of their ambition. Tell them 
there is scope here for the loftiest patroitsm, 
the most ardent zeal, the most exemplary self- 
devotion, the most daring spirit of hallowed 
enterprize, the most accomplished scholarship, 
the most entrancing eloquence. Let it be told

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A LECTURE DELIVERED BY REY. PROFESSOR 
SCRIMGER AT THE OPENING OF THE 
SESSION 1882-3 OF THE PRES- 
BYTERIAN COLLEGE, 

MONTREAL. 


O most readers of the Old Testament 
Scriptures the prophetical books, which 

form about one-fourth of the whole, are very 
largely unintelligible, with the exception of a 
few portions which rightly or wrongly have 
come to be regarded as Messianic, and which 
the pious instinct of the Church has seized upon 
for purposes of edification, they are practically 
given up as hopelessly obscure, and conse- 
quently they receive far less attention than 
they deserve both from ministers and people. 
The causes of this obscurity are not very far 
to seek. In the first place, they are naturally 
more or less obscure, because of their poetic 
structure and form : and the highest poetry is 
always obscure. Neither Shakespeare nor 
Goethe will yield up their meaning to the idle 
reader, who merely seeks to while away a 
vacant hour im their perusal. Nor will the 
prophets of the Old Testament. They must 
be studied and that carefully, or they will con- 
tinue to bethe despair of the pious in the 
Church. Unfortunately, the difficulty of study- 
ing them has been very greatly aggravated 
hitherto by the defects of our English version, 
which is perhaps less satisfactory here than in 
any other portion of the Bible. It is to be 
hoped that when the revised version of the 
Old Testament appears, matters will be con- 
siderably improved in this respect. Another 
cause of obscurity is to be found in the fact 
that these books are not arranged in chrono- 
logical order. Hence they are apt to be 
utterly dislocated from the historical circum- 
stances that gave rise to them. The motive 
that promoted them is ignored, and they are 
read in an utterly false light. This defect of 
arrangement is one which we have inherited 
from the Hebrew Canon and probably will 
never be set right in any version intended for 
common use. Indeed we are not yet ina 
position to set it right in every case. Much 
of the critical discussion of these books turns 
upon this very question of their date and 
historical occasion. Many points must be 
admitted to be still doubtful, and until they 
are set at rest it would hardly be wise to dis- 
turb an arrangement that has become vener- 
able from its great antiquity. But it would be 
well if some means could be devised for fixing 
in the popular mind of the Church something 
like an approximate idea of the chronological 
order of these prophetic books and of bringing 
them into clearer relation to the parallel 
history. Untrt this is done there is never 
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likely to be any higher degree of ‘intelligent 
appreciation of them than that which new 
unfortunately prevails. 

Underlying this ignorance of the historical 
setting of prophecy, there is, however, another 
cause for difficulty, viz: a common misap- 
prehension of the position which was filled by 
the prophets in the Jewish church, and of the 
work which they weresent to perform. There 
is a mistake as to their objects and as to their 
points of view, which naturally prevents from 
seeing their work in its true relations and ap- 
preciating its true value. The common idea 
current among the mass of Christian people 
is that the great distinctive feature of these 
men was their power to predict the future, that 
their chief work was foretelling the course of 
events in Israel and surrounding nations, es- 
pecially the coming of the Messiah, and that 
the chief value.of their writings is in furnishing 
an argument for the inspiration of the 
scriptures, and for the truth of the Christian 
religion. Prophecy in the popular mind is 
simply synonymous with prediction, and as the 
time for the fulfilment of all or nearly all the 
predictions has long since passed by, almost 
the only interest taken in them is to show that 
they have been accurately fulfilled. Now 
there can be no doubt that there is an element 
of truth in this popular view. The books of 
the prophets do contain predictions and many 
of them. They do furnish an argument for 
the inspiration of Scriptures, as many of them 
are of such a kind as to show a supernatural 
origin, and they do help to prove the truth of 
Christianity, but while they providentially 
serve this purpose for us it is quite evident 
that this cannot have been their own idea of 
their work or the object they had in view. To 
represent them to ourselves in this way is to 
change their front and marshall them against 
anenemy quite different from the one they 
were actually sent to meet, and the question 
std! remains what were ‘these predictions 
meant for and what place did they have in 
their real work? We must try and put our- 
selves as far as possible in their place and see 
their work as they saw it themselves. 

The simplest way to do this is perhaps to 
look into the origin and history of the order. 
That they did constitute a separate order and 
fill an office which was pretty well understood 
though perhaps never very clearly defined is 
tolerably clear from the many allusions to 
them in the historical books. It is true that 
the inspired prophets, as we count them, num- 
ber only some sixteen, and as these extend 
overa period of about 450 years it might 
seem as though they could hardly be more 
than one ata time in either Judah or Israel, 
and that they would therefore stand isolated 
and alone, solitary figures in society, distin- 
guished from others only by the fact that they 
received revelations from Heaven, and bound 


to each other only by the fact that they spoke 
in God’s name and delivered somewhat un- 
welcome messages to men. But, in reality, 
these inspired prophets were only selected in- 
dividuals out of a large number of men who 
held the same office and went by the same 
name. Frequent allusions are made to them 
as forming a numerous body. Some idea of 
their number may be gained from the state- 
ments that when Jezebel persecuted them in 
Israel, Obadiah hid a hundred of them from 
her in caves, and that a few years later Ahab 
had no difficulty in collecting four hundred of 
them together at one time. In more auspici- 
ous days their numbers would be proportion- 
ately much larger. But not only were they 
numerous, they seem also to have been 
pretty thoroughly organized and to have 
formed a sort of guild or fraternity, with 
certain well known places as their head- 
quarters where they had houses in common 
and ate together. We find such for example 
at Ramah, Gilgal, Bethel, and Jericho; and it 
is quite likely there were others. We find 
that in Elisha’s time they had outgrown their 
accommodation and new premises were erect- 
ed. It is not likely however that the prophets 
were permanently domiciled in these semi- 
monastic institutions ; for many of them had 
families of their own and their duties must 
have taken them elsewhere. It is more pro- 
bable that these were the centres where they 
were trained or fitted for their work and where 
they afterwards met at occasional intervals for 
conference or fellowship. Some such arrange- 
ment must have been necessary to give unity 
and cohesion to their work in the nation. 
Their organization into schools is commonly 
attributed to Samuel. In his day we find a 
school of the prophets at Naioth or the 
Meadows near Ramah with Samuel himself at 
their head. After the elevation of Saul to the 
kingship he seems to have devoted his atten- 
tion almost entirely to the work of training and 
guiding them ; and there can be no doubt that 
he did much to put them on a firmer basis 
than before. .But he cannot really have done 
more than consolidate, extend and modify an 
institution of far older standing. In the book 
of Numbers we find their original foundations 
attributed to Moses. When he complained to 
the Lord that the burden of governing and 
directing the people was too heavy for him, he 
was told to select seventy of the elders as his 
especial assistants, and organize them into a 
body of councillors upon whom the Spirit of 
the Lord descended so that they prophesied. 
Individual prophets, such as Enoch, Noah, 
Abraham, and Moses himself there had, of 
course, been before that time, but this must 
have been their first appearance as a 
recognized body. 

And just here we get at what seems to have 
been the original idea as to the functions of 
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the order. We are not told what the prophe- 
sying of these seventy consisted in, though it 
must have been some form of public address. 
But whatever it was, it was associated with a 
share in the government of the people. They 
were a sort of higher magistracy whose work 
would be partly executive and partly judicial. 
Inan unsettled community, such as Israel 
then was, these functions would demand un- 
usual gifts, the greatest practical wisdom and 
the keenest insight into character; and they 
would require to be clothed with all the dignity 
and authority that a sacred office and a divine 
consecration could confer. This idea of the 
governmental functions of the prophets is 
further borne out by the assurance which 
Moses gave the people before his death of a 
prophet or line of prophets to succeed him. 
“The Lord, thy God will raise up unto thee a 
Prophet from the midst of thee, of thy brethren, 
like unto me.” This was the lofty ideal which 
Moses had formed for the government of the 
theocracy that its acknowledged leaders should 
be prophets speaking in God’s name and not 
in their own, using their power and influence 
as he himself had done for the realization of 
divine ideas, not for self-aggrandizement. 
And asa matter of fact this continued to be 
the only government in Israel for 400 years, 
until the establishment of the monarchy. 
Joshua, the immediate successor of Moses, was 
a man of like mind, who placed himself con- 
sciously under divine direction and enjoyed 
divine guidance. He held his authority 
neither by inheritance, nor by right of the 
strongest, nor by popular election, but by the 
fact that the Spirit of the Lord was upon him. 
And so with all the judges until Samuel. 
They were commissioned and sent forth by 
Jehovah himself to revive the national religion 
and the national spirit, to deliver the people 
from their enemies and to administer affairs 
for the general well-being. Of Othniel it is 
said that “the Spirit of the Lord came upon 
him and he judged Israel and went out to 
war.” Deborah is distinctly called a prophe- 
tess, Gideon went forth to battle with the 
Midianites only after several distinct revela- 
tions from God. The Spirit of the Lord came 
upon Jephthah when he led Israel to victory 
over the Ammonites. Samson was a Nazarite 
consecrated to God from his birth, and though 
perhaps the least wise and the least spiritual 
of all the judges he performed his marvellous 
feats of strength and prowess, when the Spirit 
ofthe Lord came upon him. Samuel who 
consolidated the nation and prepared the way 
for the Kingdom was at once the far-seeing 
statesman and the head of the prophetic 


order, and when the prophetic line reached its 
grand culmination in Jesus of Nazareth, ig 
was again linked with the nighest power. 
He being King as well as prophet. 
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It can hardly be said that the government 
of the nation by aline cf prophets was a suc- 
cess. The ideal was too high a one to be re- 
alized. The mass of the people were too sel- 
fish. Sectional feeling was too strong to be 
readily controlled by purely moral power. And 
there were wanting men of sufficiently high 
character to supply a continuous succession of 
effective leaders. In some cases too the pow- 
er must have been abused, and there was no 
effective check on it. Consequently the per- 
iod of the judges was a period of ever recur- 
ring anarchy and disaster. It was necessary 
that this form of government should sooner 
or later be replaced by something more stable, 
and in the nature of things it was almost in- 
evitable that it should be replaced by a mili- 
tary despotism, which at first intended to be 
supreme only in time of war, soon usurped all 
power in time of peace as well. Samuel fore- 
saw the change coming and strove against it, 
by purifying the order of prophets and giving 
ita better organization. He also sought to 
secure a higher degree of efficiency by train- 
ing them for their work. It was to this end 
doubtless, that he established the schools of 
the prophets. And so far as his own admin- 
istration was concerned it seems to have been 
highly successful. But even with him the sys- 
tem broke down just where it always had 
broken down, viz., in the difficulty of obtaining 
aworthy successor. His sons, from whom he €x- 
pected that the choice would be made, gave no 
promise of those qualities that would have fit- 
ted them for the office. A popular movemcat 
began in favour of a military leader which 
proved too strong for Samuel to resist, and 
somewhat reluctantly he consented to the 
change. Even then, however, an effort was 
made to preserve the ancient form of govern- 
ment by prophets ; for before Saul was crown- 
ed as king he was initiated into the prophetic 
order, somewhat to the surprise of those who 
were not in the secret, and the strong hold 
which this idea had on the popular mind is 
shown by the ready recognition of prophetic 
gifts in the persons of King David and King 
Solomon, even though they no longer formally 
held the prophetic office. It is in all probabil- 
ity owing to the persistence of that feeling 
that we own the ready acceptance of their 
works as inspired. 

One would naturally have expected that as 
soon as the prophets were superseded in the 
government of the nation they would quickly 
have disappeared from view and that nothing 
more would be heard of them. But it was 
not to be so by any means. The change had 
not been of their seeking, and they were not 
prepared to step aside and have no further 
voice in the conduct of public affairs. They 
felt that they were still the representatives of 
the divine idea in the nation. In a peaceful 
revolution old forms and old offices are apt to

survive even though the functions may be 
changed. They might be deprived of power, 
but they could not be deprived of their moral 
influence, and it was not long beforethe course 
of events opened up a sphere of activity to 
them. In the case of Saul itsoon became ap- 
parent that the spirit of his government was a 
purely selfish and worldly one, utterly at var- 
1ence with the traditions of the prophetic or- 
der, and at a very early period of his reign he 
came into collision with Samuel who was still 
too influential to be readily overridden. At 
first a peace was patched up and an open rup- 
ture avoided ; but the spirit of the une was 
irreconcileable with the spirit of the other,and 
the result was a struggle that lasted as long 
as Saul lived. 

The lecturer then went on to say that even 

after their status was changed the work of the 
prophets never ceased to havea political bear- 
ing, and they always interested themselves in 
the great political questions of the day. Fur- 
thermore it would be to misunderstand their 
position in another way to suppose that they 
became in any sense the recognized and estab- 
lished clergy of the nation. That they never 
became, at least not until long after the capti- 
vity, when the synagogue system arose and 
the prophet was transformed into the rabbi. 
In the meantime that position was occupied by 
the priests. But there was room and work 
enough for both. and the prophetic order con- 
tinued to flourish alongside of the priesthood 
as a sort of irregular clergy, corresponding 
somewhat to the itinerant preaching friars of 
the middle ages. The teaching of the pro- 
phets would naturally be different from that of 
the priests. The latter would concern them- 
selves more about the details of worship, 
while the former would turn their attention to. 
questions of morality and to the spiritual side 
of religion ; moving about from place to place 
they would have better opportunities to know 
what was passing in the community and would 
seek to correct the evil tendencies of the times. 
In regard to the supernatural element in pro- 
phecy; it is true that the prophets spoke in 
God’s name, as filling a sacred office. But in 
most cases there was no need for special revel- 
ations, and none were given. 
If they were men of pure and single aim, the 
spirit of the Lord would be uponthem to give 
them clearness of discernment and insight in- 
to divine truth, a different thing from the 
revelation of a new truth. To understand their 
work and follow them intelligently we must. 
reproduce the then conditions of society in 
imagination and ask what the evils were which 
they were seeking to remove and what their 
message was meant to imply them. The 
principles underlying the prophets’ work are 
everlasting, and we may find in their words. 
many a useful lesson and comforting promise’ 
that fits our own case.

NOVEMBER 5. 
Golden Text, Isaiah 53-7. 


4‘OMPARE Matt. 26: 59-75 ; Luke 22 : 63-71; 
John 18: 17-27. After his arrest, Jesus was 
taken first to the house of Annas, Jn. 18 : 13, who 
handed him over to Caiphas the high-priest and ex- 
officio president of the Sanhedrim. He having fur- 
ther interrogated him, summoned an informal meet- 
ing of the council, ch. 15 ; 1, to whom the case was 
referred. The trial was from first to last a mockery 
of justice. (1) The Sanhedrim, composed of 120 
members, was in earlier times the supreme privy 
council of the Jews, but by this time it had lost 
much ofits power. So changed was its character 
in Christ’s day, it existed only in name and was 
not recognized as a legal court. The death power 
had been takuu from it, and now rested with Pilate 
the Roman Governor. (2) In this instance it vio- 
lated its own constitution by meeting before sun- 
rise. (3) No counsel was admitted on behalf of 
the prisoner, which their own rules required. 
(4) Jesus was compelled under oath to criminate 
himself. (5) He was sentenced on the same day 
of the conviction. (6) Thealleged crime for which 
he was condemned by the Sanhedrim was ‘‘blas- 
phemy,” Matt. 26:65; the charge laid before 
Pilate was changed to ‘‘treason” against the Roman 
government. Of the three successive trials, the 
first only—that before Annas— is related by John ; 
the second—that before Caiphas—by Matthew and 
Mark ; the ¢hird—that before the Sanhedrim— by 
Luke alone. V. 55. Sought for witness—‘‘false 
witness,” Matt. 26:5, found mone, i. €. no two 
who agreed in their testimony, v. 56, which was 
mot strange as Jesus had never publicly proclaimed 
himself the Messiah. V. 58. JZ will destroy this 
temple.— Anything said disparagingly of the temple 
was accounted a heinous offence, Acts 6:13. But 
even these words Jesus never uttered. See what 
he did say in Jn. 2:19. Vs, 60, 61. Caiphas 
was sure of his victim, for if he confessed to be the 
Son of God they would condemn him for blas- 
phemy ; if he denied it, they would condemn him 
as an impostor, V. 62. ‘Z am.”—This noble 
confession forever settles the question of our Lord’s 
claim to be divine. V. 63. Rent his clothes.—A 
symbolic act of ancient origin, 2 Kings 18; 37, in- 
tima‘ing that the case was closed and ready for 
judgment. V.64. <All condemned him.—All 
present, Joseph of Arimathea, a member of the 
council, was not a consenting party, Luke 23: 51. 
Nicodemus and Gamaliel were probably absent 
als>, V.65. To such brutal indignities as are 
here described were condemned criminals always 
exposed ia these rude tines, but what is recorded is 
Only a specimen of what the Saviour endured, and 
a literal fulfillment of prophecy, Isa. 50: 6 ; 53 : 3-5. 
Vs. 66-72. The unvarnished account of Peters’ 
fall, wri.ten possibly at his own dictation, is cor- 
robora ive of the truth of the whole narrative ; sad 
as itis, it yet teaches a salutary lesson and shows 
how great the mercy of the Lord is to those who 
sincerely repent. A great deal of light is thrown 
upon this lesson in ‘’Farrar’s Life of Christ,” ch. 
58, and ‘‘Giekie’s Lifeand Words of Christ,” ch.61. 


MARK XIV : 55-72 | NOVEMBER I2. 


Jesus Before Lilute. 


MARK XV 3 I-15 
Golden Text, Isaiah 53-3. 


<4 OMPARE Matt. 27: 1-26; Luke 23: 1-25; 
John 18; 28-40. The Sanhedrim had found 
Jesus guilty of ‘‘blasphemy,” but they had not 
power t¥ condemn him to death. Pilate only 
could do that. So, having bound him again like a 
common malefactor, they send Jesus to Pilate 
charged with ‘‘sedition,” Luke 23:2. Pilate asks 
him if he really claims to be ‘‘the King of the 
Jews.” Receiving no answer, he is at a loss what 
to do; but hearing that Jesus was a Galilean, a ready 
way out of the difficulty would be to hand over the 
case to Herod Antipas, the tetrarch >f Galilee, 
who was then in Jerusalem, Luke 23:7. Pilate 
was a weak man; Ilerod, a contemptible creature, 
an adulterer and the murderer of John the Baptist. 
Neither of these rulers had any sympathy with the 
Jews ; neither of them found any valid ground of 
accusation against Jesus, yet neither had the man- 
liness to acquit him. Both were cowards, afraid of 
a popular rising. Vs. 6-9. To commemorate the 
deliverance of Israel from Egypt, it had long been 
customary, during the Passover Feast, to release a 
prisoner condemned to death whom the people 
might name. Here was another opportunity to 
shirk responsibility. He would appeal to the voice 
of the people, the more readily that his wife bad 
warned him to have no hand in this judicial mur- 
der, Matt. 27:19. V.10. He knew that for envy 
—implying that Pilate was acquainted with the 
acts and character of Jesus and had no personal 
reason to suspect him of treason against Rome; 
This affair was annoying him, for the truth was he 
had quite as much sympathy with this well-mean- 
ing enthusiast, as he regarded Christ, as he had 
with the prejudices of his detractors, whose object 
he plainly saw. V.11. The chief priests.—They 
were the instigators, and their ‘‘envy” arose from 
the fact that if the claims of Christ’s Messiahship 
were conceded their occupation and influence in 
the national councils would be at anend. Vs. 12-14. 
What will ye that I should do unto him ?—Imply- 
ing indicision! He knew what he ought to do 
with him, for he had emphatically given his opin- 
ion of his entire innocence of the charges brought 
against him, Luke 23; 14. What will we do with 
Jesus? That is the great question suggested by 
this lesson and which every one should be prepared 
to answer unhesitatingly. Shall we believe in Him, 
accept Him and be saved by Him? Or shall we 
crucify Him afresh by indicision, indifference, ox 
unbelief? Shall we trust to our own metiis, or 
any other means of salvation? Acts 4:12. V. 15, 
Pilate, willing to content the people—and willing to 
release Jesus! This Roman Procurator was wil- 
ling to be a mere ‘‘tool”—to do anything for popu- 
larity! Men cannot divest themselves of responsi- 
bility in that fashion, nor lay upon others the blame 
of theirown sins. We must choose between Christ 
and the world. Popular applause is fickle and 
transient. Three years after this, Pilate was him; 
self condemned to banishment and ended his life by 
suicide. Herod, too, was deposed and ban- 
ished.

NOVEMBER I9. MARK XV; 16-26 


Golden Text, Psalms 22-16. 


GOMPARE Matt. 27 : 27-37; Luke 23 : 26-38 ;s 
John 19; 1-24. Sosoon as th: death warrant 
had been signed, Jesus was stripped naked and 
scourged with the horrible fiagellum—made of 
three thongs of leather or cords to which were fast- 
ened bits of lead or bone for lacerating the flesh. 
Instead of being allowed retirement to prepare for 
death he was handed over to the brutal sport of the 
soldiery. V. 16. retorium—The court-yard of 
Herod’s palace where the guards assembled. The 
whole band—Perhaps 200, or aS many as were on 
duty at the time. V.17. Clothed him with pur- 
ple—put on him one of the soldier’s scarlet cloaks 
in derisive imitation of the purple robe worn by 
kings A crown of thorns—This too in mimicry of 
the laurel wreath which should grace a victor’s 
brow. Yet, what more appropriate for Him who 
came to bless the human race than that which was 
first sent to curse it, Gen. 3: 18. Gal. 3: 13. Vs, 
18, 19. Hail !/—‘‘Allhealth to you,” rang through 
the court-yard mid shouts of laughter, while they 
contemptuously spit upon him and struck him rude- 
ly with their fists. This was one of the sorest trials 
the man of sorrowsendured. Vs. 20, 21. Putting 
on his own white linen garment in place of the scar- 
let cloak, they now led him forth with his hands tied 
behind his back to the place of execution, outside 
the city walls, the heavy tranverse arm of the cross 
fastened upon his shoulders. Wearied and faint it 
was soon seen that he must sink beneath the load. 
The guards therefore seize a stranger just then enter- 
ing the city, and compel him to carry the cross. 
Simon was a Jew from Cyrene, a city in North 
Africa, probably a sympathizer with the Sufferer. 
Alexander and Rufus, his sons, seem to have been 
Christians of some note, Rom. 16:13. V. 22, 
Golgotha, in Hebrew ‘‘a skull;” Calvary, from the 
Latin, meaning the same—the hill being so called 
from its rounded skull-like shape. The place can- 
not now be identified. V. 23. Wine and myrrh 
—The common wine drunk by the soldiers mingled 
with stupefying drugs, which were always provided 
by the ladies of Jerusalem and given to condemned 
persons to deaden their sensibility to pain. But 
Jesus would take nothing to cloud his faculties. V. 
24. Crucified him—i. e. when they had fastened 
him to the cross by nailing his hands to the cross- 
beam and his feet to a block on the upright post. 
Jn. 20: 25; Luke 24:39. farted his garments— 
divided them among the Roman soldiers. Casting 
Jots—for the inner seamless vesture, Ps. 22: 183; 
John19;24. V.25. Zhe third hour—Counting 
from sunrise, the crucifixion commenced about nine 
o'clock a. m. The sufgerscription—the ‘‘title,” 
that had probably hung from his neck as hy was 
led to Golgotha, and was now fastened over his 
head on the cross, was in Greek and Hebrew and 
Latin, that all might understand it. Intended as 
a mockery to Jesus, it had also a sting in it for 
the Jews, meaning for them, that it was a crime to 
seek to have a Jewish king. The lesson teaches us 
to expect and to endure persecution for Christ’s 
sake, Heb. 12: 1-3. ; 
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His Death on the Gross. 


NOVEMBER 26. MARK XV : 27-37 


Golden Text, 1 Feter 2-24. 


4,‘OMPARE Matt. 27 : 39-50; Luke 23 : 33-46; 
John 19 ; 25.30. Crucifixion was not a Jew- 
ish punishment. It originated in Persia long be- 
fore the Romans introduced it in Palestine. It was 
reserved for slaves and malefactors of the worst class, 
who were subj:cted for days, and even for a whole 
week sometimes, to a lingering and shameful death 
onthe cross. V. 27. The twe thieves were prob- 
ably accomplices of Barabbas. Ove on either side— 
a scoffer and a believer. So it is still everywhere ; 
the enemies of Christ and his friends are found in 
every Church andcommunity. V.28. This verse, 
quoted from Isa. 53; 12, is omitted in the N. V. 
V. 29. They that passed by—a great crowd of spec- 
tators,men and women. Some of the latterdid not at- 
tempt to conceal their sympathy, Luke 23: 28, 
though the greater part vazled—‘‘blasphemed ;” 
wagging their heads—derisively. Thou that destroy- 
est—another perversion of what Christ saidin Jn. 2: 
19. In quoting the Scriptures the utmost care 
should be taken to repeat the exact words. Vs. 30, 
3t. Save thyself.—This was a moral impossibility. 
(1) Had he saved himself he could not have saved 
sinners. (2) Sucha display of his power would not 
have convinced his enemies. V. 32. King of 
Israel. This ironical taunt refers to the inscription 
on the cross, and is a sample of the objections raised 
by those who do not wish to believe in Christ’s di- 
vinity. V. 33. The sixth hour—noon. The su- 
pernatural darkness continued until three p. m., 
when death terminated the Saviour’s sufferings. Vs. 
34, 35. lot Eloi,—These words were uttered in 
the Syro-Chaldaic language, then in common use. 
The meaning of them is given in Matthew 27 : 46. 
They are quoted from Psalms 22:1. Why hast 
thou forsaken me? This is not the language of des- 
pair, but a cry of conscious innocence indicative 
of the mental conflict in Christ’s soul. It was 
mistaken by the crowd for a cry to Elias for help 
in this hour of dire extremity. V. 36. A songz 
full of vinegar. At the cry, ‘‘I thirst,” Jn. 19 ; 28, 
one of the bystanders, more pitiful than the rest, 
with a stalk of hyssop, Jn. 19: 29, raised a sponge 
dipped in the sour wine of the country to the suffer- 
er’s lips. Let alone—In Matthew this seems to have 
been said by the people ; but here by the person 
who offered him the restorative. V- 37. Cried 
with a loud voice—It is finished,” Jn. 19; 30 
Gave up the ghost.—His was a voluntary surrender 
of life, Jn. 10:17, 18. ‘“The Seven Words from 
the Cross” were as follows: 1st ‘‘Father forgive 
them, they know not what they do,” Luke 23 : 34 ; 
end ‘*To-day shalt thou be with me in paradise,” 
Luke 23 : 433; 3rd ‘Woman behold thy son,” John 
19:26; 4th “My God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me?” Mark 15:34; 5th ‘‘I thirst,” John 
19:28; 6th ‘It is finished,” Jn. 19:30; 7th 
‘Father, into thy hands I commend my spirit,” 
Luke 23: 46. Merely to dwell on the harrowing 
details contained in this passage will bea misappli- 
cation of the lesson. The point to be fastened in 
memory is the cause of all this suffering and the ef- 
ficacy of Christ’s atonement. See 1 Tim 1: 15.

CHURCH AND MANSE:—Great minds 
think alike, so it is said. It has simultaneous- 
ly occurred to the managers of the two oldest 
Presbyterian Churches in the Western Section 
to effect such alterations and embellishments 
on their respective churches, as has made 
them better than new. Especially is this the 
case with the quaint old stone church at 
WILLIAMSTOWN, Glengarry, which was erect- 
ed during the ministry of the Rev. John 
Bethune, in 1812. The interior has been 
entirely remodelled. The old fashioned high 
pulpit is gone. So are the antiquated square 
pews. In short, old St. Andrews, which had 
fallen painfully behind in the march of im- 
provement, has been transformed into a model 
of comfort and symmetry, at a cost of about 
$5,500. The other antiquated specimen of 
church architecture in our mind is ST. 
GABRIEL’S Church, Montreal. That too has 
recently been imbellished internally so as to 
add very much to its good looks and the com- 
fort of the congregation. The amount ex- 
pended was not nearly so much as in the other 
case, and the reason given for economy is that 
this congregation having been organized in 
1786, although the church was not built until 
1792, the minister is making calculations to 
commemorate the centenary of St. Gabriel’s 
congregation by opening a bran new church 
on a more convenient and eligible sight than 
the present one. St. Paul’s Church, Bow- 
MANVILLE, which has also undergone a com- 
plete transformation was reopened on 17th 
September by Dr. MacVicar. We learn that 
the Presbyterians of ST. GEORGE’S, Beauce 
Co., Quebec, consisting of only seven families 
surrounded by a French Roman Catholic 
population of many thousands, are building a 
neat little church upon a fine site. The 
MARLOW congregation with which St. George 
is connected, are also building. It is said that 
the Presbyterians at Moncton, N.B., are 
building one of the finest churches in the 


Maritime Provinces. The Rev. Peter Nicol 
of Elder’s Mills, Ont., has lately taken pos- 
session of a fine new manse, built by the 
ALBION portion of his congregation. A beau- 
tiful manse isin course of erection by the 
congregation of Nashwaak and Stanley, N. B. 
for their new minister, the Rev. James S. 
Mullan.

KNOX COLLEGE, TORONTO.—The opening 
lecture was given by Dr. Gregg, on 4th Octo- 
ber, on the Authorship of the Book of Daniel. 
The lecture was an able and learned argument 
for the genuineness of this book and for the 
reality of prophecy and miracle as thereby 
established. Examinations for ‘ University 
Scholarships * were held on the day preceding 
the opening ; and for entrance upon the pre- 
paratory course, on the day following the 
opening. Seventeen students were admitted to 
the firstyear in Theology. The attendance in 
the three theological years will amount to for- 
ty or over. The residence—which has room 
for seventy-five—is full; and several appli- 
cants for admission were unable to find ac- 
commodation. Theentirenumberof candidates 
for the ministry prosecuting their studies in 
Toronto, may be estimated at a hundred, or 
nearly so. The present session of Knox Col- 
lege is the the thirty-ninth, and the number of 
young men who have completed their studies 
for the ministry in that institution is nearly 
350. Besides these a considerable number 
have taken part of their course in the College. 
In persuance of the deliverance of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, the Board of Management re- 
solved immediately to take steps largely to in- 
crease the Endowment Fund. This course 
seems to be imperative if the College is to be 
freed from debt, and placed upon a = satisfac- 
tory financial basis. The Board will aim at 
raising not less than $150,000. The present 
endowment amounts to about $53,000, and 
the debt on the building and the ordinary re- 


venue togethér amounts to nearly $30,000. The 


Board earnestly hopes that the friends of the 
College will, with one heart, come to its aid, 
and accomplish a measure which, with the 
divine blessing, may exert a powerful influence 
upon the future of the College, and of the 
Church through it. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, MONTREAL 
The session of 1882-83 was opened in Erskine 
Church, on the evening of the 4th of October. 
The chief features in the proceedings were the 
installation of Rev. John Scrimger, M.A., as 
professor of Hebrew and Greek Exegesis, and 
the delivery of a lecture by the newly appoint- 
ed professor, on “The Prophets and their 
Work.” It fell to the Rev. Robert Campbell,

M.A., of St. Gabriel’s, the moderator of the 
Presbytery, to preside at the induction and to 
address the intrant. This was done in an ad- 
mirable manner. The lecture delivered by 
Professor Scrimger afforded abundant evi- 
dence of independent thought and scholar- 
ship. It was both interesting and instructive, 
the more so that it was devoid of technicali- 
ties and adapted to the level of ordinary cap- 
acities. Principal MacVicar announced that 
the David Morrice Hall was now nearly com- 
pleted and would be formally opened in the 
course of a few weeks. Asan evidence thatthe 
additional accommodation had not comea day 
too soon, he stated that the whole of the new 
dormitories had been already engaged and 
there were still some of the students left un- 
provided for. The teaching staff now consist- 
ed of four Professors and five Lecturers. The 
appointment of Rev. W. J. Dey as Dean of 
Residence and Lecturer in Classics and Math- 
ematics, was announced and Mr. Dey being 
present was welcomed into the fraternity of 
Letters. Mr. Dey was, in his day, a gold 
medalist in both Arts and Theology, and having 
since given full proof of his gifts in a success- 
ful pastorate of seven years, his connection 
with the College is sure to prove advantageous 
in many ways. 


Manitoby Stews. 


HE Presbytery of Manitoba has adopted 

acurriculum of study for its students 
studying at Manitoba College. The Presby- 
tery takes cognizance of students for the 
ministry, when they have passed the second 
University examination. The student on tak- 
ing his B.A. in the University of Manitoba 
proceeds upon his Theological course for three 
years. Students are not allowed to pursue a 
concurrent course in Arts and Theology. 
Special cases are dealt with as they arise. 
The theological course will extend from 
November to April. Numerous stations as 
far west as Brandon are now supplied by 
students of Manitoba College. The College 
opened in its new buildings on the 12th of 
September and its prospects for the year are 
right. Thesuperintendent ofmissions has been 
jusy stirring up old congregations as well as 
visiting new districts. His hands are very 
ull. Congregations everywhere over the 
sountry are now aiming at the self-sustaining 
goint. Thus only can our work be carried 
on. The new capital of Qu’Appelle Province, 
viz, Regina, has already a Presbyterian 
aucleus. Lots have been given free for a 
church. A new church—made entirely in 
Winnipeg—is being shipped west by C. P. R. 
to Regina’ The Rev. John Scott is busy witha 
newchurch at West Lynn to cost$2000. This is 
the fourth church Mr. Scott has taken the 
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lead inin Manitoba. Mr. Pringle was settled at 
Kildonan on the 21st of September. A suc- 
cessful welcome meeting was afterwards held. 
An old Selkirk settler twelve years ago left 
alot in the north of Winnipeg to builda 
church to be named after himself. It was 
then of trifling value and was almost for- 
gotten. Nowit has risenin value and will 
afford the means for erecting at no distant 
date the new Point Douglas mission Church, 
in Winnipeg. A new bridge has been opened 
across the Assiniboine to Winnipeg South, 
and people inthat part of Winnipeg are 
clamouring for a church also. Meantime 
Knox and St. Andrew’s Churches have over- 
flowing congregations. At the communion of 
Knox Church, held early in October, 60 
members were added. St. Andrew’s is 
developing the social element strongly. The 


corner stone of a new church was _ laid 
in Sunnyside early in October. Brandon 
Church was opened on =r5th Oct. 


Rev. Mr. Bell, of Portage La Prairie officiat- 
ing. Rapid City Church was opened a little 
before. The Superintendent of Missions, and 
Mr. Bell took part in the opening. Mr. Sieve- 
right of Prince Albert, N. W. T., has 
returned to his field from a short visit to 
Ontario. The mission property at Prince 
Albert is turning out to be the centre of the 
rising town, 45 houses have been erected on 
the lots sold from the mission property. The 
Presbyterian congregation is the largest in 
Prince Albert. People there do not seem to 
regard a bishop of the Presbyterian order as 
inferior in any way to any other sort. 
Professor McLaren and Mr. McKellar in- 
spected all the Indian Missions, and were well 
satisfied with them all. Solomon’s reserve is 
to have a school. So is Okanase. The 
teacher of Okanase is the young Cree, Donald 
McVicar, who has studied at Manitoba Col- 
lege and passed his second University Exam- 
ination. He will return to College next year 
and complete his course. Cuthbert McKay, 
another student of Manitoba College is in 
charge as preacher and teacher of the Indian 
Mission at Fort Pelly. Mr. Tod, a catechist 


from Scotland, who has done excellent 
service in the island of Stroma, in 
the north of Scotland, joins. the 


mission staff of the Presbytery, and will go on 
with his College course next year. 

The students of Knox, Queen’s, and 
Montreal Colleges, in number about a dozen, 
have now returned from Manitoba to go on 
with their studies. They have done excellent 
service. The kindest wishes of the Presby- 
tery go with them in their studies. No doubt 
when through most of them will turn their 
eyes northwestward. oh ‘ ; 

The Northwest is now at a critical time m 
its religious history. The probabilities are 
that this is the last year in which the church 


ae 
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will succeed in keeping pace with the wonder- 
ful flow of population westward. May God 
send us the means and the will to plan much 
greater things than we have yet attempted. B. 


AMleetings of Lreshyteries. 


LUNENBURG AND SHELBURNE: Seépé. 19:— 
The Presbytery met at Shelburne to consider 
Mr. Creelman’s demission. The people were 
found to be much attachedto Mr. Creelman, 
but they offered no objection to his resignation 
being accepted, the state of his health making 
a season of entire rest a necessity. The con- 
gregation of Clyde and Barrington was visited 
on the 2oth and found to be prospering under 
Mr. Maclean’s ministry. Three years ago 
they gave up their supplement, and now they 
ask to be relieved from one of the more distant 
stations, the rest of the congregation under- 
taking to raise the full salary. The Presbytery 
took into consideration the forming of a third 
charge in Shelburne county. The present con- 
gregations extend over aterritory 50 miles by 
35. Oneof the two has nine stations, the 
othersix. Therearrangement proposed wouldit 
is hoped strengthen both the old congregations. 
The Presbytery resolved to settle Shelburne 
and Lockeport as at present, but to keep in 
view the proposed change and to engage the 
services of a catechist next summer to labour 
in the proposed new change. Oct. 16. The 
Presbytery met a Riversdale to attend to con- 
gregational matters there.—D. S. Fraser, Clk. 


SYDNEY: September 5:—The Presbytery met 
at Gabarus, for Presbyterial visitation. On 
the following day at Framdoise, the Presbytery 
expressed approval of the deligence of minister, 
elders and managers, and recorded their regret 
at so little being given for the schemes of the 
Church. Attention was also called to the 
amount of arrears due pastor. They enjoined 
on all to pay their dues and to maintain their 
character for honesty and honour. Grand 
‘iver, Sept. 7.—The Presbytery expressed 
much gratification with the work of 
minister, elders, and managers. They voted 
a small sum of arrears, and recommended the 
congregation to increase the pastor’s salary.

The Presbytery ex- 
pressed their sympathy with Mr. Scott, hop- 
ing that by the rest sought he may be restored 
to his wonted health. Rev. Dr. Isaac Murray 
of Charlottetown intimated his acceptance of 
a call to Vale Colliery and Sutherland’s River, 
Pictou, Dr.. Murray’s ministry has extended 
over thirty-three years in this province and 
his removal is felt to bea great loss to his 
congregation and also to the Presbytery. 
Three calls having been presented to Mr. A. 
B. Macleod, probationer, he asked for time to 
consider the same.—J. M. MCLEOD, CZZ. 


QUEBEC : 6 September :—The meeting was 
held at Scotstown with a good attendance of 
members. Four students labouring within 
the bounds submitted exercises on subjects 
previously prescribed and were certified to 
their respective colleges. Mr. John Pritchard, 
B. A. was licensed to preach the Gospel. A 
petition from the mission stations of Massa- 
wippi, Coaticook, and Richby, to be organized 
asa congregation was granted. A similar 
petition from the Gowld mission station was 
also granted. Mr. MacMaster was appointed 
treasurer to receive contributions 1n aid of 
Morrin College, Quebec. He reported the 
offer, by Mr. Gunn, of Kingston, of a lot on 
which to build a church at Chaudiere. Pres- 
bytery recommended the French Board to 
employ Rev. T. Charbonelle, recently of the 
Methodist Church, as a missionary within the 
bounds.

MONTREAL: 3 October :— Thirty-seven 
ministers and seven elders were present. 
Twenty students appeared before the ex- 
amining committee and were recommended 
for certification to the Senate of the Presby- 
terian College, Montreal. Dr. Jenkins was 
appointed interim moderator of St. Paul’s 
Kirk-Session. It was reported that the Rev. — 
James Patterson, late of Hemmingford, had 
been installed as city missionary. Rev. W. 
J. Dey, of Spencerville, having accepted the 
appointment of Dean of Residence in the 
Presbyterian College, Montreal, his name was 
placed on the roll of the Presbytery. At his 
own request and after parties had been heard 
Mr. Pelletier was released from his charge at 
St. Hyacinthe with the view of his labouring 
as amissionary in Dakota, under the Home 
Mission Board of the Presbyterian Church, 
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in the United States. The report of the 
Presbytery’s Home Mission Committee was 
read and discussed. In this connection a 
committee was appointed, Rev. A. B. Mac- 
Kay, convener, to consider how all the 
salaries of missionaries and ministers within 
the bounds may be raised to a satisfactory 
minimun. It was agreed to erect a new con- 
gregation at West Farnham. Considerable 
discussion ensued as to the terms in whieh 
Mr. Cauboue, an ex-priest who had been re- 
ceived by the Presbytery some time ago, 
should be designated in connection with his 
work as a missionary at Joliette. On motion 
to that effect it was agreed to report the ap- 
pointment to the next General Assembly and 
to ask the Assembly to endorse the action of 
the Presbytery in designating Mr. Cauboue 
as an “ordained missionary.” A motion in- 
troduced by Rev. J. S. Black to have more 
frequent meetings of the Presbytery was left 
over till next meeting.—J. PATTERSON, C7. 


KINGSTON: Sept. 18:—Arrangements were 
made for the ordination, and settlement as 
ordained missionary of Mr. Angus Sillars at 
Glenvale, &c. A motion was passed express- 
ing sympathy with the effort made to raise the 
expenses arising out of the law suit affecting 
the Temporalities Fund, and recommending 
that contributions be taken up for this purpose 
in all the congregations within the bounds. 
Melrose, &c., and St. Columba, &c.. were re- 
stored to the status of vacant congregations.

PETERBORO : 19 September :—/nier alia, 
It was resolved that ministers absent from 
ordinary meetings of Presbytery should be 
asked to furnish reasons for their absence at 
the next meeting. Mr. Bennett gave notice 
of motion that steps be taken to increase 
ministers’ stipends within the bounds. The 
delegates appointed to visit the mission sta- 
tions gave in very encouraging reports. Ata 
subsequent meeting held at Coldsprings the 
Home Mission report was finally disposed of 
and prepared for presentation to the As- 
sembly’s H. M. Committee.—W. BENNETT,

TORONTO, October 3.—Attention was 
drawn to the heavy law expenses arising out 
of the apeal to the Privy Council anent the 
Temporalities Fund and the Presbytery,adopt- 
ed a motion commending the matter to the 
consideration of its members, that so they 
might submit it to the liberal sympathy of 
congregations. A call to Mr. D. B. McDon- 
ald, probationer, from Mount Albert, was sus- 
tained, and arrangements were made for the 
induction of Rev. Wm. Frizzel, at Leslieville 
and York Townline. Letters were read from 
Mr. S. Carruthers and Mr. A. T. McLochlin, 


declining the calls from Shelburne &c., and 
Honeywood &c. Delegates were appointed to 
confer with Rev. W. Stewart and his congre- 
gation at Hornby as to the best arrangements 
for their interests when Mr. Stewart is now 
disabled for pulpit work ; the H. M. Commit- 
tee to send supply to Hornby. In the mean- 
time Rev. C. A. Tanner gave notice of a mo- 
tion for the preaching ot a sermon against the 
errors of the Church of Rome.

Stevenson, of Minden, and Rev. Mr. Crombie, 
late of China Inland Mission, subject to ap- 
proval of M. H. Committee; to certify six- 
teen Student Missionaries who laboured in 
the bounds during summer to their respective 
Colleges, and to receive Mr. George Woods, 
of Mecunoma, P. S. asa student with a view 
to the ministry. The Clerk was granted 
leave of absence from his charge for three 
months. NoTE.—Parties having occasion to 
correspond with the Presbytery of Barrie till 
middle of January, will please address Rev.

OWEN SOUND :—The Presbytery met in 
Chatsworth for ordinary business on 25th 
Sept. and for Presbyterial visitation of the 
congregation on the 19th Sept. The Treas- 
urer of the Presbytery was instructed to levy 
on the congregations the amount required for 
Synod and Assembly Funds. Students with- 
in the bounds read discourses which were 
cordially sustained.

MANITOBA: 20 September:—A report of 
the committee on Theological education was 
given in by Mr. Pitblado, convener, the re- 
commendations contained in the report were, 
with a few amendments, adopted. The 3rd 
and 4th recommendations are as follows: 
3. That until their B.A. course has been com- 
pleted (or in those cases concerning which the 
committee may decide that a course of study 
equivalent thereto has been passed) the only 
subjects of theological course that students 
may pursue as part of their curriculum shall 
be Hebrew, such works as may be included in 
the University course and New Testament 
Greek, except that students may be allowed to 
attend the classes in systematic theology for 
the purpose of getting them for their mission- 
ary work during the summer months; such 
attendance, however, will not be accounted as 
any part of their theological course» 4. That 
on passing their B.A. examination, or what 
may be deemed equivalent thereto by the 
committee of theological superintendence, the 
students shall then enter upon their theologi- 
cal course of study, which shall extend ever a 
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course of three years, the theological term in 
each year beginning on the first Wednesday 
of November and ending on the third Wed- 
nesday of April. The chief business before 
the Presbytery was that of making provision 
for the supply of its numerous and widely 
separated mission fields. 


Ohitnary. 


> EV. ROBERT S. PATTERSON.—On 

YX the 16th September the venerable and 
beloved father of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, Rev. Robert S. Patterson, of Prince 
Edwards Peland, entered upon his eternal rest. 
He was eighty-two years of age, and for fifty- 
seven years a minister. He was pastor of the 
congregation of Bedeque, P. E. Island, for the 
period of fi/ty-stx years, and to the very last 
week or two of his life he discharged the du- 
ties of his office with most exemplary faith- 
fullness, zeal and efficiency. Mr. Patterson 
was one of the first batch of students born in 
Nova Scotia, and educated, licensed and or- 
dained here. He was thus a pioneer in the 
ranks of the native ministry. Educated at 
Pictou under the late Rev. Thomas McCulloch 
D. D., he and three of his fellow-students 
crossed the Atlantic and successfully passed 
the examination prescribed for graduates in 
the University of Glasgow. This was the 
first occasion on which a student from a Can- 
adian institution ventured to present himself 
before a Scottish University as a candidate 
for academic honours. Mr. Patterson com- 
menced work in P. E. Island in the fall of 
1824. Next year he was called to Bedeque 
and accepted the call. His settlement took 
place in March 18:6. At that time there were 
but three Presbyterian ministers in the island, 
and comparatively !ew within the limits of the 
Maritime Provinces. It is superfluous to say 
that Mr. Pattersons labours were abundant 
and that they extended over a widearea. No 
man toiled with a s:eadier perseverance, calm- 
ly, meekly, patiently confronting every diffi- 
culty, and overcoming all through the strength 
of divine grace. He was noted for gentleness, 
piety and large-hearted benevolence. In every 
relation of life he discharged his duties as be- 
came a Christizn anda gentleman. He was 
careful to the last in his preparations for the 
pulpit. He wes noted for punctuality in ful- 
filling his appantments. Often in great snow- 
storms he would preach to congregations of 
two or three p:ople. He was rarely or never 
known to missan appointment in his own con- 
gregation or in any other. His liberality 
abounded. He gave for religious and benevo- 
lent purposes from one-tenth to one-fourth of 
his income. His income was never large ; his 
expenses were often heavy owing to much 
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affliction in his family, but his generous hand 
was ever open in all worthy directions. As 
he was one of the earliest, he continued to be 
one of the most zealous friends of foreign 
missions. He was beloved, respected, we may 
say revered, by all classes in P. E. Island. 
His funeral was the largest ever seen in the 
Province. The Presbyterian Church has lost 
in Mr. Patterson a true and loyal minister of 
the Gospel, a man of pure and blameless life, 
a man whose character shone with all the love- 
liest Christian graces. 

THE REv. WILLIAM LOCHEAD died in 
Huntley on the 25th September. He was a 
native of Glasgow, Scotland. He took his 
arts course in the university of his native city, 
and studied divinity two years in the Divinity 
Hall, of the Church of Scotland, and one in 
that of the Relief Church in Paisley. On his 
arrival in Montreal, in 1829, he was employed 
by the late Dr. Mathieson to supply his pulpit 
during his absence in Scotland. He was 
ordained and inducted to the pastoral charge 
of the Third Presbyterian Church, Albany, in 
December, 1830, and remained in the U.S. 
until he returned to Canada and was inducted 
i 1845 to the change of Osgoode and 
Gloucester, and afterwards to that of North 
Gower and Gloucester. He retired from the 
active duties of the ministry in 1873. Hewas 
buried in the Old Kirk cemetery, at Ramsay, 
on the 28th Sept. By his own request the Rev. 
Mr. Bennett, of St. Andrew’s Church, Almonte, 
preached his funeral sermon. Mr. Lochead 
was a good man anda faithful minister of the 
gospel, a Presbyterian of the good old Scottish 
type. He devoted one-tenth of his income to 
the Lord, and hence he did not die a poor 
man. He has bequeathed twelve hundred 
dollars for religious purposes, of which 
Montreal College gets eight hundred, the 
schemes of the Church three hundred and 
fifty, and fifty tothe Bible Society. He leaves 
behind an aged widow, two daughters and 
three sons, two of whom are respected minist- 
ers of our own Church. He died trusting on 
the same Saviour whom he had so long 
preached to others. ey 

WILLIAM CHRISTIE, the senior elder of St. 
Paul’s Church, Montreal, died on the 26th of 
September, in the 93rd year of his age. He 
was a native of the parish of Aberdalgie, 
Perthshire, Scotland, and was educated at the 
Perth Academy asa civil engineer, in which 
pursuit he engaged for some time. In 1821 
he came to Montreal, where he was engaged 
in business until 1872. He was ordained to 
the Eldership in 1845 and discharged the 
duties of that office with remarkable fidelity 
untilaveryshorttimebeforehisdeath. Hispiety 
was sincere and unobtrusive, and he passed 
away peacefully, retaining possession of all 
his faculties till the end. In his will he be- 
queathed $1,000 to be expended in assisting 
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some poor struggling student for the ministry, 
or otherwise as the church officers deem 
advisable. 


Geelesiasticnl Mews. 


DR. EDWARD BOUVERIE PUSEY, 
the recognized head and leader of the Ritual- 
istic, or High Church party in the Church of 
England, died at Oxford last month in the 
eighty-third year of his age. For half a cen- 
try the Oxford Professor of Hebrew exer- 
cised a greater personal influence over his co- 
religionists than any other man. Although his 
followers discarded the name of “ Puseyites,” 
by which they were known for at least five-and 
twenty years, they never lost faith in their 
leader, and now that he has been taken away, 
even those who differed most widely from him 
in his ecclesiastical views, and who regarded 
the “success ” which attended his efforts as 
greviously misdirected and even mischievous, 
unite in giving him credit for “integrity of 
purpose, dignity of character and devoutness 
of heart ;” at the same time many feel that 
he would have acted more consistently had he 
followed the example of his early associates, 
Newman, Manning and others, by joining the 
Church of Rome. While he was not prepar- 
ed to take that step: himself, there is no doubt 
that the influence of his teachings was to turn 
many in that direction. The Rev. Dr. Edmond 
of Highbury, London, has been unanimously 
nominated as Moderator of the Synod of the 
Presbyterian Church of England, to be held 
in London in April next. The permanent 
teaching staff of the Presbyterian College in 
London is now more complete than it has 
ever been. Dr. Chalmers, the principal, is 
Professor of Apologetics and Systematic The- 
ology ; Dr. Graham, of Church History and 
Pastoral Theology ; The Rev. John Gibb, of 
New Testament Exegesis and Biblical Criti- 
cism, and Rev. W. Elmslie, of Hebrew and 
Old Testament Exegesis. The Rev. James 
Fleming, of Troon, has been engaged contin- 
uously as missionary and parish minister at 
Troon, Ayrshire, for f/ty-stx years. Now in 
in his ninetieth year, he still holds a double 
service every Lord’s Day, preaching two ser- 
mons, committed to memory and delivered 
without notes. He has two sons and a grand- 
son, Parish ministers. The Rev. J. Edgar 
Hill, of St. Paul’s Church, Dundee, Scotland, 
has accepted a call to St. Andrews Church, 
Montreal, in connection with the Church of 
Scotland. The Methodist Church of Canada 
has just concluded a very important meeting 
of their General Conference at Hamilton, Ont. 
Not a few of the Methodists, both lay and 
clerical, while they have strong objections to 
anything like Anglican Episcopacy, are free 
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in expressing their conviction that it is possi- 
ble and even desirable, “to modify their sys- 
tem of Church government, so as to combine 
the strength and cohesion of Episcopacy 
with the freedom and ministerial equality of 
Presbyterianism. ‘Though they were not pre- 
pared to say in what these changes should 
consist. At present there are four branches 
of this Church in Canada. (1). The Metho- 
dist Church of Canada, embracing 582,963 
adherents; (2). The Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Canada, numbering 103,272; (3). 
The Bible Christian Church, with 27,236 ad- 
herents ; and (4) the Primitive Methodists, 
numbering 25,680. The proposal to unite 
these four into one Church has lately been re- 
vived and the preliminary discussions on this 
subject at the recent Conference haS inspired 
the friends of the union to hope that such a 
consummation may be attained in the near 
future. There are no doctrinal difficulties in 
the way. Indeed, the points of difference 
seem to be narrowed down totwo. Asa con- 
cession to the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
the other three are asked to atcept of a Gen- 
eral Superintendency in some form, if the for- 
mer give up the name Bishop, the life long 
tenure of office, and a special ordination. 
Again, the Methodist Church of Canada, and 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, are asked to 
accept of lay delegates in the annual confer- 
ences, as a concession tothe Bible Christians 
and the Primitive Methodists, if the two latter 
relinquish the privilege of laymen in the Sta- 
tioning Committee. All the four are under- 
stood to adhere to the system of “ itinerancy,” 
which is certainly a remarkzble testimony in 
favour of a distinctve characteristic of Me- 
thodisra, which to some othtr denominations 
seems to be an objectional ftature. Of this, 
however they must be the best judges who 
have tested it by long expefience. Commit- 
tees of the four bodies have been appointed 
to meet in November next ;, and if a basis of. 
Union can be agreed up¢n it will then be 
submitted to the official boards of the churches 
and, if accepted by the proper majority of 
these, the General Conference will be called 
together either to accept if and confirm the 
union, or reject it, and brng the movement 
toanend. The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, 
of Brooklyn, has severed his connection with 
the Congregational Church. He does not wish 
to make any of his brethern responsible for his 
doctrinal views which are ceitainly not in 
harmony with the confession Faith. He 
holds that the representations o/ God in that 
document are entirely inconsistent with our 
conceptions of a loving Master He repu- 
diates its statements respecting fiture punish- 
ments, and rejects the doctrin¢ of original 
sin, as found in the fall of Adam. The 
first action by a Presbytery of |\the Presby- 
terian Church of the United Stites (south), 
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on the subject of instituting fraternal 
relations with the Northern Assembly has 
sustained the proposal, but by a very narrow 
vote, 13 to 12. Messrs. Moody and Sankey 
have resumed their evangelistic services in 
England and Wales. The Welsh people be- 
ing naturally of a religious and impressible 
character, seem to have been easily roused to 
enthusiasm, so much so that the aid of the 
police was required to prevent accidents among 
the crowds who attended the meetings. At 
Portsmouth “ the drill hall, which holds about 
4,000 people, was crowded and hundreds had 
to go away.” The Salvation Army recently 
opened the Grecian Theatre in Lon- 
don for public services, with imposing cerem- 
ony. The event attracted an enormous crowd 
and attempts were made to maltreat the mem- 
bers of the army, but a body of two hundred 
police was called to maintain order. General 
Booth claims that the work is going on stead- 
ily, and that not only in London, but through- 
out the country there is the same continued 
measure of blessing andsuccessallalongtheline. 
The “Indian Contingent” of the army, con- 
sisting of three men and one young woman, 
landed at Bombay in the end of September 
with a great demonstration of military pomp. 
A triumphal procession of “war chariots,” 
consisting of bullock carts, paraded the streets; 
che young woman beat a tambourine. One of 
the young men attempting to blow a trumpet 
contrary to the police regulations, was arrested. 
The procession is described as having caused 
considerable amusement to the natives who 
mistook the Salvationists for circus people. 
Later accounts state that three out of the four 
were arrested, a riot being imminent. 


IRELAND.—It is a great satisfaction to 
find indications expressed in the leading pa- 
pers of brighter prospects in the social state 
of that unhappy country. The atmosphere is 
clearing up somewhat. In the vigorous ad- 
ministration of the new Acts justice is coming 
to the front again. The lawless are made to 
see that crime will not any longer go unpun- 
ished. A late paper published in the States 
shews very clearly that the Presbyterian 
Church is not affected by the reign of terror 
that has been so rampant. The Belfast W2t- 
ness complains that the authorities are so slow 
to give equal rights to Presbyterians in mak- 
appointments. A large number of the forces 
that dic such effective work in Egypt are Pres- 
byterians, yet only two chaplains of that faith 
were sent, while three or four times the num- 
ber of Episcopal 4nd Roman Catholic chap- 
lains were sent. The Wetness says if the 
Presbyterians were disloyal or rebellious 
they would get far more than they do. A 
meeting of the Committee to make arrange- 
ments for the next sitting of the General 
Council of the reformed Churches (Pan- 


Presbyterian) was held lately under the presi- 
dency of Rev. Dr. Knox.. A committee on 
accommodation was appointed as well as one 
onaprogramme. It was agreed to recom- 
mend that a permanent paid secretary be ap- 
pointed, and attention was called to the Catho- 
lic Presbyterian. It is expected that the new 
Assembly Hall at Belfast, so long contempla- 
ted, will be ready for the meeting of the Coun- 
cil in June, 1884.— H. 


FRANCE.—TZhe Macall Mission.—It is our 
melancholy duty this month to record the 
death of the Rev. George Theophilus Dodds, 
the indefatigable chief assistant of Mr. Macall 
in his great work of Evangelization in France. 
He had taken his family to the country to 
spend a short time, needing the rest very 
greatly for himself as well. Walking in an 
adjacent wood they gathered some toadstools 
thinking they were mushrooms, had them 
cooked, ate them, and were poisoned—Mr. and 
Mrs. Dodds and their servant. The first died 
and the other two just escaped with their 
lives. Never was aman more taken up with 
missionary work than was he. No man in 
France was more desirous of evangelising 
that great country, and no man wrought hard- 
er to further the work. In the interests of 
evangelical work in that county, he visited the 
United States and Canada in 1880, in com- 
pany with M. Réveillaud, who is also working 
with all his powers for the conversion of his 
fellow-citizens. He had rare talent for the 
work, was filled with zeal for it and was _ be- 
loved by the worshipping people of Paris. An 
affecting tribute was paid by them to his mem- 
ory on the occasion of his funeral, when hun- 
dreds of them left their work and assembled 
at the Oratoire, the largest Protestant Church 
in Paris, to hear the last words pronounced 
over the body of their devoted friend, whose 
voice they would hear no more. He was only 
thirty-two years old. He leaves a wife and 
four little children behind, who will probably 
return to his father-in-law, Dr. Bonar, of 
Chalmer’s Memorial Church, Edinburg. His 
place in the Macall Mission cannot be filled 
any more than that in his family, at least fora 
time. Let this J/zsszon be specially remem- 
bered in prayer by earnest Christians now, 
when it mourns the loss of one of its chief 
workers. Just now an entirely new state of 
matters is appearing in France. Hithertothe 
schools have been conducted by teachers be- 
longing generally to some church, and religious 
instruction has been regularly given in them 
Now, however, no religious teaching whatever 
is to be given. Atheistic teachers are to be 
preferred. The name of God is not to be 
mentioned, it is to be carefully expunged from 
every text book ; religion and its claims are 
to beignored. This is now the law of France. 
If any religious instruction is desired to be 
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imparted, it can only be given after school 
hours by a duly accredited minister or priest. 
Can such a state of things continue? Can 
anything show more clearly the sadly benight- 
ed condition of this great country. Only the 
Gospel can save it from it moral degration. 
Oh, that the day of a great second reformation 
were at hand !—C.H. 


EGY°T.—The Presbyterian Church has 
reason for special interest in the late war, and 
for special gratitude that success has crowned 
the efforts of our gallant troops. The Presby- 
tery of Egypt was virtually extinguished by 
the cruel and murderous efforts of Arabi’s 
partizans who hated Christianity, and eagerly 
availed themselves of recent lawlessness to 
kill or to drive into exile all the Presbyterian 
missionaries, teachers and flocks. But now 
the old standard-bearers are flocking back to 
their old posts, and they hope to resume work 
with greater alacrity and ampler success than 
ever. It well becomes us to remember in our 
prayers the Presbyterians of Egypt. It is 
noted that though the missionaries with their 
families had to flee for their lives, the proper- 
ty of the Mission suffered but little harm. 


A. B. C. F. M.—Our readers will understand 
that these letters stand for the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, the old- 
est and the largest missionary organization in 
the United States. The seventy-third annual 
meeting of this Board has just been held in 
the city of Portland, Maine, with the usual 
manifestations of enthusiastic interest. There 
was no hall or church in Portland nearly large 
enough to hold the crowds who came from all 
parts of the country to listen to the reports 
and addresses of the office bearers, mission- 
aries, and friends of the Association. But 
none were allowed to go empty away, “ over- 
flow meetings” being conducted in several 
of the churches simultaneously with the ex- 
ercises in the City Hall. It is a good thing 
to hear that the missionary spirit still lives in 
New England and that having begun a good 
work in years gone by, they are fully deter- 
mined to earry it on. 

The progress and work of the Board since 
its organization may be briefly stated thus: 
Organized in 1810, its receipts the first year 
were not quite a thousand dollars, now they 
are more than half a million a year, indicat- 
ing what may by considered a permanent in- 
vestment in the churches of eight or ten mil- 
lions. In 1812, it sent out its first missionar- 
ies. Newell, Judson, Hall, Nott and Rice— 
it now reports present number of missions, 
20; stations, 84 ; out stations, 708 ; ordained 
missionaries, 164 ; assistants, 260; physicians 
10; total from this country, 456. Native 
churches, 291; native pastors, 148; native 
helpers 1,576 ; native church members, 19,755.

missionaries have reduced twenty-six dif- 
ferent languages to writing and prepared 
grammars and dictionaries, not cnly of value 
to them, but to students of comparative phil- 
ology. Their contributions to geography, 
archeology and ethnology would fill many 
volumes. In nearly all the fields occupied, 
they have been obliged to prepare text books, 
for use in the schools, and in all of them have 
either originated or contributed largely to the 
production of Christian literature. The trans- 
lation of the Scriptures into the vernacular 
language of the people, has been their first 
work, followed by the introduction of Chris- 
tion works, original or translated. The edu- 
cational work of the Board has embraced pri- 
mary schools, boarding schools for both sexes, 
the normal school, the college. and the theolo- 
gical seminary. It has organized three hun- 
dred and twenty-five churches, with more than 
76,000 members, and has printed from mission 
presses, in forty-six different languages, more 
than 1,500,000,000 pages of 2,400 different 
publications. Its fields of labour are in Af- 
rica, India, Ceylon, China, Japan, Turkey, 
Micronesia, Hawaii, Spain, Austria, and Mex- 
ico, and amongst the Indian tribes of N. Amer- 
ica.. The total receipts of the Board for the 
year were $651,483.84—including $189,705.63 
—appropriation from the Otis bequest. The 
meetings were continued during four days, 
from early forenoon till late in the evening, 
without any abatement of interest on the part 
of the six thousand persons who attended 
them. Meetings of the Woman’s Board of Mis- 
sions for the East were held at the same time, 
when reports were read and addresses of a 
very interesting kind were delived by the la- 
dies. That society has now under itscare 21 
branches, comprising some 800 auxiliaries and 
from 500 to 600 circles among the children. In 
the foreign field it has 92 missionaries, 76 Bi- 
ble women, 21 boarding schools and 114 vil- 
lage and day schools. Its total receipts for 
last year were $71,230.52.

MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE. 


Western Section. 


HE half yearly meeting was held in Tor- 

onto on the roth, 11th and 12th of Octo- 
ber, Claims for mission work in Ontario and 
Quebec were passed to the amount of $10,000, 
and in Manitoba for $6,000, for the past six 
months. The reports from the fields are on 
the whole encouraging, considerable progress 
having been made during the past year. On 
every side the work is opening up, and ur- 
gent demands are being made for ordained 
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missionaries, for important outposts in Algo- 
ma, as well asin Muskoka, North Hastings, 
and Upper Ottawa districts. The Rev. Prof. 
McLaren, who had recently visited the North- 
West, appeared before the Committeand made 
a lengthened statement as to the work in 
Prince Albert, North West Territory, where a 
new church has been built, and the prospects 
are most hopeful. Rev. James Robertson 
the Superintendent of Missions, presented a 
report of his labours during the past six 
months. Much new territory has been explor- 
ed and many old fields visited. Along the 
boundary, the limit of settlement was fully 
120 miles in advance of what it was last fall. 
Altogether between 40,000 and 50,000 settlers 
had found homes during the summer in the 
North West, and as in former years the ma- 
jority of the immigrants are Presbyterians. 
The improvement in the circumstances of the 
people was manifested by the fact that five 
fields had resumed all responsibility of sup- 
porting their own minister. These were 
Gladstone, Nelson, Rock Lake, Big Plain, 
Springfield, and Sunnyside.. The Church 
and Manse Building Fund had stimulated the 
erection of churches in a gratifying manner. 
at Brandon and Rapid City neat, comfortable 
churches had been completed. At West Lynne 
Sunnyside, Brant, Stonewall, Nepawa, Minne- 
dosa, Cadurcis, Carberry, Virden, Regina, Ed- 
monton, Bernard, Rat Portage, Peacock, and 
McClure’s, churches were in course of construc- 
tion. At Green Ridge, Gladstone, Birtle, 
Rolling River, Oak Lake and a few other 
places steps have been taken to build next 
season. Aid was granted to erect manses at 
Nelson and High Bluff. The scarcity of 
building material has deterred building some- 
what. The sum of $15,000 was voted for mis- 
sionary work in the North-West. A number 
of new appointments were made. Rev. George 
Bruce, of St. Catherines, was asked to take 
charge of the work at and around Regina, the 
the new capital. Jz +e Dr. Cochrane’s re- 
port, it was agreed that nothing be done by the 
church in Canada which may imperil the unity 
of Presbyterianism in British Columbia, 
nor without the consent and co-operation of 
the Home Churches.

ifs FULFILMENT of his appointment, 

Dr. Cochrane proceeded to British Cel- 
umbia, via San Francisco, and arrived at 
Victoria on the 1st of August. After leaving 
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Victoria he visited New Westminster, Langley, 


Yale, Burrard Inlet, Nanaimo, and Comox. 
At nearly all these points he preachcd, and 
held conferences with the ministers and other 
office-bearers of the congregations. The re- 
port which was prepared tor the Assembly’s 
Home Mission Committee as well as the 
Colonial Committee of the Church of Scotland, 
is a printed pamphlet of eighteen pages, con- 
taining a large amount of valuable historical 
and statistical information, to which are added 
remarks and recommendations as to what ap- 
pears to be the wishes of the people and the 

est means of supplying them with ordinances. 
The following are the main facts connected 
with the rise and progress of the several con- 
gregations : 


FIRST CHURCH, VICTORIA.—This Church 
was organized in January, 1862, with twelve 
members, its first Missionary Pastor being 
the Rev. John Hall, who was sent by the 
Presbyterian Church of Ireland, and who re- 
mained with the congregation until 1865. 
Application was then made to the Free 
Church of Scotland, and the United Presby- 
terian Church for a minister, without success. 
For a short time, Mr. Nimmo, sent out by the 
Church of Scotland, held services in the Con- 
gregational Church, attended by several 
Scotch families, hut was afterwards withdrawn, 
and the Rev. Thomas Somerville appointed. 
He arrived in June, 1865, and preached until 
September, 1866, when on account of certain 
differences in the congregation, he withdrew 
and organized Saint Andrew’s Church in con- 
nection with the Church of Scotland. The 
First Church was then left without a minister, 
from September 1866 until March 1875, when 
the Rev. John Reid, a Congregational minister 
from England, supplied the pulpit until April 
1881. He was followed by the Rev. A. H. 
Smith, a minister who had formerly preached 
to the Methodist Church in Victoria, who re- 
mained as supply from April 1881, to April 
1882. At present, and pending negotiations 
with our own Church, the pulpit is supplied by 
the Rev. Daniel Gamble, a licentiate of the 
Presbyterian Church of the United States. 
The membership is at present sixty: Elders, 
four; Managers, twelve. The Sabbath 
School has one hundred and five on the roll, 
with an average attendance of sixty-five, and 
ten teachers, The debt on the church buiid- 
ing and Sabbath School rooms adicining, is 
between $4,000 and $5,000. This congrega- 
tion has never received any aid from outside 
sources. Although a Presbyterian Church, in 
virtue of its deed, it has never been in connec- 
tion with any Presbyterian body, but now 
seeks admission to the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada. Last year $2,100 were raised for 
the support of ordinances, interest, and other 
incidentals. 
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St. ANDREW’S CHURCH, VICTORIA.—This 
church was organized by the Rev. Thomas 
Somerville, in 1866, who, as already stated, 
ministered for some time in the First Church. 
The building was erected under his ministry, 
chiefly by funds sent out by the Church of 
Scotland. Mr. Somerville remained pastor of 
St. Andrew’s for five years, and was succeeded 
by Mr. Macgregor in 1871. He remained 
until 1881, when he, as did also his predeces- 
sor, Mr. Somerville, returned to Scotland. 
Mr. Stephen, the present pastor, came in 
1881. The membership is about one hundred; 
Elders, four, Managers, twelve; Sabbath 
School on roll, seventy, attendance, sixty ; 
Teachers, nine. The debt on church and 
manse is about $3,500. The revenue of the 
church is derived from pew rents and collec- 
tions. The Colonial Committee of the Church 
of Scotland gives aid to the extent of $625 per 
annum. There seems to me, however, no 
good reason why such a congregation should 
receive any grant whatever—or at least, why 
it might not be discontinued at the earliest 
possible date. No church in the city of Vic- 
toria should, in my opinion, receive any grant 
either from the Church of Scotland, or the 
Presbyterian Church of Canada. 

NEW WESTMINISTER.—The Rev. Robert 
Jamieson was appointed to British Columbia 
nearly 21 years ago, by the Canada Presby- 
terian Church. British Columbia was then 
and for many years afterwards, under the care 
of the Foreign Mission Committee. The 
same Committee also appointed the Rev. 
Wm. Aitken, who preached in different locali- 
ties from 1869 to 1871, and the Rev. Daniel 
Duff, who laboured chiefly among the miners 
at Cariboo. Mr. Jamieson was for many 
years the only missionary over a wide district, 
preaching at Langley and other places, until 
in later years, when additional missionaries 
were appointed by the Church of Scotland, 
_his labours were restricted to New West- 
minister and the immediate vicinity. As the 
reports of St. Andrews Church, New West- 
minister, have been for years published in the 
Home Mission Report, it is unnecessary to 
refer to them in detail. From the report sub- 
mitted to the last General Assembly, we learn 
that the membership is thirty-eight, and that 
there has been little or no increase for some 
years past ; that the Sabbath School is attend- 
ed by thirty children, and six teachers, and 
that in addition to the $800 paid Mr. Jamie- 
son, the congregation contributes to the 
principal schemes of the church. Mr. Jamie- 
son has for some time been in an infirm state 
of health, which has prevented him doing the 
amount of work of former years, and which 
indeed is necessary, in a field which ought to 
be able to support a Minister, with far less 
assistance than that now given by the Com- 
mittee ($1,200). In proportion to the mem- 


bership the church stands well, but there 
seems no good reason why in sucha place 
there should not be a much larger congrega- 
tion gathered in. Mr. Jamieson feels that he 
needs a change, for a longer or shorter period 
as the Committee may decide, in the hope of 
recruiting his energies, and asks leave of the 
Home Mission Committee to labour for six 
months at Nicola Valley in the hope that 
the change would prove beneficial to his 
health. ‘ 

LANGLEY, about ninety-seven miles distant 
from Victoria, and twenty-two from New 
Westminister, has been in charge for the past 
seven years of the Rev. Alexander Dunn. 
There are also two outlying settlements, the 
North and South Arm, under his care. These 
are distant thirty-two and twenty-five miles 
respectively from Langley, where Mr. Dunn 
resides, and of necessity involve great expen- 
diture of time and strength to visit them or 
preach upon the Lord’s day, in connection 
with Langley. In January last it was deter- 
mined that Mr. Dunn should confine his ser- 
vices on Sunday to Langley and immediate 
neighborhood, and certain steps were taken 
by the Presbytery, with a view of securing a 
Missionary to labour exclusively in the North 
and South Arm and adjacent fields. For 
reasons, however, that need not be stated, the 
matter has not been prosecuted further in the 
meantime, and these stations are still depend- 
ent upon Mr. Dunn’s occasional services, or 
other chance supply. At Langley, there is a 
small church, built some ten or twelve years 
ago, by the Rev. Mr. Jamieson, who at that 
time gave occasional service. The attendance 
is about sixty. At the Prairie, six miles 
distant, there is no church, but service is held 
in a school house, with an attendance of thirty. 
At Mud Bay, the congregation numbering 
some twenty-five, meet in one of the settler’s 
houses in the absence of a place of worship. 
At Maple Ridge, the number of Presbyterians 
is estimated at forty or fifty, and worship is 
held in the Methodist Church. At the North 
Arm worship is also held in the Methodist 
Church, with an attendance about the same 
as at Maple Ridge. Prayer meetings and 
Sabbath Schools are held as far as practicable 
in the different districts. The stations sup- 
plied by Mr. Dunn as the above statistics 
show, are comparatively weak and _ the 
members far from wealthy. They give how- 
ever according to their means. In the first 
year of Mr. Dunn’s pastorate, $200 was the 
entire amount subscribed, this year upwards 
of $500 has been given towards the support of 
the Minister. The Colonial Committee of the 
Church of Scotland make an annual grant to 
this field of $625. 

NANAIMO AND WELLINGTON MINES.— 
Nanaimo, distant from Victoria seventy-nine 
miles, was organized by Mr. Jamieson on the 
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26th of November, 1865, and received service 
from him up to February 5th, 1869, when he 
was followed by Mr. Aitken, who remained 
until 1871. The Rev. Mr. Clyde, appointed 
by the Colonial Committee of the Church of 
Scotland, was the last stated pastor, and con- 
tinued for a period of six years. Since his de- 
parture a year ago, little supply has been 
given. This station was also supplemented 
by the Colonial Committee of the Church of 
Scotland, to the extent of $625, the Congrega- 
tion giving $500 in addition. Many of the 
members are now residing at the Wellington 
Mines, seven miles distant, but no organiza- 
tion as a district station has yet taken place 
at that point. The church building, owing 
partly to the fact that it has been comparative- 
ly little used during the past year, and that the 
members have become somewhat dispirited by 
the long vacancy, and by the removal of many 
members to Wellington Mines, is in a decay- 
ing condition and needs prompt repair. On 
the manse, which stands adjacent to the 
church, there is a debt of $2,000. The statis- 
tics as far as can be gathered, are as follows: 
six elders ; seven managers : eighty members ; 
thirty Sabbath school scholars and four teach- 
ers. Correspondence has taken place between 
the office-bearers of the church and the Colon- 
ial Committee in regard to the appointment 
of another pastor, but has so far resulted in 
nothing being done. The two lots upon 
which the church and manse at Nanaimo are 
puilt, are deeded to trustees in connection 
with the Presbyterian Church in Canada. 

ComMox.—This is a small and somewhat 
scattered field, distant from Victoria about 
one hundred and thirty-four miles, under care 
of Rev. B. K. McElmon, who came from 
Nova Scotia some five years since. Many of 
the people are emigrants from the Maritime 
Provinces. There are three preaching stations, 
two in the settlement proper, Comox, and the 
Landing five miles distant, and the other on 
the island ten miles down the coast. There is 
only one church building which will seat 125 
persons, and adjacent to it a manse for the 
minister. The manse is the property of the 
minister. The church is free from debt. To- 
wards the erection of the manse the sum of 
£50 was donated by the Colonial Committee 
of the Church of Scotland, and toward the 
support of the pastor there is a grant of $625. 
The amount paid by the people in addition to 
this grant is $300. The attendance at the dif- 
ferent stations is respectively, forty, thirty and 
twenty. The membership is twenty-three, el- 
ders two. Prayer meetings are held from 
time to time in different parts of the district, 
and Sabbath school instruction given as op- 
portunity permits. 

Before concluding this review of the 
churches and stations, it may be stated for the 
information of the Committee, that for several 
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years a grant of $1000 was given by the Col- 
onial Committee of the Church of Scotland to 
St. Andrews, Victoria, Langley, Comox, Na- 
naimo and the Nicola Valley, (where Mr. 
Murray, who has now returned to the Mari- 
time Provinces, was settled. Mr. Murray 
having returned, and no successor appointe 
and Nanaimo being also vacant, grants are 
now only given to St. Andrews, Victoria, Lang- 
ley, and Comox, and the grant reduced to 
$625 each. The Presbytery of British Col- 
umbia in connection with the Church of Scot- 
land, formerly consisted of five members, now 
it is reduced to three members, Messrs. Ste- 
phen, of Victoria, Dunn of Langley, and Mc- 
Elmon of Comox. 

THE SECOND PART OF THE REPORT 
gives a summary of the views of the several 
churches regarding matters submitted for 
their consideration of which the following is 
the substance. (1) The First, or Pandora 
Street Church, in Victoria now earnestly 
seeks admission into the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada. St. Andrew’s Church in the same 
city, now in connection with the Church of 
Scotland, has not yet intimated its decision as 
to its future relations. (2). St. Andrew’s 
Church, Vew Westminster, seeks re-admission 
into the Presbyterian Church in Canada. (3). 
Langley would prefer to be connected with 
the Canadian Church provided that the Church 
of Scotland would offer no objections and ap- 
prove of the step. (4). Wanazmo believe it to 
be to their interest, as wellas the interest of 
all the Presbyterians in British Columbia, to 
connect themselves with the Church in Cana- 
ada, but they would only do so with the full 
and hearty concurrence of the Church of 
Scotland. In the event of their receiving this 
assurance and a promise of the continuance 
of the annual grant from the Colonial Commit- 
tee, they are prepared to receive a minister 
from the Presbyterian Church in Canada, at 
once. Comox expresses willingness to be 
transferred to the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, provided the Church of Scotland ap- 
prove,and the grant be continued for some 
years. 

RECOMMENDATIONS.— Upon the whole, Dr. 
Cochrane thinks that the present condition of 
Presbyterianism in British Columbia is not 
cheering, and that there is not much room to 
hope for any change until one strong, united 
and harmonious Presbytery is erected that 
will take the oversight of destitute and outly- 
ing districts, and endeavour to supply them 
with the means of grace. In present circum- 
stances he considers it impracticable, if not 
indeed unwise, to unite the two Presbyterian 
Churches in the city of Victoria. 

In concluding this report, Dr. Cochrane 
says, “I have only to add that in all my con- 
ferences with the ministers and churches of 


| British Columbia, I endeavoured to act as 
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representing not only the interests of this 
Committee and the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, but also of the Colonial Committee of 
the Church of Scotland. To that Church we 
are greatly indebted, for maintaining ordin- 
ances for many years, in localities that might 
otherwise have been entirely neglected.”

LETTER FROM REV. JOSEPH ANNAND. 
For the Record

NN few weeks ago we received your note 
4, inviting us to write something for the 
RECORD every quarter in order that you 
might have a missionaryletterfor every month. 
I would be most happy to comply with your 
request if our postal arrangements would per- 
mit it. However, as it is now, every mail 
leaving our island takes something from us 
that finds its way into the pages of the RECORD. 
We are now assembled at our Mission Synod, 
and have got nearly through with all 
our business; hence, I cannot dobetter than tell 
ou something about what we have been do- 
ing. The reports on the work being doneonthe 
several islands, indicate progress nearly all 
along the line. We are encouraged in our 
work and hopeful for the future. We are ad- 
vancing our outposts farther into the enemy’s 
country as well as gaining the victory on the 
old battle grounds. Last year we were com- 
pelled to relinquish our hold upon Epi by the 
withdrawal of Mr. Holt from the mission. 
This year we re-occupy that field. The Rev. 
R. M. Fraser, the first missionary from the 
Tasmanian PresbyterianChurch, is to be settled 
there immediately. Four of us southern mis- 
sionaries proceed with him to Epi next week, 
to erect his house and settle him amonga peo- 
ple waiting for the Gospel. We are also to 
locate two or three teachers on Mai, on the 
same voyage. Mr. Neilson has placed his re- 
signation of Port Resolution, Tanna, in our 
hands and at the end of this year retires from 
the mission. The reasons given for his early 
retirement are, first, the continued and persist- 
ent clinging of the natives around him to their 
heathen customs, He has been faithfully la- 
bouring on Tanna for fourteen years, and yet 
he is not permitted to reap. The people wish 
to take Christianity so far as they can, and at 
the same time hold on to their heathen cus- 
toms. The second reason assigned is the ne- 
cessity of leaving for the education of his 
children. While one station on Tanna—the 
first one ever occupied by missionaries in 
Western Polynesia—is being vacated, and 
proba will remain so for some years, we are 

oping to settle another man this year on an- 
other part of the island. The Synod expects 
Mr. Gray to take up a station either on the 


west or east side of Tanna, among a differen 

tribe of people. If we cannot gain the advan-. 
tage over the enemy at one point we shall try 
another place. Let the churches at home 
back us up with their prayers and victory must 
eventually be ours. The Island of Tanna 
must be won for Christ as well as the other 
isles of this group, therefore we ask your 
prayers on behalf of the labourers there. I 
heve been only a little over nine years in the 
New Hebrides, and when we ec the mis- 
sion the people around this harbour were as 
hardened and hopeless apparently as any in 
the group. Mr. Macdonald had then been 
but one year in the field, and so discouraged 
was he with contending with heathenism and 
sickness that he wished to leave at once. Now 
behold the change! He has a fine congrega- 
tion—forty-six communicants and about 180 
who are under religious instruction. He has 
four churches. On Nguna, near by, the same 
change has taken place in an equally short 
time. Let the churches supply us with men 
for the work and the New Hebrides shall soon 
be gained for our King and Saviour.

HE following letters addressed to Rev. 


Dr. Macgregor give the latest news from 
Trinidad. REV KENNETH J. GRANT, of San 
Fernando, writes as follows : ‘ 

During last week we were favoured with a 
visit of Dr. James Brown, of Paisley, and of 
Mr. MacInnes, of Ayr, a deputation from the 
U. P. Church of Scotland. They spent three 
months in Jamaica in visitation of the Church 
there. Mr. McInnes was not well and unable 
to take any part in the work here. But the 
Presbytery of Trinidad, numbering eight min- 
isters, met Dr. Brown at Aronca, and the day 
was profitable and most enjoyable. I think 
his large heart was gladdened in finding the 
Auld Kirk, the Free and the U. P. all repre- 
sented in Presbytery, a scene which I suppose 
the good Doctor will scarcely expect to see in 
the mother Church, which should set her 
children a better example, until the happy 
period arrives “when the wolf shall dwell with 
the lamb, and the leopard lie down with the 
kid,” &c. We were careful not to allow the 
Doctor to leave without showing him a little 
of our work. When will we be so favoured 
by a deputation from Canada? Two weeks 
ago Mr. and Mrs. Lubbock, of London accom- 
panied by Hon. Mr. Marryat and Mr. Fen- 
wick, Attorney for the Colonial Company, vis- 
ited our school and for two hours conducted a 
close examination. The same afternoon he 
wrote me as follows : 

“On my return home I found the paper you 
were good enough te send me, containing th 
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information I asked you for the other day. I 
am much pleased to see such testimony to the 
success of your efforts to ameliorate by means 
of education the position of Asiatic residents 
in this district, and I consider that those efforts 
are entitled to be supported and seconded by 
the employers of labour. As regards the es- 
tates of the Colonial Company, although Iam 
not specially authorized to commit the Com- 
pany I think I can promise that the donation 
of last year willbe repeated this year and I 
will with pleasure on my return ask the Board 
of Directors to make you such a further dona- 
tion as will enable you to open schools at Pe- 
tite Morne and St. Madalene. Mrs. Lubbock 
and myself were highly pleased, and I may 
say surprised, at the results you were able to 
show us this morning. Wishing you every 
success :n the continuance of your humane 
efforts, yours faithfully, N. LUBBOCK.” 


Mr Lubbock, I understand, is a brother of 
Sir John Lubbock. Mrs. Lubbock is a dis- 
tinguished scholar and granddaughter of the 
late Sir John Herschel. 


At a later date Mr. Grant says:—I have 
pleasure in informing you that the Colonial 
Company (Limited) have in accordance with 
recommendations made by Mr. Lubbock, 
whose letter I forwarded to you by last mail, 
granted £60 stg. additional, to enable me to 
open a school at their large sugar refinery, 
called the Usine St. Madalene, and on Petite 
Morne, an adjoining plantation. This Com- 
pany as such made their first contribution two 
years ago, £20; last year £60, and this year 
£120 stg. I may say that my whole district 
is now covered with schools—at least they are 
within a reasonable distance of all who choose 
to avail themselves of them. To sustain and 
secure the efficiency of the 19 schools now in 
our district, involves constant toil. Our two 
horses are scarcely equal to the work. Our 
Presbytery met here on the 4th and Lal Be- 
hari was formerlv licensed on the 5th and his 
ordination is to take place on the 4th October. 
It was peculiarly gratifying to us to see the 
great unanimity and cordiality shown by the 
Presbytery in arranging to receive him to take 
part in this ministry. Friends will not cease 
to pray we feel assured, that he may be sted- 
fast, immoveable, always abounding in the 
work of the Lord. We have recently been 
able to make such an arrangement of our work 
and distribution of our helpers as enables us 
to have the Word, read or preached, on near- 
ly every estate in our district every Sabbath 
day, in addition to the work done the other 
six days of the week. We have many dis- 
couragements, and we have much to cheer. 
Life is checkered; the brightest day has clouds, 
Christian experience is diversified; every joy is 
succeeded by sorrow. Shall we receive good 
at the hand of the Lord and not evil ? 


Rev. J. W. MAcLEoD, of Princestown 
writes as follows : 


I mentioned in my last that I was not very 
well; I am much better than for several 
weeks, although on account of the rain I have 
not been able to be out as much as in the “dry 
season.” The brethren of the Presbytery, 
thinking I needed a rest and change for more 
speedy improvement in health, at their last 
meeting kindly offered to supply my place by 
exchanging with Mr. Hendrie, of San Fernan- 
do, and by themselves, as suited, for a few 
weeks. Acting on their advice and Dr. Ham- 
mond’s of Princestown, I decided to go to 
Barbadoes (twenty hours sail from here) for a 
few weeks. Dr. Hammond, who is a very 
kind and very skilful physician, examined me 
to-day and said that my lung affection had 
made no headway since he examined me be- 
fore, about 6 weeks or two months ago, which 
is certainly very favorable for that kind of dis- 
ease. He told me before that he saw no rea- 
son why it should not, with care, pass off. I 
am stronger, have better appetite, and feel 
generally much improved in health lately. 
But considering the unhealthiness of this sea- 
son, my not being acclimatized, and that per- 
haps rest for a short time from interesting but 
incessant work might be beneficial, I defer 
to the advice of older inhabitants and 
my physician. We will leave this week 
some time I think. <A few lines about 
the field. There are encouragements as 
well as discouragements. There are quite a 
number of applicants for baptism into the 
Christian faith. Out of these I baptized three, 
Sabbath before last ; they were both Sadhus 
or saints in their way, and one, to make him 
more holy, had been branded with a wheel, 
club, shell and lily, the four signs of Vishnu. 
In the St. Julien school a Brahman named 
Ramantan, learned in his own religion and 
books and well versed in the Bible, is aiding 
much in the school. He professes to believe 
in Jesus, but is waiting for his wife whom he 
is teaching, to be legally married before he re- 
ceives baptism. If he comes out from the 
heathen faith, it will encourage others waver- 
ing from fear of their fellows’ opposition. 


I close the Brother’s estate school for six 
weeks or two months on account of no school- 
room, as they are repairing the sugar curing 
house in whichit is. But I am promised rooms 
in the overseer’s house. Our new school at 
Trois Amis is progressing in spite of the per- 
sistent efforts of Father Violet to steal our 
children. We have the estate owners, the 
managers, all on our side. One manager in 
particular, Mr. Mackenzie, of Reform Estate, 
rendered valuable aid in the good work. Miss 
Blackadder is much missed in our Princes- 
town school, no Trinidadian can fill her 
place. 
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Mr. Hendrie dispensed communion here 
last Sabbath, a goodly number were present, 
but many were prevented by sudden rain from 
attending

LETTER FROM REV. JOHN WILKIE. 


For the Record, 
INDORE, 14th Aug., 1882. 


fC IME speeds on her course here so 
i) rapidly that 1 did not realize how many 
weeks have passed by since I last wrote you. 
As you no doubt will be anxious to hear about 
the boy I then wrote about, permit me now 
in the few minutes to spare to tell further of 
him. For nearly a week after his father took 
him away we could get no tidings of him, till 
one evening about 10 o’clock he came to the 
bungalow in company with one of our Christ- 
ians and begged us to take him in as he did 
not want to go back or to be taken back again 
to his own people. He had heen beaten 
severely, closely confined to the house, made 
to eat his food apart from the family, and only 
then allowed to eat what they left, and not 
allowed to touch any of their dishes. Every 
effort had also been made to make him give 
up all notions of Christianity. He was told 
that to become a Christian meant simply to 
become a servant of the Sahibs—to do their 
most dirty work and to disgrace his own 
people, and further that if he became a 
Christian all his own people would become his 
enemies and would certainly punish him; yet 
in the face of all these threats and curses, he 
fled to us the very first chance he obtained. 
As I was just going to Mhow I took him with 
me and then two days after brought him back 
to Indore. As soonas I did so I went with 
him to his father, told him what the boy 
wished and asked him before witnesses what 
he desired to say. He said he would not now 
oppose since the boy’s caste was broken and 
he himself so anxiously wished to be a 
Christian. “We cannot,” he said, “keep him 
away from you so we may as well willingly 
consent.” “His mother, however,” he said, 
“will oppose it and has been crying ever since 
he went to you.” So we .called her.’ I 
learned afterwards that the woman had been 
crying up and down the streets that I had 
stolen her boy and was making him a Christ- 
ian by force and so had succeeded in stirring 
up the people to an extent I had no idea of. 
On the mother seeing the boy and me she 
burst out into the most passionate weeping 
stopping now and then to pour out on the boy 
and mea torrent of abuse and the curses of 
the gods or else to entreat the boy. She 
begged him, as the boy she had given birth 
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to and nourished, as one who was part of her 
very self and whose leaving her would kill 
her. She held out to him the prospects of 
being readmitted into the caste, that she 
would never punish him, but would do every- 
thing she could to make him happy. When 
the boy still remained unmoved, she told him 
she would ki him and kill me, as we together 
had killed her, and oh! so satanic like, would 
fling at us both the curses of Ram. Once, too, 
before we realized what she was going to do, 
she flewupon him and gave him a most 
severe blow. After nearly two hours of this, 
in which we could not get her to listen to any 
words of ours, her husband managed to drag 
her off and the boy went with me to the 
bungalow. On returning to the church alone, 
a short time afterwards, I was surprised to 
find a crowd gathered and in angry consulta- 
tion about the boy. I tried to reason with 
them, but that only made them worse, so I at 
once got on my poney and hurried back to the 
bungalow, fearing lest they might by force 
seek to take the boy. Not many minutes 
after my arrival there the whole crowd arrived 
too and in the most angry manner demanded 
that the boy be given up. With much diffi- 
culty we got all outside the compound wall 
except the mother and father, whom we al- 
lowed to say what they chose to the boy. 
The mother on this occasion was all entreaty, 
and oh how well she knew how to apply her 
arguments. She fell down at her son’s feet 
putting her head upon the ground, a sign of 
abject submission, and begged him if he had 
any regard for her welfare to go with her just 
for one hour. “Only come to my house and 
again put your foot inside and I shall be satis- 
fied. I have eaten nothing since you left the 
house and I shall never eat more if you do not 
now go with me. You can again come to the 
Sahib if you only come with me for a short 
time,” and then she would indulge in weeping 
as if her heart would break and so real did it 
seem that some others who were there felt in 
their hearts a sorrow which would have been 
relieved in tears also. At last the boy said, 
“Tama Christian and shall always continue 
one, but for my mother’s sake I will go with 
her for a short time;” and he went away with 
herand her other caste people, who were 
waiting for her at the compound gate. Since 
then we have not been permitted to meet with 
him. In my last letter I said he was eighteen 
years old I think. Ifso, I made a mistake as 
he is only about fifteen. I am sure many will 
pray that this noble boy may be kept firm in 
his very trying position. I baptized two 
weeks ago two others who have forsaken 
heathenism, making fourteen in all in Mhow 
and Indore who within ten months have for- 
saken heathenism for Christianity. Truly the 
leaven is at work even in Central India. 
May God soon grant us the whole field. 
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HE latest news from Formosa is of a 
~~) most gratifying kind. The most auspi- 
cious event in the history of the mission has 
just transpired, namely, the opening of the 
OXFORD COLLEGE, so called in honour of Dr. 
McKay’s native county in Ontario. The 
Presbyterians of that county, it will be re- 
membered, to shew their respect for Dr. Mc- 
Kay and their appreciation of his self-denying 
and eminently successful labours in Formosa, 
presented him on the occasion of his recent 
visit to Canada, with a sum of between six 
and seven thousand dollars for the purpose of 
erecting a suitable building for conducting a 
training school at Tamsui for the education of 
a native ministry. Dr. McKay seems to have 
lost no time in giving effect to the wishes of 
his Canadian friends, for, in scarcely more 
than six months after his arrival in Formosa, 
he is able to announce that the building is 
completed and ready for occupation. The 
Chinese are not so slow as some people im- 
agine, and Dr. McKay acknowledges that they 
are not uugrateful, forhe says he never met 
with a warmer welcome than that which he 
received from his converts, and the people of 
northern Formosa generally, among whom he 
has laboured during the last ten years. We 
hope Dr. McKay will send us a sketch of the 
college and a full description of its internal ar- 
rangements. All we know about it at present 
is contained in the following paragraph, taken 
from a newspaper published in English at 
Amoy and forwarded by Dr. McKay, with the 
note that he does not know who wrote it nor 
who sent him the paper: 


““TAMSUI.—The opening of Oxford College 
on the 26th July was an event that will long be 
remembered by our community. The college, 
a handsome red brick building, which has been 
erected under the supervision of Dr. McKay, 
for the education of teachers for the Canadian 
Presbyterian Mission in North Formosa, con- 
tains, besides two carefully fitted lecture halls, 
excellent quarters for twenty or thirty students 
On the evening of the 26th the whole 
of the foreign community and hundreds of 
Chinese (including many converts) were 
present to celebrate the opening ceremony. 
After an appropriate prayer in English by Dr. 
McKay and prayer in Chinese by a native 
OS ane the chairman, A. Frater, Esq., H. B. 

. Consul, addressed the meeting. Dr. Mc- 
Kay following with a narrative in Chinese and 
English of his experiences while travelling 
round the world, and of the origin of Oxford 
College. A few congratulatory remarks were 
made by H. E. Hobson, Esq., Commissioner 
of Customs, and by Lee Tuck Sun, Haikwan, 
of Tamsui, anda general inspection of the 


premises concluded the meeting. It is said 
that fully fifteen hundred persons were present 
at the opening services.” 

Another matter was the occasion of great 
joy on the island—the arrival of a consign- 
ment of twenty-four sewing machines, sent as 
a present from Mr. Wanzer of Hamilton, to 
Dr. McKay’s trained helpers. Besides all this, 
it is announced that Mrs. McKay, of Wind- 
sor, through whose generosity the new hospit- 
al at Tamsui has been built and equipped, has 
given still further evidence of her deep inter- 
est in the Formosa Mission by a donation of 
$500 for the Church at Bangkah. 

The most recent advice from Dr. McKay is 
the following note addressed to Professor 
Maclaren :— 

“Tamsui, Formosa, Aug. 14, 1882. 

Within the past few days exe member join- 
ed the Church Triumphant, and ¢hzrty-two per- 
sons the Church Militant. The old convert 
who died was 77 years of age—69 of which 
were givento the worship of devils, andeightto 
the Lord of Hosts—Humble, faithful, devoted, 
he lived as a Christian ; joyful, confident, sat- 
isfied, he died as a believer, calling on those 
around to work for Jesus, and to have no idol- 
atrous ceremony at his funeral. According to 
his desire I was sent for, and we sang “For- 
ever with the Lord” at his grave. I call at- 
tention most emphatically to such cases. Have 
I not heard a thousand times, about Chinese 
converts being insincere and only time-serv- 
ing? Glory be to our blessed God, one con- 
vert after another passes away in northern 
Formosa, bearing testimony to the Gospel of 
our adorable Redeemer. What a grand ga- 
thering we had at Loa-liong-pong, yesterday ! 
The Church was packed full, and not a few 
came from other places. I baptized ¢hzrty- 
two, several being infants, the children of con- 
verts. Afternoon, we had a precious commun- 
ion—sweet fellowship—glorious privilege! 
Come thou blessed Saviour and refresh yet 
more and more ten thousand souls in this be- 
loved Isle.”

MISSIONARY ITEMS. 


BLANTYRE.—A neat little church has been 
dedicated to the worship of God at Blantyre, 
The Church of Scotland’s mission in East 
Africa, which appears to be in a very prosperous 
condition under the management of the Rev. 
Mr. Scott. 

BISHOP STEERE, of Shire, East Africa, is 
dead, He was one of those who were inspired 
by Dr. Livingstone’s representations of the 
needs of Africa to give himself to the cause of 
missions. He went out to the East coast in 
1863, in connection with the Universities’ 
Mission, and was consecrated Bishop in suc- 
cession to Dr. Tozer,in 1874. Under his 
leadership the Universities’ Mission has be- 
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come one of the most important agencies in 
East Africa. 

A MAGNIFICENT GIFT.—We congratulate 
our friends of the CHURCH MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY on occasion of the donation of 
seventy-two thousand pounds, which has 
recently been paid into its treasury on behalf 
of the Native Church and Mission Fund in 
Chinaand Japan. The generous donor is Mr. 
W. C. Jones, of Warrington. In addition to 
other benefactions Mr. Jones has previously 
contributed to the same Society two sums of 
£20,000 and £35,000 respectively, which, with 
the present gift, make a total of about $650,- 
000, within the past nine years. 

JAPAN.—The various Bible Societies now 
represented in Japan make it a rule never to 
give away the Scriptures. They have sold to- 
gether 115,000 copies during the past year. 
It is stated that at Kioto a single copy of St. 
John’s Gospel led six families to renounce 
idolatry, and that mass meetings for prayer 
have been held in Japan, when in one case 
more than 3500 and in another 7000 persons 
were present. A writer in one of the Tokio 
(Japan) papers concludes that religion can not 
be put down by force, and, while declaring 
himself opposed to Christianity, thinks the 
government ought to abandon its non-com- 
mittal attitude, and openly tolerate Christ- 
ianity, because (1) the laws against it are 
notoriously violated all over the empire ; (2) 
because religion ought to be free to all, to 
believe or reject as they please ; (3) because, 
while Christianity 1s bad, Buddhism is no 
better, and both ought to be put on the same 
level. The Japanese Christians have formed 
a board of foreign missions, and some of the 
students in the theological seminaries of Tokio 
and Kioto expect to goas missionaries to

HREE distinct theories have been ad- 

vanced by parties well qualified to sift 
the scriptural evidence for the office of the 
eldership as it now exists in the Presbyterian 
Church. The frst is, that while the New 
Testament recognises but one order of Pres- 
byters, in it there are two degrees or classes— 
the Teaching and the Ruling Elder. In sup- 
port of this it is usual to quote 1 Timothy 
Scvb7ey, ete tne. elders) that, rule. well be 
counted worthy of double honour, especially 
they who labour in the Word and doctrine.” 
This it may be remarked is the only passage 
which gives any reasonable colouring to the 
the theory. The second is, that the modern 
Ruling Elder is not, and is not designed to be 
a reproduction of the New Testament elder : 
that it is a misnomer to call him by the name : 
that he is nothing but a layman, chosen to ve- 
present the laity in the church courts; and 
that he has no other duties than to assist the 
’ minister in the government of the church. The 
third theory does not attempt to reconcile 
the differences between the modern elder and 
the New Testament one. It lays upon arbi- 
trary ecclesiastical enactments, use and wont, 
and popular prejudice the charge of drawing 
‘an unwarranted line of distinction, and takes 
the broad ground that the office of the elder 
is one of divine appointment. It holds to the 
absolute equality or “parity” of what we call 
“elders” and “ministers,” conceding to all 
elders, as such, equal rights to teach, rule, ad- 
minister the sacraments, to take part in ordin- 
ations and to preside in church courts ; in 
short, that no act may be legally done by the 
one that cannot be properly done by the other. 
The polity of all the Presbyterian Churches 
of the present day most nearly accords with 
the first named theory. The “ Form of Gov- 
ernment” of the Church of Scotland speaks 
an this wise :-— 


** As there were in the Jewish Church elders of the 
people joined with the priests and Levitesin the Gov- 
ernment of the Church; so Christ, who hath instituted 
government and governors ecclesiast cal inthe Church, 
hath furnished some, beside the ministers of the Word; 
with gifts of government, and with commission to ex~ 
ecute the same when called thereunto, who are to joim 
with the minister in the government of the Church, 
Which officers reformed churches. commonly call 
elders.” 

Touching their office and election the “Book. 
of Common Order” has the following :— 

“ The elders must be men of good life and godly con— 
versation; without blame and all. suspicion ; careful! 
for the flock, wise, and above all things fearing God. 
Whose office standeth in governing with the rest of the: 
ministers ; in consulting, admonishing, correcting and! 
ordering all things appertaining to the state of the con= 
gregation. And they differ from the minister in that 
they preach not the Word, nor minister the sacraments. 
In assembling the people, 1} either they without the 
minister, nor the minister without them, may attempt. 
anything. Andif any of the just number want, the’ 
minister, by the consent of the rest, warneth the people’ 
thereof, and finally admonisheth them to observe the? 
same order which was used in choosing the ministers, 
as far forth as their vocatlon requireth.’”’ ! 

By common consent, the modern elder is a 
“presbyter,” z.¢., he is a constituent member 
of the Presbytery, and it is declared in the 
“Form of Church Government” that “ the 
power of ordering the whole work of ordina- 
tion is in the whole presbytery.” But again, 
it is stated that “ZAveaching presbyters only, 
are those to whom the imposition of hands 
doth appertain.” ¢ 


Upon the principle that the greater includes 
the lesser office, the Scottish Churches, and 
also the Presbyterian Church in Canada, al- 
low that ministers without charge may be 
elected as representative elders to the Generak 
Assembly. The American churches, with 
greater consistency, say that a minister cannot. 
serve as an elder. 

These extracts are samples of many that 
might be adduced to shew the difficulty of re- 
conciling the present practice and theory of 
the Presbyterian Churches in the matter of 
the eldership. On the one hand it is admit- 
ted that but one order of Presbyters is men- 
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tioned in the New Testament. On the other 
hand, the Church of Scotland and the Ameri- 
can churches, at least, declare the office of 
minister and elder to be distinct and, in prac- 
tice, they sharply define their respective func- 
tions: They have different qualifications ; 
they are chosen by different bodies ; elders 
are ordained by a minister, and ministers by 
the Presbytery. Elders cannot take part in 
the ordination of ministers, nor can they ad- 
minister the sacraments. As a rule it is not 
competent for elders to preside in any of the 
ecclesiastical Courts. 

The term “ Ruling Elder” is equally appli- 
cable to the whole bench of elders who, with 
the moderator, collectively exercise discipline 
when required, by admonition, suspension 
from church privileges, or excommunication, 
ag the case may be ; and they restore to privi- 
leges. The duties of the Session as further 
defined in the Canadian book of Polity, is “ to 
recelve applicants for admission into the 
church ; to grant certificates of membership 
to members leaving the congregation ; to care 
for the religious instruction of the young, in- 
cluding the oversight of Sabbath Schools ; to 
determine the hours and order of public wor- 
ship ; to appoint the time of the dispensation 
of the Lord’s Supper, and make provision for 
it; to appoint congregational fasts or thanks- 
aivings ; to appoint the times and modes of 
making special collections, and where there ' 
are no deacons, to provide for the necessities 
of the poor ; to call congregational meetings ; 
to examine and judge of the qualifications of 
persons elected to the eldership and the dea- 
conship; to receive and judge of petitions 
from the members ; to transmit papers to the 
Presbytery; and in general, to superintend 
the religious interests of the congregation.” 
Individually, ‘eack elder should keep a list of 
the communicants and adherents residing 
witnin his district. He should cultivate spe- 
cial acquaintance with them, visiting, counsel- 
ling, encouraging or warning them as may be 
required.” The term Kepresentative Elder 
applies properly to one elected annually by 
the Session to represent it in the Presbytery 
and Synod. It is improperly applied to the 
other, members of the Session who are not in 
the strict sense of the word representatives of 
the laity—else they would require to go back 
periodically to their constituents for re-election, 
whereas the Ruling Elder is a life appoint- 
ment. An exception to this rule, however, is 
found in the practice of the Church in the 
United States (North) where provision was 


made in 1875 for the election of elders for a, 


limited term, when any particular congrega- 
tion by a vote of its members in full commu- 
nion prefer so to do. But even here the office is 
held to tbe perpetual, though the exercise of 
its. functions — may cease. The elder whose 
term of office bas expired is, in effect, an elder 
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emeritus. ehas no longer a seat in the Ses- 
sion, but may by appointment of the Session 
or Presbytery become a member of any of 
the courts above the Session. 

The subject of the eldership was introduced 
to the notice of the Second General Council 
at Philadeiphia by a paper read by the Rev. 
C. H. Read, D.D., of Richmond, Va. In the 
course of the discussion which followed, 
Principal MacVicar, of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege, Montreal, said :—“It appears to me 
quite evident that as Presbyterians we are in- 
consistent in the position which we hold in 
relation to what are called Ruling Elders. 
First of all, in arguments we are accustomed 
to establish, triumphantly, as we think, that 
Presbyters and Bishops—the ZZzscofod and the 
Presbuterozt are identical. Then we turn round 
with amazing facility and inconsistency, and 
strip certain of these Presbuterod of the pow: 
er of the Efiscopot, and refuse to allow 
them to exercise the functions of the 
Bishop. To my mind, at least, the evidence 
upon which we make the distinction between 
the two classes of elders, Teaching and Rul- 
ing, is insufficient.” The whole question is 
one worth looking into, and forasmuch as the 
Council appointed a committee to obtain in- 
formation in regard to the election and nom- 
ination of Ruling Elders in the various 
branches of the Presbyterian Church, and the 
functions and duties pertaining to the office, 
1 and to report to the next meeting, it is likely 
;| that the attention of the churches will be di- 
rected to this subject in a way that may tend 
to secure greater efficiency in those who are 
called to the important and honourable office 
of the eldership. In the meantime we must 
not lose sight of the fact that ¢ere zs an order 
of office-bearers in the Church, rightly or 
wrongly called “elders.” Inthe Presbyterian 
Church in Canada there are four thousand 
Jour hundred and ten elders. Sucha body of 
men, embued with the spirit of their office, 
recognizing their high responsibilities, instruct- 
ed and qualified to discharge with fidelity the 
duties expected of them, may, and ought tobe 
a power in the Church.

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Ghe Hible in 1889, 


pERILY the Word of God is not bound, 
Wi It isin this year of grace, one of the 
freest and most efficient agencies in reforming 
and blessing mankind. Its message is deliver- 
ed in some three hundred languages to as 
many millions of the hunan race. We have 
before us the Report of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society—just issued—a portly volume 
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of nearly 600 pages, with maps of the leading 
countries where the Society’s operations are 
carried on. The extent of these operations is 
simply astonishing; and the energy with 
which they are pushed is deserving of the warm- 
est commendation. One of the most hopeful 
signs of the times is the increasing demand 
for the Holy Scriptures. Last year’s issues of 
this single society amounted to nearly 10,000 
copies a day for the working days of the year; 
and since its formation it has supplied 93,953, 
ooo copies. The translation, printing, or dis- 


tribution of the whole or part of the Bible has 
been aided in no fewer than 250 languages or 
dialects. The Bible is now sold in 345 differ- 
ent versions. Four-fifths of this number have 
been prepared since 1804,—the birth year of 
the Society. It will be remembered that our 
own Church has aided the Society, and the 
Society has aided the Church, in giving the 
Word of God in its completeness to the people 
of Aheityum in the New Hebrides—and _ por- 
tions of Scripture to the people of Erromanga, 
Aniwa and Fate. It has in like manner 
aided many other mission enterprises. 
The missionary societies of the Church of 
England requiring the Scriptures in fifty. dif- 
erent languages receive their supplies from the 
Bible Society. Other societies in England re- 
quire at least fifty versions more, and these 
they get from the same source. Missions, 
where the Bible has not been placed in the 
hands of the people, have lacked permanence. 
On the other hand, where the converts have 
been taught to read and study the Scriptures 
the fiercest persecutions have been bravely 
endured, and truth has triumphed, rising glo- 
riously even from the martyr’s pile. It was a 
remarkable Providence which, when modern 
missions extended far and wide, placed it 
within the power of missionaries to place in 
the hands of their converts the Word of Life. 
The British and Foreign Bible Society is 
nobly seconded in its efforts by other societies. 
The American Society has issued some forty 
millions of copies. The Scottish National So- 
ciety issues nearly half a million copies an- 
nually. Continental societies have aggregated 
over seventeen million copies. Private publish- 
ers in Great Britain and the United States 
issue hundreds of thousands of copies annually. 
The wide world is open to the Bible, except 
where Mohammedanism reigns unchecked, 
and except also where the Roman Catholic 
faith is stringently enforced. Heathenism it- 
self is more tolerant than these false faiths ; 
but the power of both is declining while the 
influence of the Word of Truth is extending to 
the remotest corners of Christendom, and to 
the inner recesses of heathendom. The world’s 
population is estimated at fourteen handred 
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millions. When shall these multitudes be pro- 
vided with copies of the Word of God and be 
able to read it? It is estimated that two hun- 
dred and ten million copies have already been 
circulated. This number is large ; but it leaves 
more than a thousand million unsupplied ; it 
is estimated that only about ten million copies 
have gone into circulation among heathens, 
Jews and Mahommedans, who include a vast 
majority of the human race ; and such is their 
condition in relation to the Book of books. It 
is no doubt true that the Bible has been trans- 
lated into the great leading languages of the 
heathen world, and thisis a step of the high- 
est importance; but thus far the work has 
been little more than an effective pioneering 
and preparing, for the mighty campaign be- 
tween truth and error. Among the millions of 
Africa there are probably scores of languages 
still unmastered by the missionary. There 
are great islands of the Indian Archipelago, 
there are groups in the Pacific, where the first 
word of Biblical instruction kas not yet been 
imparted. Still the noble work is advancing 
as it never advanced before. The colporteur 
is traversing the lonely steppes of Turkestan, 
the wilds of Siberia, the populous plains of 
China, the spice-groves of Malaysia. Three 
hundred colporteurs are employed in various 
European countries, and two hundred are en- 
gaged in heathen lands, circulating the Bible, 
the Bible alone. There are sections of our 
highly favoured Dominion where the Bible is 
still a forbidden book. Infidel France cate- 
gorically excludes the book fromall her schools. 
Strange that, in antipathy to the Bible, or fear 
of it, extremes meet—strange that the policy 
of atheism should coincide with the policy of 
superstition, sofar as the Bible is concerned. 
But there are in the Dominion Protestant fam- 
ilies without a Bible in their homes. This 
should not be so. While we look at the vine- 
Hints. beyond, our own vineyard should be well 
ept.

VYAOMPARE Mat. 27: 51-66 ; Luke 23: 45-56; 

YY John 19: 31:42. The Romans would have 
left the bodies on the cross till they had wasted 
away or had been torn to pieces by vultures: but 
not so with the Jews. A dead body must, accord- 
ing to their laws, be buried on the day of death, 
befare sunset. But especially must it be done in 
this case, for the next day was the great paschal 
Sabba h, and to leave these corpses exposed would 
be to defile the holy city on that day. A deputa- 
tion of the chief priests therefore waited on P%ate 
for permission to put the crucified ones to death if 
they were still alive and to bury them out of sight 
at once To prevent the possibility of a rescue, 
the cruel custom of the Roman soldiery in such 
cases was to b eak the legs of the victims by blows 
of clubs. This was indeed done to the two thieves, 
but as Jesus was already dead his body was spared 
that indignity—that the scripture might be fulfilled 
Jn. 19 ; 31-33. Thus the symbolism of the pas- 
chal lamb was unwittingly preserved, ‘‘ neither 
shall ye break a bone thereof,” Exo. 12: 46. V. 
38. Zhe veil was rent—the costly veil of purple 
and gold which covered the entrance to the holy 
of holies, into which only the high priest could en- 
ter, and that but once a year, Exo, 30:10. The 
rending of the veil signified that a way of access to 
God was now opened toall, through the blood of 
Jesus Christ, Tleb. 9’: 7-9, | 24-282 Vv. 39.’ The 
centurion—The captain of the band, who had 
charge cof the execution. Even this heathen testi- 
fies 10 Christ’s divinity. v.40. Mary Magdalene, 
see Luke $;2, often mistaken for ‘*‘the woman 
which was as.nner” in Luke 7:37, and sometimes 
for the sister of Lazarus. Mary the mother of 
Fames—the wife of Alpheus, Matt. 10:3. Salome 
—Z-bedee’s wife, mother of Jamesand John, pro- 
bably the sister of Mary mother of Jesus. vV. 43. 
Josep of Arvimathea—a rich member of the Coun- 
cil, butat heart a disciple, aud craved the body— 
asked as a favour that he might be allowed to make 
such amends as he still could for his cowardice in 
not taking a Cecided ctand for Jesus while he was 
living. y. 44. Pilate marvelled—at the early death 
of Jesus, who had only been six hours on the cross, 
an’ to find that this influential man was a sympa- 
thizer. Vv. 46. Pilate eave—willingly consented, 
perhaps to the relief of his conscience. Vv. 46 
fine tinen—for a winding sheet. Nicodemus pro- 
vided the spices, Jn. 19:39, and these two, no 
songer ‘‘seciet” disciples, with such aid as they re- 
quired from others about the cross, tenderly took 
the body down and wrapped it in the linen within 
the fold of which were plentifully strewn the 
myrrh and aloes.

MARK XV: 38-47 | DECEMBER Io. 
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Sus Hesurvection, 
MARK’XVI:1-8 
Golden Text, 1 Cor. 15 3 20. 


ZAOMPARE Matt. 28:1-8; Luke 24: 1-11; 
John 20:1-21. The resurrection of the dead 
and the immortality of the soul are fundamental 
doctrines of the Christian faith, which were only 
dimly apprehended by some of the Old Testament 
patriarchs, Job 019 :25-27; Isa. 26:19; Dan. 
I2:1-3. But inthe New Testament, and by the 
resurrection of Christ, they have been clearly es- 
tablished, 2 Tim. 1:10. The fact of Christ’s res- 
urrection rests upon the strongest possible evidence. 
The testimony of eye-witnesses, I Cor. 15 ; 3-8, is 
corroborated by Josephus who, writing in AD. 60, 
admits that ‘‘the Christ whom Pilate crucified ap- 
peared to his dsciples alive again the third day, as 
the divine prophets had foretold.” The importance 
of it cannot be overestimated. (1). It affords in- 
disputable proof of Christ’s divinity ; (2) of the 
life immortal beyond the grave. (3)* It is the 
pledge and assurance of our own resurrection. See 
1 Cor. 15:1-22. V.1. When the Sabbath was past 
—after sunset on our Saturday. Had bought—The 
women had provided the spices with whiclf they 
intended to annoint the body immediately after their 
Lord’s death, but they would not break the Sab- 
bath by even attending to this duty.

This first app ar- 
ance is,more fully described by John. V. 10. Them 
that had been with him—The Apostles. As they 
mourned and weft—thinking that all their hopes 
concerning the Messiah were now gone forever.

The 
churches that do most for the heathen are the most 
successful at home. V. 16. Le that belicveth—who 
trusts solely to Christ for the forgiveness of his sins, 
shall be saved, Jn. 3; 16-18; Acts2:383; 16:31; 
Rom. 10:9. Js baptized—Baptism will not save 
any one, but is the natural consequence and evi- 
dence of faith. He that believeth not—who posi- 
tively refuses to accept Christ as his Saviour, see 
Jn.

AHE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH in 
<) IRELAND with accustomed liberality 
has transmitted the sum of £400 sterling to- 
wards the support of our domestic missions as 
follows,—for Home Missions in the western 
section, £150 ; in the Eastern section, £100; 
and for French Evangelisation, £150. 


MORRIN COLLEGE.—In conformity with the 
action of the late General Assembly, a circu- 
lar letter has been addressed to the Congrega- 
tions and mission stations within the bounds 
of the Presbytery of Quebec calling attention 
to the advantages offered by MORRIN COL- 
LEGE, Quebec, in its faculties of Arts and 
Theology, and the claims which it has for sup- 
port. Morrin College has a good record. It 
has given the church some excellent ministers, 
and this being its first appeal to the Church 
for pecuniary aid, it ought to be generally res- 
ponded to. Mr. Atneas McMaster of Scots- 
town is treasurer of the Morrin College Fund. 
From the statement in another column, it will 
be seen that the Manitoba College now ranks 
as one of the acknowledged schemes of the 
church for which a collection is appointed to 
be taken up in all the congregations on the 
second sabbath of January next. 


LATE REv. JAMES NESBIT.—At a meeting 
of the inhabitants of Prince Albert, N. W. T., 
held recently, it has resolved to take imme- 
diate steps to erect a suitable memorial in me- 
mory of Mr. Nesbit, the first missionary at 
Prince Albert, in the form of a monument at 
his grave. Should a sufficient sum of money 
be obtained, it was further resolved to found a 
“Nesbit Scholarship” in Manitoba College, 
with the understanding that it should be trans- 
ferred to Prince Albert in the event of a Pres- 
byterian College being established there at 
some future time. Rev. Hugh McKellar of 
High Bluff, Manitoba, and formerly missionary 
at Prince Albert, has taken the matter in hand 
and appeals to the whole Church for assistance, 
to carry it through.

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HES COLLEGES: 

PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, HALIFAX.—The 
session of this College was opened on Wed- 
nesday. the 1st November, in Fort Massey 
Church. Rey. Professor Currie delivered 
before a large audience, a lecture on the im- 
portance of the study of Hebrew. The at- 
tendance of students is smaller than usual. 
At a meeting of the Board of managers it was 
resolved to ask ministers to direct the atten- 
tion of young men in their congregations to 
the claims of the ministry. The Building and 
Endowment fund now amounts to over $70,- 
000. There are $30,000 subscribed but still 
unpaid. Steps are to be taken to collect this 
amount with the least possible delay. 

QUEEN’S COLLEGE, KINGSTON.—The chair 
of Natural Philosophy in Queen’s University 
being vacant owing to the retirement of Dr. 
Williamson, the trustees first fixed upon a 
short leet of three men out of a large number 
of candidates, and then requested the Princi- 
pal to select one of the three to fill the chair. 
Mr. D. H. Marshall, M. A. has been selected 
as the fittest of the three, and he has arrived 
and been installed. Professor Marshall though 
only thirty-four years of age, has already had 
a varied and distinguished career. He carried 
off in Edinburgh University the two most val- 
uable science scholarships, the Tyndall Bruce 
and the Drummond, holding each for three 
years. He was then appointed Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Natural Philosophy in Edinburgh, 
and trained in the laboratory there several 
men who now occupy chairs of science,in Bri- 
tain. He next accepted an appointment as 
Professor of Mathematics and Physics in the 
Imperial College of Japan, where heorganized 
the laboratory and trained young Japanese to 
succeed him. On his retnrn to Scotland. he 
was Offered a chair of science in South Africa, 
but preferred Canada. He is known not only 
as a scholar and Professor, but also in origin- 
al work and asa writer. He promises to be a 
great acquisition to Queen’s College, and we 
extend to him a cordial welcome to Canada. 

KNOX COLLEGE, ToRONTO.—A few weeks 
ago an influential meeting of the friends of 
this Institution was held in Toronto when re- 
solutions were adopted pledging the meeting 
to immediate action in the direction of provi- 
ding an Endowment Fund of at least $200.000 
for the College. It was stated that the pre- 
sent revenue is inadequate to meet the neces- 
sary annual expenditure by about one thou- 
sand dollars a year, and that, consequently, 
the floating debt is yearly increasing —a state 
eof matters which evidently could not be con- 
tinued much longer. Scarcely had the echoes 
of the speakers’ voices died away when a no- 
ble response came from an unexpected quar- 
ter. Mr. James Maclaren of Buckingham, 
Que., has intimated his intention of endowing 


the chair of Systematic Theology occupied by 
his brother, Professor Maclaren, and who has 
subscribed for this purpose the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars. Mr. Maclaren has madea 
good investment and we sincerely hope that 
his example will be followed by many other 
friends of the College according to their 
ability. 

DALHOUSIE COLLEGE, Halifax.—The ses- 
sion was opened on Tuesday, Oct. 31st. Pro- 
fessor Schurman delivered the inaugural lec- 
ture. The Synod of the Maritime Provinces 
supports three professors in this institution. 
The number of students this session is over 
100. 


MANITOBA COLLEGE. 


The General Assembly in St. John, N. B.., ap- 
preciating the rising importance of the North- 
west, and the value to our Church of Manitoba 
College, placed it for the first time among the 
Schemes of the Church, and appointed a col- 
lection to be taken on its behalf on the second 
sabbath of January. The Home Mission Com- 
mittees—both East and West—are now re- 
lieved from all responsibility for the College, 
but the Assembly declared that this was done 
“in the confidence that the response from the 
congregations of the whole church will more 
than take the place of that amount; but this 
confidence can only be realized by every ses- 
sion bringing the claims of the College before 
the congregation and securing a contribution 
however small.” What are the claims of the 
College for support? It has been the very 
centre of our mission movement in the North- 
west, in which our church has surpassed any 
of the other churches, since Canada obtained 
the Northwest. Its Professors and students 
have been active missionaries. No less than 
twenty stations have been opened, and a large 
amount of supply given by those connected 
with Manitoba College, while they have aided 
much in organization throughout the Presby- 
tery. Three young men have been ordained 
from the College, and of the present students 
for the Ministry of the College, of whom.there 
are eight, two are teaching Indian schools, one 
occupying a large field, and the remainder 
supplying stations along the C. P. R. south and 
west of Winnipeg, for 60 or 100 miles, sabbath 
after sabbath. The immediate cause for the 
establishment of the college was, that for High- 
er Education our young men were compelled 
to attend either the Roman Catholic or the 
Episcopolian College near Winnipeg. Our 
College has more than met the object aimed at. 
Though young compared with these others, it 
has now the best building of the three, and 
since the establishment of the University of 
Manitoba (solely an Examining and Degree- 
conferring body), Manitoba College has edu- 
cated for the University more than the other 
two together. Already the College has educa- 
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‘Class numbers ‘ortv-‘ve, the largest yet.

ted 7 for the B. A. Degree, and this year sends 
6if not 7 more for B. A., and about 20 more 
for the other University Examinations. Win- 
nipeg heing no less than 13co miles trom To- 
ronto, to educate young men for the ministry, 
as well as Presbyterian young men for posi- 
tions of usefulness in professions and business, 
itis plain we must have such a University 
College with its due share of representation 
on the University of Manitoba. The new build- 
ing and site casting $40,0c0, though not yet all 
pai id for, has been undertaken and erected by 
the people i in Manitoba themsclves, and all ad- 
mit that the building is a credit to the Presby- 
tcrian Church, and ‘Is most commodious and 
comfortable. In new states of society such a 
“visible manifestation” is worth ten times as 
much to the church, as the boast of “historic 
position” or high-talk about ‘our great prin- 
ciples.” The staff of Manitoba College con- 
sists of two regular appointees of the General 
Assembly, Professors Bryce and Hart, who in 
addition to their dutics in Arts give instruc- 
tions in Systematic Theology and Exegesis 
respectively, together with four Tutors. These 
Tutors are all Alumni of the College. They 
are Messrs. A. M. Campbell, B.A., N. Mc- 
Callum, b.A., R.G. McBeth, B. A., all Honor 
graduates, and Mr. \W. Omand, undergrad- 
uate. It may well be thought that it takes a 
considerable amount of money to meet neccs- 
sary expenses, though the Tutors are obtained 
at smaller salaries than regularly appointed 
Professors, and the strictest economy is main- 
tained. That the whole staff work hard may 
be inferred, when it is stated that the necessary 
classes for the complete B. A. work are car- 
ried on. Thisisafrank statement of the work. 
Manitoba Presbytery is looked to for $1000 
this year, besides providing buildings, &c. 
The fees will amount to upwards of $1000. 
For ordinary revenue the Eastern Provinces 
are earnestly appealed to for $2000, as well as 
for an extra 4 cents a member throughout the 
church to wipe off the debt for which the As- 
sembly is responsible. The Education of our 
future ministry in the Northwest, the mission 
work, our position as a church, the spread of 
sound ideas, and the maintenance of a high 
standard of Presbyterian cu ure in North- 
western Canada, all <:me-.: that Manitoba 
College be supported.

Members of Presbytery were di- 
rected to give supply to Miramichi congrega- 
tion at the request of session. Committees 
were appointed to prepare reports on the State 
of Religion, Temperance, Sabbath Schools 
and Statistics.

QUEBEC, 8th November:—The report on 
the Home Mission work of the Presbytery 
was full of interest, shewing a large amount 
of work done chiefly by the Theological stu- 
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dents of Morrin College. Two vacant charges 
had been filled since last meeting, viz., St. Syl- 
vester and Danville. The newly organized 
congregation of Gould asked leave to build a 
church, which was granted on the conditions 
that the site is satisfactory to the Presbytery, 
and that subscriptions to the extent of two- 
thirds of the entire estimated cost be obtain- 
ed before the building is commenced. A com- 
mittee was appointed to consider and report 
on the stipends of the ministers within the 
bounds. Mr. McMaster reports having re- 
ceived contributions to the Morrin College 
Fund. He was appointed to appear before 
the Board of French Evangelization to plead 
the cause of French Mission work within the 
bounds. In the evening Rev. Dr. Cook, Prin- 
cipal of Morrin College, delivered an able 
lecture in connection with the opening of the 
Theological department of the College ses- 
sion. F, M. DEWEY, CUZ. 

TORONTo, November 7th:—Mr. PB. B. Mc- 
Donald, probationer, declared his acceptance 
of the call from Mount Albert, and arrange- 
ments were made for his ordination on the 
21st of the month ; Rev. W. Frizzel to pre- 
side and preach, Rev. Dr. Frazer to deliver 
the charge, and Rev. J. Frazer, of Sutton, to 
address the eongregation. Rev. J. Alexander 
reported on a call from Georgetown and 
Limehouse, to Rev. P. R. Ross, minister at 
Cote des Neiges. The call was sustained and 
ordered to be transmitted with relative docu 
ments, to the Presbytery of Montreal. Prin-- 
cipal McVicar and Professor Scrimger were 
also appointed to support the call before said 
Presbytery. A lengthened report of a com- 
mittee was read anent Hornby, which was re- 
ceived with thanks.

Geclesinaticnl Mews. 


D*. A. N. SOMERVILLE, of Glasgow, 
is about to undertake an evangelistic 
mission in South Africa, in response to many 
pressing invitations from that country. He 
will be accompanied by Mr. John B. Cumming 
eldest son of Dr. Elder Cumming. It is said 
that Dr. Taylor of Thurso, is likely to be 
nominated as Moderator of the next General 
Assembly of the Free Church. The Estab- 
lished Presbytery of Glasgow have had a 
meeting to consider a report on co-operation 
with other denominations. Dr. Milligan, of 
Aberdeen, the Moderator of the General As- 
sembly of the Church of Scotland, at a recent 
public meeting, sounded a note of warning— 
“that in the course of perhaps not very many 
years, unless they took the opportunity when 
it was in their power of mending matters, the 
people of Scotland may be deprived of all 
those religious endowments which their pious 
forefathers left for the good of religion in the 
land, and those. moneys may be—he would 
use no lighter word—spoiled and robbed for 
the mere promotion of worldly and secular 
objects, which can be and are well enough se- 
cured without them.” In the Free Presbytery 
of Edinburgh, Dr. Begg proposed the trans- 
mission of an overture to the Assembly pray- 
ing that Court “to resist to the uttermost the 
introduction of instrumental music into our 
worship.” Six ministers and eight elders sup- 
ported him. Twenty ministers and eleven 
elders voted with Dr. Rainy against the trans- 
mission of the overture. Dr. Rainy held that 
now the subject has been raised, the Church 
is bound to consider it seriously and give a 
definite deliverance upon it. For many years 
he had been under the influence of the con- 
viction that they could not exclude instrumen- 
tal music under the principle laid down in the 
Confession of Faith. He was not prepared to 
uphold the prohibition of instrumental music. 
A great religious mass meeting was lately held 
in the Corn Exchange,, Edinburgh, the imme- 
diate purpose of which was to bring the up- 
per and middle classes into contact with the 
lower classes. The meeting was held on a 
Sabbath Day and lasted from half-past nine 
in the morning till eight in the evening; a 
change of chairmen was made every hour. All 
day long the exercises went on, speech and 
hymn and recitation alternating with each 
other, and people of all classes freely moving 
out of the building and intoit. The main to- 
pic of discussion was how to reach the lapsed 
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masses, or non-church-goers. In connection 
with Moody and Sankey’s work in Plymouth, 
England, it is said that nearly all the military 
staff of one of the Government offices in that 
town had become “soldiers of the cross.” 
The meetings were crowded to overflowing, 
soldiers and sailors forming a large part of 
the audiences. Mr. Moody had to absent 
himself from some of the meetings to obtain 
needed rest; but Lady Hope, who is an 
eamest evangelist and an effective speaker, 
took his place, while Mr. Sankey kept at his 
post as singer. At the close of the Plymouth 
campaign Messrs. Moody and Sankey cross. 
ed the channel to France and held their first 
meeting in the American chapel, Paris, which 
was crowded,chiefly by Americansand English. 
Miss Booth has commenced an evangelistic 
work among the labouring classes in Paris, 
and has met with a very friendly reception. 
The Salvation Army continues to attract no- 
tice. The Bishop of Peterborough, speaking 
at Leicester on Tuesday, condemned the sen- 
sationalism of the movement. On the other 
hand the Bishop of Liverpool, speaking at 
Southport, thanked God for the work done by 
the Army. 

CHURCH CONGRESSES are the order of the 
day. The Jubilee Congress of the Baptist 
Union was lately held in Liverpool with great 
enthusiasm. Mr. Spurgeon preached to 6,000 
people in Mengler’s circus. Ministers of other 
denominations were present and gave expres- 
sion to cordial fraternal greetings. Zhe Con- 
gregational Union of England and Wales 
met in Bristol. An incident connected with 
this gathering is worthy of note, indicating 
that the tendencies of ecclesiastical thought 
are in the right direction. A deputation of 
some thirty or forty clergymen of the Church 
of England, headed by the Dean of Bristol, 
was introduced and presented an address of 
sincere Christian welcome to the Union, in 
which handsome acknowledgement was made 
of the piety, zeal, learning and eloquence of 
its ministry, and expressing the desire to live 
in brotherly love with one another and, as far 
as possible, to co-operate in efforts for the 
furtherance of the Gospel. The event was 
regarded by all to be as gratifying as it is new. 
The annual meeting of the Church of Eing- 
land Congress was held at Derby, under the 
presidency of the Bishop of Litchfield, who, 
by the way, is a Scotchman. A lively discus- 
sion took place on the relations of this Church 
to other communions. It is not without signi- 
ficance that the President in summing up the 
debate characterized the proceedings of that 
day as evidencing a desire to find out not only 
some modus vivendi, but some modus co-oper- 
andi with those who are separated from the 
Church of England. While it was acknow- 
ledged on all hands that unior with the Church 
of Rome was impossible, there were indica- 
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tions of a desire, on the part of some at least, 
for a brotherly recognition of ministers of 
other evangelical communities. The Bishop 
of Nelson even went so far as to approve of 
English Church pulpits being opened to Non- 
conformists under proper guarantees. He held 
fhat the Church of England had cause to be 
hatte to Dissent for what it had done in 

eeping churchmen awake and stimulating 
fheir energies. The Rev. Francis Lyne, com- 
monly known aS Father Ignatius, dressed in 
full monastic garb, in an extraordinary speech 
declared that he had no controversy either 
with Dissenters or Roman Catholics who had 
personal faith ina personal and living Saviour ; 
and in his opinion the chief difficulty of Dis- 
senters with regard to the Church of England 
was, that there was not one-half of the clergy 
who could say, in the words of Christ, that 
they had been converted and become as little 
children. All the Bishops in the world, he 
said, could not make an evangelical preacher. 
He would sooner listen to the Primitive Me- 
tthodist who had been in the Holy Ghost’s 
school than to a college of educated dons 
who had not yet had that teaching. His con- 
cluding words, spoken in rousing tones were : 
© That Church which brushes away the rub- 
bish from the. rock and exhibits the rock to 
the sinner—the Rock is Christ, and ‘other 
foundation can no man lay than that ’—that is 
the Church which will be uppermost in the 
day of the Lord. If the Roman Catholic 
Church does it, up with the Church of Rome! 
If the Church of England does it, up with the 
Church of England! If the Salvation Army 
does it, up with the Salvation Army !” Bishop 
Ryle pointed out that the absence of the 
working classes from their services “endan- 
gered the very existence of the Establishment,” 
and could only be cured by more direct and 
lively preaching, and by an exhibition of 
greater sympathy with the poor, The Bishop 
of Bedford said they must emulate the enthu- 
siasm of “ General” Booth, and strive to ob- 
tains a like “realistic grip” of the people. 
Something approaching to a controversy has 
broken out afresh in the Presbyterian Church 
of England upon “the parity of the Elder- 
ship” and “ the eligibility of ruling elders to 
the Moderator’s Chair.” The Revised Old 
Testament, it is rumoured, may be ready for 
publication by the close of next year. The 
death of Rev. Dr. Kirkpatrick of Dublin, to 
whom Dr. John Hall, of New York, was col- 
league for a number of years, is the removal 
of one of the oldest and best known land- 
marks of the Irish Presbyterian Church. He 
was ordained in July 1829, and so was over 
53 years minister of the same congregation, 
the first in point of importance in Dublin. He 
was a man of fine literary taste, an excellent 
scholar, and his piety was acknowledged on 
all hands. He will be much missed in the! 
councils of the Church. 


FRANCE.—Thereis matterfor praise, inthe 
rapid extension of the work of evangelization 
among the French working*classes, by the 
Macall Mission. When I left Paris in April 
of last year, the forty-second mission hall had 
just been opened in the city of Versailles, of 
which ¢wenty-six were situated in Parzs and 
its suburbs. Now, there aresome seventy in 
all, of which Paris claims above thirty. In 
all the more important centres of population 
in France, one can now hear the praises of 
God sung, by those who formerly belonged to 
the ranks of Communists, and would to-day be 
associated with the anarchists, who are seek- 
ing to destroy peace and order in France, had 
not the gospel been carried to them. Mr. 
Hirsch, the converted Jew, has been lecturing 
in Angers, a town of over /if/ty-thousand, in 
the west, a great stronghold of priestly power. 
The first lecture was on, The Reformation, tts 
origin and benefits ; the second, The Family. 
These were well chosen, for a Catholic com- 
munity. A breach has there been made, 
which it is hoped will widen, admitting the 
light of saving truth to thousands of dark 
hearts. At Montpellier, another large town 
in the south, a mission hall has been opened, 
with encouraging prospects. Also, another at 
Thorigny, the expenses of which are met by 
Mr. Macall. Messrs. Moody and Sankey have 
spent a fortnight in Parzs,where they evident- 
ly made a most excellent impression. The 
farewell meeting, in the largest Protestant 
church in Paris, was a very large one. Mr. 
Moody has appealed to the well known Pastor, 
M. Theodore Monod, to resign his present 
charge in Parzs, and give himself up to the 
work of evangelization, for which he has such 
eminent talents and aptitudes. Our hearts 
must surely echo this appeal. Meanwhile, 
the harvest is very great, and what has been 
already done seems only as adrop ina bucket. 
France has enemies not a few, in her own 
children. Signs are not wanting to shew that 
the revolutionary fire still smoulders. The 
stability of the present form of government 
seems far from assured. What is wantecl is 
the gospel to regenerate the people, and create 
confidence in one another, the lack of which 
is the cause o the present uncertainty. Would 
that the Lord would raise up a Knox for 
France, whose burning zeal and prevailing 
prayer.-—Give me France or I die— would save 
a great country from peril and from darkness,

From the foregoing table, it will be observ- 
ed that only $16,111.06 has been received, of 
the $19,009 required. The result, however, is 
by no means discouraging, the receipts being 
$3,792-91,—or fully thirty per cent.,—in excess 
of those of the preceding year, while the num- 
ber of contributing congregations has increas- 
ed from four hundred .uc twenty-four to five 
hundred and eighteen.

REPORT TO THE PRESBYTERY OF BRUCE 
BY THE REV. GEORGE MACLENNAN OF 
UNDERWOOD. 


et a Manitoba and the North 
)\45 West bulk so largely in our mission re- 
ports of the Church, it were a mistake to sup 
pose that the Presbyterian Church in Canada 
has no other mission field. The fact is there 
is not a Presbytery and scarcely a county in 
the wide Dominion where our Home mission- 
aries are not to be found ministering to scat- 
ered groups, too few in number to support @ 
minister for themselves. The report before 
us gives a most Interesting account of part of 
the mission ficld adopted by the PRES8Y TERY 
OF BRUCE. Owing to its geographical posi- 
tion, this Presbytery” has»no mission ground, 
technically so called, within its own bounds 
nevertheless it has sought outa field elsewhere 
and is doing the best it can to cultivate it. It 
embraces the the Grand Manitoulinand St. Jose 
eph Island, and the northern coasts of Lake 
Huron, including the Bruce Mines ; the Sault 
Ste. Marie, and Prince Arthurs Landing— 
separated from the last named place by the 
largest fresh water lake in the world—nearly 
400 miles in length. Here is a mission field 
as interesting as.it is unique. Some of the 
stations are during: a ‘considerable:portion ‘of 
the year inaccessible to the outer world. Taker 
as a whole, it is probably the most difficult 
field to work in the Dominion. By instrue- 
tions from the Presbytery, the Rev. George 
McLennan of Underwood  ntertook this falk 
to visit the insular stations and those at Thes- 
salon and the Bruce Mines on the mainland: 
The following summary of his report will re- 


pay a careful perusal, and will be all the more 
intelligible by ar <scace to a map of this» 
section of country. 
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THESSALON,—The first point visited is a 
small village on the shore of Lake Huron, at 
the mouth of the river of the samename. It de- 
pends on the lumber trade entirely for its ex- 
istence. There is a Union church here which 
we occupy con-jointly with the Canada Metho- 
dists. Mr. Macarthur our missionary, has 
been supplying five regular stations here, giv- 
ing them fortnightly services, taking three one 
Sabbath and two on the other. The names of 
these stations are Zhe Dump, Culivers, Thes- 
salon, Harris Mills, and Wiers Atiils. Har- 
ris’ Mills is ten miles from Thessalon, the 
others being nearer ; it promises to be an im- 
portant station, most of the settlers being 
Presbyterians. Mr. MacLennan dispensed 
the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper at Thes- 
salon, to seven communicants, and in the 
evening of the same day, at Maple Ridge, two 
and a half miles from Harris, to twelve 
communicants. Two children were baptized 
in this district. Mr Macarthur being about 
toremove on account of ill health, a provision- 
al arrangement has been made with Mr. Hec- 
tor: MacLennan, a young man who though not 
yet a student has the ministry in view, to la- 
bour in the field during the winter months. 

BRUCE MINES.—At this place Mr. McLen- 
nan was hospitably received by Mr. John Mc- 
Phee. It was arranged that the Communion 
should be dispensed at O¢tertazl Lake—eight 
miles N. East of Bruce Mines, in the woods. 
After services in English and Gaelic, ten per- 
sons, mostly females, partook of the Sacra- 
ment of the Lord’s Supper. The number 
would have been larger but for the insufficient 
notice given. The field which has been sup- 
plied by the Students’ Missionary Association 
of Knox College, Toronto, has five preaching 
stations with about fifty families and twenty-five 
communicants. From Bruce mines it extends 
back for twenty miles with a breadth of ten 
miles. There isa Union Church at the Mines 
another at Ottertail Creek, and a Presbyterian 
Church at Rockdale. The people are prepar- 
ed to guarantee at least $350 annually towards 
the stipend of an ordained missionary. Three 
children were baptized by Mr. McLennan. 
The Rev. James Cameron of Chatsworth, and 
his brother-in-law, Rev. Charles Cameron, 
during their visit to this neighborhood, also 
‘baptized two children and organized a Sab- 

bath School. 
“ST. JOSEPH ISLAND.—Here the deputy 
was met by Mr. John A. Ross, the missionary, 
who had made arrangements for having com- 
:munion dispensed at two places on the same 
day. On the Sabbath forenoon the congrega- 
tion met in the woods near the Mountain 
school-house, to the number of sixty-two per- 
sons, of whom seventeen were communicants. 

In the afternoon, at Richard’s school-house, a 

congregation of fifty-eight were assembled, 
eight of whom joined the communian service 
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A committee of seven was elected, three at 
Richards’, and four for the rest of the island. 
As yet the country is very new ; the roads are 
very rough and few of them. The island is 
twenty miles long and twelve miles broad. It 
is proposed to open 2 new road the whole 
length of the island ; if this were done the 
work of our missionaries would be much 
lighter. Zarvdu¢t, on the north shore, opposite 
Richards’, was next visited, and here the de- 
puty was hospitably entertained by Mr. Mal- 
colm McLennan. After sermons in English 
and Gaelic Mr. McLennan proceeded to or- 
ganize a congregation by forming a commun- 
ion roll, electing a Board of managersand two 
elders. The number of communicants is 
seventeen. .The number of families is from 
35 to5o. Achurch site has been secured at 
Burnt Corners, two and a half miles from the 
lake shore. The Messrs. Camerons had also 
visited this field and organized two Sabbath 
Schools. Though they have no regular supply 
at present, the people meet together every 
Lord’s Day, and Mr. John McLean, one of 
the elders elect, conducts a service. They in- 
tend to proceed immediately with the building 
of alog church. In this field Mr. McLennan 
baptized four children and two adults. 
MANITOULIN ISLAND, situated in the 
northern part of Lake Huron, is about ninety 
miles long and thirty wide. The total popula- 
tion is between seven and eight thousand. 
Mr. MacLennan reached Gore Bay, the prin- 
cipal station, at midnight on Saturday, Ist 
September, and received a hearty welcome 
from Rev. Hugh McKay, resident missionary. 
He preached next day to an audience of 112, 
and dispensed the sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper to thirty communicants, Mr. McKay 
assisting. Messrs. Cameron had been here 
also and had organized a Sabbath School and 
got the people to elect a financial committee. 
This Sabbath School has now an attendance 
of 27 scholars and four teachers. Proceeding 
in the afternoon to Kagawong—twelve miles 
—Mr. McLennan preached to an audience of 
eighty-two and dispensed the sacrament to 
twelve communicants, Mr. MacKay taking 
the preliminary service. At Gore Bay there 
is a glebe of five acres and the people are 
prepared to offer $300 per annum towards the 
support of an ordained missionary. JA/anzto- 
waning was reached by steamer and here the 
deputy met with Mr. McGillivray whosupplies 
six stations regularly and two occasionally 
The six stations are Gore Bay, Ice Lake, 
Mudge Bay, Little Current—35 miles from 
Gore Bay—and S/ack’s Station. The other 
two being Zzl/s and Barpee Township. Mr. 
MacKay supplies five stations, preaching at 
Manitowaning every Sabbath and at the other 
stations fortnightly—namely zy Grove, 
Tehkummah, Michaels Bay and Sparrow's. 
There are 73 families on the whole field and 
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45 communicants. There are two elders at 
Tehkummah, but none at Manitowaning at 
present. There is a debt of $100 on the Man- 
itowaning church. Mr. MacKay supplies 
other stations occasionally.— Bzdwel/, 10 miles 
distant, where 30 attend ; S£zppers, 17 miles, 
where 75 attend. Mr. Hannah supplied five 
stations during the summer. He reports that 
there are several localities in the island that 
have been seldom or never visited and states 
that Manitoulin Island alone would require 
three ordained missionaries. On Cockburn 
Island, lying between Manitoulin and St. 
Joseph Island, there are a large number of 
Presbyterians, anxious to have the services of 
a missionary. Another point on the north 
shore is Algoma Mills where the C. P.R. 
have a wharfand depot. This place is. likely 
to increase rapidly and should be looked after 
and cared for. Mr. McLennan concludes his 
admirable report by saying that in Algoma 
there is abundant room for active young men ; 
and if we could only succeed in getting four 
or five settled ministers in that district, they 
could then be fairly launched as the Presby- 
tery of Algoma. 


EASTERN SECTION. 


MISSION WORK ON THE TOBIQUE RIVER. 
Mr. A. P. Logan, who laboured here during 
the summer reports to the Presbytery of St. 
John. Three Brooks, Arthurette, McQuarrie 
settlement, Trout Brook Colony, Leonard, 
Long Island, Everett, and Riley Brook—eight 
stations in ali. At Three Brooks there is a 
Church just finished. There are ten Presby- 
terian families. Services were held here on 
the second and and fourth Sabbaths of each 
month ; average attendance 23. Tne Lord’s 
Supper was celebrated on the first Sabbath of 
September, when ome was added to the roll. 
The state of religion is low. Arthurette is 
four miles down the river, here we have 3 fam- 
ilies ; services twice a month, largest atten- 
dance 50, average 37; a Sunday School is 
kept here. Across the river is McQuarrie 
Settlement, where we have three families ; 
services monthly. largest attendance 50, aver- 
age 33. Onechild was baptized. Eight miles 
down the river is Trout Brook, § families ; ser- 
vice monthly, largest attendance 40, average 
38. Two miles through the woods is Leonard 


Settlement, we have two families here ; held. 


a week evening and a Sabbath service. Four- 
teen miles up the river from Three Brooks is 
Long Island, 3 families ; held week evening 
service here; 3 children baptized. Twelve 
miles still further up is Everett Settlement, 3 
families ; held two evening meetings here. 
Still further up 12 miles is Riley Brook, month- 
ly meetings, 5 families, largest attendance 25, 
average 20. The entire field is 50 miles in 
length. The missionary found the people ex- 
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ceedingly kind, and anxious to have more ser- 
vices. Rev. J. A. F. Sutherland afforded the 
missionary valuable assistance, exchanging 
with him whenever required, and administer- 
ing the sacraments. Total number of Presby- 
terian families on the Tobique, 34; families 
visited, 64. Services were held on 23 Sab- 
baths and .4 week days. Eight infants were 
baptized, and one adult joined the communion 
of the Church. Amount contributed, $7.50 
Most of the families were visited twice, some 
oftener.

LETTER FROM REV. B. K. MCELMON. 


GOMox, if I mistake not, is the most 
westerly white settlement in the Dom- 
inion of Canada. Itis situated onthe east 
side of Vancouver Island about 130 miles 
north of Victoria. It is a beautiful valley 
cosily nestling in the elbow of a mountain 
range. A succession of mountain peaks 
encircle it, stretching from north to south- 
west. These peaks are not high enough to be 
covered with snow all the year round, but in 
some of the deep canons between the moun- 
tains the accumulated snow remains all sum- 
mer, presenting from a distance, the appear- 
ance of glaciers. The first settlers of Comox 
arrived about the year 1862. A large propor- 
tion of which were English and were soon 
after followed with the ordinances of religion 
by the Church of England. A log church was 
erected in which the people worshipped for a 
number of years. About five years ago it was 
substituted by a more elegant building, and 
the old one has since been pulled down. In 
the summer of 1875 a number of Presbyter- 
ian families from New Brunswick came here 
and settled. In October of the following year 
the Rev. Simon McGregor, who was then 
minister of St. Andrews Church, Victoria, 
visited Comox, and remained about a week. 
He preached on Sabbath and on the Monday 
following he held a business meeting at which 
it was decided to undertake the erection of a 
Presbyterian Church, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the work. Mr. Mc- 
Gregor, though not the first Presbyterian 
minister to set foot in Comox, for Rev. R. 
Jamieson had visited it some years previous, 
was yet the first to formally unfurl the ban- 
ner and plant the standard of Presbyterianism 
here. Our people were much cheered by his 
visit and expressed an earnest desire to havea 
minister. Being invited to come and Jabour 
in this field, I accepted the invitation and ar- 
rived in September, 1877. On my arrival the 
Church was in course of erection and in three 
weeks after I came the outside was completed 
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and a floor, seats and pulpit made of rough 
boards so we could worship in it. It remain- 
ed in this condition for about two years and a 
half. It was then finished in the inside. And 
now for more than two years we have enjoyed 
the pleasure of worshipping in our hand- 


some and comfortable church, capable of 


seating over one hundred persons, built at a 
cost of nearly $1000, and which is entirely free 
from debt. When I came our people were 
not numerous and were not able to do much 
towards the support of ordinances. Many 
were new settlers and it required all their 
means to get started on their farms. 
Bayne’s Sound, which is about ten miles 
distant, was expected to form an important 
part of my charge, as, at that time, a coal 
mine was being opened. The coal, however, 
did not prove good, and the mine was 
abandoned, and the place left without inhabi- 
tant. I may mention that just now parties are 
prospecting for coal in Comox and neighbour- 
hood. If coal is discovered, as is confidently 
expected, mining operations will no doubt 
commence at once, and a large increase in 
population will be the result. In their need 
of money forthe support of Gospel ordinances 
the Church of Scotland came to their assist- 
ance and generously gave £50 towards build- 
ing the church and also a liberal grant to- 
wards the support of their minister. Though 
of silver and gold they have not an abundance 
yet of such as they have they give. They 
have always been thoughtful of their minister, 
and besides paying a portion of salary, have 
generously contributed many articles of 
produce, which materially reduced the cost of 
living, and never have they been more mind- 
ful of the wants of his family, in this respect, 
than during the past season. Even his horse 
has not been forgotten, as a winter supply of 
hay has been laid in for him. Five years 
have now passed since I commenced to labour 
in this field, and although the fruit of my 
labour is not abundant yet it has not been al- 
together in vain. I have reason “to thank 
God and take courage.” Comparatively few 
have come forward to declare themselves on 


the Lord’s side, yet evidence is not wanting of 


increased interest in spiritual things. 


Hrenel Evangelization.

sI@*RIENDS of this branch of the work of 
Ax our Church often ask us missionaries 
what we think of the state of the field in 
which we labour. It may not thefore be amiss 
to state here a few facts, relating to this sub- 
ject, which have come under our own person- 
al observation. The class of people who lis- 
ten to us most readily, are neither the highest 
nor the lowest. They are generally what is 
popularly known as the middle class. The 


reason is not hard to find. There are nota 
few of the members of the best families. 
—men of education—men of broad views and 
liberal principles, who entertain no prejudi- 
ces against us personally, much less against 
the doctrines we preach. But although we 
find them universally courteous whenever ve 
have the privilege to meet them, there is 
no likelihood of any one of them openly avow- 
ing his preference of simple evangelical truth 
to the pompous ritualism of Rome. Such a 
step, would in the most of cases, be equivalent 
to a sentence of ostracism against him. Ifa 
merchant, his customers would desert him. If 
a professional man, his clients would avoid 
him. If ambitious, his path to political pre- 
ferment would be hopelessly blocked up. The 
sacrifice is too great. But few men in our age 
seem to have what has been called “ the voca- 
tion of martyrdom.” Members of the lower 
orders on the other hand, are generally too 
ignorant, too superstitious and too much ac- 
customed to blind obedience to the priesthood 
to venture as yet to think for themselves. They 
have been told Protestants and atheists are 
synonymous terms, and many believe it. They 
have been forbidden to enter our churches, 
read our testaments or converse with us on re- 
ligion, and of course they obey. Now and then 
one more zealous than others, ventures within 
our church walls, to stare round, assumes the 
mostcontemptuous looks and attitudesand goes 
out noisily. “Ad majorem Dei gloria.” Sat- 
isfied that in doing thus, he has proven to 
every beholder the immense superiority of his 
faith to ours. We might as well think of 
knocking down a stone wall by running our 
head against it, as to convince of his error 
one of that kind. But there are fortunately 
some thinkers with some education, who have 
not abjured the right of thinking for them- 
selves in religious matters. Such men come 
to hear us, get acquainted with us, like the 
Jews of Berea, turn to Scripture to see if what 
they hear is true, and one after the other cast 
in their lot with us. There is scarcely one of 
our meetings in Montreal without a few such 
men. They are worth gaining over for they 
bring others with them, and through them 
many of the fictions, once devoutly believed, 
about us, are now laughed at, such, for in- 
stance, as that anyone joining Evangelical 
churches, had to stamp on the crucifix, and be- 
lieve the Blessed Virgin to have been a bad 
woman. Not many years ago, when there 
were only two French Protestant churches in 
Montreal, a meetingof fifty people was thought 
alarge one. With five or six churches now, 
it is seldom indeed that we have less than ane 
hundred on a Sabbath evening, and often 
enough we have nearer two. And whereas in 
1875, in one of our churches alone, the minis- 
ter baptized only three children, in 1881 he 
baptized zhirty-jive. C. A. DOUDIET.

LETTER FROM REV. J. W. MACKENZIE. 
“Le Dr. McGregor. 


Sydney, N. S. W. 2nd Sept., 1882. 
\ Ky JE arrived here in safety after a very 


pleasant voyage of between six and 
-seven weeks from London. So far-as the mo- 
‘tion was concerned we would scarcely have 
known that we were at sea until we passed the 
Can>. But when we reached 42° S. Lat., 
and 42° E. Long., we had a gale which last- 
ed a day or two, and tossed us about a good 
deal, but without doing much damage to our 
ship. We called at St. Vincent and Cape 
Town. I was very much disappointed that we 
-could not set foot on the great continent of 
Africa. Small-pox was raging at Cape Town, 
and the captain thought it advisable to pre- 
vent the passengers from landing. Those who 
came on board there were well fumigated. 
Very little has been heard from the New Heb- 
rides since the “ Dayspring ” left herein April. 
All we know of her movements is that she is 
to leave here on the 2oth inst., that is not 
-quite so early as I expected, but I suppose 
they could not send her away from the islands 
-any sooner. I thought when I left Halifax 
that possibly she might leave here the begin- 
‘ning of the month, hence my anxiety to leave 
when I did. Another reason why she should 
‘be sent up as early as possible is that Mr. 
Gray, the new missionary from South Austra- 
dia, whose wife took ill just as the vessel was 
ready to sail, has been waiting all this time to 
go down in her. We are now looking for her 
every day. We are very sorry to hear that 
Mr. Neilson has resigned connection with the 
mission. Two new missionaries are coming 
out from Seotland to go down in April next. 
One of them is a medical man, and is to be 
successor to Mr. Copeland on Futuna. So we 
are to have a medical missionary at last. This 
will no doubt be a great advantage, providing 
‘we can reserve all our ailments until such time 
_as our vessel can bring him to us, or carry us 
ito see him. My health, I am thankful to say, 
‘Is quite as good as when I left Nova Scotia. 
indeed | have not felt better since I left the 
‘islands than since coming to Sydney. The 
Winter is just over and the temperature is very 
pleasant. Mrs. MacKenzie and our children 
are also very well. Jessie is back again with 
Ellas, and seems quite contented. It is a 
great comfort to us to get such a home for her.

LETTER FROM REV. JOSEPH ANNAND. 
Lo Dr. McGregor, 


On board the “ Dayspring,” 
Havannah Harbour Efate, 9th June, 1882. 


As there isa trading vessel expected to leave 


here for Noumea in a few days, I avail myself 
of the opportunity of sending a note to you. 
By the “Dayspring” I received two letters 
from you, one dated July and the other Jan- 
uary. The July letter was too late for the 
“D. S,” which left the Colony on the Ist Sep- 
tember. A few days ago I also received a 
note from you written in February, informing 
us of the arrangements made by the Board 
for our furloughs, also telling me that the 
Board had granted thirty pounds toward the 
payment of my boat. [am much obliged to 
the members of the Board for their liberality 
toward us and sympathy with us in our work. 
The new boat which I received in April is a 
fine sea boat, somewhat better than the old 
one ever was and two feet longer. The cost 
was forty pounds five shillings sterling, but as 
I shall have the sole use of the boat, and as 
not even a single member of the Board is ever 
likely to enjoy a sail in it, I shall not in the 
least grudge paying the ten pounds five my- 
self. It has however been somewhat unfor- 
tunate for both Mr. Robertson and myseif that 
Mr. Murray first got a second-hand boat and 
then Mr. Mackenzie a small one not fully 
equipped, as the Board seems to go more by 
example than precept. However, I am fully 
satisfied and you will please convey to the 
Board my hearty thanks for the boat. 

The mission goods forwarded last January 
were just too late. They arrived in Sydney 
about the day that the ‘‘ Dayspring” sailed, 
and the goods were not then landed from the 
steamer. “The “ Daysping” had to leave 
about fifteen tons of goods behind in Sydney, 
as she was filled up, hold, store-rooms, teachers 
room and cabin, and timber on deck bringing 
her down to the’ Plimsol mark. We can no 
longer say that the “ Dayspring” 1s too large. 
The missionaries must be getting more weal- 
thy and able to import greater quantities of 
goods and building materials than formerly. 
Our boxes will probably come to hand all 
right by the next voyage of the “ Dayspring.” 

We are here at Efate now for our annual 
meeting. Arrived yesterday, a week out from 
Anelcauhat. Mrs. Annand remains on Tanna 
with Mrs. Watt during my absence at the 
Synod. The ship’s boat is away to-day to 
Neguna for Mr. Michelson, to-morrow we ex- 
pect to begin work. Probably our sittings 
will continue for about a week. All of us in 
the field are present except Mr. Robertson, 
who is so busy preparing for his furlough that he 
could not come. He received your note of 
February informing him of the Board’s deci- 
sion in reference to their going home. He al- 
so requests me to forward his report of Station 
(to be read before Synod here) to you as he 
has no time to write at present. Both Mr. 
and Mrs. Robertson are greatly delighted at 
the prospect of so soon seeing their friends 
and relatives once more. Weare rejoiced to 
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learn that Mr. and Mrs. Mackenzie are so 
soon to join us again. Some of us visited 
their station two days ago and found all well. 
His most influential chief Pomal, of Erakor, 
died on the 22nd of February last. He was 
one of the very best of our native Christians 
and will be much missed on Efate. The peo- 
ple of Mr. Mackenzie’s charge are anxiously 
looking for the return of their missionary. 
They rejoiced to hear that he is coming back 
so soon. 

Our new missionary and his wife, Mr. and 
Mrs. Frazer, have chosen Api as their field of 
labour. They will settle, D. V., at the place 
vacated last year by the departure of Mr. Holt. 
It seems to be very hard, if not impossible, to 
increase our numbers in this mission, we are 
sadly in need of a half dozen more men at 
present, to occupy the vacant ground ; but it 
seems useless to plead for any more reinforce- 
ments from Canada. The Free Church of 
Scotland have only two men here now, Messrs. 
Neilson and Lawrie. We are cheered by the 
coming of Mr. Frazer from Tasmania, also by 
the expected coming of Mr. Gray from Soutn 
Australia in September, and Mr. Murray from 
New South Wales, in April next.

AREY. KENNETH J. GRANT, of San Fernan- 
SX. do, writes:—“ Our school work is of 
such a character that we have to instruct our 
teachers. For a long time we have had to 
instruct them on Saturday, but it was exhaust- 
ing for them, and we really felt sorry in not 
being ableto provide for them as we would 
like. Deeply conscions of the necessity of 
pushing them forward in their English work, 
we got aroom fitted up as a sleeping apart- 
ment, and intimated to all the Indian teachers 
my desire to have them meet on Friday at 4 
p.m., to receive instructions until 9, taking an 
hour for their evening meal; then on Satur- 
day to resume work at 7, tocontinue till 11. 
This involves three meals for say an average 
of 12, not to speak of the work of prepar- 
ing. Jn the midst of their work I noticed re- 
ceipt by you of contributions from ladies in 
the West, and also $200 from Galt for the be- 
nefit of this district. We are thankful that a 
kind Providence seems thus to be preparing to 
help us through with this and other work 
which involve expenditure. 

This is Friday evening and the class is now 
at work. Lal Behari is teaching the class as 
I write. My work is steadily extending, I 
wish it were possible for a Theological student, 
having our work in view asa life work, during 
vacation to be with us, to labour amongst my 
English speaking congregation and to study 
the language. This Church should seek to 


have men with the language, prepared to step 
in. My work has assumed proportions almost 
beyond efficient control, altho’ we work seven 
days weekly and employ two horses con- 
stantly, incurring an expenditure from salary 
quite alarming. Every school opened imposes 
not only additional labour, but contact with so 
many children of labouring poor people, com- 
pels an outlay which one would too gladly make 
if means would permit. In view of my increas- 
ing outlay from extension of field, from oppo- 
sition of Catholics, from the enlargement of 
the San Fernando school room and the en- 
gagement of a third teacher in it, I must ur- 
gently request that the sums paid over for my 
district from donors in the Western section, 
be placed to my account, to be duly reported 
on at the end of the year. Farther, Lal Behars 
will be married in October, if there be ne 

hitch, to an intelligent young Indian woman 
who was educated in the Episcopal Orphan 
Home, and four years waiting maid in a doc- 
tors family—quite competent to all the duties 
of ahome. Weare very much pleased with 
prospects. Before his marriage, to the room 
he now occupies one or two more must be 
added... He must continue to remain near me. 
I can’t bear the Central Station alone, as the 
calls from the country are so numerous. I 

think you can appreciate my situation. 

We are occupying a miserable old house— 
only one room comfortable, much newer than 
the rest, but though the floor in many places is 
rotten, and the partitions ready to fall, and the 
roof so bad that beds and books have to be 
removed frequently in the rainy season, yet I 
tell Mrs. Grant to bear patiently until our work 
gets established. It is however atrial to one 
who would have her home neat and clean. 

I think you ought to pay us a visit, for the 
Board will soon have to lay out much money 
here. Vigour and push now, here and at home 
may, with the blessing of God, secure to us 
this whole field. But if we slumber or move 
sluggishly when the circumstances demand 
the utmost activity, the issue may be disap- 
pointing and dishonourable. 

Pray for us, ask the prayers of Gods people 
for us. We need much help from on high. 

REV. JOHN MORTON, of 7unapuna, sends 
us the following note :— 

“ By the Presbyterian Witness of the 17th 
September, just to hand, I notice that an ad- 
ditional fifty dollars has been contributed to- 
ward the buildings in this district, making 
over three hundred dollars from Nova Scotia 
since the beginning of the year. For the en- 
couragement of friends on that side of the 
water, I beg to report that Mr. Wm. F. Burn- 
ley, of Edinburgh, proprietor of Orange Grove 
and other estates, has very nearly duplicated 
“that lot,” bya contribution of two hundred 
and fifty dollars for the same object. Accounts 
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for the year close Dec. 31st, and perhaps 
other friends whose business has prospered, 
or whose fields have brought forth plenteously 
may yet be able to follow the good example of 
those who have already come to our aid.

ORDINATION OF LAL BEHARI. 


The following, by Rev. K. J. GRANT, of 
San Fernando, will be read with interest -— 


“The ordination of Lal Behari, to which we 
looked forward with deep and prayerful inter- 
est, took place on the 4thinst. All the Pres- 
byterian ministers on the island, eight in num- 
ber, were present. The day was favourable. 
At 6:30 a. m. the people began to come in, 
having just given up the day for this service. 
In the audience all the other mission fields 
were represented. At 10:30 the Presbytery 
was constituted by Mr. Ramsay, the Modera- 
tor, pastor of the Church established in Port- 
of Spain, many years ago for refugees from 
Maderia. As prescribed by Presbytery, Lal 
Behari then delivered a sermon in Hindustani 
to a most attentive audience, on Rev. 22 : 17, 
‘The Spirit and the Bride, &c.’? I will not 
outline the discourse, but will give a few 
thoughts. ‘Let him take,’ &c. Not enough to 
hear about it, nor read, nor talk about it—He 
must take. Soon the annual ship will be 
leaving for India. Now it is not enough that 
you wish to return home, not enough that the 
ship is seaworthy, not enough that a free pas- 
sage will be given to all who have been ten 
years in the colony—You must actually go on 
board, you must commit yourself to the ship— 
So in taking the water of life. ‘Take freely.’ 
Your thirst impels you to seek the flowing 
stream, but once there no price is demanded. 
It is without money and without price. No 
restrictions are imposed as to caste. To you, 
O men (says the blessed Saviour) I call—if 
any man thirst let him come unto Me and 
drink.” No limitations as to supply. ‘‘ Open 
thy mouth wide, and I will fill it.”.—To-day 
you are freely offered living water. God and 
man, the Saviour and the saved invite you to 
come and drink and live. Slight this invita- 
tion, turn from the open fountain, and ina little 
time you may be where you cannot get a drop 
of water to cool your tongue. When the pro- 
digal son came back we do not read that any 
body stood on the hill’s side calling him away 
from the swines’ trough, yet he arose and came 
home. Weare invited and Christ waits for 
you, will you come? The elder brother frown- 
ed; not so our elder brother, who is ready to 
embrace us.” 

Such are some of the thoughts which I am 
able to recall. Just before the ordination the 
children of our Central School were led in by 
the teacher—at that time there were about four 
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hundred in the church. The Moderator pro- 
posed the usual questions and offered the or- 
dination prayer in English and was followed 
by Mr. Christie in Hindustani. In the same 
language, the Clerk, Mr. Hendrie, who had 
been seven years a missionary in Rajpootana, 
addressed the newly ordained minister and 
Mr. Falconer also in English. Mr. Morton 
addressed the congregation and I led in pray- 
er. The services throughout were appropriate 
and impressive and all appeared to realize the 
solemnity of the occasion. When the Pres- 
bytery adjourned two high caste men who had 
been under instruction, sought and obtzined 
baptism, and before the audience withdrew 
two others who had come above twelve miles, 
were received intomembership. It wasa high 
day with us—We rejoiced before God. As I 
cast my eye over that audfence I felt assured 
that my young brother had the confidence and 
the best wishes of all his countrymen present. 
The truth from the beginning, that is ten years 
ago, tooka firm hold of his mind, he had won- 
derfully clear conceptions of God’s method of 
saving men. In every discourse he aimed at 
making clear the way of life Christ, Christ 
emphatically has been his theme in all his la- 
bours. I know no one who has questioned 
his sincerity. Let dear friends at home pray, 
as we will not cease to pray, that he may be 
clothed with humility, and realizing that his suf- 
ficiency is only of God, labour in God’s 
strength. Inthe meantime he is appointed 
my assistant, and will live at the central 
church. There are many reasons for this ar- 
rangement, which I need not now specify. Of 
this district I may say we have had trying dis- 
couragements this year, and yet we do see 
that the work is advancing. The Lord’s 
mercies to us, the undeserving, are very great, 
therefore will we hope in him. ’

LETTER FROM REV. J. F. CAMPBELL. 


For the Record. 


‘I? AM glad it is only in imagination you 
c4) have been left so long out on the road 
‘toHaselpur, just after turning off the well 
made British road. Native roads are gener- 
ally only tracks, though Isa. 40: 3, 4,1s frequent- 
iy illustrated when a Rajah or British Political 
Agent is about to travel over a road, as we 
have found to our profit when coming soon af- 
ter. Some of them are bad at all seasons and 
probably all are bad in the rains. Yet some, 
at certain seasons, are by no means unpleas- 
ant for a tonga—a conveyance you cannot be 
long here without seeing—a wonderful affair 
for going over impossible roads, two wheeled, 
the centre of gravity brought low by having 
the seats (back to back like those of a dog- 
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cart) on what would be the floor of a dog-cart, 
the feet coming down in front and rear of the 
axle. It has a removeable top for protection 
from the sun or rain, and is usually drawn bya 
pair of ponies, the poll attached to a cross bar 
which is fastened to and plays on their sad- 
dles, and it may or may not have traces. But, 
after all, for our work I prefer the saddle gen- 
erally. On it one can go almost anywhere, and 
a pair of wallets, made for revolvers, but by 
us used for weapons and ammunition of 
a different kind,will carry, in addition to books 
and medicines, a flask of lime juice and water 
or cold tea and a lunch weh a plaid or other 
wrap strapped on above them. 

This little village, Bzchoul?, has a popula- 
tion of about two hundred. On my first visit 
to it I arrived about dark and caused a stam- 
pede through some absurd scare about being 
forcibly sent to Affghanistan as ambulance 
bearers or the like. Inaday or two I went 
back in broad daylight and received a hearty 
welcome. A wedding baking was going on in 
the court yard of the house to which I went, 
where a number of people were gathered, and 
I was carefully kept at a safe distance lest I 
should defile the food; but a seat was given 
me under a shed at one side, where my little 
congregation gathered round me. Thebread had 
been kneaded into thick cakes, or slightly flat- 
tened balls, and these were piled up on 4ho/s 
cots, or light native bedsteads covered with in- 
terlaced cord. A great, long cowdung fire was 
burning in the middle of the court-yard, and 
when this had reached the condition of red 
coals some of the men smoothed and arranged 
it by means of sticks, and then, picking up 
the.cots like hand-barrows, emptied their con- 
tents on the fire, the cakes were pushed into 
position all over the coals, and, when one side 
was judged to be sufficiently baked, turned 
over. I have never eaten this kind of bread, 
but their thin scones, or chapatiies, when made 
simply with flour and water or milk, without 
glee (melted butter), we prefer to our own 
bread. In the conversation before I left, one 
of the questions asked, was whether I 
had originaliy been a Hindu or Mohammedan. 
On our left, this large stone dam is the work of 
Maharaja Holkar, who has, by wells and tanks 
greatly improved the value of land in different 
parts of his state ; which just means, however, 
more opium cultivated, more income for him, 
and more injury to the consumers. 

Here is HASELPUR, about eleven miles from 
Mhow, a town of 4,000 or 5,000 I supposed, 
till last census put it down at 2,209; but the 
‘census is known to be far from reliable in these 
native States, and seems widely astray here. 
Riding through we reach our tent, which came 
‘out before us and is under some trees on the 
edge of the jungle. It is 11 ft. square, with a 
little bath room behind, but in it we stow bed, 
tables, chairs, boxes of books, medicines, 


clothes, &c., and have room for more. Dur- 
ing my stay here, early in March, 1881, a cow 
was killed by a tiger one night, about a hun- 
dred yards from the tent. I had ridden into 
Mhow that day, but next night just as I was 
getting to bed there camea roar which sent a 
thrill through me. There was no great cause 
for fear, however, except of my horse break- 
ing loose through terror, for the beast had 
merely come to finish his meal of the night 
before, and carry off the remains for future 
use, and this he continued doing through 
the night, roaring and growling in a manner 
which would have been sufficiently alarming 
if we had not known how he was engaged. 
Next morning I examined the place, ‘and 
from the size of his foot prints I suspect he 
was a young animal, or perhaps only a leo- 
ard. In Haselpur there is a school, small 
indeed for the population, but yet something 
to be thankful for. At my first visit we had a 
meeting in it, in which the head official for the 
time, and another brahmin argued against me 
with unusual bitterness, and this some of the 
principal persons have continued to do, though 
they seem more friendly than atfirst. On my 
second visit however, two young brahmins of 
good position aroused great hopes, for the 
fulfilment of which, as in so many other cases, 
I have yet to wait. One came running after 
me when on my way to a smaller village, de- ~ 
claring his belief in our doctrine and his wish 
to join me, and persisting, though I reminded 
him of the hardships it would involve. We 
parted with the understanding that he was to 
come to Mhow, but hitherto he has failed to 
do so, from the influence of his family I have 
reason to believe. The other is one of the 
Pee men of the place. On my first visit 
1€ was quiet when the others were loud in 
opposition. and on my second he openly de- 
clared himself an enquirer. His ill health, 
the smallpox in his family, mentioned in my 
last, and other hindrances, have interfered with 
his coming to me as he promised, but on my 
last visit he professed himself to a large ex- 
tent convinced. Whether he will really come 
to Christ or resist and smother his convictions, 
remains to be seen. But surely to mention 
such cases is sufficient to secure their being 
earnestly prayed for. The last time, he brought 
to me another young brahmin to whom he 
said he had been teaching these things, and 
there were others also who seemed to give 
hopeful signs, but of whom I can say nothing 
more. :

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Formosa, Tamsui, Aug. gth 1882. 

God bless you and the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary. Society of Kingston, for providing 
for a teacher. Depend upon it the money 
will be used according to the best of our judg- 
ment, for God’s glory. We are back in our 
dear Isle again. Mrs. Mackay teaches stu- 
dents every evening till 10 p. m., in our house, 
She has a thousand things to tell the people 
here about many lands, and especially Cana- 
da. On the 26th ulto. we opened “ Oxford 
College,” and a hundred women were all day 
around Mrs. Mackay. When she tells them of 
Sunday Schools, and ladies meeting to consid- 
er how to help them away out here, and of 
little children giving their mite to help, &c., 
&c., their eyes sparkle and they exclaim 
“Wonderful.” At the opening of Oxford Col- 
lege, ¢wo Mandarins whom I invited, were 
present. It was a study to see them gaze at 
the wives of helpers, converts, &c., in the Hall. 
I am sure they were amazed looking at so 
many bright, intelligent Christians, not afraid 
to mingle amongst all classes for worship. A 
month ago one of them called on us, and 
spent two hours conversing with Mrs. Mackay 
about Western lands. These Mandarins never 
attended a Christian assembly before. Mrs. 
M. is invited to pay thema visit. You know 
we must try to remove prejudices and not irri- 
tate. May every member of the Society do 
her duty as unto God, and by living near Him 
have the heart a/ways burning. Would to 
God that fits and starts were done away with 
for ever, and one long, determined effort keep 
us all running the race.—G. L. MACKay. 


Missionary Stems. 


SHE MORAVIANS, or “United Breth- 
“igh ren have been celebrating the one hun- 
dred and fiftieth year of their Missionary So- 
ciety. On the 21st August, 1732, the first 
two missionaries were sent from Herrnhut— 
Leonard Doher and David Nitschmann, a pot- 
ter and acarpenter. They left home at three 
y¥clock in the morning, each witha small bun- 
dle in his hand and something less than four 
dollars in their pockets. The journey before 
them was six hundred miles, on foot to Copen- 
hagen, and thence a voyage of four thousand 
miles to St. Thomas in the West Indies. Al- 
though the population of Herrnhut has not at 
any time exceeded one thousand, and the cen- 
sus of the entire denomination in its three 
provinces, German, English and American, 
zives but a small aggregate, it now has in the 
foreign field 166 brethren and 146 sisters, 312 
in all. In the course of the one hundred and 
fifty years, more than two thousand (2,219) 
have entered the service, of whom twenty-nine 
have suffered a violent or untimely death.

_The statistics of the three home provinces 
gives less than 31,000 souls, so that not far 
from one in every hundred of men, women 
and children, are personally engaged in for- 
eign mission work. Out of one little Moravi- 
an community, that of Konigsfeld in the Black 
Forest (Baden), numbering only 418 souls, 
there are at the present time twenty-one per- 
sons thus engaged. Two of the missions, that 
in Labrador and that in the Western Province 
of South Africa, are self supporting. If other 
evangelical denominations had been giving of 
their substance and their membership, in the 
same ratio for the last century and a half, 
there would not now remain an unevangelizcd 
people on the face of the earth. 

NEW GUINEA.—The progress of the Gos- 
pel in New Guinea within the past ten years, 
has been very marked. Port Moresby was 
discovered only ten years ago, though the na- 
tives of the whole island were before that 
well known for their treacherous and murder- 
ous propensities, but Port Moresby is now a 
centre of Christian influence, a church of 
seven members having been formed last year,to 
which number twenty were added last New 
Year's day. Rev. Mr. Lawes, in the London 
Chronicle, says that the new church building 
erected by the natives, though unknown to any 
order of English ecclesiastical architecture, is 
often filled with a good congregation. Many 
of the children can read and sing sweetly. He 
speaks of the public prayers of the natives as 
forming a most impressive feature of the 
work. The aptness of their language and the 
absence of formal phrases is very striking. 
The little girls even sometimes conduct fami- 
ly prayers with much simplicity and devec.ua. 
There are now in New Guinea six principal! 
stations, with as many native teachers. With 
the clearing of the bush the climate seems to 
have become more healthy. It was in Nev 
Guinea, Kalo, about 50 miles from Port Mor’ . 
by, that the sad massacre of ten native mem- 
bers took place in March of last year. It is 
believed that the action of the British man-of- 
war in inflicting punishment upon the leaders 
of the attacking party has been productive of 
good. The people recognize the justice of 
the punishment, and so far from being fright- 
ened away from the missionarn by t:.. ‘rans- 
action, they seem to trust more urml, ..! their 
promises. Eleven chiefs were presce..i at a 
religious service at Port Moresby on New 
Year’s day, and each one said a few words. 
Seven years ago many of them would not have 
dared to enter the town. Whatever may be 
said of them, they are no longer pirates and 
murderers. Rey. Mr. Gill, of Rarotonga, re- 
ports, that when the Ictiers announcing the 
martyrdom of their brethren arrived at Raro- 
tonga, the usual May services were in pro- 
gress, and the people were deeply moved. But 
one young native rose and said: “ Some of 
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our friends have fallen in New Guinea by the 
hand of the heathen. It is well, because they 
died on the field of battle, in the Master’s ser- 
vice. Their places must be filled up. Here 
aml, send mein the place of the dead” A 
native teacher in New Guinea, writing to his 
brethren, says : “ Young men, remember our 
countrymen and countrywomen devoured by 
the cannibals of the New Hebrides in former 
years. Did they die in vain? Certainly not ; 
for many in these islands have since embrac- 
ed the Gospel. It shall be even so in Kalo. 
Kalo will yet embraee the Gospel of Jesus. 

EGypt.—The missionaries driven out of 
Egypt by the late war have returned to 
their posts and taken up their duties where 
they left them, as nearly as possible. Messrs. 
Alexander and Harvey, of the United Pres- 
byterian staff, arrrived in Alexandria Septem- 
ber 13th, and went to Cairo as soon as the 
railroad could be repaired and passes obtained. 
They found the mission property: unharmed 
and the native members all safe. There was 
great rejoicing among all sects over the end of 
the war. The natives kept up their religious 
meetings. Miss Whately (Anglican) has also 
resumed her school work in Cairo, When the 
war broke out, she had a daily attendane of 
300 boys and 200 girls, of whom nearly two- 
thirds were Moslem. There is a medical-mis- 
sion in connection with this important school, 
and it is expected that the demands upon its 
resources will be very greatly increased. 

AFRICA.—-In pursuance of this purpose the 
offer of Mr. Jas. Stevenson to connect Lake 
Nyassa and Tanganyika by a road 200 miles 
long, and of a steamer for the lake by Mr. Ar- 
thington, has been accepted, thus securing at 
an early day, direct connection with the mis- 
sion, mostly by water by the way of the Zam- 
besi and the Shiré. A road from the lake 
eastward to Lake Moero is suggested to fol- 
low. May God smile on these large and cest- 
ly plans, and inspire the right men for the ar- 
duous work. The Bible is wholly put into 
eight African tongues, and partly into thirty- 
four more, and the thirty-fifth is being prepar- 
ed for. It isthe Word that giveth light. 

INDIA.—A missionary of the American 
Board in the Madura District, India, has un- 
der his sole charge fifty congregations, and 
nearly as many prayer houses and school 
houses. For the expenses of this work he 
received from the Board last year $90, less than 
$2 for each congregation. Some of the Chris- 
tians in that region live on less than $6 a year 
and yet give something for the furtherance of 
the Gospel. 

HAWAII.—Two native evangelists, who 
have been described as the “ Moody and San- 
key of Hawaii,” are traversing the Hawaiian 
Islands, preaching the gospel among the na- 
tives. Their Jabours have led, according to re- 
cent reports, to a great awakening:
